The  next  largest  fund  is  ^the  Franklin  and 
Franklin  Union,  amounting  to  $715,223.  Third  in  amount  are  the 
public  library  trust  funds,  viz.,  $473,304.  Another  bequest,  that  of 
Peter  Bent  Brigham  (approximately  $6,200,000),  not  held  by  the 
city,  but  by  a  private  corporation,  is  devoted  to  the  Brigham  Hospital 
for  the  care  of  indigent  sick  persons  residing  in  Suffolk  County.  A 
similar  new  institution  is  the  Robert  B.  Brigham  Hospital  for  incurables 
(limited  to  citizens  of  Boston),  the  bequest  for  which  amounts  to 
about  $2,000,000.

Monday,  February  2,  1914. 

Inauguration  exercises  attendant  upon  the 
induction  into  office  of  Hon.  James  M.  Curley, 
Mayor-elect,  and  Counciffirs-elect  Daniel  J. 
McDonald,  George  W.  Coleman  and  William  H. 
Woods,  held  in  Tremont  Temple,  beginning  about 
ten  o’clock  a.  m. 

Mayor-elect  Curley,  Mayor  Fitzgerald,  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  City  Council,  the  Chief  Justice,  the 
Chaplain  and  invited  guests,  assembled  in  Room  C, 
Tremont  Temple,  between  10  and  10.15  o’clock  a.  m. 

At  10.25  a.  m.  the  members  and  members-elect 
of  the  City  Council,  escorted  by  the  City  Messen¬ 
ger,  proceeded  to  the  platform. 

Chairman  BALLANTYNE,  senior  member,  in 
calling  the  meeting  to  order,  said: 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, —  We  are  assembled  here 
this  morning  for  the  purpose  of  inaugurating  a 
mayor  for  the  ensuing  four  years,  and  the  City 
Council  for  the  year  1914.  The  Chair  appoints 
Coun.  Attridge,  Coffins  and  Kenny  a  committee 
to  escort  the  Mayor-elect  and  officials  to  the  hall. 

The  committee  appointed  attended  to  the  duties 
assigned,  and  presently  returned  with  Mayor-elect 
Curley,  Mayor  Fitzgerald,  Chief  Justice  Rugg, 
Rt.  Rev.  Monsignor  M.  J.  Splaine,  Chaplain, 
heads  of  departments  and  invited  guests.

Coun.  BALLANTYNE— I  have  the  honor  to 
introduce  to  the  City  Council  and  to  this  gathering 
of  citizens  his  Honor  Mayor  James  M.  Curley, 
who  will  now  deliver  his  inaugural  address. 


INAUGURAL  ADDRESS. 

Gentlemen  of  the  City  Council, —  The  present 
system  of  election  has  resulted  in  the  substitution 
of  absolute  liberty  of  action  for  party  dictation, 
and  marks  the  termination  as  a  controlling  factor  in 
municipal  campaigns  of  pledges,  promises  and 
obligations  invariably  redeemed  at  the  expense  of 
the  public  treasury.  The  old  order,  which  I  trust 
is  happily  ended,  is  largely  responsible  for  our 
present  tax  rate  and  debt,  which  if  permitted  to 
increase  during  the  next  quarter  of  a  century 
as  it  has  in  the  past  would  serve  as  an  insuperable 
barrier  to  financial  investors  seeking  location  for 
industries  so  vitally  essential  to  the  well-being  of 
the  entire  people. 

The  United  States  Census  Reports  upon  the  per 
capita  net  debt  of  eight  leading  cities  for  1902  and 
1912  discloses  the  astonishing  fact  that  Baltimore, 
whose  net  debt  has  nearly  doubled  in  ten  years, 
because  of  the  great  holocaust  visited  upon  that 
city,  has  nevertheless  a  debt  $25.08  per  capita  less 
than  is  the  debt  of  Boston;  that  San  Francisco, 
the  per  capita  debt  of  which  in  1902  was  $1.72,  has 
to-day,  despite  an  earthquake  and  a  great  confla¬ 
gration,  and  an  almost  complete  reconstruction  of 
the  municipality,  a  debt  less  than  half  as  great  per 
capita  as  is  the  debt  of  Boston;  that  Philadelphia, 
whose  boulevards  are  perhaps  unequaled  by  any 
city  in  the  country,  has  a  per  capita  debt  of  $45.78 
less  than  the  per  capita  net  debt  of  Boston.  The 
figures  are  indeed  illuminating:

*  Net  debt  of  the  County  of  Suffolk  is  included  in  Boston’s  net  debt. 
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The  per  capita  cost  of  maintenance  reveals  the 
astonishing  fact  that  the  payment  by  the  City  of 
Boston,  including  our  Suffolk  County  payment,  is 
$3.70  per  capita  greater  for  maintenance  than  the 
great  metropolis  of  New  York,  and,  in  fact,  exceeds 
the  per  capita  cost  for  maintenance  of  every  leading 
city  in  the  entire  United  States;  that  during  the 
ten-year  period  .1902-12  the  per  capita  cost  of 
maintenance  in  St.  Louis  has  been  reduced  from

And  in  my  opinion, 
if  a  fixed  policy  of  this  nature  is  established  and 
encouraged,  it  will  be  possible  in  the  succeeding 
ten  years  to  add  more  than  fifty  million  dollars  to 
the  realty  value  of  Boston,  and  provide  oppor¬ 
tunities  for  profitable  employment  to  not  less  than 
twenty  thousand  of  its  inhabitants 

Supply  Department. 

The  imperative  need  of  a  central  purchasing 
department,  through  which  supplies  shall  be  con¬ 
tracted  for,  must  be  apparent  to  every  citizen.  Sup¬ 
plies  now  required  for  the  various  departments 
of  this  municipality  are  purchased  in  retail  rather 
than  wholesale  quantities  and  at  retail  rather  than 
wholesale  prices. 

Failure  to  take  advantage  of  seasonable  pur¬ 
chasing  invariably  results  in  payment  of  excessive 
price  for  commodities  in  general.  The  adoption  of 
a  modern  system  of  auditing,  through  which -bills 
may  be  discounted  in  ten  days  or  less,  thereby 
enabling  the  city  to  enjoy  and  receive  an  advan¬ 
tage  common  to  every  business  concern,  namely, 
cash  discounts  on  ten-day  payments,  would  result 
in  a  considerable  saving  to  the  taxpayers. 

I  therefor  recommend  such  legislation  as  will 
result  in  the  purchase  of  all  supplies  through  the 
Supply  Department  for  every  department,  and 
that  advantage  be  taken  of  seasonable  purchasing 
and  cash  discounts,  to  the  end  that  the  present 
archaic  and  grossly  wasteful  system  may  end. 


N.  B. —  Boston’s  payments  include  those  of 
Suffolk  County. 

I  believe  in  justice  to  myself  and  those  men 
responsible  for  my  election  as  Mayor  that  the 
public  should  be  fully  informed  as  to  the  condi¬ 
tions  of  the  municipal  treasury,  which  in  1909-10 
contained  at  the  end  of  the  year  unappropriated 
cash  amounting  to  $955,388.68;  in  1910-11, 
$1,486,805.83:  1911-12,  $1,003,248.42;  in  1912-13, 
$557,257.47,  and  to-day,  the  year  1913-14,  about 
$500,000.  But  it  must  be  understood  that  the 
unappropriated  cash  now  in  the  treasury  in  all 
probability  is  there  in  consequence  of  payments 
upon  outstanding  taxes  by  persons  who,  through 
fear  that  their  property  might  be  sold  for  unpaid 
taxes,  have  within  the  past  ten  days  made  pay- 
mentg  that  under  ordinary  conditions  would  not 
be  in  the  treasury  until  April  or  May. 

It  is  not  my  purpose  to  present  these  facts 
either  as  a  criticism  or  condemnation,  but  it  is 
apparent  to  me  as  it  must  be  to  every  citizen  that 
if  it  had  not  been  for  the  extraordinary  effort  to 
induce  the  payment  of  taxes  in  the  closing  days 
of  the  present  year  1  would  have  found  the  public 
treasury  absolutely  without  a  dollar  upon  taking 
office. 

The  wisdom  of  those  honored  men  who  have 
preceded  me  in  the  office  of  Mayor  in  developing 
a  park  system,  which  to-day  is  a  source  of  health, 
pleasure  and  pride  to  the  community,  is  worthy 
of  praise. 

The  Boston  of  to-day,  however,  should  be 
more  than  a  city  beautiful,  and  should  throb  and 
vibrate  with  the  hum  of  industry  intermingled 
with  the  happy  smiles  of  a  contented  and  pros¬ 
perous  people,  whose  source  of  happiness  may  be 
traced  to  profitable  employment  found  not  outside 
of  but  in  Boston. 

Every  city  in  the  country  is  to-day  striving  to 
develop  industry,  and  we  should  be  no  laggard  in 
this  all-important  work. 

The  imperative  need  of  promoting  the  industrial 
life  of  the  municipality  warrants  the  public-spirited 
citizenship  of  Boston  in  making  a  sacrifice  for  the 
good  of  the  people.  The  industrial  development 
of  neighboring  cities  and  towns  in  Massachusetts, 
where  the  supply  of  skilled  and  unskilled  labor  is 
less  than  is  found  in  Boston,  despite  the  fact  that 
the  tax  rate  in  the  several  cities  and  towns  exceeds 
the  Boston  tax  rate  in  most  cases  by  more  than 
12  per  cent,  has  been  largely  due  to  the  fact  that 
realty  values  adjacent  to  railroads  are  lower  than 
obtain  in  Boston. 

In  my  opinion  the  tender  of  a  site  with  a  railroad 
siding  without  cost  to  manufacturers  agreeing  to 


Monthly  Conference  on  Municipal  Planning. 

A  monthly  conference  on  city  planning,  to  be  par¬ 
ticipated  in  by  committees  representing  the  Church, 
including  every  denomination;  the  Press,  a  repre¬ 
sentative  of  each  daily  newspaper;  Capital,  a  rep¬ 
resentative  of  each  leading  industry;  and  Labor, 
a  representative  of  each  of  the  larger  labor  organi¬ 
zations,  to  plan  a  policy  constructive  in  character 
and  anticipating  twenty  or  more  years’  growth  in 
our  municipal  life,  is  necessary.  I  am  a  firm 
believer  in  the  value  of  publicity,  and  as  sunlight 
destroys  the  microbes  that  lurk  in  dark  and  damp 
places,  so,  in  my  opinion,  by  making  the  city’s 
business  become  the  property  of  all,  rather  than 
the  office  holders  alone,  it  will  result  in  the  elimina¬ 
tion  of  graft  and  corruption  and  the  development 
of  that  degree  of  efficiency  and  economy  at  this 
time  imperative.  The  combined  brain  power  of 
these  men,  all  of  whom  are  dependent  upon  the 
prosperity  of  the  municipality,  should  make  easy 
of  solution  those  problems  that  are  most  difficult 
to  solve,  namely,  increasing  debt,  increasing  tax 
rate,  increasing  demands  for  public  improvements 
and  failure  to  progress  rapidly  along  industrial, 
mercantile  and  commercial  lines.  A  commission 
of  this  character  created  twenty  years  ago  would 
have  been  sufficiently  powerful  to  prevent  the 
adoption  of  our  present  unsightly,  and  from  a 
property  standpoint  injurious,  elevated  system  and 
our  short-sighted  and  wholly  inadequate  system 
of  tunnels  and  subways. 

City’s  Gross  Debt. 

The  gross  debt  of  the  city  ten  years  ago  was 
$88,149,106,  and  to-day  is  $120,525,581.01,  and 
upon  this  vast  sum,  which  ten  years  ago  repre¬ 
sented  an  interest  charge,  including  interest  on 
metropolitan  assessments,  of  $4,500,848,  we  to- 
daly  are  compelled  to  pay  an  interest  charge  of 
$6,168,853.  When  one  considers  that  the  amount 
now  paid  ip  interest  annually  on  outstanding 
indebtedness  represents  the  equivalent  of  the 
taxation  collected  on  property  valued  at  $358,- 
654,245,  the  need  of  a  City  Planning  Conference 
that  will  devise  ways  and  means  of  providing  for 
pressing  and  legitimate  needs,  while  presenting  a 
remedy  for  our  present  financial  ills,  must  be 
apparent. 

It  is  not  my  purpose  to  criticise  my  predecessors 
in  the  office  of  Mayor  for  the  present  financial 
condition  of  Boston,  but  it  is  my  deterrriination 
that  the  policy  of  discharging  political  debts 
through  the  mediumship  of  the  city  treasury  shall 
cease. 

The  pay  rolls  in  1903  and  1904  were  $12,208,- 
743.04  for  all  city  departments,  and  the  pay  rolls 
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for  1913  and  1914  will  total  $15,507,768.33  for  all 
departments,  and  this  tremendous  increase,  for 
which  I  am  in  nowise  responsible,  calls  for  the 
exercise  of  economy  and  efficiency  in  a  most 
pronounced  degree. 

I  assume  that  the  men  selected  to  serve  as 
members  of  the  Conference  on  City  Planning,  all 
of  whom  are  leaders  in  their  several  walks  of  life, 
will  render  a  great  service  to  myself  and  those  who 
may  succeed  me  in  determining  the  line  of  de¬ 
marcation  wffiere  humane  and  just  treatment  ends 
and  where  profligate  and  unjustifiable  expenditure 
begins  in  the  matter  of  wages  paid  men  in  the 
service  of  the  city. 

I  believe  in  justice  to  the  taxpayers  and  to  the 
men  in  charge  of  the  various  municipal  depart¬ 
ments  that  in  November  of  each  year  all  requests 
and  recommendations  for  salary  increases  for  the 
ensuing  year  should  be  submitted  in  the  depart¬ 
ment  estimates,  and  that  changes  in  salaries  other 
than  those  contained  in  the  budget  shall  not  be 
allowed  or  considered  during  the  year.  The 
adoption  of  this  system,  coupled  writh  general 
equalization  of  salaries,  would  result  in  the  fullest 
possible  measure  of  justice  to  men  in  the  city 
service  and  the  substitution  of  merit  for  political 
favor. 

Municipal  Efficiency. 

The  necessity  for  promoting  the  highest  efficiency 
in  the  various  branches  of  the  municipality’s  activi¬ 
ties  merits  serious  thought  upon  the  part  of  every 
citizen. 

It  has  been  my  observation  that  the  efficiency 
of  men  in  the  Sewer  Service  at  the  end  of  ten 
years  of  service  is  not  infrequently  impaired  at 
lea  t  20  per  cent  largely  through  the  exacting 
character  of  the  work  performed  by  them  and 
the  exposure  incidental  thereto,  resulting  largely 
in  diseases  which  cause  great  suffering. 

In  my  opinion  when  additional  men  are  required 
for  other  branches  of  the  city  service,  transfers 
should  be  made  from  men  in  the  Sewer  Service, 
and  that  all  men  hereafter  appointed  to  the  city 
service  as  laborers  in  the  Sewer  Service  should 
work  not  in  excess  of  five  years  in  the  Sewer 
Service;  at  the  expiration  of  five  years  be  trans¬ 
ferred  to  the  Sanitary  Service;  at  the  expiration 
of  five  years  in  this  service  be  transferred  to  the 
Street  Cleaning  Service;  at  the  expiration  of 
five  years  in  this  service  be  transferred  to  the 
Paving  or  Water  Services  and  at  the  expiration 
of  five  years  in  these  services  be  transferred  to 
the  department  of  Park  and  Recreation. 

I  would  further  urge  that  hereafter  positions 
as  watchmen,  stablemen,  yardmen,  storekeeper  or 
similar  positions  not  requiring  excessive  labor  be 
filled  through  appointment  of  men  who  have  been 
crippled  in  the  service  or  become  so  advanced  in 
years  as  to  render  it  impossible  for  them  to  do 
as  much  work  as  younger  men. 

The' present  wage  and  pension  system  warrants 
the  belief  that  an  honor  and  a  merit  system  can 
be  adopted  through  which  increases  in  inspection 
force  will  be  unnecessary,  and  such  reduction  in 
inspection  force  as  may  result  from  resignations, 
transfers  or  otherwise  should  remain  unfilled. 

Street  Construction. 

The  change  in  our  traffic  system  occasioned  by 
the  substitution  of  motor-driven  vehicles  for  those 
drawn  by  horses  renders  necessary  a  change  in 
our  system  of  street  construction  from  macadam 
and  telford  to  some  street  surfacing  more  durable 
and  the  maintenance  of  which  will  be  less  expen¬ 
sive.  The  importance  of  this  departure  is  best 
appreciated  when  one  realizes  that  more  than  two 
hundred  miles  of  street  in  Boston  to-day  are 
constructed  of  macadam  and  telford,  which 
during  a  great  portion  of  the  year  are  unsightly, 
unsanitary  and  at  times,  because  of  climatic 
conditions,  rendered  almost  impassable  for  pe¬ 
destrians.  In  my  opinion  a  conference  of  engineers 
should  be  called  to  determine  the  most  durable 
and  economic  material  and  method  of  street 
construction  for  the  future. 

Water  and  Sewerage  Service. 

The  failure  ox  our  water  and  sewerage  service 
to  adequately  meet  the  requirements  occasioned 
by  increased  population  in  various  sections  of 
our  city  is  a  problem,  the  solution  of  which  at  an 
early  date  is  most  imperative. 

Reformation. 

The  abolition  of  the  Parental  School  at  West 
Roxbury  and  the  correctional  institutions  at 


Rainsford  Island,  wffiere  boys  are  committed  for 
truancy  or  misdemeanors,  should  for  the  welfare  of 
the  community  at  once  be  undertaken.  A 
departure  from  the  present  system  and  the  sub¬ 
stitution  of  a  farming  out  policy  would  protect  the 
boy  from  the  contamination  of  older  lads  than 
himself  more  versed  in  criminality  and  save  him 
to  society  and  a  useful  future,  and  in  addition 
represent  a  considerable  saving  to  the  municipality. 

Inebriates. 

Medical  experts  to-day  are  unanimous  in  the 
opinion  that  drunkenness  is  a  disease,  and  such 
being  the  case,  for  the  protection  of  unfortunates 
thus  afflicted,  a  system  of  segregation  should  be 
adopted,  which  I  here  recommend.  The  adoption 
of  this  system,  coupled  with  humane  treatment, 
would  render  unnecessary  further  increase  in  the 
number  of  officers  now  required  for  the  supervision 
of  these  cases,  and  bring  about  a  reduction  in  the 
cost  of  maintenance  at  our  correctional  institutions. 

Elections  and  Primaries. 

The  present  system  of  holding  primaries  and 
elections  for  municipal  office  at  a  time  when  the 
weather  is  unusually  severe,  resulting  in  a  low  per¬ 
centage  of  votes  cast,  demands  a  change  in  date. 

In  my  opinion  the  convenience  of  the  electorate 
and  the  duplication  of  expense  merits  the  holding 
of  city  election  upon  the  same  day  as  state  election. 

A  bill  of  this  character  presented  to  the  Legisla¬ 
ture  at  an  early  date  wrould  appear  advisable,  since 
it  would  be  of  benefit  to  all  the  people  and  in  addi¬ 
tion  result  in  a  reduction  of  expense  in  the  conduct 
of  the  Election  Department. 

Parkman  Fund. 

The  George  F.  Parkman  Fund  will,  unless  present 
tendencies  are  checked,  serve  a  purpose  other  than 
that  intended  by  the  donor. 

The  use  of  the  income  from  this  fund  should 
hereafter  be  applied  strictly  to  maintenance  pur¬ 
poses,  and  if  so  utilized  will  prove  the  blessing  to  all 
intended  by  the  donor. 

Conclusion. 

Special  privilege  in  any  form  is  objectionable  and 
the  removal  of  this  cancer  from  the  body  politic 
must  be  undertaken  at  once,  since  the  welfare  of 
the  entire  community  is  paramount  to  the  wishes 
or  welfare  of  any  particular  element  of  the  com¬ 
munity. 

From  time  to  time  during  my  administration, 
as  necessity  requires,  it  is  my  purpose  to  depart 
from  the  custom  that  has  obtained  in  the  past  and 
appear  before  your  honorable  body  and  present  for 
your  consideration  my  views  upon  such  matters  as 
in  my  opinion  may  for  the  welfare  of  all  be  deserving 
of  consideration. 

It  is  my  purpose,  gentlemen  of  the  Council,  to 
administer  the  affairs  of  the  municipality  in  a 
humane,  honorable,  just,  efficient  and  constructive 
manner,  and  in  this  work  I  solicit  your  cooperation 
and  that  of  every  citizen  interested  in  the  welfare 
of  Boston,  to  the  end  that  God  may  guide  our 
efforts  and  that  at  the  termination  of  our  service 
the  people  whom  we  have  been  elected  to  serve 
may,  in  consequence  of  our  labors,  enjoy  a  greater 
measure  of  happiness  and  prosperity. 

The  conclusion  of  the  reading  of  the  inaugural 
address  was  followed  by  great  applause  and  cheer¬ 
ing. 

The  reading  of  the  address  was  completed  at 
11.20  o’clock  a.  m. 

Chairman  BALLANTYNE —  Ladies  and  gentle¬ 
men,  the  purpose  for  which  we  are  assembled  here 
this  morning  being  accomplished,  the  meeting  is 
dissolved,  and  the  City  Council  stands  adjourned 
to  meet  in  City  Hall  for  organization.

Dear  Sir,— In  accordance  with  a  vote  of  the 
City  Council  I  have  made  a  thorough  investiga¬ 
tion  relative  to  whether  or  not  the  members  of  the 
Fire  Department  were  assessed,  directly  or  indi¬ 
rectly,  for  campaign  funds  in  behalf  of  any  candi¬ 
date  for  office  at  the  municipal  election  held  in  this 
city  on  January  13,  1914. 

In  my  opinion  no  assessments  for  campaign  funds 
were  made,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  upon  any 
member  or  officer  of  the  Boston  Fire  Department, 
nor  do  I  find  any  basis  for  thinking  that  there  have 
been.  The  allegation  of  any  assessment  implies 
action  by  those  in  authority,  and  there  is  no  ground 
for  believing  that  such  action  was  taken  or  even 
contemplated. 

In  this  connection  I  will  say  further  that  I  have 
also  investigated  the  statements  of  assessments  of 
the  officers  and  members  of  the  department  for 
their  recent  increase  in  salary,  and  I  find  no  evi¬ 
dence  that  any  assessments  were  made  in  any  way, 
shape  or  manner.  Furthermore,  I  find  no  evidence 
that  a  member  of  the  department  even  engaged 
counsel,  and  the  only  parties  engaged  in  the 
increase  were  his  honor  the  Mayor  and  the  Fire 
Commissioner.

RULES  OF  THE  CITY  COUNCIL. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE,  for  the  Committee  on 
Rules,  submitted  the  following: 

The  special  committee  appointed  to  prepare 
rules  for  the  government  of  the  City  Council  for 
the  current  year  report  herewith  the  accompanying 
draft. 


Rule  1.  Unless  otherwise  oidered  Irom  time  to 
time  the  Tegular  meeting  of  the  City  Council  shall 
be  held  on  every  Monday  at  three  o’clock  p.  m. 
Special  meetings  may  be  called  Dy  the  president 
at  his  discretion,  and  by  the  city  clerk  for  the 
puipose  only  of  drawing  jurors. 

President. 

Rule  2.  The  president  of  the  council  shall  take 
the  chair  at  the  hour  to  which  the  council  shall 
have  adjourned  and  shall  call  the  members  to  order, 
and,  a  quorum  being  present,  shall  proceed  with  the 
regular  ordei  of  ousiness.  In  the  absence  of  the 
president  the  senior  member  by  age  present  shall 
preside  as  temporary  president  or  until  a  presiding 
officer  is  chosen. 

Rule  3.  The  president  shall  preserve  decorum 
and  order,  may  speak  to  points  of  order  in  prefer¬ 
ence  to  other  members,  and  shall  decide  all  ques¬ 
tions  of  order,  subject  to  an  appeal.  Any  member 
may  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  chair,  and, 
when  properly  seconded,  no  other  business,  except 
a  motion  to  adjourn  or  to  lay  on  the  table,  shall  be 
in  order  until  the  question  on  appeal  has  been 
decided.  The  question  shall  be  put  as  follows: 

“Shall  the  decision  of  the  chair  stand  as  the 
judgment  of  the  council?”  The  vote  shall  be  by 
a  roll  call,  and  it  shall  be  decided  in  the  affirmative 
unless  a  majority  of  the  votes  aie  to  the  contiary. 

Rule  4.  The  president  shall  propound  all 
motions  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  moved, 
unless  the  subsequent  motion  shall  be  previous 
in  its  nature,  except  that,  in  naming  sums  and 
fixing  times,  the  largest  sum  and  the  longest  time 
shall  be  put  first. 

Rule  5.  The  president  shall,  at  the  request  of 
any  member,  make  a  division  of  a  question  when 
the  sense  will  admit. 

Rule  6.  The  president  shall,  without  debate, 
decide  all  questions  relating  to  priority  of  business 
to  be  acted  upon. 

Rule  7.  The  president  shall  declare  all  votes; 
but  if  any  member  doubts  a  vote,  the  president 
shall  cause  a  rising  vote  to  be  taken,  and,  when 
any  member  so  requests,  shall  cause  the  vote  to 
be  taken  or  verified  by  yeas  and  nays. 

Rule  8.  The  president  shall  appoint  all  com¬ 
mittees,  fill  all  vacancies  therein,  and  designate  the 
rank  of  the  members  thereof. 

Rule  9.  When  the  president  of  the  council  or 
the  president  pro  tempore  shall  decide  to  vacate 
the  chair  he  may  call  any  member  to  it;  but  such 
substitution  shall  not  continue  beyond  an  adjourn¬ 
ment. 

Motions. 

Rule  10.  Every  motion  shall  be  reduced  to 
writing  if  the  president  shall  so  direct. 

Rule  11.  A  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert 
shall  be  deemed  indivisible;  but  a  motion  to  strike 
out  being  lost  shall  not  preclude  amendment,  or  a 
motion  to  strike  out  and  insert. 

Rule  12.  No  motion  or  proposition  of  a  subject 
different  from  that  under  consideration  shall  be 
admitted  under  color  of  amendment. 

Rule  13.  When  an  order  or  resolution  relates  to 
a  subject  which  may  properly  be  examined  and 
reported  upon  by  an  existing  committee  of  the  city 
council,  such  order  or  resolution  shall,  upon  pres¬ 
entation,  be  referred  to  such  committee.  When  a 
motion  is  made  to  refer  any  subject,  and  different 
committees  are  proposed,  the  motions  shall  be  put 
in  the  following  order: 

1.  To  a  standing  committee  of  the  council. 

2.  To  a  special  committee  of  the  council. 

Any  member  offering  a  motion,  order  or  resolu¬ 
tion,  which  is  referred  to  a  committee,  shall  be 
given  a  hearing  on  the  same  by  the  committee 
before  a  report  is  made  thereon,  provided  he  so 
requests  at  the  time  of  offering  the  order  or  before 
final  action  by  the  committee. 

Rule  14.  After,  a  motion  has  been  put  by  the 
president  it  shall  not  be  withdrawn  except  by 
unanimous  consent. 

Rule  15.  When  a  question  is  under  debate  the 
following  motions  only  shall  be  entertained,  and 
shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  in  which  they 
stand  arranged: 

1.  To  adjourn. 

2.  To  lay  on  the  table. 

3.  The  previous  question. 

4.  To  close  debate  at  a  specified  time. 

5.  To  postpone  to  a  day  certain. 

6.  To  commit. 

7.  To  amend. 

8.  To  postpone  indefinitely. 
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Rule  16.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  be  in  order 
at  any  time,  except  on  an  immediate  repetition, 
or  pending  a  verification  of  a  vote;  and  that  motion, 
the  motion  to  lay  on  the  table,  the  motion  to  take 
from  the  table,  and  the  motion  for  the  previous 
question,  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

Readings. 

Rule  17.  Every  ordinance,  order  and  resolution 
shall,  unless  rejected,  have  twro  seveial  readings, 
both  of  which  may  take  place  at  the  same  session, 
unless  objection  is  made,  provided,  however,  that 
all  orders  for  the  expenditure  of  money  presented 
to,  or  reported  upon  by  a  committee  of,  the  council, 
shall  lie  over  for  one  week  before  final  action 
thereon.  Whenever  the  second  reading  immedi¬ 
ately  follows  the  first  reading  the  document  may 
be  read  by  its  title  only;  provided,  that  all  orders 
releasing  rights  or  easements  in  or  restrictions  on 
land,  all  orders  for  the  sale  of  land  other  than 
school  lands,  all  appropriations  for  the  purchase  of 
land  other  than  for  school  purposes,  and  all  loans 
voted  by  the  city  council  shall  require  a  vote  of 
two-thirds  of  all  the  members  of  the  city  council, 
and  shall  be  passed  only  after  two  separate  readings 
and  by  two  separate  votes,  the  second  of  said 
readings  and  votes  to  be  had  not  less  than  fourteen 
days  after  the  first. 

Reconsideration. 

Rule  18.  When  a  vote  has  been  passed  any 
member  may  move  a  reconsideration  thereof  at 
the  same  meeting,  or  he  may  give  notice  to  the 
clerk,  within  twenty-foui  hours  of  the  adjournment 
of  any  meeting  except  the  final  meeting,  of  his 
intention  to  move  a  reconsideration  at  the  next 
regular  meeting;  in  which  case  the  clerk  shall 
retain  possession  of  the  papers  until  the  next 
regular  meeting.  No  member  shall  speak  for  more 
than  ten  minutes  on  a  motion  to  reconsider.. 

Rule  19.  When  a  motion  to  reconsider  has  been 
decided,  that  decision  shall  not  be  reconsidered, 
and  no  question  shall  be  twice  reconsidered  unless 
it  has  been  amended  after  the  reconsideration;  nor 
shall  any  reconsideration  be  had  upon  the  following 
motions : 

To  adjourn. 

The  previous  question. 

To  lay  on  the  table. 

To  take  from  the  table. 

To  close  debate  at  a  specified  time. 

A  motion  to  reconsider  may  be  laid  on  the  table 
or  postponed  indefinitely,  and  the  effect  of  such 
action  in  either  case  shall  be  to  defeat  the  motion 
to  reconsider. 

Conduct  of  Members. 

Rule  20.  Every  member  when  about  to  speak 
shall  rise,  address  the  chair,  and  wait  until  he  is 
recognized,  and  in  speaking  shall  refrain  from 
mentioning  any  other  member  by  name,  shall 
confine  himself  to  the  question  and  avoid  person¬ 
alities.  Any  member  who,  in  debate  or  otherwise, 
indulges  in  personalities  or  makes  charges  reflect¬ 
ing  upon  the  character  of  another  member  shall 
make  an  apology  in  open  session  at  the  meeting 
when  the  offence  is  committed  or  at  the  next 
succeeding  regular  meeting,  and,  failing  to  do  so, 
shall  be  named  by  the  president  or  held  in  con¬ 
tempt  and  suspended  fiom  further  participation 
in  debate  until  said  apology  is  made. 

Rule  21.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than 
once  on  a  question  when  another  member  who  has 
not  spoken  claims  the  floor,  and  no  member  speak¬ 
ing  shall,  without  his  consent,  be  interrupted  by 
another,  except  upon  a  point  of  order. 

Rule  22.  No  member  shall  be  permitted  to  vote 
on  any  question,  or  serve  on  any  committee,  where 
his  private  right  is  immediately  concerned,  distinct 
from  the  public  interest. 

Rule  23.  Every  member  who  shall  be  present 
■when  a  question  is  put,  where  he  is  not  excluded  by 
interest,  shall  give  his  vote,  unless  the  council 
for  special  reason  shall  exouse  him.  Application 
to  be  so  excused  on  any  question  must  be  made 
before  the  council  is  divided,  or  before  the  calling 
of  the  yeas  and  nays;  and  such  application  shall 
be  accompanied  by  a  brief  statement  of  the 
reasons,  and  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

Standing  Committees. 

Rule  24.  The  following  standing  committees  of 
the  council,  and  all  other  committees,  unless 
specially  directed  by  the  council,  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  president: 


1.  A  committee,  to  be  known  as  the  Executive 
Committee,  to  consist  of  all  the  members  of  the 
ccuncil. 

2.  A  committee  on  Appropriations,  to  consist 
of  all  the  members  of  the  council,  to  whom  shall 
be  referred  such  appropriation  orders  as  may  be 
submitted  to  the  council  from  time  to  time. 

3.  A  committee  on  Branch  Libraries,  to  consist 
of  five  members  of  the  council. 

4.  A  committee  on  Claims,  to  consist  of  five 
members  of  the  council,  to  whom  shall  be  referred 
all  claims  against  the  city  arising  from  the  act  or 
neglect  of  any  of  its  departments.  They  shall 
report  annually  a  list  of  the  claims  awarded  or 
approved  by  them,  and  the  amount  of  money 
awarded  or  paid  in  settlement  thereof. 

5.  A  committee  on  County  Accounts,  to  consist 
of  five  members  of  the  council. 

6.  A  committee  on  Finance,  to  consist  of  all 
the  members  of  the  council,  to  whom  shall  be 
referted  all  applications  for  expenditure  which 
involve  a  loan. 

7.  A  committee  on  Fire  Hazard,  to  consist  of 
five  members  of  the  council. 

8.  A  committee  on  Inspection  of  Prisons,  to 
consist  of  five  members  of  the  council. 

9.  A  committee  on  Legislative  Matters,  to 
consist  of  five  members  of  the  council,  who  shall, 
unless  otherwise  ordered,  appear  before  the  com¬ 
mittees  of  the  General  Court  and  represent  the 
interests  of  the  city;  provided,  said  committee  shall 
not  appear  unless  authorized  by  vote  of  the  city 
council,  and  shall  not,  unless  directed  so  to  do  by 
the  city  council,  oppose  any  legislation  petitioned 
for  by  the  preceding  city  council. 

10.  A  committee  on  Ordinances,  to  consist  of 
all  the  members  of  the  council,  to  whom  shall  be 
referred  all  ordinances  or  orders  concerning 
ordinances. 

11.  A  committee  on  Parkman  Fund,  to  consist 

of  five  members  of  the  council,  to  whom  shall  be 
referred  all  matters  concerning  the  Parkman  prop¬ 
erty,  or  the  expenditure  of  the  income  from  the 
Parkman  Fund.  _ 

12.  A  committee  on  Printing,  to  consist  of  five 
members  of  the  council,  who  shall  have  the  char~e 
of  all  printing,  advertising  or  publishing  ordered  by 
the  city  council,  as  one  of  its  contingent  or  inci¬ 
dental  expenses,  and  the  supply  of  all  stationery 
or  binding  for  the  same  purpose.  The  committee 
shall  fix  the  number  of  copies  to  be  printed  of  any 
document  printed  as  above,  the  minimum,  howrever, 
to  be  four  hundred;  and  they  shall  have  the- right 
to  make  rules  and  regulations  for  the  care,  custody 
and  distribution  of  all  documents,  books,  pamphlets 
and  maps  by  the  city  messenger. 

13.  A  committee  on  Public  Lands,  to  consist 
of  five  members-  of  the  council,  to  whom  shall  be 
referred  all  matters  relating  to  public  lands. 

14.  A  committee  on  Soldiers’  Relief,  to  consist 
of  five  members  of  the  council,  who  shall  determine 
the  amount  of  aid  to  be  allowed  to  soldiers  and 
sailors  and  their  families  and  submit  a  schedule 
of  the  same  to  the  city  council  monthly. 

Order  of  Business. 

Rule  25.  At  every  regular  meeting  of  the  coun¬ 
cil  the  order  of  business  shall  be  as  follows: 

1.  Communications  from  his  honor  the  mayor. 

2.  Presentation  of  petitions,  memorials  and 
remonstrances. 

3.  Reports  of  city  officers,  etc. 

4.  LTnfinished  business  of  preceding  meetings. 

5.  Reports  of  committees. 

6.  Motions,  orders  and  resolutions. 

Spectators. 

Rule  26.-  No  person,  except  a  member  of  the 
council,  shall  be  permitted  to  occupy  the  seat  of 
any  member  while  the  council  is  in  session. 

Rule  27.  No  person,  excepting  heads  of  depart¬ 
ments,  officials  connected  with  the  city  council,  and 
reporters,  shall  be  allowed  in  the  anteroom  or  upon 
the  floor  of  the  council  chamber  while  the  council 
is  in  session.  Spectators  will  be  allowed  in  the 
gallery  of  the  council  chamber  when  the  council 
is  in  session,  and  no  one  will  be  admitted  to  said 
gallery  after  the  seats  are  occupied.  The  city 
messenger  shall  enforce  this  rule. 

Burial  Grounds. 

Rule  28.  No  permission  for  the  use  of  land  for 
the  purpose  of  burial  shall  be  granted  until  a  pu'  lie 
hearing  shall  have  been  given  by  the  city  council, 
after  due  notice  has  been  served  upon  abutters,  on 
the  application  for  such  permission. 
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Smoking  in  the  Council  Chamber. 

Rule  29.  No  smoking  shall  be  allowed  in  the 
council  chamber  when  the  council  is  in  session. 

Meetings. 

Rule  30.  No  meeting  of  any  committee  shall, 
without  the  consent  of  all  the  members  thereof, 
be  called  upon  less  notice  than  twenty-four  hours 
from  the  time  the  clerk  shall  have  mailed  the 
notices  or  despatched  them  by  special  messenger. 

Form  of  Votes. 

Rule  31.  In  all  votes  the  form  of  expression 
shall  be  “Ordered”  for  everything  by  way  of  com¬ 
mand,  and  the  form  shall  be  “Resolved”  for  every¬ 
thing  expressing  opinions,  principles,  facts  or 
purposes 

Transfers. 

Rule  32.  Every  application  for  an  appropria¬ 
tion  to  be  provided  for  by  transfer  shall  be  referred 
to  the  executive  committee  unless  otherwise 
ordered,  and  no  such  appropriation  shall  be  made 
until  the  said  committee  have  reported  thereon. 

Consideration  of  Petitions. 

Rule  33.  No  petition,  remonstrance,  resolu¬ 
tion  or  other  communication  submitted  by  any 
improvement  association,  civic  society,  club  or 
other  unincorporated  organization,  or  its  officers, 
shall  be  considered  by  the  city  council  or  printed 
in  its  proceedings  unless  such  organization  shall 
have  filed  with  the  city  clerk  a  statement,  sworn 
to  by  one  of  its  officers,  specifying  the  number 
of  members  in  good  standing,  the  time  and  place 
of  meeting  and  a  list  of  the  officers  for  the  current 
year. 

Amendment  and  Suspension. 

Rule  34.  The  foregoing  rules  shall  not  be  altered, 
amended,  suspended  or  repealed  at  any  time, 
except  by  the  votes  of  two-thirds  of  the  members 
of  the  city  council  present  and  voting  thereon. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  question  came 
on  the  adoption  of  the  rules. 

The  rules  were  adopted.

line  parallel  to  and  one  hundred  feet  northwesterly 
of  the  centre  line  of  Market  street  to  a  point  one 
hundred  feet  south  of  the  centre  line  of  Western 
avenue;  thence  by  a  line  parallel  to  and  one  hun¬ 
dred  feet  south  of  the  centre  line  of  Western 
avenue  and  said  line  extended  to  a  point  in  the 
boundary  line  between  the  City  of  Boston  and 
the  town  of  Watertown  south  of  Watertown 
Bridge,  so  called;  thence  by  said  boundary  line 
and  the  boundary  lines  between,”  and  inserting 
in  place  the  words  “  and  the  boundary  lines  between 
the  City  of  Boston  and  the  City  of  Newton,  the 
town  of  Watertown  and.”

THANKS  TO  PRESIDENT  McDONALD. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  ask  unani¬ 
mous  consent  to  make  a  statement. 

President  McDONALD — -Coun.  Watson  asks 
unanimous  consent  to  make  a  statement.  Are 
there  any  objections?  Coun.  Watson  will  proceed. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  want  to 
publicly  thank  you  for  being  able  to  withstand 
the  tremendous  pressure  brought  to  bear  on  you 
to  keep  me  off  the  Committee  on  Prisons.  I 
publicly  thank  you. 


INVESTIGATION  OF  JAIL. 

Coun.  WATSON  offered  an  order — -That  the 
Committee  on  Prisons  when  appointed  proceed  at 
once  to  investigate  into  the  administration  of  the 
affairs  at  the  Suffolk  County  Jail,  to  include  the 
morality,  medical  treatment,  food  and  all  matters 
that  may  serve  to  improve  the  care  and  custody  of 
all  prisoners,  said  investigation  or  inquiry  to  be 
made  under  the  power  vested  in  the  city  coun¬ 
cilors  who  are  county  commissioners  of  so  much 
of  Suffolk  County  as  lies  within  the  boundary  of 
the  City  of  Boston,  under  chapter  224  of  the 
Revised  Laws,  and  that  the  official  stenographer 
report  fully  said  hearings,  the  expense  of  the  same 
to  be  charged  to  City  Council,  Incidental  Expenses. 

Coun.  WATSON — -Mr.  President,  before  the 
order  is  referred  to  the  proper  committee  I  desire 
to  officially  put  myself  right  before  the  public 
concerning  the  controversy  between  Sheriff  John 
Quinn  and  myself.  I  have  contended,  ever  since 
I  have  been  in  public  life,  that  the  aldermen  and 
the  City  Councilors  of  Boston  were  vested  with  a 
great  deal  more  power  than  they  themselves 
knew,  that  they  little  knew  their  own  strength. 
I  believe  that  the  late  chairman  of  the  Committee 
on  Prisons  and  his  predecessors  on  that  committee 
— in  fact,  away  back  to  the  old  days  when  the 
Board  of  Aldermen  was  one  of  the  legislative 
bodies  of  this  city — never  exercised  the  powers 
that  they  had  under  the  statute.  At  the  last 
meeting  of  the  City  Council  I  tried  to  prevail 
upon  the  Committee  on  Prisons  to  elaborate  a 
little  more  on  the  improvements  necessary  at  the 
Charles  Street  Jail.  I  was  practically  assured 
in  advance  that  some  recommendations  meaning 
something  would  be  in  that  report;  but  the  report 
came  along  in  its  old  stereotyped  style.  I  then 
asked  the  committee  to  refer  the  report  back  to 
the  Committee  on  Prisons,  that  I  might  be  given 
an  opportunity  to  present  to  them  what  I  con¬ 
sidered  and  what  they  agreed  with  me  were  proper 
recommendations  to  report.  But  I  was  ignored 
and  voted  down.  As  the  chairman  says,  I  was 
voted  down  six  to  one.  The  report,  which  declared 
that  conditions  were  good  and  which  recommended 
more  outdoor  exercise  for  prisoners,  was  adopted 
by  a  vote  of  six  to  one.  The  chairman  of  the 
committee  knew,  and  the  other  members  who 
attended  knew,  that  the  conditions  were  not  right. 
I  do  not  propose  to  be  interrupted  at  this  time 
(addressing  Coun.  Attridge).  It  is  my  day,  Mr. 
Councilor,  and  you  may  answer  me  later.  I  will 
simply  say  that  I  am  not  talking  for  the  purpose 
of  hearing  myself  talk,  but  because  I  have  been 
laboring  under  a  great  strain  the  last  few  days 
because  of  the  disgraceful  treatment  I  received  at 
the  hands  of  a  man  whom  I  supposed  was  the 
servant  of  the  people  of  the  county,  Sheriff  John 
Quinn.  He  said  that  he  would  put  me  in  a  cell 
and  lock  me  up  if  I  were  to  go  down  there  again 
and  do  again  what  I  did  and  what  I  had  a  right  to 
do  under  the  charter.  I  am  indignant,  and  I 
simply  desire  to  state  plainly  here  my  position. 
I  would  do  so  if  there  were  not  a  soul  present  here 
beside  ourselves  and  if  there  were  no  record  what¬ 
ever  being  made  of  my  words.  I  am  going  to 
state  my  position  and  the  powers  of  the  council  as 
County  Commissioners  under  the  law,  with  the 
indulgence  of  the  chairman  and  the  other  members 
of  this  body.  Mr.  President,  the  chairman  of  that 
committee  reported  a  recommendation  that  he  did 
not  see  until  five  minutes  before  he  introduced  it 
in  the  body.  Does  he  call  that  the  proper  spirit 
in  which  to  represent  the  people  who  have  sent 
him  here?  I  think  the  world  of  him;  he  is  my 
personal  friend.  But,  as  I  said  when  I  criticized 
the  sheriff  a  week  ago,  if  the  sheriff  was  my  brother 
and  was  not  conducting  himself  properly,  not 
treating  the  unfortunates  as  they  should  be  treated, 
I  would  criticize  him  just  the  same,  as  truly  as  God 
is  above  me.  What  I  say  may  seem  pretty  strong 
to  the  councilor  who  is  chairman  of  that  committee, 
but  I  think  it  is  high  time  that  somebody  woke 
up  the  members  of  this  Council  and  let  them 
know  their  powers  and  insisted  that  they  do  their 
duty.  They  should  certainly  do  their  duty  as 
they  see  it,  bearing  fully  in  mind  what  their  powers 
are.  When  I  told  of  the  recommendations  that 
the  committee  ought  to  make,  the  honorable 
councilor  who  is  chairman  of  the  committee  is 
reported  to  have  said  what  I  will  quote  here,  and 
to-day  when  the  matter  was  called  to  his  attention, 
he  said,  ‘‘Why,  if  you  want  to  order  Quinn  to  do 
something,  go  ahead.  You  can  do  it.”  He  made 
a  speech  in  reply  to  me,  which  appears  on  page  400 
of  the  minutes,  Friday,  January  30,  1914,  the  da^ 
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before  we  adjourned  sine  die.  Coun.  Attridge 
then  said:  “  In  regard  to  that,  all  I  have  to  say  is 
this:  That  this  committee  has  no  Authority  to 
compel  the  sheriff  to  do  the  things  which  it  recom¬ 
mends.”  From  that  it  would  appear  absolutely 
that  he  felt  that  he  did  not  have  that  power. 
Let  me  now  set  forth  for  the  benefit  of  the  members 
of  this  body  and  the  public,  in  order  that  we  may 
have  spread  on  the  records  of  this  Council  the 
powers  of  the  County  Commissioners  of  Suffolk 
County,  which  commissioners  the  city  councilors 
of  the  City  of  Boston  are.  In  all  the  other  counties 
the  County  Commissioners  are  elected  by  direct 
vote  of  the  people,  but  in  Suffolk  County  the  old 
Board  of  Aldermen  were  the  County  Commissioners 
and  had  to  do  with  all  the  affairs  of  Suffolk  County, 
including  Chelsea,  Revere  and  Winthrop,  in  con¬ 
junction  with  the  aldermen  of  the  city  of  Chelsea, 
and  I  think  the  selectmen  of  Winthrop  and  Revere. 
That  power  by  the  new  charter  was  transferred 
to  the  city  councilors,  and  to-day  we  have  the  same 
power  as  the  County  Commissioners  of  any  county 
in  the  state,  except  in  so  far  as  it  has  to  do  with 
Chelsea,  Revere  and  Winthrop.  Revere  and 
Winthrop  are  under  the  power  and  government 
of  the  commissioners  of  Middlesex  County,  and 
Chelsea  under  the  City  Council  of  that  city.  Let 
me  read.  The  gentleman  has  said  that  we  have 
no  authority  to  order.  I  am  surprised.  I  might 
even  go  on  and  name  a  dozen  men  of  influence, 
of  authority  in  municipal  and  county  affairs,  who 
did  not  know  the  power  that  we  have.  It  took 
seven  men  to  help  me  find  out  the  fact.  In  chapter 
224  of  the  Revised  Laws,  on  page  1880,  under  the 
heading  ‘‘Inspection  of  Prisons,”  we  find  the 
following  in  section  1: 

‘‘The  County  Commissioners  shall  be  inspectors 
of  the  prisons  in  their  counties.  They  shall  twice 
in  each  year,  at  intervals  not  exceeding  eight 
months,  themselves  or  by  a  committee  of  two  of 
their  members,  visit  all  the  prisons  in  their  county, 
and  fully  examine  into  everything  relative  to  the 
government,  discipline  and  police  thereof,  and 
as  soon  as  may  be  after  each  inspection,  the  com¬ 
mittee  shall  make  and  subscribe  a  detailed  report 
to  the  commissioners  of  the  condition  of  each 
prison  as  to  health,  cleanliness  and  discipline  at 
the  time  of  inspection,  the  number  of  prisoners 
confined  there  within  the  preceding  six  months  or 
since  the  last  inspection,  the  causes  of  confine¬ 
ment,  the  number  of  prisoners  usually  confined 
in  one  room,  the  distinction,  if  any,  usually  ob¬ 
served  in  the  treatment  of  the  different  classes  of 
prisoners,  the  punishments  inflicted,  any  evil  or 
defects  in  the  construction,  discipline  or  manage¬ 
ment  of  such  prisons,  the  names  of  prisoners 
who  have  been  discharged  or  pardoned  or  who 
have  died  or  escaped;  and  any  violation  or  neglect 
of  law  relative  to  such  prisons,  with  the  causes,  if 
known,  of  the  violation  or  neglect.” 

“Section  2.  When  the  commissioners  or  any 
of  them  visit  any  of  said  prisons,  for  the  purpose 
of  inspection  or  otherwise,  the  sheriff,  master, 
keeper  or  other  officer  who  has  charge  thereof 
shall  admit  them,  when  required,  into  every  apart¬ 
ment  of  such  prisons,  exhibit  all  books,  precepts, 
documents,  accounts  and  papers  relative  to  the 
affairs  of  the  prison  or  to  the  detention  or  confine¬ 
ment  of  any  person  therein,  which  may  be  re¬ 
quired,  and  afford  to  ‘them  such  aid  as  may  be 
requested  in  the  performance  of  their  duties.  The 
commissioners  or  their  committee  may  examine 
under  oath,  administered  by  one  of  them,  either 
by  interrogatories  in  writing  to  be  answered  in 
writing  and  subscribed,  or  otherwise  as  they  may 
direct,  any  officer,  keeper  or  other  person  relative 
to  the  affairs  or  management  of  any  prison,  and 
they  may  also  converse  with  any  of  the  prisoners 
apart,  and  without  the  presence  of  any  officer  or 
keeper. 

“Section  3.  If  it  appears  to  the  commissioners” 
— the  County  Commissioners,  that  means  you, 
Mr.  President,  and  you,  former  chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Prisons — •“  from  the  report  of 
their  committee  or  otherwise,  that  any  provision 
of  law  relative  to  prisons  has  been  violated  or 
neglected  in  their  county — they  shall  forthwith 
give  notice  thereof  to  the  District  Attorney.” 

And  there  is  a  penalty  attached  for  failing  to 
do  so.  One  other  section,  and  I  am  done.  Sec¬ 
tion  32  of  the  same  statute,  chapter  224,  on  page 
1885,  also  deals  with  our  powrers.  Just  think  of  the 
powers  we  have. 

“If  the  commissioners” — you,  Mr.  President, 
are  one;  you,  Mr.  Former  Chairman  of  the  Prison 
Committee,  another,  and  the  balance  of  the  mem¬ 


bers  of  this  Council  others — “if  the  commissioners, 
or  if  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston,  direct 
specific  rations” — which  means  food,  of  course, 
as  we  all  know — '“or  articles  of  food,  soap,  fuel  or 
other  necessaries  to  be  furnished  to  the  prisoners, 
the  keeper  or  master  shall  conform  to  such  direc¬ 
tions;  and  if  he  refuses  or  neglects  to  furnish  the 
same,  he  shall  be  subject  for  a  first  or  second 
offence  to  the  penalties  prescribed  by  section  20 
of  chapter  210  for  the  offences  therein  mentioned.” 

It  does  not  do  any  harm,  Mr.  President,  to  elect 
occasionally  to  this  body  a  disturber,  perhaps  a 
noisy  gentleman,  a  man  who  is  jealous  of  the  high 
office  he  holds,  a  man  who  is  proud  of  the  honor 
bestowed  on  him  by  his  fellow  men.  It  comes 
handy  once  in  awhile  and  I  appeal  to  you,  in  the 
name  of  Heaven,  to  assert  your  manhood  and  your 
rights  as  County  Commissioners  and  see  that  the 
servants  of  the  people  are  not  the  bosses.  The 
Sheriff  of  Suffolk  County  is  trying  to  persuade 
the  people  of  Boston  to  believe  that  he  is  my 
boss  and  can  lock  me  up.  For  shame!  If  1  were 
to  tell  the  members  here  and  the  public  what  I 
have  on  the  Suffolk  County  Jail,  it  would  open 
their  eyes.  The  fact  is  that  things  are  not  right. 
It  is  true  that  many  of  those  people  have  been 
unfortunate  and  are  in  trouble,  but  they  have 
their  rights  and  they  should  be  properly  treated 
and  protected.  Bear  this  in  mind, — many  a  man 
has  got  into  trouble  and  has  gone  to  jail,  who  has 
come  back — and  I  don’t  have  to  go  out  of  the  build¬ 
ing  to  point  to  one  man  who  was  in  jail  and  who 
came  back  to  a  high  office.  I  am  here  to  speak 
for  the  unfortunate,  those  who  cannot  speak  for 
themselves,  and  if  I  stand  alone  in  this  matter 
I  am  going  to  keep  the  Council  busy  this  year 
until  something  is  done.  I  hope  that  this  order 
will  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Prisons 
and  will  then  be  passed  unanimously. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Prisons,  when  appointed. 


RECESS  TAKEN.

BALLANTYNE,  to  take  a  recess 
subject  to  the  call  of  the  President. 

The  members  of  the  Council  assembled  in  the 
Council  Chamber  and  were  called  to  order  by  the 
President  at  3.57  o’clock  p.  m.

COULTIIURST— I  don’t  like  those 
words  “and  so  forth”  in  there,  asking  for  the 
opinion  of  the  Corporation  Counsel.  I  think 
if  the  gentleman  will  suggest  another  phraseology 
it  would  be  more  in  keeping  with  the  dignity  of 
this  body. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  am  per¬ 
fectly  willing  to  amend  by  striking  out  “and  so 


forth,”  because  I  am  satisfied  we  will  get  what 
we  want  anyway  with  those  words  out.

Coun.  WOODS — -Mr.  President,  I  have  offered 
this  ordinance  from  the  fact  that  the  original 
ordinance  goes  into  effect  March  1.  As  this 
Council  does  not  have  another  meeting  before 
this  time  comes,  the  condition  of  affairs  is  this, 
that  owing  to  the  severe  storms  and  the  cold 
weather  that  we  are  Laving  the  contractors  and 
builders  for  various  reasons  have  held  up  on 
various  buildings  and  changes  of  plans,  and  so 
forth,  so  that  these  people  that  have  started  their 
foundations  and  their  buildings  will  all  have  to 
be  enjoined  after  the  first  of  March,  and  cannot 
make  any  further  progress.  And  this  ordinance 
is  for  the  purpose  of  giving  those  who  have  permits 
time  to  complete  their  construction.  I  have  had 
conferences  with  several  of  the  builders  and  also 
with  the  Building  Department.  The  Building 
Commissioner  is  willing  to  come  up  here  before 
the  Executive  Committee  and  explain  the  situa¬ 
tion.  I  was  going  to  move  that  this  matter  be 
referred  to  the  Executive  Committee  so  that  we 
could  act  on  it,  because  if  not  the  Building  Depart¬ 
ment  will  have  to  enjoin  all  buildings  that  are  in 
process  of  construction.  There  was  a  case  some 
time  ago  where  a  bay  wundow  was  ordered  by  the 
Board  of  Aldermen  and  the  order  was  rescinded, 
and  the  owners  of  that  building  sued  the  city,  and 
it  was  brought  to  the  Supreme  Court  because  it 
was  proven  they  had  vested  rights  and  therefore 
the  city  was  liable.  It  might  help  out  the  situation 
and  save  us  a  lot  of  trouble  if  this  thing  was  passed 
here,  so  I  move  it  be  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee  and  that  the  Building  Commissioner 
be  sent  for  to  come  up  and  explain  it  to  the  members 
of  the  Council.

I  intend  not 
to  vote  on  this  measure  to-day  at  all,  because 
if  I  should  vote  for  it  torday  I  might  have  to  vote 
in  the  opposite  way  later  on.  The  chairman  of 
the  Executive  Committee  is  going  to  make  a 
statement,  I  understand,  setting  forth  as  a  reason 
why  they  report  this  measure  and  desire  to  have 
it  acted  upon  to-day  the  fact  that  they  want  to 
hurry  action  upon  it  in  order  to  protect  some 
-builder  or  landowner.  I  was  opposed  to  action 
upon  the  matter  to-day  in  committee,  and  dis¬ 
sented  from  the  report.  I  don’t  think  more  than 
two  members  of  the  City  Council  know  anything 
•  about  the  conditions  there  existing,  except  what 
appears  on  the  map  and  by  the  statement  of  three 
men  who  have  been  before  the  committee  to-day. 
The  opinion  of  the  majority  of  the  Executive 
Committee  was  that,  in  order  to  expedite  matters, 
we  could  report  this  matter  to-day  and  vote  to 
pass  it,  and  then  two  weeks  from  to-day  we  could 
vote  upon  it  again,  changing  our  action  at  that 
time  if  we  wished  to  do  so.  I  told  them  that  I 
knew  nothing  about  the  proposition,  although  I 
had  an  idea  that  perhaps  it  might  be  well  to 
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remove  the  restrictions  generally  in  order  that  all 
might  have  the  benefit  rather  than  a  few,  and  I 
took  the  position  that  if  I  voted  for  this  order 
to-day  and  two  weeks  later  on  felt  that  I  might 
have  to  vote  against  it,  it  would  be  difficult  for 
me  with  some  people  to  explain  my  position  as 
well  as  for  other  members.  I  think  it  is  a  mistake, 
in  order  to  allow  some  man  or  set  of  men  two 
weeks’  leeway  in  the  matter  of  erecting  a  building, 
to  take  hurried  action  of  this  sort.  We  have  just 
had  a  contention  in  the  Committee  on  Prisons 
against  undue  haste,  and  those  opposed  to  what 
was  called  undue  haste  prevailed.  I,  as  a  minority 
member  of  the  committee,  did  not  prevail.  It 
seems  to  me  when  it  comes  down  to  a  question  of 
men  or  dollars,  dollars  have  the  preference.  I 
may  be  radical,  I  may  be  persistent  and  inquisitive, 
but  I  have  always  believed  that  the  man  should 
be  placed  above  the  dollar  rather  than  the  dollar 
above  the  man.  To-day  this  Council  is  taking 
undue  haste  in  the  matter  of  the  dollar  and  is 
allowing  undue  delay  in  the  matter  of  attempting 
to  find  out  the  conditions  at  Charles  Street  Jail. 
I  had  to  fight  for  twenty-five  or  thirty  minutes 
before  the  Committee  on  Prisons  before  I  could 
get  any  concession  from  them  whatsoever,  and 
the  only  concession  I  got  then  was  the  possibility 
of  a  meeting  a  little  earlier  than  two  weeks  from 
to-day.  I  told  the  committee  that  delay  meant 
perhaps  the  killing  of  what  I  am  attempting  to 
prove,  stopping  the  improvement  of  conditions 
that  should  not  exist.  But  I  could  not  prevail 
upon  another  member  to  agree  with  me  to  the 
extent  that  he  would  vote  with  me.  The  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Prisons  asked  for  delay  in  order  to  have 
a  report  from  the  Law  Department  in  writing.  I 
anticipated  that.  I  am  no  lawyer,  but  I  antici¬ 
pated  that  the  question  would  be  raised  among 
members  of  the  Suffolk  County  Bar  as  to  whether 
the  City  Council  as  members  of  the  County  Com¬ 
mission,  by  virtue  of  law,  have  absolute  power  to 
investigate  conditions  at  the  jail.  There  is  no 
doubt  that  we  have  that  absolute  power,  not  the 
slightest.  I  have  been  told  by  two  members  of 
the  Law  Department,  •  and  I  believe  that  the 
entire  force,  from  Judge  Corbett  down,  agreed  in 
this  matter  that  we  have  absolute  power  to  go 
down  there  and  summon  witnesses  and  take  testi¬ 
mony  under  oath.  There  is  absolutely  not  .  a 
dissenter  to  that  opinion  in  the  entire  Law  Depart¬ 
ment.  Mr.  President,  before  you  bring  the  gavel 
down,  I  assure  you.  that  I  will  get  down  to  the 
question  before  the  body.  The  question  is  on  the 
removal  of  the  restrictions.  Am  I  correct  in  talk¬ 
ing  upon  that  question,  Mr.  President? 

President  McDONALD— Yes. 

Coun.  WATSON — 'Mr.  President,  I  want  to  say 
in  the  matter  of  removing  the  restrictions  out 
there  that,  there  are  but  one  or  two  members  who 
know  the  conditions.  Some  of  you  may  be  walling 
to  vote  one  way  upon  this  matter  to-day  and 
another  way  two  weeks  from  to-day.  But  I  do  not 
feel  that  if  I  did  that  I  would  be  in  a  position  to 
satisfactorily  explain  my  votes  to  the  people  of 
Boston  if  they  saw  fit  to  inquire.  If  I  should  vote 
“Yes,”  and  vote  “No”  two  weeks  from  to-day,  a 
certain  element  in  this  city  would  believe  that  I 
was  actuated  by  dishonest  motives,  that  some¬ 
thing  improper  had  occurred  to  influence  me  in 
changing  my  position.  Therefore,  I  move  to  lay 
the  report  of  the  Executive  Committee  in  the 
matter  of  removing  the  restrictions  on  the  River¬ 
way  upon  the  table. 

The  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  was  declared  lost. 
Coun.  WATSON  doubted  the  vote  and  asked  for 
the  yeas  and  nays. 

The  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  was  lost,  yeas  1, 
nays  7: 

Yeas — Coun.  Watson — 1. 

Nays — 'Coun.  Attridge,  Ballantyne,  Coleman, 
Collins,  Kenny,  McDonald,  Woods — 7. 

Question  came  on  the  passage  of  the  order  as 
reported  by  the  committee. 

Coun.  ATTRIDGE — Mr.  President,  the  gentle¬ 
man  on  the  other  side  of  the  Chamber  (Coun. 
Watson)  knew  that  I,  as  chairman  of  the  Execu¬ 
tive  Committee,  was  to  make  a  statement  to  the 
Council  as  to  the  attitude  of  the  members  other 
than  himself  upon  this  report  of  the  committee. 
Nevertheless,  he  takes  advantage,  or  tries  to  do  so, 
of  the  parliamentary  rule  of  this  body,  without 
giving  me  an  opportunity  to  make  a  statement  for 
the  other  members  of  the  committee,  maldng  a 
motion  that  this  matter  be  laid  upon  the  table, 
thereby  under  the  rules  shutting  off  debate.  I 
leave  it  for  him  to  say  whether  that,  in  his  opinion, 


shows  fairness  to  myself  as  chairman  of  that  com¬ 
mittee  and  fairness  to  the  other  gentlemen  whose 
spokesman  I  am  to  be  this  afternoon?  I  want  to 
say  here  that  the  other  members  of  the  committee 
believed  that  it  wras  for  the  benefit  of  the  city,  and 
not  for  the  protection  of  some  landowner  or  owmers, 
that  this  matter  should  be  acted  upon  to-day; 
and  the  other  members  of  the  committee  agreed 
that  I  should  say  that  they  would  vote  in  favor 
of  this  report  this  afternoon,  reserving  the  right 
to  vote  against  the  proposition  two  weeks  from 
to-day,  upon  the  second  reading  of  the  order,  if 
they  sawr  any  reason  to  change  their  votes.  Those 
men  and  myself  are  not  afraid,  if  it  becomes 
necessary,  to  change  our  votes  upon  this  proposi¬ 
tion.  I  know  the  location,  and  1  know  it  well.  I 
feel  that  it  is  for  the  benefit  and  interest  of  the  city 
and  not  for  the  protection  of  some  builder  or  land- 
owner,  that  some  action  should  be  taken  by  this 
Council  to-day.  The  rights -of  all  the  members  of 
this  Council  are  protected;  the  rights  of  the  city 
will  be  protected,  because  of  the  fact  that  before 
this  becomes  operative  a  second  vote  must  be 
taken.  You  have  heard  the  gentlemen  who  have 
appeared  to-day  before  the  committee.  We  heard 
an  architect  say  that  a  private  school,  which  will 
be  subject  to  taxation,  is  to  be  built  upon  that 
land  if  the  restrictions  are  removed,  but  that  in 
order  to  so  build  action  must  be  taken  promptly. 
It  means  a  matter  of  weeks  with  them.  A  few 
weeks’  delay  means  a  great  deal  to  them.  They 
wnnt  to  have  action  taken  so  that  that  school  may 
be  opened  on  September  first.  The  building  itself, 
we  understand,  would  cost  $40,000,  which  means 
the  addition  of  valuable  taxable  real  estate  to  the 
city.  Another  gentleman,  a  Mr.  Webster,  said 
that  he  intended,  if  the  restrictions  were  removed, 
to  put  up  a  building  on  his  land  to  cost  not  less 
than  $4,000  per  suite,  and  if  that  were  successful 
he  said  that  he  intended  to  erect  another.  These 
men  appeared  before  us,  and  there  was  an  attorney 
by  the  name  of  Jarvis,  I  believe,  whom  I  don’t 
know  personally,  who  appeared  and  also  insisted 
that  there  should  be  some  action  by  the  City 
Council.  All  of  those  men  said  that  a  couple  of 
weeks’  delay  meant  a  great  deal  to  them,  that  it 
would  seriously  put  back  their  plans,  and  that  if 
we  were  to  adjourn  to-day  without  taking  action 
it  would  mean  a  great  loss  to  them.  This  building 
such  as  is  proposed  means  the  upbuilding  of  the 
city;  the  erection  of  such  a  private  school  as  is 
suggested,  in  a  city  famous  for  its  schools,  means 
a  good  deal.  I  say  that  we  should  do  something 
for  those  men  and  women  who  are  willing  to  put 
their  money  into  schools  for  the  education  of  the 
young.  We  ought  to  meet  them  halfway,  and,  if 
necessary,  help  them.  I  say,  for  one,  that  if  they 
will  put  up  a  school  I  am  willing  to  vote  in  favor 
of  the  removal  of  the  restrictions  so  as  to  enable 
them  to  do  it.  We  removed  restrictions  for  the 
purpose  of  getting  into  the  city  the  hotel  corpora¬ 
tion  which  built  the  Copley-Plaza.  We  voted  to 
remove  12-foot  restrictions  on  the  old  fine  arts 
site.  I  say,  therefore,  as  a  member  of  the  commit¬ 
tee  and  a  member  of  the  Council,  I  am  in  favor  of 
the  adoption  of  the  committee’s  report  and  the 
passage  of  the  order.  These  parties  have  said  to 
us,  “We  do  not  desire  any  delay.  We  are  fair  to 
every  member  of  the  Council.  The  matter  will 
not  be  up  for  final  action  until  two  weeks  from 
to-day,  and  if  any  member  of  the  Council  feels  then 
that  he  should,  as  he  will  have  the  opportunity 
to  do,  change  his  vote,  upon  examination  into  the 
matter,  he  has  a  perfect  right  to  do  it.”  I  am  not 
afraid  to  change  my  vote.  I  say  that  the  man  who 
has  never  made  a  mistake  is  the  man  who  has 
never  done  anything,  and  if  any  member  of  this 
Council  feels  that  he  should  not  vote  for  the  propo¬ 
sition  after  investigation,  two  weeks  from  now,  he 
should  then  stand  up  like  a  man  and  change  his 
vote;  He  should  not  be  ashamed  to  do  so,  so  long 
as  his  position  is  honest,  so  long  as  it  is  right,  so 
long  as  he  has  not  taken  a  dollar,  a  bribe  from  any 
corporation  or  individual.  So  long  as  he  has  done 
his  duty  as  his  conscience  dictates,  he  should  not 
be  ashamed,  simply  because  he  has  changed  his 
vote,  of  looking  any  man  or  of  looking  the  whole 
world  straight  in  the  face  and  saying,  “I  have 
done  my  duty  and  I  am  proud  of  it.”  I  trust 
to-day  that  this  committee’s  report  will  be  accepted 
and  that  the  matter  will  then  go  over  for  two  weeks, 
so  that  the  members  who  have  not  had  a  proper 
opportunity  to  visit  the  locality  may  have  a  chance 
to  do  so.  Then,  if  they  desire,  they  can  come  in 
and  change  their  vote. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  will  just 
delay  the  Council  two  minutes.  I  want  to  say 
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that  I  had  no  intention  of  taking  advantage  of 
any  member  of  the  Council  when  ‘I  moved  to 
place  the  matter  on  the  table.  I  would  say, 
further,  that  if  the  gentleman  had  been  alert  he 
could  have  had  the  floor  without  any  difficulty 
when  I  got  it,  because  usually  the  chairman  of 
committees  is.  recognized  before  anybody  else. 
I  w’ant  to  say  that  my  conscience  is  clear  about 
every  act  that  I  have  performed  in  this  body. 
It  does  not  bother  me  a  particle.  I  will  say  now 
that  the  criticism  I  might  receive  from  voting 
“Yes”  to-day  and  voting  “No”  later  from  a  cer¬ 
tain  element  would  not  bother  me  any.  But  it 
would  give  them  an  opportunity  to  talk.  -I  am 
glad  that  I  have  drawn  the  gentleman’s  fire; 
I  am  glad  that  his  voice  has  resounded  through 
the  Chamber.  For  myself,  I  will  simply  say  that 
I  am  not  going  to  vote  for  this  order  to-day.  I  am 
going  to  reserve  the  right  to  vote  as  I  ought  to 
vote  when  it  comes  up  for  its  final  passage.  That 
will  not  affect  it  a  particle.  I  had  no  intention 
of  hurting  anybody’s  feelings  when  I  moved  to 
lay  on  the  table,  but  I  wanted  to  be  right  in  the 
matter  and  to  maintain  the  point  that  I  have  made 
regarding  delay. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  order  was 
passed,  yeas  7,  nays  0. 

The  order  will  take  its  second  reading  not  less 
than  two  weeks  from  to-day.

SPECIAL  ELECTION,  TWELFTH 
CONGRESSIONAL  DISTRICT.

RIGHTS  OF  COUNTY  COMMISSIONERS. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 

Law  Department,  February  24,  1914. 

To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, —  In  response  to  your  request  I 
respectfully  submit  my  opinion  as  to  “the  rights 
and  powers  of  the  members  of  the  City  Council 
to  investigate  into  the  management  and  adminis¬ 
tration  of  the  county  jail,  and  as  to  the  rights  and 
powers  of  the  members  of  the  City  Council  to 
visit  and  examine  conditions  at  the  jail.” 

The  City  Council  of  Boston,  acting  as  County 
Commissioners  for  Suffolk  County,  have  authority, 
under  the  provisions  of  chapter  224  of  the  Revised 
Laws,  to  investigate  the  Suffolk  County  Jail. 
Under  section  1  of  said  chapter,  the  City  Council, 
or  a  committee  of  two  of  its  members,  is  required 
to  visit  the  Suffolk  County  prisons  twice  in  each 
year  and  “fully  examine  into  everything  relative 
to  the  government,  discipline  and  police  thereof,” 
in  all  the  particulars  set  forth  in  said  section. 

Under  section  2  of  said  chapter,  when  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  City  Council,  or  any  of  them,  visit  any 
of  the  county  prisons  for  the  purpose  of  inspection, 
or  otherwise,  the  sheriff  or  other  officer  in  charge, 
must,  if  requested,  admit  them  to  any  part  of  the 
prison,  must  exhibit  the  books,  papers,  etc., 
relative  to  the  affairs  of  the  prison  or  to  the  deten¬ 
tion  or  confinement  of  prisoners,  and  must  assist 
in  every  reasonable  way  the  investigation  into  any 
or  all  of  the  matters  set  forth  in  the  preceding 
section.  Under  section  2,  the  City  Council,  or  its 
committee,  may  examine,  under  oath,  any  officer, 
keeper,  or  other  person  relative  to  the  affairs  or 
management  of  the  prison  and  may  talk  with  any 
prisoner  apart  and  without  the  presence  of  any 
officer  or  keeper. 

Under  section  3  of  said  chapter,  it  is  the  duty  of 
the  City  Council  to  report  to  the  District  Attorney 
any  violation  or  neglect  of  any  provision  of  law 
relative  to  the  prisons  of  Suffolk  County. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing  powers  of  inspection 
and  examination  at  the  county  prisons,  the  City 
Council,  under  the  provisions  of  section  8  of  chap-- 
ter  175  of  the  Revised  Laws,  has  the  right  to  sum¬ 
mon  any  officer  or  employee  of  a  county  prison  to 
appear  before  the  City  Council,  to  produce  all 


necessary  books  and  papers,  and  to  testify  under 
oath  concerning  any  matter  within  the  authority 
of  the  Council  to  investigate  as  public  officers 
passing  upon  appropriations  for  county  expendi¬ 
tures.

Coun.  BALLANTYNE — Mr.  President,  in  pre¬ 
senting  this  order  I  am  going  to  ask  that  it  be 
referred  to  the  Executive  Committee  for  the 
following  reasons.  I  understand  that  Corporation 
Counsel  Sullivan  has  appeared  before  the  Com¬ 
mittee  of  the  Legislature  in  opposition  to  this  bill, 
but  that  he  made  the  statement  before  the  com¬ 
mittee  that  he  appeared  personally,  that  lie 
had  not  been  authorized  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor 
or  by  the  City  Council  to  appear  in  opposition. 
My  idea  in  presenting  the  resolution  and  order 
to-day  is  that  it  may  go  to  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee  and  be  considered  and  that,  if  we  see  fit, 
we  may  authorize  the  Corporation  Counsel  to 
appear  in  the  name  of  this  body. 

The  preambles,  resolve  and  order  were  referred 
to  the  Executive  Committee.

RESOLUTION  CONCERNING  CITY 
CHARTER.

Resolved,  In  the  opinion  of  the  Boston  City 
Council  that  the  new  city  charter  which  has  been 
in  operation  for  the  last  four  years  has  been  an 
unexampled  success. 

Resolved,  In  the  opinion  of  the  Boston  City 
Council  that  with  minor  exceptions  the  charter 
changes  proposed  in  the  present  Legislature  are 
in  the  nature  of  backward,  not  forward,  steps. 

Resolved,  In  the  opinion  of  the  Boston  City 
Council  that  no  substantial  changes  should  be 
made  in  the  charter  during  the  current  session  of 
the  Legislature,  and  that  the  only  changes  entitled 
to  consideration  are  those  providing  for  the  aboli¬ 
tion  of  jurats  on  nomination  petitions,  the  possible 
change  of  the  date  of  the  city  election  to  April, 
and  the  possible  reduction  of  the  number  of  sig¬ 
natures  required  on  nomination  petitions  for  City 
Council  and  School  Committee  to  a  number  not 
less  than  twenty-five  hundred. 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Legislative 
Matters  of  the  City  Council  be  directed  to  appear 
before  the  Committee  on  Metropolitan  Affairs  of 
the  Legislature  at  its  hearing  appointed  for  March 
2,  1914,  and  record  with  the  committee  the  above 
opinion  of  the  Boston  City  Council. 

Referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 


CLAIMS. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE,  for  the  Committee  on 
Claims,  submitted  a  report  on  the  petition  of 
John  L.  Gallagher  (referred  1914)  for  compensation 
for  his  act  as  a  police  officer — recommending  the 
passage  of  the  following:

PAYMENT  TO  MRS.  HALLORAN. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 

Finance  Commission,  February  25,  1914. 
To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — The  Finance  Commission  desires 
to  present  the  following  facts,  relative  to  chapter 
17  of  the  Acts  of  1914,  which  authorizes  the  City 
of  Boston  to  pay  a  sum  not  exceeding  $500  to  the 
widow  of  Daniel  M.  Halloran,  late  an  employee 
of  the  Sewer  Division  of  the  Public  Works  Depart¬ 
ment.  The  act  recites  that  the  said  Daniel  M. 
Halloran  died  “from  injuries  sustained  in  the 
performance  of  his  duty  as  such  employee  in  the 
month  of  November,  1908,  his  injuries  having  been 
caused  by  defective  and  unsafe  machinery  used  in 
a  sewer  on  Talbot  avenue  in  the  Dorchester  dis¬ 
trict.” 

On  November  24,  1908,  Daniel  M.  Halloran  was 
in  the  employ  of  the  City  of  Boston  in  the  capacity 
of  laborer  and  while  working  in  a  sewer  trench  in 
Talbot  avenue,  Dorchester,  sustained  a  fracture 
of  the  skull  by  a  falling  bucket.  In  consideration 
of  the  sum  of  $165,  allowed  him  by  the  Committee 
on  Claims  of  the  City  Council  and  paid  him  by  the 


City  Treasurer,  as  compensation  for  the  wages 
lost  in  consequence  of  this  accident,  said  Halloran 
signed  a  release  to  the  City  of  Boston  on  the  18th 
day  of  March,  1909.  Since  his  recovery  early  in 
1909  from  this  injury,  he  continued  in  the  employ 
of  the  City  of  Boston  until  September,  1913. 
On  September  17,  1913,  while  riding  on  the  rear 
platform  of  a  car  of  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway, 
he  fell  from  the  car  and  sustained  injuries  to  his 
skull.  He  was  removed  to  the  City  Hospital  and 
died  there  September  18,  1913.  The  report  of 
Medical  Examiner  Leary  on  file  in  the  office 
of  the  district  attorney  gives  the  cause  of  death 
as  fracture  of  the  skull  and  acute  alcoholism. 

In  this  connection  the  Finance  Commission 
desires  to  point  out  that  the  administrator  of  the 
estate  of  Daniel  M.  Halloran  has  brought  suit 
against  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company 
in  the  sum  of  $30,000.  These  papers  are  on  file 
in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  Superior  Court, 
Civil  Session,  and  the  declaration  therein  states 
that  said  Halloran  was  thrown  from  a  Boston 
Elevated  Railway  car  and  “received  injuries  that 
caused  his  death.” 

In  view  of  the  above  facts  the  Finance  Com¬ 
mission  recommends  that  the  act  be  not  accepted 
by  the  City  Council  nor  approved  by  the  Mayor.

WATSON — Mr.  President,  as  the  intro¬ 
ducer  of  the  order,  I  am  perfectly  willing  to  have 
it  referred  back  to  the  committee  for  public  hear¬ 
ing.  I  trust  that  the  Council  will  so  vote. 

The  order  was  recommitted  to  the  Executive 
Committee.

Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  is  in  favor  of 
the  general  policy  of  a  five-cent  fare  for  passenger 
transportation  on  street  railways  from  any  part 
of  the  City  of  Boston  to  any  other  part  thereof. 

Resolved,  That  in  justice  to  the  City  of  Boston, 
and  especially  to  the  Hyde  Park  section  thereof, 
an  extension  of  the  five-cent  fare  zone  ought  to  be 
made,  without  further  delay,  so  as  to  include  Hyde 
Park  and  thus  provide  this  section  with  the  same 
transportation  advantages  now  enjoyed  by  all 
other  parts  of  Boston.

The  matter  of  a  five-cent 
fare  for  Hyde  Park  is  now  pending  before  the 
Public  Service  Commission,  and  the  Hyde  Park 
Committee  in  charge  of  the  matter  have  asked  me 
to  again  present  this  resolution.  1  hope  it  will 
pass  this  afternoon. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE— Mr.  President,  I  hope 
this  resolution  will  pass  here  to-day.  I  understand 
that  the  Public  Service  Commission  has  given 
considerable  time  to  this  question.  I  personally 
appeared  before  the  commission  and  represented 
Coun.

ANNUAL  ESTIMATES. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 

Office  of  the  Mayor,  February  28,  1914. 

To  the  City  Council: 

In  accordance  with  section  3  of  chapter  486  of 
the  Acts  of  1909,  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  the 
estimates  of  the  several  departments,  with  my 
recommendations  thereon. 

I  also  submit  the  basis  of  estimates  prepared  by 
the  City  Auditor,  which  shows  the  amount  that 
can  be  raised  within  the  tax  limit  for  general 
municipal  purposes  and  the  amount  of  estimated 
income  for  the  present  year. 

In  submitting  the  budget  I  must  call  attention 
to  the  extraordinary  conditions  which  confront  the 
city.  The  limit  of  taxation  for  general  municipal 
purposes  is  $10.55  on  each  $1,000  of  valuation,  of 
which  $4.18  must  be  reserved  for  the  support  of 
the  public  schools.  In  the  last  fiscal  year,  1913-14, 
the  existing  scale  of  expenditures  resulted  in  the 
appropriation  of  all  the  money  that  could  lawfully 
be  appropriated  within  the  tax  limit  except  $52.48. 

Instead  of  keeping  the  expenditures  down  so  that 
the  present  limit  for  general  municipal  purposes 
would  suffice,  new  appointments  were  made  and 
extraordinary  increases  of  salaries  and  wages  were 
granted,  many  of  them  near  the  close  of  the  fiscal 
year,  apparently  for  the  purpose,  and  certainly 
with  the  result,  of  making  it  impossible  for  the 
succeeding  administration  to  live  within  the  limit 
fixed  by  law  if  the  increased  salary  schedules  were 
to-  be  maintained.  We  have  had  to  face  an  un¬ 
pleasant  situation,  not.  created  by  us,  and  for 
which  we  are  not  in  any  degree  responsible  and  the 
remedy  for  which  rests  in  an  appeal  to  the  Legis¬ 
lature  to  raise  the  tax  limit,  or  drastic  reductions 
in  the  pay  roll.  The  former  course  would  entail 
new  burdens  on  industry  and  inevitably  retard  the 
city’s  development.  The  latter  would  cause  dis¬ 
appointment  to  hundreds  of  city  employees,  many 
of  whom  merit,  and,  under  more  favorable  con¬ 
ditions,  should  receive,  salary  increases.  The 
duty  I  owe  to  the  citizens  as  a  whole  impelled  me 
to  take  the  latter  course.  Many  of  the  salary 
increases  must  be  revoked.  Removals  and  sus¬ 
pensions  will  also  be  unavoidable.  The  depart¬ 
mental  estimates  exceed  by  $1,876,878.96  the 
amount  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  can  appro¬ 
priate  under  the  law  for  general  municipal  purposes. 
The  estimates  have  been  studied  as  carefully  as 
possible  in  the  brief  periods  since  my  inauguration 
which  I  have  not  been  compelled  to  devote  to  other 
pressing  business  of  the  city.  The  problem  before 
me  was  to  distribute  as  equitably  as  possible 
within  the  too  brief  time  allowed  by  law  the  total 
amount  which  may  be  appropriated  for  general 
municipal  purposes.  No  less  could  be  appropriated 
owing  to  the  necessity  of  maintaining  some  of  the 
salary  increases  made  last  year,  such  as  the 
laborers’,  the  firemen’s  and  the  policemen’s 
increases,  the  necessity  of  providing  the  increased 
amounts  which  must  by  law  be  reserved  for  the 
schools,  and  to  the  necessity  of  maintaining  our 
ever-increasing  number  of  public  buildings  and 
other  improvements.  The  departments  must  live 
within  the  amounts  appropriated  except  where 
extreme  hardship  would  result,  in  which  case  the 
none  too  large  Reserve  Frrnd  will  afford  slight  relief. 

In  addition  to  the  amount  which  can  be  appro¬ 
priated  within  the  tax  limit  for  general  municipal 
purposes  I  have  recommended  for  other  purposes 
which  can  be  provided  for  outside  the  limit, 
$188,987.45  less  than  the  estimates.  The  total 
reductions  in  the  estimates  are  $2,065,866.41. 

I  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  accompanying 
appropriation  and  tax  orders.

My  dear  Sir, — Answering  your  letter  of  February 
16,  I  beg  to  record  a  mild  and  respectful  dissent 
from  the  proposition  implied  in  your  letter  that 
it  does  or  does  not  make  any  difference  in  the 
legal  situation  as  to  whether  you  “feel  like  doing 
this  work.”  I  think  it  natural  and  by  no  means 
improper  that  you  personally  should  not  feel 
like  doing  this  work,  but  I  want  to  make  it  clear 
that  in  my  opinion  that  is  not  material.  Section 
1,  chapter  128,  of  the  Revised  Laws,  makes  it 
obligatory  and  not  optional  with  the  County  of 
Suffolk  to  do  this  work.  The  only  question  is, 
therefore,  whether  the  work  is  reasonably  neces¬ 
sary.  I  assert  that  it  is  and  submit  the  situation 
to  the  candid  consideration  of  yourself  or  any  other 
representative  of  the  County  of  Suffolk.  Possibly 
this  official  request  should  not  be  addressed  to 
you  but  to  the  Mayor  of  the  city  or  the  Chief 
Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  as  the  custodian 
of  the  courthouse;  but  inasmuch  as  all  requests 
of  this  kind  heretofore  have  been  attended  to 
through  the  various  occupants  of  your  office,  I 
have  considered  the  matter  as  somewhat  settled 
by  precedent  and  practice  and  should  have  thought 
it  rather  improper  to  go  over  your  head  with  a 
request  without  saying  anything  to  you. 

This  call  for  help  went  out  on  November  25, 
1912,  in  a  letter  to  you  with  notice  that  within 
six  months  to  a  year  two  additional  file  cases 
would  be  necessary  of  the  kind  substantially 
shown  on  plan  3606-A  of  the  Bank  and  Office 
Equipment  Company.  Everything  is  now  full 
in  the  vault  with  the  exception  of  the  plan  case 
which  was  installed  under  your  administration, 
and  I  have  decided  that  the  least  valuable  of  our 
files,  to  wit,  papers  in  cases  under  the  miscellaneous 
Jurisdiction,  will  have  to  go  outside  the  vault  in 
the  general  office  spaces  on  wooden  shelves  to  be 
made  by  the  courthouse  carpenter.  This  I 
assume  to  be  a  technical  violation  of  state  laws 
requiring  officials  having  charge  of  public  records 
to  keep  them  in  fireproof  cases  and  I  have  ac¬ 
cordingly  notified  the  Public  Record  Commis¬ 
sioner  of  the  situation  and  have  invited  him  — 
if  endowed  with  sufficient  miraculous  powers  — 
to  give  us  a  modern  scriptural  exhibition,  not  of 
turning  water  into  wane,  but  of  turning  wood 
into  iron.  I  fear  he  will  fail,  however,  and  so  I 
again  urge  you  to  pursue  the  more  practical  course 
and  make  a  contract  forthwith  for  furnishing 
these  new  cases.  I  should  even  contend  that  the 
state  of  your  appropriations  is  immaterial,  as  this 
is  work  which  the  County  of  Suffolk  is  required 
by  law'  to  do.

completely  destroyed  by  fire  on  January  3,  1914. 

I  therefore  recommend  the  passage  of  the 
accompanying  order,  transferring  the  sum  of 
$10,000  from  Machinery  and  Materials  for 
Manufacturing  to  the  appropriation  for  Penal 
Institutions  Department,  House  of  Correction.

The  Mayor  of  Boston: 

Sir,- — The  fire  which  occurred  in  the  laundry 
building  at  the  House  of  Correction  at  Deer 
Island  on  January  3  completely  destroyed  the  old 
laundry  building  which  was  of  wood  and  of  small 
value;  in  fact,  the  building  I  had  intended  to  re¬ 
move  and  in  its  place  erect  a  coal  pocket,  but  the 
machinery  contained  therein  was  also  totally 
destroyed  and  was  of  considerable  value. 

During  the  past  year  the  old  prison  building 
formerly  occupied  by  the  women  had  been  re¬ 
modeled  for  laundry  purposes.  The  flooring, 
sewer  and  water  connections,  in  fact,  everything, 
was  prepared  to  receive  the  new  machinery  which 
we  needed  and  it  was  intended  to  have  used  that 
which  was  destroyed  by  fire. 

In  order  to  complete  our  new  laundry  and  put 
it  in  an  up-to-date  condition  it  is  estimated  that 
we  will  require  at  least  ten  thousand  (10,000) 
dollars,  and  I  respectfully  request  that  you  cause 
to  be  provided  the  amount  of  money  necessary  for 
this  purpose  as  soon  as  it  meets  your  convenience. 
This  money  which  I  ask  for  is  in  no  way  connected 
with  our  regular  appropriation  and  no  provision 
has  been  made  in  our  estimate  for  its  expenditure. 

Tn  this  connection  I  would  suggest  that  a  fund 
which  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  city  might  be 
used  for  this  purpose.  I  refer  to  the  fund  known 
in  the  auditor’s  report  as  “Machinery  and  Materi¬ 
als  for  Manufacturing.’’  This  is  a  fund  which  in 
1899  was  established  by  appropriation  of  fifteen 
thousand  (15,000)  dollars  and  since  then  has 
accumulated.  From  time  to  time  transfers  have 
been  made  from  it  for  purposes  other  than  our 
institution  required.  At  the  present  time  there  is 
a  balance  of  $40,128,  and  it  would  seem  to  me  that 
a  transfer  from  this  fund  might  now  be  made  for 
the  purpose  of  supplying  and  equipping  our 
laundry.

AMENDMENT  OF  RESTRICTIONS. 

President  McDONALD  called  up  unfinished 
business,  No.  21,  viz.: 

21.  Ordered,  That  the  Board  of  Park  and 
Recreation  Commissioners,  with  the  approval  of 
the  Mayor,  and  by  an  instrument  or  instruments 
satisfactory  to  the  Law  Department,  may  in  the 
name  and  behalf  of  the  city  modify  and  amend  the 
restrictions  contained  in  deeds  or  agreements 
given  to  the  city  by  the  owners  of  lands  abutting 
on  the  Riverway,  between  the  northerly  intersec¬ 
tion  of  Brookline  avenue  with  the  Riverway  and 
the  southerly  intersection  of  said  avenue  with  the 
Riverway,  by  reducing  the  distance  from  the 
1  exterior  line  of  said  park  required  for  the  setting 
back  of  buildings  on  such  abutting  lands  from 
twenty-five  feet  to  twenty  feet. 

On  February  16  the  foregoing  order  was  read 
once  and  passed,  yeas  7,  nays  0. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  at  the  last 
meeting  of  the  Council  I  stated  my  position  on 
this  proposition.  I  refused  to  vote  at  that  time 
because  I  did  not  have  sufficient  information  con¬ 
cerning  the  matter.  My  position  is  the  same  to¬ 
day.  I  have  been  very  active;  all  my  time  has 
been  taken  up  in  other  directions,  and  I  have 
been  unable  to  give  any  attention  whatsoever  to 
this  proposition.  It  was  reported  by  the  Execu¬ 
tive  Committee  and  given  its  first  reading  at  the 
last  meeting  in  order  .to  facilitate  matters,  so  that 
the  builders  could  proceed  to  work,  and  it  has 
gone  over  for  two  weeks  and  it  is  here  to-day. 
I  think  we  are  opening  up  the  doors  to  some  more 
orders  of  this  nature.  I  think  it  is  a  dangerous 
precedent  to  establish  on  the  Riverway.  There 
is  nearly  a  mile — or  three-quarters  of  a  mile — of 
parkway  on  which  there  are  certain  restrictions, 
and  as  long  as  you  open  up  the  door  in  this  par¬ 
ticular  case  a  precedent  will  be  established.  It 
means  that  later  on  the  same  thing  will  continue. 
However,  there  may  be  considerable  virtue  in  the 
proposition,  there  may  be  a  real  need  and  a  proper 
need,  it  may  be  something  proper  for  us  to  vote 
upon.  As  I  know  little,  if  anything,  about  it 
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excepting  what  I  heard  from  two  interested 
parties,  and  the  Deputy  Commissioner  of  Parks 
to-day,  I  will  not  vote  on  the  proposition.  And  if 
the  other  members  of  this  Council  have  as  little 
information  on  it  as  I  have  it  might  be  well  for 
them  to  follow  my  lead. 

Coun.  COULTHURST — When  this  matter 
came  up  before  the  Executive  Committee  some 
couple  of  weeks  ago,  I  for  one  member  of  the 
Council  wanted  either  to  inspect  this  site  per¬ 
sonally  or  to  have  it  inspected  by  a  subcommittee 
of  this  body.  I  have  taken  occasion  myself  to 
inspect  the  site,  and  for  one  I  am  satisfied  that 
it  is  a  reasonable  thing  for  the  city  to  do  to  reduce 
the  restrictions  that  are  upon  this  property  abut¬ 
ting  on  the  parkway  from  twenty-five  to  twenty 
feet.  It  will  render  available  for  building  pur¬ 
poses  some  narrow  lots  of  land  that  abut  on  the 
parkway  and  which  cannot,  according  to  the 
owners, — and  I  am  impressed  with  their  point  of 
view, — be  available  for  that  purpose  unless  this 
restriction  is  removed.  I  have  sat  on  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Public  Lands  heretofore  and  have 
opposed  the  removal  of  restrictions  in  other  cases 
because  in  each  case  I  decided  that  there  was  not 
sufficient  merit.  At  the  present  time  I  am  per¬ 
sonally  satisfied  that  we  ought  to  pass  this  order 
to  its  final  reading. 

The  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

The  order  was  given  its  final  reading  and  passed, 
yeas  8,  nays  0. 

While  the  roll  was  being  called  Coun.  WATSON 
said:  Mr.  President,  I  want  to  be  recorded  as 
here  present  and  not  voting. 


PAYMENT  TO  POLICEMAN. 

President  McDONALD  called  up  unfinished 
business,  No.  22,  viz.:

DISPOSAL  OF  CITY  WASTE. 

Coun.  COULTHURST  offered  an  order — That 
the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works,  through  his 
Honor  the  Mayor,  be  requested  to  inform  the 
City  Council  whether  or  not  the  contract  for  the 
disposal  of  city  waste  material  by  the  Boston 
Development  and  Sanitary  Company  is  being 
complied  with,  and  if  not  what  steps  have  been 
taken  or  are  contemplated  to  enforce  said  contract. 
If  the  conditions  are  such  as  depicted  in  the  report 
of  the  Committee  on  Public  Health  of  the  United 
Improvement  Association,  the  Commissioner  of 
Public  Woiks,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  be 
requested  to  take  legal  action  to  abate  the  nuisance 
alleged  to  exist  at  the  Orient  Heights  dump,  East 
Boston,  and  also  to  compel  householders  in  the 
various  parts  of  the  City  of  Boston  to  separate 
their  garbage  and  refuse  in  a  proper  way  as  re¬ 
quired  by  law.

Coun.  COULTHURST— Mr.  President- - 

President  McDONALD— The  Chair  desires 
to  say  to  Coun.  Coulthurst  that  if  he  desires  to 
address  the  Chair  it  is  not  necessary  to  rise. 

Coun.  COULTHURST — Thank  you,  Mr.  Presi¬ 
dent.  I  can  get  up  easier  the  second  time  than 
the  first.  Mr.  President,  I  have  introduced  this 
order  after  reading  a  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Public  Health  of  the  United  Improvement  Asso¬ 
ciation,  of  which  I  presume  each  member  has 
received  a  copy,  and  which  was  sent  to  us  some 
time  ago.  As  the  Council  will  remember,  last 
year  an  order  was  introduced  requesting  the  Finance 
Commission  to  investigate  the  matter  of  the  per¬ 
formance  of  its  contract  by  the  Boston  Sanitary 
Disposal  Company  in  connection  with  the  removal 
of  garbage.  And  as  the  Council  will  remember, 
the  Finance  Commission  reported  to  us  that  the 
contract  was  not  being  performed  either  by  the 
company  or  by  the  city,  that  among  other  things 
the  company  was  making  a  nuisance  in  East  Boston, 
where  it  was  dumping  refuse, ,  and  that  garbage 
and  swill  were  being  mixed  with  ashes  and  other 
things,  so  that  a  real  nuisance  was  being  created 
there  in  East  Boston.  And  it  also  reported,  as  I 


remember  it,  that  the  householders  of  the  city 
were  mixing  swill  and  other  garbage  with  ashes.  So 
that  both  parties — -both  the  city  and  the  company 
— were  violating  the  terms  of  the  contract.  Now 
that  was  the  situation  that  was  brought  to  the 
public  attention,  Mr.  President,  last  summer,  or 
last  fall,  and  now  by  perusal  of  this  report  of  this 
committee  of  the  United  Improvement  Associa¬ 
tion  we  find  that  those  conditions  are  substantially 
continuing  at  the  present  time,  and  that  other 
conditions  have  arisen  which  makes  the  situation 
of  the  City  of  Boston  in  regard  to  the  disposal  of 
its  refuse  a  serious  matter.  I  think  it  is  very 
unfortunate  that  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  has  not  been  able  to  compel  this  company 
to  live  up  to  the  terms  of  the  contract.  I  also 
consider  it  unfortunate  that  the  householders 
of  the  City  of  Boston  are  not  complying  with  the 
law  in  separating  swill  and  other  things  like  that 
from  their  ashes,  as  the  law  requires.  And  so  I 
have  introduced  this  order,  Mr.  President,  to  call 
to  the  attention  of  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  as  well 
as  to  the  attention  of  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works,  the  necessity  of  action  in  this  very  impor¬ 
tant  matter — a  matter  of  importance  in  the  first 
place,  to  the  people  of  East  Boston,  and  a  matter 
of  general  importance  to  the  people  of  the  entire 
city — that  a  large  and  important  contract  of  this 
sort  should  be  carried  out  in  accordance  with  its 
terms  or  the  reason  why  explained.  And  I  think 
that  we  ought  to  hear  from  the  Commissioner  of 
Public  Works  as  to  what  he  contemplates  doing  to 
compel  the  performance  of  this  contract.

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REDUCTION  OF  CITY  DEBT. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 

Office  of  the  Mayor,  March  9,  1914. 
To  the  City  Council: 

The  debt  of  the  city  and  the  application  of 
methods  for  its  reduction  in  my  opinion  warrant 
serious  consideration  upon  the  part  of  the  members 
of  the  City  Council. 

The  interest  charges  on  outstanding  indebtedness, 
including  metropolitan  assessments,  this  year 
represents  a  payment  in  excess  of  2?6, 000, 000,  a 
large  percentage  of  which  is  taken  from  the  tax 
levy,  and  represents  money  that  if  not  expended 
in  this  manner  would  make  possible  a  reduction 
in  the  tax  rate  or  provide  the  money  for  necessary 
public  improvements. 

It  has  been  the  custom  in  most  cases  when 
assets  of  the  city  representing  land,  buildings  or 
other  property  become  cash  assets  to  immediately 
apply  the  same  not  to  a  reduction  of  the  city’s 
debt,  of  which  in  a  majority  of  cases  they  are  a 
part,  but  to  the  creation  of  additional  burdens, 
carrying  with  them  fixed  charges  resulting  in  an 
increase  of  maintenance. 

In  my  opinion  a  definite  policy  should  be  estab¬ 
lished  that  would  in  a  measure  result  in  a  reduction 
of  municipal  indebtedness,  and  I  therefore  recom¬ 
mend  to  your  honorable  body  consideration  of  an 
amendment  to  existing  ordinances  through  which, 
in  a  measure,  it  may  be  possible  to  conserve  the 
assets  of  the  municipality  and  reduce  fixed  charges 
consequent  to  increasing  interest  payments  on 
outstanding  indebtedness.

STREET  IMPROVEMENTS. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE,  for  the  Committee  on 
Finance,  submitted  the  following: 

(1)  Report  on  order  (referred  February  9)  for 
a  loan  of  $500,000  inside  the  debt  limit  for  street 
improvements,  under  chapter  661  of  the  Acts  of 
1912 — ’that  the  same  ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted;  the  order  was  read 
once  and  the  question  came  on  its  first  passage. 

Coun.  COLLINS — Mr.  President,  last  year  the 
City  Council  on  three  different  occasions  passed 
the  foregoing  order,  and  the  same  was  vetoed. 
The  act  under  which  the  order  is  submitted  is 
chapter  661  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1912.  A 
referendum  w*as  attached  to  the  act,  and  the  people 
voted  overwhelmingly  in  favor  of  its  acceptance. 
There  is  a  provision,  however,  in  the  act,  in  section 
5,  that  “The  amount  authorized  to  be  expended 
under  section  2  of  this  act,  or  any  part  thereof, 
may,  if  the  City  Council  so  determine,  be  borrowed 
outside  of  the  statutory  limit  of  indebtedness  of 
the  city.”  In  other  words,  after  the  acceptance 
of  this  act  by  the  people,  the  City  Council  have 
the  right  to  go  outside  the  debt  limit  and  borrow 
$500,000  for  streets.  The  City  Council,  however, 
cognizant  of  the  fact  that  the  debt  of  the  city  is 
increasing  and  that  the  tendency  of  an  increasing 
debt  is  to  make  a  substantial  increase. in  the  interest 
charge,  which  must  be  met  from  the  tax  levy,  has 
believed  that,  while  street  improvements  are 
necessities  and  should  have  the  right  of  line,  they 
should,  by  reason  of  the  increasing  debt,  be  pro¬ 
vided  for  within  the  debt  limit.  The  City  Council 
last  year  adhered  steadfastly  to  that  policy,  and 
to-day,  a  year  afterwards  or  a  substantial  time 
afterwards,  we  are  again  urging  the  passage  of  this 
order  within  the  debt  limit.  Numerous  attempts 
have  been  made  by  gentlemen  in  the  Legislature 
and  elsewhere  to  divest  the  City  Council  of  its 
power,  to  take  away  from  the  city  government  of 
Boston  of  the  powers  which  it  now  has.  In  other 
words,  they  are  trying  to  divest  us  of  the  little 
home  rule  which  we  have  left  at  present  under  the 
charter.  But,  Mr.  President,  the  City  Council 
stands  as  it  did  last  year,  in  favor  of  the  acceptance 
of  this  act  within  the  debt  limit.  The  street 
improvements  which  have  been  designated  take  in 
all  parts  of  Boston  save  and  except  East  Boston. 
Last  year  the  city  government  inserted  an  item 
of  $20,000  for  East  Boston,  to  go  towards  the 
acceptance  of  Neptune  avenue.  We  have,  how¬ 
ever,  been  informed  this  afternoon  through  the 
Street  Commissioner’s  office  that  money  has  been 
made  available  for  the  purposes  of  Neptune  avenue 


from  the  $300,000  wdiich  has  been  annually  appro¬ 
priated  for  that  board.  Hence,  some  increase 
has  been  given  to  a  street  in  Roxbury,  which  ought 
to  have  been  done  long  ago  —  namely,  Amory 
street.  In  the  Dorchester  section,  where  I  live, 
for  over  twenty-five  years  there  has  been  a  per¬ 
sistent  agitation  in  favor  of  the  extension  of 
Norfolk  street.  In  1911  I  did  my  part  to  secure 
an  appropriation  of  $150,000  for  that  improvement. 
It  requires  substantially  $100,000  more  to  carry 
it  to  a  conclusion  at  Blue  Hill  avenue.  That 
money  will  be  appropriated  if  this  order  is  passed 
under  the  act  and  signed  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor. 
Simultaneously  with  the  Norfolk  street  agitation 
there  has  been  an  agitation  in  favor  of  the  accept¬ 
ance  of  certain  streets  in  other  suburbs  — -  partic¬ 
ularly  Faneuil  street,  Brighton,  North  Beacon 
street,  Brighton,  Centre  street,  West  Roxbury  and 
Hyde  Park  avenue.  All  of  those  have  been 
attended  to  here.  The  work  will  have  been 
started  by  the  passage  of  this  order  under  the  act. 
Finally,  work  on  Chelsea  street,  Charlestown, 
which  sorely  needs  improvement,  perhaps  in  the 
most  congested  district  of  any  of  the  streets  named 
in  this  order,  will  have  been  started  by  the  passage 
of  this  order  under  the  act.  It  seems  to  me,  in 
view  of  the  present  state  of  the  city’s  finances  —  in 
fact,  of  their  state  for  many  years  past  —  that  the 
wise  policy  adopted  by  this  City  Council  in  the  past 
should  be  continued  this  year,  and  that  we  should 
insist  on  the  passage  of  the  order  under  the  act 
within  the  debt  limit.  I  believe,  from  statements 
made  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor  to  the  Press,  in 
private  and  in  public,  that  he  will  sign  the  order. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  in  view  of 
the  fact  that  the  councilor  from  Dorchester  has 
called  to  the  attention  of  the  members  the  fact 
that  there  has  been  an  agitation — -and  it  has 
almost  been  fulfilled — to  take  some  of  the  powers 
we  have  left  away  from  us,  something  is  brought 
to  my  mind  that  he  should  be  acquainted  with. 
There  is  a  bill  before  the  Legislature,  introduced 
by  a  senator  from  one  of  the  Boston  districts, 
which  has  already  passed  one  branch,  if  not  two 
branches,  which  takes  from  the  City  Council 
the  right  to  name  streets  under  the  so-called 
Horgan  Act,  putting  that  power  in  the  hands  of 
the  Street  Commissioners.  I  was  not  aware  of 
the  measure  being  before  the  Legislature  until 
the  very  day  of  the  hearing.  I  went  up  there 
to  aid  the  senator  who  introduced  the  order  to 
take  from  us  this  power,  in  another  matter.  I 
called  to  see  him  in  the  Committee  on  Municipal 
Finance,  and  there  I  found  that  he  was  appear¬ 
ing  in  favor  of  the  measure  which  I  have  already 
referred  to  as  being  one  which  would  take  away 
from  us  what  little  power  we  have  in  that  respect. 
It  seems  to  me  we  were  very  slow  in  not  keeping 
in  touch  with  that  measure.  There  is  no  reason 
in  the  world  why  any  member  of  the  Legislature 
from  the  City  of  Boston  should  be  up  there  seeking 
to  have  the  Legislature  lessen  our  powers — and 
particularly  when  the  gentleman  taking  the  posi¬ 
tion  on  that  question  is  applying  in  another  matter 
for  greater  powers  for  the  City  Council,  for  a 
more  representative  City  Council,  by  amendment 
to  the  charter.  While  doing  that,  he  is  in  the 
same  breath  favoring  the  taking  away  from  the 
City  Council  the  little  power  we  have  in  the  way 
I  have  suggested.  That  bill  has  passed  one  or 
two  branches  of  the  Legislature,  and  at  this  time 
I  suggest  to  the  gentleman  from  Dorchester  and 
to  the  other  members  of  the  City  Council  present 
that  they,  together  with  myself,  wait  upon  his 
Excellency  Governor  Walsh  and  ask  him  to  veto 
the  bill  for  this  reason.  The  so-called  Horgan 
Act  was  accepted  under  referendum  by  the  people, 
and  any  change  of  that  kind  in  a  clause  of  the 
Horgan  Act  ought  also  to  be  referred  to  the 
people  for  acceptance.  On  that  ground  alone 
I  think  we  can  show  to  Governor  Walsh  that  the 
bill  should  be  vetoed  if  it  reaches  him.  So  much 
for  the  act  which  seeks  to  take  from  us  what  little 
power  we  have.  The  $500,000  loan  order,  which 
is  reported  unanimously  by  the  Committee  on 
Finance  to-day,  meets  with  my  approval  in  its 
entirety.  If  his  Honor  the  Mayor  should  say  to 
me  that  he  believed  the  money  should  be  borrowed 
outside  the  debt  limit,  by  reason  of  his  being 
really  responsible  for  the  financial  condition  of 
the  city,  I  would  vote  for  it  outside  the  debt  limit, 
as  I  did  last  year,  when  it  wTas  suggested  that  the 
Mayor  that  time  wanted  it  borrowed  in  that  way. 
But,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  present  Mayor 
is  quite  set  on  economy,  on  saving  money,  I  shall 
vote  in  favor  of  doing  it  in  his  way.  Perhaps  I 
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might  not  agree  with  him  in  the  methods  he 
adopted.  But,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  he  is  try¬ 
ing  to  economize,  I  am  going  to  vote  to-day  for 
the  $500,000  inside  the  debt  limit,  and  I  hope 
that  it  will  pass  unanimously. 

Coun.  WOODS — -Mr.  President,  I  want  to  say 
that  this  order  meets  with  my  approval,  inasmuch 
as  it  provides  for  North  Beacon  street,  which 
has  been  a  great  source  of  danger  to  the  people 
who  have  passed  over  it  for  a  number  of  years. 
There  is  a  bridge  there  that  is  unsafe  and  that 
ought  to"  be  closed  to  public  travel.  I  went 
before  a  hearing  of  the  Committee  on  Roads  and 
Bridges  for  a  state  highway,  North  Beacon  street. 
I  believe  in  home  rule  altogether.  I  believe  we 
should  have  some  part  of  the  state  highways. 
But  whenever  we  have  asked  for  an  estimate  or 
anything  of  the  sort,  they  have  had  the  faculty 
for  killing  it  by  putting  the  amount  of  the  esti¬ 
mates  at  about  three  times  what  it  would  really 
be.  On  North  Beacon  street  they  made  an  esti¬ 
mate  nearly  a  million  dollars.  I  went  up  there 
to  appear  before  the  committee  and  told  them 
that  I  thought  they  should  pass  it,  but  that  there 
should  be  a  referendum  attached  to  the  effect  that 
it  should  first  be  accepted  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of 
the  City  Council.  That  would  recognize  the 
principle  of  home  rule.  The  amendment  was  to 
the  effect  that  it  would  not  cost  over  $500,000,  and 
I  told  the  committee  that  if  they  passed  it  we 
would  do  it  for  less  than  $250,000;  that  we  had 
estimates  on  it  by  Mr.  Rourke  and  by  private 
engineers,  bringing  the  cost  down  to  about  $250,000. 
Faneuil  street  is  also  in  very  bad  condition. 
Seven  years  ago  in  the  Board  of  Aldermen  I  voted 
for  Hyde  Park  avenue  extension  as  a  state  highway 
and  also  Washington  street  out  there.  I  think 
we  ought  to  have  more  state  highways  coming  in 
from  the  outlying  towns  and  that  the  burden 
should  not  be  put  on  the  city  entirely.  I  want  to 
say,  inasmuch  as  this  is  a  starter,  that  I  am  only 
too  pleased  to  vote  for  it.  I  think  all  parts  of  the 
city  are  covered,  as  much  as  they  can  be,  at  the 


present  time.  This  takes  in  Chelsea  street, 
Charlestown,  West  Roxbury,  Dorchester  and 
Brighton.  I  have  had  a  conversation  with  his 
Honor  the  Mayor,  and  I  think  from  what  little 
talk  I  had  with  him  that  he  is  in  favor  of  the  order, 
because  he  thinks  the  only  sound,  safe  policy  is  to 
borrow  within  the  debt  limit.  So  I  think  this  will 
meet  with  his  approval. 

The  order  was  given  its  first  passage  as  reported, 
yeas  7,  nays  0,  and  will  take  its  second  reading 
and  passage  in  not  less  than  fourteen  days  from 
date. 

(2)  Report  on  order  (referred  February  9)  for 
improvement  and  construction  of  streets — recom¬ 
mending  the  passage  of  the  order  in  the  following 
new  draft: 

Ordered,  That  the  following-named  streets  be 
and  hereby  are  designated  for  improvement  or 
construction,  as  hereinafter  specified,  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  chapter  661  of  the  Acts  of 


1912,  namely: 

Chelsea  street,  widening . $100,000 

Norfolk  street,  widening .  100,000 

Centre  street,  West  Roxbury,  widening.  .  100,000 

Hyde  Park  avenue,  widening .  60,000 

North  Beacon  street,  widening .  50,000 

Faneuil  street,  widening .  50,000 

Amory  street,  widening .  40,000 

Report  accepted;  order  in  new  draft  passed  as 


reported,  yeas  7,  nays  0.  The  order  will  take  its 
second  reading  and  passage  in  not  less  .than  fourteen 
days  from  date.

STREET  LIGHTING  CONTRACT. 

Coun.  COULTHURST  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  City  Council  shares  with  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  the  responsibility  under  the 
charter  of  making  contracts  for  street  lighting;  and 

Whereas,  There  is  now  under  consideration  a 
modification  of  the  terms  of  an  existing  contract 
between  the  city  and  the  Edison  Electric  Illumina¬ 
ting  Company  for  arc-light  illumination  of  the 
streets ; 

Be  it  Resolved,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
before  entering  into  a  new  contract  with  the 
Edison  Electric  Illuminating  Company,  be  re¬ 
quested  to  examine  the  operation  of  municipal 
lighting  plants  in  the  cities  of  Chicago,  Illinois 


and  Detroit,  Michigan,  with  a  view  to  comparing 
the  cost  of  operation  there  and  the  expense  here 
under  a  private  contract,,  and  with  a  further 
object  in  view  of  establishing  a  municipal  plant 
here  unless  just  and  satisfactory  terms  for  the 
future  can  be  made. 

in  this  connection  attention  is  called  to  the 
alarming  discrepancy  between  the  price  paid  by 
the  City  of  Boston  to  the  Edison  Electric  Illumi¬ 
nating  Company-  under  its  existing  contract  and 
the  cost  to  the  city  of  Detroit  under  its  municipally 
owned  lighting  system. 

In  Boston  the  present  price  is  about  $93  per 
year  for  a  Gilbert  arc  light  and  about  $103  per 
year  for  a  Magnetite  lamp. 

In  Detroit  (see  Eighteenth  Annual  Report  of 
Public  Lighting  Commission  of  the  City  of 
Detroit  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  i913) 
the  cash  cost  per  arc  light  for  such  fiscal  year  was 
$25.49  for  a  2,000  candle  power  arc  light.  To 
this  cash  cost  per  arc  fight,  in  order  to  make  a 
fair  comparison  between  Boston  and  Detroit, 
there  should  be  added  items  of  “Depreciation,” 
“Lost  Interest  on  the  Investment,”  and  “Lost 
Taxes.”  This  was  not  done  in  the  above  men¬ 
tioned  report,  but  in  said  Commission’s  Report 
for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1907,  such  an  estimate 
was  included  as  follows: 

Operating  disbursements,  cash  cost  per 


arc  fight .  $33  25 

Depreciation  on  discarded  arc  lamps,  etc.,  1  45 
Depreciation  at  33  per  cent  on  investment,  7  31 

Interest  at  4  per  cent  on  investment .  8  35 

Lost  taxes  on  investment .  2  51 


Total .  $52  87 


It  should  be  noted  that  between  the  years  1907 
and  1913  there  was  a  remarkable  decrease  in  the 
cash  cost  per  arc  fight  of  $7.76,  so  that  the  total 
cost  per  arc  fight,  for  the  fiscal  year  1913  could  not 
have  been  much  in  excess  of  $45,  as  compared  with 
the  Boston  prices  as  aforesaid  of  $93  and  $103. 

It  is  true,  of  course,  that  there  are  conditions  in 
Boston  which  enter  into  the  cost  of  furnishing 
electric  fights  that  may  not  exist  in  Detroit,  such 
as,  for  example,  the  difference  in  the  price  of  coal, 
underground  wire  expense,  etc. 

On  the  other  hand  it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that 
the  Edison  Electric  Illuminating  Company  furnishes 
power  and  fight  to  private  consumers  from  the 
same  plant  and  through  the  same  conduits  and 
wires  that  they  furnish  fighting  for  city  streets, — 
while  in  Detroit  the  municipal  fighting  plant  is 
merely  used  for  municipal  purposes. 

There  can  be  nothing,  however,  to  justify  the 
prices  that  are  charged  the  City  of  Boston  by  the 
Edison  Electric  Illuminating  Company  under  its 
present  contract,  which  was  hurriedly  entered 
into  during  the  administration  of  the  late  Mayor 
Hibbard,  despite  the  protests  of  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce  and  other  organizations. 

In  view  of  the  foregoing  it  is  suggested  that  a 
new  contract  with  the  Edison  Electric  Illuminating 
Company  should  be  based  upon  a  price  not  in 
excess  of  $65  per  Magnetite  lamp  per  year.  The 
difference  between  $45 — the  Detroit  cost — and 
$65  would  certainly  allow  for  any  difference  of 
conditions  in  Detroit  and  Boston. 

Coun.  COULTHURST— Mr.  Chairman,  I  have 
introduced  here  a  resolution  in  a  rather  unusual 
form,  inasmuch  as  there  is  an  argument  attached. 
When  I  have  finished  my  brief  remarks  I  shall  ask  to 
have  the  matter  referred  to  the  Executive  Commit¬ 
tee  for  consideration.  The  City  of  Boston  has  been 
peculiarly  unfortunate  in  its  relations  with  the 
Edison  Electric  Illuminating  Company  and  its 
predecessor,  the  Boston  Electric  Light  Company, 
covering  a  period  since  the  year  1898,  and  that 
has  been  largely  due  to  the  fact  that  the  various 
contracts  that  have  been  entered  into  between  the 
city  and  these  companies  have  been  entered  into 
quietly,  without  publicity,  and  hurriedly  in  some 
cases.  Personally,  having  some  responsibility  in 
the  matter,  I  do  not  propose  to  see  such  a  contract 
entered  into  hurriedly  this  year  without  publicity, 
and  I  am  satisfied  that  if  full  publicity  is  given  to 
this  matter  and  if  the  public  authorities  realize 
fully  the  situation,  certainly  as  I  see  it,  _we  will  for 
the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  relations  of  this 
company  with  the  City  of  Boston  get  a  fair  and 
reasonable  contract.  It  is  difficult  to  get  data  for 
comparison  between  electric  fighting  contracts 
for  the  City  of  Boston  and  for  other  portions  of  the 
country,  because  such  information  is  not  widely 
published  and  is  hard  to  get  hold  of.  But  we  have 
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in  the  Detroit  plant  a  municipally  owned  electric 
lighting  system,  a  plant  that  was  established 
eighteen  or  nineteen  years  ago,  and  that  has  pub¬ 
lished  full  data  of  costs  and  expense  to  the  city, 
including  capital  cost  and  operation,  during  this 
period  of  eighteen  or  nineteen  years.  I  have  here 
the  last  annual  report  of  the  Electric  Light  Com¬ 
mission  of  the  city  of  Detroit,  which  certainly 
illuminates  this  matter  of  illumination.  It  was  in 
1898  that  the  City  of  Boston  first  entered  into  a 
contract  for  its  street  lighting,  and  at  that  time  the 
rate  was  placed  at  about  $130  a  year.  In  1909, 
when  the  latest  street  lighting  contract  was  entered 
into,  the  rate  had  only  been  reduced  from  $130 
a  year  to  $118  a  year  for  Gilbert  nominal  2,000 
candle  power  light.  A  little  publicity  was  then 
cast  upon  the  situation  owing  to  investigations  by 
the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  that  little  publicity 
was  the  immediate  cause  of  the  Edison  Company 
shoving  its  willingness  to  reduce  its  rate  from  $118 
for  the  Gilbert  arc  to  $93.  As  the  members  of  this 
Council  will  remember,  that  contract  was  entered 
into  despite  the  protests  of  the  Chamber  of  Com¬ 
merce,  and  I  am  satisfied  that  if  a  little  more  time 
had  been  taken  in  considering  the  matter  we 
would  have  gotten  a  better  contract.  I  have 
therefore,  Mr.  President,  before  the  Mayor  and 
Commissioner  Itourke  have  at  all  bound  the  city 
by  a  contract  to  be  subsequently  submitted  to  us 
for  our  approval,  introduced  this  resolution,  and 
I  trust  that  the  result  of  the  introduction  will  be 
that  a  complete  investigation  will  be  made.  I  am 
satisfied  that  if  that  is  done  the  City  of  Boston  will 
save  itself  hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars  in  the 
next  five  years. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  Chairman,  I  desire  to 
take  the  same  advantage  that  the  preceding 
speaker  has  taken  at  this  time,  before  the  matter 
is  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee,  to  say 
a  few  words.  I  agree  with  him  heartily.  I 
think  there  is  not  a  bit  of  doubt  in  the  mind  of 
the  average  man  acquainted  with  the  situation 
that  the  City  of  Boston  and  neighboring  towns 
in  the  metropolitan  district,  because  of  the  mon¬ 
opoly  that  now  exists  in  this  state,  controlled 
by  the  Edison  Company,  have  been  mulcted 
beyond  question.  I  want  to  state,  for  the  benefit 
of  members  of  this  body,  that  the  Edison  Electric 
Illuminating  Company  now  has  and  has  had  for 
years  a  monopoly  of  the  street  lighting  of  the  City 
of  Boston.  Twelve  or  fifteen  years  ago,  or  per¬ 
haps  a  little  longer,  twenty  years  ago,  it  was 
possible  to  have  had  a  municipal  lighting  plant 
for  Boston,  both  gas  and  electric  lighting.  To-day 
we  have  passed  that  point.  In  my  opinion  it 
has  gone  beyond  recall.  If  the  Edison  Company 
had  restricted  its  business  to  the  boundaries  of 
the  City  of  Boston  perhaps  we  might  even  now 
have  a  municipal  lighting  plant,  although  it 
would  be  a  very  expensive  proposition,  made 
so  by  special  laws  passed  by  the  Legislature. 
The  city  might,  however,  perhaps  have  controlled 
the  lighting  situation  and  might  have  a  municipal 
plant.  But  to-day,  with  the  Edison  Electric 
Illuminating  Company  physically  connected  with 
cities  and  towns  outside  of  Boston  in  the  metro¬ 
politan  district,  it  is  absolutely  out  of  the  ques¬ 
tion  to  purchase  the  present  plant.  I  have  made 
some  study  of  the  lighting  proposition.  How 
many  members  of  this  Board  know  that  if  it  were 
not  for  certain  acts  placed  on  the  books  by  the 
Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company  and  the 
Edison  Electric  Illuminating  Company  jointly, 
and  certain  financial  interests,  it  would  be  pos¬ 
sible  and  probable  that  the  Boston  Elevated 
Railway,  by  enlarging  its  plant  where  it  generates 
electricity  to  run  the  trains,  could  light  every 
single  house  and  street  lamp  on  the  route  of  the 
elevated  railway  for  about  60  or  70  per  cent 
cheaper  than  the  price  at  present  being  charged 
the  inhabitants  of  this  city  for  light?  But  that 
cannot  be  done.  The  Boston  Elevated  Railway 
cannot  enter  into  the  lighting  business,  excepting 
in  so  far  as  its  own  particular  plant  and  stations 
are  concerned.  You  do  not  see  them  buying  their 
juice  from  the  Edison  Company.  No,  they  are 
going  to  buy  it  and  use  it  where  they  can  get  it 
cheapest— from  themselves.  But  that  joint  ar¬ 
rangement  prevents  the  City  of  Boston  taking 
advantage  of  the  opportunity  it  might  have  to 
light  its  streets  and  the  buildings  on  the  streets  on 
which  the  cars  run,  surface  and  elevated,  at  a  very 
small  rate.  You  could  get  your  electricity  at  one- 
half  what  you  pay  for  gas,  possibly.  But  that  is 
aside  from  the  argument  or  the  matter  before  us. 
Let  me  call  the  attention  of  the  members  to  this 
fact,  a  concrete  illustration  that  cannot  be  con¬ 


tradicted.  The  Sheriff  of  Suffolk  County  and  his 
predecessor  have  purchased  electricity  from  the 
Edison  Electric  Illuminating  Company  at  almost 
the  same  price  that  a  small  user  pays,  and  never 
could  get  a  reduction  or  a  fair  contract  price, 
because  that  company  had  a  monopoly.  It  so 
happens  that  at  the  corner  of  Howard  and  Somer¬ 
set  streets  there  have  been  erected  the  Old  Colony 
Apartments,  so  called,  and  they  wisely  built  a 
plant  in  the  basement  of  their  building  whereby 
they  could  manufacture  their  own  electricity  for 
heat,  light  and  power  purposes.  Because  of  the 
fact  that  there  is  no  street  between  that  building 
and  the  courthouse,  they  would  be  able  to  light 
the  courthouse.  If  there  was  a  street  between 
there  would  be  no  such  opportunity;  but,  as  it  is, 
the  owners  of  that  building,  with  their  magnificent 
plant,  can  deliver  to  the  courthouse  electricity 
for  light,  heat  or  power  purposes.  There  is  no 
street  between  and  connection  can  be  made  easily. 
I  can  say  to-day,  without  fear  of  contradiction, 
that  the  Old  Colony  Apartment  managers  from 
their  plant  at  the  corner  of  How'ard  and  Somerset 
streets  have  made  an  offer  to  the  Sheriff  of  Suffolk 
County  and  the  Mayor  of  Boston  to  furnish  elec¬ 
tricity  for  power,  heat  and  lighting  purposes  for 
about  24  per  cent  less  than  the  Edison  Company 
has  been  getting  for  years.  Eight  thousand  five 
hundred  a  year  is  the  cost  of  lighting  the  new  court¬ 
house,  and  these  parties  whose  names  I  have 
mentioned  have  signified  their  willingness  to  light 
the  courthouse  for  about  $6,500,  making  a  saving 
of  about  $2,000  or  $2,500.  That  gives  a  practical 
illustration  of  monopoly  and  competition.  I  am 
satisfied — and  I  am  stealing  the  words  of  another 
man  when  I  say  this — that  the  greatest  difficulty 
that  the  Edison  Electric  Illuminating  Company 
has  to  contend  with  is  to  hide  its  earnings.  Why 
not  give  them  to  the  people  of  Boston?  Why  not 
give  a  part  of  them  to  the  City  of  Boston?  Where 
would  they  be  without  the  rights  given  them  by 
the  City  of  Boston  to  lay  their  wires  and  erect 
their  poles  to  light  the  streets?  They  would  not 
be  here  at  all  if  it  were  not  for  that  great  franchise 
that  has  been  given  to  them.  They  could  not  do 
business  for  five  minutes,  could  not  raise  a  dollar 
on  their  bonds  or  their  stock,  without  that  privilege 
given  them  by  the  people  of  Boston.  I  have 
talked  longer  than  I  intended,  ljut  this  subject 
interests  me.  I  say  that  the  Edison  Company 
can  sell  their  lights  and  light  our  streets  for  the 
same  price  that  the  streets  are  lit  in  Detroit  by 
the  municipal  plant,  and  make  a  first-class  profit, 
and  I  think  it  is  high  time  that  some  action  was 
taken  in  the  matter.  I  want  to  congratulate  the 
gentleman  from  West  Roxbury  for  having  intro¬ 
duced  this  resolution.  It  is  well  timed.  It  is 
time  that  we  wTho  are  a  part  of  this  city  government 
took  an  interest  in  saving  something  for  the  citi¬ 
zens,  instead  of  talking  about  it.  I  believe  it  is 
time  that  wre  should  do  something  effective,  and 
I  believe  that  this  resolution  introduced  by  Mr. 
Coulthurst  may  bring  about  that  result. 

The  resolutions  were  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee. 


PRICE  OF  ELECTRICITY. 

Coun.  WATSON  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  There  is  to-day  before  the  Massa¬ 
chusetts  Legislature  a  bill  to  make  the  maximum 
price  of  electricity  used  by  the  City  of  Boston  for 
the  lighting  of  its  department  buildings  not  to 
exceed  the  minimum  price  paid  by  any  other  con¬ 
sumer;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of 
Boston  most  earnestly  favors  the  passage  of  the 
said  bill,  and  that  the  Corporation  Counsel  convey 
to  the  members  of  each  branch  of  the  State  Legis¬ 
lature  this  opinion  of  the  City  Council. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  just  a  word. 
The  City  of  Boston  pays  annually  to  the  Edison 
Electric  Illuminating  Company  for  electricity 
used  in  lighting  and  for  power  purposes  in  its 
different  public  buildings — libraries,  police  stations, 
fire  houses,  and  so  forth — the  sum  of  $119,000. 
The  City  of  Boston  is  paying  to  the  Edison  Electric 
Illuminating  Company  for  lighting  those  public 
buildings  a  price  per  kilowatt  hour  equal  to  that 
charged  to  a  man  who  may  occupy  an  office  in  the 
Old  South  Building.  The  City  of  Boston  is  being 
practically  robbed  each  year  lay  this  company  of 
at  least  $35,000,  paying  30  per  cent  more  than  it 
should  pay  for  lighting.  And  I  reiterate  a  ques¬ 
tion  raised  by  me  when  I  was  speaking  on  Coun. 
Coulthurst’s  resolution, — where  would  they  be 
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without  the  great  privilege  granted  them  by  the 
government  of  Boston,  the  franchise  to  do  business 
in  our  streets?  They,  with  their  gluttony  and 
their  piggishness,  never  think  for  a  moment  of 
helping  cut  down  the  tax  rate  by  giving  the  City 
of  Boston  a  square  deal  in  the  price  for  electricity. 
It  is  because  they  have  a  monopoly.  They 
say,  in  fact,  “If  you  don’t  want  to  use  our  elec¬ 
tricity,  you  don’t  have  to,”  and  you  may  then  fall 
into  the  hands  of  that  other  good,  public-spirited 
corporation,  the  Consolidated  Gas  Company. 
Of  course,  we  have  to  use  it.  There  is  no  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  do  otherwise.  But  I  believe  if  a  vig¬ 
orous  stand  is  taken  on  these  lighting  matters 
by  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council  we  —  the 
Mayor,  the  City  Council  and  the  heads  of  depart¬ 
ments — -can  save  $175,000  or  $200,000  a  year  in 
the  matter  of  the  lighting  of  the  streets  and  public 
buildings.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  there  is  a 
lot  of  talk  of  our  being  in  financial  difficulties, 
isn’t  it  a  good  time  to  assert  ourselves  and  to 
save  that  amount  of  money?  The  bill  which  I 
have  referred  to  in  my  order  is  Senate  No.  831. 
It  was  introduced  by  Senator  Morgan  and  is 
before  the  Committee  on  Public  Lighting.  I 
appeared  there  before  that  committee,  and  I  don’t 
think  they  were  at  all  interested  in  my  remarks. 
I  talked  for  about  half  an  hour,  and  then  Mr. 
Burdett  got  up  and  winked  his  eye,  and  I  feel 
satisfied  that  there  will  be  leave  to  withdraw 
granted  on  Senator  Horgan’s  bill.  But  it  is  not 
before  the  House  yet,  and  I  believe  he  is  going  to 
make  an  effort  to  have  it  passed.  I  think  such 
a  resolution  as  this  might  strengthen  his  hands ; 
and  I  would,  if  there  is  no  objection,  move  a 
suspension  of  the  rule,  so  that  this  may  be  started 
on.  its  passage  now,  unless  there  is  some  member 
objects.  Well,  I  withdraw,  Mr.  Chairman. 

The  resolutions  were  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee. 


CONTRACT  FOR  GAS  LIGHTING. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 

Office  of  the  Mayor,  March  23,  1914. 
To  the  City  Council: 

I  transmit  herewith  proposed  contract  between 
the  Boston  Consolidated  Gas  Company  and  the 
City  of  Boston  for  lighting  a  portion  of  the  public 
streets,  parks  and  alleys  for  a  period  of  ten  years 
from  April  1,  1914,  together  with  communication 
from  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  relative 
thereto.  I  recommend  the  approval  of  said  con¬ 
tract.

To  the  Mayor  of  Boston: 

I  respectfully  submit  to  your  Honor  forms  of 
proposed  contracts  with  the  Boston  Consolidated 
Gas  Company  for  lighting  a  portion  of  the  public 
streets,  parks  and  alleys  of  the  City  of  Boston  for 
a  period  of  ten  years  from  April  1,  1914,  and  request 
your  approval  of  the  award  of  these  contracts, 
without  advertising,  as  I  believe  that  to  invite, 
further  proposals  by  advertising  would  be  of  no 
avail.  During  the  past  three  years  I  have  adver¬ 
tised  on  various  occasions  for  an  operating  contract 
for  gas  lighting,  with  the  result  that  the  Rising. 
Sun  Street  Lighting  Company  has  been  the'  only 
bidder. 

This  offer  from  the  Boston  Consolidated  Gas 
Company,  the  only  producer  of  gas  in  the  City  of 
Boston,  is  to  furnish  and  maintain  the  street  gas 
lamps  of  the  City  of  Boston  for  a  period  of  ten 
years,  at  a  price  of  $12  per  lamp  per  year  for  main¬ 
tenance  and  operation,  and  $9  per  lamp  per  year 
for  gas,  with  provision  that  this  cost  may  be  reduced 
by  arbitration. 

If  this  proposal  is  accepted  there  will  be  approxi¬ 
mately  10,000  gas  .lamps  involved  in  these  con¬ 
tracts,  the  cost  of  which  would  be  $210,000  per 
year.  Further,  the  company  agreeing  to  date  its 
contract  from  April  1,  1914,  would  make  an  addi¬ 
tional  saving  during  this  year  of  approximately 
$10,000,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  present  con¬ 
tract  does  not  expire  until  August  1,  1914. 

If  these  proposals  are  accepted  the  City  of  Bos¬ 
ton  will  be  in  the  same  position  regarding  gas 
lamps  as  it  is  in  regard  to  electric  lamps,  as  follows: 

The  contractor  furnishes  a  stipulated  amount 
of  illumination  on  the  street  for  a  stipulated  price 


and  takes  over  the  burden  of  repairs  and  main¬ 
tenance  of  equipment  formerly  borne  by  the  city, 
as  the  city  under  these  contracts  will  only  furnish 
lamp-posts  already  installed  and  in  stock.

This  Agreement  executed  this  March  19,  1914, 
by  and  between  the  City  of  Boston,  hereinafter 
referred  to  as  the  “city,”  acting  through  the  Com¬ 
missioner  of  Public  Works,  party  of  the  first  part, 
and  Boston  Consolidated  Gas  Company,  herein¬ 
after  referred  to  as  the  “contractor,”  party  of  the 
second  part: 

Witnesseth:  That  said  parties  each  in  con¬ 
sideration  of  the  agreements  and  promises  of  the 
other  do  hereby  agree  that  the  contractor  shall 
do  the  work  of  lighting  with  gas  lamps  certain 
streets,  parks,  alleys  and  public  places  for  the  city 
in  accordance  with  specifications  and  upon  terms 
and  conditions  as  follows: 

1.  Work  to  be  Done. — The  work  to  be  done 
shall  consist  of  supplying  all  materials,  labor  and 
equipment  necessary  and  required  (except  the  gas 
and  gas  posts)  to  light  with  single  or  double  burner 
gas  incandescent  mantle  lamps,  as  per  sample  sub¬ 
mitted,  such  streets,  parks,  alleys  and  public 
places  in  the  City  of  Boston,  except  the  Charles¬ 
town  and  Hyde  Park  districts,  on  mains  now 
existing  or  as  they  may  be  hereafter  extended,  as 
may  from  time  to  time  be  designated  by  the  city 
during  the  continuance  of  this  contract,  for  a 
period  of  ten  years  from  April  1,  1914. 

2.  Plant  to  be  Furnished  by  Contractor. — The 
contractor  must  furnish  the.  plant  to  do  the.  work, 
except  the  gas  posts,  and  is  required  within  five 
months  from  date  of  execution  of  contract  to 
furnish  and  erect  and  put  in  service,  at  its  own 
cost,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  city,  all  lanterns, 
burners  and  other  appurtenances,  contrivances  and 
fixtures  which  are  necessary  to  operate  and  main¬ 
tain  the  said  lamps,  and  thereupon  the  contractor 
shall  forthwith  proceed  to  do  the  lighting.  The 
necessary  equipment  shall  be  placed  upon  such 
gas  posts  as  may  be  furnished  and  from  time  to 
time  indicated  by  the  city.  Said  plant  and  all 
appurtenances  so  furnished  by  the  contractor, 
except  gas  posts  furnished  by  the  city,  shall  remain 
its  property  and  must  be  removed  by  it  at  the 
expiration  of  the  contract  at  its  own  expense. 

If,  in  the  ooinion  of  the  city,  the  contractor 
does  not  exercise  due  diligence  in  the  erection  of 
said  plant,  or  if  the  materials  furnished  therefore 
are  not  in  accordance  with  sample  submitted,  the 
city  may  give  the  contractor  notice  in  writing  of 
such  dereliction  and  then  if  the  contractor  fails 
within  thirty  days  thereafter  to  obey  any  proper 
order  of  the  city  in  connection  with  the  work  of 
erecting  and  furnishing  the  plant,  the  said  com¬ 
missioner,  with  the  consent  in  writing  of  the  Mayor, 
may  declare  the  contract  forfeited. 

3.  Lamp-posts. — -The  posts  on  which  the  con¬ 
tractor  is  to  place  and  operate  its  lanterns  will 
be  furnished  by  the  city  to  the  contractor  free 
of  expense.  They  shall  be  set  and  connected  by 
the  contractor  in  locations  designated  by  the 
Commissioner  of  Public  Works,  shall  be  neatly 
painted  such  color  as  the  .  city  may  designate, 
and  shall  be  repainted  from  time  to  time  when  ver, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  city,  it  shall  be  deemed 
necessary,  and  shall  be  kept  in  good  repair  and 
plumb  by  the  contractor.  The  posts  must  be 
kept  free  from  dirt  and  must  not  be  used  for 
advertising  purposes. 

The  contractor  must  furnish  crossarms  and  all 
fittings  above  the  top  of  posts,  as  at  present 
installed,  on  such  posts  as  the  city  may  designate. 

It  is  understood  that  the  service  pipes  now  in  use 
are  to  be  furnished  by  the  city  in  their  present 
condition,  and  that  breakage  and  leaks  in  said 
service  pipes  are  to  be  repaired  at  the  expense 
of  the  contractor. 

4.  Lanterns. — The  lanterns  or  equivalents  must 
be  of  the  form  best  adapted  to  the  character  and 
location  of  the  lamp  contracted  for,  and  identical 
in  construction  with  the  sample  lantern  submitted. 
They  must  be  so  constructed  that  the  lamps 
therein  will  be  protected  against  insects  and  wind 
and  weather.  The  height  of  the  flame  above  the 
street  level  shall  not  be  less  than  the .  average 
height  for  the  same  type  of  lamp  now  installed 
in  the  city. 

5.  Burners  and  Mantles. — 'The  burners  to  be 
used  must  be  first-class  in  material  and  workman¬ 
ship,  furnishing  at  all  times  when  in  service  a 
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steady,  clear  white  light,  free  from  smoke,  and  of 
the  required  candle  power.  All  broken,  smoked, 
blackened,  ragged  or  frayed  mantles  must  be  at 
once  replaced  with  new  mantles  by  the  contractor. 

If  the  lamps  shall  not  give  continuously  the 
required  candle  power  they  must  be  replaced  by 
the  contractor  with  others  satisfactory  to  the 
city. 

6.  Time  of  Lighting. — All  lamps  must  be  lighted 
and  extinguished  in  accordance  with  a  schedule 
to  be  furnished  by  the  city,  said  schedule  not  to 
exceed  4,000  burning  hours  per  lamp  per  year. 
All  lamps  must  be  lighted  within  one  hour  from 
the  time  fixed  in  the  schedule  as  the  time  for 
beginning,  and  must  be  extinguished  within  one 
hour  from  the  time  fixed  in  the  schedule  as  the 
time  for  beginning  to  extinguish. 

In  order  that  the  city  may  determine  whether 
the  lamps  are  lighted  and  extinguished  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  the  official  schedule  hereinbefore  men¬ 
tioned,  the  contractor  shall  furnish  the  said 
official  with  maps  or  lists  showing  the  number  and 
geographical  location  of  each  lamp  in  the  dis¬ 
trict  of  each  lamplighter,  and  designating  the 
particular  lamp  at  which  each  lamplighter  com¬ 
mences  to  light  and  also  the  lamp  at  which  he 
completes  the  lighting;  and  in  extinguishing  the 
lamps  the  lamplighter  shall  begin,  and  finish  at 
the  same  lamps  as  are  designated  for  beginning 
and  finishing  points  in  any  lamp  district  during  the 
term  of  contract;  or  such  other  information  as 
will  show  the  city  the  time  of  lighting  and  extin¬ 
guishing  all  of  said  lamps. 

The  lamplighter  and  other  employees  of  the 
contractor  will  not  be  permitted  to  climb  the 
lamp-posts  for  the  purpose  of  lighting  the  lamps 
or  for  any  other  purpose,  except  by  use  of  a  ladder. 

7.  Candle  Power. —  The  lamps  shall  be  main¬ 
tained  when  in  service  at  not  less  than  sixty  (60) 
horizontal  candle  power  for  single-burner  lamps  and 
one  hundred  (100)  horizontal  candle  power  for 
double-burner  lamps. 

The  city  may  at  any  time,  by  written  notice, 
require  the  contractor  to  employ  a  competent  and 
disinterested  person  connected  with  either  the 
Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology  or  the 
Scientific  Department  of  Harvard  University,  or 
such  other  person  acceptable  to  both  parties, 
to  examine  and  test  by  standard  laboratory 
methods,  under  conditions  which  duplicate  as 
nearly  as  possible  the  lamps  as  they  burn  on 
the  streets,  the  apparatus  employed  in  furnishing 
the  lighting  service  herein  provided  for,  to  ascer¬ 
tain  whether  or  not  the  contractor  is  complying 
with  the  terms  of  this  agreement,  and  for  such 
purpose  such  person  may  have  access  at  all  rea¬ 
sonable  times  to  the  lamps,  fixtures  and  other 
apparatus  of  the  contractor  used  in  carrying  out 
this  agreement.  In  case  two  tests  of  any  lamp 
shall  be  made,  separated  by  an  interval  of  not 
less  than  one  hour  during  any  one  night,  and  both 
of  said  tests  shall  prove  that  the  contractor  is 
not  furnishing  the  light  required  by  this  agree¬ 
ment,  then  such  lamp  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
deficient,  and  a  deduction  shall  be  made  from  the 
charge  in  respect  to  such  lamp  as  herein  provided. 
If  such  tests,  show  that  the  contractor  is  not  fur¬ 
nishing  the  light  required  by  this  agreement,  the 
contractor  shall  pay  the  expense  of  the  examina¬ 
tion  and  test  provided  for  herein;  otherwise  the 
city  shall  pay  such  expense. 

For  each  lamp  which  shall  be  shown  by  the  tests 
above  specified  to  furnish  less  than  60  candle  power 
for  single-burner  lamps  and  100  candle  power  for 
double-burner  lamps,  but  more  than  30  candle 
power  for  single-burner  lamps  and  50  candle  power 
for  double-burner  lamps,  a  sum  equal  to  of 
the  yearly  contract  price  for  such  lamp  for  each 
night  in  which  such  deficiency  occurs  shall  be 
deducted  from  the  amounts  due  to  the  contractor. 
For  each  lamp  found  to  give  less  than  30  candle 
power  for  single-burner  lamps  and  50  candle 
power  for  double-burner  lamps,  a  sum  equal  to 
s§5  of  the  yearly  contract  price  for  such  lamp  for 
each  night  on  which  such  deficiency  occurs  shall 
be  deducted  from  the  amounts  due  the  contractor. 
For  each  lamp  reported  out  by  the  Police  Depart¬ 
ment  at  its  respective  police  stations  or  by  the 
officials  of  the  Public  Works  Department,  a  sum 
equal  to  of  the  yearly  contract  price  for  such 
lamp  for  each  night  such  failure  occurs  shall 
similarly  be  deducted  from  the  amounts  due  the 
contractor.  Such  reports  shall  be  made  daily  in 
writing,  open  to  the  contractor,  and  shall  be 
regarded  as  final  and  binding  upon  the  contractor 
except  for  errors  proven  or  admitted. 


The  standard  of  candle  power  to  be  employed 
shall  be  the  recognized  international  candle. 

8.  Repair «  and  Maintenance. — •  The  contractor 
must  at  its  own  expense  keep  the  entire  plant  in 
good  repair  and  maintain  same  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  city.  Upon  failure  of  the  contractor  to 
promptly  make  any  and  all  necessary  repairs 
(including  repainting  of  lanterns  and  posts)  the 
city  may  cause  same  to  be  done  and  deduct  the 
cost  thereof  from  any  amounts  that  may  become 
due  to  the  contractor.  All  glass  must  be  cleaned 
at  least  once  a  week,  and  oftener  if  necessary  to 
do  so,  in  order  not  to  retard  or  diminish  the  candle 
power  of  the  lamps.  All  broken  or  displaced  glass, 
and  all  broken  or  defective  mantles,  and  all  broken 
and  defective  gas  posts  —  posts  to  be  furnished 
by  the  city  — •  must  be  replaced  forthwith,  and  all 

'•street  lamps,  here  required,  must  be  so  constructed 
that  the  present  signs  and  house  numbers  may  be 
attached,  or  the  contractor  shall  furnish  street 
signs  and  house  numbers  at  its  own  expense 
suitable  to  the  lamp  furnished  by  it  and  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works. 
The  street  signs  shall,  after  each  cleaning,  be 
replaced,  facing  the  proper  street.  All  broken  or 
displaced  glassware  shall  be  forthwith  removed 
from  the  street  by  the  contractor. 

The  contractor  shall  report,  in  writing,  at  the 
office  of  the  official  in  charge  of  street  lighting,  on 
Thursday  of  each  week,  the  number  of  each  kind 
of  lamps  lighted  on  each  of  the  preceding  seven 
nights,  and  on  the  tenth  day  of  each  month,  the 
number  of  each  kind  lighted,  as  aforesaid,  on  each 
night  subsequent  to  the  last  report,  stating  in  each 
report  the  name  of  each  person  lighting  the  lamps 
and  the  locations  of  any  and  all  lamps  added  to  or 
removed  from  the  district  of  each  lamplighter,  and 
is  to  notify  said  official  in  writing  of  any  damage 
to  or  repair  needed  to  the  posts  or  service  pipes. 

9.  Removal  of  Lamps. — Whenever  ordered  to 
do  so  by  the  city,  the  contractor  must  change  the 
location  of  lamps  and  gas  posts,  weather  permit¬ 
ting,  from  one  place  to  another  at  its  own  cost 
and  expense. 

10.  New  Lamps. — The  city  may  from  time  to 
time  order  the  erection  and  maintenance  of  new 
or  additional  lamps  and  gas  posts — posts  to  be 
furnished  by  the  city — at  such  locations  on  mains 
now  existing  or  as  they  may  be  Thereafter  extended, 
as  it  may  deem  proper,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  contractor,  at  its  own  cost  and  expense,  to  set 
and  connect  such  posts  and  to  place  upon  such 
posts  such  additional  lamps  and  maintain  the  same 
in  all  respects  as  called  for  in  these  specifications. 
All  additional  lamps  ordered  shall  be  put  in  ser¬ 
vice  within  ten  days  after  they  are  ordered,  and 
the  posts  set  and  connected,  and  notice  that  the 
same  are  in  service  shall  be  given  by  the  con¬ 
tractor  to  the  city. 

11.  Discontinuance  of  Lamps. — The  city  shall 
have  the  right  to  increase  or  diminish  the  number 
of  lamps  furnished  under  the  contract,  but  it  is 
understood  that  the  total  number  of  lamps  to  be 
furnished  under  the  contract  shall  not  at  any  time 
be  less  than  95  per  cent  of  the  number  of  lamps 
in  service  at  the  time  of  approval  of  this  contract 
by  the  Mayor,  plus  any  subsequent  installations 
ordered  by  the  city.  When  orders  to  discontinue 
lamps  are  given,  in  accordance  with  the  above, 
the  contractor  must  put  them  out  of  service 
within  three  days  and  notify  the  city  in  writing; 
payment  for  the  same  shall  cease  on  such  discon¬ 
tinuance,  and  when  the  contractor  removes  a 
lantern  without  substituting  another  therefor,  he 
shall  properly  plug  the  service  pipe  so  that  the  gas 
will  not  escape  therefrom. 

12.  Extension  of  Contract. — The  city  may,  at 
its  option,  to  be  signified  in  writing  not  later  than 
Jan.  1st,  1924,  extend  the  term  herein  designated 
for  the  continuance  of  the  contract  for  a  period  not 
exceeding  six  months,  so  that  there  may  be  no 
interruption  of  service  in  case  the  city  enters  into 
a  new  contract  involving  other  parties  or  different 
equipment  or  both.  For  this  purpose  the  city  may 
call  upon  the  contractor  at  any  time  within  the 
extended  period  to  discontinue  the  lighting  of  the 
entire  area  covered  by  its  operations  or  of  such 
parts  thereof  as  the  city  may  from  time  to  time 
determine:  provided,  however,  that  such  parts 
shall  be  so  arranged  that  no  fraction  of  any  estab¬ 
lished  lamplighter’s  route  shall  require  lighting  for 
a  longer  period  than  two  nights,  and  that  not  less 
than  two  weeks’  notice  shall  be  given  the  contractor 
in  regard  to  each  such  part. 

The  contractor  shall  promptly  remove  its  equip¬ 
ment  from  all  posts  on  which  lighting  has  been 
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discontinued,  and  co-operate  with  the  city  in 
recording  the  dates  on  which  lighting  ceased. 

13.  Payments. — A  payment  for  the  work  per¬ 
formed  under  this  contract  shall  be  made  by  the 
city  monthly,  in  the  same  manner  as  other  city 
work  is  paid  for,  at  the  rates  specified  in  this 
agreement  and  subject  to  appropriations. 

For  all  services  and  materials  whatsoever  which 
it  is  required  to  render  under  this  contract  the 
contractor  shall  receive  and  shall  accept  as  full 
compensation  payment  at  the  rate  of  $12.00  per 
lamp  per  year  for  single-burner  lamps  and  $15  per 
lamp  per  year  for  double-burner  lamps. 

14.  Arbitration. — At  any  time  during  the  con¬ 
tinuance  of  this  agreement,  if  the  Commissioner  of 
Public  Works  is  of  the  opinion  that  a  material 
reduction  has  been  made  in  the  cost  of  lighting  and 
extinguishing  lamps  or  of  furnishing  to  the  city  the 
service  herein  provided  for,  he  may  demand  an 
investigation  as  to  such  reduction  in  cost.  Such 
investigation  shall  be  made  by  three  experts,  one 
to  be  chosen  by  each  party  and  the  third  by  the 
two  so  chosen. 

If  the  experts  find  that  for  a  period  of  one  year 
prior  to  the  investigation  the  cost  of  lighting  and 
extinguishing  or  of  furnishing  the  service,  including 
interest,  depreciation  and  all  other  proper  charges, 
is  less  than  for  the  first  year  of  this  agreement  by 
an  amount  exceeding  one  dollar  ($1)  per  lamp 
per  year,  then  the  price  shall  be  reduced  by  one- 
half  such  saving  in  cost.  If  the  amount  of  the 
saving  is  less  than  one  dollar  ($1)  per  lamp  per 
year,  no  reduction  shall  be  made. 

The  city  shall  pay  the  cost  of  the  investigation, 
and  the  decision  of  the  experts  or  of  a  majority  of 
the  experts  shall  be  final  and  conclusive  on  both 
parties. 

15.  Miscellaneous. — The  contractor  shall  give 
preference  in  employment,  first,  to  citizens  of 
Massachusetts,  second,  to  other  citizens  of  the 
United  States,  and  shall  allow  all  employees  on 
said  work  to  lodge,  board  and  trade  where  they 
choose,  and  shall  not  obstruct  any  other  person 
in  doing  work  for  the  city;  and  shall  conform  to 
all  the  labor  laws  of  the  Commonwealth;  and  no 
laborer,  workman  or  mechanic  working  within 
this  Commonwealth  in  the  employ  of  the  con¬ 
tractor,  sub-contractor  or  other  person  doing  or 
contracting  to  do  the  whole  or  a  part  of  the  work 
contemplated  by  the  contractor,  shall  be  requested 
or  required  to  work  more  than  eight  hours  in  any 
one  calendar  day.  This  contract  is  made  subject 
to  all  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  if  any 
clause  thereof  does  not  conform  to  such  law  such 
clause  shall  be  void  and  such  law  operative  in  lieu 
thereof. 

The  contractor  hereby  agrees  to  indemnify  and 
save  the  city  harmless  from  and  against  any  and 
all  claims  and  demands  for  damages,  costs  and 
expenses  for  or  on  account  of  injuries  to  persons 
or  property  arising  from  the  erection,  construction, 
maintenance  and  use  of  lamps,  and  all  other  plant 
or  growing  out  of  the  work  to  be  done  under  this 
contract,  and  further  agrees  to  hold  the  city 
harmless  from  any  patent  litigation  caused  by  the 
contractor’s  infringement  or  alleged  infringement 
of  patents,  and  to  pay  all  costs,  expenses  and  fees 
in  connection  with  same.

(hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  “Company”), 
party  of  the  second  part; 

Witnesseth:  That  said  parties  each  in  con¬ 
sideration  of  the  agreements  and  promises  of  the 
other  do  hereby  agree  that  the  city  shall  purchase 
from  the  company  and  that  the  company  shall 
sell  to  the  city  illuminating  gas  for  the  lighting 
of  gas  lamps  in  certain  streets,  parks,  alleys  and 
public  places  upon  term§  and  conditions  as  follows- 


1.  The  company  agrees  to  furnish  to  the  city 
delivered  at  the  lamp-posts  connecting  with  the 
mains  of  the  company  all  the  illuminating  gas 
required  for  lighting  with  single  and  double  burner 
gas  incandescent  mantle  lamps  such  streets,  parks, 
alleys  and  public  places  as  may  from  time  to  time 
be  designated  by  the  city  during  the  continuance 
of  this  contract. 

2.  The  city  agrees  to  pay  for  the  gas  so  fur¬ 
nished  by  the  company  at  the  rate  of  nine  dollars 
($9.00)  per  lamp  per  year  for  single-burner  60 
candle  power  lamps,  and  eighteen  dollars  ($18.00) 
per  lamp  per  year  for  double-burner  100  candle 
power  lamps. 

It  is  understood  that  the  hours  of  lighting  will 
not  exceed  4,000  hours  per  year. 

The  number  of  lamps  for  which  gas  is  furnished 
by  the  company  for  any  year  or  portion  thereof 
shall  be  determined  by  the  company  and  the 
official  of  the  city  in  charge  of  street  lighting.  The 
payments  due  under  this  contract  shall  be  made 
to  the  company  in  monthly  instalments  on  or 
before  the  tenth  of  each  month  beginning  in  the 
second  month  of  the  period  of  the  contract. 

3.  The  company  agrees  that  if,  after  the  exe¬ 
cution  and  before  the  expiration  of  this  contract, 
it  shall  at  any  time  reduce  the  maximum  price 
of  gas  charged  by  it  to  its  regular  consumers  to  a 
price  less  than  eighty  (80)  cents  Der  thousand 
cubic  feet,  it  will  make  to  the  city  a  rebate  from 
the  price  of  gas  specified  above  at  the  rate  of  twelve 
(12)  cents  per  lamp  per  year  for  each  one  (1)  cent 
by  which  such  price  is  so  reduced  below  eighty 
(80)  cents  per  thousand  cubic  feet  for  any  period 
during  which  any  such  reduction  is  in  effect. 

4.  This  contract  shall  be  in  force  for  a  period  of 
ten  (10)  years  beginning  on  April  1,  1914,  and 
terminating  on  March  31,  1924.

The  City  of  Boston,  through  its  duly  authorized 
representative  ,  hereby  applies  to  the  Edison 
Electric  Illuminating  Company  of  Boston  for 
all  its  Electric  Street  Lighting  Service,  to  be  ren¬ 
dered  by  said  Company  pursuant  hereto  and  sub¬ 
ject  to  the  Street  Lighting  Terms  and  Conditions, 
printed  herewith,  all  things  to  be  furnished  or  done 
to  the  reasonable  satisfaction  of  the  Commissioner 
of  Public  Works. 

Location  of  Lamps. 

As  now  installed  in  the  City  of  Boston,  or  as 
hereafter  ordered  in  by  the  proper  authority. 

Description  of  District  Supplied. 

All  parts  of  the  City  of  Boston  except  Charles¬

or  not  the  Company  is  complying  wdth  the  terms 
of  this  Agreement,  and  for  such  purpose  such 
person  may  have  access  at  all  reasonable  times 
to  the  lamps,  poles,  wires,  fixtures  and  other  appa¬ 
ratus  of  the  Company  used  in  carrying  out  this 
Agreement. 

“  In  case  two  tests  of  any  circuit  or  lamp  shall  be 
made,  separated  by  an  interval  of  not  less  than  one 
hour,  during  any  one  night,  and  both  of  said  tests 
shall  prove  that  the  Company  is  not  furnishing 
the  electrical  energy  or  light  required  by  this 
Agreement,  then  such  circuit  or  such  lamp  shall 
be  deemed  to  be  outages  as  provided  herein.  If 
such  tests  show  that  the  Company  is  not  furnishing 
the  electrical  energy  or  light  required  by  this 
Agreement,  the  Company  shall  pay  the.  expense 
of  the  examination  and  test  herein  provided  for; 
otherwise  the  Municipality  shall  pay  such  exptense.” 

The  following  is  substituted  for  the  last  sentence 
of  the  7th  of  the  .Terms  and  Conditions  hereto 
attached: 

“Lamps  of  any  type  may  be  substituted  for 
lamps  of  any  other  type  if  the  Municipality  pays 
the  total  expense  of  making  the  change  and  the 
total  amount  of  payments  by  the  Municipality 
hereunder  at  the  then  standard  rates  is  not  thereby 
diminished,  except  that,  when  standard  incandes- 
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cent  lamps  of  large  candle  power  have  been  so 
improved,  that  they  can,  without  increase  in  watts 
or  in  maintenance  cost  to  the  Company,  be  sub¬ 
stituted  for  Magnetite  lamps,  the  Company  will, 
upon  demand  of  the  Municipality,  and  without 
charge  for  making  the  change  therefor,  substitute 
such  an  incandescent  lamp  for  any  Magnetite  lamp, 
at  the  price  provided  herein  for  Magnetite  lamps.” 

Clause  in  margin  attached  before  examination. 

The  clause  in  margin  is  as  follows: 

The  contractor  shall  give  preference  in  employ¬ 
ment,  first,  to  citizens  of  Massachusetts,  second, 
to  other  citizens  of  the  United  States;  and  shall 
allow  all  employees  on  said  work  to  lodge,  board 
and  trade  where  they  choose  and  shall  not  obstruct 
any  other  person  in  doing  work  for  the  city;  and 
shall  conform  to  all  the  labor  laws  of  the  Common¬ 
wealth;  and  no  laborer,  workman  or  mechanic

until  one  year  after  written  notice  by  either  party 
to  the  other  of  its  election  to  terminate  this  agree¬ 
ment,  which  notice  may  be  given  at  any  time  after 
the  beginning  of  the  one-year  period  next  preceding 
the  expiration  of  the  original  period  above  fixed. 

This  agreement  shall  take  effect  as  of  April  1, 
1914,  and  is  subject  to  appropriations  for  street 
lighting.

All  readings  of  candle  power  and  watts  to  be 
average  and  not  individual. 

First  Deduction. — A  rate  of  lc.  per  hour  per 
incandescent  lamp  and  5c.  per  hour  per  arc  lamp 
will  be  allowed  for  all  outages  in  any  month, 
provided  written  notice  of  same  is  received  by  the 
Company  on  or  before  the  5th  of  the  succeeding 
month. 

Second  Deduction. — When  agreements  are  made 
for  periods  longer  than  one  year,  a  discount  of  one 
per  cent  per  year  will  be  allowed  for  each  year  up 
to  ten. 


Street  Lighting  Terms  and  Conditions. 

,  The  foregoing  Agreement  is  subject  to  the  fol¬ 
lowing  Terms  and  Conditions: 

1.  The  lamps,  poles,  wires,  fixtures  and  other 
apparatus,  appliances  and  materials  necessary  for 
the  performance  of  this  Agreement,  except  posts 
for  incandescent  lamps  supplied  from  underground 
circuits,  shall  be  furnished  by  the  Company  and 
kept  in  good  order  and  condition  by  it.  The  lamps 
shall  give  a  clear  and  steady  light.  The  Company 
shall  furnish  electrodes  (carbons)  for  and  trim  all 
arc  lamps,  and  will  renew  incandescent  lamps 
whenever  they  become  dim,  broken  or  burned  out. 

2.  Payments  hereunder  shall  be  made  monthly 
on  the  regular  pay  day  of  the  Municipality. 

3.  The  Company  will  give  the  Municipality 
the  benefit  of  any  lower  prices  for  service  such  as 
that  herein  provided,  for,  or  of  any  better  quality 
or  efficiency  of  service,  which  may  at  any  time 
during  the  continuance  of  this  Agreement  be  en¬ 
joyed  by  any  Municipality  served  by  it,  such 
relative  prices,  quality  and  efficiency  to  be  deter¬ 
mined  by  taking  into  consideration  all  the  circum¬ 
stances  and  conditions  in  both  cases.  Upon 
written  demand  by  the  Municipality  the  Company 
shall  thereafter  give  to  the  Municipality  the  benefit 
of  two  thirds  of  any  general  reduction  in  the  present 
cost  to  the  Company,  including  depreciation  and 
interest  on  investment,  of  supplying  the  service 
called  for  by  this  Agreement,  but  only  so  long  as 
and  to  the  extent  that  such  decreased  cost  shall 
continue.  If  at  any  time  during  the  continuance 
of  this  Agreement  the  Company  and  the  Munici¬ 
pality  shall  disagree  upon  any  matter  embraced 
in  this  term  and  condition,  it  shall  be  referred  to 
the  arbitration  of  three  disinterested  persons, 
selected  one  by  the  Municipality,  one  by  the 
Company,  and  the  third  by  the  other  two,  a  de¬ 
cision  of  a  majority  of  whom  shall  be  binding  upon 
the  parties,  provided  the  constitutional  rights  of 
either  party  shall  not  thereby  be  infringed. 

4.  The  Company  will  indemnify  and  save 
harmless  the  Municipality  against  any  and  all 
claims  for  damages,  loss,  cost  and  expense  on 
account  of  injury  to  persons  or  property  arising 
in  any  way  out  of  the  erection,  construction,  main¬ 
tenance  or  use  of  any  of  the  lamps,  poles,  wires, 
fixtures  and  other  apparatus  and  appliances  fur¬ 
nished  by  the  Company  hereunder,  except  where 
such  injury  is  the  result,  in  whole  or  in  part,  of  the 
fault  or  neglect  of  the  Municipality,  its  officers, 
servants  or  agents,  while  acting  as  agents  of  the 
Municipality;  and  against  any  and  all  claims  for 
damages  by  reason  of  any  alleged  infringement  of 
patent  rights  in  the  use  of  lamps,  poles,  wires, 
fixtures,  machinery  and  other  apparatus,  appli¬ 
ances  and  material  supplied  by  the  Company 
hereunder;  and  will,  at  its  own  expense,  assume 
the  defence  of  all  actions  at  law  or  in  equity  which 
may  be  brought  against  the  Municipality  upon 
any  claims  as  aforesaid,  and  also  against  all  de¬ 
crees,  judgments  and  orders  of  any  court  based 
thereon. 

5.  The  Municipality  may  at  all  times,  with  or 
without  the  Company’s  knowledge,  employ  a 
competent  person  to  examine  and  test  the  electrical 
currents  and  apparatus  employed  in  furnishing 
the  lighting  service  herein  provided  for,  to  ascertain 
whether  or  not  the  Company  is  complying  with 
the  terms  of  this  Agreement,  and  for  such  purpose 
the  Company  agrees  that  such  person  may  have 
access  at  all  reasonable  times  to  said  lamps,  poles, 
wires,  fixtures  and  other  apparatus  of  the  Company 
used  in  carrying  out  this  Agreement. 

The  Municipality  will  indemnify  and  save  harm¬ 
less  the  Company  against  any  and  all  claims  for 
damages,  loss,  cost  and  expense  on  account  of 
injury  to  persons  or  property  arising  in  any  way 
out  of  the  employment,  act  or  neglect  of  any  such 
person,  except  such  as  may  arise,  in  whole  or  in 
part,  from  the  fault  or  neglect  of  the  Company,  its 
agents  or  servants,  while  acting  as  agents  of  the 
Company. 
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In  case  two  tests  of  any  circuit  or  lamp  shall  be 
made,  separated  by  an  interval  of  not  less  than 
one  hour,  during  any  one  night,  and  both  of  said 
tests  shall  prove  that  the  Company  is  not  furnish¬ 
ing  the  electrical  energy  or  light  required  by  this 
Agreement,  then  such  circuit  or  such  lamp  shall 
be  deemed  to  be  outages  as  provided  herein. 

6.  Such  additional  lamps  shall  be  installed, 
without  charge  to  the  Municipality,  as  may  be 
designated  by  the  Municipality  at  any  time  before 
notice  is  given  to  terminate  this  Agreement,  pro¬ 
vided  the  Company  shall  not  be  required  to  extend 
its  lines  more  than  four  hundred  feet  overhead,  or 
in  localities  served  by  underground  construction 
more  than  one  hundred  feet  underground,  to  reach 
any  lamp;  but  the  Municipality  may  require 
extension  of  lines  for  additional  lamps  at  any  time 
during  the  term  of  this  Agreement,  by  paying  the 
cost  of  so  much  of  the  extension  as  exceeds  that 
herein  required  to  be  made  by  the  Company,  such 
payments  to  apply  as  credits  on  future  bills  for 
lighting  on  such  additional  lines.  Whenever  re¬ 
quested  by  the  Municipality,  the  Company  will 
change  the  location  of  any  lamps  at  the  expense 
of  the  Municipality,  not  exceeding,  however,  five 
dollars  for  each  arc  lamp  and  three  dollars  for  each 
incandescent  lamp  so  moved,  unless  new  lines  or 
poles  are  required. 

7.  The  discontinuance  of  any  street  or  highway 
shall  have  the  effect  of  discontinuing  whatever 
lamps  may  have  been  located  on  such  street  or 
way.  The  Municipality  may  at  any  time  discon¬ 
tinue  a  lamp  or  lamps  for  reasonable  cause,  but 
the  number  of  lamps  of  any  type  in  service  at  any 
time  shall  not,  except  as  hereinbelow  provided,  be 
less  than  ninety-five  per  cent  of  the  maximum 
number  of  such  lamps  in  service  under  this  Agree¬ 
ment  at  any  time  prior  thereto.  In  case  of  such 
discontinuance  the  installation  of  any  lamps  at 
other  locations  shall  be  charged  for  the  same  as 
changes  of  locations  under  Article  6  hereof  until 
the  original  number  installed  shall  again  have  been 
reached.  Lamps  of  any  type  may  be  substituted 
for  lamps  of  any  other  type  if  the  Municipality 
pays  the  total  expense  of  making  the  change  and 
the  total  amount  of  payments  by  the  Municipality 
hereunder  at  the  then  standard  rates  is  not  thereby 
diminished. 

8.  Should  the  Municipality  at  any  time  find 
that  the  Company  is  not  complying  fully  with  the 
terms  and  requirements  of  this  Agreement,  the 
Municipality  shall  immediately  notify  the  Com¬ 
pany  of  such  fact,  and  the  Company  shall  at  once 
remedy  the  fault,  but  failure  to  give  such  notice  shall 
not  impair  any  obligation  of  the  Company.  But 
the  Company  shall  not  be  responsible  for  any 
failure  to  supply  electricity  if  such  failure  is  with¬ 
out  default  or  neglect  on  its  part. 

9.  If  the  Municipality  shall  at  any  time  during 
the  continuance  of  this  Agreement  be  required  to 
purchase  the  -whole  or  any  part  of  the  plant  of  the 
Company  located  within  the  limits  of  said  Munic¬ 
ipality,  under  the  present  law,  or  any  amendment 
thereof,  the  Municipality  shall  not  be  holden  for 
the  unexpired  term  of  this  Agreement,  nor  shall 
this  Agreement  or  the  unexpired  term  thereof  be 
in  any  way  considered  as  an  element  of  value  in 
such  purchase;  provided,  however,  that  in  case 
of  such  purchase  the  Municipality  shall  not  be 
entitled  to  the  full  discount  provided  for  in  this 
Agreement,  unless  it  shall  have  been  in  operation 
for  the  full  period  thereof.  If  the  Agreement  shall 
not  have  been  in  operation  for  the  full  period 
thereof,  because  of  such  purchase,  the  accounts 
between  the  Municipality  and  the  Company  shall 
be  adjusted  so  as  to  make  the  total  net  payments 
by  the  Municipality  to  the  Company  what  they 
would  have  been  if  the  Agreement  had  been  made 
for  the  period  during  which  it  was  actually  in 
operation. 

Bond 

Obligation. — The  undersigned  surety  company 
hereby  binds  itself,  its  successors  and  assigns,  to 
pay  to  the  City  of  Boston  the  sum  of  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars  ($100,000). 

Condition. — This  obligation  is  upon  the  condition 
that  if  the  party  to  the  contract  hereto  annexed 
other  than  the  City,  shall  well  and  truly  keep  and 
perform  all  the  agreements,  terms  and  conditions 
of  said  contract  on  his  part  to  be  kept  and  per¬ 
formed,  and  shall  also  pay  for  all  labor  performed 
or  furnished  and  for  all  material  used  in  the  carrying 
out  of  said  contract,  then  this  obligation  shall 
become  and  be  null  and  void;  otherwise  it  shall  be 
and  remain  in  full  force  and  virtue.

MARCH  23,  1914 
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TRANSFER  OF  QUARANTINE  SERVICE. 

The  following  was  received: 

March  23,  1914. 

To  the  City  Council: 

Being  of  the  opinion  that  the  quarantine  service 
of  the  port  of  Boston  should  be  placed  under  the 
supervision  and  jurisdiction  of  the  United  States 
authorities,  I  transmit  herewith  a  copy  of  an 
ordinance  abolishing  this  service  and  an  order 
authorizing  the  transfer  of  the  property  of  the 
city  used  in  the  quarantine  service  to  the  United 
States  Government.  I  recommend  the  passage  of 
the  ordinance  and  the  order. 

Respectfully, 

James  M.  Curley,  Mayor. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  All  the  powers  and  duties  of  the 
Board  of  Health  relative  to  the  maintenance  of 
the  quarantine  service  in  the  port  of  Boston  shall 
be  abolished  upon  the  transfer  to  the  United  States 
of  America  of  the  property  used  in  said  service. 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  and  he 
hereby  is  authorized  in  the  name  and  behalf  of 
the  city  to  convey  to  the  United  States  of  America 
for  quarantine  purposes  by  a  suitable  quitclaim 
deed  the  island  in  Boston  Harbor  known  as  Gallup’s 
Island,  together  with  the  buildings  thereon  and  all 
other  property  used  in  connection  with  the  quar¬ 
antine  service  hitherto  performed  by  the  city,  upon 
such  terms  as  may  be  agreed  upon  between  the 
Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston  and  the  Secretary 
of  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States,  such  con¬ 
veyance  to  be  made  upon  the  condition  that  the 
United  States  shall,  upon  reasonable  terms  and 
conditions,  receive  for  treatment  upon  said  island 
persons  afflicted  with  smallpox  who  may  be  sent 
thereto  by  the  City  of  Boston. 

In  connection  with  the  foregoing,  Mayor  Curley 
appeared  before  the  Council  with  Dr.  Leland  E. 
Cofer  and  Dr.  Victor  M.  Safford,  and  made  the 
following  statement: 

Mayor  CURLEY — Mr.  President,  the  question 
of  a  transfer  of  the  custody  of  the  quarantine 
service  at  Boston  has  been  under  consideration  for 
a  great  many  years.  Certain  of  our  business  men 
have  at  times  been  opposed  to  the. transfer  because 
of  the  possibility  of  interference  in  the  matter  of 
handling  shipments.  But  to-day  there  are  only 
two  cities  in  the  entire  United  States  on  the  sea- 
coast  that  are  not  directly  under  federal  supervi¬ 
sion  in  the  matter  of  quarantine.  The  transfer 
of  the  custody  of  the  quarantine  station  to  the 
federal  government  would  represent  an  annual 
saving  to  the  City  of  Boston  of  $40,000,  and,  in 
addition  to  that,  would  make  possible  uniformity 
of  supervision,  uniformity  of  control  and  uniformity 
of  treatment  of  quarantine  and  commercial  matters. 
Doctor  Safford  and  Doctor  Cofer  are  here.  Doctor 
Cofer  is  the  Assistant  United  States  Surgeon- 
General,  I  believe,  having  to  do  with  quarantine 
matters.  He  is  connected  with  the  Treasury 
Department  and  comes  here  with  authority  from 
the  Treasury  Department  to  make  the  necessary 
negotiations  with  the  City  of  Boston  in  the  question 
of  the  transfer  of  the  custody  of  quarantine  matters 
from  Boston  to  the  federal  authorities.  New  York 
and  Boston  are  to-day  the  only  ports  that  are  not 
under  control  of  the  federal  government  in  the 
matter  of  quarantine.  The  objections  to  the 
transfer  in  the  past,  outside  of  slight  objections 
raised  by  certain  business  interests,  on  the  ground 
that  there  might  be  an  interference  with  shipping, 
have  been  based  on  the  fear  that  it  would  be 
impossible  to  secure  such  concessions  from  the 
federal  authorities  as  would  permit  of  the  treatment 
of  persons  afflicted  with  smallpox  at  the  quarantine 
station.  But  Doctor  Cofer  informs  me  that  the 
federal  authorities  are  willing  to  waive  any  right 
they  may  have  in  the  matter  and  continue  to  treat 
persons  afflicted  with  smallpox  in  the  same  manner 
that  the  City  of  Boston  treats  them  at  the  present 
time.  It  would,  of  course,  mean  the  transfer  of 
Gallup’s  Island  to  the  federal  authorities,  and  it 
would  mean  the  transfer  of  the  steamer  “Vigilant” 
to  the  federal  authorities.  A  price  would  neces¬ 
sarily  have  to  be  set  upon  the  quarantine  station 
at  Gallup’s  Island  and  upon  the  steamer  “Vigilant  ” 
and  the  other  launch  or  boat  that  is  used  in  con¬ 
junction  with  the  steamer  “Vigilant.”  Personally 
I  believe  in  uniformity  in  the  matter  of  health 
regulations,  and  I  believe  that  every  facility  should 
be  afforded  those  men  who  are  charged  with  the 
responsibility  by  the  federal  government  of  passing 
upon  the  admissibility  of  persons  desiring  to  enter 


the  United  States.  Under  our  present  system  we 
have  a  duplication  of  service  which  represents 
an  expense  to  the  federal  government  and  an 
additional  expense,  which  might  be  avoided,  of 
approximately  $40,000  annually  to  the  City  of 
Boston.  Mr.  President,  with  your  permission, 
I  would  most  respectfully  ask  that  the  Council 
grant  Doctor  Cofer  a  brief  space  of  time  in  which 
to  present  his  views.  Doctor  Cofer,  gentlemen. 

Dr.  LELAND  E.  COFER— Your  Honor  Mr. 
Mayor  and  gentlemen  of  the  City  Council,  I 
have  perhaps  very  little  to  add  to  what  the  Mayor 
has  said  in  regard  to  the  situation.  I  think  he 
has  covered  it  very  well.  As  he  says,  what  we 
want  to  establish  through  a  transfer  of  this  sort  is 
uniformity.  By  uniformity  we  get  economy  of 
administration.  We  believe  that  all  matters  that 
have  to  do  with  maritime  commerce  should,  as  far 
as  possible,  come  under  government  control; 
that  is  to  say,  questions  relating  to  the  entrance  of 
vessels  to  the  United  States  from  foreign  countries. 
The  government,  as  you  know,  maintains  the  dredg¬ 
ing  of  harbors  and  carries  through  harbor  improve¬ 
ments,  has  laws  relative  to  the  buoys  and  light¬ 
house,  also  navigation  and  immigration  laws, 
customs  restrictions,  and  finally  quarantine,  and 
the  laws  and  regulations  operate  uniformly  every¬ 
where  except  in  matters  of  quarantine.  In  that 
respect  they  operate  uniformly  everywhere  except 
in  Boston,  New  York  and  Baltimore.  I  think 
the  Mayor  neglected  to  mention  Baltimore. 
But  that  is  rather  a  small  port,  and  in  a  way  we 
have  an  influence  over  matters  of  quarantine 
there,  in  that  we  keep  in  constant  telephonic 
communication  with  the  office  at  Baltimore  and 
frequently  do  a  great  deal  of  Baltimore’s  work  at 
Cape  Charles.  I  think  that  finally  all  the  ports 
will  ask  to  be  taken  under  the  national  organiza¬ 
tion  for  the  reason  that  the  uniformity  we  propose  to 
bring  about  will  redound  to  the  benefit  of  mari¬ 
time  interests,  unquestionably.  The  other  day, 
in  the  proclamation  concerning  Panama,  one  of 
the  stipulations  was  that  our  service  should  run 
the  quarantine.  We  have  a  system  that  applies 
not  only  to  all  the  United  States  but  also  to  foreign 
ports,  and  you  might  say  that  we  have  at  our  beck 
and  call,  in  connection  with  the  quarantine  system, 
the  consular  corps  and  the  diplomatic  corps  in 
foreign  ports.  We  have  every  facility  for  getting 
such  live  and  up-to-date  information  as  is  fre¬ 
quently  necessary  about  diseases  in  foreign  ports, 
for  instance.  Such  information  can  only  be 
acquired  by  such  an  organization  as  ours.  I 
think  that  no  state  or  city  organization  can  pos¬ 
sibly  get  the  information  that  we  can  get  or  can 
act  on  it  in  the  way  that  we  can  act.  On  that 
account  we  are  going  to  do  everything  we  can  to 
help  along .  in  this  transfer,  because  we  think  it 
is  a  good  thing  for  the  whole  United  States.  In 
a  quarantine  sense  we  do  not  think  of  the  City  of 
Boston  or  the  city  of  New  York  in  a  local  sense, 
because  these  ports  are  so  large,  and  have  such  an 
important  influence  from  the  standpoint  of  people 
passing  through  them  into  the  interior,  that  we 
attach  to  them  national  importance;  and  I  think 
it  is  on  that  account  that  Congress  is  willing  to 
appropriate  the  money  and  to  increase  our  appro¬ 
priation  every  time  when  they  see  us  endeavoring 
to  take  over  the  quarantine  of  an  important  port. 
I  don’t  think  I  need  say  anything  more,  except 
in  answer  to  questions.  The  question  may  occur 
to  you,  what  would  be  the  difference  in  adminis¬ 
tration  of  the  quarantine,  the  way  it  is  now,  under 
local  control,  and  the  way  in  which  we  would 
handle  it.  I  can  say  that,  as  far  as  the  average 
person  is  concerned,  I  do  not  think  he  would 
notice  any  difference.  If  any  improvements  are 
needed,  we  shall  certainly  try  to  put  them  into 
effect.  If  there  is  anything  that  can  be  done 
which  will  be  an  improvement  in  the  way  of  admin¬ 
istration,  we  will  try  to  introduce  it.  If  there  is 
anything  wrong,  we  shall  try  to  correct  it.  But, 
so  far  as  any  embarrassment  to  commerce  is 
concerned  through  lack  of  coordination  between 
the  shipping  interests  here  and  the  control  through 
Washington,  I  want  to  say  that  any  ideas  you  may 
have  along  those  lines  are  erroneous.  We  endeavor 
everywhere  to  facilitate  commerce.  1  mention 
that  because  once  before  when  this  question  came 
up  the  objection  was  raised  to  the  proposed 
transfer  along  that  line.  It  was  argued  that  under 
the  present  regime  in  Boston  any  trouble  that 
occurred  could  be  settled  here  in  Boston,  where 
the  head  of  the  quarantine  service  was  located, 
but  that  if  the  United  States  took  control  it  would 
have  to  be  referred  to  Washington.  I  want  to 
say  that  that  point  should  not  be  brought  up.  I 
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can  promise  you  that  if  this  transfer  is  made  it 
will  not  act  to  the  detriment  of  your  commerce. 
I  shall  be  very  glad  to  answer  any  questions. 

Mayor  CURLEY — Just  one  point,  doctor.  There 
is  always  the  possibility  that  some  persons  may  be 
interested  in  persons  employed  at  the  quarantine 
station.  It  is  customary,  is  it  not,  for  the  federal 
government,  when  it  takes  over  a  quarantine 
station,  as  far  as  possible  to  transfer  over  into  the 
service  all  the  persons  in  the  local  service? 

Dr.  COFER — Yes,  that  has  been  the. custom. 

Coun.  WATSON — I  would  like  to  ask  you  a 
question.  Where  did  this  plan  originate,  from  the 
federal  authorities  or  from  the  city? 

Dr.  COFER — A  plan  of  this  sort  always  orig¬ 
inates  from  the  city.  The  federal  authorities  never 
act  seeking  a  transfer. 

Coun.  COULTHURST — I  would  like  to  ask  you, 
doctor,  how  long  the  national  government  has 
had  general  control  of  quarantine? 

Dr.  COFER — Ever  since  February  15,  1893. 
May  I  amplify  my  answer  just  a  little?  Before 
that  time  the  quarantines  of  all  ports  of  the  United 
States  were  operated  under,  you  might  say,  police 
control,  under  various  kinds  and  degrees  of  regu¬ 
lations  and  various  kinds  of  requirements,  which 
sometimes  changed  from  day  to  day.  In  those 
days  the  local  quarantine  authorities  of  various 
ports  would  sometimes,  as  a  matter  of  competition, 
offer  easier  quarantine  restrictions  in  order  to  get 
commerce  to  come  to  their  port.  So  a  national  law 
was  passed  in  order  to  regulate  the  matter,  and  in 
that  law  provision  was  made  for  transfer  of  author¬ 
ity  from  local  authority  in  these  boards  to  the 
government,  if  the  local  authorities  wanted  to 
have  the  quarantine  run  by  the  government. 
A  year  ago  we  took  over  Providence. 

Coun.  COULTHURST— When  did  you  take 
over  Philadelphia? 

Dr.  COFER— Philadelphia  we  have  had  for  a 
long  time.  We  have  not  taken  over  Philadelphia 
in  the  sense  in  which  we  have  taken  over  some 
places.  But  there  have  been  two  quarantine 
stations  there,  one  on  the  Delaware  river  and  one 
at  Marcus  Hook.  Our  officers  got  on  board,  bills 
of  lading  were  signed,  and  work  of  that  sort  which 
would  facilitate  traffic  was  done.  A  year  ago  the 
consolidation  was  made.  But  all  the  fumigating 
at  Delaware  river  is  done  by  us.  All  the  state 
people  do  is  general  inspection. 

Coun.  COULTHURST — You  give  general  satis¬ 
faction  at  the  other  ports  along  the  coast? 

Dr.  COFER — I  think  so.  Of  course,  in  the 
matter  of  quarantine,  you  will  hear  complaints. 
You  cannot  help  that.  But  in  the  long  run  we 
do  give  satisfaction. 

Coun.  COLLINS — I  would  like  to  ask  the  gentle¬ 
man  one  question.  When  a  matter  of  this  kind  is 
being  agitated,  very  frequently  local  business  men 
will  object.  I  would  like  to  find  out  from  you  what 
has  been  the  result  of  your  experience  when  you 
have  taken  over  these  other  ports — whether  or 
not  there  was  any  opposition  generally  on  the  part 
of  the  local  Chambers  of  Commerce  or  business 
men  of  those  communities? 

Dr.  COFER — I  can  answer  the  question  in  this 
way,  that  it  is  generally  pretty  well  threshed  out 
before  it  is  decided,  and  afterwards  I  don’t  know 
of  any  particular  trouble.  In  the  case  of  Phila¬ 
delphia,  the  consolidation  that  took  place  there 
was  at  the  request  of  the  maritime  exchange.  Of 
course,  they  technically  did  not  make  the  request. 
It  had  to  be  done  by  the  City  Council.  But  the 
City  Council  acted  as  a  result  of  their  representa¬ 
tion.  I  think,  in  the  case  of  New  York,  you  will 
find,  as  a  matter  of  record,  that  the  shipping 
interests  have  signified  their  willingness  to  have 
the  government  take  over  the  quarantine.  They 
would  not  say  that  they  would  work  for  it,  but 
they  signified  their  willingness  to  have  the  United 
States  take  the  quarantine  work  over.  They  look 
at  it  in  this  way,  that  the  United  States  controls 
so  many  features  of  their  commerce  that  they 
would  just  as  soon  have  them  take  charge  of  the 
quarantine.  But,  in  answer*to  your  question,  I 
don’t  know  of  any  complaints.  That  is  to  say, 
back-fire  complaints.  They  may  occur,  but  I 
don’t  know  about  them. 

Coun.  WATSON — In  the  case  of  Philadelphia, 
isn’t  there  a  duplication  there  now,  as  you  describe 
it? 

Dr.  COFER — Not  now.  There  was,  but  there 
is  no  duplication  now. 


President  McDONALD — Any  other  questions 
that  members  wish  to  ask  the  doctor?  (No 
response.) 

The  matter  was  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee. 

President  McDONALD — The  Mayor  now 
desires  to  say  a  word  to  the  members  on  the  light¬ 
ing  contract. 

Mayor  CURLEY — Mr.  President  and  members 
of  the  City  Council,  I  appreciate  the  fact  that  it 
is  a  little  out  of  the  ordinary,  but,  with  the  desire 
to  facilitate  business,  I  believe,  so  long  as  I  am 
here,  with  the  permission  of  your  President,  I 
may  say  just  a  word  in  the  matter  of  the  lighting 
contracts  sent  in  this  afternoon.  Those  contracts 
become  operative  not  when  approved  by  the  City 
Council  and  the  Mayor,  but  become  operative  as 
of  April  1.  So  if  those  contracts  are  adopted 
within  a  reasonable  time  they  will  result  in  a  saving 
to  the  city  beginning  with  the  1st  of  April.  As 
compared  with  the  present  prices,  in  all  pro¬ 
bability  they  will  represent  a  saving  to  the  city 
this  year  of  $60,000  to  $70,000,  or  under  a  ten- 
years’  contract  a  saving  in  excess  of  $1,000,000. 
I  simply  want  to  bring  that  matter  to  the  atten¬ 
tion  of  the  Council. 

Coun.  WATSON — I  would  like  to  ask  a  ques¬ 
tion.  Would  you  kindly  inform  me,  Mr.  Mayor, 
whether  or  not  you  have  received  any  bids  from 
any  other  concern  beside  the  Consolidated  Gas 
Company,  or  have  requested  that  others  bid? 

Mayor  CURLEY — I  will  say  to  Mr.  Watson 
that  a  request  was  received  from  some  New  York 
concern  for  the  privilege  of  bidding  on  the  gas 
lighting  contract.  But  the  subject  matter  has 
been  before  the  city  government  now  for  some¬ 
where  in  the  vicinity  of  four  years,  and  each  year 
we  have  renewed  the  contract  at  the  end  of  every 
six  months’  period  at  a  loss  to  the  city,  as  com¬ 
pared  with  the  prices  being  paid,  of  in  the  neigh¬ 
borhood  of  $30,000.  In  other  words,  $120,000  has 
actually  been  wrasted  through  the  extensions  of  the 
contracts.  I  do  not  believe  in  extending  the 
contracts.  I  want  to  say,  so  far  as  the  Edison 
Company  is  concerned,  that  it  has  been  eminently 
fair  in  the  matter  of  the  street  lighting  contract. 
The  price  per  arc  light  paid  at  the  present  time 
is  $103  per  annum.  I  conferred  with  the  officials 
of  the  company  and  later  had  Mr.  Rourke  confer 
with  them.  They  asked  what  I  felt  would  be  a 
fair  price.  I  said  I  believed  $85  was  all  we  could 
pay,  and  they  finally  agreed  with  Mr.  Rourke  on 
a  price  of  $87.53,  wdiich  represents  a  saving  of 
$15.47  per  arc  light  per  year.  On  a  5,000  arc 
light  contract,  on  a  ten  years’  basis,  that  means  a 
saving  of  very  nearly  $777,000,  or  on  the  total 
contracts,  a  saving  of  in  the  vicinity  of  nearly 
$1,100,000.  With  reference  to  the  men  who  are 
employed  as  lighters  by  the  gas  lighting  com¬ 
pany,  their  organization  waited  upon  me  and 
asked  me  to  favor  a  proposition  looking  to  munic¬ 
ipal  ownership.  I  informed  the  committee  that  I 
did  not  believe  in  it  under  present  conditions. 
Under  present  conditions  we  are  compelled,  if 
we  wish  to  engage  in  municipal  ownership,  to  buy 
one  or  more  of  the  existing  gas  or  electric  lighting 
plants,  and  that  would  compel  the  city  to  expend 
$30,000,000  in  excess  of  what  actually  should  be 
expended;  in  other  words,  to  expend  $30,000,000 
for  real  estate  and  old  buildings.  They  then  asked 
if  I  would  favor  an  extension  of  the  statute  provi¬ 
sions  at  present  prevailing  which  permits  of  their 
being  covered  into  the  city’s  service  whenever 
routes  are  abolished,  either  through  the  extension 
of  the  electric  lighting  system  or  possibly  through 
the'  adoption  of  an  automatic  lighting  device.  I 
informed  the  committee  that  I  would  be  pleased 
to  have  the  Corporation  Counsel  go  to  the  Legisla¬ 
ture  and  ask  the  Legislature  for  _  a  two-years’ 
extension  of  the  covering-in  provision,  and  that 
at  the  end  of  two  years,  in  the  event  of  my  being 
here,  I  would  ask  for  a  further  extension  so  that 
the  men  would  be  safeguarded  in  their  positions. 
I  want  to  be  absolutely  frank  and  to  say  that  these 
prices  that  have  been  agreed  upon  are  the  lowest 
that  have  been  presented  to  the  city  during  the 
four  years  that  the  matter  has  been  up  for  discus¬ 
sion,  and  there  is  a  proviso  in  the  gas  lighting 
contract  that,  in  the  event  of  an  automatic  device 
being  developed  during  the  life  of  the  contract, 
the  city  shares  one-half  of  the  net  saving  resulting 
in  consequence  of  such  adoption.  I  believe  there 
is  also  some  similar  provision  in  reference  to 
electric  lighting — that  in  the  event  of  a  reduction 
there  we  also  make  a  saving. 

His  Honor  the  Mayor  then  retired  from  the 
Council  Chamber. 
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PAYMENT  TO  JAMES  LYNCH. 

Coun.  ATTRIDGE  offered  the  following  orders: 

That  the  City  Council  of  Boston  hereby  accepts 
an  act  entitled  “An  Act  to  Authorize  the  City  of 
Boston  to  Pay  a  Sum  of  Money  to  James  Lynch,” 
said  act  being  chapter  58,  Acts  of  1914. 

Ordered,  That  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  chapter  58,  Acts  of  1914,  there  be  allowed  and 
paid  to  James  Lynch,  an  employee  of  the  city,  a  sum 
not  exceeding  twenty-seven  dollars  ($27)  on  account 
of  an  injury  which  he  sustained  in  the  course  of 
his  employment  by  the  city,  said  sum  to  be  charged 
to  the  appropriation  for  Reserve  Fund. 

Referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 


REPAIR  OF  CLOCK,  SOUTH  BOSTON. 

Coun.  ATTRIDGE  offered  an  order — That  the 
Fire  Commissioner  be  authorized  to  repair  the 
damage  at  St.  Augustine’s  Church,  South  Boston, 
caused  by  the  falling  of  the  wreight  box  belonging 
to  the  city  clock  in  the  tower  of  said  church,  the 
expense  thus  incurred  to  be  charged  to  the  appro¬ 
priation  for  Fire  Department.

COULTHURST— Mr.  President,  I  do 
not  propose  to  take  much  of  the  time  of  the  Council 
discussing  this  matter,  but  I  want  to  repeat  what 
I  said  in  the  Executive  Committee.  The  thing  I 
was  afraid  of  has  happened.  The  Edison  Com¬ 
pany  has  succeeded  in  partly  putting  through  a 
new  contract  without  publicity,  and  a  contract 
which,  to  my  mind,  does  not  give  a  sufficient 
reduction  from  the  present  rate.  This  order 
has  been  recommended  by  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee  with  the  object  of  calling  officially  to  the 
attention  of  the  Mayor  and  Mr.  Rourke  a  com¬ 
parison  between  the  rates  here  in  Boston  and  in 
Detroit  and  Chicago,  showing  that  we  are  getting 
the  worst  end  of  it  under  the  existing  contract 
in  a  scandalous  wray  and  also  showing  that  we 
are  not  going  to  get  a  reasonable  deal  under  the 
contract  that  the  Mayor  has  sent  to  us  to-day. 
Of  course,  this  contract  does  not  take  effect  until 
we  give  our  approval.  But  I  want  justice  done, 
and  I  want  the  Mayor  and  the  Commissioner  of 
Public  Works,  if  they  will  do  so,  to  give  this  matter 
reconsideration.  I  want  the  Edison  Company 
to  realize  that  this  body  is  w-atching  them  closely; 
that  they  cannot  put  through  a  proposition  this 
year  that  is  going  to  do  injustice  to  the  people  of 
the  City  of  Boston.

I  move  you,  sir,  that  the  rule  be  suspended  so  that 
it  may  go  upon  its  passage  to-day. 


The  rule  was  suspended  and  the  order  was 
passed.

PROTEST  AGAINST  STREET  LEGISLATION. 

Coun.  WATSON  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  A  bill  known  as  Senate  Bill  No.  142 
entitled  “An  Act  Relative  to  the  Improvement  of 
Streets  and  Thoroughfares  in  the  City  of  Boston” 
is  now  under  consideration  by  the  Legislature  of 
the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts;  and 

Whereas,  Said  act  takes  away  from  the  City 
Council  the  naming  of  the  streets  and  thorough¬ 
fares  to  be  improved;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  of  Boston  pro¬ 
tests  against  the  passage  of  said  act. 

Ordered,  That  the  City  Clerk  send  a  copy  of  the 
preambles  and  resolution  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Senate 
and  Clerk  of  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
State  of  Massachusetts. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  this  order  I 
intended  to  introduce  earlier  in  the  day,  but  in 
some  way  it  got  mislaid.  Senate  Bill  142  is  an 
amendment  to  the  so-called  street  loan  act  of  last 
year,  which  provided  that  the  city  might  borrow 
inside  or  outside  of  the  debt  limit  $2,500,000, 
covering  a  period  of  five  years,  $500,000  each  year. 
That  act  was  accepted  by  the  voters  of  Boston 
through  referendum.  I  would  say,  however,  that 
this  Senate  Bill  142  was  reported  by  the  committee, 
has  already  passed  the  Senate  and  is  now  in  its 
third  reading  stage  in  the  House.  The  bill  takes 
away  our  right  to  name  the  streets  and  also  has 
a  mandatory  provision  that  we  shall  borrow  this 
money  outside  of  the  debt  limit.  I  do  not  believe 
-that  the  Governor  will  sign  it,  because  it  is  against 
the  policy  of  the  present  administration  in  the 
Mayor’s  office;  and  the  original  bill  was  accepted 
by  the  voters  under  referendum,  and  any  amend¬ 
ment  thereto  should  be  accepted  in  the  same  way. 
I  trust  that  the  rules  will  be  suspended,  if  necessary, 
and  that  the  order  will  be  passed  to-day. 

Coun.  COULTHLTRST — -Mr.  President,  as  I 
heard  that  resolution  read,  I  do  not  think  it  con¬ 
tains  an  objection  to  what  to  my  mind  is  the  most 
pernicious  clause  of  the  bill — namely,  the  clause 
which  makes  it  compulsory'  for  the  city  to  borrow 
this  money,  whether  it  wants  to  do  so  or  not.  Am 
I  right  about  that? 

Coun.  WATSON — I  think  that  is  right.  I  read 
the  bill  through  hurriedly',  and  I  thought  it  had 
to  do  only  with  the  question  of  naming  the  streets. 
I  am  perfectly'  willing  to  amend  the  resolution  by' 
inserting  any'  clause  which  the  gentleman  from 
West  Roxbury  desires.  I  think  it  is  enough  that 
we  should  protest  against  the  passage  of  the  bill, 
entirely  aside  from  the  question  of  the  power  to 
name  streets.  In  that  way  we  would  register  our 
objection  against  the  whole  bill,  including  the 
provision  in  regard  to  naming  streets  and  the 
provision  wrhich  makes  it  mandatory'  upon  the  city 
to  make  such  loans  -whether  it  wishes  to  do  so  or 
not,  outside  of  the  debt  limit.  If  we  simply 
oppose  the  bill,  we  will  cover  all  those  points. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE— I  would  like  to  have 
the  resolution  read  that  we  are  opposed  to  the 
entire  bill. 

Coun.  COULTHURST — I  think  if  a  provision 
is  inserted  in  there  to  the  effect  that  we  also  object 
to  the  bill  because  it  contains  a  pernicious  clause 
making  it  compulsory'  upon  the  city  to  borrow 
the  money  outside  of  the  debt  limit,  whether  it 
wishes  to  do  so  or  not,  it  will  cover  my  objection. 

Coun.  WATSON — I  would  like  to  suggest,  Mr. 
President,  that  we  might  strike  out  all  of  the 
resolution  that  specifies  any'  particular  objection, 
merely  letting  it  go  baldly  that  we  are  opposed 
to  the  act,  calling  it  by'  its  name.  That  might  be 
the  easiest  way'  to  get  around  it. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE— Mr.  President,  I 
would  move  to  strike  out  the  word  “and”  at  the 
end  of  the  first  paragraph,  and  then,  immediately 
following  that,  the  second  preamble,  so  that  it 
will  read: 
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“Whereas,  A  bill  known  as  Senate  Bill  No.  142, 
entitled  ‘An  Act  Relative  to  the  Improvement  of 
Streets  and  Thoroughfares  in  the  City  of  Boston’ 
is  now  under  consideration  by  the  Legislature  of 
the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts, 

“Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  of  Boston 
protests  against  the  passage  of  such  act. 

“Ordered,  That  the  Clerk  send  a  copy  of  the 
preamble  and  resolution  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
Senate  and  the  Clerk  of  the  House  of  Representa¬ 
tives  of  the  State  of  Massachusetts.” 

The  City  Council  will  then  go  on  record  as  being 
opposed  to  the  entire  act. 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  pre¬ 
amble,  resolution  and  order,  as  amended,  were 
passed.

In  compliance  with  the  order  of  your  honorable 
body  passed  March  9,  1914,  I  transmit  herewith 
communication  from  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  relative  to  the  compliance  of  the  Boston 
Development  and  Sanitary  Company  with  their 
contract,  and  to  the  work  being  done  to  better 
conditions  obtaining  in  connection  with  the  collec¬ 
tion  of  refuse.

To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor: 

In  reply  to  attached  order  of  the  City  Council,  I 
will  say  that  the  contract  for  the  disposal  of  city 
waste  material  by  the  Boston  Development  and 
Sanitary  Company  is  not  being  complied  with, 
in  that  waste  material  containing  garbage  is  being 
dumped.  The  contract  reads,  on  page  33,  Article 
(c): 

“In  no  case  will  the  dumping  of  garbage  or 
refuse  containing  any  mixture  of  garbage  be 
allowed.” 

The  company  contends  that  the  city  should  see 
to  it  that  the  garbage  should  be  delivered  to  the 
company  separated  from  all  other  refuse.  In 
compliance  with  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1898, 
chapter  47,  section  14: 

“No  person  shall  keep  in  his  house,  or  on  his 
land,  any  house  offal,  unless  the  same  is  placed  in 
a  suitable  vessel,  free  from  ashes  and  other  refuse 
matter,  and  so  placed  as  to  be  easily  removed.” 

On  page  26  of  the  contract  the  method  of  col¬ 
lection  is  described.  It  further  states  that  “the 
city  .  .  .  will  secure  as  complete  a  separation  of 
materials  as  it  may  find  to  be  practicable,  but  any 
failure  on  the  part  of  householders  or  others  to 
separate  refuse,  from  whatever  cause  arising,  shall 
not  be  held  to  justify  the  contractor’s  default  in 
fulfilling  any  of  the  requirements  of  the  contract.” 

A  census  is  now  being  taken  of  the  families  in 
the  district  where  the  ordinances  are  being  most 
generally  violated,  and  it  is  found  that  over  90 
per  cent  of  the  families  do  not  even  possess  a 
garbage  can.  The  names  of  these  people  who  do 
not  possess  garbage  cans,  and  make  no  attempt  to 
carry  out  the  ordinances  for  separation,  have 
been  forwarded  to  the  Board  of  Health  for  its  legal 
action. 

In  view  of  the  conditions  the  Boston  Develop¬ 
ment  and  Sanitary  Company  has  agreed  to  fur¬ 
nish  every  family  not  able  to  purchase  the  same 
with  an  individual  garbage  can,  free  of  charge, 
provided  the  owners  of  the  property  will  furnish 
large  garbage  cans  into  which  the  individual  cans 
may  be  emptied. 

If  the  ordinance  requiring  the  separation  of 
garbage  from  other  waste  material  were  strictly 
complied  with  by  the  householders,  no  nuisance 
would  be  created  by  the  Boston  Development  and 
Sanitary  Company  at  its  dump  in  East  Boston.

Dear  Sir, — Referring  to  the  inclosed  order  of 
the  City  Council,  relative  to  the  advisability  of 
taking  a  parcel  of  land  for  playground  purposes  in 
the  vicinity  of  Swift  and  Bennington  streets, 
East  Boston,  I  would  say  that  the  Park  and  Recrea¬ 
tion  Department  now  maintains  three  playgrounds 
in  East  Boston: 

Cottage  Street  Playground,  which  contains  3.85 
acres,  was  taken  in  1902  and  developed  at  a  cost 
of  $55,750  for  land  and  construction.  It  contains 
a  corner  with  swings  and  tilts,  and  small  apparatus 
for  children,  in  addition  to  the  baseball  grounds 
and  area  for  play  used  by  the  older  people. 

Orient  Heights  Playground,  an  area  of  8.31 
acres,  of  which  5.24  acres  is  available  for  play  and 
recreation  purposes,  was  taken  in  1909,  and  cost 
the  city  $36,139.02  for  land  and  development. 

Paris  Street  Playground,  containing  1.27  acres, 
was  taken  in  1912  for  a  children’s  playground,  at 
a  cost  up  to  the  present  time  for  land  and  develop¬ 
ment  of  $55,619.14. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  location  in  the 
vicinity  of  Swift  and  Bennington  streets  is  within 
half  a  mile  of  Wood  Island  Park,  which  contains 
about  55  acres  of  land  developed  for  recreation 
purposes  at  a  cost  of  $408,146.93,  we  do  not  deem 
it  advisable  to  burden  the  city  with  the  expense 
of  purchasing,  developing  and  maintaining  another 
playground  in  East  Boston.

QUARANTINE  REGULATIONS. 

The  following  was  received: 

Boston  Fish  Bureau, 

April  4,  1914. 

To  the  Honorable  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, —  At  a  meeting  of  the  members  of 
the  Boston  Fish  Bureau  held  yesterday,  which 
organization  represents  the  handlers  of  fresh  and 
perishable  fish  coming  to  this  port,  it  was  unani¬ 
mously  voted  to  protest  against  any  change  in 
the  quarantine  regulations  from  local  to  federal 
control. 

From  what  we  can  learn,  under  the  control  of  the 
Federal  Government  there  would  be  delays  by 
holding  vessels  at  quarantine  which  would  cause 
serious  loss  and  be  a  detriment  in  the  handling 
of  these  perishable  goods. 

It  is  important  that  all  steamers  should  be 
allowed  to  proceed  immediately  to  their  docks  at 
all  times  as  in  the  present  case.  Unless  this  is 
done  it  would  disarrange  the  present  schedules  of 
the  steamship  lines  coming  to  this  port  from  the 
provinces  of  Canada  to  which  we  refer  particularly 
at  the  present  time. 

We  trust  that  you  will  consider  this  petition,  and 
that  you  will  keep  the  service  at  the  present  time.

To  the  Executive  Committee  and  Board  of 
Directors: 

The  Committee  on  Maritime  Affairs  has  con¬ 
sidered  the  proposal  to  transfer  the  administra¬ 
tion  of  the  quarantine  service  for  the  Port  of 
Boston  from  civic  to  federal  control  and  the 
accompanying  protest  against  the  proposed  change, 
signed  by  representatives  of  practically  every 
steamship  line  using  the  Port  of  Boston. 

Boston  Quarantine  Service. 

The  Boston  Quarantine  Station  is  conducted 
under  the  direct  supervision  of  the  local  Board  of 
Health.  The  present  service  is  the  development 
of  years  of  close  attention  and  careful  study  not 
only  of  the  requirements  of  the  port  and  the  City 
of  Boston,  but  its  rules  and  regulations  were 
formed  after  frequent  and  regular  interchange  of 
experiences  with  the  federal  authorities  at  Wash¬ 
ington.  The  committee  has  been  unable  to 
learn  of  any  instance,  either  in  this  state  or  in 
any  of  the  western  states,  where  epidemics  have 
been  chargeable  to  inefficiency  at  the  Boston 
Quarantine  Station. 

The  expense  to  the  city  for  the  maintenance  of 
this  service  is  shown  by  the  following  figures:

These  figures  show  that  the  cost  is  not  at  all 
excessive  in  comparison  with  the  service  rendered. 
The  increase  in  1911,  as  explained  by  the  Board, 
was  required  “to  enlarge  the  facilities  at  quaran¬ 
tine  for  the  reception,  examination  and  care  of  a 
very  much  larger  number  of  immigrants  arriving 
from  cholera-infected  ports,  all  of  which  had  to  be 
met  in  a  great  hurry.” 

The  Quarantine  Station  is  located  on  Gallop’s 
Island.  In  addition  to  its  use  for  this  purpose  the 
island  has  been  extensively  used  for  housing  con¬ 
tagious  diseases  from  the  city,  given  over  to  the 
care  of  the  Board  of  Health  on  account  of  lack  of 
sufficient  accommodations  at  the  City  Hospital. 
On  some  occasions  the  expense  of  maintaining 
these  city  patients  has  been  about  one-half  of  the 
total  expense  of  quarantine.  In  1907  $18,000  was 
expended  in  the  care  of  patients  so  transferred. 

In  considering  the  proposed  change,  it  is  to  be 
noted  that  the  transfer  of  the  Boston  station  to 
the  Federal  Government  would  include  the  plant 
on  Gallop’s  Island.  Lhis  would  require  the  city 
to  find  some  other  place  for  contagious  cases 
which  cannot  be  cared  for  at  the  City  Hospital. 
It  should  be  remembered  also  that  once  the 
United  States  assumes  control,  appropriations  for 
the  extension  and  development  of  the  station  in 
Boston  will  be  subject  to  the  disposition  of  Con¬ 
gress,  and  not  to  persons  having  the  interests  of 
this  port  directly  at  heart. 

Present  Service  Entirely  Satisfactory. 

It  is  noteworthy  that  the  two  largest  passenger 
ports  in  the  entire  country,  New  York  and  Boston, 
which  handle  about  90  per  cent  of  the  immigrant 
traffic,  are  both  under  local  civic  control. 

The  transfer  from  local  to  federal  control  hav¬ 
ing  been  recently  made  ip  New  Orleans  and  San 
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Francisco,  your  committee  sought  information  as 
to  the  effect  of  the  change.  San  Francisco  advised 
that  there  had  been  “no  complaints  of  the  station 
as  it  has  been  conducted  other  than  that  the 
quarters  are  not  adequate  for  the  business  of  the 
port.”  New  Orleans  replied  that  while  no  evi¬ 
dence  of  unsatisfactory  service  on  the  part  of  the 
federal  quarantine  could  be  shown,  the  impression 
was  “that  it  would  be  more  satisfactory  were  it 
under  the  control  of  the  State  Board  of  Health.” 

About  a  year  ago  when  the  committee  had  this 
same  matter  under  consideration  it  invited  the 
United  States  Bureau  of  Public  Health  to  send  a 
representative  to  Boston  to  explain  the  advantages 
of  federal  control  of  the  quarantine  service. 
These  were  explained  to  be  those  resulting  from 
a  uniform  system  throughout  the  country,  and 
because  under  it  every  port  gets  the  advantages 
of  all  investigations,  experiments  and  experiences 
of  the  Marine  Hospital  Service.  For  these 
reasons  the  government  is  always  ready  to  take 
over  the  local  station  under  the  act  of  Congress 
making  provision  for  such  transfers,  although  no 
active  campaign  has  been  undertaken  to  bring 
this  about,  x  \ 

The  representative  of  the  Federal  Bureau 
examined  the  station  at  Boston  and  found  it  well 
conducted  and  up  to  requirements  in  every 
respect. 

Marine  Interests  Strongly  Oppose  the  Transfer  to 
Federal  Control. 

No  stronger  argument  for  the  retention  of  the 
present  service  could  be  presented  than  the 
petition  which  has  been  submitted  to  the  Chamber 
signed  by  practically  every  steamship  line  enter¬ 
ing  the  "Port  of  Boston,  protesting  against  the 
proposed  transfer  to  federal  control. 

The  fact  that  the  Federal  Government  operates 
its  quarantine  station  without  expense  to  vessel 
owners,  whereas  the  City  of  Boston  charges  a  fee 
for  the  same  service  is  not  of  consequence,  inas¬ 
much  as  the  owners  have  expressed  this  prefer¬ 
ence  for  the  control,  notwithstanding  the  expense 
to  them. 

Your  committee  interviewed  many  of  the 
steamship  officials  and  found  them  to  be  entirely 
satisfied  with  the  local  service,  and  very  much 
opposed  to  its  being  put  under  federal  control. 
At  present,  if  any  unusual  situation  arises,  the 
chairman  of  the  Board  of  Health  can  at  once  be 
consulted  and  a  decision  reached  without  delay 
to  incoming  vessels.  The  steamship  companies 
fear  that  under  federal  control  cases  may  arise 
which  the  local  head  cannot  decide  without 
instructions  from  Washington,  in  securing  which 
there  is  likely  to  be  considerable  delay. 

Conclusion. 

The  committee  is  very  strongly  of  the  opinion, 
in  view  of  the  efforts  which  are  being  put  forth 
to  build  up  the  commerce  of  the  port  and  to 
increase  its  facilities,  that  nothing  should  be  done 
at  this  time  which  will  interfere  with  its  develop¬ 
ment,  or  make  it  more  difficult  for  the  steamship 
companies  to  conduct  their  business. 

The  Commonwealth  has  appropriated  .$9,000,000 
for  the  development  of  the  port.  It, is  not  unrea¬ 
sonable  to  ask  that  the  city  show  its  interest  in 
the  port  and  its  willingness  to  give  tangible  help 
in  developing  it  by  agreeing  to  assume  the  small 
expense  in  connection  with  the  maintenance  of 
the  quarantine  service,  averaging  approximately 
$18,000  net  per  year. 

The  committee  recommends  that  the  Chamber 
strongly  oppose  the  proposal  to  transfer  the 
quarantine  service  to  the  Federal  Government, 
and  that  it  ask  the  City  Council,  before  taking 
action  on  the  matter,  to  give  the  marine  interests 
an  opportunity  to  lay  their  views  before  that  body.

Whereas,  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  the  Com¬ 
missioner  of  Public  Works  have  signed  a  contract 
with  the  Boston  Consolidated  Gaslight  Company 
to  supply  gas  and  maintain  certain  street  lights

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  City 
Council,  in  order  that  the  members  may  properly 
consider  the  contracts,  that  it  be  « 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  order  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works^to 
call  upon  the  company  which  makes  the  lowest 
bid  to  equip  and  demonstrate,  without  expense  to 
the  city,  enough  lights  for  the  purpose  of  allowing 
the  members  of  the  Council  to  judge  as  to  the 
practicability  of  the  same. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  my  purpose 
in  introducing  the  order  just  read  is  to  allow  the 
members  of  this  body  an  opportunity  to  see  in 
working  order  the  light  of  the  new  company. 
It  will  prove  to  the  Council  that  they  are  respon¬ 
sible  and  are  not  a  fly-by-night  organization. 
I  don’t  know  whether  or  not  they  are  responsible; 
I  haven’t  inquired.  But  I  do  know  that  if  we  are 
going  to  pass  upon  a  contract  involving  over 
$2,000,000  for  lights  and  another  bid  has  been 
made  which  means  a  saving  of  approximately 
$137,000  in  ten  years,  and  those  lights  are  as  good 
or  perhaps  better  than  the  present  lights  or  the 
lights  which  the  company  making  the  highest  bid 
will  install,  we  ought  to  see  the  thing  worked  out. 
We  cannot  travel  to  different  points,  because  the 
charter  prohibits  our  going.  We  can  go,  of  course, 
at  our  own  expense,  but  that  is  out  of  the  question 
as  far  as  I  am  concerned,  and,  I  presume,  as  far  as 
many  other  members  are  concerned.  I,  for  one, 
would  like  to  know  whether  or  not  the  concern 
that  offers  to  furnish  light  for  one  dollar  and  some 
odd  cents  per  light  cheaper  per  year  and  to  put  up 
a  suitable  bond  guaranty,  is  a  practical  company 
and  is  all  right.  There  is  just  one  way  in  which  I 
can  see  that.  True,  it  can  be  shown  to  me  on 


paper  and  by  letter,  and  so  forth,  but  that  is  no 
information  for  me.  I  would  rather  see  it  in 
actual  working  order.  It  may  be  that  the  company 
cannot  erect  and  equip  the  number  of  lights  for 
our  benefit  that  it  says  it  can,  but  I  think  it  ought 
to  be  given  an  opportunity  to  demonstrate  what 
it  can  do.  If  it  is  a  genuine,  responsible  con¬ 
cern,  it  can  do  it;  if  not,  it  cannot  do  it.  If  it 
cannot  do  it,  of  course  we  can  only  consider 
the  one  bid  apart  from  that  company  that  has 
been  made,  the  contract  submitted  by  his  Honor 
the  Mayor  with  the  Boston  Consolidated  Gas 
Company.  If  it  is  true,  however,  that  the  con¬ 
cern  whose  name  has  slipped  my  mind  now  can 
save  the  city  $13,000  a  year  over  the  Consolidated 
Gas  Company’s  bid  and  can  save  $130,000  in  ten 
years,  we  are  in  duty  bound  to  take  advantage  of 
that  opportunity.  Perhaps  we  might  be  able  to 
have  the  matter  reopened  and  have  the  Mayor 
consider  the  advisability  of  accepting  the  other 
bid  or  giving  the  other  company  an  opportunity 
to  bid.  I  want  to  see  whether  or  not  this  concern 
has  a  light  that  will  properly  light  our  streets,  as  is 
claimed.  I  would  like  to  see  it  working  side  by 
side  with  the  Consolidated  Lighting  Equipment. 
There  is  only  just  one  way  by  which  we  can  have 
that  and  that  is  by  having  the  Mayor  instruct  the 
Superintendent  of  Public  Works  to  ask  the  new 
company  to  install  a  sufficient  number  of  public 
lights  for  us  to  see  the  thing  in  a  proper  way,  to 
view  it  ourselves.  I  presume  this  will  be  referred 
to  the  Executive  Committee.  I  hope  it  will  be 
reported  back  to-day  for  passage. 

The  preamble  and  resolution  were  referred  to  the 
Executive  Committee.

This  year  I  understand  it  is 
only  $20,000.  I  believe  that  for  several  years 
at  least  the  appropriation  has  been  exceeded. 
In  order  that  the  Council  may  control  that 
appropriation  it  seems  proper  that  the  Coun¬ 
cil  should  control  expenditures  by  committees 
and  that  committees  desiring  to  expend  money 
should  come  to  the  Council,  the  members  of  which 
are  responsible  for  the  money  appropriated,  to 
get  authority.  In  other  words,  this  takes  from 
the  committees  the  right  to  spend  money  carte 
blanche.  Many  times  a  committee  might  wish  to 
spend  money  when  the  Council  would  not  be  in 
accord  with  it  in  the  matter,  and  this  is  for  the 
protection  of  all  the  members  of  the  Council. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  Chairman,  I  wish  to 
say  that  I  labored  under  a  misapprehension.  I 
thought  the  entire  Council  was  on  the  Committee 
on  Rules  and  instead  of  that  I  find  there  are  only 
three  members.

Whereas,  The  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  in 
a  communication  to  the  Mayor  dated  March  23, 
1914,  which  is  on  file  in  the  City  Clerk’s  office, 
states  that  chapter  47,  section  14,  of  the  Revised 
Ordinances  of  1898,  is  violated  by  certain  house¬ 
holders  to  a  very  considerable  extent;  and 

Whereas,  It  appears  in  said  communication  that 
the  failure  of  the  Boston  Development  and  Sani¬ 
tary  Company  to  comply  with  its  contract  with 
the  city  in  separating  garbage  from  other  refuse 
so  that  no  garbage  be  deposited  at  its  dump  in 
East  Boston  is  due  in  whole  or  part  to  the  failure 
of  the  said  householders  to  put  their  garbage  and 
other  refuse  separate;  it  is  hereby 

Ordered,  That  the  Board  of  Health,  through 
his  Honor  the  Mayor,  be  requested  to  inform  the 
City  Council  as  to  what  steps  they  have  taken,  or 
contemplate,  to  inforce  the  said  ordinance,  or 
what  reason  there  is  for  failure  on  the  part  of  said 
Board  to  cause  householders  to  live  up  to  the 
terms  of  the  said  ordinance. 

Coun.  COULTHURST— Mr.  President,  this 
order  is  introduced  as  the  result  of  a  communica¬ 
tion  from  Commissioner  Rourke,  dated  March  23, 
1914,  in  answer  to  an  order  that  we  passed  on 
March  9  of  this  year,  requesting  him  to  explain 
why  the  Boston  Development  and  Sanitary  Com¬ 
pany  was  not  living  up  to  its  contract  and  why  it 
was  creating  a  nuisance  at  its  dump  in  East  Boston. 
It  appears  that  the  failure  of  the  company  to  live 
up  to  its  agreement  is  due  in  no  small  part  to  the 
fact  that  householders  here  irf  the  city  do  not 
separate  their  house  offal  from  other  refuse,  al¬ 
though  we  have  an  ordinance  with  penalty  attached 
that  requires  such  action  to  be  taken.  It  seems  to 
me  that  that  is  a  condition  that  should  not  con¬ 
tinue,  to  have  an  ordinance  on  record  and  not 
complied  with.  The  Board  of  Health  is  the  depart¬ 
ment  of  the  city  that  ought  to  compel  that  ordi¬ 
nance  to  be  lived  up  to.  Of  course,  we  cannot 
compel  the  Board  of  Health  to  take  action  in  the 
matter,  but  we  can,  under  the  charter,  require  them 
to  come  and  explain  to  us  what  reasons  they  have 
for  not  compelling  people  to  live  up  to  the  terms  of 
this  ordinance.  I  trust  that  the  order  will  be 
passed  to-day,  because  it  seems  to  be  in  accordance 
with  the  sentiment  of  the  Executive  Committee  as 
expressed  in  session  several  weeks  ago. 

The  preambles  and  order  were  passed.

Dear  Sir, — I  return  herewith  the  petition  of 
Edward  F.  Smith  and  others  for  a  conveyance  to 
them  by  the  city  of  certain  land  on  Worcester 
street  with  a  brief  statement  of  the  facts  in  the 
case  as  I  understand  them. 

On  or  about  February  19, 1859,  Stephen  Smith, 
of  Boston,  purchased  the  land  in  question  from 
the  city  for  the  sum  of  $3,684,  said  amount  to  be 
paid  in  six  annual  installments.  In  pursuance  of 
tins  arrangement  and  in  accordance  with  the  cus¬ 
tom  usual  at  that  time  the  city  gave  an  agreement 
to  said  Smith  by  which  it  bound  itself  to  convey 
the  premises  to  him  upon  receipt  of  the  full  con¬ 
sideration,  and  said  Smith  gave  a  bond  to  the  city 
by  which  he  bound  himself  to  make  the  payments 
at  the  times  therein  provided.  I  am  informed 
that  the  treasurer’s  books  and  the  receipts  in¬ 
dorsed  upon  the  bond  show  that  the  full  considera¬ 
tion  was  paid  by  said  Smith,  the  final  payment 
having  been  made  January  25,  1865,  and  he  then 
became  entitled  to  a  deed  from  the  city  upon  his 
request.  For  some  unknown  reason  no  deed 
apparently  was  ever  given.  Smith  died  about 
forty  years  ago  and  it  is  claimed  that  he  was  in 
possession  of  the  premises  as  owner  until  his  death, 
and  that  since  that  time  his  heirs  and  devisees 
and  those  holding  under  such  heirs  and  devisees 
have  been  in  possession  and  have  paid  all  taxes 
assessed  upon  the  premises.

Dear  Sir, — ■  I  herewith  transmit  a  copy  of  a 
letter  received  from  the  secretary  of  the  Board  of 
Health,  in  regard  to  supplies  for  the  Southampton 
Street  Hospital.  In  accordance  with  this  letter 
from  the  Board  of  Health  we  immediately  ordered 
the  goods,  on  account  of  the  urgent  need.  The 
hospital  will  continue  to  furnish  general  and  sub¬ 
sistence  supplies.  This  course  was  pursued  by  the 
trustees  during  the  last  scarlet  fever  epidemic  in 
1908,  when  the  Hon.  George  A.  Hibbard  was 
Mayor.  He  set  aside  for  this  special  purpose 
$10,000  to  draw  against,  so  as  not  to  interfere  with 
the  regular  appropriation  for  maintenance  of  the 
main  hospital.  This  sum  enabled  the  trustees  to 
carry  the  Southampton  wards  for  three  months, 
and  before  this  sum  was  exhausted  Mayor  Hib¬ 
bard  promised  to  transfer  the  amount  necessary 
while  the  epidemic  lasted.  Will  your  Honor, 
therefore,  send  the  trustees,  at  your  earliest  con¬ 
venience,  an  authorization  for  the  separate  main¬ 
tenance  of  the  Southampton  wards,  for  the  sum  of 
$10,000. 

The  Southampton  wards  were  opened  on  Satur¬ 
day,  March  7.  On  the  following  morning  we  had 
thirty-five  patients.  This  number  has  steadily 
increased  until  to-day,  when  there  are  fifty-four 
patients  being  cared  for,  all  of  whom  are  doing  well. 

It  will  be  gratifying  for  your  Honor  to  know  that 
the  South  Department  and  the  Southampton  wards 
will  be  able  to  take  care  of  the  present  emergency.

STREET  IMPROVEMENTS  — VETO. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 

Office  of  the  Mayor,  April  13,  1914. 

To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — I  return  herewith,  without  my 
approval,  the  loan  orders  of  the  City  Council 
passed  April  6,  1914,  appropriating  $500,000  for 
street  improvements  authorized  by  chapter  661 
of  Acts  of  the  year  1912,  and  the  order  appropriat¬ 
ing  $42,000  for  the  widening  of  Washington  street 
between  Pleasant  and  Warrenton  streets. 

The  city’s  debt  is  so  large  that  no  loans  should 
be  authorized  which  are  not  absolutely  necessary. 
On  March  31,  1914,  the  net  debt  was  $78,864,096.81, 
or  approximately  $108  per  capita.  Excluding 
the  rapid  transit  debt  the  net  per  capita  debt  was 
approximately  $78.  The  annual  cost  to  the  city 
for  interest,  sinking  fund  charges,  and  other  debt 


payments,  including  its  share  of  the  state  and 
metropolitan  district  debts,  is  nearly  one-fourth 
of  the  total  amount  annually  raised  by  taxation. 
The  heavy  drafts  upon  the  city’s  revenues  resulting 
from  debt  obligations  incurred  in  the  past  leave 
an  amount  insufficient  to  provide  adequately  for 
the  present.  Each  new  increase  in  debt  means  an 
additional  first  mortgage  upon  our  revenues  and  a 
further  diminution  of  the  funds  available  for  actual 
needs.  By  every  means  in  our  power  we  should 
steadily  reduce  the  debt,  and  thereby  make 
available  year  by  year  the  larger  amounts  which 
the  growth  of  the  city  requires.  I  do  not  regard 
these  two  loan  orders  as  necessary  in  themselves, 
or  as  important  as  other  street  improvements  which 
should  be  made,  therefore  I  cannot  give  them  my 
approval. 

Moreover,  there  are  so  many  legitimate  demands 
which  should  be  met  this  year  within  the  city’s 
borrowing  capacity  that  all  loans  of  doubtful 
necessity  must  be  excluded.  The  borrowing 
capacity  within  the  debt  limit  was  $3,283,045.91  on 
March  31,  1914.  Prudence  requires  that  $500,000 
of  this  amount  should  be  reserved  for  emergen¬ 
cies.  Loans  of  $1,000,000  for  sewers,  $500,000 
for  land  and  buildings  for  schools,  and  $150,000 
for  the  high  pressure  service  must  be  provided. 
The  usual  $300,000  loan  for  the  Street  Laying-Out 
Department  should  be  passed;  and  there  should 
be  a  loan  of  $500,000  for  the  laying  out  and  con¬ 
struction  of  streets  which  are  now  private  ways, 
the  abutters  upon  which  have  long  paid  taxes  to 
the  city  though  denied  the  same  service  as  abutters 
upon  accepted  streets.  The  following  table  shows 
that  if  this  program  is  carried  out  there  will  not 
be  enough  money  left  to  finance  the  street  improve¬ 
ments  embraced  in  the  recent  orders  of  the  City 
Council:

There  is  also  evidence  that  the  street  improve¬ 
ments  provided  in  the  loan  orders  in  question  have 
not  been  studied  with  the  care  that  should  be  re¬ 
quired.  In  some  cases  the  improvements  would 
only  be  a  beginning,  and  the  city  would  either  be 
required  to  make  much  larger  expenditures  here¬ 
after  to  complete  these  improvements  ^or  to  rest 
content  with  piecemeal  construction.  This  is 
shown  by  a  comparison  of  the  amounts  allotted 
for  the  various  streets  named  in  the  appropriation 
order  for  $500,000  with  the  amounts  estimated  by 
the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  as  necessary  to 
make  such  improvements  in  a  thorough  manner.

The  experience  of  municipalities  has  shown  that 
it  is  not  sound  financial  policy  to  begin  an  improve¬ 
ment  unless  the  funds  necessary  to  complete  it 
have  been  appropriated. 

The  order  for  $42,000  for  the  widening  of  Wash¬ 
ington  street,  between  Pleasant  and  Warrenton 
streets,  does  not  meet  with  my  approval.  When 
the  outstanding  awards  of  damages  for  the  taking 
of  land  for  widening  Pleasant  street  have  been 
accepted,  or  litigation  over  the  awards  has  been 
terminated,  and  the  cost  of  this  doubtful  improve¬ 
ment  is  ascertained,  it  will  be  time  enough  to 
consider  the  widening  of  Washington  street  in 
that  vicinity.  The  experience  of  the  city  in  recent 
downtown  improvements  has  not  been  such  as  to 
inspire  the  belief  that  the  widening  of  Washington 
street  at  this  point  could  be  accomplished  for  the 
sum  named  in  the  order  of  the  City  Council.  Until 
the  owners  of  property  abutting  upon  downtown 
streets  for  which  improvements  are  proposed  show 
that  they  are  willing  to  assume  a  larger  share  of 
the  burden  than  the  owners  of  property  on  the  line 
of  the  Pleasant  and  Avery  street  widenings  have 
shown,  I  shall  feel  disinclined  to  sanction  such  im¬ 
provements.  The  process  under  which  the  city 
has  long  suffered  is  substantially  this:  The  prop¬ 
erty  owners  begin  an  agitation  for  a  street  improve¬ 
ment — the  city  authorities  are  led  to  believe  that 
it  can  be  effected  for  a  reasonable  amount — this 
amount  is  voted— and  when  the  awards  of  damages 
are  made  by  the  Street  Commissioners,  the  property 
owners,  unless  the  awards  are  sufficiently  excessive, 
refuse  to  accept  them,  and  appeal  to  the  courts. 
Then  by  engaging-  real  estate  experts  at  prices 
which  the  city  cannot  afford  to  pay,  they  obtain 
through  jury  verdicts  amounts  in  excess  of  the 
Street  Commissioners’  awards,  and  far  in  excess 
of  the  valuations  fixed  by  the  assessors.  In  such 
cases  the  city  is  mulcted  one  way  or  the  other.  If  * 
the  assessors’  valuations  were  low  the  city  has  been 
deprived  of  the  just  amount  of  taxes.  If  the 
assessors’  valuations  were  correct  the  property 
owners  have  deceived  the  jury.  In  either  case 
the  loss  is  borne  by  the  taxpayers  throughout  the 
city.  A  selfish  few  have  profited  at  the  expense 
of  the  many.  Every  dollar  thus  paid  by  the  city 
in  excess  of  the  fair  amount  of  damages  for  property 
taken  leaves  a  dollar  less  for  improvements  in 
other  sections  of  the  city.  This  reasoning  has 
direct  application  to  the  proposed  widening  of 
Washington  street,  between  Pleasant  and  War¬ 
renton  streets,  and  on  this  account  and  also  because 
I  believe  this  improvement  is  not  absolutely 
necessary  at  the  present  time,  I  cannot  give  it  my 
approval.

herewith  report  received.

Gentlemen, — On  the  9th  of  March  a  letter  was 
sent  from  the  Mayor’s  office  to  Commissioner  of 
Public  Works  Louis  K.  Rourke,  which  was  brought 
about  because  of  a  communication  from  the 
Boston  Development  and  Sanitary  Company, 
addressed  to  his  Honor  the  Mayor  on  March  6. 
The  following  is  a  copy  of  the  letter  sent  to  the 
commissioner  from  the  Mayor’s  office: 

City  of  Boston, 

Office  of  the  Mayor,  March  9,  1914. 
Louis  K.  Rourke, 

Commissioner  of  Public  Works; 

Dear  Sir, — I  am  in  receipt  of  the  inclosed  com¬ 
munication  from  the  Boston  Development  and 
Sanitary  Company,  and,  if  conditions  are  as 


outlined,  in  my  opinion  a  recommendation  should 
be  made  to  the  Board  of  Health  for  the  enforcement 
of  the  law.

Directly  after  this  a  conference  was  held  between 
the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  and  the  Chair¬ 
man  of  the  Board  of  Health.  The  Health  Depart¬ 
ment  immediately  assigned  an  extra  police  officer 
and  two  extra  inspectors  whose  duty  it  was  to  see 
that  separate  garbage  receptacles,  with  covers, 
were  supplied,  and  they  have  been  doing  this  work 
ever  since. 

After  these  men  had  been  working  for  a  few 
days,  I  called  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works 
on  the  telephone  and  asked  him  when  this  separate 
collection  had  been  started,  and  what  the  route  of 
the  wagon  was  to  be,  so  that  I  could  follow  it  up 
and  have  the  necessary  detail  taken  care  of.  I 
also  notified  the  police  officer  wrho  has  charge  of 
this  district  to  find  out,  if  possible,  when  this 
wagon  was  put  on  and  what  its  route  wras.  The 
officer  could  find  no  trace  of  the  wagon  until 
April  2,  1914,  when  he  found  that  garbage  wagon 
No.  1012,  with  two  men,  was  put  on  to  collect 
garbage  during  the  week  commencing  Monday, 
March  30.  I  again  called  up  the  Public  Works 
Department  on  the  telephone  and  asked  Commis¬ 
sioner  Rourke  if  he  would  give  me,  in  writing,  the 
days  of  the  week  and  the  route  over  which  the 
collections  were  being  made.  He  told  me  that  he 
would  have  Mr.  Foss  supply  me  with  the  informa¬ 
tion;  Mr.  Foss  called  me  up  a  short  time  afterward 
and  said  that  the  wagon  was  collecting  every  day 
all  over  the  West  End.  About  a  week  later  I 
called  up  Commissioner  Rourke  again,  and  he 
said  that  he  was  surprised  that  I  had  not  received 
the  information,  and  that  he  woidd  supply  it  to  me. 
After  a  few  more  days  of  waiting,  I  wrote  a  letter 
to  the  commissioner  asking  for  the  information, 
in  answer  to  which  I  received  a  reply  on  April  10. 
Copies  of  both  letters  are  inclosed. 

Since  our  men  were  specially  assigned  to  the 
work  we  have  had  about  three  hundred  garbage 
barrels  supplied,  but  they  are  not  being  used  for 
the  purpose  intended — the  storage  of  garbage  only 
— as  ashes  and  rubbish  are  being  mixed  with  the 
garbage. 

The  statute  law  of  1907,  section  75,  reads  as 
follows: 

“The  owner  of  every  tenement  house  shall  pro¬ 
vide  therefor  suitable,  covered,  water-tight  recep¬ 
tacles  satisfactory  to  the  Board  of  Health,  for 
ashes,  rubbish,  garbage,  refuse  and  other  matter. 
No  person  shall  place  ashes,  rubbish,  garbage, 
refuse  or  other  matter  in  the  yards,  open  areas  or 
alleys  connected  with,  or  appurtenant  to,  any 
tenement  house  except  in  suitable  receptacles 
provided  for  the  same.” 

The  latter  part  of  this  section  says  that  no  person 
shall  place  ashes,  garbage,  etc.,  but  while  the  owner 
is  compelled  to  furnish  the  receptacles,  in  order 
to  secure  a  conviction  in  court  as  to  the  placing 
of  garbage  in  the  proper  receptacle,  we  would  be 
obliged  to  have  direct  evidence  that  a  certain 
person  placed  it  in  a  receptacle  other  than  which  it 
should  be  pl'aced  in.  In  order  to  do  this  it  would 
be  necessary  to  have  an  inspector  or  police  officer 
stationed  at  every  garbage  barrel  in  this  section 
of  the  city.  It  can  readily  be  seen  that  after  all 
these  years  of  one  collection  of  mixed  substances, 
it  will  be  a  very  difficult  matter  to  bring  about  a 
separation.  I  have  repeatedly  consulted  the 
different  Corporation  Counsels  (Messrs.  Bailey, 
Babson  and  Corbett)  in  regard  to  prosecutions 
under  this  law  and  have  always  received  the  same 
answer — that  it  would  be  an  utter  impossibility 
to  prosecute  unless  we  had  direct  evidence  as  to 
the  persons  concerned  in  the  placing  of  mixed 
substances  in  these  receptacles. 

The  first  knowledge  that  we  had  that  the  Boston 
Development  and  Sanitary  Company  were  furnish¬ 
ing  small  cans  to  the  different  tenants  to  keep 
their  individual  garbage  in,  to  be  later  put  in  the 
larger  receptacle  in  the  yard,  was  on  Monday, 
April  6,  when  we  were  requested  to  detail  a  police 
officer  to  preserve  order  wdiere  the  distribution 
was  being  made. 

Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  we  have  been 
advised  by  the  different  Corporation  Counsels  that 
we  would  have  to  have  direct  evidence  to  secure  a 
conviction  for  violation  of  the  Act  of  1907,  we  are 
going  to  take  a  number  of  owners  into  court  under 
the  ordinances  of  the  city  for  the  keeping  and  the 
mixing  of  ashes  and  garbage  near  buildings  of 
which  they  are  the  owmers,  and  we  propose  to  let 
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the  court  decide  whether  or  not  a  conviction  can 
be  obtained.  If  the  court  sustains  the  Board  of 
Health  in  these  actions,  it  is  possible  that  we  may 
be  assured  of  the  cooperation  of  property  owners 
in  our  efforts  to  have  the  substances  properly 
separated. 

For  information  I  would  direct  your  attention 
to  the  regulation  of  your  Board  stipulating  what 
receptacles  shall  be  satisfactory,  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  1907. 

This  department  has  for  some  time  been  distrib¬ 
uting  copies  of  the  inclosed  cards,  “Help  to  Keep 
the  City  Clean,”  and  we  have  also  supplied  the 
Boston  Development  and  Sanitary  Company,  for 
distribution,  about  one  thousand  of  these  same 
cards.  '

DEVELOPMENT  OF  OLD  HARBOR. 

The  following  was  received: 

Boston,  April  9,  1914. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — Your  attention  is  respectfully 
called  to  the  provisions  of  chapter  240  of  the  Acts 
of  1914,  which  has  been  passed  by  both  branches  of 
the  Legislature,  has  been  signed  by  the  Governor, 
and  requires  only  its  acceptance  by  the  City 
Council  and  the  approval  of  the  Mayor  to  become 
effective. 

The  act  provides  that  the  city  is  authorized  “to 
undertake  such  work  for  the  improvement  and 
development  of  that  part  of  Dorchester  bay 
known  as  Old  Harbor,  as  is  defined  in  plan  one  of 
the  report  of  the  state  board  of  health  and  the 
directors  of  the  port  of  Boston  to  the  general 
court  in  accordance  with  chapter  133  of  the  resolves 
of  the  year  1912.” 

The  joint  Board  in  its  report  appears  to  go  beyond 
the  instructions  outlined  by  the  Resolves  of  1912, 
chapter  133.  This  resolve  seems  to  confine  the 
Board  to  an  investigation  of  the  advisability  and 
cost  of  so  improving  the  shore  of  Dorchester  bay 
as  to  prevent  the  nuisance  now  existing  on  account 
of  the  dump  at  this  place.  The  Board  not  only 
reported  a  method  of  abating  the  nuisance  existing 
on  account  of  the  dump,  but  has  gone  further  and 
reported  a  scheme  for  improving  the  entire  shore* 
of  Old  Harbor  as  a  parkway.  The  plan  which  the 
Board  outlined  is  estimated  to  cost  $578,806,  and 
in  addition  it  will  be  necessary  to  change  the  sewer 
system  so  as  to  separate  the  storm  water  from  the 
house  sewage  throughout  the  South  Boston  dis¬ 
trict.  No  accurate  estimate  of  the  cost  of  this 
additional  work  has  been  made,  but  the  joint 
Board  considered  that  it  would  exceed  $1,000,000. 

It  would  therefore  seem  that  the  adoption  of 
the  act  may  commit  the  city  to  an  expenditure 
in  excess  of  $1,600,000,  although  it  is  doubtful  if 
the  method  recommended  by  the  joint  Board  is 
the  best  to  accomplish  the  purpose. 

A  plan  has  been  prepared  by  the  engineers  of 
the  Sewer  Division  of  the  Public  Works  Depart¬ 
ment  which  would  be  less  costly  and  maybe  more 
effective  in  abating  the  nuisance  than  the  plan 
proposed  by  the  joint  Board.  The  plan  of  the 
Public  Works  Department  engineers  would  also 
abate  the  nuisance  caused  by  the  polution  in  the 
South  bay  on  account  of  the  sewer  overflows  near 
Massachusetts  avenue. 

The  bill  is  permissive  and  requires  acceptance 
by  the  City  Council  and  the  approval  of  the  Mayor, 
and  yet  it  does  not  give  the  city  any  authority 
which  it  does  not  already  possess. 

The  Finance  Commission  is  of  the  opinion  that 
no  action  is  necessary  at  the  present  time  on  the 
part  of  the  City  Council  and  that  no  action  should 
be  taken  regarding  the  improvement  of  Old  Harbor 
until  a  complete  study  of  the  problem  has  been 
made  by  the  engineers  representing  the  City  of 
Boston.

ORDINANCES. 

Coun.  KENNY,  for  the  Committee  on  Ordi¬ 
nances,  submitted  the  following: 

Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  ordinance 
(referred  March  9)  concerning  salaries  in  Park 
and  Recreation  Department — recommending  pas¬ 
sage  of  ordinance  in  following  new  draft. 

Coun.  WATSON  dissents. 

City  of  Boston. 

In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Fourteen. 

An  Ordinance  Concerning  the  Park  and  Recreation 
Department. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 

Chapter  ten  of  the  Ordinances  of  1912,  establish¬ 
ing  the  Park  and  Recreation  Department,  is  hereby 
amended,  as  follows: 

In  section  1  by  striking  out  the  words  “seven 
thousand  five  hundred”  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  words  “five  thousand. ” 

In  section  11  by  striking  out  the  words  “seventy- 
five  hundred”  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
words  “five  thousand.” 

By  striking  out  section  nine  of  said  ordinance 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

Section  9.  The  board  shall  appoint  a  deputy 
commissioner  who  shall  receive  a  salary  of  not  more 
than  four  thousand  two  hundred  dollars  and  who 
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shall  devote  his  whole  time  to  the  work,  a  secre¬ 
tary,  engineers,  physicians,  subordinates  and  em¬ 
ployees,  and  define  their  powers  and  duties  and 
fix  the  amount  of  their  compensation. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  question  came 
on  the  passage  of  the  ordinance. 

Coun.  WATSON  offered  the  following  substi¬ 
tute  ordinance,  viz. : 

City  of  Boston. 

In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Fourteen. 
An  Ordinance  Concerning  the  Park  and  Recreation 
Department. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston 
as  follows: 

Chapter  10  of  the  Ordinances  of  1912,  estab¬ 
lishing  the  Park  and  Recreation  Department,  is 
hereby  amended  as  follows: 

In  section  1  by  striking  out  the  words  “seven 
thousand  five  hundred”  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  words  “not  more  than  seven  thousand 
five  hundred.” 

By  striking  out  section  9  of  said  ordinance 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

Section  9.  The  board  shall  appoint  a  deputy 
commissioner,  who  shall  receive  a  salary  of  not 
more  than  four  thousand  two  hundred  dollars 
and  who  shall  devote  his  whole  time  to  the  work, 
a  secretary,  engineers,  physicians,  subordinates 
and  employees,  and  define  their  powers  and  duties 
and  fix  the  amount  of  their  compensation. 

The  question  came  on  substituting  the  ordinance 
offered  by  Coun.  Watson  for  the  ordinance  reported 
by  the  committee. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  do  not 
desire  to  have  the  impression  go  abroad  that  I 
have  any  quarrel  with  his  Honor  the  Mayor  at 
this  time,  because  I  am  afraid  that  that  impres¬ 
sion  may  prevail  in  view  of  the  fact  that  I  opposed 
him  for  the  office  which  he  now  holds.  I  made 
up  my  mind  when  the  vote  was  declared  that  he 
and  I  had  a  duty  to  perform,  as  well  as  each 
other  member  of  this  Council,  to  wit,  to  do  the 
best  that  we  possibly  could  in  our  own  way  for 
all  the  people  of  this  city.  And  I  have  tried  hard 
up  to  date  to  do  that,  and  it  is  my  purpose  to  make 
that  effort  as  strongly  in  the  future.  It  may  be 
a  little  early  for  me  to  disagree  with  his  Honor  the 
Mayor  in  the  question  of  his  method  of  economy 
and  reform,  and  I  perhaps  ought  to  say  now  that 
I  only  disagree  with  him  at  the  present  time  in 
one  or  two  particulars.  Many  things  that  he 
has  done  have  met  with  my  hearty  approval. 
I  think  he  intends  to  do  the  right  thing.  But  I 
would  be  untrue  to  my  oath  of  office  if  I  sat  in 
this  body  and  allowed  something  to  be  done  that 
called  for  concurrent  action  between  his  Honor 
the  Mayor  and  this  body  and  did  not  state  my 
position  plainly,  if  it  disagreed  with  his,  and  in  this 
particular  it  does.  The  Committee  on  Ordi¬ 
nances  to-day,  after  a  very  thoughtful,  and  I 
might  say  searching,  session,  have  decided  by  a 
vote  of  all  but  one  in  favor  -  of  amending  this 
ordinance,  to  make  the  salary  of  the  chairman 
of  the  Park  and  Recreation  Department  $5,000 
a  year,  thereby  striking  off  $2,500  from  the  salary 
as  provided  in  the  ordinance  when  the  department 
was  created.  The  gentleman  who  preceded  the 
present  chairman  of  the  Park  and  Recreation 
Department  was  considered  big  enough  to  be 
approved  by  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  to 
hold  that  position  at  a  salary  of  $7,500  per  annum, 
a  department  that  spends  approximately  one 
million  dollars  a  year  and  has  in  its  charge  many 
millions  more.  His  Honor  the  Mayor  saw  fit  to 
remove,  I  think — or  at  least  not  to  reappoint — - 
the  gentleman  who  was  the  predecessor  of  the 
gentleman  who  now  holds  the  office.  He  appointed 
to  that  office  a  man  whom  I  believe— and  I  am 
only  a  layman — to  be  well  fitted  for  the  position. 
I  think  he  measures  up  to  it;  I  may  be  in  error. 
But  I  understand  his  Honor  the  Mayor  had  a 
distinct  understanding — this  only  comes  to  me 
indirectly — with  the  gentleman  whom  he  named 
for  that  position  that  he  should  receive  $5,000 
a  year.  And,  Mr.  President,  with  that  under¬ 
standing  his  Honor  the  Mayor  sent  the  name  of 
the  present  chairman  of  the  Park  and  Recreation 
Department  to  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners 
for  their  approval  or  disapproval,  and  I  don’t 
think  that  his  Honor  the  Mayor  had  any  under¬ 
standing  with  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners 
that  provided  they  would  approve  of  Mr.  Dillon’s 
appointment  that  his  salary  would  be  but  $5,000. 
If  such  an  understanding  was  had  with  the  Civil 
Service  Commissioners  I  think  they  lose  their 


right  to  be  considered  a  semi-judicial  body;  but 
I  doubt  if  that  arrangement  was  made  or  even 
suggested  to  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners. 
Therefore  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  were 
called  upon  to  approve  or  disapprove  of  a  $7,500 
man  for  the  position  named — the  chairman 
of  the  Park  and  Recreation  Department — and  the 
gentleman  was  confirmed  or  approved  of  by  that 
body — -the  Civil  Service  Commissioners.  Now  it 
may  be  that  Mr.  Dillon  will  not  average  up 
to  the  point  or  the  standard  that  his  Honor 
the  Mayor  anticipates.  I  believe  he  will; 
I  may  be  in  error.  But  if  the  ordinance 
as  amended  and  offered  by  the  chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Ordinances  prevails,  and  then  if  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  decides  later  that  Mr.  Dillon 
is  not  a  man  such  as  should  be  at  the  head  of  that 
department  and  he  has  to  seek  another  gentleman 
for  the  position,  he  will  not  be  able  to  secure  a  man 
who  can  fill  that  position  and  measure  up  to  it 
for  the  sum,  $5,000,  having  in  mind  a  department 
that  spends  $1,000,000  a  year  and  is  in  charge 
of  property  aggregating  many  millions.  If  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  desired  to  get  a  man  and  pay 
him  $7,500  or  $7,000,  $6,500,  or  $6,000,  or  $5,500, 
he  would  have  to  come  to  this  body  again  to  in¬ 
crease  the  pay,  and  then  this  Council  would  be 
in  the  position  of  being  a  party  to  increasing  wages, 
as  he  asks  us  now  to  be  a  party  to  decreasing. 
If  my  amendment  prevails  it  provides  that  the 
superintendent  or  the  chairman  of  the  Park  and 
Recreation  Department  shall  not  receive  more  than 
$7,500.  That  means  that  if  his  Honor  the  Mayor 
desires  he  may  pay  the  chairman  of  the  Board 
$2,000,  $3,000,  $4,000  or  $5,000,  and  if  later  it  is 
brought  to  his  attention  and  he  is  satisfied  that 
Mr.  Dillon  is  worth  more  than  $5,000  he  may 
increase  it  back  provided  he  reduces  it  back  to  any 
size  up  to  $7,500.  The  order  introduced  by  the 
chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Ordinances  pro¬ 
vides  a  flat  $5,000 — no  more  and  no  less.  Now, 
Mr.  President,  the  other  part  of  my  substitute 
order  provides  that  the  salary  of  the  Park  and 
Recreation  deputy — one  deputy — shall  not  be 
more  than  $4,200.  The  Chairman  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Ordinances  recommends  a  cut-down  to 
$3,500,  a  mandatory  sum.  And,  Mr,  President, 
the  same  argument  prevails  concerning  the  deputy 
as  the  commissioner — “not  more  than  $4,200” — 
and  then  if  his  Honor  the  Mayor  desires  to  reduce 
it,  let  him.  I,  for  one,  while  I  would  help  to  save 
money  as  much  as  any  other  member  of  this  Board, 
am  not  going  to  be  a  party  to  a  reduction  of  the 
salary  cf  any  man  who  is  earning  it  or  worth  it. 
If  his  Honor  the  Mayor  desires  that  privilege  he 
may  have  it,  but  I  will  not  be  a  party  to  it.  He 
has  got  a  right  to  run  his  departments  as  he  sees 
fit,  but  it  so  happens  that  this  department  is  a 
department  that  is  regulated  by  ordinance  and 
he  cannot  reduce  or  increase  the  salary  without 
the  approval  of  the  City  Council.  Now,  Mr. 
President,  there  has  been  a  good  deal  said, — and 
I  trust  this  will  be  taken  in  the  way  that  I  intend 
it  to  be  taken, — that  we  are  in  bad  shape  finan¬ 
cially.  It  has  gone  broadcast  throughout  the 
United  States,  and  I  have  commented  upon  this 
before,  that  Boston  is  practically  bankrupt.  It 
is  said  that  we  are  practically  bankrupt  and  going 
to  the  dogs.  Does  this  Council  know  that  Boston 
to-day  is  one  of  the  richest  cities  in  the  United 
States,  if  not  the  richest?  I  have  figures  here 
which  I  desire  to  hand  to  the  stenographer.  I 
will  not  read  them  all  unless  the  Council 
compels  me  to  do  so,  although  I  desire  to  present 
them  as  a  matter  of  record.  The  per  capita 
average  net  debt  of  the  ten  largest  cities  of  the 
United  States  shows  that  Boston  is  third  lowest 
in  the  net  per  capita  debt.  The  only  other  two 
cities  below  us  in  the  smallness  of  their  net  per 
capita  debts  are  Tacoma  and  Los  Angeles,  two 
small  cities  as  compared  with  ours.  Boston’s 
per  capita  net  debt  is  $106.42.  The  per  capita 
net  debt  of  Tacoma  is  $105.96;  the  net  per 
capita  debt  of  Los  Angeles  is  $101.26.  All  the 
other  cities — Omaha,  Galveston,  Atlantic  City, 
New  Orleans,  Portland  (Maine),  Cincinnati  and 
New  York,  and  many  others — are  above  us. 
Now,  the  assets  and  properties  per  capita  for 
1912  show  that  Boston  stands  first  in  assets  and 
properties.  The  per  capita  value  of  assets  and 
properties  for  Boston  is  $318.80.  We  stand  first 
and  all  the  other  cities  stand  behind  us.  Now, 
Mr.  President,  I  have  many  other  figures  here  that 
I  would  like  to  refer  to.  They  are  prepared  by  Mr. 
Hartwell  of  the  Statistics  Department,  and  I 
guess  they  will  stand  up.  I  am  willing  to  take 
them  at  their  face  value.  And  I  do  at  this  time 
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desire  to  call  to  the  attention  of  the  Council  the 
increase  of  expenditures  for  general  purposes  in 
the  Commonwealth  in  the  years  from  1908  to 
1912,  inclusive,  and  the  expenditures  for  general 
purposes  by  the  City  of  Boston  for  the  same 
period.  And  it  shows — I  will  only  read  one  or 
two — -that  the  net  debt  increase  for  the  four 
years  of  the  Commonwealth  is  22.95;  as  against 
that  for  the  same  period  the  net  debt  of  the  city  is 
10.95.  The  increase  in  interest  charges  for  the 
city  in  the  same  period  is  6.41,  and  for  the  state 
14.40.  Now,  Mr.  President,  the  total  increase 
of  expenditures  for  the  four-year  period  mentioned 
in  the  Commonwealth  is  28.73,  and  for  the  city 
in  the  same  period,  16.68.  Now,  Mr.  President, 
I  cite  these  figures.  I  don’t  know  what  pub¬ 
licity  they  will  get  but  they  should  get  some 
publicity  in  some  way  in  order  to  offset  the  pre¬ 
vailing  opinion  in  this  city,  and  beyond  our  bor¬ 
ders,  that  we  are  practically  bankrupt.  I  think 
that  his  Honor  the  Mayor  is  absolutely  honest 
ip  his  endeavor  to  lessen  the  debt  and  to  econo¬ 
mize,  and  I  propose  to  help  him.  I  believe  in 
economy — economy  with  efficiency,  and  not 
economy — I  was  going  to  say  filthy.  That  is  the 
kind  of  economy  we  have  had  this  spring  in  the 
matter  of  the  treatment  and  care  of  our  streets. 
If  the  condition  of  our  streets  is  because  of  econ¬ 
omy,  then  I  say  it  is  false  economy,  it  is  economy 
without  efficiency.  Now,  Mr.  President,  if  the 
Council  will  permit  I  would  like  to  hand  to  the 
stenographer  these  figures  compiled  by  Mr. 
Hartwell  in  order  that  they  may  be  printed. 
If  there  is  any  objection  to  this  I  will  read  them 
all  word  by  word,  but  knowing  that  the  Council 
desires  an  early  adjournment  I  am  willing  to 
hand  them  in  as  they  are.  Mr.  President,  I 
sincerely  trust  that  my  substitute  order  for  the 
order  offered  by  the  chairman  of  the  Committee 
on  Ordinances  relating  to  the  decrease  of  the 
salary  of  the  chairman  of  the  Park  and  Recrea¬ 
tion  Department  be  substituted,  that  his  Honor 
the  Mayor  be  responsible  for  the  reducing  of  the 
salaries.  Why  should  we  be  a  party  to  it?  It 
may  be  wise  and  it  may  be  unwise,  but  I  think 
the  city  ought  to  be  a  good  example  in  the 
matter  of  paying  salaries  to  its  employees.  The 
best  employee  is  the  contented  employee.  If 
the  employees  receiving  large  salaries  in  the 
city’s  service  are  not  earning  their  salaries 
we  can  get  rid  of  them.  It  is  an  easy 
matter.  And  there  will  be  many  to  fill  their 
places  who  will  earn  them.  But  I  am  satisfied, 


having  watched  the  workings  of  the  charter  for  at 
least  a  year  and  a  half,  and  the  various  depart¬ 
ments,  that  every  single  employee  of  the  city, 
from  the  highest  paid  official  down  to  the  scrub¬ 
women  in  City  Hall  and  the  county  buildings,  are 
earning  every  single  penny  they  are  paid.  There 
is  no  loafing.  I  defy  any  man  in  the  service,  head 
of  a  department  or  member  of  this  body,  or  any 
one  who  votes  in  the  city,  to  show  me  where  the 
men  are  not  doing  their  eight  hours  a  day,  and  the 
women  the  number  of  hours  they  are  called  upon 
to  do.  Again,  I  might  perhaps  see  my  way  clear 
to  vote  to  reduce  this  salary  by  ordinance,  with  the 
understanding  that  there  should  be  a  reduction  all 
along  the  line.  I  have  in  mind  the  Committee  on 
Appropriations  sitting  here  with  John  R.  Murphy, 
the  chairman  of  the  Finance  Commission,  appear¬ 
ing  here,  and  Mr.  Sullivan,  who  is  now  Corpora¬ 
tion  Counsel,  who  appeared  at  my  request,  and 
answering  my  questions  they  both  told  us  that 
there  had  been  an  increase  in  the  Finance  Com¬ 
mission’s  Department  of  three  individuals  in  the 
last  month  or  two  of  Mayor  Fitzgerald’s  adminis¬ 
tration — one  man,  $500,  an  increase  of  20  per  cent 
or  more;  another  man,  $500,  and  another  man, 
$200,  a  total  of  $1,200,  and  I  have  not  seen  any 
sign  of  reduction  there  of  the  extravagance  during 
the  last  two  months  of  the  administration  of  the 
predecessor  of  the  present  Mayor.  Then,  again  the 
salaries  of  the  captains  and  the  deputy  chiefs  and 
the  lieutenants  in  the  Fire  Department  have  been 
decreased,  and  the  policemen  have  not  been 
reduced.  Of  course  this  is  not  his  Honor’s  fault, 
but  nevertheless  it  is  not  quite  fair,  even  though  it 
is  not  his  fault,  to  reduce  the  salaries  of  high  paid 
officials  in  the  Fire  Department  whom  he  can  reach 
and  then  not  in  some  way  bring  about  a  reduction 
of  the  policemen,  who  are  just  as  deserving  perhaps 
of  an  increase,  no  more  or  less,  than  the  firemen, 
and  let  them  stay  as  they  are.  I  would  like  to  see 
a  standard  form  of  reduction.  I  would  like  to  see 
every  single  department  put  on  a  basis  of  the  same 
standard  of  salary  all  along  the  line,  paying  one 
man  in  one  department  no  more  for  the  work  he 
does  than  another  man  who  does  the  same  work  in 
another  department.  Therefore  I  sincerely  trust 
that  the  substitute  order  offered  by  me  concerning 
the  reduction  of  salaries  by  ordinance  of  the  Park 
and  Recreation  Department  chairman  and  deputy 
chairman  will  prevail.

Special  Appropriations  Met  out  of  Tax  Levy. 

The  policy  of  paying  for  improvements  from 
general  income,  instead  of  from  loans,  began  in 
1907,  when  surplus  income  of  the  Water  Depart¬ 
ment  for  1905-1907  was  used  to  pay  for  exten¬ 
sion  of  mains,  the  Finance  Commission  having 
recommended  that  no  more  loans  be  issued  for 
the  extension  of  mains. 

In  1908,  appropriations  for  street  improvements 
out  of  the  proceeds  of  the  tax  levy  began. 

The  following  statement  shows  the  amounts 
expended  on  permanent  improvements  (not  in¬ 
cluding  street  improvements)  in  the  period 
1909-1913:

In  other  words,  the  sum  of  $4,862,850.33  has 
been  paid,  in  the  last  five  fiscal  years,  for  perma¬ 
nent  improvements  out  of  the  tax  levy — instead 
of  issuing  loans  to  meet  the  cost  of  such  improve¬ 
ments. 

Meanwhile  the  tax  limit  was  raised  from  $10.50 
to  $10.55  in  1910,  but  the  portion  of  the  city  tax 
for  school  expenditures  has  been  raised  from 
$3.19  to  $3.88  in  1913,  and  $4.18  in  the  current 
year. 

In  1900  the  portion  of  the  city  tax  for  school 
expenditures  was  $2.07. 

Of  the  $33,790,550.03,  actual  expenditures  from 
ordinary  revenue  by  the  departments  of  the  city 
in  1912-1913,  taken  as  $1,000,  $1,922,133.77, 
or  $0,056.8838,  were  met  out  of  special  appropria¬ 
tions. 

The  corresponding  figures  for  1911-12  are  as  fol¬ 
lows:  Total  ordinary  expenditures  $30,615,716  = 
$1,000;  Expenditures  from  special  appropriations, 
$688,565  =  $0,022.4906. 

Yet  the  newspapers  bemoan  the  “desperate” 
financial  condition  of  Boston. 

The  ordinary  expenditures  of  Boston  in  1912- 
1913,  viz.,  $33,790,550,  were  $4,830,222  greater 
than  in  1908-1909,  showing  an  increase  of  16.68 
per  cent. 

In  1912  the  expenditures  for  general  purposes 
of  the  State  of  Massachusetts  were  $15,762,773.84, 
showing  an  increase  from  1908  of  $3,518,100.43,  or 
28.73  per  cent.

ORDINANCE  CONCERNING  CLAIMS. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE  offered  the  following: 

City  of  Boston. 

In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Fourteen. 

An  Ordinance  Concerning  Claims  Against  the  City 
of  Boston. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows : 

Section  1.  Every  officer  in  charge  of  a  depart¬ 


ment  to  whom  a  claim  is  presented  for  damages  or 
for  injury  to  person  arising  out  of  any  transaction, 
act  or  negligence  of  the  department  under  his 
charge  shall  forthwith  make  a  report  thereof  in 
writing  to  the  law  department.  The  corporation 
counsel  or  his  assistants  shall  make  an  investiga¬ 
tion  of  the  claim  and  for  this  purpose  shall  be 
furnished  on  request  with  all  necessary  depart¬ 
mental  books,  papers  or  records,  and  may  require 
any  official  or  employee  of  a  department  who  may 
have  information  concerning  such  claim  to  attend 
any  hearing  thereon.  Upon  completion  of  the 
investigation  the  corporation  counsel  or  his 
assistants  shall  present  a  report  to  the  committee 
on  claims  recommending  a  settlement  for  an  amount 
named  in  said  report  or  disapproving  such  claim. 
The  committee  on  claims  may  reject  any  settlement 
recommended  as  aforesaid,  or  it  may  reduce,  but 
not  increase,  the  amount  thereof.  No  such 
settlement  shall  be  made  for  an  amount  exceeding 
three  hundred  dollars.  Nothing  herein^contained 
shall  affect  the  provisions  of  existing  ordinances 
respecting  the  settlement  of  claims  upon  which 
suits  have  been  entered. 

Sect.  2.  So  much  of  section  seventeen  of  chapter 
three,  and  chapter  twenty-three  as  amended,  of 
the  Ordinances  of  1898,  as  is  inconsistent  herewith 
is  hereby  repealed.

Ordered,  That  to  meet  the  current  expenses  pay¬ 
able  during  the  financial  year  beginning  with  the 
first  day  of  February,  1914,  of  performing  the 
duties  and  exercising  the  powers  devolved  by  stat¬ 
ute  or  ordinance,  or  by  vote  of  the  City  Council

for  the  several  departments,  and  for  the  objects 
and  purposes  hereinafter  stated. 

Ordered,  That  the  appropriations  for  Water  Serv¬ 
ice,  current  expenses,  and  the  payments  to  the 
state  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  488  of  the 
Acts  of  1895  and  acts  in  addition  or  amendment 
thereto,  and  for  the  interest  and  debt  requirements 
for  loans  issued  for  water  purposes,  be  met  by  the 
income  from  said  works  and  any  excess  over  in¬ 
come  from  taxes;  that  the  other  appropriations 
hereinafter  specified  be  met  out  of  the  money  re¬ 
maining  in  the  treasury  at  the  close  of  business  on 
January  31,  1914,  exclusive  of  the  money  raised  by 
loan  or  needed  to  carry  out  the  requirements  of 
any  statute,  gift,  trust,  or  special  appropriation, 
and  by  the  income  of  the  financial  year,  beginning 
February  1,  1914,  and  by  taxes  to  the  amount  of 
$16,277,359.86,  and  that  said  amount  be  raised  by 
taxation  on  the  polls  and  estates  taxable  in  the 
City  of  Boston. 

Ordered,  That  all  sums  of  money  which  form  no 
part  of  the  income  of  the  city,  but  shall  be  paid  for 
services  rendered  or  work  done  by  any  department 
or  division  for  any  other  department  or  division, 
or  for  any  person  or  corporation  other  than  the 
City  of  Boston,  be  paid  into  the  general  treasury 
and  then  credited  to  the  appropriation  of  the  de¬ 
partment  or  division  rendering  such  service  or 
doing  such  work,  and  that  all  contributions  made 
to  any  appropriation  oe  expended  for  the  objects 
and  purposes  directed  by  the  several  contributors 
thereof.

office  of  the  City  Treasurer  within  the  current 
financial  year,  from  the  taxes  of  said  year,  and 
bear  interest  from  their  date  until  the  same  are 
made  payable  at  such  rate  as  said  treasurer  shall 
deem  proper.

Coun.  WATSON — Mr  President,  just  a  word. 
It  is  very  fortunate  that  we  have  the  opinion  of 
the  Corporation  Counsel  that  this  Council  has  the 
power  to  increase  appropriations  provided  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  approves.  I  know  that  that 
word  “approves”  is  a  sort  of  a  stumbling  block, 
but  I  have  contended  since  I  have  been  a  member 
of  this  body  that  we  could  increase  appropriations. 
Of  course,  if  we  did  so  the  increase  would  have  no 
force  without  the  Mayor’s  approval,  the  same  as 
a  loan  bill  which  the  Mayor  initiates  has  no  force 
unless  we  approve  it.  Joint  action  is  necessary. 
We  have  voted  to  increase  one  appropriation, 
with  the  Mayor’s  approval  in  advance;  but  I  have 
contended— and  I  am  backed  up  by  the  Corporation 
Counsel’s  opinion — that  we  have  a  right  at  any 
time  to  increase  an  appropriation  measure.  I 
trust  that  the  bill  will  pass.

Sir, — In  compliance  with  the  attached  order  of 
the  Honorable  City  Council,  I  beg  to  report  as 
follows: 

The  estimated  cost  of  a  footbridge  from  Dalton 
street  over  the  Boston  &  Albany  Railroad  to 
Boylston  street,  which  will  meet  the  conditions 
imposed  by  the  railroad  company,  is  approximately 
$19,500,  exclusive  of  damages  to  the  railroad 
company. 

In  1909  an  appropriation  of  $10,000  was  made 
for  a  footbridge  at  this  point,  and  under  ordinary 
conditions  the  bridge  could  have  been  built  within 
that  appropriation.  When  negotiations  were 
opened  with  the  Boston  &  Albany  Railroad  Com¬ 
pany,  however,  that  company  imposed  certain 
conditions  with  reference  to  location  of  bridge, 
length  of  span,  and  use  to  support  the  signals  of 
the  railroad,  which  practically  doubled  the  cost 
of  the  bridge,  making  it  impossible  to  build  it 
within  the  original  appropriation. 

An  additional  approDriation  of  $10,000,  added 
to  the  funds  now  in  hand,  will  build  the  bridge, 
provided  the  Boston  &  Albany  Railroad  Company 
will  waive  damages  and  make  no  claim  for  extra 
expenses,  such  as  shifting  signals,  etc. 

I  would  recommend  that  a  definite  agreement  be 
entered  into  between  the  city  and  the  company, 
fixing  the  damages,  before  any  additional  appro¬ 
priation  for  this  work  is  made.

PURCHASE  OF  OFFICE  SUPPLIES. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 

Office  of  the  Mayor,  May  4,  1914. 

To  the  City  Council: 

The  present  system  of  purchasing  indiscrim¬ 
inately  at  retail  prices  such  office  supplies  as  may 
be  necessary,  for  the  various  departments  of  the 
municipality,  which  represents  approximately 
$30,000  annually,  should,  in  my  opinion,  be 
abolished. 

The  centralization  of  the  purchase  of  office  sup¬ 
plies  in  the  Department  of  Printing,  with  contracts 
covering  such  quantities  as  may  be  required 
throughout  the  year,  should  result  in  a  saving  to 
the  city  of  approximately  40  per  cent. 

I,  therefore,  recommend  the  adoption  of  the 
accompanying  ordinance,  making  provision  for 
such  centralization  and  making  it  possible  to 
effect  this  saving.

In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Fourteen. 
An  Ordinance  Concerning  the  Printing  Depart¬ 
ment  of  the  City  of  Boston. , 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  The  printing  department  shall  be 
under  the  charge  of  the  superintendent  of  printing, 
who  shall  have  charge  of  the  printing  plant  and 
of  all  of  the  printing  of  the  city,  shall  supply  all 
printing,  binding,  stationery  and  other  office 
supplies,  except  furniture,  used  by  any  board, 
commission  or  department  for  which  the  city  of 
Boston  is  required  by  law  to  furnish  such  supplies, 
and  shall,  wherever  practicable,  standardize  all 
such  printing,  binding,  stationery  and  other  office 
supplies. 

Sect.  2.  Said  superintendent  shall  print,  bind 
and  deliver  to  the  city  messenger  for  distribution 
copies  of  the  Mayor’s  inaugural  address,  depart¬ 
mental  reports  and  other  city  documents,  the 
total  number  to  be  printed  or  bound  to  be  deter¬ 
mined  by  the  Mayor  by  executive  order,  and  the 
portion  thereof  to  be  distributed  to  the  members 
of  the  City  Council  and  to  the  various  depart¬ 
ments  to  be  determined  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council.  Special  publications  shall  from  time  to 
time  be  printed  upon  order  of  the  City  Council 
approved  by  the  Mayor. 

Sect.  3.  The  term  “printing”  in  this  ordinance 
shall  be  construed  to  mean  all  engraving,  stereo¬ 
typing,  electrotyping,  lithographing,  photograph¬ 
ing  and  other  methods  of  work  used  in  illustrating 
books,  so  far  as  the  same  are  to  be  applied  to  any 
documents  printed  for  or  by  the  city  government 
or  any  of  its  departments.  The  terms  “binding” 
and  “stationery”  shall  also  be  given  the  fullest 
meaning. 

Sect.  4.  Said  superintendent  shall,  in  his  annual 
report,  include  a  statement  of  the  cost  of  printing, 
binding,  stationery  and  office  supplies,  supplied  to 
each  department. 

Sect.  5.  Chapter  thirty-one  of  the  Revised 
Ordinances  of  1898  as  amended  is  hereby  repealed.

United  Improvement  Association  Report  of  the 
Committee  on  Streets  on  the  Proposed  New 
Street  Lighting  Contracts. 

April  29,  1914. 

To  the  Executive  Committee: 

The  Committee  on  Streets,  to  which  was  referred 
the  order  of  the  Boston  City  Council  of  April  6 
requesting  the  United  Improvement  Association 
to  investigate  the  matter  of  street  lighting  and 
report  to  the  City  Council  as  to  the  proposed  new 
contract  with  the  Edison  Electric  Illuminating 
Company  and  the  proposed  contract  with  the 
Boston  Consolidated  Gas  Company,  has  given 
this  matter  careful  attention  to  the  extent  of  the 
time  available. 

Your  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  not 
practicable  to  attempt  to  determine  the  merits  of 
the  rates  proposed  to  be  charged  for  the  various 
grades  of  street  lighting,  as  such  an  undertaking, 
to  be  of  any  value,  should  include  a  thorough 
investigation  of  details  by  experts  familiar  with  all 
the  technical  and  commercial  features. 

It  seems  reasonable  to  assume  that  the  Com¬ 
missioner  of  Public  Works  is  better  posted  to  pass 
on  the  technical  and  practical  features  connected 
with  this  matter  than  your  committee  would  be, 
unless  it  were  possible  to  carry  out  such  an  extended 
investigation  as  suggested  above. 

From  its  investigation  your  committee  believes: 

1.  That  the  proposed  new  rates  will  produce 
a  marked  saving  to  the  city. 

2.  That,  owing  to  conditions  at  the  present 
time,  the  city  can  be  better  served  at  a  less  cost  by 
entering  into  a  contract  or  contracts  with  public 
service  corporations  than  by  maintaining  a  mu¬ 
nicipal  plant. 

3.  That  it  seems  probable  that  improvements 
and  developments  in  apparatus  and  manufacture 
will  cause  a  reduction  in  market  values.  And 
that,  for  this  reason,  the  city’s  interests  would  be 
safeguarded  better  by  a  five  year  than  by  a  ten 
year  contract. 

4.  That  any  improved  methods  of  lighting 
should  reduce  the  cost  to  the  city  rather  than 
simply  furnish  an  unnecessary  increase  in  illumi¬ 
nation. 

5.  That  the  contracts  under  consideration  are 
not  properly  drawn  to  protect  the  best  interests  of 
the  city  and  should  be  redrafted  before  being 
accepted  by  the  City  Council.  For  example: 

a.  Both  contracts  should  conform  as  far  as 
consistent. 

b.  Specifications  should  be  more  clearly  stated 
so  as  to  avoid  possible  difference  of  interpretation. 

c.  There  should  be  an  equal  division  of  any 
expense  necessary  to  settle  points  in  dispute. 

Your  committee  further  believes  that  the  rates 
should  be  determined  by  a  disinterested  and  well 
qualified  board,  and  therefore  suggests  that  the 
city  and  the  companies  should  mutually  agree  to 
submit  the  matter  of  rates  to  the  Board  of  Gas  and 
Electric  Light  Commissioners,  and  to  incorporate 
that  Board’s  findings  in  contracts  which  shall 


date  as  of  April  1,  1914.  If  the  city  and  the 
companies  cannot  agree  as  above  suggested,  or  if 
the  said  Board  declines  to  act  upon  the  mutual 
request  of  the  parties,  then,  in  the  opinion  of  your 
committee,  his  Honor  the  Mayor  should  submit 
this  matter  of  street  lighting  to  the  said  Board 
under  the  provisions  of  section  34  of  chapter  121 
of  the  Revised  Laws.  The  committee  also  thinks 
that  it  may  be  desirable  to  have  the  Board  of  Gas 
and  Electric  Light  Commissioners  designated  in 
the  arbitration  clauses  of  the  contracts  as  the 
arbitrators  to  determine  any  reasonable  claims  for 
lower  price  of  service.

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Municipal  and 
Metropolitan  Affairs  Concerning  the 
Profosed  New  Contracts  for  Lighting 
the  Streets  of  Boston  with  Gas  and 
Electricity. 

April  17,  1914. 

To  the  Executive  Committee  and  Board  of  Directors: 

At  its  meeting  on  March  28  the  Boston  City 
Council  adopted  the  following  order: 

“That  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  be  requested, 
through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  investigate  the 
matter  of  city  lighting  and  advise  the  city  govern¬ 
ment  as  to  a  proppsed  new  contract  with  the  Edi¬ 
son  Electric  Illuminating  Company.” 

In  compliance  with  this  request  the  Committee 
on  Municipal  and  Metropolitan  Affairs  has  made 
a  careful  study  of  the  proposed  contracts  for  public 
lighting  both  by  gas  and  by  electricity  in  the  City 
of  Boston.  In  the  course  of  its  investigation  the 
committee  has  conferred  with  Commissioner  Louis 
K.  Rourke  of  the  Public  Works  Department,  Mr. 
Charles  L.  Edgar,  president  of  the  Edison  Electric 
Illuminating  Company,  Mr.  E.  N.  Wrightington 
vice-president  of  the  Boston  Consolidated  Gas 
Company  and  Mr.  P.  J.  Fitzgerald,  president  of 
the  Rising  Sun  Street  Lighting  Company.  The 
committee  also  had  expert  advice  and  assistance 
from  Prof.  D.  C.  Jackson  of  the  Massachusetts 
Institute  of  Technology. 

The  committee’s  conclusions  as  the  result  of  this 
careful  inquiry  may  be  set  forth  briefly  as  follows: 

As  Regards  Both  the  Electric  and  Gas  Contracts. 

1.  The  committee  begs  to  call  the  City  Council’s 
attention  to  the  fact  that,  contrary  to  the  usual 
custom  in  such  matters,  neither  the  electri-c  nor 
the  gas  contract  has  been  approved  as  to  form  by 
the  City’s  Law  Department.  The  committee 
believes  the  custom  of  submitting  all  contracts  to 
the  Law  Department  to  be  essential  to  the  protec¬ 
tion  of  the  city’s  interest,  and  suggests  that  the 
views  of  the  Corporation  Counsel  of  the  city  be 
obtained  as  to  the  proposed  contracts,  and  that 
any  contract  made  be  subject  to  his  approval  as  to 
form. 

2.  The  committee  believes  that  neither  of  the 
lighting  contracts  now  before  the  City  Council 
ought  to  be  approved  until  they  have  been  re¬ 
drafted  and  made  more  nearly  uniform.  As  at 
present  framed,  the  contracts  for  gas  and  electric 
lighting,  respectively,  contain  dissimilar  provisions 
on  various  points  where  the  city’s  interests  are 
seriously  concerned.  The  committee  believes  that 
there  is  no  good  reason  for  any  such  difference 
and  that  the  two  contracts,  so  far  as  they  deal  with 
the  same  thing,  should  be  worded  alike.  A  list  of 
these  various  discrepancies  in  these  two  contracts 
is  given  in  the  latter  part  of  this  report.  (See 
page  4.) 

3.  Both  contracts  are  for  ten-year  terms.  The 
committee  is  of  the  opinion  that,  generally  speaking, 
ten-year  contracts  are  too  long  when  no  consider¬ 
able  investment  of  new  capital  is  called  for  from 
the  contractors,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the 
previous  contract  for  electric  lighting  has  been  for 
five  years  only.  Both  of  the  proposed  contracts 
contain  arbitration  provisions  for  the  protection 
of  the  city  which  might  perhaps  be  eliminated  if 
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the  contracts  are  made  for  five-year  terms  only 
If,  however,  the  contracts  are  made  for  ten-year 
terms,  the  arbitration  clauses  should  be  retained 
as  a  means  of  securing  reduction  in  price  during 
the  contract  term. 

The  Electric  Lighting  Contract. 

1.  In  the  case  of  the  proposed  electric  lighting 
contract,  the  committee  has  concluded,  from  its 
study  of  lighting  costs  in  other  cities,  that  a  fair 
price  for  6.6  ampere  magnetite  arc  lamps  on  a 
basis  of  3,828  light  hours  per  annum  (taking  into 
consideration  the  fact  that  wires  are  almost  wholly 
placed  underground  and  only  wooden  poles  used) 
would  be  from  $80  to  $90  per  year.  The  evidence 
upon  which  the  committee  has  reached  this  con¬ 
clusion  is  summarized  below -(page  90),  and  has 
been  substantiated  by  Prof.  D.  C.  Jackson  of  the 
Institute  of  Technology.  Whether  the  price 
proposed  in  the  pending  contract  with  the  Edison 
Company,  namely,  $87.53,  is  precisely  the  lowest 
figure  which  the  city  can  fairly  hope  to  obtain 
would  involve  a  more  detailed  and  more  technical 
investigation  than  this  committee  has  felt  qualified 
to  make.  The  committee  can  assure  the  City 
Council,  however,  that  the  proposed  price  is  not 
substantially  more  than  other  cities  are  now 
required  to  pay  for  the  same  lighting  service  under 
approximately  similar  conditions.  Our  investiga¬ 
tion  has  shown  that  those  cities  (such  as  Detroit 
and  Chicago)  which  claim  to  have  cheaper  lighting 
arrangements  than  those  proposed  in  Boston,  are 
obtaining  current  from  municipal  plants  at  esti¬ 
mated  costs  which  include  no  adequate  allowance 
for  interest,  depreciation  and  loss  of  taxes,  etc.,  or 
are  using  lamps  of  greatly  inferior  illuminating 
power.  The  Edison  Company  last  year  paid  in 
taxes  to  Boston  $375,001,  to  suburban  cities  and 
towns  in  the  metropolitan  district,  $73,653,  to  the 
state,  $321,649,  and  to  the  Federal  Government, 
$20,443— a  total  of  $790,746. 

It  should  be  clearly  understood  that  while  the 
contract  price  mentioned  in  the  preceding  para¬ 
graph  ($87.53)  is  for  a  6.6  ampere  magnetite  arc 
lamp,  the  pending  contract  with  the  city  gives  the 
company  the  right  to  substitute  “incandescent 
lamps  of  large  candle  power”  for  the  magnetite  arc 
lamps.  We  presume  that  this  provision  has  in 
view  the  substitution  of  a  newly  invented  nitrogen 
incandescent  lamp,  capable  of  producing  the  same 
candle  power  as  the  magnetite  arc,  but  with  a 
considerably  smaller  consumption  of  current. 
While  $87.53  seems  to  the  committee  to  be  a  not 
unreasonable  price  for  magnetite  arc  lamps,  the 
committee  is  not  in  a  position  to  offer  an  opinion 
as  to  a  fair  price  for  these  nitrogen  incandescent 
lamps,  in  case  they  should  be  substituted,  but  it 
desires  to  point  out  the  fact  that  under  the  present 
contract  the  city  would  get  no  benefit  from  the 
saving  resulting  from  the  substitution,  but  would 
continue  to  pay  the  price  specified  for  magnetite 
lamps. 

The  committee  also  suggests  that  if  this  contract 
is  to  be  made  for  a  ten-year  term  it  should  clearly 
provide  for  a  reduction,  to  be  fixed  by  arbitration, 
through  the  substitution  from  time  to  time  of 
improved  types  of  lamps,  as  well  as  through  de¬ 
creases  in  the  cost  of  producing  and  distributing 
current. 

2.  The  committee  begs  to  call  the  attention  of 
the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council  to  the  fact  that 
the  present  practice  of  requiring  all  lamps  to  be 
mounted  on  wooden  poles  involves  a  large  actual 
expense  to  the  Edison  Company  and  consequently 
enhances  the  price  at  which  light  can  be  supplied 
to  the  city.  The  requirement  of  wooden  poles 
has  its  basis  in  chapter  228  of  the  Acts  of  1895, 
which  provides  that  “all  poles  and  posts  used  for 
the  transmission  of  electricity  shall  be  insulated  in 
such  manner  as  to  protect  employees  and  other 
persons  from  accidents.”  This  statute  likewise 
gives  to  the  Commissioner  of  Wires  entire  discre¬ 
tion  as  to  what  constituted  a  proper  insulation, 
and  in  the  exercise  of  this  discretion  the  commis¬ 
sioner  in  charge  of  the  Boston  Wire  Department 
has  insisted  on  the  use  of  wooden  poles.  The  pres¬ 
ident  of  the  Edison  Electric  Illuminating  Company 
estimates  that  this  requirement  involves  an  added 
cost  of  about  five  dollars  per  lamp  per  annum, 
owing  to  the  rapid  deterioration  and  necessity  of 
replacing  the  wooden  poles  at  intervals  of  ten  years. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  poles  made  partly  of 
wood  and  partly  of  iron  are  permitted  in  many 
other  cities,  the  committee  makes  the  suggestion 
that  his  Honor  the  Mayor  request  the  Commis¬ 


sioner  of  Wires  to  confer  with  the  officials  of  the 
Edison  Company  with  a  view  to  ascertaining 
whether  some  new  type  of  pole  involving  a  smaller 
replacement  cost  might  not  be  approved  for  future 
use.  In  such  event,  the  contract  should  make 
proper  arrangements  for  a  revision  in  price  per 
lamp  as  the  new  posts  are  installed. 

The  Gas  Contracts. 

1.  The  committee  believes  that  the  gas  and 
electric  lighting  contracts  have  so  many  features 
in  common  that  one  ought  not  to  be  considered 
apart  from  the  other.  A  fundamental  difference 
between  these  two  contracts  as  they  now  stand  is 
that  the  whole  work  of  electric  lighting  is  covered 
by  a  single  contract,  while  the  matter  of  providing 
gas  light  is  divided  into  two  contracts,  one  of  which 
is  for  supplying  the  gas  and  the  other  for  the  care 
of  the  lamps,  including  the  work  of  lighting  and 
extinguishing.  The  committee  understands  that 
it  is  the  intention  of  the  Boston  Consolidated  Gas 
Company  to  retain  only  the  contract  for  supplying 
the  gas  and  that  it  will  sublet  the  other  contract  to 
the  Welsbach  Company.  The  committee  sees  no 
vital  objection  to  this  division  of  the  work  into  two 
contracts  or  to  the  subletting  as  proposed.  We 
suggest,  however,  that,  as  a  matter  of  sound  policy, 
all  such  contracts  should  contain  a  clause  providing 
that  the  contractor  shall  not  assign  or  sublet  any 
portion  of  his  contract  without  the  consent  of  the 
Mayor  or  the  City  Council. 

2.  Two  years  ago  the  Chamber  of  Commerce 
submitted  to  the  City  Council  a  report  recommend¬ 
ing  that  the  city  should  purchase  and  own  its  gas 
lamp  equipment  just  as  it  now  owns  the  poles, 
and  should  place  the  care  and  maintenance  of  the 
lamps  in  the  hands  of  its  own  employees.  The 
committee  still  believes  that  this  policy,  while  it 
probably  would  involve  a  higher  cost  per  lamp, 
would  in  the  long  run  place  the  city  in  a  much 
better  position  as  regards  the  making  of  future 
lighting  contracts.  If,  however,  his  Honor  the 
Mayor  and  the  City  Council  believe  that  it  is  not 
now  feasible  to  undertake  the  expenditure  in¬ 
volved  in  the  purchase  of  lamp  equipment,  the 
committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  terms  offered 
by  the  Boston  Consolidated  Gas  Company  in  the 
pending  contract  are  reasonably  fair,  provided 
the  committee’s  suggestions  as  to  specifications 
(see  page  91)  are  adopted.  The  figures  upon  which 
the  committee  has  based  this  conclusion  are  sum¬ 
marized  in  the  latter  part  of  this  report.  (See 
page  91.) 

In  conclusion,  the  committee  begs  to  make  clear 
that  it  has  merely  endeavored  to  be  sure  that  these 
contracts,  both  as  regards  their  general  terms  and 
as  regards  the  prices  charged,  are  within  reasonable 
distance  of  what  the  city  can  fairly  expect.  The 
committee  has  not  felt  qualified  to  make  the 
detailed  and  technical  analysis  of  costs  which 
would  be  necessary  in  order  to  render  a  definite 
opinion  on  the  matter  of  prices  charged  for  lighting. 


Differences  between  the  Proposed  New  Electric 
and  Gas  Lighting  Contracts  as  at  Present 
Drawn. 

The  committee  begs  to  call  attention  to  a  lack 
of  uniformity  in  the  wording  of  these  contracts 
even  where  they  deal  with  exactly  the  same  points, 
as  for  example: 

1.  The  provisions  relating  to  the  method  of 
appointing  experts  in  the  case  of  arbitration  pro¬ 
ceedings  and  as  regards  the  cost  of  arbitration  are 
different  in  the  two  contracts.  In  the  gas  lighting 
contract,  for  instance  (section  14),  it  is  provided 
that  the  city  shall  pay  the  cost;  in  the  electric 
lighting  contract  no  provision  is  made  as  to  pay¬ 
ment.  The  committee  suggests  that  all  matters 
relating  to  arbitration  should  be  made  alike  in 
both  contracts  and  that  each  should  provide 
either  for  an  equal  division  of  the  cost  between  the 
city  and  company  or  for  such  division  of  costs  as 
the  arbiters  may  adjudge,  if  arbitration  proceed¬ 
ings  should  be  undertaken.  Technical  arbitra¬ 
tions  involving  the  employment  of  experts  are 
always  expensive  and  due  provision  for  taking  care 
of  such  things  ought  to  be  made  in  advance. 

2.  There  is  also  a  difference  in  the  two  con¬ 
tracts  as  regards  the  provisions  for  extension  when 
the  original  ten-year  term  expires.  In  the  case 
of  the  gas  lighting  contract  the  city  may  at  its 
option  extend  the  contract  term  for  six  months  at 
a  time  on  d\ie  notice  (section  12) ;  but  the  electric 
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lighting  contract  does  not  terminate  at  the  end  of 
ten  years  unless  the  city  gives  a  year’s  notice  in 
advance.  One  contract  expires  by  limitation,  the 
other  continues  by  default.  The  committee 
strongly  believes  that  the  extension  provision  in 
the  gas  lighting  contract  is  the  more  favorable  to 
the  city  and  should  be  substituted  for  that  which 
now  appears  in  the  electric  lighting  contract. 

3.  It  will  be  noticed  that  the  electric  lighting 
company’s  contract  includes  a  bond  in  the  sum  of 
$10U,0UU;  while  no  bond  is  required  from  the  gas 
company  or  from  its  subcontractor.  A  bond 
should  oe  required  from  both  or  from  neither. 
As  both  the  Edison  Electric  Illuminating  Com¬ 
pany  and  the  Boston  Consolidated  Gas  Company 
are  corporations  of  unquestionable  responsibility, 
the  committee  sees  no  good  reason  why  a  bond 
should  be  required  from  either.  The  requirement 
merely  adds  to  the  cost  of  providing  the  service 
and  gives  no  added  security  to  the  city. 

4.  In  various  other  points,  such  as  the  powers 
of  arbitrators  and  the  basis  of  reductions  in  price 
as  well  as  the  dates  on  which  payments  are  to  be 
made  by  the  city  to  the  company,  the  two  con¬ 
tracts  are  not  uniform  but  ought  to  be  made  so 
wherever  practicable.  The  committee  is  well 
aware  that  in  matters  relating  to  details  of  service 
contracts  for  the  supply  of  gas  and  electricity 
must  differ  in  their  provisions;  but  in  general  con¬ 
ditions  (such  as  the  arbitration,  extension  and 
penalty  clauses)  there  should  be  uniformity. 

The  Cost  of  Electric  Lighting  in  Other  Cities. 

The  committee  has  gathered  from  the  annual 
reports  of  other  cities,  as  well  as  by  means  of 
special  circular  inquiries,  a  great  deal  of  data  con¬ 
cerning  the  cost  of  lighting  the  larger  municipali¬ 
ties  all  over  the  United  States.  A  careful  study 
of  this  data  with  the  aid  of  experts,  has  led  us 
unanimously  to  the  following  preliminary  con¬ 
clusions: 

1.  That  a  mere  tabulated  comparison  of  the 
prices  charged  in  various  cities,  without  taking 
into  careful  account  many  features  connected  with 
the  quality  of  the  service,  is  of  no  value  whatever 
and  serves  little  purpose  except  to  mislead.  A 
moment’s  consideration  must  make  clear  to  any 
one  that  such  things  as  the  illuminating  efficiency 
of  the  lamps  used,  the  percentage  of  the  wires 
carried  in  underground  conduits,  the  amount  of 
taxes  exacted  from  the  contracting  companies,  and 
the  local  conditions  under  which  the  contract  is 
performed,  such  as  cost  of  coal,  cost  of  labor,  in¬ 
cluding  the  laws  relating  to  hours  of  labor  and 
workingmen’s  compensation,  availability  of  water 
power,  etc.,  that  all  these  things  must  be  taken 
into  account  in  comparing  the  real  cost  to  the 
city. 

Likewise  the  committee  is  convinced  that  com¬ 
parisons  based  on  cost  per  mile  of  streets,  or  cost 
per  capita  of  population,  or  other  tabulations  of 
such  general  nature  are  of  no  real  value.  Different 
cities  pursue  very  dissimilar  policies  as  regards  the 
spacing  of  lamps,  their  elevation  from  the  ground, 
their  distribution  in  various  parts  of  the  city,  and 
even  as  regards  methods  of  measurement.  There 
can  be  no  greater  absurdity  than  to  draw  conclu¬ 
sions  from  tables  of  figures  each  of  which  has  been 
compiled  on  a  different  basis. 

Actual  Costs  in  Other  Cities. 

The  actual  cost  of  electric  lighting  in  other  cities 
can  only  be  computed  accurately  when  one  inves¬ 
tigates  the  quality  of  the  service  rendered  and  the 
conditions  under  which  the  current  is  supplied. 
In  Detroit,  for  example,  it  is  usually  given  out  that 
the  price  per  arc  lamp  per  year  is  $40.81.  But  the 
committee  has  found  that  this  is  an  average  figure 
for  lights  of  different  illuminating  efficiency,  the 
best  of  which  is  a  4.4  ampere  arc  of  467  candle 
power  and  that  the  price  is  for  service  by  a  munic¬ 
ipal  plant  which  makes  no  adequate  allowance 
for  depreciation  and  loss  of  taxes.  Practically  all 
wires,  moreover,  are  carried  overhead.  The  com¬ 
mittee  estimates  that,  when  these  things  are 
reckoned,  Detroit  is  paying  approximately  $60 
per  year  for  a  4.4  ampere  lamp,  and  that  this  is  the 
figure  which  should  be  compared  with  the  pro¬ 
posed  Boston  contract  price  of  $87.53  for  6.6  ampere 
lamps  of  nearly  double  the  candle  power. 

In  Chicago  the  cost  for  electric  lights  operated 
from  the  municipal  plant  is  given  as  $60.32,  but 
this  figure  does  not  contain  a  due  allowance  for 
depreciation  or  lost  taxes,  and  it  is  an  average  for 


the  cost  of  all  lamps,  whatever  their  candle  power. 
The  best  lamp  is  a  465  watt  A.  C.  flame  giving 
about  900  candle  power  with  an  Alba  Globe  which 
is  below  the  Boston  standard.  Chicago  likewise 
has  a  contract  for  the  supply  of  1,000  lights  of  the 
same  quality  by  a  private  company  and  for  these 
the  city  pays  $75  per  year  with  practically  all  the 
wires  carried  overhead.  With  due  allowance  for 
the  additional  cost  of  underground  circuits,  for  the 
requirement  as  to  wooden  poles,  and  for  the  heavier 
taxes  on  public  service  corporations  in  Massachu¬ 
setts,  this  figure  affords  a  proper  basis  for  com¬ 
parison  with  Boston. 

In  Philadelphia  the  annual  cost  for  lamps  some¬ 
what  inferior  to  those  used  in  Boston  is  $97.64 
where  wires  are  underground  and  $81.22  where 
they  are  strung  overhead. 

In  New  York  the  annual  cost  of  the  highest- 
powered  lamp  (A.  C.  and  D.  C.  450  watt  enclosed 
arc),  which  is  inferior  to  that  proposed  in  Boston, 
is  $90  per  year,  with  wires  largely  underground. 

Among  the  larger  cities  of  the  United  States  only 
two  have  been  found  by  the  committee  to  have 
lamps  of  equal  or  greater  efficiency  at  lower  prices 
than  that  proposed  in  the  pending  Boston  contract. 
These  cities  are  Pittsburgh  and  St.  Louis.  In 
Pittsburgh  the  6  6  ampere  magnetite  lamp  of  1,150 
candle  power  with  wires  underground  (substan¬ 
tially  similar  to  that  proposed  in  Boston)  costs  the 
city  $72.50  per  year.  The  proximity  of  Pittsburgh 
to  the  coal  fields  accounts  in  part  for  this  low  price 
and  there  are  doubtless  other  features  which  the 
committee  has  not  been  able  to  study  in  detail. 

In  St.  Louis  the  price  charged  for  the  same  lamp 
as  in  Pittsburgh  (6.6  or  6.8  ampere  arc  of  1,150 
candle  power)  is  about  $50  per  year,  but  the  current 
is  supplied  largely  by  a  water-power  plant;  the 
wires  are  nearly  all  overhead,  and  the  taxes 
imposed  on  the  company  are  much  lower  than  in 
Boston.  Nevertheless,  with  due  allowance  for  all 
these  advantages  the  real  cost  to  the  city  seems  to 
be  distinctly  lower  in  St.  Louis  than  that  proposed 
in  the  pending  Boston  contract. 

What  is  a  Fair  Cost  for  a  6.6  Ampere  Arc  Lamp 
Under  Boston  Conditions? 

The  best  analytical  study  of  the  actual  cost  of 
providing  electric  light  in  any  city  under  ordinary 
conditions  is  that  made  a  short  time  ago  by  the 
Wisconsin  Railroad  Commission  at  the  request 
of  the  City  of  Milwaukee.  From  an  investigation 
of  all  the  factors,  including  allowances  for  deprecia¬ 
tion,  the  cost  of  putting  part  of  the  wires  in  under¬ 
ground  circuits,  etc.,  the  commission  concluded 
that  to  provide  4.4  ampere  lamps  at  $65.50  per 
year  would  allow  the  contracting  company  a 
profit  of  6  per  cent.  The  conditions  in  Milwaukee 
as  regards  cost  of  coal,  cost  of  labor,  taxes,  etc., 
are  not,  so  far  as  the  committee  can  ascertain, 
markedly  different  from  those  in  Boston.  On 
the  basis  of  $65.50  for  standard  4.4  ampere  lamps, 
the  committee  has  concluded  from  the  figures 
which  it  has  obtained  from  an  electrical  expert, 
that  a  fair  price  for  a  6/6  ampere  lamp  of  the- 
Boston  type ,  would  be  about  30  per  cent  addi¬ 
tional,  or  from  $80  to  $90.  This  estimate  is  made 
for  the  committee  by  Prof.  D.  C.  Jackson  of  the 
Institute  of  Technology  in  a  written  opinion  which 
reads  in  part  as  follows:  “It  seems  to  me  that  a 
reasonable  price  for  6.6  ampere  magnetite  arc 
lamps  operating  3,828  hours  per  annum,  largely 
on  underground  circuits,  as  in  Boston,  is  between 
$80  and  $90  per  year,  when  allowing  6  per  cent 
interest.” 

The  figure  offered  by  the  Edison  Company  in  its 
pending  contract  is  between  the  above  amounts. 
Whether  it  ought  to  come  nearer  the  lower  limit 
the  committee  cannot  undertake  to  say.  It  is 
possible  that  a  further  negotiation  between  the 
city  -and  the  company  might  result  in  securing  a 
somewhat  more  favorable  bargain.  But  it  should 
be  borne  in  mind,  in  conducting  such  negotiation, 
that  even  should  the  city  manage  to  get  a  price 
lower  that  that  which  pays  the  company  a  fair 
return,  the  private  users  of  electricity  in  the  city 
will,  in  all  probability,  have  to  make  good  the 
difference.  The  Massachusetts  Board  of  Gas 
and  Electric  Light  Commissioners,  which  has 
jurisdiction  in  the  matter  of  rates,  will,  of  course, 
allow  the  Edison  Company  a  fair  return  on  its 
total  investment  and  if  public  lighting  is  con¬ 
ducted  without  any  profit  to  the  company,  the 
profit  will  have  to  be  supplied  entirely  by  private 
users  of  light  and  power. 
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The  following  table  gives  the  cost  and  quality  of  service  in  some  of  the  cities  investigated  by  the 
committee:

The  Cost  of  Gas  Lighting. 

A  year  or  so  ago,  while  the  making  of  a  contract 
between  the  city  and  the  Boston  Consolidated  Gas 
Company  was  under  consideration,  specifications 
relating  to  service  and  inspection  were  drawn  with 
great  care  by  the  Finance  Commission.  The  com¬ 
mittee  calls  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  proposed 
agreement  with  this  company  does  not  follow  these 
specifications.  The  provisions  in  the  contract  now 
proposed  seem  to  it  less  favorable  to  the  city  and 
not  to  safeguard  the  city’s  interests  equally  well. 

By  the  terms  of  the  proposed  contract  for  supply¬ 
ing  gas  the  Boston  Consolidated  Gas  Company 
would  receive  $9  per  year  for  each  of  approximately 
10,000  single  flame  lamps.  The  committee  has 
estimated  that,  with  due  allowance  for  waste 
through  lack  of  punctuality  in  extinguishing  the 
lamps,  a  fair  time  reckoning  is  4,000  light  hours 
per  lamp  per  year.  A  single  flame  gas  lamp  of  the 
vertical  type,  as  operated  in  Boston,  is  estimated 
to  burn  about  3^  feet  of  gas  per  hour,  or  about 
14,000  cubic  feet  of  gas  per  year.  At  $9  per  lamp 
per  year  this  would  yield  the  contracting  company 
about  64  cents  per  thousand  cubic  feet  for  gas 
supplied  to  the  city  under  its  contract.  It  should 
be  borne  in  mind,  moreover,  that  the  Boston 
Consolidated  Gas  Company,  by  the  terms  of  its 
proposed  contract,  will  take  upon  itself  the  cost 
of  relocating  the  city’s  lamp-posts  wherever  the 
city  desires,  together  with  the  repair  and  painting 
of  posts — a  responsibility  which  means  an  expense 
estimated  at  about  40  cents  per  post  per  year. 
‘When  this  is  taken  into  account  it  will  be  found 
that  the  gas  company  would  net,  under  the  pro¬ 
posed  arrangement  with  the  city,  about  61  cents 
per  thousand  cubic  feet  for  gas  supplied.  With  gas 
sold  to  private  consumers  at  80  cents  per  thousand 
cubic  feet  this  price  of  61  cents  seems  to  the  com¬ 
mittee  to  propose  a  very  reasonable  concession  to 
the  city  as  a  large  customer. 

The  Contract  for  the  Care  and  Maintenance  of 
Gas  Lamps. 

For  the  maintenance  and  care  of  approximately 
10,000  gas  lamps,  including  lighting,  extinguishing, 
replacement  of  mantles,  cleaning  and  replacement 
of  globes  and  domes,  the  pending  contract  proposes 
that  the  city  shall  pay  $12  per  lamp  per  year.  This 
work  now  takes  the  time  of  112  lamplighters  and 
one  inspector  employed  by  the  Rising  Sun  Street 
Lighting  Company.  At  the  present  rate  of  wages 
the  cost  for  labor  alone  is  $8.12  per  lamp  per  year, 
leaving  $3.88  per  lamp  for  repairs  and  for  replace¬ 
ments.  Out  of  this  amount  the  contractor  pays 
to  the  city  $100  per  month  for  rent  of  storage 
space  and  repair  shop  in  the  Albany  Street  Yards. 
Whether  this  amount  ($3.88  per  lamp  per  year) 
is  the  lowest  possible  price  which  will  cover  repairs 
and  replacements,  as  well  as  £o  permit  the  payment 
of  $100  per  month  in  rental  to  the  city,  the  com¬ 
mittee  is  unable  to  say.  It  feels  convinced,  how¬ 
ever,  from  an  estimate  of  the  number  of  n'ew 
mantles,  chimneys,  globes,  domes,  and  repair  and 
replacement  of  lanterns  during  each  year  as  a 


result  of  use  or  breakage,  that  the  sum  of  $3.88 
per  lamp  per  year  for  these  repairs  and  replace¬ 
ment  is  not  an  exorbitant  charge.  Neither  the 
amount  estimated  as  the  cost  of  labor  ($8.12  per 
lamp  per  year)  nor  the  cost  of  repair  and  replace¬ 
ment  ($3.88  per  lamp  per  year),  a  total  of  $12 
per  lamp  per  year,  seems  to  your  committee  to 
be  more  than  is  fairly  due  to  the  contracting  com¬ 
pany  for  the  service  rendered. 

In  New  York  City  the  price  paid  for  gas-lamp 
maintenance,  under  very  similar  conditions  but 
with  over  45,000  lamps  in  operation,  is  from  $11.75 
to  $12.25  according  to  the  districts  in  which  the 
lamps  are  located.  For  gas  New  York  pays  $10.37 
per  lamp  per  annum,  making  a  total  cost  per  lamp 
of  from  $22.12  to  $22.62.  In  Philadelphia  the  gas 
supply  costs  $11.20  per  lamp  and  the  cost  of 
maintenance  is  $12,  a  total  of  $23.20.  These 
figures  have  been  specially  compiled  and  furnished 
to  the  Boston  Chamber  of  Commerce  by  the  chief 
engineer  of  the  Bureau  of  Gas  and  Electricity  in 
New  York,  and  by  the  chief  of  the  Municipal 
Bureau  of  Gas  in  Philadelphia.  The  price  offered 
to  Boston  under  the  proposed  contract  ($21)  is 
distinctly  better  than  that  obtained  by  either  of 
these  two  cities,  although  Philadelphia  is  in  a 
particularly  favorable  position  to  get  a  low  price 
through  the  city’s  ownership  of  its  gas  plant. 

Summary. 

In  conclusion  the  committee  begs  to  reiterate  its 
opinion  that  the  question  whether  a  proposed  price 
is  the  lowest  which  the  city  ought  to  expect  is  a 
highly  technical  question  which  can  be  settled  only 
after  a  detailed  study  and  analysis  of  all  local  con¬ 
ditions.  It  cannot  be  settled  by  reference  to  tabu¬ 
lations  of  costs  in  other  cities  where  the  quality 
and  conditions  of  service  are  altogether  different 
and  where  the  general  laws  make  totally  different 
demands  concerning  such  matters  as  hours  of  labor 
and  regulation  of  rates  by  state  authorities.  The 
committee  has  become  fully  satisfied  that  published 
tables  of  lighting  costs  are  sure  to  be  misleading 
unless  every  condition  of  service  is  set  forth  in 
detail  as  a  qualification  to  the  figures  given. 

The  general  question  submitted  to  the  chamber, 
and  the  only  one  which  this  committee  feel  qualified 
to  answer,  is  whether  the  city  is  sufficiently  pro¬ 
tected  by  the  various  provisions  of  these  contracts 
and  whether  the  prices  proposed  for  electric  and  gas 
lighting  are  substantially  above  those  paid  by  other 
cities  for  lights  of  equal  quality  provided  under 
similar  conditions.  On  these  points  the  committee 
has  had  no  great  difficulty  in  reaching  a  decision. 
Its  conclusion  is  that  the  protection  afforded  to  the 
city’s  interests  will  be  increased  and  made  adequate 
by  reframing  the  contracts  along  the  lines  indicated 
earlier  in  this  report.  In  the  second  place,  it  be¬ 
lieves  that  the  prices  named  in  the  pending  con¬ 
tracts,  both  as  regards  electric  and  gas  lighting, 
are  not  distinctly  higher  than  those  which  repre¬ 
sent  the  real  cost  under  present  conditions  in  other 
large  American  cities,  with  two  exceptions.  These 
exceptions  are  Pittsburgh  and  St.  Louis,  in  each 
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of  which,  through  the  greater  cheapness  of  power, 
electric  current  can  be  provided  at  a  considerably 
lower  cost  than  in  Boston.  Whether  this  accounts 
for  the  entire  difference  in  cost  the  committee  has 
not  been  able  to  determine. 

The  Committee  on  Municipal  and  Metropolitan 
Affairs  recommends  that  this  report  be  adopted 
and  copies  transmitted  to  his  Honor  the  Mayor 
and  to  the  members  of  the  City  Council.

SALE  OF  PUBLIC  LANDS,  ETC. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 

Law  Department,  May  4,  1914. 
To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, —  In  reply  to  your  question  whether 
there  are  any  statutes  or  ordinances  in  conflict  with 
the  ordinance  recently  passed  requiring  that  the 
proceeds  of  the  sales  of  public  lands  and  buildings 
other  than  school  lands  be  applied  to  the  reduc¬ 
tion  of  the  public  debt,  I  respectfully  submit  the 
following: 

I  have  been  unable  to  find  any  statute  which 
renders  the  ordinance  in  question  invalid.  If  any 
statute  requires  that  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  any 
particular  lands  or  buildings  owned  by  the  city 
should  be  applied  to  any  purpose  other  than  the 
reduction  of  the  city’s  debt,  the  statute  should  be 
followed  and  the  ordinance  disregarded.  The 
same  would  be  true  of  the  sales  of  land  held  in  trust 
by  the  city  or  by  any  department  thereof,  or  munic¬ 
ipal  board  therein.  The  proceeds  would  have  to 
be  applied  according  to  the  terms  of  the  trust, 
even  though  the  terms  of  the  trust  were  in  conflict 
with  the  terms  of  the  ordinance.  In  all  other  cases, 
and  such  would  be  practically  all  of  the  cases 
arising  hereafter,  the  ordinance  would  apply  and  be 
valid.  The  ordinance  repeals  all  previous  ordi¬ 
nances  inconsistent  therewith  and  will  stand  until 
it  is  repealed  by  a  subsequent  ordinance  or  rendered 
void  by  the  passage  of  a  conflicting  statute.

GAS  LIGHTING  CONTRACT. 

The  following  was  received: 

Boston  Finance  Commission, 

May  11,  1914. 

To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — The  Finance  Commission  submits 
its  report  on  the  proposed  gas  lighting  contract 
between  the  City  of  Boston  and  the  Boston  Con¬ 
solidated  Gas  Company,  in  partial  response  to  the 
order  referred  to  it  by  your  honorable  body  as 
follows: 

Ordered,  That  the  Finance  Commission  be 
requested  to  investigate  the  matter  of  city  lighting, 
and  advise  the  City  Council  as  to  the  proposed 
new  contract  with  the  Edison  Electric  Illuminating 
Company,  and  the  proposed  contract  with  the 
Boston  Consolidated  Gas  Company. 

The  commission  will  submit  a  report  on  the 
proposed  electric  lighting  contract  at  the  next 
meeting  of  the  City  Council. 

The  commission  after  a  study  of  the  proposed 
gas  lighting  contract  is  of  the  opinion  that  it  does 
not  protect  the  city  in  many  essential  points,  for 
example: 

1.  The  contract  calls  for  furnishing  lights  of 
60  candle  power  and  the  test  is  to  be  a  laboratory 
one.  Such  a  test  would  not  give  a  fair  test  of  the 
light  under  service  conditions.  The  test  should 
be  made  upon  the  street,  that  is,  where  the  light  is. 

2.  The  method  of  testing  lamps  for  purposes  of 
fixing  the  amount  of  penalty  to  be  paid  for  the 
failure  to  comply  with  the  conditions  of  the  con¬ 
tract  is  not  workable.  .Under  the  method  proposed 
there  is  no  definite  assurance  that  the  candle 
power  of  the  lamps  would  be  increased  over  the 
present  average  candle  power,  which  appears  to 
be  from  38  to  40.  The  provision  regarding  candle 
power  contained  on  page  11,  section  9,  of  the  form 
of  contract  drawn  in  1911,  is  far  superior  and 
should  be  included  in  the  proposed  contract,  if 
the  contract  is  to  be  made. 

3.  The  clause  which  provides  that  the  number 
of  lamps  furnished  under  the  contract  shall  not 
be  at  any  time  less  than  95  per  cent  of  the  number 
of  lamps  in  service  at  the  time  of  the  approval  of 
the  contract  by  the  Mayor  is  objectionable.  It 
would  bind  the  city  to  maintain  9,500  gas  lamps 
for  the  next  ten  years.  It  might  be  advisable  in 
the  near  future  to  do  away  with  gas  lighting 
altogether.  There  is  no  reason  for  any  guaranty, 
except  the  provision  that  if  the  city  shall  see  fit 
to  replace  gas  lamps  with  other  lamps  it  should 
replace  them  so  as  to  allow  the  company  to  reduce 
its  force  of  lamplighters  by  a  definite  number  of 
routes  'and  such  discontinued  routes  shall  be  in 
the  same  neighborhood  and  contiguous  to  each 
other. 

The  city  shoulfl  be  allowed  to  discontinue  as 
many  lights  as  it  may  wish  to,  although  in  fairness 
to  the  contractor  the  scale  of  prices  should  be 
agreed  upon  wrhereby  a  higher  price  wrould  be  paid 
per  lamp  as  the  total  number  of  lamps  was  decreased. 

4.  In  the  matter  of  arbitration  the  contract 
should  be  drawn  more  definitely,  so  that  if  any 
automatic  devices  are  adopted  there  should  be  no 
question  that  the  city  would  receive  its  share  of 
any  saving  in  cost.  The  question  of  depreciation 
should  apply  only  to  automatic  lighting  devices, 
as  the  value  of  the  rest  of  the  plant  has  been  far 
more  than  charged  off  in  past  earnings.  The 
paragraph  which  provides  that  the  city  gets  no 
rebate  on  account  of  saving  in  operation  unless 
the  saving  exceeds  $1  per  lamp  per  year,  is  loaded 
dowm  with  such  conditions  that  the  city  is  with¬ 
out  protection. 

There  are  other  minor  defects  in  the  contract 
and  specifications,  among  which  may  be  enumer¬ 
ated  the  fact  that  no  provision  is  made  for  the 
care  of  the  fire-alarm  lamps.  These  lamps  have 
been  considered  at  a  separate  price  in  previous 
contracts. 

Conditions  have  changed  somewhat  since  the 
last  report  of  the  Finance  Commission  on  the 
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question  of  gas  lighting  with  a  municipal  plant. 
Some  have  tended  to  increase  the  cost  and  some 
to  decrease  the  cost  of  municipal  street  lighting. 
The  causes  which  have  tended  to  increase  the  cost 
have  been  the  higher  pay  of  labor  and  the  reduc¬ 
tion  in  the  number  of  lights.  On  the  other  hand, 
under  the  present  tariff,  there  has  been  a  reduc¬ 
tion  in  the  duty  on  street  lamps  and  supplies,  and 
this  reduction  will  have  a  material  effect  in  decreas¬ 
ing  the  cost  of  street  lighting  by  imported  lamps, 
such  as  the  Graetzin  lamp.  Moreover,  it  has  been 
demonstrated  that  a  man  can  take  care  of  a 
slightly  greater  number  of  inverted  mantle  lamps 
than  was  formerly  estimated,  and  more  definite 
information  is  now  available  as  to  the  price  of 
automatic  lighters  and  the  saving  that  would 
accrue  from  their  use. 

Under  the  pending  contract  the  cost  to  the  city 
is  $21  a  year  per  light.  If  the  upright  lamp  is  to 
be  continued  in  use  in  this  city,  the  price  of  $21 
per  lamp  is  in  the  opinion  of  the  commission  not 
unreasonable  at  the  present  time.  Inasmuch  as 
the  price  submitted  at  the  present  time  is  50  cents 
per  lamp  lower  than  the  price  submitted  by  the 
Boston  Consolidated  Gas  Company  in  1913,  the 
commission  views  this  reduction  as  favorable  to 
the  city.  Furthermore,  as  the  gas  company  under 
the  proposed  contract  agrees  to  maintain  the  lamp- 
posts  which  have  previously  cost  the  city  an 
average  of  40  cents  per  post  per  year,  its  present 
offer  is  practically  90  cents  per  lamp  lower  than 
its  previous  offer.  If,  however,  automatic  lighters 
are  installed,  it  is  possible  that  the  cost  to  the 
city  would  be  reduced  to  $19.33  per  lamp  per 
^  year.  If  the  city  should  install  inverted  mantle 
lamps  of  the  Graetzin  type,  it  would  be  possible 
to  operate  the  same  with  hand  lighting  with  wages 
at  $2.50  a  day  for  $21.96  per  lamp  year,  including 
interest  and  sinking  fund  charges  on  a  ten-year 
basis.  The  adoption  of  automatic  lighters  might 
reduce  the  cost  to  $18.55  per  lamp  year,  or  78 
cents  lower  than  the  price  that  the  city  might 
obtain  under  the  proposed  contract  with  the 
Boston  Consolidated  Gas  Company.  The  city, 
however,  would  secure  a  greater  volume  of  light 
and  better  distribution  than  it  is  possible  to  obtain 
with  the  present  equipments  which  would  be 
used  under  the  pending  contract. 

At  the  end  of  ten  years  the  city  would  be  in 
possession  and  ownership  of  a  complete  plant 
and  would  be  free  from  all  the  entanglements 
of  contracts  for  lighting  the  streets  of  the  city 
with  gas.  From  past  experience  it  is  a  fair  assump¬ 


tion  that  the  present  equipment  of  the  Rising 
Sun  Street  Lighting  Company,  which  would  be 
used  under  the  proposed  contract,  cannot  be 
made  to  give  60  candle  power  continuously. 

The  commission  submits  herewith  the  report 
of  its  consulting  engineer,  Mr.  Guy  C.  Emerson, 
on  the  proposed  contract,  which  is  hereto  annexed. 

Recommendations. 

In  view  of  the  foregoing  facts  and  the  possi¬ 
bility  of  changes  in  future  street  lighting,  the 
Finance  Commission  recommends: 

4.  That  the  contract  for  street  lighting  by 
gas  now  under  consideration  be  rejected. 

2.  That  no  contract,  even  at  the  reduced  price 
offered  by  the  Boston  Consolidated  Gas  Company, 
be  accepted  which  would  bind  the  city  to  the  use 
of  the  present  gas  lamps  for  a  period  of  over 
five  years. 

3.  That  if  a  contract  be  made  the  objections 
already  stated  in  the  contract  under  consideration 
should  be  removed. 

4.  That,  if  an  acceptable  contract  cannot  be 
made,  the  city  purchase  and  install  in  such  parts 
of  the  city  as  are  not  covered  by  the  electric 
light  service,  inverted  mantle  lamps  and,  in  con¬ 
nection  therewith,  automatic  lighting  devices.

As  was  the  case  in  the  contract  for  street  lighting 
by  gas  submitted  by  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  to  the  City  Council  for  approval  in  1913, 
the  present  proposal  of  the  gas  company  has  been 
divided  into  two  contracts: 

First,  a  contract  for  supplying  gas  at  the  rate  of 
$9  per  lamp  year. 

Second,  a  contract  for  operating  the  lamps  at 
$12  per  lamp  year,  making  a  total  price  per  lamp 
year  of  $21. 


As  regards  the  first  contract,  the  price  of  gas  is 
60  cents  per  lamp  year  lower  than  the  price  in 
1913.  The  price  of  ga3  under  the  present  contract 
is  based  on  a  yearly  consumption  of  12,000  cubic 
feet  of  gas  per  lamp  year  at  80  cents  per  thousand 
cubic  feet,  making  the  cost  per  lamp  year  $9.36. 
As  a  matter  of  fact  the  lamps  probably  burn  about 
14,000  cubic  feet  per  lamp  year,  making  the  actual 
rate  to  be  paid  for  gas  approximately  64  cents  per 
thousand  cubic  feet.  The  price  indicates  that  a 
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small  reduction  in  the  price  of  gas  has  been  made 
for  street  lighting,  although  no  yearly  total  of  the 
gas  to  be  consumed  by  the  lamps  is  stated.  This 
contract  if  approved  by  the  City  Council  will  be 
carried  out  by  the  gas  company  directly. 

The  second  contract  is  for  furnishing  street 
lighting  equipment  and  operating  the  same  at  a 
price  of  $12  per  lamp  year,  an  increase  of  10  cents 
per  lamp  year  over  the  bid  of  1913.  I  have  had 
interviews  with  both  Commissioner  Rourke  and 
Vice  President  Wrightingtou  of  the  Boston  Con¬ 
solidated  Gas  Company.  Both  gentlemen  agree 
that  it  is  the  intention  of  the  gas  company  to 
assign  the  contract  for  maintenance  and  operation, 
if  the  contract  is  secured  by  the  gas  company,  to 
the  Rising  Sun  Street  Lighting  Company,  whose 
plant  is  at  present  installed  on  Boston’s  streets. 

Considering  in  order  the  questions  to  which  I 
have  assumed  answers  are  desired  by  the  City 
Council, 


A.  Will  a  Satisfactory  Means  of  Lighting  the 
City  be  Secured? 

The  lamps  owned  by  the  Rising  Sun  Street 
Lighting  Company  that  it  is  proposed  to  use  under 
the  new  contract  are  very  good  lamps  of  upright 
mantle  type.  During  recent  years  the  inverted 
mantle  gas  lamp  has  been  applied  to  street  lighting 
and  furnishes  a  much  greater  illumination  -with  the 
same  amount  of  gas  consumed.  They  give  higher 
candle  power  for  the  amount  of  gas  burned,  are  less 
expensive  to  maintain  and  are  in  every  way  a  more 
satisfactory  illuminant.  The  present  lamps  are 
rated  at  60  candle  power  each  and  the  contract 
which  you  have  under  consideration  proposed  to 
furnish  that  candle  power.  As  a  matter  of  fact 
the  average  of  gas  lamps  in  the  city  is  less  than  40 
candle  power  and  it  seems  certain  that  the  lamps 
cannot  be  made  to  furnish  60  candle  power  with 
the  amount  of  gas  which  it  is  proposed  they  shall 
consume.  In  comparison  with  the  electric  lighting, 
the  present  lamp  is  not  nearly  as  efficient  as  the 
60  candle  power  tungsten  lamp  which  would  cost, 
under  a  ten-year  contract,  $21.14  per  lamp  year, 
and  does  not  compare  favorably  with  the  40  candle 
power  tungsten  which  would  cost  the  city,  under  a 
ten-year  contract,  $18.33  per  lamp  year,  or  $2.67  less 
that  the  price  in  the  new  contract.  The  light 
furnished  will  probably  be  not  as  good  as  has  been 
furnished  in  the  past,  on  account  of  the  fact  that 
during  the  past  few  years  the  company  has  been 
in  doubt  of  receiving  a  new  contract  and  has  main¬ 
tained  its  lamps  at  an  unusual  efficiency.  Under 
a  ten-year  contract  such  efficiency  will  probably 
not  be  continued.  Other  reasons  will  be  given 
later.  I  am  inclined  to  the  opinion  that  the  pro¬ 
posed  contract  will  not  give  as  satisfactory  illu¬ 
mination  for  a  ten-year  period  as  would  be  obtained 
from  the  inverted  Graetzin  gas  lamp  or  the  tung¬ 
sten  electric  lamp. 

B.  Is  the  Contract  Adequate  to  Secure  the  best 
Service? 

As  regards  this  consideration,  I  am  of  the  opinion 
that  the  contract  now  under  consideration  con¬ 
tains  very  serious  defects,  some  of  which  will  be 
discussed  in  the  following: 

The  portion  to  which  I  most  strongly  object  is 
found  in  section  7,  providing  for  candle  power. 
The  contract  reads  as  follows: 

7.  Candle  Power.—  The  lamps  shall  be  main¬ 
tained  when  in  service  at  not  less  than  sixty  (60) 
horizontal  candle  power  for  single-burner  lamps 
and  one  hundred  (100)  horizontal  candle  power 
for  double-burner  lamps. 

The  city  may  at  any  time,  by  written  notice, 
require  the  contractor  to  employ  a  competent  and 
disinterested  person  connected  with  either  the 
Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology  or  the 
Scientific  Department  of  Harvard  University,  or 
such  other  person  acceptable  to  both  parties,  to 
examine  and  test  by  standard  laboratory  methods 
under  conditions  which  duplicate  as  nearly  as 
possible  the  lamps  as  they  burn  on  the  streets,  the 
apparatus  employed  in  furnishing  the  lighting  serv¬ 
ice  herein  provided  for,  to  ascertain  whether  or 
not  the  contractor  is  complying  with  the  terms  of 
this  agreement,  and  for  such  purpose  such  person 
may  have  access  at  all  reasonable  times  to  the 
lamps,  fixtures  and  other  apparatus  of  the  con¬ 
tractor  used  in  carrying  out  this  agreement.  In 
case  two  tests  of  any  lamps  shall  be  made,  separated 
by  an  interval  of  not  less  than  one  hour  during 
any  one  night  and  both  of  said  tests  shall  prove 


that  the  contractor  is  not  furnishing  the  light  re¬ 
quired  by  this  agreement,  then  such  lamp  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  deficient,  and  a  deduction  shall  be 
made  from  the  charge  in  respect  to  such  lamp  as 
herein  provided.  If  such  tests  show  that  the  con¬ 
tractor  is  not  furnishing  the  light  required  by  this 
agreement,  the  contractor  shall  pay  the  expense 
of  the  examination  and  test  provided  for  herein; 
otherwise  the  city  shall  pay  such  expense. 

For  each  lamp  which  shall  be  shown  by  the  tests 
above  specified  to  furnish  less  than  60  candle 
power  for  single-burner  lamps  and  100  candle 
power  for  double-burner  lamps,  but  rrtore  than  30 
candle  power  for  single-burner  lamps  and  50 
candle  power  for  double-burner  lamps,  a  sum  equal 
to  nag  of  the  yearly  contract  price  for  such  lamp 
for  each  night  in  which  such  deficiency  occurs  shall 
be  deducted  from  the  amounts  due  to  the  contrac¬ 
tor.  For  each  lamp  found  to  give  less  than  30 
candle  power  for  single-burner  lamps  and  50 
candle  power  for  double-burner  lamps,  a  sum  equal 
to  3§s  of  the  yearly  contract  price  for  such 
lamp  for  each  night  on  which  such  deficiency 
occurs  shall  be  deducted  from  the  amounts  due  the 
contractor.  For  each  lamp  reported  out  by  the 
Police  Department  at  its  respective  police  stations 
or  by  the  officials  of  the  Public  Works  Department 
a  sum  equal  to  3g5  of  the  yearly  contract  price 
for  such  lamp  for  each  night  such  failure  occurs 
shall  similarly  be  deducted  from  the  amounts  due 
the  contractor.  Such  reports  shall  be  made  daily 
in  writing,  open  to  the  contractor,  and  shall  be 
regarded  as  final  and  binding  upon  the  contractor 
except  for  errors  proven  or  admitted. 

The  standard  of  candle  power  to  be  employed 
shall  be  illumination  given  by  the  recognized  inter¬ 
national  standard  candle. 

In  regard  to  the  method  of  testing,  i.  e.,  in  a 
horizontal  plane  from  the  burner  of  the  lamp,  it  is 
well  known  that  the  Rising  Sun  Street  Lighting 
Company  lamp  gives  its  greatest  illumination 
above  the  horizontal  plane  rather  than  below.  By 
testing  at  a  horizontal  plane  nearly  the  maximum 
candle  power  of  light  will  be  obtained  although 
the  rays  tested  are  thrown  off  in  a  direction  which 
will  give  no  illumination  on  the  street  surface 
where  illumination  is  most  desirable. 

The  second  paragraph  provides  that  the  city, 
by  written  notice,  may  request  the  contractor  to 
employ  a  competent  person  to  test  the  lamps. 
The  effect  of  this  is  to  give  the  company  notice 
that  the  lamps  are  to  be  tested  and  give  them 
ample  time  to  take  suitable  measures  to  bring 
their  lamps  to  the  required  candle  power  either 
by  cleaning,  renewing  of  mantles  or  temporarily 
increasing  the  gas  pressure,  as  may  be  necessary. 
It  would  be  extremely  improbable  that  any  lamps 
would  be  found  in  any  way  deficient  in  candle 
power. 

Further,  the  contract  provides  that  the  test 
shall  be  made  by  standard  laboratory  methods. 
It  is  not  clear  just  what  this  provision  means.  As 
interpreted  by  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works 
it  means  that  the  lamps  shall  be  taken  from  the 
posts  and  tested  in  a  laboratory  in  actual  compari¬ 
son  with  a  standard  candle.  This  procedure  is 
probably  an  impossible  one  to  carry  out  in  practice, 
as  no  lamp  could  be  taken  from  the  post  and  trans- 
ported'to  a  laboratory  without  breaking  the  mantle. 
Moreover,  if  a  lamp  was  suspected  giving  less  than 
the  required  capdle  power  it  would  be  easy  to 
break  the  mantle  in  removing  the  lamp  from  the 
post  thereby  preventing  any  test  from  being  made. 
On  account  of  the  variation  in  gas  pressure  in 
different  portions  of  the  city,  the  pressure  at  the 
laboratory  would  not  be  the  same  as  at  the  post, 
the  weather  conditions  would  be  different,  and  the 
laboratory  tests  would  be  absolutely  of  no  value 
in  determining  the  value  of  the  illumination  in 
service. 

Again,  in  order  tjiat  the  penalty  may  be  col¬ 
lected,  two  tests  of  any  lamp  separated  by  not  less 
than  one  hour  shall  be  made  during  any  one 
night.  This  provision  would  involve  taking  down 
the  lamp  twice,  testing  it  twice  and  setting  it  up 
once  oh  the  post  during  one  night.  Not  only  is 
this  procedure  impossible  to  accomplish  in  the 
limited  space  of  one  hour,  but  the  ordinary  work¬ 
man  cannot  accomplish  it  in  one  night.  In  the 
laboratory  tests  no  lamps  would  be  found  to  be 
deficient  because  the  gas  pressure  would  be  ample 
for  the  purpose,  the  lamps  clean,  the  mantles  new 
and  the  tests  would  be  free  from  drafts  of  air  or 
other  influencing  conditions  of  the  weather. 

Even  assuming  that  through  some  inadvert¬ 
ence  a  lamp  was  found  to  be  below  the  required 
60  candle  power,  the  penalty  to  be  deducted  from 
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the  price  due  the  Gas  Company  would  be  of 
$12,  or  approximately  33  cents  in  addition  to  the 
cost  of  the  test. 

In  case  the  lamps  are  found  to  be  not  deficient 
the  cost  of  testing  must  be  paid  by  the  city. 
The  cost  of  a  party  of  photometric  observers  for 
an  evening  would  probably  be  in  the  neighborhood 
of  $20,  and  the  labor  of  removing  and  replacing 
the  lamps  perhaps  $10  more.  The  city  would 
therefore  be  obliged  to  risk  the  expenditure  of 
$30  on  the  slight  chance  of  penalizing  the  Gas 
Company  to  the  extent  of  33  cents  in  addition 
to  the  cost  of  making  the  test.  Under  such  con¬ 
ditions  it  is  clear  that  few,  if  any,  tests  would 
ever  be  made  and  that  section  G  would  be  abso¬ 
lutely  inoperative  as  a  means  of  maintaining  the 
candle  power  of  lamps. 

There  will  be  no  assurance  that  the  candle 
power  of  the  Rising  Sun  Street  Lighting  Company 
lamps  would  be  increased  over  the  present  average 
candle  power  which  seems  to  be  about  38.  No 
contract  should  be  accepted  by  the  city  contain¬ 
ing  such  provisions  and  in  my  opinion  the  section 
regarding  candle  power  contained  in  the  speci¬ 
fications  for  lighting  streets  and  alleys  dated 
February  11,  1911,  is  far  superior  and  should  be 
included  in  the  proposed  contract,  if  the  contract 
is  to  be  made. 

Article  II.  Discontinuance  of  Lamps. 

This  section  provides  that  the  number  of  lamps 
furnished  under  the  contract  shall  not  be  at  any 
time  less  than  95  per  cent  of  the  number  of  lamps 
in  the  service  at  the  time  of  the  approval  of  this 
contract  by  the  Mayor.  As  the  number  of  lamps 
in  service  at  the  present  time  is  approximately 
10,000  the  contract  will  bind  the  city  to  approxi¬ 
mately  19,500  gas  lamps  for  the  term  of  the  con¬ 
tract.  In  my  opinion  no  such  provision  should 
receive  the  confirmation  of  the  Council.  In  the 
first  place  there  is  no  reason  why  there  should  be 
any  guaranty.  There  will  be  no  new  apparatus 
for  the  Rising  Sun  Company  to  provide,  and  there¬ 
fore  no  additional  fixed  cost  on  account  of  new 
investment.  As  shown  in  previous  reports  of  the 
Finance  Commission  the  plant  of  the  Rising 
Sun  Street  Lighting  Company  has  been  paid  for 
many  times  and  the  city  owes  nothing  on  that 
account.  The  only  provisions  which  could  be 
reasonably  required  by  the  contracting  companies 
as  regards  the  number  of  lamps  would  be  one  that 
provided  that  if  the  city  saw  fit  to  replace  gas 
lamps  with  other  lamps  it  should  replace  them  in 
such  numbers  that  undue  hardship  should  not  be 
placed  on  the  company  in  distributing  the  remain¬ 
ing  lamps  among  their  employees.  That  is  to  say, 
a  number  of  lamps  should  be  replaced  which  would 
allow  the  company  to  reduce  its  force  of  lamp¬ 
lighters  by  a  definite  number  of  routes,  and' such 
discontinued  routes  should  be  in  the  same  neigh¬ 
borhood,  contiguous  to  each  other;  and  another 
that  provided  that  the  price  per  lamp  year  should 
be  automatically  increased,  as  the  total  number  of 
lamps  was  reduced,  by  an  amount  sufficient  to 
compensate  the  company  for  the  fixed  charges 
due  to  supervision,  office  expenses,  rental,  etc., 
as  such  expenses  would  not  decrease  proportionally 
as  the  number  of  lamps  decreased. 

Article  14.  Arbitration. 

Although  this  provision  does  not  definitely 
provide  for  automatic  lighting  devices  it  is  under¬ 
stood  that  this  provision  would  apply  to  any 
saving  made  by  the  installation  of  such  devices 
by  the  company.  There  does  not  seem  to  be, 
considering  the  protections  the  company  receives 
under  the  contract,  any  reason  why  the  city  should 
not  be  er  titled  to  its  share  of  any  saving  in  cost, 
and  the  contract  should  be  so  drawn. 

Also,  the  provision  regarding  depreciation  should 
be  changed  so  that  the  charge  for  depreciation 
should  apply  only  to  the  automatic  lighting  de¬ 
vices.  As  previously  stated,  it  is  impossible  that 
there  should  be  any  depreciation  of  the  present 
plant,  which  has  been  paid  for  many  times. 

Again,  if  automatic  lighting  devices  are  installed 
the  city  gets  no  rebate  on  account  of  savings  in 
operation  unless  the  saving  exceeded  one  dollar  ($1) 
per  lamp  year;  if  the  savings  exceed  one  dollar  per 
lamp  year  the  city  would  be  entitled  to  a  rebate 
from  the  contract  price  of  one-half  of  the  amount 
saved.  This  provision  could  be  manipulated  in 
various  ways  for  the  benefit  of  the  company.  For 
example,  assume  that  the  saving  from  automatic 
fighters  for  the  preceding  year  was  one  dollar  and 


fifty  cents  ($1.50)  per  lamp  year;  the  company 
and  the  city  would  each  be  entitled  to  one-half  the 
saving,  or  seventy- five  (75)  cents  each.  If  the 
company  arranged  its  business,  by  raise  of  salaries, 
higher  payments  for  supplies  to  its  parent  company 
or  otherwise,  so  that  the  saving  appeared  to  be  only 
one  dollar  ($1)  per  lamp  year,  in  that  case  the  com¬ 
pany  would  save  one  dollar  and  the  city  nothing 
per  lamp  year.  The  absurdity  of  the  paragraph 
as  a  workable  provision  in  favor  of  the  city  is 
apparent. 

Many  other  minor  defects  are  apparent  in  the 
contract  and  specifications,  among  them  the  fact 
that  there  appears  to  be  no  provision  in  the  contract 
for  the  care  of  fire  alarm  lamps,  of  which  there  are 
157  with  open  flame  burners.  These  lamps  have 
been  considered  at  a  separate  price  in  previous 
contracts.  It  is  unnecessary  to  enumerate  further 
defects,  as  those  above  outlined  should  be  sufficient 
to  prevent  the  approval  of  the  contract. 

C.  Are  the  Prices  Unreasonable  Under  the  Con¬ 
ditions  Existing  in  Boston? 

In  order  that  the  figures  in  the  contracts  sub¬ 
mitted  may  be  intelligently  considered,  it  has  been 
necessary  for  me  to  revise  my  estimate  of  the  cost 
of  street  lighting  by  different  types  of  street  lamps 
which  were  contained  in  Appendix  A  of  the  report 
of  the  Finance  Commission  on  street  lighting  sub¬ 
mitted  to  his  Honor  the  Mayor  on  April  29,  1911. 
Since  that  report  was  submitted  conditions  have 
developed  both  to  increase  the  cost  of  street  light¬ 
ing  by  gas  and  to  decrease  the  cost.  The  principal 
conditions  which  increase  the  cost  are: 

First.  The  pay  of  city  laborers  has  been  in¬ 
creased  from  $2.25  a  day  to  $2.50  a  day.  This 
increase  of  25  cents  per  day  will  increase  the  cost 
of  operation  of  street  lamps  by  approximately  $1 
per  year,  if  the  raise  is  applied  to  lamplighters. 

Second.  The  number  of  gas  lamps  in  the  city 
has  been  reduced  from  approximately  11,000  to 
approximately  10,000.  on  account  of  the  recent 
installation  of  a  considerable  number  of  electric 
lights  in  locations  formerly  occupied  by  gas  lamps. 
This  reduction  in  the  number  of  gas  lamps  will 
tend  to  increase  the  cost  per  lamp  year  of  lamps 
operated  by  day  labor,  as  the  overhead  charges, 
such  as  office  expenses,  insurance,  teaming,  etc., 
will  not  be  reduced,  and  will  have  to  be  distributed 
among  a  smaller  number  of  lamps. 

The  conditions  which  tend  to  decrease  the  cost 
of  street  lighting  are: 

First.  Experience  has  shown  that  a  slightly 
greater  number  of  upright  mantle  lamps  per  man 
can  be  safely  estimated  than  was  estimated  in  the 
previous  report. 

Second.  More  definite  information  as  to  prices 
for  automatic  lighters  and  the  savings  that  would 
accrue  from  the  use  of  the  same  has  been  obtained 
than  was  available  when  the  previous  estimates 
were  made. 

Third.  The  provisions  of  the  tariff  bill  recently 
enacted  by  Congress  made  reductions  in  the  tariff 
on  street  lamps  and  the  supplies  for  the  same 
which  will  have  a  very  material  effect  in  reducing 
the  cost  of  street  lighting  by  imported  lamps, 
such  as  the  Graetzin  lamp. 

Copies  of  the  revised  estimates  in  detail  are 
hereto  appended  and  marked  Appendix  A. 

In  the  following  report  only  the  totals  of  these 
estimates  will  be  used.  These  totals  show  as 
follows: 

First.  That  the  cost  to  the  Rising  Sun  Street 
Lighting  Company  for  lighting  the  streets  under 
the  proposed  contract,  using  their  present  methods, 
with  wages  at  $2  a  day  for  lamplighters,  will  be 
approximately  $11.56,  or  a  profit  of  only  44  cents 
per  lamp  year,  if  they  obtain  the  entire  amount 
paid  to  the  Boston  Consolidated  Gas  Company 
under  the  operating  contract,  not  including  any 
allowance  for  depreciation  of  plant  or  interest 
charges.  If,  however,  the  Rising  Sun  Street 
Lighting  Company  installs  automatic  lighters  it  is 
possible  that  the  cost  of  operating  the  plant  may 
be  reduced  by  approximately  $3.34.  Of  this  cost 
one-half,  or  $1.67,  will  be  allowed  the  city  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  contract;  the  other  half  being  obtained 
by  the  Rising  Sun  Street  Lighting  Company, 
making  a  possible  profit  of  $1.99  to  the  Rising 
Sun  Street  Lighting  Company.  Under  this  divi¬ 
sion  it  will  be  possible  that  the  city  would  have 
the  cost  of  its  street  lighting  reduced  to  $19.33 
per  lamp  year. 

Second.  If  the  city  should  install  inverted 
mantle  lamps  of  the  Graetzin  type  it  would  be 
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possible  to  operate  same,  with  hand  lighting  and 
with  wages  at  $2.50  a  day,  for  $21.96  per  lamp 
year,  including  interest  and  sinking  fund  charges. 
If  such  an  installation  were  equipped  with  auto¬ 
matic  lighters  it  might  be  possible  to  reduce  the 
cost  by  approximately  $3.41  per  lamp  year,  making 
a  net  cost  to  the  city  of  $18.55  per  lamp  year, 
or  78  cents  lower  than  the  lowest  price  which  it 
would  be  possible  for  the  city  to  obtain  under 
the  proposed  contract  with  the  Boston  Consolidated 
Gas  Company.  In  addition  the  city  would  secure 
a  greater  volume  of  light  and  better  distribution 
than  it  is  possible  to  obtain  with  the  present  equip¬ 
ment  of  the  Rising  Sun  Street  Lighting  Company 
now  in  use. 

If  the  volume  of  light  and  the  distribution  of 
the  same  by  the  present  upright  mantle  lamps 
were  equal  to  the  volume  and  distribution  furnished 
by  the  inverted  mantle  lamp,  or  the  60  candle 
power  electric  lamp,  it  would  be  a  close  question 
whether  the  city  should  adopt  the  proposed  con¬ 
tract,  install  a  municipal  plant  of  inverted  mantle 
lamps,  or  replace  the  gas  lamps  with  incandescent 
electric  lamps.  Considering  the  actual  conditions, 
that  the  present  equipment  of  the  Rising  Sun 
Street  Lighting  Company  cannot  be  made  to 
furnish  60  candle  power  per  lamp  continuously 
unless  an  excess  amount  of  gas  is  burned,  as  wiil 
either  the  inverted  mantle  lamps  or  the  60  candle 
power  lamps  of  the  Edison  Company  at  $21.14 
per  lamp  year,  it  is  clear  that  under  existing  condi¬ 
tions  either  a  city-owned  equipment  of  inverted 
lamps  should  be  installed,  or  a  contract  should  be 
made  for  lighting  the  entire  city  with  electricity. 
As  another  consideration,  the  chance  of  securing 
lower  cost  of  lighting  through  improved  apparatus 
is  much  greater  as  regards  electricity  than  as 
regards  gas.  Inventions  are  constantly  being 
made  to  improve  the  efficiency  and  also  reduce  the 
cost  of  the  electric  light,  while  the  only  chance  of 
securing  a  lower  price  for  gas  lamps  is  the  increased 
business  to  the  gas  company,  whereby  their  over¬ 
head  charges  and  manufacturing  costs  can  be 
extended  to  cover  a  greater  amount  of  gas  manu¬ 
factured.  The  other  large  element  entering  into 
the  cost  of  gas  lamps,  to  wit,  the  labor,  is  increasing 
from  year  to  year.  The  cost  of  supplies,  while 
they  may  not  be  materially  increased  in  the  near 
future,  will  certainly  not  be  greatly  decreased. 
The  only  arguments  that  can  be  advanced  with 
any  force  for  the  use  of  gas  for  street  lighting  are 
that  in  certain  very  limited  areas  of  the  city  both 
gas  and  electric  lighting  are  at  present  in  service 
and  in  these  small  areas  if  one  service  should  fail 
there  would  be  a  certain  amount  of  illumination 
furnished  by  the  other  service.  For  this  slight 
advantage  the  city  is  obliged  to  pay  an  excessive 
price  for  an  inferior  illumination. 

The  nitrogen  filled  tungsten  incandescent  lamp, 
which  was  referred  to  by  the  Finance  Commission 
in  its  report  to  the  City  Council  on  July  18,  1913, 
has  b»en  rapidly  developed  since  that  time. 
Sample  lamps  of  large  candle  power  have  been 
operated  for  some  time  in  Boston  for  street  lighting 
purposes  and  there  seems  to  be  no  doubt  they  are 
satisfactory  as  an  illuminant  and  are  operated 
with  a  current  consumption  of  approximately  one- 
half  the  current  consumption  which  is  used  by  the 
ordinary  form  of  tungsten  lamp.  Small  candle 
power  lamps  have  been  developed  so  that  they  are 
practical  for  use  on  electric  circuits  of  certain 
characters.  Lamps  of  40  candle  power  have  so 
far  developed  as  to  be  used  satisfactorily  for 
interior  lighting,  and  I  am  informed  that  such 
lamps  will  be  installed  on  the  streets  in  New  York 
City  for  street  lighting  purposes  in  a  very  short 
time.  These  small  lamps  take  approximately  two- 
thirds  of  the  current  of  the  present  tungsten 
lamps.  There  seems  to  be  no  doubt  that  within 
a  very  short  time  the  nitrogen  filled  lamp  will  be 
so  developed  as  to  be  used  for  all  service  wffiere 
tungsten  lamps  are  used  at  the  present  time, 
with  a  considerable  economy  of  current. 

As  the  commission  is  aware,  the  cost  of  tungsten 
lamps  at  present  for  equal  illumination  is  less  than 
the  price  that  has  yet  been  offered  for  gas  lamps 
and  the  use  of  the  nitrogen  filled  lamp  will  still 
further  increase  the  advantage  of  the  electric 
lamp. 

Conclusions. 

In  consideration  of  the  foregoing  facts  definite 
recommendations  are  very  difficult  to  formulate. 
One  matter  is  clear — ’the  contract  under  considera¬ 
tion  should  be  rejected.  The  difficulty  arises  in 
determining  what  action  should  be  taken  after 


the  present  contract  has  been  definitely  rejected. 
Five  plans  suggest  themselves: 

1.  Substitute  either  40  or  60  candle  power 
electric  lamps  in  place  of  the  present  gas  lamps. 
The  adoption  of  the  40  candle  power  lamp  would 
give  at  least  as  good  illumination  as  is  obtained 
from  the  present  gas  lamps  at  a  much  lower  price 
than  in  the  proposed  contract.  If  the  60  candle 
power  lamp  were  used,  the  illumination  would  be 
much  better  than  from  the  Rising  Sun  Company’s 
lamp  and  the  present  cost  would  be  about  the  same 
as  under  the  proposed  contract.  As  already 
stated,  the  chances  of  a  reduction  in  the  price  of 
electricity  are  much  greater  than  of  a  reduction 
in  the  price  of  gas  lighting,  and  it  is  a  practical 
certainty  that  for  a  ten-year  contract  the  electric 
service  would  furnish  better  illumination  at  lower 
prices  than  would  the  gas  service.  The  only 
objections  to  the  adoption  of  electric  lighting 
throughout  the  city  are  on  account  of  losing 
double  service  in  certain  restricted  areas  of  the 
city,  where  the  illumination  is  at  present  divided 
betweefl  gas  and  electricity,  and  the  fact  that  the 
electricity  in  the  suburbs  is  furnished  by  overhead 
wires  that  occasionally  are  disabled  by  the  severe 
storms  in  the  winter  season,  thereby  temporarily 
interrupting  the  service.  That  the  first  objection 
is  of  sufficient  importance  to  outweigh  the  advan¬ 
tages  of  electric  lighting,  I  doubt,  and  the  second 
objection  will  disappear  as  wires  are  placed  under¬ 
ground. 

2.  The  city  can  install  an  equipment  of  inverted 
mantle  lamps  as  suggested  in  the  various  previous 
reports  of  the  Finance  Commission.  As  between 
the  continuation  of  the  present  equipment  of  the 
Rising  Sun  Street  Lighting  Company  at  the  prices 
proposed  or  the  installation  of  inverted  mantle 
lamps,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  city  should 
install  inverted  mantle  lamps.  The  price  at  which 
they  could  be  operated  with  city  labor  at  $2.50  a 
day  is  only  slightly  higher  than  the  price  bid  by  the 
gas  company,  and  the  superior  illumination  which 
would  be  furnished  by  these  lamps  would  in  my 
opinion  more  than  offset  the  increased  price.  If 
automatic  lighting  should  be  successfully  applied, 
the  price  for  inverted  mantle  lamps  would  be 
below  any  price  which  could  be  reached  under  the 
proposed  contract.  If  the  city  had  installed 
inverted  mantle  lamps  after  the  first  recommenda¬ 
tion  by  the  Finance  Commission,  practically  two- 
fifths  of  the  investment  would  have  been  retired  at 
the  present  time  and  the  difference  between  the 
price  at  which  the  lamps  could  have  been  operated 
and  the  price  paid  the  Rising  Sun  Street  Lighting 
Company  during  the  past  four  years  would  have 
amounted  to  a  sum  of  more  than  one-half  of  the 
remainder  of  the  investment.  The  uncertainty 
as  to  whether  inverted  mantle  lamps  should  be 
installed  at  the  present  time  arises  not  through  any 
doubt  as  to  whether  the  present  contract  should 
be  rejected,  but  whether  it  would  not  be  better  to 
adopt  electric  lighting. 

3.  The  third  plan  would  be  to  continue  the 
present  gas  lighting,  equipment  at  a  lower  price 
until  the  gas  company  has  developed  automatic 
lighting  to  such  an  extent  as  to  enable  the  company 
to  make  an  offer  under  suitable  specifications  that 
would  warrant  the  city  in  accepting  gas  lighting  in 
competition  with  electric  lighting.  That  the  gas 
company  would  be  able  to  make  such  an  offer 
in  the  future  I  doubt.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that 
the  days  of  successful  competition  for  street  lighting 
between  electricity  and  gas  are  nearly  over.  At 
the  present  time  the  electric  companies  have  all 
the  advantage  and  the  gas  companies  cannot 
approach  the  prices  of  the  electric  companies  and 
give  equal  illumination,  unless  some  new  form  of 
lamp  is  adopted  and  automatic  attachments  used 
to  reduce  the  labor  cost.  If  such  means  are  taken 
it  is  probable  that  competition  can  be  continued 
successfully  for  a  few  more  years. 

4.  The  city  could  replace  the  gas  lamps  in  the 
underground  territory  of  thb  Edison  Company 
and  install  inverted  mantle  lamps  in  the  suburbs. 
About  2,000  of  the  present  gas  lamps  could  be 
displaced.  This  plan  would  call  for  the  purchase 
of  approximately  7,000  inverted  mantle  lamps. 

5.  The  city  could  install  electric  lamps  as  above 
and  allow  the  present  equipment  of  the  Rising  Sun 
Company  to  be  used  for  lighting  the  suburbs  under 
a  form  of  contract  that  would  properly  protect 
the  rights  of  the  city.

“Ordered,  That  the  Finance  Commission  be 
requested  to  investigate  the  matter  of  city  lighting, 
and  advise  the  City  Council  as  to  the  proposed 
new  contract  with  the  Edison  Electric  Illuminating 
Company,  and  the  proposed  contract  with  the 
Boston  Consolidated  Gas  Company.” 

The  commission  on  May  11,  1914,  filed  with 
your  honorable  body  a  report  on  the  proposed 
contract  with  the  Boston  Consolidated  Gas 
Company. 

The  commission  has  made  an  examination  of 
the  various  electric  light  contracts  since  the  first 
was  made  in  February,  1882.  This  shows  a  steady 
decline  in  the  prices  charged  by  the  electric  lighting 
companies  (including  the  Edison  Electric  Illumi¬ 
nating  Company)  which  have  had  contracts  for 
lighting  the  streets  of  Boston.  Improved  methods 
for  producing  electricity  have  made  possible  this 
decrease  in  prices.  The  price  paid,  with  one 
exception,  from  1882  to  1890  was  $237.25  per  arc 
light  per  year.  From  1890  to  1898  the  price  was 
successively  reduced  until  in  1898  a  contract  for 
ten  years  was  made  at  a  price  of  $118.39  per  arc 
light  per  year.  Under  the  contract  of  1909,  which 
is  at  present  in  force,  the  price  per  arc  light  per 
year  is  $103.54.  The  price  of  $103.54  was  for  an 
arc  light  three  times  the  illuminating  power  of  the 
one  previously  used. 

The  proposed  contract  makes  a  .reduction  on 
arc  lights  to  $87.50  per  year.  It  has  been  estimated 
by  the  engineer  of  the  Finance  Commission  that 
the  saving  for  Boston  under  such  a  contract  will 
be  $62,837  annually.  No  reduction,  however,  is 
made  in  the  proposed  contract  in  the  price  of 
incandescent  lamps  below  the  price  charged  in  the 
contract  of  1909.  Approximately  8,205  electric 
lights  of  various  kinds  illuminate  the  streets  of 
Boston  at  the  present  time,  of  which  4,541  are  arc 
lights,  costing  $470,175.14  yearly,  and  3,664  low- 
power  incandescent  lamps,  costing  $73,918.99;  a 
total  of  $544,094.13  yearly. 

None  of  the  contracts  for  electric  lighting  pro¬ 
vided  any  means  for  arbitration  of  the  price  during 
the  term  of  the  contract,  until  the  ten-year  con¬ 
tract  of  1898  was  made.  Acting  under  the  arbi¬ 
tration  clause  in  that  contract  the  Mayor  of  Boston 
in  1907  attempted  to  secure  a  reduction  in  the 
price.  The  result  reached  by  the  arbitrators 
was  that  the  city  was  not  only  not  entitled  to  a 
reduction  in  price,  but  that  the  city  should  actually 
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have  been  charged  more  than  was  paid  under  the 
terms  of  the  contract.  As  this  latter  conclusion 
was  obviously  wrong,  the  method  of  computing 
the  company’s  investment  was  changed  by  mutual 
consent  of  the  arbitrators  under  clause  three  of 
the  contract.  The  result  then  showed  that  the 
city  was  entitled  to  a  reduction.  When  negotia¬ 
tions  for  the  1909  contract  were  being  made,  it 
was  determined  that  the  arbitration  clause  of  the 
1898  contract  was  too  involved  in  its  phraseology 
and,  in  order  to  remedy  this  defect,  the  clause 
was  revised  to  make  it  practical  and  workable. 
The  provision  for  arbitration  in  the  pending  con¬ 
tract  is  the  same  as  that  inserted  in  the  contract 
of  1909.  The  city,  however,  has  neglected  to  use 
the  arbitration  clause  in  the  contract  of  1909  for 
the  purpose  of  obtaining  if  possible  a  reduction 
in  the  cost  of  street  lighting. 

1.  Price. 

In  the  present  year  1914,  the  Edison  Company 
is  prepared  to  make  a  reduction  of  $  16.04  per  arc 
light  from  the  price  of  1909,  provided  the  city 
authorities  are  willing  to  make  a  ten-year  contract. 

The  price  for  electric  street  lighting  in  other 
cities  form  no  true  comparison  for  Boston,  because, 
it  is  claimed,  the  conditions  in  these  cities  in  many 
respects  are  different.  Some  of  the  conditions 
which  make  a  variance  in  cost,  and  which  should 
be  compared  in  a  study  of  the  comparative  prices 
charged,  are  as  follows:  Equipment,  operation, 
coal,  oil  used  for  fuel,  use  of  water  power,  cost  of 
labor,  the  degree  of  illumination  furnished,  the 
laws  governing  electric  installation,  use  of  over¬ 
head  wires  or  underground  construction,  varia¬ 
tion  in  character  and  amount  of  taxes  levied, 
interest  rates  on  bonds  issued,  dividends  recog¬ 
nized  as  being  proper  by  the  particular  public 
service  commission  having  control,  and  various 
other  matters.  Comparison  with  other  cities  has 
largely  therefore  had  to  be  abandoned  by  the 
commission,  as  more  than  a  general  guide  to 
determine  whether  or  not  the  price  of  $87.50  is 
a  fair  one. 

2.  Service. 

Comparison  of  the  quality  of  the  service  with 
that  of  other  cities  in  the  country  is  possible  and 
the  commission  is  satisfied  upon  the  evidence 
submitted  to  it  that  Boston  is  as  well  lighted  as 
any  other  city  in  the  country,  with  three  excep¬ 
tions. 

3.  Form  and  Term  of  Contract. 

The  contract  in  form  is  substantially  a  copy  of 
the  contract  of  1909.  Apart  from  the  price,  the 
important  questions  involved  in  the  contract  are 
the  advisability  of  a  ten-year  term  and  the  proper 
form  of  the  clause  providing  for  arbitration. 

As  for  the  ten-year  term,  it  is  more  than  probable 
that  there  wTill  be  a  considerable  improvement  in 
the  methods  of  illumination  and  some  cheapening 
in  the  cost  of  production.  It  is  practically  certain 
that  among  the  improvements  in  electric  lighting 
soon  to  be  announced  is  the  introduction  of  the 
nitrogen  filled  lamp.  The  actual  demonstration 
of  this  lamp  as  a  commercial  proposition  is  yet  to 
be  proven. 

The  clause  in  the  contract  providing  for  arbitra¬ 
tion  is  only  adequate  to  secure  for  the  city  reduc¬ 
tion  in  the  cost  of  street  lighting  through  future 
savings  of  the  company.  But  the  arbitration 
clause  should  not  be  confined  to  future  reductions, 
it  shou'd  take  into  consideration  the  question  of 
what  was  a  fair  price  at  the  beginning  of  the  con¬ 
tract.  The  arbitration  should  also  be  changed  so 
that  if  any  one  of  the  arbitrators  provided  for  in 
the  contract  should  have  expressed  officially  an 
opinion  on  the  reasonableness  of  the  contract 
price  he  should  be  excluded  from  serving.  Further¬ 
more,  as  arbitration  is  useless  unless  the  city  takes 
advantage  of  it,  there  should  be  a  provision  in  the 
contract  that  arbitration  should  be  compulsory 
at  least  once  in  three  years. 

If  the  City  of  Boston  had  requested  arbitration 
of  the  price  paid  under  the  1909  contract  a  reduc¬ 
tion  would  probably  have  been  made,  as  the  Edison 
Company  has  reduced  the  price  to  commercial 
consumers  twice  since  1909;  from  14  to  12,  and 
from  12  to  10  cents  per  kilowatt  hour.  The  City 
of  Boston,  however,  has  made  no  effort  to  obtain 
a  reduction  in  the  price  of  electric  street  lighting. 

4.  Difficulties  in  the  Situation. 

It  is  impossible  at  present  for  the  city  to  secure 
competition  for  electric  street  lighting.  No  com¬ 
pany  except  the  Edison  Electric  Illuminating 


Company  of  Boston  has  a  franchise  to  furnish  elec¬ 
tric  street  lights  to  the  city.  The  city  itself  cannot 
even  lay  an  electric  light  wire  over  or  under  a 
street  and  supply  itself  with  electric  current.  In 
the  case  of  gas  lighting  the  city  can  supply  its  own 
fixtures  and  buy  gas,  if  either  the  service  or  the 
price  furnished  by  private  contractors  is  unsatis¬ 
factory,  but  it  is  impracticable  for  the  city  to 
purchase  and  install  its  own  electrical  equipment 
and  buy  the  current.  Even  the  exact  figures  of 
the  cost  of  electric  lighting  are  obtainable,  if  at  all, 
only  from  the  Edison  Company.  The  gas  and 
electric  light  commissioners  have  no  definite  figures 
covering  all  the  details  of  production.  Further¬ 
more,  with  an  immediate  saving  of  over  $62,000  a 
year  available,  under  the  Edison  Company’s  present 
offer,  the  city  authorities  should  avoid  getting  into 
a  predicament  similar  to  that  in  which  the  city  has 
been  with  the  Rising  Sun  Street  Lighting  Company, 
which  has  continued  to  charge  a  high  price  for  gas 
street  lighting  because  the  city  authorities  have 
been  unable  to  agree  on  which  of  the  more  econom¬ 
ical  plans  suggested  shall  be  adopted. 

In  his  testimony  before  the  Finance  Commission, 
President  Edgar  gave  no  valid  reason  why  the 
Edison  Company  should  not  make  a  five-year  con¬ 
tract  for  electric  street  lighting,  instead  of  the 
present  ten-year  term. 

5.  Recommendations. 

The  commission  recommends: 

1.  That  the  ten-year  contract  offered  by  the 
Edison  Electric  Illuminating  Company  of  Boston 
be  adopted,  provided  the  company  agrees  to  change 
the  arbitration  clause,  so  that  arbitration  shall  be 
compulsory  at  least  once  in  three  years  and  so 
that  the  question  of  the  fairness  of  the  present  or 
a  lower  price  shall  be  determined,  in  addition  to  the 
question  whether  or  not  the  cost  of  production  has 
been  reduced,  and  if  so,  how  much  since  the  date 
of  the  contract. 

2.  That  if  the  Edison  Company  will  not  agree 
to  these  changes  in  the  arbitration  clause  the  city 
insist  upon  a  five-year  term  at  the  same  price  as  is 
now  offered  by  the  company  for  ten  years. 

3.  That  if  the  company  will  not  accept  either 
of  these  propositions,  the  pending  contract  be 
rejected  and  arbitration  be  demanded  immediately 
under  the  provisions  of  the  contract  of  1909  which 
is  now  in  force.

An  Ordinance  Concerning  the  Printing  Department 
of  the  City  of  Boston. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  The  printing  department  shall  be 
under  the  charge  of  the  superintendent  of  printing, 
who  shall  have  charge  of  the  printing  plant  and 
of  all  the  printing  of  the  city,  shall  supply  all 
printing,  binding,  stationery  and  other  office 
supplies,  except  furniture,  used  jay  any  board, 
commission  or  department  for  which  the  city  of 
Boston  is  required  by  law  to  furnish  such  supplies, 
and  shall,  wherever  practicable,  standardize  all 
such  printing,  binding,  stationery  and  other  office 
supplies. 

Sect.  2.  Said  superintendent  shall  number  and 
print  as  city  documents  copies  of  the  mayor’s 
address,  the  department  reports  and  such  other 
matter  as  may  be  ordered  to  be  printed  in  the  form 
of  a  city  document  by  the  city  council  or  by  the 
mayor.  The  number  of  copies  to  be  printed  of 
each  document  shall,  unless  specified  by  the.  city 
council,  be  determined  by  the  mayor;  provided, 
however,  that  the  minimum  shall  be  two  hundred, 
of  which  number  one  hundred  copies  shall  be  bound 
up  in  sets  of  volumes  containing  all  such  city 


documents  with  an  alphabetical  index.  All  city 
documents  and  sets  of  volumes  shall  be  delivered  to 
the  city  messenger  or  other  officer  designated  by 
the  city  council,  and  distributed  in  such  manner  as 
the  city  council  may  direct.  Special  publications 
shall,  from  time  to  time,  be  printed  upon  order 
of  the  city  council  approved  by  the  mayor,  to  which 
the  provisions  of  this  section,  except  as  to  distribu¬ 
tion,  shall  not  apply. 

Sect.  3.  All  printed  matter  done  for  the  city  of 
Boston  shall,  so  far  as  it  can  legally  do  so,  bear  the 
imprint  of  the  union  label  of  the  Allied  Printing 
Trades  Council  of  Boston,  Mass. 

Sect.  4.  The  term  “printing”  in  this  ordinance 
shall  be  construed  to  mean  all  engraving,  stereo¬ 
typing,  electrotyping,  lithographing,  photograph¬ 
ing  and  other  methods  of  work  used  in  illustrating 
books,  so  far  as  the  same  are  to  be  applied  to  any 
documents  printed  for  or  by  the  city  government 
or  any  of  its  departments.  The  terms  “binding” 
and  “stationery”  shall  also  be  given  the  fullest 
meaning. 

Sect.  5.  Said  superintendent  shall,  in  his 
annual  report,  include  a  statement  of  the  cost  of 
printing,  binding,  stationery  and  office  supplies, 
supplied  to  each  department. 

Sect.  6.  Chapter  thirty-one  of  the  Revised 
Ordinances  of  1898,  as  amended,  is  hereby  re¬ 
pealed.

thereon.  Upon  completion  of  the  investigation  the 
corporation  counsel  or  his  assistants  shall  present 
a  report  to  the  committee  on  claims  recommending 
a  settlement  for  an  amount  named  in  said  report, 
or  disapproving  such  claim.  The  committee  on 
claims  shall  have  authority  to  settle  any  such 
claim,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  mayor,  for 
the  amount  recommended  by  the  law  department 
or  for  a  less  amount,  or  reject  the  proposed  settle¬ 
ment.  No  such  settlement  shall  be  made  for  an 
amount  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars.  Nothing 
herein  contained  shall  affect  the  provisions  of 
existing  ordinances  respecting  the  settlement  of 
claims  upon  which  suits  have  been  entered. 

Sect.  2.  Section  seventeen  of  chapter  three  of 
the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1898  is  here  repealed. 

The  ordinance  was  passed. 


PAYMENT  TO  EDWIN  J.  EGAN. 

President  McDONALD  called  up  unfinished 
business  No.  3,  viz.:

In  lines  19,  20,  21  and  22  by  striking  out  the 
w'ords  “and  may,  in  the  care  of  matters  before  the 
legislature,  expend  in  any  year  a  sum  not  exceeding 
two  thousand  dollars,  to  be  charged  to  the  appro¬ 
priation  for  incidental  expenses  of  the  city  council.” 

In  lines  25,  26,  27  and  28  by  striking  out  the 
words  “shall  annually  prepare  and  lay  before  the 
board  of  aldermen  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  a 
revision  of  the  regulations  of  the  board  of  aldermen, 
containing  all  regulations  in  force  on  the  first  day  of 
the  year.” 
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In  lines  46,  47  and  48  by  striking  out  the  words 
“the  same  to  be  charged  to  the  appropriation  for 
incidental  expenses,  or  to  such  appropriation  as  he 
deems  the  proper  one.’’

STREET  LIGHTING. 

The  following  was  received: 

New  York,  June  1,  1914. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Members  of  the  Boston  City 
Council: 

Gentlemen, — In  the  matter  of  the  approval  by 
the  City  Council  under  the  charter  of  the  contract 
dated  March  19,  1914,  with  the  city  as  proposed 
by  the  Boston  Consolidated  Gas  Company  for 
lighting  with  gas  the  public  streets,  parks  and 
alleys,  the  Public  Lighting  Service  Corporation 
begs  to  call  the  attention  of  the  City  Council 
particularly  to  certain  provisions  of  the  city 
charter  (Acts  1909,  chapter  486),  the  requirements 
of  which  would  seem  essential  to  be  observed  for 
the  protection  of  the  interests  of  the  city  and  of  all 
parties  concerned.  We  refer  especially  to  the 
provisions  set  forth  in  section  30,  in  section  8  and 
section  6,  respecting  the  making  of  a  contract  for 
street  lighting  and  approval  thereof  conformably 
to  law. 

As  appears  of  record  in  the  proceedings  of  the 
City  Council,  March  23,  1914,  as  printed  in  the 
City  Record  of  March  28,  on  pages  198-202, 
inclusive,  the  officer  in  charge  of  the  Public  Works 
Department,  Commissioner  L.  K.  Rourke,  on 
March  19,  1914,  purporting  to  act  under  section  30 
of  the  city  charter,  made  and  executed  the  contract 
for  gas  lighting  which  is  now  submitted  for  approval 
to  your  honorable  Board  under  section  6  of  the 
charter. 

Public  hearings  were  held  on  the  proposed  gas 
and  electric  lighting  contracts  on  April  22  and 
April  28,  as  appears  in  the  stenographic  record  of 
the  reports  of  the  hearing  by  the  official  stenog¬ 
rapher,  to  which  reference  is  hereby  made  as  if  a 
part  hereof. 

We  beg  to  call  the  City  Council’s  attention  again 
to  the  fact  referred  to  in  the  report  of  the  Chamber 
of  Commerce  Committee  submitted  at  the  hearing 
of  April  28,  pursuant  to  the  invitation  of  the  order 
of  the  City  Council  of  March  28,  “that  contrary  to 
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the  usual  custom  in  such  matters  neither  the 
electric  nor  the  gas  contract  has  been  approved  as 
to  form  by  the  City  Law  Department,  a  custom 
of  submitting  these  contracts  to,  the  Law  Depart¬ 
ment  appears  to  be  essential  to  the  protection  of 
the  city  interests,”  and  that  the  committee  reported 
that  as  at  present  framed  ‘‘neither  of  the  lighting 
contracts  now  before  the  City  Council  ought  to  be 
approved.” 

We  beg  to  ask  that  the  lighting  contracts  be  not 
approved  in  order  that  proposals  for  lighting  may 
be  advertised  for  competitive  bidding  as  prescribed 
by  section  30  of  the  city  charter.  We  make  this 
request  for  fair  play  in  order  that  this  company, 
which  was  the  lowest  responsible  bidder  for  street 
lighting  by  gas  prior  to  the  meeting  of  the  Council 
on  March  23,  may  have  an  opportunity  to  bid  for 
the  work  in  accordance  with  the  prescribed  require¬ 
ments  of  section  30  of  the  city  charter.  If  this  gas 
lighting  contract  is  to  be  given  to  anybody  by 
private  bidding  who  was  prepared  to  give  the 
usual  bond  for  the  faithful  performance  of  any 
work  the  city  might  contract  for  with  it,  the  city 
could  have  awarded  the  contract  to  the  Public 
Lighting  Service  Corporation  as  the  lowest  respon¬ 
sible  bidder  prior  to  the  meeting  at  3  p.  m.,  on 
March  23,  of  the  City  Council,  at  which  the 
proposed  contract  with  the  Boston  Consolidated 
Gas  Company  was  submitted  by  the  Mayor  and 
the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works. 

We  also  beg  to  call  the  City  Council’s  attention 
that  the  Boston  Finance  Commission,  invited 
by  the  City  Council  by  its  order  of  March  23,  to 
investigate  the  matter  of  city  lighting  and  advise 
the  Council  as  to  the  proposed  contract  with  the 
Boston  Consolidated  Gas  Company,  reported  on 
May  11,  1914,  as  appears  of  record  in  the  City 
Record  of  May  16,  1914,  that  ‘‘the  contract  for 
street  lighting  by  gas  now  under  consideration  be 
rejected.” 

We  make  only  general  reference  to  the  proceed¬ 
ings  at  the  hearings  of  April  22  and  April  28,  as 
the  same  appear  of  record  in  the  stenographic 
report.  The  reasons  why  the  Boston  Finance 
Commission  recommended  the  rejection  of  the 
contract  also  appear  of  record  in  the  City  Record 
of  May  16,  1914,  on  pages  468  and  469,  to  which 
reference  is  hereby  made  the  same  as  if  it  were  a 
part  hereof. 

We  beg  to  call  the  City  Council’s  particular 
attention  that  to  comply  with  the  recommenda¬ 
tions  of  the  Boston  Finance  Commission  and  of 
the  Chamber  of  Commerce  in  the  various  impor¬ 
tant  changes  in  the  terms  and  conditions  and  form 
of  the  proposed  contract,  which  it  appears  to  be 
generally  conceded  are  necessary  to  protect  the 
interests  of  the  city  and  of  all  parties  concerned, 
an  essentially  new  contract  from  the  contract  as 
proposed  is  necessary;  that  section  8  of  the  city 
charter  in  express  terms  prohibits  the  City  Council, 
directly  or  indirectly,  from  taking  part  in  the 
making  of  contracts,  and  that  in  view  of  the  grave 
importance  and  magnitude  of  the  proposed  con¬ 
tracts  no  negligence  or  anything  else  should  pre¬ 
vent  the  city  from  being  protected  in  its  interests 
as  prescribed  by  section  30  of  the  city  charter. 
We  therefore  ask  the  City  Council  to  reject  the 
contract  as  proposed  in  order  not  to  waste  in 
contracts  for  street  lighting  hundreds  of  thousands 
of  dollars  which  could  be  saved  over  the  prices 
now  paid  for  street  lighting  if  the  Commissioner 
of  Public  W orks  would  obey  the  law  and  advertise 
for  proposals  for  bids  for  lighting  the  streets  by 
gas  and  by  electricity  as  required  to  do  by  the 
provisions  of  section  30  of  the  city  charter.  We 
believe  that  under  the  statute  and  under  the  com¬ 
mon  law  the  lowest  bidder  must  be  recognized  in 
Boston;  and  that  competition  to  the  interests 
of  the  gas  trust  is  of  great  importance  to  the  city 
and  the  citizens,  especially  in  view  of  the  low 
heating  power  of  the  gas  now  used  in  incandescent 
mantle  street  lighting,  where,  according  to  the 
admission  of  the  Street  Commissioner,  not  40- 
candle  power  of  the  60-candle  power  required  by 
the  candle  power  contracts  has  been  furnished,  and 
the  city  has  for  many  years  paid  for  half  again 
as  much  light  for  street  lighting  by  gas  as  it  has 
received,  as  appears  of  record  in  the  reports  of  the 
Boston  Finance  Commission  submitted  to  the 
City  Council  May  11,  1914,  and  in  previous 
reports  there  referred  to  for  many  years.

CONFIRMATION  OF  APPOINTMENTS. 

President  McDONALD  called  up  unfinished 
business,  No.  1,  viz.: 

1.  Action  on  appointments  submitted  by  the 
Mayor  May  25,  of  Joseph  J.  McWeeney  and 
Isaac  Silber  to  be  Constables  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

The  question  came  on  confirmation.  Committee 
— Coun.  Ballantyne  and  Watson.  Whole  number 
of  ballots  cast  8,  yeas  8,  and  the  appointments 
were  confirmed. 


FINANCE. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE,  for  the  Committee  on 
Finance,  submitted  the  following: 

(1)  Report  on  message  of  Mayor,  communica¬ 
tion  and  order  (referred  May  25)  for  loan  of  $100,000 
for  construction  of  artificial  stone  sidewalks — 
that  the  order  ought  not  to  pass. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE — Mr.  President,  I  move 
you,  sir,  that  the  report  of  the  committee  with  the 
order  be  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

Coun.  KENNY — Mr.  President,  may  I  inquire 
why  that  action  is  desired?  That  wasn’t  the 
understanding,  if  I  remember  rightly. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE — Mr.  President,  as  I 
understand  there  are  several  members  of  the 
Council  who  dissent  from  this  report,  and  it  was 
understood  that  this  would  be  sent  to  the  Executive 
Committee  so  that  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  could  appear  before  that  committee  and 
explain  just  what  sidewalks  were  meant  by  that 
order,  and  then  it  could  be  acted  upon  in  the 
Executive  Committee. 

Coun.  KENNY — The  Committee  on  Finance 
this  afternoon  threshed  that  matter  out,  I  thought 
very  carefully  and  very  fully.  The  committee 
took  the  position  that  this  meant  maintenance, 
and  that  therefore  the  Council  would  be  adverse 
to  passing  a  loan  order  for  maintenance  purposes. 
And  it  was  on  that  theory,  Mr.  President,  that  we 
acted,  and  upon  that  theory  we  sent  in  this  report — 
that  this  would  be  a  loan  for  the  purpose  of  raising 
money,  which  should  properly  be  on  maintenance. 
That  is  why  I  voted  against  it,  and  I  believe  that 
is  why  the  majority  of  the  members  voted  against 
it.  Therefore,  I  do  not  see  why  it  should  be  sent 
to  the  Executive  Committee. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE — Mr.  President,  there 
was  no  agreement  on  the  part  of  the  Committee  on 
Finance  to  have  this  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee.  I  simply  stated  after  the  meeting 
adjourned  that  I  w'ould  so  move.  If  the  Council 
sees  fit  to  act  otherwise,  all  right,  but  I  agreed  with 
several  members  that  I  would  make  that  motion. 

Coun.  WOODS — Mr.  President,  when  this 
matter  was  voted  on  in  the  committee  I  dissented, 
and  Coun.  Watson  dissented,  and  Coun.  McDonald 
also  dissented.  It  was  a  question  whether  this 
came  under  maintenance  or  not,  and  it  was  under¬ 
stood  that  we  would  withdraw  our  dissent  and 
have  it  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee.  I 
do  not  care  which  you  do,  whether  you  refer  it  to 
the  Executive*  Committee  or  kill  it  here.  I  want 
to  put  myself  on  record  as  saying  that  $100,000 
for  granolithic  sidewalks  is  much  needed.  You 
pass  an  order  for  improving  the  streets  that  calls 
for  relaying  the  street  and  relaying  the  sidewalks, 
but  there  is  many  an  old  street  in  Boston  that 
ought  to  have  granolithic  sidewalks,  and  it  isn’t 
fair  to  say  that  the  abutters  in  those  streets  should 
have  to  pay  two-thirds  of  the  cost.  As  long  as 
the  Mayor  is  willing  to  take  the  responsibility  of 
spending  $100,000  I  do  not  care  whether  it  is  for 
maintenance  or  for  permanent  improvement,  or 
what  it  is.  I  know  our  condition  in  Brighton  is 
that  we  haven’t  had  a  granolithic  sidewalk  put 
there  by  the  city  in  years.  The  other  day  I  showed 
some  members  of  the  Council  a  street  that  was 
put  there — granolithic  sidewalks  and  no  house  at 
all  on  either  side  of  the  street.  That  is  the  wray 
things  have  been  put  through  here,  but  wdiile  I  am 
a  member  of  the  Council  I  am  going  to  see  that 
certain  parts  of  the  city  get  wrhat  is  properly  belong¬ 
ing  to  them.  I  want  to  say  that  I  am  in  favor  of 
this  $100,000  for  the  granolithic  sidewralks,  as  sent 
to  us  by  the  Mayor,  and  if  it  is  going  to  be  referred 
to  the  Executive  Committee  I  want  to  be  put 
dowm  as  a  dissenter  on  it.  The  condition  of  affairs 
in  my  part  of  the  town,  I  want  to  say,  is  such  that 
we  need  a  great  deal  of  sidewalks  there.  I  have  to 
wade  up  to  my  knees  in  mud  many  a  time  through 
certain  streets,  and  children  have  to  wade  through 
the  mud  also,  and  I  think  that  $100,000  is  not 
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half  enough.  If  the  ord^r  is  going  to  be  referred 
to  the  Executive  Committee  I  want  to  be  put 
down  as  a  dissenter. 

Coun.  COLLINS — Mr.  President,  since  I  have 
been  a  member  of  this  Council,  going  on  five  years, 
the  money  for  sidewalks  has  always  come  from  the 
maintenance  end,  or  from  the  Public  Works 
Department.  In  other  words,  the  money  has  come 
from  the  tax  levy.  As  one  member  of  the  Council 
who  has  put  in  a  great  many  orders  for  sidewalks 
I  can  say  that  I  am  strongly  in  favor  of  artificial 
stone  sidewalks.  But  the  financial  policy  which 
we  have  held  to  strongly  for  the  past  five  years  is 
that  for  current  expenses  or  for  expenses  of  a 
recurrent  nature  the  money  should  come  from  the 
tax  levy.  There  is  a  Reserve  Fund,  money  may  be 
transferred  from  the  Reserve  Fund,  and  i  am  sure 
that  this  Council  will  unanimously  go  on  record 
in  favor  of  a  transfer  from  the  Reserve  Fund  for 
granolithic  sidewalks.  But  the  money  should  not 
be  borrowed.  There  were  two  members  of  this 
Council  who  were  not  present  at  that  conference; 
accordingly  I  second  the  motion  of  the  chairman 
of  the  committee  in  order  that  all  the  members 
may  have  an  opportunity  to  discuss  this. 

Coun.  KENNY — Mr.  President,  I  am  going  to 
yield  also  to  the  suggestion  of  the  member  opposite; 
so  long  as  anybody  desires  to  discuss  it  I  have  no 
objection  to  it  being  discussed.  My  friend  from 
Brighton  refers  to  being  prepared  to  vote  for  it 
whether  it  comes  out  of  maintenance  or  whether 
it  comes  out  of  a  loan,  and  harks  back  to  some  old 
days.  I  suppose  he  refers  to  the  Board  of  Aider- 
men.  It  may  as  well  be  understood  that  we  are 
not  doing  business  here  by  the  same  methods  as 
characterized  the  old  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the 
City  of  Boston. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  want  to  put 
myself  on  record  publicly  in  this  matter,  too,  as 
well  as  the  member  from  Brighton  and  the  other 
gentlemen  of  the  Council.  There  is  a  great  deal 
of  doubt  in  my  mind  whether  or  not  we  should 
spend  $100,000  for  thirty  miles  of  granolithic 
sidewalks,  and  whether  if  it  is  a  permanent  im¬ 
provement  the  future  should  not  take  care  of  it. 
The  life  of  a  granolithic  sidewalk  is  thirty  to  thirty- 
five  years,  I  am  informed.  And  I  think  that  when 
future  generations  are  going  to  benefit  from  some¬ 
thing  they  ought  to  at  least  pay  their  share  of  it. 
Of  course  I  shall  vote  to  refer  it  to  the  Executive 
Committee,  and  if  the  Superintendent  of  the  Public 
Works  Department,  Mr.  Rourke,  will  satisfy  me 
that  it  is  a  proper  loan  I  shall  vote  for  it  finally. 

The  report  ef  the  committee  was  referred  to  the 
Executive  Committee. 

(2)  Report  on  order  (referred  April  6)  for  loan 
of  $500,000  for  highways,  making  of— recommend¬ 
ing  passage  of  order  in  the  following  new  draft: 

Ordered,  That  the  sum  of  four  hundred 
thousand  dollars  ($400,000)  be  and  hereby  is 
appropriated  for  Highways,  Making  of,  under  the 
provisions  of  chapter  393  of  the  Acts  of  1906,  and 
that  to  meet  said  appropriation  the  City  Treasurer 
be  and  hereby  is  authorized  to  issue,  from  time 
to  time,  upon  the  request  of  the  Mayor,  bonds  or 
certificates  of  indebtedness  of  the  city  to  said 
amount. 

Report  accepted;  order  given  its  first  reading 
and  passed,  yeas  9. 

The  order  will  take  its  final  reading  not  less  than 
two  weeks  from  to-day. 

(3)  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  order 
(referred  April  22)  for  loan  of  $800,000  for  high¬ 
ways,  making  of — that  the  order  ought  not  to  pass, 
without  prejudice. 

The  question  came  on  the  report  of  the  com¬ 
mittee  and  the  rejection  of  the  order. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE— Mr.  President,  for  the 
Committee  on  Finance  I  wish  to  state  that  the 
committee  received  a  communication  some  time 
ago  from  the  Finance  Commission  requesting  that 
the  Council  postpone  action  on  this  order  until 
such  time  as  they  could  make  a  report.  That 
report  has  not  yet  been  forthcoming,  and  the 
order  running  against  time,  the  committee  thought 
that  the  best  way  to  take  care  of  it  was  to  reject 
it,  without  prejudice.  If  that  prevails,  I  hold  in 
my  hand  another  order  for  $400,000,  which  if 
passed  will  equal  the  $800,000  loan. 

Report  accepted;  order  rejected,  without  preju¬ 
dice. 

(4)  Report  on  order  (referred  1913)  for  loan  of 
ten  thousand  dollars  for  convenience  station, 
Roxbury  Crossing — that  the  order  ought  to  pass. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  just  a  word. 

I  am  satisfied  this  order  will  receive  the  unanimous 
vote  of  the  Council  to-day,  but  I  say  these  few 


words  in  the  hope  that  his  Honor  the  Mayor  may 
perhaps  hear  of  what  I  said.  This  is  an  improve¬ 
ment  that  Roxbury  has  been  wraiting  for  for  many 
years.  It  is  sadly  and  seriously  needed,  and  I 
trust  that  there  will  be  no  veto  forthcoming  on  the 
proposition. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  order  given  its 
first  reading  and  passed,  yeas  9. 

The  order  will  take  its  final  reading  not  less 
than  fourteen  days  from  date. 


WIDENING  OF  WASHINGTON  STREET. 

Coun.  ATTRIDGE  offered  an  order — That  the 
sum  of  forty-two  thousand  one  hundred  dollars 
($42,100)  be  and  hereby  is  appropriated  for  the 
widening  of  Washington  street,  from  Warrenton 
street  to  Pleasant  street,  to  a  uniform  width,  and 
that  to  meet  said  appropriation  the  City  Treasurer 
be  and  hereby  is  authorized  to  issue,  from  time  to 
time,  upon  the  request  of  the  Mayor,  bonds  or 
certificates  of  indebtedness  of  the  city  to  said 
amount. 

Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance. 


DEPARTMENT  OF  FINANCE. 

Coun.  COULTHURST  offered  the  following: 

Draft  of  Proposed  Ordinance .  to  Establish  the 
Department  of  Finance  and  Improve  the 
Financial  Organization  of  the  City. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  department  of  finance  is  hereby 
established,  the  head  of  which  shall  be  known  as 
the  city  comptroller.  He  shall  receive  an  annual 
salary  of  nine  thousand  dollars,  and  shall  give 
bond  in  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  thou¬ 
sand  dollars.  He  shall  have  control  of  the  financial 
affairs  of  the  city  and  county,  subject  to  the 
supervision  of  the  mayor.  He  shall  prescribe  the 
form  of  keeping  and  rendering  all  accounts,  and 
establish,  so  far  as  possible,  a  uniform  system  of 
accounting  in  all  departments  and  offices  of  the 
city  and  county,  and  regulate  and  supervise  the 
keeping  thereof.  He  shall  also  establish  suitable, 
and,  so  far  as  possible,  uniform  forms  for  use  in 
preparing  detailed  estimates  for  appropriations, 
and  shall  advise  and  assist  the  mayor  in  passing 
upon  such  estimates,  and  prepare  for  his  considera¬ 
tion  a  schedule  of  expenditure  to  accompany  the 
annual  budget,  such  schedule  to  include  in  specific 
items  the  amounts  which  it  is  proposed  to  appro¬ 
priate  for  various  services  and  expenditures,  and 
show  specifically  reductions  and  increases  in  the 
estimates  so  that  an  intelligent  comparison  can  be 
made  between  the  estimates  and  the  corresponding 
items  which  it  is  proposed  to  appropriate.  The 
appropriation  orders  submitted  by  the  mayor 
shall  contain  such  restrictions  as  are  necessary  to 
prevent  the  use  of  moneys  appropriated  for  uses 
other  than  those  for  which  they  are  intended. 
The  comptroller  shall  also  render  similar  services 
in  connection  with  supplemental  budgets,  if  any. 
He  shall  render  such  further  service  as  will  help  to 
coordinate  and  standardize  the  work  and  expendi¬ 
tures  of  the  various  departments  and  offices,  with 
a  view  to  promoting  economy  and  efficiency,  and 
the  officers  and  employees  of  all  departments 
shall  cooperate  with  him  and  his  assistants  to  this 
end.  He  may  establish  regulations  to  be  followed 
by  the  different  departments  and  offices  in  making 
contracts,  in  keeping  accounts,  and  in  expending 
or  authorizing  the  expenditure  of  money. 

Sect.  2.  At  the  beginning  of  each  fiscal  year 
the  comptroller  shall  prepare  and  submit  to  the 
mayor  for  transmission  to  the  city  council  a 
statement  showing  outstanding  loans,  the  borrow¬ 
ing  capacity  of  the  city  for  the  current  year,  and 
a  detailed  plan  for  the  expenditure  of  any  money 
which  it  is  necessary  to  borrow  during  the  year, 
including  a  comparative  statement  of  expenditures 
from  loans  in  previous  years. 

Sect.  3.  In  the  event  of  the  absence,  disability 
or  resignation  of  the  comptroller,  the  mayor  may 
designate  the  head  of  some  other  department  to 
discharge  the  duties  of  the  office  temporarily,  and 
such  acting  head  shall  serve  without  additional 
compensation. 

Sect.  4.  In  the  department  of  finance  there 
shall  be  an  auditing  division,  under  the  immediate 
direction  of  the  city  auditor;  a  division  for  the 
reception  and  safekeeping  of  all  moneys  paid  into 
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the  treasury  of  the  city  and  for  the  payment  of 
money  on  warrants  drawn  by  the  comptroller  and 
countersigned  by  the  mayor,  which  division  shall 
be  under  the  immediate  direction  of  the  city  treas¬ 
urer,  and  a  division  for  the  collection  of  revenue, 
which  shall  be  under  the  immediate  direction  of 
the  city  collector.  Each  of  said  heads  of  divisions 
shall  be  specially  fitted  by  education,  training  and 
experience  to  perform  the  duties  of  his  office,  and 
shall  be  appointed  solely  in  the  interest  of  the  city, 
and  certificates  to  that  effect  shall  be  signed  by  the 
comptroller  and  filed  with  the  city  clerk.  The 
heads  of  these  divisions  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
comptroller,  and  shall  receive  the  compensation 
now  provided  by  law  for  similar  offices.  They 
shall  respectively  perform  the  duties  now  provided 
by  law  or  ordinance  applicable  to  the  city  auditor, 
the  city  treasurer  and  the  city  collector,  subject 
to  the  supervision  and  direction  of  the  comptroller. 
They  shall  also  perform  such  additional  duties, 
not  inconsistent  with  law,  as  the  comptroller  may, 
from  time  to  time,  prescribe.  They  shall  severally 
give  bond  to  the  comptroller  as  obligee,  with 
sureties  approved  by  the  mayor,  as  follows:  The 
city  auditor,  in  the  sum  of  seventy-five  thousand 
dollars;  the  city  treasurer,  in  the  sum  of  one 
hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  and  the  city 
collector,  in  the  sum  of  seventy-five  thousand 
dollars. 

Sect.  5.  Before  submitting  the  annual  budget 
to  th«  city  council,  the  mayor  shall  give  public 
hearings  thereon,  duly  advertised,  to  citizens  and 
taxpayers. 

Sect.  6.  No  wage  or  salary  increases  shall  be 
made  during  the  fiscal  year,  unless  the  increase 
is  provided  for  in  the  estimates  and  in  the  annual 
budget. 

Sect.  7.  No  transfers  of  appropriations  shall  be 
made  without  the  written  approval  of  the  comp¬ 
troller,  and  no  such  transfers  shall  be  made  without 
a  public  hearing,  duly  advertised. 

Sect.  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  head  of  any 
department  or  board  or  officer  having  authority 
to  make  a  contract  involving  the  expenditure  of 
any  funds  to  immediately  notify  the  comptroller 
of  such  contract,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
city  treasurer,  under  the  direction  of  the  comp¬ 
troller,  to  at  once  charge  the  amount  called  for  by 
such  contract  against  the  funds  appropriated  for 
such  department,  board  or  office,  and  not  to  permit 
the  money  so  charged  to  be  used  for  any  other 
purpose  so  long  as  the  liability  under  such  contract 
continues. 

Sect.  9.  The  comptroller  shall  cause  to  be  made 
under  his  supervision  a  complete  inventory  of  all 
city  property,  and  shall  see  that  this  inventory 
is  kept  up  to  date,  so  that  it  shall  be  at  all  times  a 
complete  inventory  of  all  city  property. 

Sect.  10.  The  employees  in  the  offices  of  the 
city  auditor,  city  treasurer  and  city  collector,  as 
heretofore  existing,  are  hereby  transferred  to  the 
department  of  finance,  but  the  persons  now  holding 
the  positions  of  city  auditor,  city  treasurer  and 
city  collector  shall  cease  to  hold  office  upon  the 
taking  effect  of  this  ordinance,  unless  appointed 
to  similar  positions  hereby  created. 

Sect.  11.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  on 

Coun.  COULTHURST— Mr.  President,  this  is 
the  draft  of  a  proposed  ordinance  to  establish  a 
financial  department  of  the  city  and  a  segregated 
budget.  It  is  based  upon  the  very  admirable 
report  of  the  Committee  on  Municipal  and  Metro¬ 
politan  Affairs  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  which 
was  sent  to  this  body  on  February  6,  1914,  and  it  is 
submitted  with  the  further  purpose  of  bringing 
the  matter  of  a  segregated  budget  and  a  new 
financial  system  for  the  city  before  the  attention 
of  the  Council  and  the  public  at  large.  In  connec¬ 
tion  with  this  matter  I  propose  to  submit  later  two 
orders,  one  asking  the  Finance  Commission  to  give 
us  the  benefit  of  its  advice  upon  this  whole  matter, 
and  the  other  asking  the  Chamber  of  Commerce 
to  report  to  us  upon  this  particular  draft,  which  is 
based  upon  their  recommendations.  To  show  to 
you  the  importance  of  getting  some  other  method 
of  appropriating  money  than  the  one  we  use  at  the 
present  time,  let  me  give  you  the  results  that  have 
been  accomplished  in  New  York  in  the  last  five 
or  six  years  by  the  segregated  budget  system  that 
they  have  adopted.  It  would  appear,  according 
to  the  report  of  this  committee  of  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  that  in  1908  the  work  in  New  York 
under  a  scientific  budget  was  begun.  During 
the  previous  five  years  the  amount  expended  for 
city  purposes  increased  on  an  annual  average 
8.38  per  cent.  From  1908  to  1910  under  the  opera¬ 
tion  of  the  budget  system  as  then  applied  this 


percentum  of  annual  increase  was  reduced  to  5.25 
per  cent.  From  1910  to  1913  it  fell  to  4.23  per 
cent,  and  for  the  year  1913-14  it  was  1.83  per  cent. 
The  report  goes  on  to  state:  “We  are  informed 
that  it  is  expected  that  for  the  year  1914-15  the 
increase  will  be  reduced  to  .15  of  1  per  cent.”  If 
New  York  has  succeeded  in  adopting  a  budget 
scheme  wdiereby  they  have  kept  down  their  expend¬ 
itures  for  maintenance,  it  behooves  the  City  of 
Boston  to  try  and  take  advantage  of  their  expe¬ 
rience.  Here  in  Boston  our  annual  appropriations 
for  maintenance  have  increased,  I  should  say,  on 
an  average  of  10  per  cent  a  year  during  that 
period,  and  we  are  now  facing  a  further  increase  in 
the  taxes  as  a  result  of  our  system  of  spending  the 
public  funds.  I  have  therefore  introduced  this 
draft  of  an  ordinance,  not  expecting  that  it  will  be 
accepted  in  its  final  form,  not  knowing  what  action 
will  be  taken  as  a  result  of  the  work  that  has  been 
put  in  on  this  matter,  and  only  hoping  that  the 
Committee  on  Appropriations  will  have  no  occasion 
to  sit  next  year  and  waste  its  time  passing  upon 
the  Mayor’s  budget.  I  have  been  here  for  three 
years  now,  looking  like  a  wise  owl,  listening  to  the 
heads  of  departments  tell  us  why  their  appropria¬ 
tions  should  be  increased,  whereas  we  know  that 
our  only  power  is  to  decrease  their  appropriations. 
I  consider  that  we  as  a  factor  in  determining  the 
amount  of  money  to  be  expended  by  the  city  for 
maintenance  have  not  accomplished  any  reforms, 
any  results,  and  if  New  York  has  succeeded  in 
keeping  down  its  expenditures,  as  this  report 
would  seem  to  show,  we  certainly  ought  to  try 
to  take  advantage  of  their  experience.  I  ask 
unanimous  consent  to  have  this  report  printed  in 
connection  with  the  proposed  ordinance. 

Report  on  Municipal  Budget  System. 

(Revised.) 

February  6,  1914. 

To  the  Executive  Committee  and  Board  of 

Directors: 

Some  months  ago  it  was  suggested  to  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Municipal  and  Metropolitan  Affairs 
that  a  study  should  be  made  of  Boston’s  present 
budget  system  with  a  view  to  ascertaining  what 
changes,  if  any,  might  be  recommended  to  the  city 
authorities. 

Inquiries  made  in  an  informal  way  from  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  and  various  officials  at  the  City 
Hall,  from  members  of  the  City  Council,  from 
members  of  the  Boston  Finance  Commission 
and  from  the  State  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics 
served  to  show  the  committee  that  such  a  study 
would  probably  be  worth  while  and  that  it  might 
point  the  way  to  desirable  improvements  in  the 
present  budgetary  system  without  the  necessity 
of  any  changes  in  the  existing  city  charter. 

Preliminary  Studies. 

The  committee  began  its  work  by  studying  the 
Boston  and  New  York  systems  in  contrast.  Know¬ 
ing  that  in  recent  years  the  city  of  New  York 
had  been  actively  engaged  in  attempting  to  secure, 
through  the  working .  out  of  a  budget  and  other 
allied  changes  and  reforms,  remedies  for  con¬ 
ditions  somewhat  similar  to  those  at  present 
existing  in  Boston,  and  for  wrhich  a  remedy  is 
sought,  it  was  thought  advisable  to  have  someone 
wrho  had  been  closely  identified  with  the  origin 
and  progress  of  the  work  in  New  York  come  to 
Boston  to  give  an  exposition  of  the  segregated 
budget  and  the  accounting  system  there — that 
is,  to  explain  the  system  of  making  up  the  budget, 
the  appropriating  of  the  money  for  departmental 
purposes,  and,  finally,  the  method  of  auditing  and 
accounting.  Mr.  Henry  Bruere,  of  the  New 
York  Bureau  of  Municipal  Research,  after  two 
interviews  with  the  chairman  of  a  subcommittee 
in  New  York,  kindly  agreed  to  appear  before  the 
committee  and  also  to  speak  at  a  small  gathering 
at  the  City  Club.  This  Bureau  has  the  credit  of 
having  introduced  the  system  now  used  in  New 
York,  and  has  since  been  in  constant  touch  with 
the  city’s  officials,  in  the  working  out  of  both  the 
budget  and  the  accounting  systems.  This  organi¬ 
zation — a  splendid  example  of  unselfish  public 
spirit— has  been  maintained  throughout  by  pri¬ 
vate  subscription,  no  public  funds  having  been 
appropriated  toward  its  support  . 

Mr.  Bruere’s  address  to  the  committee,  as  well 
as  his  later  remarks  at  the  City  Club,  received  the 
closest  possible  attention,  and,  we  believe,  aroused 
a  very  strong  interest  in  the  question  as  related 
to  the  City  of  Boston.  We  were  fortunate  in 
having  at  the  meeting  at  the  City  Club  several 
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financial  officers  of  the  city,  a  member  of  the 
City  Council,  a  representative  from  the  State 
Bureau  of  Statistics,  and  a  member  of  the  staff 
of  the  Finance  Commission.  There  were  also 
representatives  of  associations  working  for  civic 
betterment.  At  the  close  of  his  remarks  Mr. 
Bruere  kindly  offered  to  reply  to  questions,  with 
the  result  that  a  very  general  discussion  ensued. 
In  this  way  much  detailed  information  was  brought 
out,  and  comparisons  were  possible  between  the 
methods  in  use  in  New  York  and  Boston. 

The  New  York  Budget  System. 

In  1908  the  work  in  New  York  under  a  scientific 
budget  was  begun.  During  the  previous  five  years 
the  amount  expended  for  city  purposes  increased 
on  an  annual  average  8.38  per  cent.  From  1908 
to  1910,  under  the  operation  of  the  budget  system 
as  then  applied,  this  per  centum  of  annual  increase 
was  reduced  to  5.25  per  cent.  From  1910  to  1913 
it  fell  to  4.23  per  cent,  and  for  the  year  1913  to 
1914  it  was  1.83  per  cent.  We  are  informed  that 
it  is  expected  that  for  the  year  1914  to  1915  the 
increase  will  be  reduced  to  fifteen-hundredths  of 
one  per  cent. 

The  New  York  work  was  begun  under  the 
advice  and  supervision  of  the  New  York  Bureau 
of  Municipal  Research,  their  recommendations 
being  very  ably  applied  and  extended  by  Mr. 
Prendergast,  the  City  Comptroller;  and,  as  the 
work  progressed,  it  was  greatly  facilitated  by  the 
enthusiasm  and  loyalty  of  the  city  staff  and  body 
of  employees  generally,  who  recognized,  no  matter 
what  their  previous  affiliations,  that  a  system  had 
been  established  where  a  man’s  merit  and  efficiency 
brought  him  individual  credit  and  recognition. 

Essentials  of  the  New  York  Plan. 

There  appear  to  be  six  essentials  of  scientific 
budget  making  as  applied  in  the  city  of  New  York: 

1.  Installation  of  unit  cost  systems,  expense 
and  liability  accounting,  central  financial  control, 
time  reports,  proper  pay  roll  methods  and  an 
effective  organization  for  audit. 

2.  Adoption  of  definite  and  adequate  classifi¬ 
cations  or  appropriation  titles,  making  them 
standard  and  adhering  to  their  use  from  year  to 
year. 

3.  Preparation  of  budget  estimates  on  uniform 
schedules  wdiich  provide  for  showing  in  detail  all 
information  necessary  as  a  basis  for  judgment  in 
determining  the  amounts  which  should  be  appro¬ 
priated  for  each  function  or  purpose. 

4.  Preparation  of  budget  estimates  sufficiently 
in  advance  of  the  time  of  adoption  of  the  budget 
and  careful  examination  thereof  by  the  Comptroller 
and  Finance  (or  Budget)  Committee  of  the  legis¬ 
lative  body  or  their  representatives. 

5.  Adoption  and  publication  of  a  tentative 
budget  and  holding  of  public  hearings  thereon. 

6.  Inclusion  in  the  budget  ordinance  or  resolu¬ 
tion  of  such  restrictions  as  will  insure  its  adminis¬ 
tration  for  the  functions  and  purposes  for  which 
the  appropriations  were  requested. 

The  Results  in  New  York. 

The  following  are  some  of  the  incidents  resulting 
from  the  adoption  of  such  a  budget  in  New  York: 

A  bureau  for  the  purchase  of  municipal  supplies. 

An  inventory  of  all  city  property. 

Improved  accounting  methods,  so  that  on  the 
awarding  of  a  contract  the  amount  was  immedi¬ 
ately  charged  against  the  appropriate  funds. 

Increased  promptness  and  impartiality  of  pay¬ 
ments  through  better  methods  of  handling  the 
vouchers,  with  other  collateral  improvements 
tending  towards  greater  efficiency  and  economy. 

Owing  to  the  greater  accuracy  and  minuteness 
of  itemization  in  the  budget,  critical  analysis 
became  possible,  and  public  interest  in  budget 
hearings,  realizing  the  possibility  o£  making  itself 
effective,  has  become  a  strong  and  controlling 
factor. 

The  Boston  Budget  System. 

Under  the  Boston  charter  .the  annual  budget 
submitted  by  the  Mayor  is  based  primarily  upon 
detailed  estimates  submitted  by  the  various 
departments,  boards  and  other  officers  which 
expend  money  for  city  or  county  purposes.  These 
estimates  are  furnished  upon  forms  provided  by 
the  Mayor.  The  Mayor  makes  such  general  reduc¬ 
tions  or  increases  in  these  estimates  as  he  sees  fit, 
and  submits  them  to  the  City  Council,  together 
with  the  form  of  a  proposed  order  to  be  adopted 
by  the  Council  making  the  appropriations  which 


he  recommends.  The  Council  may  reduce  or  reject 
any  item  proposed  by  the  Mayor,  but  cannot  in¬ 
crease  it  without  his  approval,  nor  increase  the 
total  of  the  budget,  or  add  any  item  thereto. 

Appropriations  Made  in  Lump  Sums. 

The  estimates  which  are  sent  to  the  Mayor  by 
the  heads  of  the  various  departments  and  by  the 
different  boards  or  other  officers  which  have  charge 
of  various  departments  of  city  or  county  expendi¬ 
ture  are  made  out  in  considerable  detail.  But 
in  no  case  is  the  information  given  in  such  great 
detail  nor  is  it  in  so  convenient  a  form  for  compari¬ 
son  with  previous  years  as  are  the  estimates  sub¬ 
mitted  under  the  new  budget  system  which  is 
now  in  vogue  in  New  York  City.  It  has  rarely 
been  the  custom  of  the  Mayor  in  Boston  to  make 
reductions  in  the  case  of  individual  items.  The 
usual  plan  has  been  to  make  a  reduction  in  the 
total  amount  asked  for  by  a  department.  When 
these  reductions  have  been  made,  the  list  of  total 
appropriations,  arranged  by  departments,  has  been 
sent  to  the  City  Council  along  with  the  itemized 
estimates  already  referred  to. 

The  City  Council  has  given,  by  advertisement 
in  the  City  Record,  due  notice  of  public  hearings 
which  may  be  attended  by  any  citizen.  At  these 
hearings  the  appropriations  recommended  for 
each  department  have  been  considered  one  by 
one.  But  the  notices  in  the  City  Record  reach  a 
comparatively  small  number  of  citizens,  and  the 
hearings  are  attended  by  relatively  few  outside 
the  immediate  circle  of  those  who  are  directly 
interested  in  some  appropriation  that  is  being  con¬ 
sidered.  The  City  Council,  moreover,  has  not,  as 
a  rule,  given  to  the  various  appropriations  the 
amount  of  time  necessary  to  analyze  the  details 
of  each  appropriation  recommended.  In  the  year 
1913-14,  for  example,  as  the  latest  Annual  Report 
of  the  Boston  Finance  Commission  points  out, 
“the  hearing  on  the  question  of  an  appropriation 
of  $4,710,000  for  the  Public  Works  Department 
lasted  27  minutes;  the  hearing  on  an  appropria¬ 
tion  of  $131,000  for  the  Street  Laying-Out  De¬ 
partment  lasted  3  minutes,  and  the  hearing  on  an 
appropriation  of  $50,150  for  the  Treasury  Depart¬ 
ment  lasted  30  seconds.” 

The  Lack  of  Definite  Relation  Between  the 
Estimates  and  Appropriations. 

It  should  be  made  clear  that  the  trouble  does 
not  lie  in  the  fact  that  the  estimates  are  submitted 
with  insufficient  detail.  The  estimates  are,  on  the 
whole,  very  well  itemized.  Nor  yet  does  the 
encouragement  to  wastefulness  arise  from  the  fact 
that  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  share  the  right 
to  reduce  these  estimates.  The  real  source  of  the 
difficulty  lies  in  the  fact  that  while  estimates  are 
submitted  in  detail,  appropriations  are  made  in 
the  lump,  and  that  once  an  appropriation  is  made, 
the  estimates  have  no  binding  force  whatever 
upon  the  department  which  has  submitted  them 
as  ,the  basis  of  its  request  for  an  appropriation. 
Within  the  limits  of  the  total  sum  appropriated 
for  its  use  a  department  can  spend  the  money 
about  as  it  chooses.  The  whole  situation,  as  the 
recent  report  of  the  Finance  Commission  very 
properly  pointed  out,  gives  to  the  public  “the 
semblance  of  a  desire  to  economize  but  leaves  the 
heads  of  departments  and  the  City  Council  in 
a  state  of  confusion,”  for  neither  can  be  sure,  in 
the  case  of  a  reduction  in  the  appropriation  made, 
concerning  the  particular  items  to  which  the 
reduction  should  apply.  In  a  word,  the  estimates 
and  the  budget  should  be  properly  articulated. 
The  latter  should  be  in  the  same  detail  as  the 
former.  Reductions  should  be  made  by  items, 
and  each  appropriation  should  go  to  a  department 
with  a  clear  indication  of  what  the  Mayor  and 
Council  intend  to  have  done  with  every  dollar. 

Examples  of  the  Present  Practice. 

The  very  general  character  of  the  terms  in 
which  appropriations  are  made  in  many  instances 
will  be  indicated  by  the  two  examples  following, 
taken  from  the  appropriation  order  for  1913: 

“Overseeing  of  the  Poor  Department,  $180,000 
“Public  Works  Department: 

Central  Office .  $80,000 

Bridge  and  Ferry  Divi¬ 
sion  .  580,000 

Highway  Division .  3,670,000 

Sewer  and  Water  Divi¬ 
sion,  Sewer  Service .  .  380,000 

-  4,710,000” 
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These  general  appropriations  cover  all  kinds  of 
work  embraced  within  the  respective  depart¬ 
ments  and  offices  to  which  they  pertain,  including 
salaries  and  wages,  and  there  is  practically  no 
limit  to  the  discretion  of  the  head  of  the  depart¬ 
ment  in  expending  the  money,  so  long  as  he  keeps 
within  the  appropriation,  and  renders  accounts 
and  keeps  books  in  the  form  prescribed  by  the 
City  Auditor.  The  auditor  has  authority  to 
require  any  person  presenting  an  account  or  claim 
against  the  city  or  county  to  make  oath  thereto, 
and  may  disallow  any  claim  on  the  ground  that 
it  is  fraudulent  or  unlawful,  in  which  case  he  is 
required  to  file  a  written  statement  of  his  reasons 
for  refusing  to  pay  the  claim. 

Under  the  present  practice  there  is  nothing  to 
prevent  the  head  of  a  department  from  completely 
rearranging  his  work  and  expending  his  appro¬ 
priation  in  a  manner  different  from  that  contem¬ 
plated  by  his  estimates,  if  he  sees  fit  to  do  so. 

Transfers. 

The  charter  also  authorizes  the  City  Auditor, 
with  the  approval  in  each  instance  of  the  Mayor, 
to  make  transfers  at  any  time  from  the  appropria¬ 
tion  for  current  expenses  of  one  division"  of  a 
department  to  the  appropriation  for  current 
expenses  of  any  other  division  of  the  same  depart¬ 
ment,  and  from  the  reserve  fund  to  any  appropria¬ 
tion  for  the  current  expenses  of  a  department;  and 
the  auditor  may,  with  like  approval,  at  any  time 
between  December  1  and  February  1,  make 
transfers  from  any  appropriation  to  any  other 
appropriation,  except  that  money  raised  by  loan 
3hall  not  be  transferred  to  any  appropriation  from 
income  or  taxes.  The  auditor  may  also,  with  such 
approval,  apply  any  of  the  income  and  taxes  not 
disposed  of  in  closing  the  accounts  for  the  financial 
year  in  such  manner  as  he  may  determine. 

The  Commissioner  of  Public  Works,  the  City 
Treasurer  and  the  City  Auditor  appeared  before 
the  committee  and  furnished  much  valuable 
information,  with  copies  of  blank  forms  used  in 
making  estimates. 

Extent  of  the  Transfer  System. 

Besides  other  obvious  advantages,  segregated 
or  specific  appropriations  will  certainly  have  a 
tendency  to  remove  an  abuse  which  exists  under 
the  present  system,  known  as  the  “transfer  of 
appropriations.”  We  have  seen  that  the  auditor, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Mayor,  has  very  broad 
powers  in  making  transfers,  without  being  required 
to  pay  much  if  any  attention  to  the  purpose  of 
the  City  Council  in  making  the  appropriations, 
so  far  as  it  can  be  ascertained  from  the  estimates 
or  the  general  terms  of  the  appropriation  orders 
heretofore  adopted.  Although  the  charter  specifi¬ 
cally  provides  that  no  official,  except  in  case  of 
extreme  emergency  involving  the  health  or  safety 
of  the  people  or  their  property,  shall  expend  in  any 
fiscal  year  a  sum  in  excess  of  the  appropriations,  it 
appears  from  the  report  of  the  City  Auditor  that 
transfers  to  the  amount  of  $1,098,713.65  were  made 
during  the  fiscal  year  ending  January  31,  1913, 
including  $350,373.73  from  the  Reserve  Fund.  To 
the  Reserve  Fund  itself  there  was  charged  only 
$69,295.53,  the  larger  sum  of  $350,373.73  repre¬ 
senting  only  items  transferred  to  cover  deficiencies 
in  other  appropriations. 

Examples. 

Another  striking  illustration  of  the  looseness  of 
the  present  method  is  to  be  found  in  the  appro¬ 
priations  under  the  Mayor’s  Department  for 
“Public  Celebrations.”  For  the  year  ending 
January  31,  1913,  the  appropriations  for  this 
purpose  amounted  to  $45,000,  but  $11,606  addi¬ 
tional  was  transferred  from  the  Reserve  Fund.  In 
the  present  year,  although  $50,000  was  appropriated 
for  public  celebrations,  $12,600  has  been  trans¬ 
ferred  to  that  heading  from  the  Reserve  Fund. 


The  total  amount  available  this  fiscal  year  for 
public  celebrations  is  $63,071.27,  of  which  $59,- 
730.97  had  been  expended  on  December  1,  two 
months  before  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year. 

Wage  Increases  Not  Provided  for  by  Budget. 

Another  matter  having  a  direct  relation  to 
annual  expenditure  is  that  of  increase  in  salaries 
of  subordinate  employees.  Under  the  existing 
practice  heads  of  departments  and  other  officials 
in  making  their  annual  estimates  include  such 
increases  in  pay  of  subordinates  as  they  deem 
necessary  for  the  year,  and  the  budget  and  appro¬ 
priations  are  supposedly  made  on  this  basis.  But 
it  has  become  a  frequent  practice  to  make  numerous 
additional  increases  after  the  annual  appropriation 
has  been  made,  especially  toward  the  end  of  the 
fiscal  year,  involving  largely  increased  expenditure 
for  the  year  beyond  that  contemplated,  or  at 
least  a  diversion  of  funds  intended  for  other  uses. 
Furthermore,  the  fact  that  such  increases  can  be 
made  at  any  time  seriously  interferes  with  the 
transaction  of  public  business,  because  public 
officials  are  repeatedly  prevented  from  performing 
their  regular  duties  by  applications  for  increased 
pay,  frequently  unmerited.  A  simple  remedy  for 
this  recognized  evil  will  be  to  amend  the  existing 
ordinance  (chapter  3,  page  12,  Revised  Ordinances 
of  1898)  so  as  to  provide  that  no  increases  in 
compensation  shall  be  made  after  the  adoption 
of  the  annual  budget.  In  this  connection  it  is  of 
interest  to  note  that  this  principle  has  been  adopted 
by  the  Boston  School  Committee,  in  a  regulation 
which  provides  that  the  salaries  of  all  teachers 
shall  be  established  annually  in  June  for  the  year 
beginning  September  1,  and  shall  not  be  changed 
during  the  year. 

The  Need  of  More  Detailed  Statements. . 

The  report  of  the  City  Auditor  contains  much 
valuable  and  detailed  information  in  regard  to 
expenditures,  but  if  more  specific  appropriations 
are  made,  we  think  the  value  of  his  report  for 
reference  will  be  greatly  increased  by  tabulating 
the  appropriations  for  the  current  and  preceding 
year  in  the  same  place  as  the  detailed  payments, 
showing  also  specifically  from  what  source  any 
deficiency  has  been  made  up. 

Unexpended  Balances. 

Another  matter  which  seems  to  require  atten¬ 
tion  is  that  of  unexpended  balances  of  appropria¬ 
tions  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Under  the  present 
system  these  balances,  unless  transferred  to  some 
other  appropriation,  are  carried  forward  to  the 
credit  of  a  similar  appropriation  for  the  following 
year  without  reappropriation.  There  can  ordi¬ 
narily  be  no  justification  for  this  unless  an  actual 
liability  has  been  incurred  involving  that  balance. 

The  School  Committee’s  Appropriations. 

We  have  given  some  study  to  the  system  of 
financial  administration  of  the  School  Committee, 
over  which  the  Mayor  has  no  control,  and  are 
pleased  to  find  that,  a  much  more  systematic  and 
thorough  method  of  doing  business  exists  in  that 
department  than  in  many  of  the  city  departments. 
While  we  have  not  deemed  it  necessary  or  advisable, 
under  these  circumstances,  to  make  a  more  com¬ 
plete  study  of  the  financial  methods  there  is  much 
to  commend  in  the  work  which  is  being  done  there. 

Extension  of  the  Purchasing  Agent  System. 

The  large  yearly  expenditures  by  the  city  for  all 
kinds  of  supplies  and  repairs  make  it  quite 
apparent  that  this  work  should  be  concentrated  in 
the  hands  of  a  special  bureau  of  purchases  or 
supplies,  so  far,  at  least,  as  the  departments  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Mayor  are  concerned.  The 
functions  of  ^he  present  purchasing  agent  are 
much  too  narrow. 


Comparison  of  the  Boston  and  New  York  Systems. 


,  careful  study,  as  outlined  above,  of  the  information  obtained,  shows  very  clearly  the  principal  points

New  York’s  budget  shows  to  any  citizen  or  tax¬ 
payer  specifically  how  his  money  is  to  be  spent. 


New  York  has  a  segregated  budget,  appropria¬ 
tions  being  made  for  individual  items. 


New  York’s  budget  from  its  inception  is  opened 
to  investigation,  discussion  and  criticism  by  any 
citizen  or  taxpayer,  through  public  hearings,  and 
their  interest  is  manifested  by  a  large  attendance 
and  careful  investigation. 

In  New  York,  the  budget  appropriation  must 
finally  receive  the  sanction  of  the  Board  of  Esti¬ 
mate  and  Apportionment,  the  Board  of  Aldermen 
and  the  Mayor.  In  each  of  these  three  stages 
the  appropriations  are  opened  to  public  inspection, 
discussion  and  criticism.  The  budget  is  watched 
carefully  by  interested  citizens  and  taxpayers 
throughout  its  entire  course,  until  the  last  dollar  is 
appropriated.  All  suggestions  of  changes  in  the 
estimates  are  openly  made  and  thoroughly  dis¬ 
cussed,  and  increases  or  reductions  in  amounts 
must  be  made  on  specific  items. 


New  York  gives  to  its  citizens  and  taxpayers  a 


Boston’s  budget  puts  practically  no  restrictions 
on  the  action  of  the  departmental  heads  as  to  the 
use  of  any  money  within  the  appropriation  for 
current  expenses. 

Boston’s  budget,  in  its  initial  stage,  is  not 
opened  to  public  investigation  and  criticism. 


In  Boston,  the  estimates  are  reviewed  by  the 
Mayor,  and  changed  by  him  by  increasing  or 
decreasing  in  lump  sums  the  amounts  asked  for 
by  the  various  heads  of  departments,  no  refer¬ 
ence  being  made  in  these  changes  to  specific 
items  and  amounts,  and  the  estimates  are  then 
sent  to  the  City  Council,  accompanied  by  a  pro¬ 
posed  appropriation  order  embodying  the  Mayor’s 
recommendations  in  very  general  terms.  The. 
entire  City  Council  (sitting  as  the  committee  on 
appropriations)  gives  public  hearings,  but  little 
is  known  of  such  opportunity  for  the  taxpayers  to' 
appear,  and  little  interest  is  shown  by  the  citizens 
in  these  hearings. 

The  Council  has  the  right  only  to  reduce  or 
reject  any  item  proposed,  but  cannot  increase  an 
item  without  the  Mayor’s  approval,  nor  increase 
the  total  of  the  budget  or  add  any  item  thereto. 

Boston’s  budget  allows  a  free  rein  to  each  de¬ 
partment  head  in  the  expenditure  of  the  total 
amount  appropriated  to  his  department,  and  any 
amount  within  the  appropriation  can  be  used  for 
any  purpose  whatever,  though  such  purpose  may 
not  have  been  mentioned  in  the  original  estimates. 

Boston  has  not  as  yet  given  a  budget  exhibit. 


exhibit.  This  furnishes  in  an  instructive 
and  intelligent  manner  a  complete  history  of  the 
city’s  activities  and  the  return  given  for  every 
dollar  contributed  in  taxes. 

New  York’s  segregated  budget  comprises  a 
definite  system,  being  in  no  way  dependent  upon 
the  personal  equation  in  the  city  official. 


New  York’s  segregated  budget  is  a  safeguard 
and  an  assistance  both  to  conscientious  heads  of 
departments  and  to  the  citizens  and  taxpayers, 
and  it  places  the  responsibility  for  the  proper  use 
of  department  appropriations  on  both  sides. 


What  Boston  Can  Do. 

The  committee  has  devoted  much  time  and 
attention  to  a  consideration  of  the  remarkable 
financial  reforms  carried  out  by  the  city  of  New 
York  in  recent  years,  because  it  is  quite  obvious 
that  if  so  much  could  be  accomplished  in  such  a 
large  city,  where  the  municipal  administration  is 
necessarily  much  more  complicated  than  in  Boston, 
it  is  not  too  much  to  expect  that  similar  reforms 
can  be  effected  in  Boston,  with  the  cooperation  of 
the  city  authorities,  in  much  less  time  and  at  com¬ 
paratively  small  expense,  and  that  the  results  to 
be  accomplished  here  will  bring  manifold  return 
for  the  time  and  outlay  involved. 

How  the  State  Bureau  of  Statistics  Might  Help. 

But  we  should  not  overlook  the  work  which  has 
already  been  done  and  is  being  done  in  Massachu¬ 
setts  along  similar  lines.  In  1906  the  Legislature 
passed  a  lawr  requiring  all  cities  and  towns  to  make 
certain  financial  reports  to  the  State  Bureau  of 
Statistics  upon  uniform  schedules.  This  legisla¬ 
tion  has  been  supplemented  by  other  laws,  one 
of  which  provides  that  any  city  or  town  may  peti¬ 
tion  the  Director  of  the  Bureau  of  Statistics 
for  an  audit  of  its  accounts  or  for  the  installation 
of  an  accounting  system  to  be  approved  by  him, 
and  that  upon  such  application  the  director  shall 
cause  the  audit  to  be  made  or  the  accounting  system 
to  be  installed  and  that  thereafter  when  requested 
by  a  city  accounting  officer  the  director  shall 
render  such  assistance  as  in  his  judgment  may  be 
necessary,  the  expense  involved  being  assessed 
upon  the  city  or  town  affected.  Under  these 
laws,  and  particularly  the  act  authorizing  the 
Bureau  to  make  audits  and  install  systems  of 
municipal  accounting,  much  has  already  been 
done  in  the  direction  of  standardizing  methods 
of  municipal  accounting,  and  several  cities  and 
many  towns  have  availed  themselves  of  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  act.  The  general  use  of  the  uniform 


Boston’s  budget,  within  the  departmental  appro¬ 
priations,  depends  almost  entirely  on  the  personal 
qualities  of  the  official  in  charge  of  expenditure  for 
current  expenses.  What  may  be  a  safe  practice 
in  one  man’s  hands  may  easily  become  criminal 
misuse  of  opportunity  in  another’s. 

Boston’s  budget  system  places  responsibility 
primarily  on  the  Mayor.  Citizens  and  taxpayers 
can  have  no  knowledde  in  advance  of  the  exact 
purpose  for  which  appropriations  are  made,  or  of 
the  way  expenditures  are  to  be  made. 


schedules  for  municipal  accounts  adopted  by  the 
Bureau  and  the  installing  of  accounting  systems 
under  its  supervision  will  go  far  toward  establishing 
an  intelligible  basis  for  comparison  of  municipal 
revenues  and  expenses  in  cities  and  towns  through¬ 
out  the  Commonwealth,  and  we  suggest  that  the 
City  of  Boston  seriously  consider  the  advisability 
of  availing  itself  of  the  services  of  the  Bureau  of 
Statistics  in  establishing  an  improved  system,  of 
accounting.  This  should  result  in  better  adapting 
the  accounting  system  of  the  city  to  the  returns 
now  required  to  be  made  to  the  Bureau,  and  in 
securing  the  expert  assistance  of  trained  officials 
in  establishing  the  new  system,  at  a  reasonable 
cost,  besides  bringing  about  many  other  improve¬ 
ments  in  present  methods. 

Importance  of  the  Comptroller’s  Office  in  New 

York. 

Under  existing  law  and  ordinances,  the  functions 
of  the  City  Auditor  are  practically  limited  to  the 
purposes  already  stated.  In  New  York  the  comp¬ 
troller  has  general  control  over  the  financial 
concerns  of  the  city,  and  recent  comptrollers, 
realizing  the  responsibility  which  this  duty  imposed, 
have  brought  about  many  reforms  in  correcting 
defective  methods  in  organization  and  procedure. 
The  work  of  preparing  the  first  draft  of  the  budget, 
to  be  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Estimate  and 
Apportionment,  falls  to  him.  Acting  through  the 
Bureau  of  Municipal  Investigation  and  Statistics, 
he  obtained  information  concerning  the  cost  of 
administration,  operation  and  maintenance  of 
several  of  the  largest  departments,  and  an  analysis 
and  classification  of  expenditures  was  made  in 
such  a  manner  as  to  show  the  cost  of  each  separate 
function  and  activity,  this  information  being 
used  as  a  basis  for  budget  making,  and  finally  the 
form  of  preparing  and  rendering  departmental 
estimates  was  prescribed  by  him,  segregating  the 
funds  by  functions  and  activities  to  be  supported, 
and  carrying  specific  appropriations  for  salaries 
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and  wages,  showing  the  number  of  persons  in  each 
salary  grade  that  might  be  employed.  Appro¬ 
priate  restrictions  were  imposed  in  the  appropria¬ 
tion  order  or  budget,  to  protect  the  city  against 
the  use  of  funds  for  purposes  other  than  those  for 
which  granted,  to  remove  conditions  which  form¬ 
erly  rendered  a  proper  audit  impossible,  to  lay 
the  foundation  for  the  enforcement  of  the  law 
which  limits  the  incurring  of  liabilities  to  the 
amount  authorized,  and  to  prevent  the  use  of 
money  raised  from  loans  for  current  expenditures, 
also  rendering  difficult  many  other  abuses  under 
the  old  system.  These  reforms  materially  aided 
in  bringing  about  the  present  remarkable  financial 
condition  of  the  city,  to  which  wre  have  already 
referred. 

Boston  Should  Have  a  Comptroller. 

In  view  of  the  fortunate  experience  of  New  York 
under  recent  able  comptrollers,  and  as  the  ordinary 
duties  of  the  present  efficient  City  Auditor  of  Bos¬ 
ton  keep  him  fully  occupied,  it  seems  to  your 
committee  that  much  good  might  be  accomplished 
by  establishing  the  office  of  comptroller,  whose 
duties  should  be  defined  by  ordinance,  which  should 
give  him  as  full  authority  as  is  practicable  under 
existing  law  to  regulate  and  control  those  financial 
affairs  w'hich  are  not  already  delegated  to  the  City 
Auditor  and  City  Treasurer,  and  provide  co¬ 
operation  with  the  Mayor  and  other  officials  in 
making  estimates  and  drafting  the  budget,  and  in 
standardizing  the  methods  of  accounting  and 
administration  in  the  various  departments.  This 
official  should  be  a  recognized  expert  in  municipal 
financial  administration,  and  receive  adequate 
compensation.  It  seems  clear  that  under  the 
provisions  of  the  existing  charter  the  Mayor  and 
Council  may  establish  such  an  office  and  define  its 
duties,  and  that  such  an  official  w'ould  relieve  the 
Mayor  of  a  great  deal  of  detail  work,  and  thus 
enable  him  to  perform  more  efficiently  the  adminis¬ 
trative  functions  to  which  he  should  largely  devote 
his  time.  It  of  course  follows  that  the  comp¬ 
troller  would  be  in  an  excellent  position  to  coop¬ 
erate  with  the  State  Bureau  of  Statistics  in  estab¬ 
lishing  an  improved  system  of  accounting  for  the 
city. 

General  Recommendations. 

1.  That  the  Mayor  be  urged  to  submit  to  the 
City  Council  a  segregated  budget  based  on  the 
estimates  of  the  heads  of  departments  and  other 
officials,  showing  in  detail  the  specific  items  for 
w'hich  appropriations  are  requested. 

2.  That  the  Mayor  be  urged  when  making 
reductions  or  increases  in  the  estimates  to  state 
specifically  the  items  and  the  amounts  of  such 
reductions  or  increases. 

3.  That  the  Mayor  and  Council  be  urged  to 
give  as  great  publicity  as  possible  to  budget  mak¬ 
ing  and  appropriations  therefor,  and  to  provide 
that  the  citizens  and  taxpayers  be  given  every 
facility  for  information,  investigation  and 
criticism. 

4.  That  the  Mayor  be  urged  to  provide  that 
the  same  facilities  be  given  the  citizens  and  tax¬ 
payers  for  consideration  of  transfers  of  money  for 
current  expenses  from  one  department  to  another, 
from  one  division  to  another  in  the  same  depart¬ 
ment,  and  from  the  reserve  or  contingent  funds  to 
departments. 

5.  That  the  Mayor  and  Council  be  urged  to 
give  serious  consideration  to  the  opportunity 
afforded  by  existing  statutes  mentioned  above  to 
cooperate  with  the  State  Bureau  of  Statistics  in 
establishing  a  system  of  accounting  embodying  the 
principles  of  the  segregated  budget,  and  conform¬ 
ing  to  the  forms  already  established  and  in  use  in 
other  cities  and  towns  of  the  Commonwealth,  as 
furnished  by  said  Bureau. 

6.  That  the  Mayor  and  Council  be  asked  to 
consider  the  feasibility  of  giving  one  official 
jurisdiction  over  financial  matters,  including  the 
establishing  and  preparation  of  a  segregated  bud¬ 
get,  and  having  an  inventory  of  all  city  property 
taken  under  his  supervision,  this  inventory  to  be 
kept  up  to  date  so  that  it  shall  at  all  times  be  the 
actual  inventory  of  all  city  property. 

7.  That  attention  be  called  to  the  economies 
w'hich  might  be  effected  by  the  creation  of  a  Bureau 
of  Supplies,  to  purchase  supplies  for  all  city  de¬ 
partments,  such  supplies  to  be  standardized 
throughout  the  various  departments;  and  having 
control  of  the  sale  of  all  city  personal  property. 

8.  That  the  Chamber  bring  to  the  notice  of 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  the  desirability  of 
some  steps  in  the  direction  of  standardizing  the 
salaries  and  wages  of  city  officials  and  employees, 


with  the  possibility  of  obtaining  suggestions  in 
this  matter  from  the  Civil  Service  Commission. 

9.  That  the  city  authorities  be  urged  to  adopt 
the  policy  of  making  no  salary  or  wage  increase 
(save  in  very  exceptional  cases)  during  the  fiscal 
year,  except  at  the  time  when  the  annual  appro¬ 
priations  for  various  departments  are  adopted. 

10.  That  the  Mayor  and  Council  be  urged  to 
give  a  city  budget  exhibit  during  the  year  1914, 
similar  to  that  of  New  York  and  other  cities,  so 
that  the  citizens  and  taxpayers  may  come  in 
touch  w'ith  the  system  used  by  the  city  in  making 
appropriations  and  carrying  on  the  activities  of 
the  various  departments,  and  that  citizens  and 
taxpayers  may  know  how  nearly  an  adequate 
return  is  received  by  the  city  for  each  dollar 
spent. 

11.  That  in  making  the  annual  estimates  the 
heads  of  city  departments  be  urged  to  take  a 
careful  survey  of  w'ork  covering  a  period  of  years 
and  requiring  annual  appropriations,  to  the  end 
that  consistency  and  efficiency  in  the  prosecution 
of  such  work  be  attended. 

It  is  the  belief  of  your  committee  that  all  of 
these  recommendations  could  be  carried  into 
effect,  either  by  the  Mayor’s  orders  or  by  ordi¬ 
nance,  and  that  no  changes  in  the  present  city 
charter  would  be  necessary  to  give  them  effect. 

The  committee  recommends  that  copies  of  this 
report  be  sent  to  the  Mayor,  the  members  of  the 
City  Council,  the  Finance  Commission  and  the 
State  Bureau  of  Statistics.

Dear  Sir, — If  the  two  contracts  dated  March 
19,  1914,  for  the  supply  of  gas  for  street  lighting 
purposes  and  for  the  maintenance  of  street  lamps, 
executed  by  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works 
and  the  Boston  Consolidated  Gas  Company,  are 
duly  accepted  and  approved  by  the  City  of  Boston 
according  to  law  before  June  15,  1914,  the  Boston 
Consolidated  Gas  Company  hereby  agrees  that 
said  contracts  may  be  terminated  on  April  1,  1919, 
by  the  City  of  Boston  by  written  notice  from  the 
Mayor  of  Boston,  received  by  the  Boston  Con¬ 
solidated  Gas  Company  any  time  between  March 
1,  1918,  and  July  1,  1918;  otherwise  said  contracts 
shall  continue  in  full  force  and  effect  for  the  full 
term  provided  therein.

COULTHURST  moved  that  the  Cor¬ 
poration  Counsel  be  requested  to  furnish  a  written 
opinion  on  or  before  the  next  meeting  as  to  the 
legality  of  the  approval  by  the  City  Council  of  the 
gas  lighting  contracts  with  the  foregoing  agree¬ 
ment  attached.

(referred  to-day)  concerning  loan  of  $100,000  for 
sidewalk  construction — that  said  report  be  accepted 
by  the  City  Council  and  the  order  rejected,  with¬ 
out  prejudice. 

The  question  came  on  the  acceptance  of  the 
report  and  the  rejection  of  the  order. 

Coun.  WOODS — Mr.  President,  I  want  to  be 
placed  right  in  this  matter  after  its  being  referred 
to  the  Executive  Commttee.  It  seems  to  me 
that  the  policy  of  the  members  here  has  been  not 
to  borrow  any  money  for  maintenance.  Now,  my 
claim  is  that  this  is  not  maintenance;  this  is  perma- 
ment  improvement.  According  to  the  commis¬ 
sioner’s  own  words  he  spent  $92,000  last  year  for 
building  granolithic  sidewalks,  taken  from  the 
maintenance  fund.  Now,  do  the  people  of  Boston 
understand  that  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  is  spending  that  money  that  was  allotted 
to  him  for  repairs  on  streets  and  other  places  for 


building  granolithic  sidewalks,  when  30,  35,  40  or 
50  per  cent  of  the  money  was  turned  back  to  the 
treasury?  It  is  all  right  for  the  members  of  the 
Council  to  say  that  they  believe  in  the  pay-as-you- 
go  policy,  and  that  they  do  not  believe  in  borrowing 
money  for  maintenance;  but  at  the  same  time  they 
do  not  stop  to  think  that  they  sat  here  year  after 
year  and  passed  orders  for  granolithic  sidewalks, 
taking  money  from  this  maintenance  fund.  They 
did  not  hesitate,  there  was  no  quibbling  about 
doing  that,  they  did  not  care  how  much  they  took 
out  of  the  maintenance  fund  for  it.  It  is  no 
wonder  that  we  have  had  for  the  last  five  or  six 
years  complaints  of  the  construction  when  the 
maintenance  fund  was  used  for  granolithic  side¬ 
walks  and  the  money  turned  back  into  the  treasury. 
I  claim  this  making  of  sidewalks  is  a  per¬ 
manent  improvement;  the  life  of  a  granolithic 
sidewalk  is  thirty-five  or  forty  years.  And  there 
is  no  reason  why,  because  the  commissioner  had 
money  enough  and  he  took  some  money  for  grano¬ 
lithic  sidewalks  out  of  his  maintenance  fund,  that 
he  should  be  compelled  to  do  it.  I  think  the  step 
in  the  right  direction  is  to  give  them  this  money 
and  build  granolithic  sidewalks.  It  is  proposed 
by  some  members  of  the  committee  to  have  an 
appropriation  taken  out  of  the  Reserve  Fund. 
Now,  what  great  difference  is  that?  The  Reserve 
Fund  is  getting  3  per  cent  interest;  the  city  has  to 
pay  4  per  cent.  There  is  no  reason  why,  in  my 
mind,  and  I  want  to  say  without  any  hesitation 
that  the  Mayor  of  Boston  should  be  the  judge  in 
this  question,  and  I  think  he  is  trying  to  save  all 
the  money  he  can  for  the  City  of  Boston  and  would 
not  advocate  $100,000  for  a  loan  if  this  thing  was 
not  right.  I  want  to  say  one  word  in  reply  to  my 
brother  councilor  across  the  way.  I  do  not  wish 
to  have  any  personalities  with  any  members  of  the 
Council,  but  he  referred  to  the  old  Board  of 
Aldermen.  I  want  to  say  without  any  fear  of 
contradiction  that  there  were  just  as  good  men  in 
the  old  Board  of  Aldermen  as  there  are  in  the 
present  Council,  and  I  think  any  reflection  on  the 
old  Board  of  Aldermen  is  out  of  place  at  this  time. 
I  was  a  member  of  the  old  Board  of  Aldermen;  so 
was  the  present  Mayor  a  member  of  the  old  Board 
of  Aldermen,  and  there  are  lots  of  things  we  have 
done  in  the  old  Board  of  Aldermen  that  gave  credit 
to  the  city.  Now,  I  want  to  say  that  I  do  not  wish 
to  be  personal  or  make  any  reference  to  anybody, 
but  I  hope  that  this  order  will  pass. 

Coun.  COULTHURST— Mr.  President,  the 
reason  why  the  City  of  Boston  has  a  net  city  debt 
of  over  $100,000,000,  and  the  equivalent  of  a  10 
per  cent  blanket  mortgage  on  all  the  real  estate 
of  the  city,  in  part  is  due  to  the  fact  that  in  the 
good  old  days  we  used  to  borrow  money  for  repairs 
of  streets  on  ten,  twenty,  thirty  and  forty  year 
loans.  Now,  the  original  Finance  Commission 
in  their  investigation  disclosed  the  fact  that  the 
city  was  using  funds  that  were  raised  by  taxation 
for  repairs  and  for  maintenance.  It  also  disclosed 
the  fact  that  other  cities  were  using  current  funds 
for  permanent  improvements  of  a  recurrent 
nature.  Now,  I  do  not  care  whether  this  grano¬ 
lithic  sidewalk  business  is  a  matter  of  maintenance 
or  of  permanent  improvement.  It  certainly  is 
an  expenditure  of  a  recurrent  nature;  it  comes  up 
every  year,  and  we  have  been  using  maintenance 
funds  for  the  last  five  or  six  years  for  this  purpose. 
Last  year  there  was  $92,000  available  out  of  the 
appropriation  of  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  for  this  purpose,  and  it  is  due  to  poor  man¬ 
agement  on  the  part  of  somebody — I  don’t  say 
it  is  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works,  but  he 
has  not  got  $100,000  available  now  out  of  his 
present  appropriation,  which  was  there  last  year, 
to  be  used  for  these  purposes.  Personally,  as  one 
member  of  the  Council,  I  am  not  going  to  go  back 
one  step  in  the  policy  we  adopted  of  using  current 
funds  of  the  city  for  permanent  improvements 
of  a  recurrent  nature,  and  this  is  one  of  them. 

Coun.  COLLINS — Mr.  President,  as  I  under¬ 
stand  it,  presently  the  President  of  the  City  Council 
is  to  offer  an  order  requesting  his  Honor  the  Mayor, 
or  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  through  his 
Honor  the  Mayor,  to  send  to  the  City  Council  an 
appropriation  order  for  $100,000.  The  Com¬ 
missioner  of  Public  Works,  before  the  Executive 
Committee  this  afternoon,  stated  that  never  in 
his  experience  of  four  years  as  Commissioner  of 
Public  Works  has  he  ever  thought  of  sending  an 
order  to  the  Council  asking  that  money  be  borrowed 
for  this  purpose.  In  the  letter  of  his  Honor  the 
Mayor  to  the  Council  it  is  clearly  set  forth  that  this 
is  work  which  is  to  come  from  the  maintenance  fund, 
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pure  and  simple.  That  being  true,  there  is  only 
one  way  that  money  should  come,  and  that  is  from 
the  tax  levy.  Tnis  Council  has  unanimously 
been  in  favor  of  orders  for  granolithic  sidewalks, 
but  they  do  not  want  to  sacrifice  their  principle 
even  for  the  purpose  of  getting  these  orders  through. 
Now,  there  is  money  enough  in  the  Reserve  Fund 
and  the  Council  unanimously,  I  am  informed — in 
fact,  1  believe  from  the  utterances  which  i  heard 
to-day — will  pass  such  an  order  without  division.  I 
hope,  sir,  that  this  order  will  be  rejected,  the  report 
of  the  committee  considered  favorably,  and  that 
the  order  to  be  presented  by  the  President  of  the 
Council  will  pass  unanimously. 

Coun.  WOODS — Mr.  President,  I  just  want  to 
say  one  word  in  reply  to  Coun.  Collins’  remarks. 
He  says  that  it  is  said  in  the  letter  that  this  was 
work  of  maintenance.  It  does  not  say  any  such 
thing.  It  says  this  money  was  taken  from  the 
maintenance  lund,  but  it  does  not  say  it  was  main¬ 
tenance.  Rut  1  want  the  public  to  understand 
that  the  commissioner  used  this  money  that  he 
had  for  maintenance  in  building  granolithic  side¬ 
walks,  and  that  is  the  reason  that  our  streets  have 
not  been  properly  cared  for. 

Coun.  KENNY — Mr.  President,  why  should 
not  the  commissioner  use  the  money  that  he  has 
to  run  his  department  for  the  purpose  of  construct¬ 
ing  these  sidewalks?  That  is  maintenance.  Why 
should  he  not  do  so?  He  has  been  doing  so  for 
many  years,  four  or  five  years  at  least,  and  very 
properly,  i  fail  to  see  the  logic  of  the  member 
irorn  Hrighton  when  he  makes  that  suggestion. 
Of  course  it  should  come  out  of  maintenance  and, 
Mr.  President,  that-  has  been  the  policy  of  this 
government  for  the  last  four  or  live  years.  When 
1  referred  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  some  years 
ago  I  was  trying  to  make  a  comparison,  and  I  think 
I  succeeded  in  making  it.  The  old  Board  of  Aider- 
men  used  to  borrow  money  even  to  supply  office 
furniture,  I  am  told.  I  believe  that  a  part  of  the 
outfit  to-day  represents  purchases  made  out  of 
loans.  We  all  know  they  borrowed  money  to  pave 
streets.  Tremont  street  to-day,  or  parts  of  it, 
represents  construction  out  of  loans.  The  same  is 
true  of  School  street  here.  The  same  is  true  of 
L  street  in  South  Boston,  parts  of  Broadwray  and 
all  over  the  city.  Now,  Mr.  President,  I  say  in 
ail  seriousness,  when  I  speak  of  the  old  Board  of 
Aldermen,  of  which  my  friend  was  a  member — we 
all  have  respect  for  it — that  I  do  not  think  the 
citizens  of  Boston  desire  to  go  back  to  their  methods. 
They  have  been  repudiated  by  the  city.  It  wras 
bad  finance,  such  as  has  placed  the  City  of  Boston 
where  she  is  to-day  with  a  debt  of  over  $100,000,000. 
Now,  this  is  money  that  properly  came  out  of 
maintenance,  out  of  the  taxpayers’  money.  When 
the  member  talks  about  this  being  a  permanent 
improvement,  does  he  forget  that  Mr.  Itourke  this 
afternoon  stated  that  the  contractors  only  guaran¬ 
tee  this  work  for  five  years?  Now,  I  submit  that 
the  gentleman  is  deceiving  himself.  I  have  no 
doubt  he  is  entirely  honest  in  what  he  says,  but  he 
is  deceiving  himself  when  he  talks  about  our 
taking  this  money  out  of  the  loans.  Of  course  we 
should  not  take  it  out  of  the  loans,  Mr.  President. 

Coun.  COLLINS — Mr.  President,  in  the  letter 
which  his  Honor  the  Mayor  has  sent  to  the  Council 
it  is  said  that  these  sidewalks  have  been  con¬ 
structed  out  of  the  maintenance  appropriation. 
That  being  true,  Mr.  President,  I  ask  this  question 
now  of  the  councilor  from  Brighton:  Why  has 
this  money  annually  been  paid  out  of  maintenance; 
why  has  this  policy  of  the  city  for  many  years  back 
been  approved  by  the  citizenship  of  the  city? 
Every  year  the  City  Council  receives  in  its  annual 
appropriation  bill  a  sum  for  this  work  from  mainte¬ 
nance.  The  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  says 
that  in  his  experience  it  has  never  come  otherwise. 
Now,  if  that  policy  has  been  a  sound  financial 
policy,  and  it  has  never  been  questioned,  and 
nobody  up  to  the  moment  of  time  that  we  received 
this  communication  questioned  the  advisability  of 
it,  it  seems  to  me  the  duty  of  going  forward  and 
proving  that  it  is  unwise  rests  on  the  gentleman 
from  Brighton. 

Coun.  WOODS — Mr.  President,  the  same  man 
is  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  who  sent  this 
letter  and  who  has  been  building  these  granolithic 
sidewalks  for  the  past  four  years.  You  say,  why 
does  he  do  it?  Becadse  he  has  had  all  the  money 
he  wanted  before  for  the  last  four  years.  He 
figured  on  so  many  sidewalks.  That  is  the  reason. 
But  this  year  he  did  not  get  it;  his  appropriation 
was  cut  way  down.  He  said  himself  that  he  did 
not  have  a  cent  to  build  these  granolithic  side¬ 


walks  out  of  the  $20,000.  Still  we  go  heaping 
orders  on  top  of  them.  So  far  as  the  actions  of 
the  old  Board  of  Aldermen  were  attacked,  I  want 
to  say  to  the  gentleman  across  the  way  that  they 
were  vindicated  when  the  people  elected  James  M. 
Curley  as  Mayor  of  Boston. 

Coun.  WOODS  asked  for  the  yeas  and  nays. 
The  report  was  accepted  and  the  order  rejected, 
yeas  8,  nays  1,  Coun.  WOODS  voting  nay. 


APPROPRIATION  FOR  ARTIFICIAL  STONE 
SIDEWALKS. 

President  McDONALD  offered  an  order — 
That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested  to  submit 
to  the  City  Council  an  order  appropriating  the 
sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  constructing  artificial  stone  sidewalks. 

Passed. 


CARE  OF  LAND,  MAVERICK  SQUARE. 

President  McDONALD  offered  an  order — That 
the  triangular  lot  of  land  on  which  is  located  a 
flagpole,  in  Maverick  square,  in  front  of  the  en¬ 
trance  to  the  East  Boston  Tunnel,  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  placed  in  the  care  and  custody  of 
the  Park  and  Recreation  Commissioners.

CONTRACT.

Dear  Sir, — I  inclose  herewith  the  minutes  of  the 
City  Council  containing  the  contracts  with  the 
Boston  Consolidated  Gas  Company  for  Street 
Lighting  submitted  to  the  City  Council  by  the 
Commissioner  of  Public  Works  on  March  23,  1914, 
upon  which  a  duly  advertised  hearing  was  given 
by  the  City  Council  according  to  law. 

I  also  inclose  a  copy  of  an  agreement  signed  by 
the  Boston  Consolidated  Gas  Company,  under 
date  of  June  1,  1914,  and  submitted  to  the  City 
Council  by  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works.

Gentlemen, — In  reply  to  the  inclosed  communi¬ 
cation  dated  June  2,  1914,  asking  my  opinion 
whether  the  approval  (presumably  without  a 
further  public  hearing)  of  the  pending  ten-year 
contracts,  one  for  furnishing  gas  and  one  for  gas¬ 
lighting  service,  with  the  agreements  annexed 
contained  in  the  following  letter  of  Mr.  E.  N. 
Wrightington,  would  be  legal,  I  answer  in  the 
affirmative,  assuming  that  the  agreements  set 
forth  in  said  letter  are  to  be  put  in  due  form  as 
contracts  between  the  city  and  the  gas  company 
and  properly  executed  as  such. 

Boston  Consolidated  Gas  Company,

Mr.  Louis  K.  Rourke, 

Commissioner  of  Public  Works: 

Dear  Sir, — If  the  two  contracts  dated  March  19, 
1914,  for  the  supply  of  gas  for  street  lighting 
purposes  and  for  the  maintenance  of  street  lamps, 
executed  by  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works 
and  the  Boston  Consolidated  Gas  Company,  are 
duly  accepted  and  approved  by  the  City  of  Boston 
according  to  law,  before  June  15,  1914,  the  Boston 
Consolidated  Gas  Company  hereby  agrees  that 
said  contracts  may  be  terminated  on  April  1, 
1919,  by  the  City  of  Boston  by  written  notice 
from  the  Mayor  of  Boston,  received  by  the  Boston 
Consolidated  Gas  Company  any  time  between 
March  1,  1918,  and  July  1,  1918;  otherwise  said 
contracts  shall  continue  in  full  force  and  effect 
for  the  full  term  provided  therein.

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  ten-year  contracts, 
without  the  option  on  the  part  of  the  city  to  termi¬ 
nate  them  at  the  end  of  five  years  as  set  forth  in 
Mr.  Wrightington’s  letter,  would  be  valid  if  ap¬ 
proved  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council,  as  it 
appears  that  a  duly  advertised  public  hearing  has 
been  held  as  required  by  section  6  of  chapter  486 
of  the  Acts  of  1909,  and  that  all  other  legal  require¬ 
ments  have  been  observed.  If  these  contracts, 
upon  which  the  public  hearing  has  been  held,  are 
subsequently  modified  by  the  adoption  of  the 
agreement  for  termination  at  the  end  of  five  years 
at  the  city’s  option,  without  another  public 
hearing,  the  legality  of  such  contracts  might  be 
questioned,  but  in  my  opinion  their  validity  would 
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be  sustained.  The  contracts  so  modified  would 
in  all  particulars  be  exactly  the  same  as  they  were 
when  the  public  hearing  was  held,  except  for  the 
provision  permitting  the  city  to  terminate  the 
contracts  on  April  1,  1919,  instead  of  allowing 
them  to  run  until  April  1,  1924.  The  inclusion  of 
this  option  is  clearly  for  the  benefit  of  the  city, 
it  provides  a  new  safeguard  of  its  interests,  and  it 
not  only  retains  for  the  city  whatever  protection 
the  public  hearing  offered,  but  it  secures  a  sub¬ 
stantial  increase  in  that  respect.  The  purpose 
of  section  6  of  said  chapter  486  was  to  provide 
a  check  upon  the  award  of  long  term  contracts  for 
street  lighting  and  refuse  disposal  by  requiring  a 
public  hearing  thereon  and  the  approval  thereafter 
by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council.  In  the  present 
case  the  purpose  of  the  statute  would  have  been 
met  if  the  Mayor  and  City  Council,  after  the 
hearing  on  the  lighting  contracts,  had  approved 
them  without  having  adopted  the  agreement 
giving  the  city  the  option  to  reduce  the  term  from 
ten  years  to  five  years.  The  object  of  the  statute 
will  not  be  lost  but  on  the  contrary  will  be  better 
secured  by  the  adoption  of  the  agreement  for  the 
option.  Moreover,  the  contracts,  modified  as 
proposed,  will,  in  contemplation  of  law,  be  ten- 
year  contracts,  and  they  will  remain  such  in  fact 
until  the  city  elects  to  terminate  them  at  the  end 
of  five  years.  Under  all  the  circumstances  the 
proposed  modifications  do  not  appear  to  constitute 
such  substantial  variations  from  the  original 
contracts  as  to  make  invalid  the  contracts  thus 
modified  merely  because  no  further  public  hearings 
are  held  thereon.  The  statute  should  be  inter¬ 
preted  in  a  reasonable  manner  according  to  its 
evident  intent  and  it  would  seem  contrary  to  its 
purpose  and  unnecessarily  obstructive  to  the 
timely  dispatch  of  public  business  to  interpret  it 
to  mean  that  no  lighting  contract  for  a  term  of 
more  than  one  year  may  be  changed  in  any  par¬ 
ticular  after  the  public  hearing  thereon,  even 
though  the  change,  beyond  the  possibility  of  doubt, 
should  be  to  the  city’s  advantage.

(2)  Report  on  message  of  Mayor,  communi¬ 
cation  and  order  (referred  April  13)  for  convey¬ 
ance  of  land  at  Worcester  street — recommending 
the  passage  of  the  order,  and  also  recommending 
that  all  papers  in  connection  with  the  subject 
be  printed  in  the  City  Council  minutes. 


(For  papers  referred  to  see  City  Council  minutes 
of  April  13,  1914.) 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  question  came 
on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  ATTRIDGE — Mr.  President,  I  desire 
to  say  for  the  committee  that  in  this  particular 
case  the  land  on  Worcester  street  was  paid  for 
and  a  deed  was  never  given  by  the  city.  Mr. 
Owen  of  the  Law  Department  appeared  before 
the  Committee  on  Public  Lands  yesterday  and 
said  that  he  had  made  a  very  complete  investiga¬ 
tion,  that  he  went  to  the  auditor’s  office  and 
also  to  the  treasury  and  found  that  the  money 
had  been  paid  to  the  city  by  the  man  who  owned 
the  land  in,  I  believe,  about  the  year  1859.  For 
some  reason  or  other  no  deed  was  ever  given  by 
the  city,  and  the  heirs  of  the  original  owner  now 
come  in  and  ask  the  city  to  have  the  Law  Depart¬ 
ment  pass  the  necessary  papers  so  that  the  heirs 
and  devisees  of  the  original  owner  will  have  a 
proper  title. 

The  order  was  passed,  yeas  8,  nays  0,  and  will 
take  its  second  and  final  reading  and  passage  in 
not  less  than  fourteen  days. 

(3)  Report  on  message  of  Mayor,  communica¬ 
tions  and  order  (referred  1913)  for  sale  of  land  at 
Cambridge  and  Mansfield  streets,  Ward  25 — ■ 
recommending  passage  of  order  in  the  following 
new  draft: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  and  here¬ 
by  is  authorized  to  sell  at  public  auction  at  not  less 
than  the  assessed  valuation  (35  cents  per  square 
foot)  the  parcel  of  land  on  Cambridge  street, 
corner  of  Mansfield  street,  in  the  Allston  district, 
containing  13,948  square  feet,  more  or  less,  and 
upon  such  sale  his  Honor  the  Mayor  is  hereby 
further  authorized,  in  the  name  and  behalf  of  the 
city  and  by  an  instrument  or  instruments  satis¬ 
factory  to  the  Law  Department,  to  convey  said 
land  to  the  purchaser  or  purchasers  thereof. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  question  came 
on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  ATTRIDGE — Mr.  President,  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  committee  believe  that  this  property 
should  be  sold,  and  sold  at  the  assessed  valuation, 
which  is  35  cents  per  square  foot.  The  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  committee  do  not  believe  that  the 
land  is  needed  by  the  city  at  the  present  time, 
and  that  is  why  they  voted  in  favor  of  the  sale 
of  the  land  at  the  assessed  value. 

Coun.  WOODS — Mr.  President,  I  hope  the  city 
will  be  able  to  get  the  assessed  value  for  that  land 
out  in  Brighton,  although  I  do  not  think  it  will. 
But  what  I  want  to  call  the  attention  of  the 
Committee  on  Public  Lands  to  in  regard  to  this 
particular  matter  is  that  I  think  it  would  be  well 
to  take  up  this  land  proposition  with  the  com¬ 
mittee  that  is  trying  to  boom  Boston.  We  have  a 
lot  of  land  that  would  be  available  for  new  in¬ 
dustries  that  might  be  induced  to  come  here, 
and  which  we  might  lease.  I  would  be  more  in 
favor  of  leasing  land  owned  by  the  city  and  having 
a  revenue  coming  in  from  it  all  the  time  than  selling 
it.  Therefore  I  would  merely  call  attention  to  the 
fact  that  the  Mayor  might  be  requested,  if  he 
cannot  sell  the  land  to  good  advantage,  to  see  if 
he  can  lease  it.  I  think  it  would  be  well  for  the 
city  to  hold  on  to  all  such  land  and  lease  it  if 
possible. 

The  order  was  passed,  yeas  8,  nays  0,  and  will 
come  up  for  final  reading  and  passage  in  not  less 
than  fourteen  days. 

(4)  Report  on  petition  of  Mina  K.  Wood  et  al. 
(referred  1912)  for  removal  of  restrictions  on  four 
lots  on  Dix  place — recommending  passage  of  the 
following  order,  and  furthermore  the  incorpora¬ 
tion  in  the  City  Council  minutes  of  communication 
from  Law  Department  relative  to  said  petition: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  and  he 
is  hereby  authorized  in  the  name  and  behalf  of 
the  city  to  execute  an  instrument  satisfactory  to 
the  Law  Department  whereby  the  city  shall,  so 
far  as  it  may  lawfully  do  so  without  affecting  the 
legal  or  equitable  rights  of  parties  holding  title 
under  it,  release  to  Mina  K.  Wood  and  Nella  C. 
Simpson  and  all  persons  claiming  title  under  them, 
and  the  respective  heirs  and  assigns  of  such  persons, 
as  their  respective  interests  may  appear,  the  par¬ 
cels  of  land  on  Dix  place  described  in  its  deed  to 
Donald  Kennedy,  dated  July  18,  1870,  and  re¬ 
corded  with  Suffolk  deeds.  Lib.  1019,  fol.  220, 
and  in  its  deeds  to  Williamina  Brown,  dated 
respectively  October  17,  1874,  and  May  4,  1881, 
and  recorded  with  said  deeds,  Lib.  1239,  fol.  121 
and  124,  and  Lib.  1524,  page  89,  from  the  several 
conditions  set  forth  in  said  deeds.

Gentlemen, — In  the  matter  of  the  petition  of 
Mina  K.  Wood  et  al.  for  the  release  of  certain 
conditions  or  restrictions  imposed  by  the  city 
upon  land  of  the  petitioners  on  Dix  place,  I  beg 
leave  to  report  as  follows: 

This  land  comprises  the  greater  part  of  a  parcel 
which  was  purchased  by  the  city  in  1865,  apparently 
for  an  enlargement  of  the  Winthrop  School  yard. 
In  1868  that  purpose  seems  to  have  been  abandoned 
and,  the  Committee  on  Public  Buildings  having 
reported  that  the  land  should  be  sold  subject  to 
such  restrictions  as  would  protect  the  Winthrop 
School  estate,  an  order  was  passed  December  29, 
1868-,  authorizing  such  sale.  In  pursuance  of  this 
order  the  four  lots  which  comprise  the  petitioners’ 
land  were  sold  subject  to  the  conditions  set  forth 
in  the  petition. 

The  Winthrop  School  estate  was  sold  by  the 
city  in  March,  1913,  and  the  greater  part  of  it  is 
now  occupied  by  the  Wilbur  Theater. 

The  city  now  owns  no  land  in  the  vicinity 
which  can  receive  any  benefit  from  the  conditions 
imposed  upon  the  premises  of  the  petitioners  and 
there  seems  to  be  no  reason  why  they  should  not 
be  released  in  accordance  with  the  order  which  is 
herewith  respectfully  submitted.

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  question  came 
on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  ATTRIDGE — Mr.  President,  in  regard 
to  the  lease  of  these  restrictions  I  desire  to  say  for 
the  committee  that  John  C.  Kiley,  who  represents 
parties  in  interest  there,  appeared  before  the  com¬ 
mittee  at  its  meeting  yesterday,  as  well  as  Mr. 
Owen  of  the  Law  Department.  These  buildings 
are  on  a  lot  of  land  which  is  adjacent  to  the  Wilbur 
Theater,  at  the  corner  of  Dix  place  and  Tremont 
street.  The  land  was  originally  owned  by  the  city 
and  was  purchased  for  a  school  yard  for  the  Win¬ 
throp  School.  Later  it  was  found  that  the  yard 
was  not  necessary,  and  the  property  was  sold  with 
certain  restrictions.  The  restrictions  at  the  present 
time  are  not  of  any  great  importance.  Mr.  Owen 
said  there  would  be  no  damage  or  injury  to  any 
individual  on  Dix  place  by  the  release  of  the 
restrictions  and  that  the  city  by  its  vote  would 
simply  release  whatever  right,  title  or  interest  it 
had  in  those  restrictions.  One  of  the  restrictions, 
for  instance,  was  that  the  building  should  be  built 
parallel  to  Dix  place;  another  was  that  the  cellar 
should  not  be  built  below  a  line  which  was  at 
Charlestown,  at  the  Navy  Yard,  at  the  dry  dock; 
and  another  was  that  no  building  should  be  above 
three  stories  in  height.  I  presume  that  was  for  the 
benefit  of  the  school,  in  the  days  when  the  school 
was  there.  The  school  having  been  torn  down  and 
a  new  building  erected  in  its  place,  that  restriction 
is  of  no  consequence  at  the  present  time.  Mr. 
Owen  told  the  committee  yesterday  that  these 
restrictions  are  now  of  no  importance  and  should  be 
released,  and  the  committee  so  voted. 

The  order  was  passed,  yeas  9,  nays  0,  and  will 
take  its  second  and  final  reading  and  passage  in 
not  less  than  fourteen  days.

held  as  provided  in  section  6  of  chapter  486  of  the 
Acts  of  1909,  provided  written  notice  of  such  vote 
to  terminate  is  given  by  the  Mayor  of  Boston  to 
the  Boston  Consolidated  Gas  Company  any  time 
between  March  1,  1918,  and  July  1,  1918;  other¬ 
wise  said  contracts  shall  continue  in  full  force  and 
effect  for  the  full  term  provided  therein.

(6)  Report  on  message  of  Mayor,  communica¬ 
tion  from  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works,  and 
contracts  for  the  Boston  Consolidated  Gas  Com¬ 
pany  for  street  lighting — recommending  that  the 
two  contracts  executed  on  March  19,  1914,  by  the 
Commissioner  of  Public  Works  and  the  Boston 
Consolidated  Gas  Company,  for  lighting  a  portion 
of  the  public  streets,  parks  and  alleys  of  the  City 
of  Boston  for  a  period  of  ten  years  from  April  1, 
1914,  be  approved.  : 

Report  accepted,  and  the  question  came  on  ap¬ 
proving  the  two  contracts  as  submitted. 

Coun.  COLLINS — Mr.  President,  for  the  last 
four  years,  in  one  form  or  another,  the  question  of 
lighting  the  city’s  streets  by  gas  has  been  before 
this  Council.  The  Council  in  1911  went  on  record  in 
favor  of  the  city  buying  its  own  equipment  and 
maintaining  its  own  plant,  thereby  doing  away  with 
the  middleman,  but  the  contracts  which  were 
sent  to  this  Council  for  the  last  four  years  at  differ¬ 
ent  times  have  always  been  either  not  acted  upon 
by  the  Council  or  unanimously  rejected.  The 
reasons  advanced  have  always  been,  in  the  first 
place,  that  we  believe  the  city  is  big  enough  and 
strong  enough  to  do  this  work  itself  properly 
without  the  intervention  of  any  middleman.  In 
1914  the  present  contract  is  presented  to  us  for 
our  consideration.  In  its  term  it  is  for  ten 
years,  the  same  term  which  has  been  covered  by 
other  contracts  which  have  come  before  us.  This 
Council  has  felt,  in  the  action  it  has  taken  and 
individually,  that  it  favored  a  five-year  term  rather 
than  a  ten-year  term.  Fundamentally  the  big 
question  here  is,  whether  or  not  this  Council,  as 
trustees  for  the  citizens  of  Boston,  should  approve 
a  contract  binding  the  city  for  a  period  of  ten  years 
to  do  this  kind  of  work.  Five  years  is  a  pretty 
long  time.  The  Massachusetts  Gas  and  Electric 
Light  Commission  on  a  number  of  occasions  have 
gone  on  record  against  any  contract  for  the  fighting 
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of  the  streets  of  a  city  or  town  for  a  period  in  excess 
of  five  years,  whether  the  contracts  pertained  to 
electricity  or  gas.  The  Corporation  Counsel,  in  a 
letter  addressed  to  this  body  at  the  last  meeting, 
specifically  referred  to  this  contract  as  a  ten-year 
contract.  •  I  believe  it  is  against  sound  public 
policy  for  the  city  at  this  time  to  enter  into  any 
bargain  with  a  coi'poration  or  person  to  light  the 
city  streets  for  a  period  of  ten  years,  primarily, 
because  it  is  in  everybody’s  mouth  that  great 
inventions  are  about  to  be  made  in  lighting.  In 
view  of  that  fact,  is  it  not  unwise,  is  it  not  bad- 
policy,  for  this  city  to  go  ahead  now,  after  this  body, 
the  legislative  branch,  has  prevented  this  type  of 
contract  being  put  through  for  the  past  four  years, 
and  reverse  itself,  putting  through  this  kind  of 
contract  to-day?  I  do  not  believe,  Mr.  President, 
that  this  is  a  proper  settlement  of  this  question. 
On  the  other  hand,  in  my  opinion,  it  means  an 
unqualified  surrender,  and  I,  for  one,  do  not  intend 
to  be  a  party  to  it.  There  are  many  other  pro¬ 
visions  in  this  contract  which  are  faulty  They 
may  be  subdivided  into  three  classes.  I  suppose  I 
could  stand  here  at  this  time  and  talk  an  hour  upon 
this  subject.  I  will  try  not  to  bore  you,  Mr. 
President,  but  will  keep  within  the  time  limit  of  not 
more  than  fifteen  minutes,  setting  forth  under  the 
various  subheads  why  I  am  against  the  contract. 
In  the  first  place,  the  contract  provides  for  a  specific 
candle  poWer,  namely,  60  candle  power.  What 
is  the  test  necessary  to  insure  the  city’s  getting  the 
60  candle  power?  Under  the  specifications  in  the 
contract  of  1911,  which  has  been  referred  to  by  Mr. 
Emerson  in  the  report  of  the  Finance  Commission, 
a  very  clear  test  is  provided  to, see  that  the  company 
which  is  doing  the  work  for  the  city  shall  comply 
strictly  with  the  terms  of  the  contract. 

It  says  under  section  9,  on  page  11  of  the  con¬ 
tract  for  lighting  streets,  parks  and  alleys  with  gas 
incandescent  mantle  lamps: 

“The  lamps,  complete  with  burners,  mantles, 
chimneys  and  glassware  must  be  maintained  con¬ 
tinuously  when  in  service  at  not  less  than  60 
candle  power  for  single  burners  or  100  candle 
power  for  double  burners,  measured  under  the 
conditions  of  service  >  at  an  angle  of  about  15 
degrees  below  the  horizontal,  under  all  conditions 
of  variation  in  the  gas  pressure.  The  standard 
candle  power  to  be  employed  shall  be  the  recog¬ 
nized  international  candle,  as  adopted  by  the 
United  States  Bureau  of  Standards. 

“The  city  shall  have  the  right  at  any  time  to 
test  the  fights  to  determine  whether  the  specified 
candle  power  is  being  produced.  In  case  two  tests 
of  any  lamp,  separated  by  an  interval  of  not  less 
than  one  hour  during  any  one  night,  prove  that  the 
lamp  is  not  furnishing  the  specified  fight,  the  lamp 
shall  be  considered  as  either  dim  or  out  for  the 
night,  unless  such  condition  is  caused  by  a  broken 
or  plugged  service  pipe  or  other  interruption  of  the 
flow  of  gas  to  the  burner. 

“Any  lamp  found  to  give  less  than  the  specified 
candle  power  and  more  than  30  candle  power, 
measured  in  the  specified  manner,  shall  be  called 
dim,  and  any  lamp  similarly  found  to  give  less  than 
30  candle  power  shall  be  considered  valueless  and 
out.” 

I  would  also  add,  Mr.  President,  before  coming 
to  the  important  provisions  of  this  contract,  that 
that  contract  of  1911  goes  on  as  follows: 

“If  tests  show  that  10  per  cent  or  more  of  the 
lamps,  selected  at  random,  of  any  lamplighter’s  or 
equivalent  district  fall  below  the  specified  value, 
then  all  the  fights  in  the  affected  districts  shall  be 
taken  as  being  equal  in  candle  power  to  the  average 
of  the  fights  so  tested.  The  expense  of  such  tests 
shall  be  borne  by  the  contractor  if  the  fights  are 
shown  to  fall  below  the  specified  value,  otherwise 
by  the  city.” 

Mr.  President,  in  the  contract  before  us  the 
test  must  be  made  on  an  individual  lamp,  and  if 
that  individual  lamp  falls  below  the  standard  there 
is  a  penalty  of  a  few  cents  inflicted,  by  reason  of 
the  fact  that  said  lamp  is  not  in  condition.  The 
test  is  worthless  from  this  standpoint,  because  it  is 
utterly  impracticable  to  expect  the  city  to  go 
ahead  and  test  each  lamp  on  a  lamplighter’s  route, 
bringing  it  to  a  laboratory.  We  can  all  see  as 
practical  men  how  it  would  be  impossible  to  accom¬ 
plish  anything  in  that  way.  The  only  way  to  do 
is  as  suggested  in  this  contract,  to  have  a  test 
made  on  the  street,  a  photometric  test,  so  to  speak, 
at  an  angle  of  25  degrees  below  the  horizontal. 
That  test  was  found  practicable  enough  for  the 
contractors  of  1911  to  bid  upon  and  why  has  it 
not  been  incorporated  in  this  contract?  If  you  go 


ahead  and  ask  a  man  to  go  ahead  and  test  one 
lamp  after  another,  10,000  lamps,  where  are  you 
going  to  end.  The  fact  is  that  the  city  would 
get  pretty  tired  of  its  job,  as  after  a  night  or  two 
there  would  be  no  more  testing  of  that  kind  done. 
That  is  the  main  objection  to  the  specifications 
here.  There  are  a  number  of  other  objections. 
For  example,  the  city  must  give  the  contractor 
the  written  notice  of  when  the  test  is  to  be  made 
under  this  contract  upon  which  the  Council  is 
about  to  pass.  That  is  not  true  of  the  1911  con¬ 
tract.  The  city  can  go  ahead  under  that  and 
make  its  own  tests  in  its  own  way.  Why  should 
the  city  be  required  to  give  the  contractor  notice 
to  the  effect  that  it  is  about  to  make  an  examina¬ 
tion  to  see  that  the  city  is  getting  what  it  is  paying 
for?  Mr.  Emerson,  in  his  report  to  the  Finance 
Commission,  received  by  this  City  Council  May 
11,  1914,  is  very  clear  with  reference  to  this  matter 
of  candle  power.  That  I  may  not  misquote  him 
I  wish  to  read  two  short  paragraphs  showing 
what  he  has  to  say  concerning  it. 

“  In  regard  to  the  method  of  testing,  i.  e.,  in  a 
horizontal  plane  from  the  burner  of  the  tlamp,  it  is 
well  known  that  the  Rising  Sun  Street  Lighting 
Company  lamp  gives  its  greatest  illumination 
above  the  horizontal  plane  rather  than  below. 
By  testing  at  a  horizontal  plane  nearly  the  maxi¬ 
mum  candle  power  of  fight  will  be  obtained, 
although  the  rays  tested  are  thrown  off  in  a  direction 
which  will  give  no  illumination  on  the  street  surface 
where  illumination  is  most  desirable.” 

The  second  paragraph  provides  that  the  city, 
by  written  notice,  may  request  the  contractor  to 
employ  a  competent  person  to  test  the  lamps. 
The  effect  of  this  is  to  give  the  company  notice 
that  the  lamps  are  to  be  tested  and  give  them 
ample  time  to  take  suitable  measures  to  bring 
their  lamps  to  the  required  candle  power  either 
by  cleaning,  renewing  of  mantles  or  temporarily, 
increasing  the  gas  pressure,  as  may  be  necessary. 
It  would  be  extremely  improbable  that  any  lamps 
would  be  found  in  any  way  deficient  in  candle 
power. 

Further,  the  contract  provides  that  the  test 
shall  be  made  by  standard  laboratory  methods. 
It  is  not  clear  just  what  this  provision  means.  As 
interpreted  by  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works 
it  means  that  the  lamps  shall  be  taken  from  the 
posts  and  tested  in  a  laboratory  in  actual  compari¬ 
son  with  a  standard  candle.  This  procedure  is 
probably  an  impossible  one  to  carry  out  in  practice, 
as  no  lamp  could  be  taken  from  the  post  and  trans¬ 
ported  to  a  laboratory  without  breaking  the  mantle. 
Moreover,  if  a  lamp  was  suspected  giving  less  than 
the  required  candle  power  it  would  be  easy  to 
break  the  mantle  in  removing  the  lamp  from  the 
post  thereby  preventing  any  test  from  being  made. 
On  account  of  the  variation  in  gas  pressure  in 
different  portions  of  the  city,  the  pressure  at  the 
laboratory  would  not  be  the  same  as  at  the  post, 
the  weather  conditions  would  be  different,  and  the 
laboratory  tests  would  be  absolutely  of  no  value 
in  determining  the  value  of  the  illumination  in 
service. 

Again,  in  order  that  the  penalty  may  be  col¬ 
lected,  two  tests  of  any  lamp  separated  by  not  less 
than  one  hour  shall  be  made  during  any  one 
night.  This  provision  would  involve  taking  down 
the  lamp  twice,  testing  it  twice  and  setting  it  up 
once  on  the  post  during  one  night.  Not  only  is 
this  procedure  impossible  to  accomplish  in  the 
limited  space  of  one  hour,  but  the  ordinary  work¬ 
man  cannot  accomplish  it  in  one  night.  In  the 
laboratory  tests  no  lamps  would  be  found  to  be 
deficient  because  the  gas  pressure  would  be  ample 
for  the  purpose,  the  lamps  clean,  the  mantles  new 
and  the  tests  would  be  free  from  drafts  of  air  or 
other  influencing  conditions  of  the  weather. 

Even  assuming  that  through  some  inadvert¬ 
ence  a  lamp  was  found  to  be  below  the  required 
60  candle  power,  the  penalty  to  be  deducted  from 
the  price  due  the  Gas  Company  would  be  3}ir,  of 
$12,  or  approximately  33  cents  in  addition  to  the 
cost  of  the  test. 

In  case  the  lamps  are  found  to  be  not  deficient 
the  cost  of  testing  must  be  paid  by  the  city. 
The  cost  of  a  party  of  photometric  observers  for 
an  evening  would  probably  be  in  the  neighborhood 
of  $20,  and  the  labor  of  removing  and  replacing 
the  lamps  perhaps  $10  more.  The  city  would 
therefore  be  obliged  to  risk  the  expenditure  of 
$30  on  the  slight  chance  of  penalizing  the  Gas 
Company  to  the  extent  of  33  cents  in  addition 
to  the  cost  of  making  the  test.  Under  such  con¬ 
ditions  it  is  clear  that  few,  if  any,  tests  would 
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ever  be  made  and  that  section  6  would  be  abso¬ 
lutely  inoperative  as  a  means  of  maintaining  the 
candle  power  of  lamps. 

There  will  be  no  assurance  that  the  candle 
power  of  the  Rising  Sun  Street  Lighting  Company 
lamps  would  be  increased  over  the  present  average 
candle  power  which  seems  to  be  about  38.  No  con¬ 
tract  should  be  accepted  by  the  city  containing 
such  provisions  and  in  my  opinion  the  section 
regarding  candle  power  contained  in  the  speci¬ 
fications  for  lighting  streets  and  alleys  dated 
February  11,  1911,  is  far  superior  and  should  be 
included  in  the  proposed  contract,  if  the  contract 
is  to  be  made. 

Article  11.  Discontinuance  of  Lamps. 

This  section  provides  that  the  number  of  lamps 
furnished  under  the  contract  shall  not  be  at  any 
time  less  than  95  per  cent  of  the  number  of  lamps 
in  the  service  at  the  time  of  the  approval  of  this 
contract  by  the  Mayor.  As  the  number  of  lamps 
in  service  at  the  present  time  is  approximately 
10,000  the  contract  will  bind  the  city  to  approxi¬ 
mately  9,500  gas  lamps  for  the  term  of  the  con¬ 
tract.  In  my  opinion  no  such  provisions  should 
receive  the  confirmation  of  the  Council.  In  the 
first  place  there  is  no  reason  why  there  should  be 
any  guaranty.  There  will  be  no  new  apparatus 
for  the  Rising  Sun  Company  ta  provide,  and  there¬ 
fore  no  additional  fixed  cost  on  account  of  new 
investment.  As  shown  in  previous  reports  of  the 
Finance  Commission  the  plant  of  the  Rising 
Sun  Street  Lighting  Company  has  been  paid  for 
many  times  and  the  city  owes  nothing  on  that 
account.  The  only  provisions  which  could  be 
reasonably  required  by  the  contracting  companies 
as  regards  the  number  of  lamps  would  be  one  that 
provided  that  if  the  city  saw  fit  to  replace  gas 
lamps  with  other  lamps  it  should  replace  them  in 
such  numbers  that  undue  hardship  should  not  be 
placed  on  the  company  in  distributing  the  remain¬ 
ing  lamps  among  their  employees.  That  is  to  say, 
a  number  of  lamps  should  be  replaced  which  would 
allow  the  company  to  reduce  its  force  of  lamp¬ 
lighters  by  a  definite  number  of  routes,  and  such 
discontinued  routes  should  be  in  the  same  neigh¬ 
borhood,  contiguous  to  each  other,  and  another 
that  provided  that  the  price  per  lamp  year  should 
be  automatically  increased,  as  the  total  number  of 
lamps  was  reduced,  by  an  amount  sufficient  to 
compensate  the  company  for  the  fixed  charges 
due  to  supervision,  office  expenses,  rental,  etc., 
as  such  expenses  would  not  decrease  proportionally 
as  the  number  of  lamps  decreased. 

Article  14.  Arbitration. 

Although  this  provision  does  not  definitely 
provide  for  automatic  lighting  devices  it  is  under¬ 
stood  that  this  provision  would  apply  to  any 
saving  made  by  the  installation  of  such  devices 
by  the  company.  There  does  not  seem  to  be, 
considering  the  protections  the  company  receives 
under  the  contract,  any  reason  why  the  city  should 
not  be  entitled  to  its  share  of  any  saving  in  cost, 
and  the  contract  should  be  so  drawn. 

Also,  the  provision  regarding  depreciation  should 
be  changed  so  that  the  charge  for  depreciation 
should  apply  only  to  the  automatic  lighting  de¬ 
vices.  As  previously  stated,  it  is  impossible  that 
there  should  be  any  depreciation  of  the  present 
plant,  which  has  been  paid  for  many  times. 

Again,  if  automatic  lighting  devices  are  installed 
the  city  gets  no  rebate  on  account  of  savings  in 
operation  unless  the  saving  exceeded  one  dollar  ($1) 
per  lamp  year;  if  the  savings  exceed  one  dollar  per 
lamp  year  the  city  would  be  entitled  to  a  rebate 
from  the  contract  price  of  one-half  of  the  amount 
saved.  This  provision  could  be  manipulated  in 
various  ways  for  the  benefit  of  the  company.  For 
example,  assume  that  the  saving  from  automatic 
lighters  for  the  preceding  year  was  one  dollar  and 
fifty  cents  ($1.50)  per  lamp  year;  the  company 
and  the  city  would  each  be  entitled  to  one-half  the 
saving,  or  seventy-five  (75)  cents  each.  If  the 
company  arranged  its  business,  by  raise  of  salaries, 
higher  payments  for  supplies  to  its  parent  company 
or  otherwise,  so  that  the  saving  appeared  to  be  only 
one  dollar  ($1)  per  lamp  year,  in  that  case  the  com¬ 
pany  would  save  one  dollar  and  the  city  nothing 
per  lamp  year.  The  absurdity  of  the  paragraph 
as  a  workable  provision  in  favor  of  the  city  is 
apparent. 

Many  other  minor  defects  are  apparent  in  the 
contract  and  specifications,  among  them  the  fact 
that  there  appears  to  be  no  provision  in  the  contract 
for  the  care  of  fire  alarm  lamps,  of  which  there  are 


157  with  open  flame  burners.  These  lamps  have 
been  considered  at  a  separate  price  in  previous 
contracts.  It  is  unnecessary  to  enumerate  further 
defects,  as  those  above  outlined  should  be  sufficient 
to  prevent  the  approval  of  the  contract* 

There  are  many  provisions  of  this  contract  which 
are  not  good,  in  my  opinion.  This  one  pertaining 
to  arbitration  is  a  very  substantial  one  to  consider. 
When  you  take  a  contract  extending  over  ten  years , 
as  this  one  probably  will,  the  question  of  arbitration 
becomes  a  very  important  one.  Under  the  clauses 
of  this  contract  there  are  many  defects  pertaining 
to  arbitration,  but  the  one  which  stands  out  above 
all  others  is  that  it  says  that  unless  the  saving 
exceeds  $1  the  city  shall  derive  absolutely  no 
benefit.  Does  that  seem  fair  to  a  large  corporation 
like  the  City  of  Boston,  paying  100  cents  on  the 
dollar,  that  the  city  should  not  receive  a  propor¬ 
tional  benefit  by  reason  of  a  saving  in  cost?  Can 
anyone  stand  up  here  and  defend  that  position, 
that  if  the  saving  is  not  at  least  $1  the  city  shall 
not  get  one  cent’s  worth  of  benefit?  Let  us  get 
down  to  concrete  facts  and  see  what  that  might 
amount  to  and  what  is  possible  under  that  con¬ 
tract.  There  are  10,000  lamps.  One  year’s  saving 
of  $1  each  on  those  lamps  would  mean  $10,000. 
The  life  of  this  contract  is  ten  years.  That  would 
mean  that  $100,000  might  be  saved  by  the  Boston 
Consolidated  Gas  Company,  and  the  city  might 
not  derive  one  penny  of  benefit.  I  ask  you,  Mr. 
President,  and  through  you  the  members  of  the 
City  Council,  whether  that  provision  appears  to 
be  conscionable  and  fair  to  the  city.  To  me 
positively  it  does  not.  This  is  a  ten-year  contract. 
It  may  be  terminated  in  five  years,  but,  judging 
from  antecedent  probability,  there  is  no  oppor¬ 
tunity  for  this  contract,  in  all  reasonableness,  to 
be  determined  within  ten  years.  We  have  had  no 
contract  for  the  last  four  years.  The  legislative 
and  executive  branches  of  the  city  government 
have  not  been  able  to  get  together  by  reason  of  the 
fact  that  there  have  been  differences  of  opinion. 
Query:  What  will  take  place  in  five  years  from 
now?  Mr.  President,  ten  years  is  too  long  a  time. 
One  might  call  it  not  a  contract  but  a  franchise 
for  ten  years  to  do  this  particular  kind  of  work. 
I  do  not  believe  the  citizenship  of  Boston  favor  it. 
In  the  second  place,  Mr.  President,  any  board, 
any  disinterested  tribunal  that  has  discussed  the 
matter  and  has  gone  into  it,  has  come  out  against 
this  contract.  There  are  the  Chamber  of  Com¬ 
merce,  the  Finance  Commission,  the  United 
Improvement  Society.  I  say,  under  all  the  con¬ 
siderations,  particularly  in  view  of  the  faulty  test 
and  the  arbitration  clause,  that  this  contract 
should  be  rejected  by  the  city  government. 

The  question  came  on  the  approval  of  the 
contract 

Coun.  ATTRIDGE — Mr.  President,  the  Coun¬ 
cil  in  this  particular  matter  has  the  right  to  dis¬ 
approve  or  approve  a  contract  made  for  the 
lighting  of  the  public  streets  for  a  term  longer 
than  one  year.  As  the  gentleman  on  the  other 
side  of  the  Chamber  has  stated,  the  United  Im¬ 
provement  Association  in  a  communication  to  this 
Council,  under  date  bf  April  29,  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  in  a  communication  under  date  of 
April  17,  and  the  Finance  Commission,  in  a  com¬ 
munication  under  date  of  May  11,  recommended 
to  this  Council  that  this  contract  should  be  rejected. 
We  have  with  the  original  two  contracts  which 
were  submitted  a  paper  which  has  been  termed  a 
supplementary  statement,  which  was  offered  to¬ 
day  by  an  official  of  the  Consolidated  Gas  Company 
signed  by  Mr.  Richards,  the  president  of  the  Bos¬ 
ton  Consolidated  Gas  Company.  That  offered 
certain  terms  for  the  termination  of  this  contract. 
That  paper  was  signed  by  Mr.  Richards,  as  presi¬ 
dent,  although  there  was  with  the  paper  no  copy 
of  a  vote  which  gave  him  authority  of  the  Board 
of  Directors  to  sign  such  an  agreement  on  the  part 
of  the  company.  That  paper  was  not  signed  by 
the  man  who  acted  for  the  gas  company  in  the 
original  two  contracts  and  who  signed  for  them — 
Mr.  Wrightington.  Furthermore,  it  was  not 
approved  by  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works, 
as  were  the  original  two  contracts  which  were  sent 
to  us.  Mr.  Richards  no  doubt  is  an  estimable  man, 
and  he  may  have  general  authority  to  sign  for  the 
corporation,  but  I  have  no  absolute  knowledge 
of  the  fact.  that  he  signed  that  contract  with 
authority,  either  general  or  by  vote  of  the  Board 
of  Directors.  I  understood,  of  course,  from  Mr. 
Sullivan,  the  Corporation  Counsel  of  the  city,  that 
he  did  have  general  authority  to  make  contracts 
for  the  Consolidated  Gas  Company.  Mr.  Presi¬ 
dent,  my  opinion  since  I  have  been  a  member  of 
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this  Council  has  been  that  the  city  should  own 
and  operate  its  own  gas  lamps  in  the  City  of  Boston. 
The  Chamber  of  Commerce  recommended  that 
the  city  purchase  its  own  equipment;  the  Finance 
Commission,  under  date  of  July  21,  1909,  said  that 
the  city  should  furnish  its  lamps  and  employ 
directly  the  labor  to  do  the  work.  On  May  2, 

1910,  the  Finance  Commission  recommended  to 
the  City  Council  that  an  appropriation  of  $175,000 
be  made  to  provide  the  necessary  equipment  for 
the  12,000  lamps  then  in  existence,  and  that  these 
be  installed  so  as  to  be  independent,  so  that  the 
city  might  be  independent  of  the  company  doing 
the  wrork  at  the  present  time.  On  July  22,  1910, 
the  Finance  Commission  also  recommended  to 
this  Council  that  we  appropriate  $310,000  for  the 
purchase  and  installation  of  12,000  inverted 
mantle  lamps  complete;  and  on  September  19, 

1911,  the  Finance  Commission  again  recommended 
that  we  appropriate  $310,000  for  lamps  which 
would  become  the  property  of  the  city,  so  that 
the  city  would  own  its  own  street  lighting  equip¬ 
ment.  On  June  13,  1910,  on  resolution  of  Coun. 
Hale,  it  was  resolved,  that,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Boston  City  Council,  instead  of  continuing 
the  contract  for  street  lighting  with  the  Rising 
Sun  Street  Lighting  Company  the  city  should  buy 
its  own  gas  lamps.  On  May  22,  1911,  the  City 
Council,  qf  which  I  was  a  member,  passed  a  loan 
for  $300,000  for  lamp  equipment.  That  was  upon 
the  recommendation  of  the  Finance  Commission. 
That  loan  was  issued  by  the  Mayor,  and  interest 
began  on  it  November  1,  1911.  Twelve  thousand 
dollars  was  paid  yearly,  $1,000  per  month,  or 
$31,000  for  thirty-one  months,  up  to  June;  1,  or 
one-tenth  of  the  total  amount  of  the  bonds  issued. 
That  shows  a  waste  of  the  city’s  money  to  that 
extent.  The  former  Mayor  of  the  city  asked  the 
City  Council  to  transfer  that  loan  for  street  im¬ 
provements,  but  the  members  of  the  Council  at 
that  time  refused  to  make  the  transfer.  I  now  ask, 
why  did  the  Mayor  and  the  Council  authorize 
that  loan,  if  it  was  not  to  be  used  for  the  purpose 
of  purchasing  gas  lighting  equipment?  The  Fi¬ 
nance  Commission,  under  date  of  April  29,  1911, 
when  John  A.  Sullivan,  the  present  Corporation 
Counsel,  was  chairman,  said: 

“The  commission,  viewing  the  matter  merely 
from  a  financial  standpoint,  recommends  the  pur¬ 
chase  by  the  city  of  a  complete  equipment  of  lamps 
and  the  operation  of  the  plant  by  its  own  force.’  ’ 

On  May  11  of  this  year  the  commission  recom¬ 
mended  that  the  city  purchase  and  instal  in  such 
parts  of  the  city  as  were  not  covered  by  the  electric 
light  service,  inverted  mantle  lamps.  The  city 
to-day  owns,  and  for  many  years  past  has  owned, 
part  of  the  lamps  —  the  risers,  the  lamp-posts  and 
the  pipe  connections  —  and  the  city,  in  my  opinion, 
should  own  the  extensions,  should  own  the  entire 
lamp.  We  are  now  in  the  position  of  a  man  who 
is  paying  for  the  use  of  the  hat  which  he  wears. 
The  city  to-day  owns  a  part  of  the  lamp.  I  ask, 
why  should  not  the  city  own  the  entire  lamp? 
The  Central  Labor  Union,  by  resolutions  passed 
March  22,  1911,  copies  of  which  were  forwarded 
to  members  of  the  Council,  and  also  on  August 
22,  1912,  declared  for  municipal  ownership,  and 
they  also  stated  that  they  were  not  opposed  to 
the  installation  of  an  automatic  device.  The 
Massachusetts  State  Branch  of  the  American 
Federation  of  Labor,  under  date  of  April  1,  1911, 
declared  that  the  city  should  own  its  own  lamps, 
declared  in  favor  of  municipal  ownership.  In  my 
opinion,  lighting  is  in  the  same  class  as  water, 
sewers,  parks  and  schoolhouses,  and  the  lamps 
should  be  owned  and  operated  by  the  City  of 
Boston.  The  Boston  Heralrf,  under  date  of  Sep¬ 
tember  10,  1910, — that  was  five  years  ago,  but  the 
same  conditions  apply  to-day,  said: 

“Municipal  Lighting. 

“There  has  as  yet  been  no  convincing  argument 
’against  the  proposition  of  the  Finance  Commis¬ 
sion  that  the  city  should  own  its  street  lighting 
equipment.  Street  lighting  is  an  essential  part 
of  street  maintenance.  The  street  lights  are  a 
part  of  the  public  equipment  of  the  streets,  ser¬ 
viceable  like  good  pavements  and  sidewalks  for 
the  convenience  and  safety  of  travel,  like  the 
police  patrol  for  the  prevention  of  crime  on  the 
highways,  as  much  communal  function  as  any  one 
of  a  score  of  branches  of  the  municipal  service 
which  contribute  to  the  general  welfare  and  com¬ 
fort  of  the  citizens.  Why  should  not  the  city 
own  this  essential  part  of  its  equipment?” 


“It  is  a  reasonable  proposition  that  the  City  of 
Boston  should  establish  and  own  its  street  lamps.” 

It  further  says: 

“But  the  objection  to  municipal  venture  in 
this  field  of  gas  or  electrical  production  does  not 
lie  against  municipal  ownership  of  the  street 
lamps.  Such  an  equipment  could  be  as  wisely 
selected  by  municipal  authority  as  by  any  private 
contractor,  with  equally  careful  regard  for  economy 
in  consumption  and  with  a  likelihood  of  greater 
regard  for  service  in  lighting  power.” 

“There  would  then  be  no  competitive  bidding 
for  the  municipal  contract.  But  this  result 
would  not  be  without  its  benefits.  At  least  we 
should  have  a  lighting  system  chosen  on  its  merits 
and  on  scientific  evidence  as  to  its  illuminating 
power.  There  would  be  a  saving  of  middlemen’s 
profits.” 

That  was  four  years  ago,  Mr.  President,  and 
that  same  paper,  under  date  of  April  6  of  this 
year,  in  an  editorial  entitled  “The  Rising  Sun  that 
Keeps  on  Rising,”  said: 

“The  only  sure  solution  of  this  gas  lighting 
problem  is  that  proposed  by  the  Finance  Com¬ 
mission,  namely,  that  the  city  should  own  the 
lamps,  as  it  already  owns  the  poles,  thus  making 
itself  independent  of  the  contractor.  To  pur¬ 
chase  the  lamps  would  cost  some  money,  but  it 
would  be  economy  in  the  end.  In  any  case. 
Mayor  Curley  should  see  to  it  that  no  lighting 
contract  is  awarded  on  any  subletting  basis.” 

City  Affairs,  in  its  issue  of  September,  1907,  said: 

“The  ownership  by  the  city  of  its  gas  lamps  will 
give  to  the  city  the  opportunity  to  take  advantage 
of  the  economies  which  automatic  lighting  and 
extinguishing  devices  will  undoubtedly  make 
possible  during  the  next  few  years.” 

In  that  case,  the  city  would  get  all  the  profit. 
City  Affairs,  under  date  of  May,  1910,  said: 

“The  city  would  save  $825,000  or  about  $500,000 
more  than  enough  to  pay  for  the  equipment.” 

The  same  City  Affairs,  in  February,  1913,  said: 

“Municipal  ownership  through  the  purchase  of 
equipment  with  the  available  funds  offers  a  cheaper 
solution  than  extensions  of  the  present  contract.” 

And  in  May,  1913,  City  Affairs  had  an  article 
regarding  the  saving  which  the  city  could  make 
by  owning  the  lamps.  I  say,  Mr.  President,  that 
the  city  should  own  and  operate  its  own  gas  lamps 
and  that  the  superfluous  monopolistic  middleman 
should  be  eliminated  in  this  city,  and  there  will  be 
a  middleman  under  this  contract,  for  the  Boston 
Consolidated  Gas  Company,  through  its  accredited 
representative,  said6it  would  sublet  the  contract  to 
the  Rising  Sun  Street  Lighting  Company,  which 
is  connected  with  the  Welsbach  Street  Lighting 
Company  of  America.  If  the  Rising  Sun  Street 
Lighting  Company  can  do  this  work,  it  will  do  it 
at  a  profit  and  why  should  not  the  city  do  the  work 
itself?  On  July  22,  1910,  the  Finance  Com¬ 
mission,  in  another  report  to  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council,  said  that  “the  city  should  furnish  and 
maintain  the  street  gas  lamps,  and  the  gas  com¬ 
pany  should  provide  the  means  of  lighting,  extin¬ 
guishing  and  caring  for  them.  There  is  no  reason 
why  a  middleman’s  profit  should  be  paid  any 
longer.” 

On  September  19,  1911,  the  Finance  Commission 
recommended  the  appropriation  of  $310,000,  and 
said  that  by  that  appropriation  the  middleman 
would  be  eliminated  and  that  the  city  would  make  a 
saving.  The  middleman’s  profit,  in  my  opinion, 
should  be  saved  to  the  city.  They  are  not  in  busi¬ 
ness  for  love,  but  are  in  it  for  profit,  and  the  city 
should  get  the  profit.  The  city  is  at  a  disad¬ 
vantage,  and  has  been  for  many  years,  with  a 
middleman  who  owns  the  lamps;  and  I  say  again, 
if  the  middleman  can  do  it,  the  citj  can  do  it. 
The  question  arises  as  to  the  men  now  employed 
by  the  Rising  Sun  Street  Lighting  Company  and 
the  effect  that  this  will  have  upon  them.  Mr. 
President,  a  bill  was  passed  by  the  Legislature, 
chapter  344  of  the  Acts  of  1913,  which  gave  the 
city  the  right  to  appoint  to  positions  in  the  labor 
service  of  any  department  of  the  City  of  Boston 
men  employed  by  the  Rising  Sun  Street  Lighting 
Company;  and  this  year,  1914,  that  act  was 
amended  so  that  it  will  now  read  that  the  city  has 
fom^years,  from  January  1,  1913,  to  January  1, 
1917,  to  take  those  men  into  the  service  of  the 
city.  If  this  contract  is  approved,  what  is  to  pre¬ 
vent  this  company  from  hiring  boys  to  do  the 
work  and  cutting  out  the  laborers?  If  these  men 
could  be  taken  into  the  service  of  the  city,  as  in 
my  opinion  they  will  be  in  time,  their  wages  will 
be  not  $2  a  day,  which  is  paid  by  the  Rising  Sun 
Street  Lighting  Company  at  the  present  time,  but 
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$2.50  a  day,  which  is  paid  by  the  city.  I  say  that 
that  could  happen  if  this  act  is  approved,  and  I  am 
not  saying  that  as  derogatory  to  the  men  employed 
by  the  Rising  Sun  Street  Lighting  Company.  But 
it  can  be  done.  Furthermore,  it  could  be  done  if 
the  automatic  devices  are  installed  by  this  com¬ 
pany,  if  this  contract  were  awarded  to  it.  Mr. 
President,  Boston  surely  has  had  what  I  might 
term  an  illuminating  experience  in  the  matter  of 
street  lighting.  For  about  twenty-six  years  this 
city  has  been  in  the  grip  of  a  monopoly.  For 
twenty  years  it  secured  the  contracts  without 
competition,  and  for  twenty  years  it  received  $30 
per  lamp  from  the  City  of  Boston,  $9  per  lamp 
more  than  it  would  receive  under  this  contract. 
All  you  gentlemen  have  to  do  is  to  figure  up  the 
amount  of  money  that  that  concern  has  made 
from  the  City  of  Boston  in  those  twenty  years. 
That  charitable  concern  never  gave  any  reduction 
to  the  city  until  Mr.  Emerson  advertised  for  bids  a 
few  years  ago.  They  have  had  a  profitable  monop¬ 
oly  of  the  street  lighting  of  Boston,  and,  in  my 
opinion,  if  this  contract  is  approved,  they  will 
have  a  monopoly  for  ten  years  more,  making  in  all 
about  thirty-six  years,  and  in  ten  years  from  now, 
or  even  five  years  from  now,  the  city  will  be  in  the 
same  position  that  it  is  to-day.  If  the  city  pur¬ 
chased  its  own  equipment  it  would  own  it  and  would 
have  it  at  the  end  of  the  term  of  the  contract.  If 
this  contract  is  approved,  at  the  end  of  ten  years 
the  city  will  have  nothing,  and  we  will  then  have 
the  same  problem  over  again.  The  city  will  be  no 
better  off  and  no  other  company  can  compete 
with  the  Rising  Sun  Street  Lighting  Company. 
This  charitable  company,  which  Mr.  Rourke  last 
Monday  said  was  doing  a  favor  to  the  City  of 
Boston  in  lighting  its  public  streets,  at  one  time 
wanted  to  sell  its  equipment  to  the  city.  It  wanted 
to  sell  devices  for  $9.60  apiece,  and  Mr.  Emerson 
said  to  the  Finance  Commission  that  they  were  not 
worth  over  $6,  and  then  the  original  cost  had  been 
charged  off  many  times.  This  is  the  company  which 
is  doing  a  favor  to  the  city  at  the  present  time  by 
lighting  the  city’s  streets.  Mr.  Rourke,  the 
Commissioner  of  Public  W orks  —  and  I  do  not 
intend  to  criticise  him  —  recommends  this  contract ; 
and  so  he  recommended  the  contract  a  year  or 
two  ago.  In  1911,  when  the  price  asked  was 
$22.30,  he  recommended  a  contract  on  that  basis 
for  ten  years.  There  would  have  been  a  saving  in 
that  particular  instance  to  the  company,  not  to 
the  city,  of  about  $130,000  for  the  ten  years. 
During  my  term  in  the  Council  I  have  believed 
in  and  have  voted  in  favor  of  municipal  ownership . 

I  voted  in  favor  of  $300,000  for  the  city  to  purchase 
its  own  gas  lamps.  I  have  maintained  that  the 
city  should  own  the  entire  lamp,  and  not  own  a 
part  of  it,  and  the  corporation  own  the  rest.  Since 
I  have  been  a  member  of  the  City  Council  I  have 
followed  the  recommendations  of  the  Finance 
Commission,  whose  former  chairman,  Mr.  Sullivan, 
is  now  Corporation  Counsel  of  the  city.  To-day  I 
am  not  going  to  deviate  from  that  policy  that  I 
have  adopted,  of  being  in  favor  of  the  city  owning 
and  operating  its  own  gas  lamps.  Mr.  Sullivan 
himself  has  said  at  a  conference  with  the  Council 
in  regard  to  the  loan  of  $300,000, —  and  I  made  a 
memorandum  of  it,  took  it  down  in  writing, — 
that  it  was  the  best  policy  for  the  city  to  operate  and 
own  its  own  light.  That  was  his  honest  opinion, 
when  there  was  another  mayor,  and  I  believe  it  is 
his  honest  opinion  now.  I  say,  Mr.  President,  that 
I  am  going  to  vote  to-day  against  this  contract.  I 
do  not  want  to  saddle  the  city  with  even  a  five-year 
contract  which  will  leave  the  city  in  practically 
the  same  position  then  that  it  is  to-day.  A  bait 
has  been  held  out  to  the  Council  to  the  effect  that 
this  would  become  operative  as  of  the  first  of  April, 
if  accepted  June  15,  and  that  there  would  thereby 
be  a  saving  between  then  and  now.  That  was  for 
the  purpose,  in  my  opinion,  of  deceiving  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Council.  To-day  I  am  going  to  maintain 
the  same  position  that  I  have  maintained  up  to 
the  present  time  in  this  City  Council.  I  voted  for 
the  loan  of  $300,000  for  the  purchase  of  lamp 
equipment.  When  the  former  mayor  of  the 
city  wanted  to  transfer  that  money  for  another 
purpose,  I  refused  to  so  vote,  with  others.  To-day 
I  maintain  the  same  position.  I  shall  vote  against 
the  approval  of  this  contract  which  will  tie  the  city 
up  in  the  clutches  of  this  charitable  corporation 
for  years  to  come. 

Coun.  COULTHURST— Mr.  President,  the 
issue  before  us  to-day  is  not  an  issue  between  the 
contract  that  we  are  to  act  upon  and  municipal 
ownership.  It  is  an  issue  between  the  contract  we 
are  to  act  upon  and  the  arrangement  under  which 


we  are  proceeding  at  the  present  time,  under 
which  we  are  paying  a  price  of  $24.05  per  lamp 
per  year  for  10,000  lamps,  as  compared  with  a 
price  under  this  contract  of  $21  per  lamp  per  year. 
There  is  rto  question  of  what  the  attitude  of  this 
Council  in  the  matter  of  street  lighting  by  gas 
has  been  for  years.  The  Council  has  favored  a 
municipal  plant  and  has  done  its  utmost  to  get  it. 
What  has  been  the  result,  Mr.  President?  The 
City  Council  and  Mayor  Fitzgerald  at  logger- 
heads  for  four  years,  and  the  city  is  out  over 
$100,000  as  a  result  of  that  situation.  The  present 
Mayor,  the  successor  of  Mayor  Fitzgerald,  has 
submitted  to  us  a  contract  which  shows  a  saving 
of  $30,000  a  year,  if  we  accept  it,  over  existing 
rates.  The  contract  under  which  this  rate  is  given 
is  not  a  perfect  contract.  As  a  lawyer,  I  never  saw 
a  contract  that  I  considered  perfect,  especially  if 
it  were  drawn  by  some  other  lawyer;  and  this 
contract  has  its  flaw’s  and  imperfections.  But  we 
have  to  be  practical.  On  the  one  hand,  we  have  a 
chance  of  saving  $30,000;  on  the  other  hand,  wre 
run  a  risk  of  being  at  loggerheads  with  the  Mayor 
and  going  on  under  the  existing  rate  of  $24.05  per 
year.  The  argument  of  the  councilor  from  Ward  9, 
Mr.  Attridge,  does  not  meet  this  situation.  We,  as 
practical  men,  have  to  pass  on  this  question  between 
$21  and  $24.05  per  lamp  per  year.  That  is  the 
practical  consideration  before  us — the  question  of 
saving  or  not  saving  to  the  city  $30,000  a  year. 
This  price  of  $21  a  year  is  a  good,  fair  price,  in  my 
opinion.  I  am  not  satisfied  that  the  electric 
lighting  contract  gives  us  a  good  price,  but  I  am 
satisfied  upon  all  the  evidence  in  the  case  that  $21 
a  year  for  these  lamps  is  an  exceedingly  fair  price 
to  the  city.  Nine  dollars  of  that  goes  to  the  gas 
company  for  gas,  and  that  means  sixty-one  cents 
per  1,000  feet  for  the  gas  supplied.  I  happen  to 
know  from  a  very  good  authority  that  twenty-twTo 
cents  of  the  present  eighty  cents  that  the  gas 
company  charges  to  its  'consumer's  in  Boston  is 
required  for  dividends,  leaving  a  gross  cost  to  the 
company  of  fifty-eight  cents  per  1,000  feet;  and 
the  price  wre  are  getting  under  this  contract, 
therefore,  of  sixty-one  cents,  is  an  exceptionally 
reasonable  and  fair  price.  So  far,  so  good.  The 
contract  provides  that  if  there  is  any  reduction  in 
the  general  price  of  gas  to  the  general  consumer 
the  city  is  going  to  get  the  benefit  of  it  in  the  price 
of  gas  under  this  contract.  What  does  that  mean 
to  us  as  practical  men?  It  means  that  the  company 
may  at  some  time  within  the  life  of  the  contract 
reduce  the  price  of  gas,  say,  five  cents  per  thousand 
feet.  That  would  give  to  the  city  a  price  of  fifty- 
six  cents  a  thousand  feet  for  the  gas  sold  under  the 
contract.  The  price  of  maintaining  the  lamps 
on  the  streets,  as  contemplated  by  this  contract, 
and  of  lighting  the  lamps,  is  $12  per  lamp  per  year. 
Both  Commissioner  Rourke  and  Mr.  Emerson 
agree  that'  the  cost  to  the  Rising  Sun  Company 
of  doing  this  wrork  is  $11.50  out  of  the  $12.  So, 
Mr.  President,  all  the  evidence  that  we  have 
before  us  shows  that  the  maximum  profit  that  the 
Rising  Sun  Street  Lighting  Company  can  get  out 
of  this  contract  is  fifty  cents  per  lamp  per  year, 
or  $5,000  per  year.  So,  gentlemen,  we  ought  to 
be  satisfied  that  we  fire  getting  a  fine  price  for  gas 
for  the  next  five  or  ten  years.  The  councilor  from 
Dorchester,  Coun.  Collins,  says  that  this  is  a 
ten-year  contract.  Well,  it  is  a  ten-year  contract, 
perhaps.  We  have  a  provision  which  I  am  satisfied 
is  legal  that  allows  the  city  to  terminate  the  con¬ 
tract  during  the  first  four  months  of  the  next 
administration;  and  wYe  have  a  right  to  assume 
that  when  we  reserve  that  power  to  our  successors, 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  succeeding  us  four 
years  from  now7,  the  city  will  be  as  well  governed 
then  as  it  is  to-day,  and  that  the  city,  if  necessary, 
will  take  advantage  of  that  option.  Sq  much 
for  that  objection.  On  the  question  of  the  candle 
power  test,  so  severely  criticised  by  Mr.  Emerson, 

I  am  satisfied  that,  although  that  is  not  the  sort  of 
test  I  would  like,  I  should  not  vote  to  turn  down 
the  contract  on  that  ground.  I  am  satisfied  with 
the  actual,  practical  penalty  provided  in  connection 
with  the  test,  namely,  that  the  candle  power  of 
any  lamp  tested  does  not  come  up  to  the  require¬ 
ments  of  the  contract,  must  pay  the  cost  of  making 
the  test,  which  will  be  in  each  case  $20  to  $30, 
and  the  company  w7ill  at  the  same  time  receive  a 
blow  to  its  prestige  as  an  illuminating,  lighting 
company,  doing  a  big  business  in  this  city  and  the 
suburbs.  So,  as  a  practical  matter,  as  far  as  the 
candle  power  testing  clause  of  the  contract  is 
concerned,  though  I  would  like  to  rewrite  it, 
having  an  alternative’  clause,  I  realize  that  wre 
cannot  get  that.  I  am  not  going  to  repudiate  the 
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contract,  therefore,  on  that  ground,  because  with 
Commissioner  Rourke,  or  whoever  his  successor 
may  be,  if  he  has  a  successor  in  the  next  four  years, 
sitting  in  that  office,  I  am  satisfied  that  the  city’s 
interests  are  bound  to  be  protected  and  that  we 
are  going  to  get  pretty  close  to  a  60  candle  power 
light.  As  far  as  the  arbitration  clause  is  concerned, 
providing  that  unless  there  is  a  saving  of  more  than 
a  dollar  a  year  there  shall  be  no  reduction  to  the 
city,  I  know  that  the  only  possible  way  in  which 
there  can  be  a  reduction  of  the  cost  is  by  the 
substitution  of  automatic  lighting  for  the  present 
system.  If  there  is  any  reduction  in  the  cost  of  gas 
below  the  sixty-one  cents  per  thousand  feet,  it 
could  not  amount  to  more  than  a  few  cents,  and  if 
that  is  given  to  the  general  consumers  of  the  city, 
the  city  itself  will  get  the  advantage  of  it.  But 
the  only  way  in  which  the  $12  cost  can  be  reduced, 
as  I  see  it,  according  to  Mr.  Emerson’s  report,  is 
by  reducing  the  pay  of  the  laborers,  which  amounts 
to  $8.12  per  lamp  per  year — and  that  is  not  to  be 
expected — -or  by  introducing  automatic  lighting. 
Therefore,  as  a  practical  matter,  the  only  chance 
we  have  of  getting  a  reduction  in  that  cost  is  by 
the  substitution  of  automatic  devices.  That 
substitution  would  perhaps  mean  a  gross  saving 
of  from  $3  to  $5  per  lamp — $3.37,  I  think,  as 
estimated  by  Mr.  Emerson,  and  $5  as  estimated 
by  Mr.  Jtourke.  So,  as  a  practical  matter,  the 
saving  ih  that  case  would  be  over  $1,  and  that 
arbitration  clause  protects  us  fully.  There  is  the 
situation.  Therefore,  as  we  cannot  get  such  a 
contract  as  the  gentleman  from  Ward  9  wants,  or 
such  a  contract  as  I  might  like  to  have,  we  are 
faced  with  the  alternative  of  proceeding  with  the 
present  price  of  $24.05  per  year  as  compared  with 
$21  per  year.  Twenty-one  dollars  per  year  cer¬ 
tainly  seems  to  me  a  low  price  for  gas  lighting.  It 
is  the  lowest  price  paid  by  any  city  in  the  country, 
according  to  our  information.  The  city  must  be 
practical  in  its  dealings  with  contracts  of  this  kind. 
Here  is  a  chance  to  make  a  material  saving  to  the 
city  as  compared  with  the  price  that  is  being  paid 
at  present.  When  the  contract  provided  a  price 
of  $30  per  lamp  per  year,  the  City  Council  entering 
into  that  contract  did  not  protect  the  city’s  interests 
as  we  are  doing.  We  are  now  proposing  to  enter 
into  a  contract  which  gives  to  the  city  a  price  of  $21 
per  lamp  per  year.  It  is  a  good  contract,  take  it 
all  in  all,  and  I  am  going  to  vote  for  its  approval. 

Coun.  KENNY — Mr.  President,  I  feel,  as  one 
member  of  the  City  Council,  like  extending  my 
congratulations  to  the  City  of  Boston.  I  think 
the  city  is  entitled  to  be  congratulated  upon  what 
the  Council,  I  believe,  is  about  to  do,  namely,  to 
confirm  and  ratify  these  contracts  before  us.  We 
are  not  confronted  xvith  the  question  of  municipal 
lighting.  Four  years  ago,  when  the  rate  was  as 
it  is  to-day,  $24.05  per  lamp  per  year,  it  was 
recommended  to  us  by  the  Finance  Commission 
that  we  take  up  with  the  Mayor  the  question  of 
municipal  lighting.  We  did  so.  With  that 
purpose  in  view  we  passed  a  loan  order  for  $300,000 
for  equipment.  But  the  Mayor,  the  then  execu¬ 
tive  of  the  city,  would  not  be  a  party  to  that  plan. 
He  would  not  agree  to  it.  Therefore,  the  Council 
was  not  able  to  accomplish  what  it  desired  to 
accomplish  in  the  way  of  bringing  ^about  municipal 
lighting,  as  against  a  contract  calling  for  $24.05 
per  lamp.  That  status  continued  for  over  four 
years.  The  present  Mayor,  this  year,  indicates 
that  he  will  not  assent  to  a  municipal  lighting 
proposition.  Where  does  that  leave  the  Council? 
Exactly  where  we  were  four  years  ago.  My 
friend  from  Ward  9,  Coun.  Attridge,  says  we  will 
be  no  better  off  five  years  hence  or  ten  years  hence, 
if  we  adopt  these  contracts,  than  we  are  to-day.  I 
desire  to  correct  that  statement.  We  will  be  at 
least  $30,000  better  off  at  the  end  of  each  year. 
Just  think  of  that.  Then,  dating  the  contracts 
from  the  1st  of  April  last,  that  means  a  saving  of 
$7,500  in  three  months.  There  will  surely  be  a 
saving  of  $25,000  a  year  for  the  next  five  years,' 
and  the  saving  may  be  even  more  than  that,  be¬ 
cause  who  knows  how  within  the  next  few  years 
the  cost  of  labor  and  materials  may  increase,  so 
that  this  company  could  not  afford  to  make  a 
contract  for  $21  a  year.  But  under  this  contract 
they  are  already  bound  to  that  price,  so  no  such 
question  could  arise.  I  say,  as  my  friend  from 
Roxbury,  Coun.  Coulthurst,  has  said,  that  this 
is  a  practical  matter.  It  is  a  matter  in  which  we 
should  use  common  sense.  We  are  the  trustees  of 
the  City  of  Boston.  We  are  standing  here  repre¬ 
senting  the  city  treasury,  and  it  is  our  duty  to  do 
the  best  we  can  for  the  taxpayers  of  Boston. 
Their  interests  should  be  our  first  thought.  It  is 


not  a  question  of  what  some  other  people  may  like 
or  may  not  like.  The  question  is,  What  is  best  for 
the  taxpayers  to-day,  five  years  from  now,  ten 
years  from  now?  That  is  the  question  that  con¬ 
fronts  the  City  Council.  Therefore,  I  say  the 
city  is  to  be  congratulated  that,  after  four  years 
of  inaction — due  to  no  fault  of  the  Council,  no 
blame  attaching  to  any  member  of  the  Council — 
there  is  an  opportunity  to  do  something.  We  are 
ready  at  any  time  to  put  in  force  a  plan  which 
would,  if  adopted  four  years  ago,  have  resulted 
in  bringing  us  where  we  are  to-day,  getting  a  price 
of  $21  per  lamp  per  year.  Under  present  condi¬ 
tions,  the  gas  company  is  the  only  one  that  we 
look  to.  We  have  nothing  to  do  with  the  Rising 
Sun  Street  Lighting  Company.  We  do  not  know 
the  Rising  Sun  Company  here.  That  company 
is  all  through,  as  far  as  the  City  of  Boston  is  con¬ 
cerned.  We  are  dealing  with  the  Boston  Con¬ 
solidated  Gas  Company,  a  Massachusetts  corpora¬ 
tion,  a  responsible  concern,  a  concern  to  which  we 
can  look  to  see  that  it  carries  out  its  contract.  If 
it  does  not  carry  out  its  contract,  the  courts  are  open 
to  us.  But  we  need  have  no  fear  on  that  score. 
This  contract  has  been  passed  on  by  the  Corpora¬ 
tion  Counsel,  the  Law  Department,  and  we  can 
very  well  leave  it  there.  The  rights  of  the  city 
wrill  be  respected  and  enforced  if  the  company 
attempts  to  violate  or  evade  the  terms  of  the  con¬ 
tract.  Therefore — and  I  will  not  go  into  this 
again,  because  it  has  been  covered  by  the  gentle¬ 
men  from  Roxbury,  Coun.  Coulthurst, — we  are 
going  to  release  $300,000  that  has  been  tied  up  for 
four  years.  That  is  something.  $300,000  has 
been  tied  up  for  four  years  this  very  month.  That 
money  is  going  to  be  released  and  we  are  going 
to  start  in  with  a  saving  for  the  city  of  at  least 
$30,000  per  year.  I  believe  this  contract  is  a 
just  contract,  and  no  contract  is  a  just  contract 
unless  it  is  good  for  both  sides. 

Coun.  ATTRIDGE — Mr.  President,  the  Finance 
Commission  four  years  ago  did  make  certain 
recommendations  to  the  City  Council.  The  Fi¬ 
nance  Commission,  under  date  of  May  11,  1914, 
also  made  some  recommendations  to  the  City 
Council.  It  recommended  that  the  city  purchase 
and  install,  in  such  parts  of  the  city  as  are  not 
covered  by  the  electric  light  service,  inverted 
mantle  lamps,  and  in  connection  therewith  auto¬ 
matic  lighting  devices.  In  the  same  report  Mr. 
Emerson,  the  engineer  of  the  Finance  Commission 
and  former  Superintendent  of  Streets,  said  that 
with  automatic  devices,  the  city  owning  its  own 
lamps,  the  city  could  light  the  streets,  not  for  $21 
a  year,  but  for  $18.55  per  year;  that  in  the  course 
of  ten  years  $245,000  would  be  saved  to  the  City 
of  Boston.  Furthermore,  he  said  that  the  city 
would  have  better  light,  that  the  city  would  own 
its  own  lamps  at  the  end  of  that  time,  and  that 
the  city  would  be  free  from  any  entanglements. 
The  men  who  light  the  lamps  made  a  record  of 
the  number  of  globes  used,  the  number  of  mantles 
used,  the  number  of  repairs  made,  and  they  said 
that  $1.51  would  cover  the  cost  of  repairs  per 
lamp  per  year;  although  the  Chamber  of  Com¬ 
merce,  in  its  communication  under  date  of  April 
17,  1914,  figured  that  it  would  cost  $3.88  per  lamp 
per  year  for  repairs.  But  the  men  who  light  the 
lamps  and  who  know  how  many  mantles  are  used 
figured  the  cost  and  set  down  the  amount  at  $1.51 
per  lamp  per  year.  On  repairs  and  maintenance 
alone  in  ten  years  the  city  would  save  in  ten  years 
$227,000.  I  am  not  going  to-day  to  impugn  the 
motives  of  any  man  who  votes  to  approve  or  dis¬ 
approve  of  these  contracts.  We  are  elected  by 
the  people  of  the  city  as  members  of  the  City 
Council.  We  are  here  to  do  our  duty  as  we  see  it, 
as  our  consciences  dictate,  taking  such  action  as 
in  our  opinion  is  for  the  best  interest  of  the  city 
as  a  whole.  Of  course,  we  cannot  all  agree  always, 
but  it  is  my  humble  opinion  that  the  city  would 
be  in  a  better  position  five  years  from  to-day  or 
ten  years  to-day  if  it  owned  the  entire  lamp  in¬ 
stead  of  owning  part  of  it,  as  it  does  to-day  and 
has  done  for  twenty  odd  years. 

Coun.  COLLINS — Mr.  President,  I  think  every¬ 
body  must  agree  that  when  a  contract  is  made 
both  parties  are  bound  by  the  terms  of  that  con¬ 
tract.  The  first  and  all-important  consideration 
here  is,  as  the  gentleman  on  the  other  side  has 
stated,  What  is  for  the  best  interests  of  the  tax¬ 
payers?  I  say  unqualifiedly  that  it  is  for  the  best 
interests  of  the  taxpayers  not  to  tie  the  City  of' 
Boston  up  for  a  period  of  ten  years.  In  the  second 
place,  in  answer  to  the  suggestion  of  the  gentleman 
from  Roxbury,  Coun.  Coulthurst,  that  we  have 
been  paying  $24.05  per  lamp  per  year  up  to  date, 
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I  want  to  Say  that  this  question  was  about  reaching 
its  head  a  few  weeks  ago.  We  suggestd  to  Mr. 
Wrightington  of  the  gas  company  that  we  did  not 
favor  a  ten-year  contract,  that  we  wanted  a  five- 
year  contract.  With  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of 
Boston  on  record  as  against  another  extension  of 
the  Rising  Sun  Company’s  contract,  the  time  was 
opportune  to  get  a  proper  contract  for  five  years 
at  the  low  rate  of  $21.  The  fact  that  this  proposed 
contract  carries  a  rate  of  $21  per  lamp  per  year 
does  not  tell  the  whole  story.  The  question  is, 
Are  we  getting  the  60  candle  power  under  that  $21 
rate?  It  has  been  contended,  and  has  not  been 
refuted,  that  the  candle  powers  of  these  upright 
lamps  range  from  38  to  40.  If  that  is  to  be  the 
average,  is  it  fair  to  say  that  $21  per  lamp  per  year 
is  a  low  price?  Is  it  not  high?  It  seems  to  me 
that  it  may  very  well  be  considered  a  high  price 
for  the  city  to  pay.  Again,  I  have  not  heard  any¬ 
body  stand  up  here  and  justify  the  arbitration 
clause,  which  provides  that  if  there  is  a  saving  of  a 
dollar  per  lamp  per  year,  the  city  shall  not  receive 
a  cent.  It  is  all  right  to  say  that  the  contract,  to 
be  a  fair  one,  should  be  a  just  one;  but  I  want  to 
say  that  the  City  of  Boston  is  bound  by  the  terms 
of  this  contract,  not  by  the  spirit,  that  the  court  will 
hold  us  to  the  terms  of  the  contract.  I  merely 
reiterate  what  I  said  awhile  ago,  that  this  is  not, 
to  my  mind,  a  proper  settlement  of  the  matter. 
If  the  thing  is  settled  after  four  years  of  strife,  it 
ought  to  be  settled  right.  In  my  opinion  this  is  a 
surrender. 

President  McDONALD — The  question  comes 
on  approval  by  the  City  Council  of  the  two  con¬ 
tracts  dated  March  19,  1914,  made  by  the  Com¬ 
missioner  of  Public  Works  and  the  Boston  Con¬ 
solidated  Gas  Company,  submitted  to  the  _  City 
Council  on  March  23,  1914,  and  upon  which  a 
public  hearing  of  which  seven  days’  notice  was 
given  in  the  City  Record ,  was  held  by  the  City 
Council  on  April  22,  1914.  The  Clerk  will  call 
the  roll. 

The  contracts  were  approved  by  roll  call,  yeas  7, 
nays  2,  Coun.  ATTRIDGE  and  COLLINS 
voting  nay. 

Later  in  the  session  Coun.  COULTHURST 
said:  Mr.  President,  I  w'ant  to  make  a  motion 
that  we  accept  the  proposition  contained  in  the 
agreement  submitted  to  us  to-day  and  placed  on 


file,  formally  signed  by  the  Boston  Consolidated 
Gas  Company,  by  Mr.  Richards,  president. 

Coun.  COULTHURST’S  motion  to  accept  the 
proposition  referred  to  was  carried. 


WIRE  FENCE,  CAROLINA  AVENUE. 

Coun.  COULTHURST  offered  an  order — That 
the  Park  and  Recreation  Board,  through  his  Honor 
the  Mayor,  be  requested  to  erect  a  wire  fence  be¬ 
tween  the  premises  owned  by  Mrs.  Mary  Teague 
on  Carolina  avenue,  Jamaica  Plain,  and  the 
Carolina  Avenue  Playground  owned  by  the  City 
of  Boston,  and  to  erect  a  similar  wire  fence  along 
Carolina  avenue  on  the  border  of  said  playground. 

Passed.

ELECTRIC  LIGHTING  CONTRACT.

City  Clerk: 

Dear  Sir, — I  send  herewith  for  transmission  to 
the  City  Council  copy  of  the  proposed  contract 
with  the  Edison  Electric  Illuminating  Com¬ 
pany  redrafted  according  to  the  instructions  of 
the  City  Council  so  as  to  put  the  various  pro¬ 
visions  in  logical  order  and  revised  as  to  the 
arbitration  clause,  also  at  the  request  of  the  City 
Council,  so  as  to  bring  said  clause  in  conformity 
with  the  recommendations  of  the  Finance  Com¬ 
mission. 

The  first  paragraph  of  the  arbitration  clause  as 
revised  is  not  in  strict  conformity  with  the  Finance 
Commission’s  suggestions,  but  I  have  taken  the 
liberty  to  make  said  first  paragraph  conform  to 
the  suggestions  of  the  City  Council  made  at  the 
recent  conference  at  which  I  was  present,  the  pur¬ 
pose  being  to  have  the  price  named  in  the 
proposed  contract  investigated  rather  than  the 
price  of  the  existing  contract.  This  draft  has  been 
examined  by  counsel  for  the  Edison  Electric 
Illuminating  Company  and  he  has  conferred  with 
the  president  of  that  company  upon  the  subject. 
The  counsel  for  the  company  has  informed  me  that 
the  president  will  not  agree  to  the  arbitration 
clause  as  redrafted,  as  he  insists  that  the  proposed 
price  is  a  fair  one  and  that  the  city  under  the  pro¬ 
posed  contract  has  ample  power  to  secure  the 
benefit  of  any  reductions  which  may  be  made  in 
the  cost  of  furnishing  the  service.

of  Public  Works.

All  parts  of  the  City  of  Boston  except  Charles¬

Street  Lighting  Terms  and  Conditions. 

The  foregoing  Agreement  is  subject  to  the  fol¬ 
lowing  Terms  and  Conditions: 

1.  The  lamps,  poles,  wires,  fixtures  and  other 
apparatus,  appliances  and  materials  necessary  for 
the  performance  of  this  Agreement,  except  posts 
for  incandescent  lamps  supplied  from  underground 
circuits,  shall  be  furnished  by  the  Company  and 
kept  in  good  order  and  condition  by  it.  The  lamps 
shall  give  a  clear  and  steady  light.  The  Company 
shall  furnish  electrodes  (carbons)  for  and  trim  all 
arc  lamps,  and  will  renew  incandescent  lamps 
whenever  they  become  dim,  broken  or  burned  out. 

2.  Payments  hereunder  shall  be  made  monthly 
on  the  regular  pay  day  of  the  Municipality. 

3.  The  Company  will  give  the  Municipality 
the  benefit  of  any  lower  prices  for  service  such  as 
that  herein  provided  for,  or  of  any  better  quality 
or  efficiency  of  service,  which  may  at  any  time 
during  the  continuance  of  this  Agreement  be  en¬ 
joyed  by  any  Municipality  served  by  it,  such 
relative  prices,  quality  and  efficiency  to  be  deter¬ 
mined  by  taking  into  consideration  all  the  circum¬ 
stances  and  conditions  in  both  cases. 

At  any  time  within  three  months  of  the  date  of 
the  execution  of  this  contract  the  Mayor  may 
request  an  investigation  of  the  fairness  of  the  prices 
named  herein,  and  upon  the  receipt  of  such  request, 
the  Company  shall  permit  such  investigation  to  be 
made.  If,  as  a  result  of  the  investigation,  it 
appears  that  a  fair  price  for  the  service  to  be  per¬ 
formed  hereunder  is  less  than  the  price  named  in 
the  contract,  the  fair  price  as  thus  determined 
shall  be  considered  to  be  the  price  for  the  service 
from  the  beginning  of  the  contract,  and  such 
price  as  thus  established  shall  be  the  basis  of  any 
fuither  investigation  as  to  prices  which  shall  be 
made  thereafter. 

During  the  term  of  this  contract  there  shall  be 
three  other  investigations,  the  first  to  be  begun  upon 
the  first  day  of  the  second  year  of  the  contract,  the 
second  upon  the  first  day  of  the  fifth  year  and  the 
third  upon  the  first  day  of  the  eighth  year  thereof. 

In  each  of  the  three  investigations  subsequent 
to  the  first,  the  question  shall  be  whether  the  cost 
to  the  Company,  including  depreciation  and 
interest  on  investment,  of  furnishing  the  service 
to  the  City  called  for  hereby  is  less  than  the  cost 
as  determined  by  the  investigation  immediately 
preceding,  and  if  so,  how  much.  If  in  any  of  said 
three  subsequent  investigations  it  shall  be  shown 
that  the  cost  to  the  Company,  including  deprecia¬ 
tion  and  interest  on  investment,  of  furnishing  the 
service  has  been  reduced,  the  Company  shall  give 
to  the  City  the  benefit  of  two-thirds  of  such  reduc¬ 
tion,  and  the  City  shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefits 
of  such  reduction  from  the  first  day  of  the  second, 
fifth  or  eighth  years  as  the  case  may  be;  but  the 
City  shall  continue  to  receive  the  benefit  of  such 
reductions  only  so  long  as,  and  to  the  extent  that, 
such  decreased  cost. shall  continue. 

In  any  of  the  investigations  made  as  herein 
provided,  the  investigators  may  take  into  con¬ 
sideration  the  cost  to  the  Company  of  any  or  all 
other  parts  of  its  supply  and  any  other  pertinent 
facts  and  conditions  which  they  may  deem 
important. 

The  investigations  shall  be  made  by  the  then 
head  professors  of  applied  electricity,  by  whatever 
titles  known,  of  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of 
Technology  and  the  Scientific  Department  of 
Harvard  University,  if  able  and  willing  to  serve. 
In  case  either  is  unable  or  unwilling  to  serve,  his 
substitute  shall  be  named  by  the  then  President 
of  said  Institute  or  University,  as  the  case  may  be. 
In  case  of  any  disagreement  between  said  Investi¬ 
gators,  they  may  call  in  an  Arbitrator  of  their  own 
selection.  The  decision  of  said  Investigators,  or 
of  either  of  them  and  said  Arbitrator,  shall  be 
binding  upon  the  City  and  the  Company  until  the 
Supreme  Court  of  Massachusetts  has  decided  that 
the  constitutional  rights  of  either  are  thereby 
infringed. 


4.  The  Company  wall  indemnify  and  save 
harmless  the  Municipality  against  any  and  all 
claims  for  damages,  loss,  cost  and  expense  on 
account  of  injury  to  persons  or  property  arising 
in  any  way  out  of  the  erection,  construction,  main¬ 
tenance  or  use  of  any  of  the  lamps,  poles,  wires, 
fixtures  and  other  apparatus  and  appliances  fur¬ 
nished  by  the  Company  hereunder,  except  where 
such  injury  is  the  result,  in  whole  or  in  part,  of  the 
fault  or  neglect  of  the  Municipality,  its  officers, 
servants  or  agents,  -while  acting  as  agents  of  the 
Municipality;  and  against  any  and  all  claims  for 
damages  by  reason  of  any  alleged  infringement  of 
patent  rights  in  the  use  of  lamps,  poles,  wires, 
fixtures,  machinery  and  other  apparatus,  appli¬ 
ances  and  material  supplied  by  the  Company 
hereunder;  and  will,  at  its  own  expense,  assume 
the  defence  of  all  actions  at  law  or  in  equity  which 
may  be  brought  against  the  Municipality  upon 
any  claims  as  aforesaid,  and  also  against  all  decrees, 
judgments  and  orders  of  any  court  based  thereon. 

5.  The  Municipality  may,  at  any  time,  by 
written  notice,  require  the  Company  to  employ  a 
competent  and  disinterested  person  connected  with 
either  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology 
or  the  scientific  department  of  Harvard  Univer¬ 
sity  to  examine  and  test  the  electrical  currents  and 
apparatus  employed  in  furnishing  the  lighting 
service  herein  provided  for,  to  ascertain  whether 
or  not  the  Company  is  complying  with  the  terms 
of  this  Agreement,  and  for  such  purpose  such 
Derson  may  have  access  at  all  reasonable  times 
to  the  lamps,  poles,  wires,  fixtures  and  other  appa¬ 
ratus  of  the  Company  used  in  carrying  out  this 
Agreement. 

‘  In  case  two  tests  of  any  circuit  or  lamp  shall  be 
made,  separated  by  an  interval  of  not  less  than  one 
hour,  during  any  one  night,  and  both  of  said  tests 
shall  prove  that  the  Company  is  not  furnishing 
the  electrical  energy  or  light  required  by  this 
Agreement,  then  such  circuit  or  such  lamp  shall 
be  deemed  to  be  outages  as  provided  herein.  If 
such  tests  show  that  the  Company  is  not  furnishing 
the  electrical  energy  or  light  required  by  this 
Agreement,  the  Company  shall  pay  the  expense 
of  the  examination  and  test  herein  provided  for; 
otherwise  the  Municipality  shall  pay  such  expense.” 

6.  Such  additional  lamps  snail  be  installed, 
without  charge  to  the  Municipality,  as  may  be 
designated  by  the  Municipality  at  any  time  before 
notice  is  given  to  terminate  this  Agreement,  pro¬ 
vided  the  Company  shall  not  be  required  to  extend 
its  lines  more  than  four  hundred  feet  overhead,  or 
in  localities  served  by  underground  construction 
more  than  one  hundred  feet  underground,  to  reach 
any  lamp;  but  the  Municipality  may  require 
extension  of  lines  for  additional  lamps  at  any  time 
during  the  term  of  this  Agreement,  by  paying  the 
cost  of  so  much  of  the  extension  as  exceeds  that 
herein  required  to  be  made  by  the  Company,  such 
payments  to  apply  as  credits  on  future  bills  for. 
lighting  on  such  additional  lines.  Whenever  re¬ 
quested  by  the  Municipality,  the  Company  will 
change  the  location  of  any  lamps  at  the  expense 
of  the  Municipality,  not  exceeding,  however,  five 
dollars  for  each  arc  lamp  and  three  dollars  for  each 
incandescent'  lamp'  so  moved,  unless  new  lines  or 
poles  are  required. 

7.  The  discontinuance  of  any  street  or  highway 
shall  have  the  effect  of  discontinuing  whatever 
lamps  may  have  been  located  on  such  street  or 
way.  The  Municipality  may  at  any  time  discon¬ 
tinue  a  lamp  or  lamps  for  reasonable  cause,  but 
the  number  of  lamps  of  any  type  in  service  at  any 
time  shall  not,  except  as  hereinbelow  provided,  be 
less  than  ninety-five  per  cent  of  the  maximum 
number  of  such  lamps  in  service  under  this  Agree¬ 
ment  at  any  time  prior  thereto.  In  case  of  such 
discontinuance  the  installation  of  any  lamps  at 
other  locations  shall  be  charged  for  the  same  as 
changes  of  locations  under  Article  6  hereof  until 
the  original  number  installed  shall  again  have  been 
reached. 

Lamps  of  any  type  may  be  substituted  for 
lamps  of  any  other  type  if  the  Municipality  pays 
the  total  expense  of  making  the  change  and  the 
total  amount  of  payments  by  the  Municipality 
hereunder  at  the  then  standard  rates  is  not  thereby 
diminished,  except  that,  when  standard  incandes¬ 
cent  lamps  of  large  candle  power  have  been  so 
improved  that  they  can,  without  increase  in  watts 
or  in  maintenance  cost  to  the  Company,  be  sub¬ 
stituted  for  Magnetite  lamps,  the  Company  will, 
upon  demand  of  the  Municipality,  and  without 
charge  for  making  the  change  therefor,  substitute 
such  an  incandescent  lamp  for  any  Magnetite  lamp, 
at  the  price  provided  herein  for  Magnetite  lamps. 
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The  contractor  shall  give  preference  in  employ¬ 
ment,  first,  to  citizens  of  Massachusetts,  second, 
to  other  citizens  of  the  United  States;  and  shall 
allow  all  employees  on  said  work  to  lodge,  board 
and  trade  where  they  choose  and  shall  not  obstruct 
any  other  person  in  doing  work  for  the  city;  and 
shall  conform  to  all  the  labor  laws  of  the  Common¬ 
wealth;  and  no  laborer,  workman  or  mechanic 
working  within  this  Commonwealth  in  the  employ 
of  the  contractor,  subcontractor  or  other  person 
doing  or  contracting  to  do  the  whole  or  a  part  of 
the  work  contemplated  by  the  contractor  shall  be 
requested  or  required  to  work  more  than  eight 
hours  in  any  one  calendar  day.  The  contract  is 
made  subject  to  all  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth, 
and  if  any  clause  thereof  does  not  conform  to  such 
law  such  clause  shall  be  void  and  such  law  opera¬ 
tive  in  lieu  thereof. 

8.  Should  the  Municipality  at  any  time  find 
that  the  Company  is  not  complying  fully  with  the 
terms  and  requirements  of  this  Agreement,  the 
Municipality  shall  immediately  notify  the  Com¬ 
pany  of  such  fact,  and  the  Company  shall  at  once 
remedy  the  fault,  but  failure  to  give  such  notice 
shall  not  impair  any  obligation  of  the  Company. 
But  the  Company  shall  not  be  responsible  for  any 
failure  to  supply  electricity  if  such  failure  is  with¬ 
out  default  or  neglect  on  its  part. 

9.  If  the  Municipality  shall  at  any  time  during 
the  continuance  of  this  Agreement  be  required  to 
purchase  the  wdiole  or  any  part  of  the  plant  of  the 
Company  located  within  the  limits  of  said  Munic- 
pality,  under  the  present  law,  or  any  amendment 

thereof,  the  Municipality  shall  not  be  holden  for 
the  unexpired  term  of  this  Agreement,  nor  shall 
this  Agreement  or  the  unexpired  term  thereof  be 
in  any  way  considered  as  an  element  of  value  in 
such  purchase;  provided,  however,  that  in  case 
of  such  purchase  the  Municipality  shall  not  be 
entitled  to  the  full  discount  provided  for  in  this 
Agreement,  unless  it  shall  have  been  in  operation 
for  the  full  period  thereof.  If  the  Agreement  shall 
not  have  been  in  operation  for  the  full  period 
thereof,  because  of  such  purchase,  the  accounts 
between  the  Municipality  and  the  Company  shall 
be  adjusted  so  as  to  make  the  total  net  payments 
by  the  Municipality  to  the  Company  what  they 
would  have  been  if  the  Agreement  had  been  made 
for  the  period  during  which  it  was  actually  in 
operation.

For 
several  years  the  Council  has  passed  an  order 
appropriating  $300,000  for  the  making  of  highways, 
and  in  every  case,  with  one  exception,  it  has  been 
in  the  form  of  a  loaln.  My  recollection  is  that 
during  one  of  the  years  of  the  administration  of 
former  Mayor  Fitzgerald,  a  part  of  the  money 
which  would  ordinarily  be  appropriated  either 
for  sewers  or  for  the  making  of  streets  wTas  raised 
by  taxes.  In  any  event,  Mr.  President,  a  certain 
number  of  the  Council  have  felt  that  this  was  an 
expense  or  a  charge  upon  the  city  that  should  be 
met  from  taxes,  and  it  was  only  a  question  of 
expediency,  having  the  money  or  not  having  it. 
I  think  we  all  felt — or  rather,  a  majority  of  the 
Council  felt — that  this  was  of  an  annual,  recur¬ 
rent  nature,  and  therefore  should  be  met  from 
taxes,  but  owring  to  the  state  of  the  finances  and 
the  limited  borrowing  capacity  of  the  city  the 
Council  has  been  willing  from  time  to  time  to 
vote  money  for  the  making  of  highways,  taking 
the  same  out  of  loans.  I  have  always  maintained, 
Mr.  President,  that  we  should,  so  far  as  we  were 
able  to  do  so  financially,  meet  this  charge  out  of 
taxes;  but  in  any  event  the  fact  remains  that  for 
some  years  we  have  passed  a  loan  order  for  $300,000 
for  this  purpose,  for  the  making  of  highways. 
This  year  the  Council  went  beyond  what  it  has 
done  any  other  year  during  my  service  in  the 
Council  —  during  the  past  four  years  —  and  has 
added  $100,000  to  that  annual  loan.  It  seems  to 
me,  Mr.  President,  that  ought  to  be  sufficient,  in 
view"  of  the  possibilities  and  in  view  of  the  capacity 
of  the  Street  Commissioners  to  spend  the  money. 
I  am  informed,  as  other  members  of  the  Council 
have  been  informed,  that  it  is  impossible  for  the 
Street  Commissioners  to  spend  more  than  half  a 
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million  dollars  a  year  for  the  making  of  highways’ 
for  the  building  of  the  so-called  private  streets. 
They  did  have  $400,000.  We  have  the  positive, 
direct,  affirmative  evidence  that  the  Street  Com¬ 
missioners  will  not  be  able  to  spend  more  than 
$500,000.  That  evidence  had  been  presented 
to  the  Committee  on  Finance,  and  it  has  not  been 
contradicted,  and,  so  far  as  I  am  advised,  the 
members  agreed  that  not  more  than  one-half 
million  dollars  a  year  could  be  spent  by  the  Street 
Commissioners  for  the  making  of  highways.  And 
at  the  conference  the  other  day,  at  which  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  was  present,  I  stated  that  I  had 
reason  to  believe  that  the  Street  Commissioners 
could  not  exceed  the  expenditure  of  more  than  a 
half  a  million  dollars,  and  he  agreed  with  me. 
Now,  why  spend  $800,000?  Go  back  over  the 
history  of  last  year.  We  three  times  passed  a  loan 
order  for  a  half  million  dollars  under  the  Acts  of 
1912,  providing  for  radial  highways,  the  widening 
of  Chelsea  street — one  of  the  most  commendable 
pieces  of  street  work  that  can  be  done  to-day  in 
Boston,  that  great  artery  leading  out  from  Charles¬ 
town;  $100,000  was  provided  for  the  beginning  of 
that  work  in  the  loan  order  of  $500,000  passed 
three  times  a  year  ago,  taking  money  within  the 
debt  limit.  The  widening  of  Centre  street  in 
West  Roxbury — another  great  highway — $100,- 
000;  the  widening  of  Hyde  Park  avenue,  another 
big  highway,  $100,000;  North  Beacon  street, 
Amory  street,  Neptune  avenue — all  large, 
comprehensive  propositions  that  looked  to  the 
development  of  this  city,  this  great  metropolitan 
city  of  New  England.  We  have  passed  the  order 
once  this  year  already  and  it  has  also  been  vetoed. 
It  seems  to  me,  Mr.  President,  that  this  Council, 
charged  with  the  same  high  responsibility,  a 
responsibility  coequal  with  that  of  the  Mayor  in 
the  matter  of  loans,  should  stop  appropriating 
by  loans  money  that  cannot  be  spent,  and  so  far 
as  it  has  the  authority  to  do  so — and  it  has  the 
power  and  authority  to  do  so — insist  upon  the 
development  of  these  radial  highways.  This 
matter  was  discussed  in  the  conference  the  other 
day,  and  his  Honor  the  Mayor  stated  that  he 
would  be  willing  to  spend  some  money  for  radial 
highways,  but  he  wanted  in  advance  to  have  the 
parties  affected,  those  whose  land  would  be  taken, 
come  in  and  agree  to  accept  a  sum  which  would 
not  be  larger  than  the  assessed  valuation.  Mr. 
President,  that  argument  is  all  well  enough,  but 
it  is  not  of  itself  action.  The  way  to  do  this 
thing  is  to  do  it.  Stop  borrowing  any  more 
money,  because  you  have  already  borrowed 
enough  for  the  making  of  highways,  and  pass  this 
loan  order  of  a  half  million  dollars  for  the  radial 
highways.  If  the  Mayor  with  $500,000  to  nego¬ 
tiate  with  can’t  negotiate  with  the  property 
owners  when  this  loan  order  has  been  passed  just 
as  well  as  he  could  before,  why,  then,  Mr.  President, 
I  can’t  quite  see  that  the  Mayor  has  actually 
accomplished  very  much  in  that  line.  What  is 
the  difference?  Why  can’t  he  sign  the  loan  order 
for  a  half  million  dollars  and  then  negotiate  just 
as  well  as  now?  But  he  is  not  doing  it.  Nothing 
has  been  accomplished;  the  matter  is  lying  dor¬ 
mant.  It  is  practically  pigeon-holed.  And  these 
great  highways  are  suffering.  The  Mayor  is 
apprehensive  that  he  is  not  going  to  be  able  to 
carry  on  negotiations  with  the  property  owners 
to  the  advantage  of  the  city.  We  all  know,  Mr. 
President,  that  the  Mayor  is  not  obliged  or  bound 
to  come  to  an  agreement  with  the  people  who  own 
the  land.  We  have  the  right  under  the  law  to  take 
the  land,  and  they  have  the  right,  if  they  are  not 
willing  to  accept  our  terms,  to  go  to  a  jury.  Is 
the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston  afraid  of  a  jury 
of  Suffolk  County?  Is  he  afraid  that  the  jurors 
who  are  serving  this  city  and  the  county  are  going 
to  treat  the  city  unfairly?  I  submit,  Mr.  President, 
that  there  is  no  case  tried  in  our  court  involving 
damages  to  be  paid  by  a  city  or  a  corporation 
where  the  rights  of  the  parties  are  preserved 
nearly  so  much  as  in  the  case  of  a  municipality. 
Only  the  other  day  a  case  was  tried  in  Suffolk 
County  for  the  taking  of  land  damages.  It  is 
familiar  to  you  all.  The  City  of  Boston  was  willing 
to  settle  for  $26,000,  and  what  did  the  jury  give? 
They  gave  $17,000,  $9,000  less  than  the  city  had 
been  willing  to  pay.  And  in  my  experience,  Mr. 
President,  and  in  the  experience  of  those  gentle¬ 
men  who  are  here  and  members  of  the  bar,  it  is 
well  known  that  the  juries  of  this  county  and  the 
juries  of  all  the  other  counties  of  this  Commo- 
wealth  are  loath  to  give  excessive  damages  for  the 
taking  of  land  by  municipalities.  Therefore,  I 
say  that  the  excuse  which  the  Mayor  has  offered 


is  not  a  sound,  logical,  or  substantial  excuse. 
If  it  is  proper  to  widen  Chelsea  street,  if  it  is  proper 
to  widen  Centre  street,  if  it  is  proper  to  widen 
Hyde  Park  avenue,  and  the  two  great  thorough¬ 
fares  in  Brighton,  why  not  do  it  and  stand  upon 
our  rights,  and  stop  talking  about  what  people 
will  do  when  the  taxpayers  come  in  and  agree — ■ 
individuals  scattered  all  along  the  line — to  take 
less  than  the  assessed  value?  Nothing  has  been 
done  towards  that  end.  I  say,  therefore,  Mr. 
President,  that  we  ought  to  refuse  this  $400,000 
and  appropriate  half  a  million  dollars  for  the  radial 
highways,  and  insist,  in  so  far  as  we  have  the 
right  to  do  so — and  that  is  exemplified  by  our 
passing  this  order — that  that  work  shall  begin 
now.  Therefore,  Mr.  President,  I  shall  vote 
against  this  order. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE  —  I  am  very  glad  to 
have  an  opportunity  to  vote  for  this  order  for 
$400,000  for  the  making  of  highways.  I  am  now 
serving  my  seventh  year  in  the  city  government 
and  I  have  always  voted  for  the  largest  amount 
which  his  Honor  the  Mayor  would  allow  for  streets 
and  for  the  making  of  highways.  I  do  not  agree 
with  my  brother  on  my  right  that  the  Street  Com¬ 
missioners  cannot  spend  more  than  $500,000  in  a 
year.  I  believe  the  present  Board  of  Street  Com¬ 
missioners  are  just  as  efficient  as  some  boards  that 
we  have  had  in  the  past,  and  they  have  many 
times  spent  more  than  $400,000  or  $500,000  a  year. 
It  is  a  fact  that  for  the  past  few  years  we  have  voted 
the  sum  of  $300,000  for  the  making  of  highways, 
and  the  very  fact  that  we  have  only  voted  $300,000 
in  the  past  makes  it  necessary  for  us  to  vote  this 
much  more  here.  We  have  been  going  behind.  The 
unaccepted  streets  are  growing  upon  us  and  in  our 
residential  sections  —  such  as  Dorchester,  West 
Roxbury,  Brighton  and  Hyde  Park  —  the  streets 
are  being  laid  out  in  great  numbers  every  year, 
are  being  built  upon,  the  City  of  Boston  is  receiving 
taxes  from  those  streets  just  the  same  as  from  the 
business  section  of  the  city,  and  these  people  have 
to  wade  through  mud  and  slush  to  get  to  their 
homes.  I  think  they  are  entitled  to  a  good  street 
just  as  well  as  we  are  in  other  older  sections  of  the 
city.  As  to  the  question  of  borrowing  money 
and  having  it  taken  out  of  the  tax  levy,  I  stand 
with  my  brother  on  the  right  at  all  times  ready  to 
expend  this  money  out  of  the  tax  levy  if  the  finan¬ 
cial  condition  of  the  city  will  admit.  At  the 
present  time  the  finances  of  the  city  are  in  such 
condition  that  we  cannot  afford  that  amount  of 
money,  and  I  am  perfectly  willing  that  it  should 
be  taken  out  of  a  loan.  I  think  that  if  there  is  any 
public  improvement  that  should  come  from  a  loan 
at  a  time  when  we  can’t  afford  a  tax  levy  it  is  the 
laying  out  of  streets.  I  am  just  as  much  inter¬ 
ested  in  the  improvement  of  radial  highways  as 
any  other  member  of  this  Council;  I  have  pre¬ 
sented  an  order  for  $500,000  under  the  Horgan  Act 
several  times.  I  am  about  to  present  it  again 
to-day.  I  want  to  say  that  I  thoroughly  agree  with 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  in  the  step  that  he  is  about 
to  take  to  try  and  ascertain  in  advance  the  cost  of 
laying  out  those  streets.  I  am  going  to  present 
this  order  to-day  with  the  full  knowledge  of  his 
Honor  the  Mayor,  and  he  has  agreed  to  immediately 
take  steps  towards  ascertaining  the  net  cost  of 
these  great  improvements.  The  matter  of  ver¬ 
dicts  for  land  damages  against  the  city  has  been 
referred  to,  and  a  case  cited.  I  doubt  if  you  can 
go  back  over  the  history  of  Massachusetts  or 
Suffolk  County  for  as  many  years  as  you  please 
and  find  such  another  verdict  where  the  City  of 
Boston  has  benefited  by  resorting  to  the  courts. 
In  this  case  the  Board  of  Street  Commissioners 
awarded  $25,000;  the  petitioners  claimed  $50,000, 
and  I  am  told  that  they  had  fifteen  of  the  best 
experts  in  the  City  of  Boston  go  in  there  and  swear 
that  their  damage  was  $75,000  and  that  is  the 
amount  of  money  that  ought  to  have  been  awarded. 
Notwithstanding  those  facts,  a  jury  did  award 
only  $17,000,  $8,000  less  than  the  Street  Com¬ 
missioners  were  willing  to  settle  for.  It  is  the  first 
case  of  the  kind  in  the  history  of  Suffolk  County. 
And  let  me  tell  you,  gentlemen,  that  you  can  go  over 
the  records  of  these  cases  and  find  hardly  a  solitary 
case  where  the  verdict  has  been  for  the  amount  of 
the  award  of  the  Street  Commissioners;  instead  in 
almost  every  case  the  verdict  has  been  for  a  very 
much  larger  amount.  I  agree  with  his  Honor  the 
Mayor  that  in  all  those  improvements  the  people 
who  are  going  to  be  benefited  are  the  ones  who  come 
in  and  claim  the  largest  amount  of  damages,  and  I 
am  going  to  cite  just  one  case  of  an  improvement 
that  has  been  demanded  and  called  for  in  Roxbury 
for  a  good  many  years,  and  I  think  it  was  during  the 
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last  year  of  the  administration  of  Mayor  Hart 
that  this  improvement  came  pretty  near  going 
through.  If  I  remember  correctly,  a  sum  exceeding 
$200,000  was  about  to  be  appropriated  for  that 
improvement.  And  the  same  parties  who  were 
interested  at  that  time  came  to  'me  within  the  last 
two  years  and  have  urged  that  improvement.  I 
was  satisfied  that  $200,000  was  a  sum  very  much 
in  excess  of  what  was  necessary  to  make  it.  I  put 
an  order  through  this  Council  asking  the  Street 
Commissioners  to  give  me  an  estimate  of  the  cost 
of  making  that  improvement,  and  the  report  was 
that  $75,000  would  be  sufficient.  These  people 
who  were  so  much  interested  in  the  improvement 
came  to  me  then  and  said,  “  Aren’t  you  going  to 
push  that  order  through?”  I  said,  “Yes,  on  one 
condition,  that  you,  as  one  of  the  abutters,  and 
the  principal  abutter,  will  get  the  other  abutters 
to  place  right  opposite  their  names  there  the 
amount  of  money  that  they  will  take  for  the 
damage  done  to  their  property,  and  if  it  is  a  reason¬ 
able  sum  I  think  your  improvement  will  go  through. 
Under  no  other  conditions. will  I  take  one  single 
step  further  in  the  matter.”  And  that  settled  tbe 
whole  thing,  and  there  is  not  one  of  them  that  has 
advocated  that  improvement  since.  It  is  simply 
a  case  of  getting  what  you  can  out  of  the  city  and 
the  same  thing  applies  not  only  to  one  section  but 
to  all  other  sections.  And  I  believe  the  plan  about 
to  be  adopted  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor  is  the  right 
plan,  and  I  am  going  to  present  this  order  here 
to-day  with  the  understanding  that  his  Honor  the 
Mayor  will  at  once  take  up  with  these  abutters 
on  these  streets  and  find  out  just  wrhat  amount 
they  will  take.  Now,  there  is  no  issue  on  any  of 
these  people  being  allowed  the  assessed  value  of 
their  property.  If  the  assessed  value  is  not  the 
value  of  their  property,  then  they  ought  to  see 
to  it  that  the  assessment  is  changed.  They  are 
not  using  the  City  of  Boston  fairly.  If  their  prop¬ 
erty  is  assessed  for  more  than  its  value,  then  they 
will  reap  the  benefit  of  it.  And  I  hope,  Mr. 
President  and  members  of  the  Council,  that  this 
order  for  $400,000  to-day  will  be  passed,  and  I 
hope  it  will  be  passed  unanimously  because  I  believe 
that  there  is  nothing  that  tends  more  to  beautifying 
or  to  making  a  city  attractive  than  having  good 
streets,  well  kept. 

Coun.  WOODS — Mr.  President,  I  am  only 
too  pleased  to  have  the  privilege  of  voting  for  this 
order  of  $400,000.  The  gentleman  on  the  other 
side  said  that  the  Street  Commissioners  could  not 
spend  over  $500,000.  I  certainly  did  not  so 
understand  it.  We  all  know  that  the  Street 
Commissioners  could  spend  $2,000,000  if  they 
had  it  to  spend.  The  theory  of  laying  out  and 
widening  streets  is  that  there  has  got  to  be  plots. 
Streets  have  got  to  be  plotted,  sewers  have  got  to 
be  laid,  water  pipes  have  got  to  be  laid.  We 
know  it  cannot  be  done  this  year,  but  we  have 
got  to  get  the  foundation  for  it.  And  it  takes 
some  time.  We  appropriated  $300,000  last 
year.  That  is  not  expended,  but  is  ready  to  be. 
They  have  the  sewers  and  other  things  in.  I 
want  to  say  that  the  policy  of  the  Board  may 
be  all  right,  but  I  want  to  see  what  we  have 
got  for  the  $300,000  they  have  been  passing 
the  last  three,  four,  five,  six  or  seven  years.  In 
the  little  town  where  I  come  from  we  got  very 
little  of  it.  I  believe  we  have  got  four  streets 
in  Brighton  in  seven  years  out  of  that  $1,200,000, 
if  they  appropriated  that  much.  But  I  want  to 
say  that  we  have  got  streets  there  which  were 
made,  I  think,  in  the  days  of  the  “Mayflower,” 
and  now  they  have  to  get  a  boat  to  get  into  some 
of  the  streets.  People  own  their  own  little  homes, 
and  it  is  impossible  to  get  in  there. 

Coun.  WATSON — Are  they  on  the  banks  of 
the  Charles  river? 

Coun.  WOODS — No,  not  on  the  banks  of  the 
Charles  river;  in  the  center  of  the  town.  I  was 
as  much  interested  in  radial  highways  as  any 
member  of  the  Board.  I  started  in  and  said 
that  I  would  consider  any  street  where  we  could 
get  the  abutters  to  take  the  assessed  valuation. 
I  called  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trade  out  in 
Brighton  and  got  the  two  leading  land  men, 
real  estate  men,  out  there  that  are  interested. 
We  have  got  one  concern  out  there  that  is  willing 
to  donate  1,000  feet  of  land  to  the  city,  free  of 
any  expense,  if  they  can  get  Faneuil  street  wid¬ 
ened.  There  are  several  more  public-spirited 
citizens  who  are  willing  to  do  the  same  thing. 
So  we  have  called  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Trade  and  all  the  abutters  on  Faneuil  street, 
and  we  are  going  to  have  it  a  week  from  Monday 
night,  and  I  think  if  they  will  come  in  to  the 


Mayor  and  say,  “Here  is  the  land;  we  will  con¬ 
tribute  it  to  the  city  for  this  widening,”  the 
Mayor  will  open  up  the  radial  highway.  He 
said  if  he  could  get  60  per  cent  of  the  people  to 
agree  to  take  the  assessed  valuation  he  would 
consider  the  matter.  I  think  out  there  they 
are  going  to  give  the  land  free.  Now,  with 
these  radial  highways  that  the  people  are  trying 
to  get  widened,  usually  they  want  a  profit  of 
about  50  per  cent.  I  do  not  blame  the  Mayor 
not  to  widen  your  radial  highways;  I  believe 
where  the  people  use  radial  highways  and  want 
them  widened  and  are  willing  to  share  the  expense 
and  come  down  to  a  business  basis,  and  sell  the 
land  at  assessed  valuations,  I  think  those  are 
the  highways  which  should  be  taken  into  consid¬ 
eration.  Also  I’  understand  that  these  small 
streets  would  go  through  the  same  process,  would 
not  be  widened  except  and  unless  they  would 
put  the  land  into  the  city  for  the  assessed  valu¬ 
ation.  Now,  $800,000  is  a  lot  of  money,  of 
course,  for  this  administration.  Only  giving 
$300,000  a  year  it  seems  like  a  lot  of  money, 
but  we  can  stand  it.  I  think  if  we  can  clean  up 
all  these  small  streets  there  will  be  an  improve¬ 
ment  in  the  future;  if  a  man  has  an  old  stand  he 
will  try  to  build  up  the  business.  If  we  can  do 
this,  why  isn’t  it  a  good  investment?  It  is  a 
permanent  improvement,  and  I  hope  every 
member  of  the  Council  will  vote  for  this  order. 

Coun.  COLLINS — Mr.  President,  since  the 
beginning  of  this  year  it  has  been  my  wash  and 
contention,  and  it  has  been  that  for  some  time  past, 
that  we  ought  to  spend  at  least  $1,000,000  on 
sewers  and  $1,000,000  on  streets  each  year  until 
the  demands  were  complied  with  acceptably. 
During  the  past  four  years  this  Council  has  stood 
for  a  pay-as-you-go  policy,  and  has  also  contended 
that  improvements  of  recurrent  nature  should, 
when  practicable,  be  paid  out  of  the  tax  levy. 
What  is  the  situation  which  confronts  us  to-day, 
Mr.  President?  We  have  a  reserve  fund  of 
$162,000.  I,  with  the  gentleman  from  South  Bos¬ 
ton,  two  years  ago,  called  on  the  former  mayor  of 
the  city  and  succeeded,  when  there  was  a  sub¬ 
stantial  reserve  fund,  together  with  a  fund  of 
$500,000  which  had  recently  come  to  the  hands  of 
the  City  Treasurer,  in  getting  $75,000  for  sewers 
from  the  tax  levy.  It  was  practicable  then.  The 
money  was  on  hand  and  it  ought  to  have  been  had; 
we  ought  to  have  had  more  money  for  sewers  and 
streets.  Now,  under  this  charter,  every  one  knows 
that  no  one  can  start  an  appropriation  except  his 
Honor  the  Mayor,  and  it  is  ridiculous  to  assume 
that  any  mayor  would  start  an  appropriation  for 
the  making  of  highways,  with  the  amount  of  the 
reserve  fund  at  this  time  of  year — June  or  July — 
of  $162,000.  The  situation  for  some  years  past 
has  been  this — and  I  know  it  on  account  of  living 
in  the  suburban  part  of  Boston;  the  demands  for 
street  construction  have  been  extraordinary,  and 
at  no  time  would  the  $300,000  which  this  govern¬ 
ment  has  appropriated  fulfill  the  wants  by  25  per 
cent.  What  is  the  situation  to-day?  Having 
spent  $300,000  every  year  during  the  past  four 
years  we  have 'actual  demands  of  over  $1,000,000 
for  the  making  of  highways.  They  are  permanent 
improvements,  and  when  the  money  is  not  on  hand 
and  the  demands  are  justifiable,  it  is  proper  and 
just  that  we  should  meet  them  by  way  of  loan. 
Mr.  President,  it  is  equally  proper  to  take  from  the 
tax  levy  money  for  the  construction  of  sewers. 
What  have  we  done  this  year?  We  have  appro¬ 
priated  $1,000,000  by  way  of  loan  for  the  making 
of  sewers.  Why  not  give  streets  equal  and,  in 
my  mind,  just  consideration?  With  that  in  view 
I  offered  an  order  some  months  ago  for  $500,000 
for  the  making  of  new  highways  under  the  Acts  of 
1906.  At  that  time  another  order  was  pending, 
offered  by  the  chairman  of  the  committee,  for 
$500,000  for  taking  care  of  what  is  known  as  the 
larger  arteries  in  the  suburban  districts.  What 
was  done?  This  Council  passed  it  and  the  Mayor 
vetoed  it.  I  disagreed  with  the  Mayor;  I  believe 
he  ought  to  have  signed  that  order,  but  under  the 
charter  his  veto  was  final,  and,  as  I  understand  it, 
it  is  his  intention  not  to  do  anytning  on  these  larger 
arteries  for  the  rest  of  this  year.  Now,  that  being 
the  condition,  and  one  $400,000  having  been  appro¬ 
priated,  it  seems  to  me  just  and  right  that  we  ought 
to  spend  as  much  money  as  we  can  to  meet  the  de¬ 
mands  of  the  citizens  of  the  district  south  of  Dudley 
street  and  in  parts  of  East  Boston.  These  tax¬ 
payers  have  for  years,  many  of  them,  lived  in 
veritable  mudholes.  They  have  gone  patiently 
to  the  Street  Commissioners’  office  and  every  year 
they  have  been  met,  or  a  substantial  part  of  them 
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have  been  met,  by  them,  saying,  “Well,  we  haven’t 
the  money.”  Now,  I  think  it  is  right  and  proper, 
and  the  Mayor  will  be  upheld  in  his  determination 
to  try  and  institute  a  comprehensive  system  of 
street  improvements.  I  regret  that  he  vetoed  the 
$500,000  order  for  larger  arteries,  but  since  his 
attitude  is  final  and  we  have  no  appeal  therefrom, 
I  submit,  Mr.  Chairman,  that  it  is  wise  and  just 
that,  with  over  a  million  dollars  of  live  petitions, 
we  ought  to  do  our  share  in  appropriating  this 
$400,000  of  money,  making  in  all  $800,000  for  the 
construction  of  highways,  and  which,  after  all, 
means  that  there  is  not  a  substantial  maintenance 
account  against  that,  as  in  the  case  of  a  municipal 
building,  but  on  the  other  hand  money  comes  into 
the  city  treasury  because  these  people  are  assessed 
for  pretty  close  to  50  per  cent  of  the  improvement. 
I  believe  it  is  good  business,  good  finance,  and  I 
hope  the  order  will  pass. 

Coun.  WATSON — I  propose  to  vote  for  this 
$400,000  for  streets  to-day.  I  would  vote  for  a 
million  if  the  order  came  in.  I  am  satisfied  that 
the  Street  Commissioners  can  lay  out  work  that 
will  eat  up  a  million  dollars  in  six  or  seven  months. 
It  is  true  the  work  will  not  be  anywhere  near 
completed,  but  it  will  be  initiated  and  started.  I 
want  to  say  a  word  with  respect  to  the  gentleman 
from  Brighton.  Before  he  became  a  member  of 
this  body,  in  twelve  months  I  voted  three  separate 
and  distinct  times  for  $100,000  for  street  improve¬ 
ments  in  Brighton,  and  I  am  willing  to  continue 
to  do  it  this  year.  Brighton  has  been  used  very 
well,  I  think,  by  the  present  Council.  It  is  no  fault 
of  ours,  Mr.  President,  if  the  Mayor  vetoed  the 
orders.  I  think  in  view  of  the  fact  that  Brighton 
is  represented  in  the  Board  now  by  a  local  repre¬ 
sentative  who  is  in  fairly  good  standing  with  his 
Honor  the  Mayor,  he  ought  to  be  able  to  get 
through  a  $500,000  loan  for  streets,  which  includes 
Faneuil  and  North  Beacon  streets  in  his  district, 
$50,000  each.  And  I  am  very  anxious  to  see  those 
houses  located  in  the  streets  where  they  have  to 
get  to  them  in  row  boats,  and  when  I  go  out  to  see 
the  moving  picture  house,  as  I  hope  to  do  some 
time,  I  want  to  see  those  streets.  I  hope  the  order 
will  pass. 

Coun.  COULTHURST — The  history  of  street 
improvements  here  in  Boston  has  been  a  very 
interesting  one.  Back  in  1893  the  Legislature 
adopted  what  is  called  the  Board  of  Survey  Act, 
recommended,  as  I  remember,  by  ex-Mayor 
Matthews,  under  which  it  was  proposed  to  spend 
a  million  dollars  a  year  for  new  street  construction 
and  assess  the  total  cost  upon  the  abutters.  And 
under  that  act  the  city  government  appropriated 
by  loan  a  million  dollars  a  year  for  quite  a  number 
of  years,  until  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United 
States,  having  declared  the  act  unconstitutional 
whereby  the  entire  cost  was  assessed  on  the 
abutters,  it  became  necessary  to  use  $600,000  of 
borrowed  money  to  pay  into  the  sinking  fund  to 
take  care  of  some  bonds  that  had  been  issued. 
And  that  was  done  in  the  Collins  administration. 
During  the  Collins  administration  not  a  dollar 
was  spent  for  new  street  construction.  And  it 
was  after  his  administration,  when  we  had  squared 
up  on  our  loans  by  paying  loans  by  borrowed 
money  from  new  loans,  that  the  city  adopted  the 
skimping  policy  of  spending  only  $300,000  a  year 
on  new  streets.  As  a  result  of  that  policy  it  has 
been  harder  here  in  the  City  of  Boston  to  get  a 
private  street  turned  into  a  public  street  than  in 
any  city  or  town  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  the 
suburbs  of  Boston  are  suffering  to-day  as  the  result 
of  that  skimping  policy.  Two  years  ago  I  advo¬ 
cated  in  the  Committee  on  Finance  an  increase  of 
$300,000  over  and  above  the  annual  appropriation 
of  $300,000,  which  the  Mayor  of  the  city  at  that 
time,  having  other  uses  for  the  city’s  money,  did 
not  seem  to  favor.  Now  there  are  pending  before 
the  Street  Commissioners  to-day  over  a  million 
dollars’  worth  of  live  petitions  for  new  streets, 
put  in  by  people  living  on  private  streets,  who  are 
paying  the  same  rate  of  taxation  that  people  living 
on  public  streets  are  paying.  And  everyone  of 
those  streets,  Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to  see 
laid  out  this  year.  The  councilor  from  South 
Boston  is  right  when  he  says  that  $800,000  could 
not  be  spent  this  year  for  new  streets.  No,  of 
course  not.  It  takes  from  one  to  two  years  after 
the  Street  Commissioners  lay  out  the  street  on 
paper  to  make  it  a  public  street.  It  takes  from 
one  to  two  years  before  that  street  is  finally  ac¬ 
cepted  and  made  a  public  highway.  And  what  we 
are  doing  now  is  giving  the  Street  Commissioners 
$800,000  to  lay  out  on  new  streets,  the  last  of 
which  will  have  been  constructed  two  years  from 


now.  And  we  are  not  any  more  than  evening  up 
with  the  present  demand  in  that  particular.  I 
believe  it  is  a  fine  policy  to  encourage  people  to 
build  on  private  streets  with  the  knowledge  that 
within  a  reasonable  time,  when  those  streets  are 
sufficiently  built  upon,  the  city  will  come  in  and 
automatically  turn  them  into  public  highways. 
Now,  we  want  the  radial  thoroughfares  of  the  city 
improved,  and  we  have  passed  successive  orders 
with  that  purpose  in  view,  to  spend  $500,000  a 
year  on  radial  highways.  We  did  not  succeed  in 
convincing  ex-Mayor  Fitzgerald  that  that  was  the 
right  policy,  and  the  present  Mayor  has  not  as  yet 
assented  to  that  policy  so  far  as  this  year  is  con¬ 
cerned.  But  he  has  compromised  on  it  in  the  way 
the  councilor  from  Roxbury  has  explained.  And 
there  is  an  immediate  prospect,  Mr.  President, 
that  we  are  going  to  take  up  seriously,  through  the 
Board  of  Street  Commissioners,  and  plan  the  laying 
out  and  construction  of  private  streets  into  public 
streets,  and  we  are  also  going  to  spend  for  the 
construction  and  widening  of  the  radial  thorough¬ 
fares,  adopting  a  policy  which  I  hope  will  continue 
not  only  during  the  present  administration  but 
through  future  administrations. 

Coun.  KENNY — After  all,  perhaps  the  members 
of  the  Council  are  better  judges  as  to  the  amount 
of  money  which  may  advantageously  be  spent 
each  year  than  the  officials  who  have  the  control 
of  its  expenditure.  Personally,  I  have  no  knowl¬ 
edge  as  to  how  much  money  may  be  required  in 
any  one  year,  and  I  have  looked  around  for  infor¬ 
mation  and  for  advice.  And  we  called  before  us 
the  one  man  in  the  Board  of  Street  Commissioners’ 
office  who  is  recognized  by  all  those  who  know, 
and  who  know  him  and  who  know  that  depart¬ 
ment,  as  the  best  informed  man  in  that  depart¬ 
ment.  He  came  before  the  committee  the  other 
day  and  he  stated  that  if  they  could  have  a  half 
million  dollars  a  year,  that  is  all  they  could  spend,. 
Mr.  President.  How  are  you  going  to  get  behind 
that?  I  am  surprised  that  some  of  the  members 
who  are  now  so  anxious  to  vote  away  this  money 
have  not  exercised  their  rights  as  members  of  this 
Council  in  years  past  and  presented  here  to  this 
Board  loan  orders  in  keeping  with  this  line  of 
argument.  They  have  the  same  right  to  do  that 
as  has  his  Honor  the  Mayor.  Under  the  charter 
any  member  here  may  bring  in  a  loan  order.  We 
have  not  seen  it  done,  Mr.  President;  we  have 
been  content  to  spend  $300,000  a  year  for  the 
making  of  highways.  I  would  not  yield  to  any 
man  in  this  body  in  the  desire  to  develop  the 
streets  of  this  city  and  to  see  that  they  get  all  the 
money  that  is  requisite  for  them.  But  why 
spend  $400,000  now?  It  is  admitted  by  a  gentle¬ 
man  who  knows  that  the  commission  cannot 
spend  over  half  a  million  dollars  a  year.  Not¬ 
withstanding  what  has  been  said  here  as  to  what 
the  Street  Commissioners  may  do — one  member 
says  they  can  spend  $2,000,000;  another  member 
says  they  can  spend  $1,000,000 — the  fact  remains 
that  the  man  in  the  department  who  has  the  con¬ 
trol  and  the  custody  of  its  books,  who  is  familiar 
with  the  history  of  the  streets  of  Boston  and  its 
developments,  says  that  it  cannot  spend  over  a 
half-million  dollars  a  year.  Why  throw  $300,000 
more  after  what  has  already  been  given  when  the 
City  of  Boston  is  waiting,  and  has  been  waiting 
for  years,  for  the  development  of  our  radial  high¬ 
ways?  His  Honor  Mayor  Fitzgerald  was  not 
against  that  proposition;  the  councilor  from  West 
Roxbury  is  mistaken.  He  vetoed  it,  it  is  true. 
Why?  Because  he  believed  the  money  should 
come  from  outside  the  debt  limit.  We  all  agreed 
that  it  should  be  done.  Mayor  Fitzgerald  was  in 
favor  of  it,  and  every  time  he  said  he  was  ready  to 
sign  it  if  we  borrowed  the  money  outside  the  debt 
limit.  Mr.  President,  I  will  vote  $900,000  this 
year.  $400,000  I  have  already  voted  for,  and  I 
will  now  vote  a  half-million  for  the  radial  highways. 
That  is  going  some.  I  am  not  willing  to  tie  up 
$400,000  for  development  work  that  cannot  be 
done  this  year.  Last  year  on  the  18th  of  April — a 
year  ago  last  April — we  passed  a  loan  order  of 
$300,000.  It  has  not  yet  been  used;  a  loan 
authorized  but  not  used.  Now,  you  are  tying  up 
$400,000,  but  why  didn’t  you  do  it  last  year? 
You  had  the  right  to  do  it  then,  and  you  didn’t 
do  it.  I  contend,  Mr.  President,  for  the  benefit 
of  this  great  metropolitan  city,  that  it  is  our  duty 
to  fight  to  see  that  the  great  streets  running  out 
from  the  center,  this  hub,  are  developed,  and  we 
will  be  doing  much  more  for  the  future  of  Boston 
and  the  future  of  the  city  if  we  stand  by  that 
plan.  I  note  what  my  friend  from  West  Roxbury 
says  about  juries  not  being  fair,  or  his  experience 
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that  juries  are  unfair  in  awarding  verdicts.  I  do 
not  know  what  experience  my  friend  has  had  in 
the  courts.  I  think  any  man — I  don’t  say  he  is 
trying  to  put  this  matter  unfairly — but  any  man 
who  looks  into  it  and  investigates  will  find  that 
juries  as  a  rule  are  very  fair  when  it  comes  to 
dealing  with  municipalities  in  the  matter  of  land 
damages. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE— Mr.  President,  I 
want  to  make  one  little  correction.  I  do  not 
think  that  I  ever  made  a  statement  that  juries 
were  unfair;  I  simply  stated  that  this  was  the 
first  case  on  record  where  a  verdict  for  a  lower 
'sum  than  the  Street  Commissioners  offered  was 
awarded  in  Suffolk  County,  as  far  as  I  know. 
I  want  to  say  further  that  with  regard  to  the 
money  that  was  appropriated  last  year,  that 
money  will  be  spent  this  year,  just  the  same  as 
the  money  was  spent  last  year  that  was  appro¬ 
priated  the  year  before.  This  money  that  we 
appropriate  this  year  will  be  spent  next  year. 
The  Street  Commissioners,  w'hen  they  get  this 
money  this  year,  lay  out  the  street  that  is  going 
to  be  improved  by  this  amount  of  money.  They 
immediately  instruct  the  Public  Works  Depart¬ 
ment  that  this  street  has  been  laid  out  and  is 
going  to  be  taken  as  a  public  highway.  It  takes 
the  Public  Works  Department  all  this  year  to 
get  the  sewer  and  water  into  those  streets,  and 
the  laying  out  will  not  take  place  on  those  streets 
until  next  year.  That  same  procedure  comes 
along  every  year;  with  the  money  that  we  appro¬ 
priate  this  year  for  streets,  the  streets  will  be  laid 
out  next  year;  with  the  money  that  we  appropriate 
next  year  for  streets,  the  streets  will  be  laid  out 
the  following  year.  It  is  always  a  year  behind. 
I  may  have  misunderstood  the  representative 
of  the  Street  Commissioners’  office,  but  I  did  not 
understand  him  to  say  that  $500,000  was  all 
that  they  could  spend.  But  he  did  make  this 
statement,  as  I  understood  it,  that  if  they  had 
$500,000  a  year  they  could  get  along  very  well. 
If  they  had  had  $500,000  a  year  for  the  past 
four  years  they  would  not  need  this  $800,000 
to-day;  they  would  have  been  able  to  keep  up 
with  the  demand;  but  the  $300,000  that  we  have 
been  giving  them  has  allowed  them  to  get  behind. 
They  can’t  keep  up  with  the  development  of  the 
outlying  districts  with  $300,000  a  year.  And  he 
said  if  we  could  give  him  $500,000  a  year  that 
they  would  get  along  very  well,  but  I  did  not  under¬ 
stand  him  to  say  that  that  was  all  the  money 
that  they  could  spend.  I  may  have  misunder¬ 
stood  him,  but  that  was  my  understanding  of  the 
statement  there.  I  do  not  know  as  I  want  to 
take  any  more  of  the  Council’s  time.  I  think  this 
order  ought  to  pass,  and  I  still  hope  it  will  pass 
unanimously. 

Coun.  WOODS — I  wish  to  take  issue  also  with 
the  statement  that  was  made  that  Mr.  O’Cal¬ 
laghan  said  he  could  not  spend  over  $500,000. 
I  heard  no  such  words,  and  I  think  the  chairman 
of  the  Committee  on  Ordinances  must  have  mis¬ 
understood.  When  he  put  the  question  to  him, 
if  we  would  give  him  $100,000  more  wouldn’t 
he  get  along,  he  said,  “Yes,  very  nicely.”  Then 
I  put  the  question,  “If  you  could  have  $800,000, 
Mr.  O’Callaghan,  wouldn’t  that  wipe  out  the  odds 
and  ends?”  And  he  said,  “Certainly,  much 
better.”  But  when  you  try  to  say  that  he  could 
not  spend  $800,000,  that  is  absurd.  In  the  first 
place,  they  know  the  estimate  on  every  street. 
All  he  has  to  do  is  to  plot  out  his  street,  and 
give  the  Water  Department  and  the  Sewer  Depart¬ 
ment  the  right  to  advertise  for  those  streets. 
Now  is  the  time  to  get  the  work  done,  and  not  in 
the  dead  of  winter,  because  it  costs  twice  as  much 
to  put  in  a  sewer  in  the  winter  time  as  in  the 
summer  time.  I  know,  I  have  worked  in  the 
Sewer  Department.  Now  is  the  time  to  have  the 
work  done.  I  am  speaking  from  the  practical 
side  of  it,  not  the  theoretical.  I  want  to  say  that 
now  is  the  time  to  have  this  work  done.  You  have 
got  your  sewer,  you  have  got  your  gas,  you  have 
got  your  telephone  conduits,  you  have  got  your 
electric  conduits,  and  it  takes  a  whole  year  to  do 
that  work.  And  next  year  we  will  be  in  a  position 
to  build  these  streets.  I  want  to  say  that  if  we 
put  it  off  for  another  year  we  will  only  be  putting 
ourselves  back  another  year.  I  want  to  say, 
as  far  as  the  radial  highways  go,  that  that  seems 
to  be  the  only  bone  of  contention.  What  differ¬ 
ence  whether  it  is  $400,000  for  small  highways  or 
$500,000  on  radial  highways?  And  when  we  have  a 
Mayor  liberal  enough  to  give  $800,000  for  the  small 
ways,  with  the  possibility  of  $500,000  for  the  radial 
highways,  I  say  we  should  take  advantage  of  it. 


Coun.  KENNY — There  is  the  question;  the 
gentleman  has  let  the  cat  out  of  the  bag.  What 
difference  does  it  make  whether  you  spend  it  on 
new  streets,  private  streets,  or  radial  highways? 
That  is  exactly  what  his  case  is  here  this  afternoon; 
he  doesn’t  care.  Now,  I  do  care.  He  doesn’t  care, 
he  said  so - - 

Coun.  WOODS — I  did  not,  Mr.  President. 

Coun.  KENNY — Now,  Mr.  President,  I  will 
refer  back  to  what  took  place  the  other  afternoon. 
I  did  not  introduce  the  name  of  Mr.  O’Callaghan 
in  this  debate,  I  studiously  refrained  from  doing  so. 
I  referred  to  him  as  an  official.  It  remained  for 
the  gentleman  from  Brighton  to  bring  in  his  name 
here  and  create  an  issue  around  which  his  name 
will  now  center.  Mr.  O’Callaghan  I  will  say — now 
that  his  name  is  already  in  here — is  an  official  of 
high  standing,  a  man  whom  we  all  respect,  a  man 
who  is  looked  upon  as  an  authority  in  the  work  of 
street  developments,  and  he  has  acquired  this  dis¬ 
tinction  by  his  own  experience  and  by  his  own  knowl¬ 
edge.  He  did  not  express  any  surprise  the  other 
afternoon  over  a  million  dollars  being  wanted  for 
streets,  petitions  for  a  million  dollars,  or  something 
in  excess  of  a  million  dollars  being  wanted  for 
streets.  Why,  that  is  not  a  great  amount  for  a 
great  city,  Mr.  President.  Go  over  the  country, 
ask  at  Philadelphia,  Washington,  Baltimore,  New 
York,  Buffalo,  Chicago — I  will  venture  to  say  that 
in  all  those  cities  there  are  petitions  pending  for 
amounts  which  are  larger,  and  perhaps  excessive 
as  compared  with  Boston  demands  of  this  char¬ 
acter.  Mr.  O’Callaghan  said  that  in  two  years 
with  $500,000  a  year  they  could  clean  up  all  that 
was  required.  Those  were  his  words — clean  up. 
But  he  did  state,  Mr.  President, — and  I  am  going 
to  use  that  statement  with  all  the  force  that  I  have, 
—that  a  half-million  dollars  a  year  was  as  much  as 
the  Board  of  Street  Commissioners  could  spend  in 
making  these  private  streets. 

Coun.  COULTHURST — Mr.  President,  I  simply 
want  to  add  that  I  interpreted  the  remarks  of  Mr. 
O’Callaghan  the  same  as  the  chairman  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Ordinances  did,  that  $500,000  a  year 
appropriated  from  year  to  year  would  be  sufficient 
for  their  purposes.  I  did  not  understand  him  to 
say  that  they  could  not  spend  over  $500,000  in  any 
one  year,  and  my  own  knowledge  of  the  workings 
of  that  department  in  the  past  leads  me  to  believe 
that  they  could  easily  spend,  or  at  least  lay  out  on 
paper, — -that  is  all  they  have  to  do, — streets  for  a 
half-million  dollars  if  the  occasion  required  it.  And 
it  is  a  matter  of  fact  that  for  ten  years — from  1893 
to  1903,  or  thereabouts — they  did  expend  on  the 
construction,  or  did  lay  out  for  new  highways, 
$1,000,000  a  year.  Those  are  facts,  Mr.  President. 
And  they  could  do  so  easily,  it  seems  to  me,  to-day, 
so  far  as  the  machinery  of  the  office  is  concerned 
because  there  are  these  streets  that  people  brought 
before  us  the  other  day  aggregating  over  a  million 
dollars.  So  that  all  it  is  necessary  to  do  to  carry 
out  the  improvement  itself,  to  turn  the  private 
streets  into  public  ways,  is  to  take  a  list  of  those 
streets  and  advertise  a  public  hearing  thereon  on 
any  day  of  the  week,  two  or  three  weeks  after  the 
first  publication  of  the  notice.  It  is  merely  a 
matter  of  routine  work  in  that  office,  and  the  Street 
Commissioners  can  easily  lay  out — not  spend, 
because  it  is  spent  next  year  by  the  Commissioner 
of  Public  Works  under  contract — they  can  easily 
plan  out  and  lay  out,  so  far  as  they  are  concerned, 
$800,000  during  this  current  year. 

Coun.  WOODS — Mr.  President,  I  want  to  say, 
in  reference  to  the  mention  of  Mr.  O’Callaghan’s 
name,  it  was  not  my  intention  to  bring  it  into  this 
debate.  I  have  known  John  O’Callaghan  probably 
as  long  as  any  member  of  this  Council,  and  I  am 
glad  I  brought  his  name  in.  No  man  would  be  an 
efficient  head  of  a  department,  or  connected  with 
a  department,  who  would  go  in  and  state  before 
a  body  of  the  City  Council  that  it  would  be  im¬ 
possible  for  them  to  spend  $500,000,  and  I  am 
glad  I  brought  his  name  in  because  I  know  the 
statement  was  not  made.  It  might  have  been 
misunderstood,  but  he  is  too  broad  a  man 
and  too  bright  a  man  to  say  that  he  could  not 
spend  $500,000.  John  O’Callaghan  could  spend 
$1,000,000  if  you  gave  it  to  him  and  he  had  the 
power  to  do  it. 

Coun.  COLLINS — Mr.  President,  as  I  have  gone 
into  the  Street  Commissioners’  office  for  the  past 
four  years,  all  of  them  have  stated — the  officials — 
that  they  needed  a  great  deal  more  money  each 
year.  When  this  $400,000  was  first  pending,  I 
inquired  of  the  officials  of  that  department  if  the 
amount  was  necessary.  They  all  told  me  it  was. 
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Now,  Mr.  President,  the  way  I  view  it  is  this: 
The  taking  care  of  the  larger  arteries,  the  widening 
of  the  larger  arteries,  and  the  extension  of  the 
smaller  arteries,  are  both  institutions,  and  because 
the  Mayor,  who  has  the  final  say,  has  seen  fit  to 
curtail  one  of  the  institutions,  I  do  not  see  why  I, 
as  a  member  of  this  government,  should  curtail 
the  other.  For  that  reason  I  shall  vote  for  the 
order. 

The  order  was  given  its  first  reading  and  passage, 
yeas  8,  nays  1,  Coun.  KENNY  voting  nay.  The 
order  will  take  its  final  reading  and  passage  not 
less  than  fourteen  days  from  this  date. 


MONEY  FOR  STREETS. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE  offered  an  order — That 
the  sum  of  five  hundred  thousand  dollars  ($500,000) 
be  and  hereby  is  appropriated,  to  be  expended 
according  to  the  provisions  of  chapter  661  of  the 
Acts  of  1912,  entitled  “An  Act  to  Provide  for  the 
Widening  and  Laying  Out  of  Certain  Streets  or 
Thoroughfares  in  the  City  of  Boston,”  and  that  to 
meet  said  appropriation  the  City  Treasurer  be 
and  hereby  is  authorized  to  issue,  from  time  to 
time,  on  the  request  of  the  Mayor,  bonds  or 
certificates  of  indebtedness  to  said  amount,  the 
indebtedness  incurred  under  the  provisions  of  this 
order  to  be  included  within  the  statutory  debt 
limit  authorized  by  law. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE  offered  an  order — That 
the  following-named  streets  are  hereby  designated 
for  improvements  or  construction,  as  hereinafter 
specified,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
chapter  661  of  the  Acts  of  1912,  viz.: 


Chelsea  street,  widening . $100,000  00 

Norfolk  street,  widening .  100,000  00 

Centre  street,  West  Roxbury,  widening  100,000  00 

Hyde  Park  avenue,  widening . .  55,000  00 

North  Beacon  street,  widening .  50,000  00 

Faneuil  street,  widening .  50,000  00 

Amory  street,  widening .  25,000  00 

Neptune  avenue,  extension  of .  20,000  00 


The  orders  were  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Finance. 

Coun.  KENNY — •  Mr.  President,  inasmuch  as 
that  matter  has  been  before  the  Committee  on 
Finance  on  four  different  occasions,  in  the  same 
identical  language,  in  order  to  save  time  I  move 
the  reconsideration  of  the  reference  in  order  that 
the  orders  may  take  their  first  reading  this  after¬ 
noon. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE —  Mr.  President,  I  hope 
thi£  motion  will  not  pie  vail.  I  think  that  the 
majority  of  the  members  of  the  Council  under¬ 
stood  that  this  order  was  to  be  put  in  here  to-day 
and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance  and  to 
lay  there  for  a  certain  time  to  give  his  Honor  the 
Mayor  an  opportunity  to  confer  with  the  abutters 
on  those  streets  mentioned  and  to  enable  him  to 
make  some  arrangement  about  having  a  reasonable 
sum  set  opposite  for  damages.  And  I  still  hope 
this  motion  to  reconsider  will  not  prevail. 

Coun.  WATSON —  Mr.  President,  my  under¬ 
standing  is  different  from  the  preceding  speaker  on 
this  question.  I  understood  we  were  going  to 
offer  this  order  to-day  and  the  order  was  going  to 
lie  on  the  table  in  the  Council  here  to  give  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  an  opportunity  to  make  arrange¬ 
ments,  and  I  therefore  move  an  amendment  to  the 
motion,  that  the  rules  be  suspended  and  that  it  be 
laid  upon  the  table. 

Coun.  KENNY — Mr.  President,  my  under¬ 
standing  is  this,  and  it  is  in  line  with  what  the 
councilor  from  Roxbury  has  stated,  that  the  order 
was  to  take  one  reading  and  then  lay  on  the  table. 

Coun.  WATSON — •  I  accept  the  correction;  I 
understood  that  that  was  the  arrangement. 

Coun.  WOODS— -We  seem  to  be  all  at  sea  on 
this.  Now,  I  had  a  different  understanding.  I 
understood  that  this  was  to  be  placed  in  here  and 
then  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee,  to  be 
taken  from  the  Executive  Committee  at  any  time. 
That  is  the  way  I  understood  it;  I  might  be 
mistaken. 

Reconsideration  was  declared  carried.  Coun. 
BALLANTYNE  doubted  the  vote  and  asked  for  a 
roll  call.  Reconsideration  was  refused. 

Yeas — Coun.  Coulthurst,  Kenny,  McDonald, 
Watson — 4. 

Nays — Coun.  Attridge,  Ballantyne,  Coleman, 
Collins,  Woods — 5. 

Coun.  COULTHURST — I  wish  to  make  a 
motion.  I  suppose  it  ought  to  be  in  the  form  of 


an  order.  I  will  make  it  in  the  form  of  a  motion, 
that  the  Corporation  Counsel  be  requested  to  pass 
upon  the  form  of  this  order,  as  to  whether  or  not 
it  is  in  proper  legal  form.  I  am  afraid  that  the 
designation  of  the  streets  is  not  sufficiently  definite 
and  I  would  like  to  have  the  opinion  of  the  Cor¬ 
poration  Counsel  on  that  question.  I  feel  that 
inasmuch  as  the  Council  must  designate  the 
streets  under  the  order  in  accordance  with  the 
statute  that  they  have  got  to  do  it  in  a  definite 
form,  the  same  as  the  Street  Commissioners  would 
do  if  they  laid  the  streets  out. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE — The  order  as  pre¬ 
sented  to-day  is  an  exact  duplicate  of  the  orders 
we  have  passed  heretofore,  and  there  has  never 
been  any  such  question  raised.  The  amount  is 
placed  opposite  each  street,  and  I  do  not  see  any 
reason  why  we  should  refer  this  to  the  Corporation 
Counsel.  I  hope  the  motion  will  not  prevail,  and 
that  the  matter  will  be  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Finance. 

Coun.  COULTHURST — Mr.  President,  while 
it  is  perfectly  true  that  this  question  has  never 
been  raised  before,  it  is  never  too  late  to  mend  a 
mistake.  As  a  lawyer  I  am  satisfied  that  that 
designation  of  streets  is  not  sufficiently  definite  to 
be  legal.  For  example,  it  says,  “$100,000  for  the 
widening  of  Hyde  Park  avenue.”  It  does  not  say 
what  part  of  Hyde  Park  avenue  is  to  be  widened. 
There  is  a  part  of  Hyde  Park  avenue  at  the  Forest 
Hills  end  that  could  be  widened,  and  there  is 
another  part  at  the  other  end  that  could  be  widened. 
The  orders  which  have  previously  passed  this 
Council  at  other  sessions  were  not  then  in  proper 
form  any  more  than  I  think  this  is  at  the  present 
time,  and  inasmuch  as  I  am  interested  in  having 
this  thing  go  through,  and  go  through  in  a  legal 
form,  I  would  like  to  ask  the  opinion  of  the  Cor¬ 
poration  Counsel  on  it. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE — Mr.  President,  the 
statement  made  by  my  brother  opposite  is  one  of 
the  strongest  arguments  why  it  should  be  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Finance,  as  there  may  be 
some  changes  necessary  to  be  made  in  this  order - - 

Coun.  COULTHURST— Will  the  gentleman 
yield? 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE— Yes. 

Coun.  COULTHURST — I  want  to  make  a  brief 
statement.  This  thing  has  already  gone  to  the 
Committee  on  Finance,  and  I  do  not  object  to  its 
remaining  there.  It  is  still  in  the  Committee  on 
Finance,  but  when  the  Committee  on  Finance 
meets,  it  will  have  the  opinion  of  the  Corporation 
Counsel  on  this  matter. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE — I  must  have  mis¬ 
understood  this  matter.  I  thought  he  wanted  the 
Corporation  Counsel’s  opinion  to  be  given  to  the 
Council.  If  the  matter  is  in  the  hands  of  the 
Committee  on  Finance,  I  am  satisfied. 

The  question  came  on  Coun.  Coulthurst’s 
motion  that  the  opinion  of  the  Corporation  Counsel 
be  requested  on  the  form  of  the  orders.  The  motion 
was  declared  lost,  and  Coun.  COULTHURST 
doubted  the  vote  and  asked  for  a  roll  call. 

The  motion  was  carried,  yeas  6,  nays  3:

ORDINANCES. 

Coun.  KENNY,  lor  the  Committee  on  Ordi¬ 
nances,  submitted  the  following: 

(1)  Report  on  order  (referred  June  1)  request¬ 
ing  Finance  Commission  to  give  opinion  on  draft 
of  proposed  ordinance  to  establish  a  Department 
of  Finance — that  the  order  ought  to  pass. 

(2)  Report  on  order  (referred  June  1)  asking 
Chamber  of  Commerce  to  consider  draft  of  pro¬ 
posed  ordinance  to  establish  a  Department  of 
Finance. 

The  reports  were  accepted,  and  the  question 
came  on  the  passage  of  the  orders. 

Coun.  KENNY — Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to 
say  simply  in  passing  that  these  are  orders  from 
the  Committee  on  Ordinances  and  relate  to  the 
ordinance  which  we  now  have  before  us.  They 
are  not  ordinances  in  themselves. 

The  reports  were  accepted  and  the  two  orders 
were  passed. 

(3)  Report  on  ordinance  (referred  May  11) 
relative  to  vessels  and  ballast — that  the  ordinance 
ought  to  pass. 

Report  accepted,  and  the  ordinance  was  assigned 
to  the  next  meeting,  on  motion  of  Coun.  KENNY. 
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(4)  Report  on  ordinance  (referred  January  26) 
relative  to  city  flag  and  municipal  standard — 
recommending  passage  in  the  following  new 
draft: 

Be*  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  The  municipal  standard  of  the  city 
of  Boston,  which  is  hereby  established,  shall  be 
made  of  silk,  and  shall  be  five  feet  in  length  and 
three  and  one-half  feet  in  width,  or  of  a  different 
size  but  in  the  same  proportions  of  length  and 
width.  The  body  of  the  standard  shall  be  Conti¬ 
nental  blue,  with  the  official  city  seal  embroidered 
in  the  center;  and  two  rings  of  white  shall  encircle 
the  seal  as  indicated  by  photograph  hereto  attached. 
The  standard  shall  have  a  fringe  of  Continental 
buff  and  the  reverse  of  the  standard  shall  bear  a 
representation  of  the  Trimountain. 

A  city  flag  of  like  design  and  colors  may  be  made 
of  bunting  for  outdoor  display,  the  size  of  such 
bunting  flag  to  depend  upon  the  place  of  display. 
The  flag  shall  be  without  a  fringe,  and  it  shall  have 
no  reverse  except  the  seal  showing  through  the 
bunting,  the  seal  to  be  painted  on  or  woven  in  the 
fabric. 

SecT.  2.  The  colors  herein  specified  shall  be  the 
official  colors  for  the  city  of  Boston,  namely: 
Continental  blue  and  Continental  buff,  according 
to  colors  certified  and  on  file  with  the  Secretary 
of  the  Commonwealth. 

Sect.  3.  The  municipal  standard  of  silk  shall  be 
carried  or  displayed  in  parades,  at  review  and  on 
other  official  occasions  when  the  Mayor  is  present 
and  when  directed  by  him.  Boston  organizations 
may  have  copies  of  the  municipal  standard  on 
approval  by  the  Mayor. 

Sect.  4.  The  city  flag  shall  be  displayed  on 
City  Hall,  on  other  municipal  buildings,  on  Boston 
Common  and  in  other  public  places  on  all  holidays 
and  other  occasions  when  the  national  flag  is 
ordered  to  be  displayed;  provided  that  the  city 
flag  may  be  used  on  other  occasions  not  in  conflict 
with  this  ordinance. 

Sect.  5.  The  municipal  standard  or  the  city 
flag,  or  any  reproduction  of  either,  shall  not  be 
used  for  any  commercial  purpose  and  no  advertising 
device  shall  be  placed  upon  it,  or  used  in  connection 
with  it;  and  neither  shall  be  used  for  any  purpose 
not  authorized  by  this  ordinance,  except  with  the 
permission  of  the  Mayor. 

Sect.  6.  The  City  Messenger  shall  be  custodian 
of  the  municipal  standard,  and  of  the  city  flags 
that  are  the  property  of  the  city. 

Sect.  7.  Whoever  mutilates,  tramples  upon, 
defaces  or  treats  contemptuously  the  municipal 
standard  of  the  city  of  Boston  or  the  city  flag, 
whether  such  standard  or  flag  is  public  or  private 
property,  or  whoever  displays  such  standard  or 
flag,  or  any  representation  thereof,  upon  which 
are  words,  figures,  advertisements  or  designs,  or 
whoever  exposes  to  public  view,  manufactures, 
sells,  exposes  for  sale,  gives  away,  or  has  in  his 
possession  for  sale  or  to  give  away,  or  for  use  for 
any  purpose,  any  article  or  substance,  being  an 
article  of  merchandise  or  a  receptacle  of  mer¬ 
chandise  or  articles  upon  which  shall  be  attached 
through  a  wrapping  or  otherwise  engraved  or 
printed  in  any  manner  a  representation  of  the 
municipal  standard  or  city  flag,  shall  be  punished  by 
a  fine  of  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars  for  each 
offence. 

Sect.  8.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon 
its  passage,  except  as  to  section  three,  which  shall 
not  take  effect  until  thirty  days  thereafter. 

Report  accepted,  and  the  ordinance  was  assigned 
to  the  next  meeting,  on  motion  of  Coun.  KENNY. 

(5)  Report  on  ordinance  (referred  May  25) 
relative  to  Law  Department — that  the  ordinance 
ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  question  came 
on  the  passage  of  the  ordinance. 

Coun.  KENNY —  Mr.  President,  that  is  a  matter 
which  relates  to  chapter  23  of  the  Ordinances. 
It  is  an  amendment  to  section  1  of  chapter  23.  It  is 
drawn  for  the  purpose  of  making  the  language  of 
section  1  consistent  with  the  present  situation 
under  the  new  charter,  referring  to  the  City  Council 
in  places  where  the  Board  of  Aldermen’s  name 
appears,  and  also  the  Common  Council.  It  is  also, 
Mr.  President,  intended  to  do  away  with  the 
present  ordinance  which  provides  that  the  Corpora¬ 
tion  Counsel  may  have  $2,000  each  year  from  the 
contingent  fund  of  the  City  Council  for  the  purpose 
of  defraying  legislative  expenses.  That  is  an  or¬ 
dinance  which  has  been  in  force  for  some  years. 
Under  section  1  of  chapter  23,  which  was  amended 
in  1904,  the  Corporation  Counsel  is  permitted  to 


take  $2,000  of  the  moneys  which  were  set  apart  for 
the  contingent  operation  expenses  of  the  City 
Council  —  what  is  known  as  the  Council’s  fund  — • 
and  apply  that  $2,000  in  meeting  certain  expenses 
of  his  own  office  in  connection  with  legislative 
matters.  It  seemed  to  the  Committee  on  Ordi¬ 
nances,  Mr.  President,  that  that  is  a  misleading 
situation,  that  under  the  budget  his  department 
receiving,  as  it  does,  some  $50,000  odd  each  year, 
that  this  is  the  ajnount  which  should  be  applied 
for  the  operation  of  that  department  and  not  come 
down  here  and  take  $2,000  of  the  moneys  which 
were  set  aside  for  the  conduct  of  the  business  of 
this  Council.  Therefore,  if  the  Law  Department 
requires  additional  moneys  for  that  purpose  let  it 
say  so  when  it  makes  up  its  budget,  and  not  take  it 
from  this  channel,  which  has  been  the  case  for  some 
years.  Therefore,  this  ordinance  is  expected  to 
cure  that  impropriety,  to  say  the  least.  Why 
should  we  pay  $2,000  to  the  Law  Department  for 
doing  its  own  business? 

The  ordinance  was  passed. 

Coun.  KENNY — Mr.  President,  I  offer  two 
reports,  one  on  the  ordinance  offered  by  the  Mayor 
May  4  with  respect  to  the  Printing  Department 
purchasing  supplies — ought  not  to  pass,  and  a 
new  ordinance  which  I  now  hand  to  the  Clerk. 

The  ordinances  referred  to  were  as  follows: 

(6)  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  ordinance 
(referred  May  4)  concerning  Printing  Depart¬ 
ment — that  the  ordinance  ought  not  to  pass. 

Report  accepted;  ordinance  rejected. 

(7)  Report  on  ordinance  (referred  May  25) 
relative  to  Printing  Department — recommending 
passage  of  same  with  the  following  amendment: 

Amend  section  2,  lines  10  and  11,  by  striking  out 
the  words  “or  other  officer  designated  by  the  City 
Council.” 

Report  accepted;  ordinance  as  amended  passed. 

Coun.  KENNY — Mr.  President,  the  ordinance 
upon  which  the  Council  '  acted  favorably  is  the 
ordinance  which  was  presented  the  Council  by  the 
President  of  the  Council. 


ANNUITY  FOR  MRS.  NORTON. 

Coun.  KENNY  offered  an  order — That  under 
the  provisions  of  chapter  178  of  the  Acts  of  1887  an 
annuity  not  exceeding  three  hundred  dollars  be 
allowed  and  paid  to  Annie  L.  Norton,  widow  of 
Thomas  J.  Norton,  a  member  of  the  Police  Depart¬ 
ment,  who  died  from  injuries  received  while  in  the 
discharge  of  his  duty,  said  annuity  to  continue  so 
long  as  she  remains  unmarried,  and  to  be  charged 
to  the  appropriation  fpr  Police  Department, 
Pensions. 

Referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 


LIST  OF  MALE  VOTERS, 

Coun.  ATTRIDGE  offered  an  order — That  the 
Election  Commissioners  be  requested,  through  his 
Honor  the  Mayor,  to  furnish  the  City  Council  with 
a  list  of  the  male  voters  registered  for  the  last  city 
election,  arranged  so  as  to  show  the  number  of  such 
voters  residing  in  each  assessment  block,  and  that 
the  Street  Commissioners  be  requested  to  furnish 
the  City  Council  with  a  map  showing  the  assess¬ 
ment  blocks  and  the  number  of  voters  in  each  block. 

Referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 


PAYMENT  TO  MRS.  HALLORAN. 

Coun.  COLLINS  offered  an  order — That  chapter 
17  of  the  Acts  of  1914,  as  amended  by  chapter  416 
of  the  Acts  of  1914,  relative  to  payment 'to  widow 
of  Daniel  M.  Halloran,  be  and  the  same  hereby  is 
accepted. 

Coun.  COLLINS — Some  time  ago,  at  the  request 
of  some  representatives  and  senators,  I  offered 
an  order  based  upon  a  bill.  I  found  after  offering 
it  that  the  bill  was  improperly  drawn  and  that  it 
did  not  cover  the  petition  which  was  filed,  but 
went  much  farther,  and  incorrectly  so.  Mr. 
President,  on  matters  of  this  kind,  particularly 
concerning  expenditures  of  money  based  upon 
causes  of  action,  either  moral  or  legal,  taking  place 
some  years  ago,  it  seems  to  me  proper  that  either 
the  Committee  on  Claims  or  the  Law  Department 
should  investigate  the  claim  and  report  on  it.  In 
this  body  it  is  usual  to  offer  orders  of  this  character 
in  order  that  the  same  may  be  officially  put  before 
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the  Council.  Accordingly  I  offer  it  simply  for  that 
purpose,  but  not  advocating  the  same,  not  having 
conferred  with  the  Law  Department  or  the  Com¬ 
missioner  of  Public  Works,  knowing  that  the 
Corporation  Counsel  will  advise  us  as  to  the  merits, 
legal  and  moral,  of  the  foregoing  order  and  petition. 

Referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 


PRINTING  OF  LIGHTING  CONTRACTS. 

President  McDONALD  offered  an  order — That

To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — Having  given  careful  consideration 
to  the  order  recently  pending  before  the  City 
Council,  appropriating  eight  hundred  thousand 
dollars  ($800,000)  for  Highways,  Making  of,  and 
the  two  orders  now  before  the  City  Council  appro¬ 
priating  four  hundred  thousand  dollars  ($400,000) 
each  for  the  same  purpose,  the  City  Planning  Board 
desires  to  call  your  attention  to  the  following 
considerations. 

The  streets  in  Boston  may  be  divided  into  three 
classes,  main  thoroughfares,  minor  thoroughfares 
and  residential  streets.  Residential  streets  may  be 
technically  thoroughfares  in  the  sense  of  being 
through  streets,  in  distinction  from  “dead  end” 
streets,  but  they  are  streets  which  are  used  princi¬ 
pally  as  approaches  to  the  buildings  thereon. 

Such  residential  streets  as  are  private  should  be 
taken  over  by  the  city  as  rapidly  as  possible, 
solely  on  account  of  the  improvement  in  the 
appearance  of  the  city  which  will  result.  The 
only  change  in  the  condition  of  private  streets  when 
they  are  accepted  is  that  the  city  assumes  the 
responsibility  for  their  repair  and  the  liability  for 
accidents  thereon.  This  extra  burden  which  the 
city  assumes  when  it  accepts  a  private  street  is  a 
sufficient  return  for  the  benefit  which  the  city  as  a 
whole  receives.  All  other  cost  of  laying  out  the 
street  should  be  borne  by  the  abutters  since  the 
benefit  is  almost  entirely  theirs. 

If  the  sum  of  four  hundred  thousand  dollars 
($400,000)  should  be  appropriated  under  conditions 
which  would  insure  its  return  from  the  abutters 
within  a  year,  it  could  at  the  expiration  of  the  year 
be  used  again  for  a  similar  purpose,  and  so  on 
indefinitely;  in  other  words,  it  would  constitute 
a  fund  for  the  immediate  payment  of  cost  of 
constructing  newly  accepted  streets  which  would 
be  used  again  as  fast  as  it  was  replenished  by 
receipts  from  abutters,  and  would  continue  avail¬ 
able  until  all  private  streets  have  been  accepted. 

The  main  thoroughfares  of  the  city  need  im¬ 
mediate  attention,  many  of  them  being  deplorably 
narrow  and  crooked.  Some  of  these  thorough¬ 
fares,  which  could  and  should  have  been  widened 
a  generation  ago,  are  now  so  fully  built  up  as  to 
make  the  present  cost  of  widening  prohibitive. 
If  we  do  not  make  the  most  of  our  present  oppor¬ 
tunities  for  widening  the  thoroughfares  that  are 
as  yet  not  built  upon,  in  a  few  years  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  wall  be  gone. 

We  submit  herewith  a  map  showing  what  the 
City  Planning  Board  considers  the  main  thorough¬ 
fares  of  the  City  of  Boston,  showing  also  their 
connections  in  neighboring  municipalities.  These 
are  the  streets  that  now  are  and  probably  always 
will  be  the  most  important  arteries  of  traffic  from 
Boston  to  other  cities  and  towns  and  between 
different  parts  of  the  city  itself. 

In  the  making  of  this  map  careful  study  has 
been  given  to  similar  very  valuable  reports  by  the 
Metropolitan  Improvements  Commission  and  the 
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United  Improvement  Association;  also  a  study 
by  the  City  Planning  Committee  of  the  Boston 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  in  the  course  of  which  a 
conference  was  held  with  representatives  of  the 
Expressmen’s  League,  the  Boston  Society  of 
Architects,  the  Boston  Society  of  Landscape 
Architects,  the  Real  Estate  Exchange  and  Auction 
Board,  the  Massachusetts  Real  Estate  Exchange, 
the  Street  Laying-Out  Department  and  the 
Massachusetts  Highway  Commission. 

We  cannot  too  strongly  emphasize  the  necessity 
of  putting  all  of  these  main  thoroughfares  into 
first-class  condition  at  the  earliest  possible  date. 
Without  at  this  time  making  a  comprehensive 
report  regarding  these  streets  individually,  we 
would  call  to  your  attention  the  facts  that  of  all 
the  thoroughfares  connecting  Boston  with  adjoin¬ 
ing  towns,  North  Beacon  street  is  probably  the 
worst  conditioned;  that  outside  the  heart  of  the 
city  it  would  be  difficult  to  find  any  street  so 
inadequate  for  the  teaming  which  passes  over  it 
as  Chelsea  street;  that  Centre  street,  south  of  the 
parkway,  if  widened  immediately,  can  be  com¬ 
pleted  for  a  fraction  of  what  it  will  probably  cost 
a  few  years  hence;  that  Ruggles  street  should  be 
widened  before  the  Bacon  store  is  rebuilt,  and 
should  be  extended  to  Eustis  street  in  order  to 
make  a  continuous  highway  from  lower  Dorchester 
through  Roxbury  to  Brighton  and  Cambridge. 

As  a  result  of  the  foregoing  considerations,  we 
recommend: 

1.  That  future  appropriations  for  the  acceptance 
of  private  streets  be  made  with  the  proviso  that 
the  fee  of  the  land  shall  be  conveyed  to  the  city 
without  cost,  and  that  the  abutters  shall  pay  the 
whole  cost  of  the  construction  of  the  street;  also 
that  when  this  money  is  returned  by  the  abutters 
it  shall  be  available  for  further  use  to  the  same  end. 

2.  That  as  large  an  appropriation  as  the  city’s 
financial  condition  will  permit  be  made  each  year 
for  the  widening  of  main  thoroughfares  sub¬ 
stantially  in  accordance  with  the  accompanying 
plan.

CLAIM  OF  DANIEL  M.  HALLORAN. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 

Law  Department,  June  24,  1914. 
To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — In  reply  to  your  communication 
dated  June  23,  1914,  requesting  a  report  relative 
to  chapter  17  of  1914,  as  amended  by  chapter  416 
of  the  Acts  of  that  year,  I  respectfully  submit  the 
following: 

It  appears  that  in  1908  Daniel  M.  Halloran, 
while  in  the  employ,  of  the  city  as  a  laborer,  was 
struck  on  the' head  by  a  falling  bucket  and  that 
the  Committee  on  Claims  allowed  as  compensation 
for  his  injury  the  sum  of  $165,  which  was  paid  on 
the  signing  of  a  release  by  Mr.  Halloran.  His 
disability  appears  to  have  been  temporary  only, 
for  he  resumed  work  for  the  city  early  in  1909,  con¬ 
tinuing  therein  until  September,  1913.  On  the 
17th  of  that  month  he  fell  from  a  Boston  Elevated 
Railway  car,  receiving  injuries  to  his  skull,  and 
died  the  next  day.  For  this  latter  injury  the  city 
was  not  responsible  legally  or  morally,  and  the 
administrator  of  his  estate  has  brought  suit  against 
the  Elevated  Railway  Company  for  the  injury 
sustained  by  the  deceased. 

All  of  these  facts  have  been  set  forth  in  a  report 
previously  sent  to  the  City  Council  by  the  Finance 
Commission,  which  appears  in  the  proceedings  of 
the  City  Council  under  date  of  February  25,  1914, 
on  page  18.  The  Finance  Commission  then  recom¬ 
mended  that  the  act  be  not  accepted  by  the  City 
Council  or  approved  by  the  Mayor.  The  later 
act,  chapter  416  of  1914,  amending  chapter  17  of 
that  year,  does  not  change  the  situation  in  any 
way  so  far  as  the  liability  of  the  city  for  the  injuries 
is  concerned. 

As  Mr.  Halloran  worked  for  the  city  for  more 
than  four  years  after  receiving  the  accident  of  1908 
without  making  any  demand  for  compensation  in 
addition  to  that  which  he  received  at  the  time  and 
for  which  he  signed  a  release,  there  appears  to  be 
no  reason  why  the  city  should  pay  anything  to  his 
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estate  on  account  of  that  injury.  Such  a  payment 
would  seem  to  be  a  pure  gratuity  without  legal  or 
moral  basis.

REGULATIONS  FOR  HEAVY  TRAFFIC. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 

Street  Laying-Out  Department, 

June  29,  1914. 

To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — The  order  of  your  honorable  body 
of  May  11  last,  requesting  the  Board  of  Street 
Commissioners  “to  consider  the  question  of  enact¬ 
ing  regulations,  so  far  as  the  same  may  be  within 
their  jurisdiction,  to  prohibit  traffic  by  heavy 
vehicles  driving  at  a  rate  of  speed  faster  than  a 
walk,  and  the  making  of  other  unnecessary  noises, 
in  streets  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  hospitals 
or  other  institutions  for  the  treatment  of  the  sick, 
and  report  to  the  City  Council  as  to  the  advisa¬ 
bility  of  such  action,”  has  been  considered  by  the 
Board. 

Under  the  provisions  of  chapter  432  of  the  Acts 
of  the  Legislature  of  1913,  the  Board  has  authority 
to  make  rules  to  divert  vehicular  traffic  in  the 
streets  of  the  city.  With  the  passage  of  this  act 
the  Board  believed  there  would  be  a  general 
demand  to  keep  noisy  vehicles  out  of  streets  on 
which  hospitals  and  other  institutions  for  the 
care  of  the  sick  are  maintained.  There  has,  how¬ 
ever,  been  but  one  such  request,  which  comes 
from  a  hospital  at  the  South  End  and  whose  front 
is  on  one  of  the  main  thoroughfares  of  the  city. 

Though  there  appears  to  be  no  desire  on  the 
part  of  institution  officials  to  take  advantage  of 
the  provisions  of  the  legislative  act,  it  is  the 
intention  of  the  Board  to  give  a  public  hearing 
on  the  subject  at  an  early  date.  The  officials  in 
charge  of  the  various  institutions  for  the  sick  will 
be  asked  to  attend,  and  the  Board,  by  this  method, 
hopes  to  find  if  there  is  a  need  for  such  regulations 
as  your  order  suggests.

hundred  dollars  for  each  offence. 

7.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston, 
as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  municipal  standard  of  the  City 
of  Boston,  which  is  hereby  established,  shall  be 
made  of  silk,  and  shall  be  five  feet  in  length  and 
three  and  one-half  feet  in  width,  or  of  a  different 
size  but  in  the  same  proportions  of  length  and 
width.  The  body  of  the  standard  shall  be  Con¬ 
tinental  blue,  with  the  official  city  seal  embroided 
in  the  center;  and  two  rings  of  white  shall  encircle 
the  seal  as  indicated  by  photograph  hereto  attached. 
The  standard  shall  have  a  fringe  of  Continental 
buff  and  the  reverse  of  the  standard  shall  bear  a 
representation  of  the  Trimountain. 

A  city  flag  of  like  design  and  colors  may  be  made 
of  bunting  for  outdoor  display,  the  size  of  such 
bunting  flag  to  depend  upon  the  place  of  display. 
The  flag  shall  be  without  a  fringe,  and  it  shall 
have  no  reverse  except  the  seal  showing  through 
the  bunting,  the  seal  to  be  painted  on  or  woven 
in  the  fabric. 

Sect.  2.  The  colors  herein  specified  shall  be  the 
official  colors  for  the  City  of  Boston,  namely, 
Continental  blue  and  Continental  buff,  according 
to  colors  certified  and  on  file  with  the  Secretary 
of  the  Commonwealth. 

Sect.  3.  The  municipal  standard  of  silk  shall  be 
carried  or  displayed  in  parades,  at  review  and  on 
other  official  occasions  when  the  Mayor  is  present 
and  when  directed  by  him.  Boston  organizations 
may  have  copies  of  the  municipal  standard  on 
approval  by  the  Mayor. 

Sect.  4.  The  city  flag  shall  be  displayed  on 
City  Hall,  on  other  municipal  buildings,  on  Boston 
Common  and  in  other  public  places  on  all  holidays 
and  other  occasions  when  the  national  flag  is 
ordered  to  be  displayed;  provided  that  the  city  flag 
may  be  used  on  other  occasions  not  in  conflict 
with  this  ordinance. 

Sect.  5.  The  municipal  standard  or  the  city 
flag,  or  any  reproduction  of  either,  shall  not  be 
used  for  any  commercial  purpose  and  no  advertis¬ 
ing  device  shall  be  placed  upon  it,  or  used  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  it;  and  neither  shall  be  used  for  any  pur¬ 
pose  not  authorized  by  this  ordinance,  except 
with  the  permission  of  the  Mayor. 

Sect.  6.  The  City  Messenger  shall  be  custodian 
of  the  municipal  standard,  and  of  the  city  flags 
that  are  the  property  of  the  city. 

Sect.  7.  Whoever  mutilates,  tramples  upon, 
defaces  or  treats  contemptuously  the  municipal 
standard  of  the  City  of  Boston  or  the  city  flag, 
whether  such  standard  or  flag  is  public  or  private 
property,  or  whoever  displays  such  standard  or 
flag,  or  any  representation  thereof,  upon  which 
are  words,  figures,  advertisements  or  designs,  or 
whoever  exp’oses  to  public  view,  manufactures, 
sells,  exposes  for  sale,  gives  away,  or  has  in  his 
possession  for  sale  or  to  give  away,  or  for  use  for 
any  purpose,  any  article  or  substance,  being  an 
article  of  merchandise  or  a  receptacle  of  mer¬ 
chandise  or  articles  upon  which  shall  be  attached 
through  a  wrapping  or  otherwise  engraved  or 
printed  in  any  manner  a  representation  of  the 
municipal  standard  or  city  flag,  shall  be  punished 
by  a  fine  of  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars  for  each 
offence. 

Sect.  8.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon 
its  passage,  except  as  to  section  three,  which  shall 
not  take  effect  until  thirty  days  thereafter. 

Coun.  KENNY — Mr.  President,  I  move,  in 
order  that  one  may  have  opportunity  for  further 
study  of  this  calendar  of  to-day,  that  numbers  6 
and  7  be  assigned  to  the  next  meeting. 

Numbers  6  and  7  were  assigned  to  the  next 
meeting. 


PAYMENT  OF  FINES. 

Coun.  COLLINS  offered  an  order — That  the 
City  Auditor  be  authorized  to  allow  for  payment 
and  the  City  Treasurer  to  pay  to  the  Common¬ 
wealth  of  Massachusetts  the  sum  of  $4,459,  with 
interest  to  date  of  payment,  from  the  income  of  the 
Superior  Criminal  Court,  being  for  automobile 
and  oleomargarine  fines  received  by  said  court  since 
1910. 

Coun.  COLLINS — Mr.  President,  that  order  was 
offered  at  the  request  of  the  City  Auditor.  It 
seems  that  for  some  time  past  certain  fines  have 
been  paid  into  the  City  Treasurer’s  office  that 
should  have  been  paid  under  the  statute  into  the 
office  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Commonwealth.  I 


respectfully  ask  that  the  order  be  referred  to  the 
Executive  Committee  so  that  action  may  be  taken 
at  once  and  thereby  save  an  interest  account 
running  against  it  at  6  per  cent.

Coun.  BALLANTYNE  offered  an  order — That, 
the  Commissioner  of  the  Park  and  Recreation  De¬ 
partment  be  requested,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  to  place  seats  at  the  Fort  Avenue  Play¬ 
ground,  otherwise  known  as  High  Fort,  for  the  con¬ 
venience  of  the  public.

President  McDONALD  offered  an  order — That, 
until  otherwise  ordered,  the  salary  of  Frederick  J. 
Glenn,  employed  by  the  City  Council  as  an  assist¬ 
ant  in  the  office  of  the  City  Messenger,  be  fixed  at 
the  rate  of  fourteen  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  the 
same  to  be  charged  to  the  appropriation  for  City 
Council,  Incidental  Expenses.

COLLINS,  at  3.30  p.  m.,  to  take  a  recess  subject 
to  the  call  of  the  President. 

The  members  of  the  Council  reassembled  in  the 
Council  Chamber  and  were  called  to  order  by  the 
President  at  6.04  p.  m. . 


EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  REPORTS. 

Coun.  ATTRIDGE,  for  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee,  submitted  the  following: 

(1)  Report  on  order  (referred  to-day)  that  the 
City  Auditor  be  authorized  to  allow  and  the  City 
Treasurer  to  pay  the  Commonwealth  of  Massa¬ 
chusetts  the  sum  of  $4,459,  with  interest,  from 
income  for  automobiles  and  oleomargarine  fines 
— that  the  order  ought  to  pass. 

Report  accepted;  order  passed. 

(2)  Report  on  petition  of  Isaac  W.  Mendelstam 
(referred  to-day)  for  license  to  sell,  rent  or  lease 
firearms  at  130  Sumner  street,  Ward  2 — that  per¬ 
mit  be  granted. 

Report  accepted;  permit  granted  on  the  usual 
conditions. 

(3)  Report  on  order  (referred  to-day)  that 
Frederick  J.  Glenn,  employed  as  assistant  in  the 
office  of  the  City  Messenger,  be  paid  at  the  rate  of 
$1,400  per  annum — that  the  order  ought  to  pass. 

Report  accepted;  order  passed. 

(4)  Report  pn  order  (referred  to-day)  for  placing 
of  seats  at  the  Fort  Avenue  Playground — that  the 
order  ought  to  pass. 

Report  accepted;  order  passed. 


COUNTY  ACCOUNTS. 

Coun.  COLLINS,  for  the  Committee  on  County 
Accounts,  submitted  a  report  on  communication 
from  the  Chief  Justice  of  the  Municipal  Court,  of 
the  City  of  Boston  (referred  June  8),  concerning 
salaries  of  female  probation  officers — recommend¬ 
ing  the  passage  of  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  salaries  of  Margaret  H. 
Markham  and  Teresa  C.  Dowling,  female  assistant 
probation  officers  of  the  Municipal  Court  of  the 
City  of  Boston,  determined  by  the  Chief  Justice 
of  said  Court  at  the  rate  of  $1,500  per  annum, 
to  begin  June  20,  1914,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
approved,  the  amounts  so  paid  to  be  charged  to 
the  appropriation  for  County  of  Suffolk,  Municipal 
Court  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

Report  accepted;  order  laid  over  under  the  rule. 


ADVICE  ON  LIGHTING  CONTRACT. 

Coun.  KENNY  offered  an  order — That  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  City  Council  be 
authorized  to  obtain  expert  advice  upon  the 
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proposed  electric  lighting  contract,  at  an  expense 
not  exceeding  $500,  such  expense  to  be  charged 
to  the  appropriation  for  City  Council,  Incidental 
Expenses. 

The  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  KENNY — Mr.  President,  in  the  report 
of  the  Committee  on  Municipal  and  Metropolitan 
Affairs  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  concerning 
the  proposed  new  contracts  for  lighting  the  streets 
of  Boston  with  gas  and  electricity,  submitted  under 
date  of  April  17,  1914,  to  this  body,  we  find  the 
following  language: 

“Whether  the  price  proposed  in  the  pending 
contract  with  the  Edison  Company,  namely,  $87.53, 
is  precisely  the  lowest  figure  which  the  city  can 
fairly  hope  to  obtain  would  involve  a  more  detailed 
and  more  technical  investigation  than  this  com¬ 
mittee  has  felt  qualified  to  make.” 

And  further  on  the  report  says: 

“It  should  be  clearly  understood  that  while  the 
contract  price  mentioned  in  the  preceding  para¬ 
graph  ($87.53)  is  for  a  6.6  ampere  magnetite 
arc  lamp,  the  pending  contract  with  the  city 
gives  the  company  the  right  to  substitute  ‘  incan¬ 
descent  lamps  of  large  candle  power  ’  for  the 
magnetite  arc  lamps.  We  presume  that  this 
provision  has  in  view  the  substitution  of  a  newly 
invented  nitrogen  incandescent  lamp,  capable  of 
producing  the  same  candle  power  as  the  magnetite 
arc,  but  with  a  considerably  smaller  consumption 
of  current.  While  $87.53  seems  to  the  committee 
to  be  a  not  unreasonable  price  for  magnetite  arc 
lamps,  the  committee  is  not  in  a  position  to  offer 
an  opinion  as  to  a  fair  price  for  these  nitrogen 
incandescent  lamps  in  case  they  should  be  substi¬ 
tuted,  but  it  desires  to  point  out  the  fact  that 
under  the  present  contract  the  city  would  get  no 
benefit  from  the  saving  resulting  from  the  sub¬ 
stitution,  but  would  continue  to  pay  the  price 
specified  for  magnetite  lamps.” 

And  quoting  the  estimate  of  Prof.  D.  C.  Jackson 
of  the  Institute  of  Technology  the  report  goes  on 
to  say: 

“It  seems  to  me  that  a  reasonable  price  for  6.6 
ampere  magnetite  arc  lamp  operating  3,828  hours 
per  annum,  largely  on  underground  circuits,  as 
in  Boston,  is  between  $80  and  $90  per  year  when 
allowing  6  per  cent  interest.  The  figure  offered 
by  the  Edison  Company  in  its  pending  contract 
is  between  the  above  amounts.  Whether  it  ought 
to  come  nearer  the  lower  limit  the  committee 
cannot  undertake  to  say.” 

Now,  we  have  had  several  conferences  on  this 
lighting  contract  within  a  few  weeks  with  the 
officials  of  the  Edison  Company,  with  his  Honor 
the  Mayor,  and  with  the  Corporation  Counsel. 
Many  things  were  said  at  those  conferences.  It 
has  been  stated,  I  think,  by  one  or  two  members 
of  this  Council  that  we  have  been  at  a  disadvantage 
in  not  being  able  to  cope  with  the  officials  of  the 
Edison  Company  in  discussing  with  them  intelli¬ 
gently  what  a  fair  price  should  be  for  the  arc 
lighting.  Now,  Mr.  President,  that  is  true,  but 
that  is  not  to  the  discredit  of  the  Council.  The 
head  of  the  Edison  Company  might  come  in  and 
make  any  kind  of  a  statement  along  technical 
lines.  We  are  not  trained  for  such  a  discussion 
involving  a  technical  problem.  The  committee 
of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  itself,  backed  up 
with  professional  opinion  and  advice,  says  it 
involves  a  more  detailed  and  technical  investiga¬ 
tion  than  it  has  felt  qualified  to  make.  Why, 
then,  should  the  Council  be  expected  to  do  so? 
The  Chamber  of  Commerce  was  invited  by  this 
Council  to  make  this  investigation,  and  they 
confess,  after  making  a  most  elaborate  report, 
with  the  advice  and  assistance  of  professional 
opinion,  that  they  are  unable  to  determine  what 
the  price  should  be.  Therefore,-  I  say  to  the 
critics  of  the  Council  when  they  say  that  these 
Edison  officials  came  in  and  “put  it  over”  on  the 
Council,  that  such  criticism  is  not  in  good  taste, 
nor  is  it  sound  or  logical.  Why  should  the  Council 
be  expected  to  meet  and  determine  these  prices 
when  this  able  committee  of  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce  has  not  been  able  to  do  so?  I  say, 
therefore,  Mr.  President,  that  we  should  have  the 
right  to  call  to  our  assistance  some  professional 
expert  who  will  assist  and  aid  the  Council  in 
determining  what  a  fair  price  would  be. 

I  want  to  refer  again  to  the  Chamber  of  Com¬ 
merce  report: 

“In  conclusion,  the  committee  begs  to  reiterate 
its  opinion  that  the  question  whether  a  proposed 
price  is  the  lowest  which  the  city  ought  to  expect 
is  a  highly  technical  question  which  can  be  settled 
only  after  a  detailed  study  and  analysis  of  all  local 


conditions.  It  cannot  be  settled  by  reference  to 
tabulations  of  costs  in  other  cities  where  the  quality 
and  conditions  of  service  are  altogether  diHererit 
and  where  the  general  laws  make  totally  different 
demands  concerning  such  matters  as  hours  of  labor 
and  regulation  of  rates  by  state  authorities.  The 
committee  has  become  fully  satisfied  that  pub¬ 
lished  tables  of  lighting  costs  are  sure  to  be  mis¬ 
leading  unless  every  condition  of  service  is  set  forth 
in  detail  as  a  qualification  to  the  figures  given.” 

Now,  Mr.  President,  the  Finance  Commission 
made  a  report  on  this  matter  also.  How  far  have 
we  been  assisted  by  the  Finance  Commission?  We 
have  their  conclusions,  in  which  they  say: 

,“1.  That  the  ten-year  contract  offered  by  the 
Edison  Electric  Illuminating  Company  of  Boston 
be  adopted,  provided  the  company  agrees  to  change 
the  arbitration  clause,  so  that  arbitration  shall  be 
compulsory  at  least  once  in  three  years  and  so  that 
the  question  of  the  fairness  of  the  present  or  a 
lower  price  shall  be  determined,  in  addition  to  the 
question  whether  or  not  the  cost  of  production  has 
been  reduced,  and  if  so,  how  much  since  the  date 
of  the  contract. 

“2.  That  if  the  Edison  Company  will  not  agree 
to  these  changes  in  the  arbitration  clause  the  city 
insist  upon  a  five-year  term  at  the  same  price  as 
is  now  offered  by  the  company  for  ten  years. 

“3.  That  if  the  company  will  not  accept  either 
of  these  propositions,  the  pending  contract  be 
rejected  and  arbitration  be  demanded  imme¬ 
diately  under  the  provisions  of  the  contract  of 
1909  which  is  now  in  force.” 

That  is,  the  present  existing  contract.  This 
last  recommendation,  Mr.  President,  is  what 
1  have  been  contending  for  this  afternoon.  Inas¬ 
much  as  we  ourselves  are  confronted  with  a  situa¬ 
tion  where  we  have  reports  with  alternative 
recommendations  we  ought  not  to  undertake  to 
pass  on  these  involved  questions  until  we  have 
further  professional  advice  to  aid  us  in  deter¬ 
mining  what  is  best  for  the  city’s  interest,  or  let 
us  reject  this  proposed  contract  and  fall  back  upon 
the  language  in  the  present  existing  contract  and 
have  the  price  arbitrated.  Now,  as  I  understand 
the  situation,  this  latter  would  mean  this:  If  we 
asked  for  arbitration  under  the  existing  contract 
and  get  a  reduction  we  practically  go  on  to  a  basis 
of  a  one-year  contract,  that  is,  from  year  to  year, 
until  it  is  terminated  by  the  act  of  the  corporation 
— the  Edison  Company — or  by  the  city.  This 
would  be  a  safe  thing  for  the  city  as  against  a 
long  term  contract.  But  in  any  event  it  seems  to 
me  that  before  going  any  further  in  this  matter 
we  ought  to  halt  and  call  in  some  professional 
advice  and  assistance  to  aid  us  in  determining 
these  technical  matters  with  which  we  are  con¬ 
fronted,  and  for  that  reason,  Mr.  President,  I  offer 
this  order. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE — Mr.  President,  I  move 
that  this  order  be  referred  to  the  Law  Department 
for  an  opinion  as  to  the  right  of  the  Council  to 
appropriate  money  for  such  purposes. 

Coun.  KENNY — Mr.  President,  that  is  quite 
agreeable  to  me. 

The  question  came  on  motion  to  refer  the  matter 
to  the  Law  Department. 

Coun.  COULThURST — Mr.  President,  I  move 
as  a  further  amendment  that  in  case  the  Law  De¬ 
partment  decides  that  this  order  is  illegal  that  it 
give  us  the  benefit  of  its  opinion  as  to  how  the  same 
purpose  can  be  accomplished  in  other  ways,  by 
special  appropriations  or  otherwise. 

Coun.  KENNY — I  accept  that  amendment. 

Coun.  COLLINS— In  seconding  the  motion  of 
Coun.  Coulthurst  I  cannot  help  but  consider 
that  this  contract  has  been  before  us  now  for  some 
time.  No  disinterested  body  that  has  looked 
into  this  question  has  given  us  very  much  technical 
light.  It  seems  that  the  Chamber  of  Commerce 
in  its  report  did  say  that  the  cost  of  arc  lighting 
ought  to  be  in  Boston  somewhere  between  $80 
and  $90.  It  gave  that  as  the  minimum — $80 — 
and  $90  as  the  maximum.  Of  course,  that  was 
far  from  accurate.  We  have  had  experts  give 
their  opinion  to  us,  apparently  from  disinterested 
bodies — the  Finance  Commission,  as  well  as  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce — and  here  we  are,  some¬ 
thing  like  two  months  after  the  contract  has  been 
before  us  for  our  consideration,  and  we  are  appar¬ 
ently  a  great  distance  from  reaching  a  result. 
It  seems  to  me  that  in  fairness  we  ought  to  take 
up  this  matter  promptly  and  decide  it.  The  order 
offered  may  be  helpful,  but  judging  from  past 
experience  where  we  have  been  advised  by  experts 
from  bodies  of  a  disinterested  nature,  it  does  not

seem  as  if  we  were  going  to  make  much  progress 
by  this  move.  However,  I  believe  it  is  a  step  in 
the  right  direction,  and  I  favor  it,  but  I  do  believe, 
as  nine  men  sitting  here  as  trustees  of  the  city’s 
interests,  after  hearing  all  of  the  arguments, 
we  ought  to  be  in  a  fair  position  at  this  time  to 
actively  pass  on  this  contract,  to  act  either  affirma¬ 
tively  or  negatively.  As  for  myself,  my  attitude 
is  clear,  and  I  do  not  think  any  expert  appointed 
by  this  Council  is  going  to  aid  me  materially  in 
reaching  a  conclusion  as  to  what  we  ought  to  do 
with  this  contract.  I  have  read  the  contract 
carefully  and  studied  it,  I  have  read  the  reports 
of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  the  Finance 
Commission,  I  have  looked  over  the  reports  of 
the  only  tribunal  in  this  state  whose  duty  it  is 
to  look  into  such  matters  and  pass  on  them — 
that  is  the  Massachusetts  Gas  and  Electric  Light 
Commission.  And  I  understand  that  during  all 
the  years  t^iat  Boston  has  been  doing  business 
with  the  Electric  Light  Companies,  namely,  since 
1882,  that  commission  has  never  yet  once  been 
asked  by  the  authorities  of  the  City  of  Boston  to 
establish  the  price.  Now,  Mr.  President,  I  have 
also  tried  to  get  reports  from  other  states  and 
cities,  and  it  is  a  curious  state  of  affairs  that  when 
big  public  service  corporations,  such  as  lighting 
companies,  are  doing  business  with  municipalities 
throughout  the  United  States  that  no  public 
body  has  apparently  mastered  the  situation 
concerning  street  lighting.  The  excuse  commonly 
given  is  that  conditions  vary  in  different  com¬ 
munities.  Now,  for  my  part,  Mr.  President,  I 
want  to  put  myself  on  record  here  now  that  I  am 
against  any  contract  for  ten  years  for  the  lighting 
of  the  streets  of  the  City  of  Boston  by  electricity. 
Rapid  improvements  are  to  be  made  in  the  imme¬ 
diate  future.  You  have  heard  of  lights  down  on 
the  Lynn  Boulevard  which  it  has  been  suggested 
are  not  of  a  marketable  nature,  but  I  want  to 
say,  as  one  member  of  the  Council,  that  I  am 
against  a  contract  for  ten  years,  because  it  is  going 
too  long  a  period,  and  against,  in  my  opinion, 
a  sound  public  municipal  policy.  There  are 
other  provisions  of  this  contract,  Mr.  President. 
I  recognize  that  this  is  not  the  time  to  discuss 
them,  but  in  closing  I  want  to  say  that  no — — 

President  McDONALD — The  question  comes 
on  the  motion  made  by  Coun.  Ballantyne  to  refer 
the  matter  to  the  Corporation  Counsel;  it  is  not 
on  the  adoption  or  rejection  of  the  contract. 

Coun.  COLLINS — Mr.  President,  the  order 
offered  by  Coun.  Kenny  refers  to  an  investiga¬ 
tion  by  an  expert  into  the  question  of  the 
contract  before  us.  In  talking  on  that  order  I 
propose  to  say  that  in  discussing  it  naturally  the 
question  comes  whether  or  not  we  should  accept 
or  reject  the  contract,  and  whether  or  not  this 
order  is  going  to  help  us  in  accepting  or  rejecting 
the  contract.  Inasmuch  as  we  are  discussing  that 
order  anything  pertaining  to  the  contract  is 
germane  to  the  question. 

President  McDONALD— -The  Chair  will  rule 
that  the  only  matter  before  the  Council  is  the 
motion  to  have  the  Corporation  Counsel  instruct 
us  as  to  the  method  in  which  we  should  proceed 
to  get  expert  advice. 

Coun.  COLLINS — Mr.  President,  as  I  have 
already  stated,  expert  advice - 

Coun.  COULTHURST — Question  of  informa¬ 
tion. 

President  McDONALD — Does  the  gentleman 
yield? 

Coun.  COLLINS — Certainly. 

Coun.  COULTHURST — Isn’t  the  matter  before 
us  the  original  order  presented  by  Coun.  Kenny, 
as  well  as  the  two  amendments,  one  by  Mr. 
Ballantyne  and  the  other  by  myself? 

President  McDONALD — The  Chair  will  rule 
that  Coun.  Kenny  and  Coun.  Ballantyne  ac¬ 
cepted  your  amendment  as  a  part  of  the  motion 
and  made  your  amendment  the  original  motion. 
It  was  accepted  by  both  Coun.  Kenny  and  Coun. 
Ballantyne.  The  question  comes  on  the  motion 
offered  by  Coun.  Ballantyne. 

Coun.  COLLINS — Inasmuch  as  some  members 
of  the  Council  deem  it  advisable  to  call  in  experts 
for  some  information  to  help  us,  I  am  willing,  as 
one  member  of  the  Council,  to  coincide  with  them 
and  favor  that  order,  but  in  doing  so  I  want  to 
say  at  this  time  that  my  position  is  as  I  have 
stated  it — I  am  against  a  contract  of  ten  years 
for  lighting  the  streets  by  electricity.  In  view  of 
the  fact  that  this  contract  provides  for  permissive — 
not  compulsory — arbitration,  and  taking  into 
consideration  the  rapid  changes  in  methods  of 
lighting  and  inventions  which  are  about  to  come, 


make  the  term  of  ten  years  too  long  and  the  prices 
under  the  present  contract,  in  my  opinion,  too  high. 

Coun.  COULTHURST — Mr.  President,  I  do 
not  want  to  dispute  the  ruling  of  the  Chair  or  have 
any  misunderstanding  with  him,  but  as  I  under¬ 
stand,  there  has  been  no  amendment  accepted  by 
this  body,  or  any  motion  accepted.  There  is  an 
original  motion  pending  before  the  house,  there  is 
an  amendment  to  that  motion,  and  there  is  an 
amendment  to  the  amendment,  and  I  take  it— I 
may  be  wrong — that  all  those  three  are  before 
the  Council  for  consideration.  So  that  I  am 
entitled  to  talk  not  merely  upon  my  amendment 
or  upon  Mr.  Ballantyne’s  amendment,  but  also 
upon  the  two  amendments  and  the  original  motion 
presented  by  Coun.  Kenny. 

President  McDONALD — Do  you  ask  the  Chair 
for  a  ruling  on  the  matter? 

Coun.  COULTHURST— That  is  my  under¬ 
standing. 

President  McDONALD — The  Chair  will  rule 
that  the  order  was  introduced  by  Coun.  Kenny, 
that  Coun.  Ballantyne  made  a  motion  to  refer 
the  matter  to  the  Corporation  Counsel  for  his 
advice,  and  that  you  made  a  lengthy  motion  which 
covered  both  those  points  and  which  was  accepted 
by  both  Coun.  Kenny  and  Coun.  Ballantyne, 
and  that  is  the  question  before  the  house — that  this 
communication  be  referred  to  the  Corporation 
Counsel  for  his  advice  and  if  illegal  to  give  us  his 
advice  as  to  what  method  we  should  pursue  in 
order  to  get  the  necessary  expert  advice.  That 
is  the  motion  before  the  Council. 

Coun.  COULTHURST — Mr.  President,  there  is 
not  much  substantial  disagreement,  then,  between 
us.  Action  must  first  come  on  my  amendment 
and  then  if  that  is  allowed  action  will  come  on 
Coun.  Ballantyne’s  amendment,  and  if  that  is 
allowed  action  will  come  on  the  original  motion 
offered  by  Coun.  Kenny.  There  is  not  much 
substantial  disagreement  Between  us.  I  merely 
want  to  talk  upon  the  original  motion  after  amend¬ 
ment,  as  to  the  importance  of  getting  independent, 
expert  advice,  and  I  want  to  quote  from  an  article 
that  appeared  in  the  Transcript  of  April  22,  1914, 
entitled  “Boston’s  Lights  That  Fail.”  “This 
city  paying  the  third  highest  sum  in  the  country 
for  lighting  that  is  not  the  best.  A  review  of  the 
recent  municipal  lighting  conference.”  And  this 
quotation  appears  in  the  article  from  what  occurred 
at  that  conference  as  follows: 

“It  was  on  the  program  of  the  administration, 
one  is  informed,  even  before  the  assertion  was 
flatly  made  at  the  conference  of  the  Society  of 
Municipal  Engineers  in  Philadelphia  the  other 
day  that” - 

And  just  listen  to  these  important  words,  Mr. 
Chairman  and  gentlemen - 

“‘All  of  the  large  central  power  stations  of  the 
country  are  in  combination  to  mislead  the  general 
public  in  regard  to  the  cost  of  furnishing  light  and 
power  service,  and  so  discourage  municipalities 
from  entering  the  electric  field.’  In  New  York 
and  in  Philadelphia,  doubtless  in  all  cities,  electriG 
corporations  offer  different  prices  to  different 
consumers.  Anybody,  threatening,  for  instance, 
to  set  up  his  own  individual  electric  plant  can  get 
‘concessions.’  ” 

That  is  the  story,  Mr.  President.  All  through 
the  large  cities  of  the  country  these  companies 
that  are  lighting  the  streets  of  the  cities  are  throw¬ 
ing  dust  in  the  eyes  of  the  public;  it  is  impossible 
to  get  accurate  information  as  to  the  cost  of  electric 
lighting,  and  no  wonder  that  this  Council  is  at  sea 
as  to  what  action  it  shall  take  upon  this  $5,000,000 
contract,  and  this  order  that  has  been  put  in  by 
the  councilor  from  South  Boston  may  help  us  a 
little  by  throwing  a  little  light  upon  this  perplexing 
problem,  and  I  hope  the  motion  will  prevail. 

The  motion  of  Coun.  Ballantyne,  as  amended  by 
Coun.  Coulthurst,  to  obtain  the  opinion  of  the 
Corporation  Counsel  was  carried. 


NEXT  MEETING. 

The  Council  voted,  on  motion  of  Coun.  BAL¬

ELECTRIC  LIGHTING  CONTRACT. 

Coun.  COULTHURST  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Edison  Electric  Illuminating 
Company,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  be 
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requested  to  submit  to  the  City  Council  a  basis 
of  arbitration  whereby  the  prices  for  electric 
lighting  to  be  furnished  by  said  company  to  the 
City  of  Boston  for  periods  of  five  or  ten  years  from 
April  1,  1914,  may  be  determined.  This  request 
is  submitted  in  view  of  the  statements  made  by 
Mr.  Edgar,  president  of  said  company,  at  the 
public  hearing  before  the  City  Council  of  April  28, 
1914,  at  which  hearing  the  Council  was  considering 
a  ten-year  contract  for  such  street  lighting,  dated 
April  1,  1914.  Such  statements  of  Mr.  Edgar 
appear  on  pages  39  and  40  of  the  official  record  of 
said  hearing  and  appear  in  answers  to  questions 
propounded  to  him  as  follows: 

“Q.  Mr.  Edgar,  are  you  willing  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  you  are  a  monopoly  dealing  with  the  city, 
and  therefore  have  more  or  less  of  an  advantage,  are 
you  willing  to  submit  to  fair  arbitration  the  price 
to  be  paid  by  the  City  of  Boston  for  some  definite 
period  in  the  future,  instead  of  fixing  it  between 
yourselves,  Mr.  Rourke  and  the  Mayor?  Are  you 
willing  to  turn  this  whole  question  of  price  over  to  a 
fair  arbitration  tribunal  at  the  present  time?  A.  If 
you  will  define  before  I  answer  that  question,  what 
basis  we  are  going  to  figure  on.  Are  we  going  to 
get  our  same  return  from  the  city  that  we  do  from 
our  commercial  customers,  or  are  we  supposed  to 
give  the  city  a  concession,  which  some  of  the  news¬ 
papers  of  the  city  think  that  we  should  give  the 
city,  because  we  are  doing  business  with  the  city? 
We  do  not  admit  that  principle  for  a  minute.  If 
you  say  that  we  are  to  get  the  same  return,  all  I 
can  say  is  that  we  are  getting  now  much  less  return 
from  the  city  lighting  than  from  our  commercial 
customers,  and  I  can  prove  it  to  anyone. 

“Q.  No,  I  put  it  on  the  basis  of  what  is  a 
reasonable  price  for  the  City  of  Boston  to  pay. 
A.  How  do  you  define  reasonable  price — on  the 
basis  of  our  costs,  or  what  other  people  think  it 
ought  to  be? 

“Q.  Based  upon  what  other  communities  in  the 
country  are  getting.  A.  We  don’t  care  anything 
about  what  the  other  cities  of  the  country  are 
getting.  That  does  not  pay  our  profits  or  our 
losses.  Our  prices  must  be  based  on  our  condi¬ 
tions.  I  think  we  can  prove  to  you  that  our 
prices  are  lower  than  in  most  any  city  in  the  coun¬ 
try.  But  that  has  nothing  to  do  with  our  fixing 
our  prices,  as  to  what  we  ought  to  get.  Take  our 
commercial  business;  we  are  not  influenced  a 
particle  by  what  New  York  charges  for  light.  We 
make  up  our  minds  what  we  ought  to  get  to  pay 
our  dividends,  and  are  self  contained.  We  have 
absolutely  no  regard  to  what  other  people  are 
doing  under  other  conditions. 

“Q.  Are  you  willing  to  supply  in  black  and 
white  to  this  Council  the  basis  under  which  you 
are  willing  that  the  prices  between  the  city  and 
your  company  shall  be  arbitrated?  A.  Why, 
yes,  I  suppose  so.  I  don’t  see  any  reason  why  I 
shouldn’t. 

“Q.  Well,  as  one  member  of  the  Council  I 
would  respectfully  ask  you  to  submit  in  writing 
the  basis  on  which  you  would  be  willing  to  submit 
this  whole  question  of  prices  to  arbitration.  That 
is  all  I  have  to  say.” 

Coun.  WATSON  moved  to  dispense  with  the 
reading  of  the  order  in  view  of  the  fact  that  it  was 
read  in  the  Executive  Committee.  The  motion 
was  carried. 

The  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  COULTHURST — This  is  one  of  the  orders 
that  I  submitted  informally  to  the  members  of  the 
Council  in  executive  session,  and  it  asks  that  Mr. 
Edgar  submit  to  this  Council  a  basis  of  arbitration 
whereby  the  prices  to  be  furnished  for  electric 
lighting  to  the  city  may  be  fixed,  and  it  is  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  his  promise  or  his  statement  made  to 
us  at  the  hearing  in  April  upon  the  question  of 
approving  this  contract.  It  also  is  in  accordance 
with  the  recommendation  of  the  Finance  Com¬ 
mission,  and  in  accordance  with  the  recommenda¬ 
tion  of  the  United  Improvement  Association  of 
Boston,  and  I  trust  that  this  order  will  take  its 
immediate  passage  and  that  at  the  next  meeting 
of  this  Council,  when  we  are  considering  the  accept¬ 
ance  or  rejection  of  this  contract,  we  will  have 
from  Mr.  Edgar  a  basis  for  a  new  contract  whereby 
the  prices  will  be  fixed  by  an  independent  tribunal, 
a  board  of  arbitrators,  as  he  agreed  that  he  was 
willing  to  do  at  one  time,  and  as  the  Finance  Com¬ 
mission  and  the  United  Improvement  Association 
both  recommend.  ,  .  ,  .  . 

Coun.  WOODS— Mr.  President,  I  think  this 
order  ought  to  lay  over  for  the  next  meeting.  I 
think  we  are  acting  on  one  contract  now  and  we 


are  asking  for  expert  advice.  I  move  that  that  be 
laid  over  until  the  next  meeting  so  that  we  .can  take 
it  up  then. 

The  question  came  on  motion  of  Coun.  WOODS 
to  assign  the  order  to  the  next  meeting. 

Coun.  COULTHURST— Mr.  President,  I  am 
opposed  to  that  motion.  I  think  that  now  is  the 
time,  between  now  and  the  next  meeting,  to  hear 
from  Mr.  Edgar  as  to  whether  or  not  he  will  sub¬ 
mit  this  to  arbitration,  and  whether  or  not  he  is 
going  back  upon  his  word  given  to  us  at  that  public 
hearing.  We  ought  to  have  it  at  that  next  meeting 
of  the  Council  and  at  no  other  time. 

The  motion  was  carried.  Coun.  COULTHURST 
doubted  the  vote  and  asked  for  the  yeas  and  nays. 
The  motion  was  lost. 

Yeas — Coun.  Ballantyne,  McDonald,  Watson, 
Woods — 4. 

Nays — Coun.  Attridge,  Coleman,  Collins,  Coult- 
hurst,  Kenny — 5. 

The  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the  order. 
The  order  was  declared  rejected. 

Coun.  COULTHURST  doubted  the  vote  and 
asked  for  the  yeas  and  nays.  The  order  was 
passed’ 

Yeas — Coun.  Attridge,  Coleman,  Collins,  Coult- 
hurst,  Kenny — 5. 

Nays — Coun.  Ballantyne,  McDonald,  Watson, 
Woods — 4. 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  make  a  written  demand  upon  the  Edison  Electric 
Illuminating  Company  in  accordance  with  and  for 
the  purpose  of  getting  the  benefit  of  the  following 
clause  of  a  street  lighting  contract  between  the 
City  of  Boston  and  said  company,  dated  May  5, 
1909,  as  follows: 

‘‘Upon  written  demand  by  the  Municipality  the 
Company  shall  thereafter  give  to  the  Municipality 
the  benefit  of  two- thirds  of  any  general  reduction  in 
the  present  cost  to  the  Company,  including  depre¬ 
ciation  and  interest  on  investment,  of  supplying  the 
service  called  for  by  this  agreement  ...” 

The  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  COULTHURST— Mr.  President,  this 
order  can  do  no  harm  if  it  goes  through  at  this 
meeting.  It  is  something  that  ex-Mayor  Fitzgerald 
should  have  asked  for  a  half-dozen  times  during  his 
administration.  It  is  the  first  thing  that  Mayor 
Curley  should  have  done  when  this  contract  was 
first  called  to  his  attention — merely  asked  this 
company,  or  made  a  written  demand  upon  this 
company,  as  a  preliminary,  antecedent  condition  to 
arbitration,  to  make  a  written  statement  of  the 
present  cost  of  doing  its  business,  and  that  will 
show  whether,  under  the  existing  contract— the 
contract  of  1909 — we  are  entitled  to  any  reductions. 
It  will  compel  Mr.  Edgar  to  put  his  cards  right 
down  on  the  table,  and  we  ought  to  have  that 
information  at  our  next  meeting. 

Coun.  WOODS — Mr.  President,  I  am  surprised 
that  an  order  of  this  kind  should  be  introduced 
when  we  have  just  passed  an  order  to  employ  expert 
advice  on  the  contract  that  is  now  before  us.  Now 
I  hope  this  order  will  be  defeated  and  then  after 
we  act  on  the  other  contract  we  can  take  this  matter 
up.  I  think  it  is  absurd  that  we  should  talk  about 
terminating  one  contract  that  now  exists  before 
we  act  on  the  other.  Let  us  accept  the  other 
contract,  or  reject  it,  and  then  act  on  the  other.  I 
hope  this  will  be  defeated. 

Coun.  COLEMAN — Mr.  President,  as  I  under¬ 
stand  it,  this  order  applies  to  the  contract  now  in 
force  and  has  no  relation  whatever  to  the  contract 
that  we  are  considering.  I  hope  it  will  be  passed. 

The  order  was  declared  rejected.  Coun. 
COULTHURST  doubted  the  vote  and  asked  for 
the  yeas  and  nays.  The  order  was  passed:

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  give  to  the  Edison  Electric  Illuminating  Com¬ 
pany  the  legal  notice  required  under  the  terms  of 
the  contract  between  the  City  of  Boston.  and  said 
Company  for  lighting  the  streets  of  said  city,  dated 
May  5,  1909,  that  is  required  to  terminate  said 
contract.  The  clause  in  said  contract  requiring 
said  notice  is  as  follows:  ‘‘And  Said  Municipality 
Agrees  to  be  bound  by  the  Street  Lighting  Terms 
and  Conditions  of  the  Company,  printed  herewith, 
except  as  aforesaid,  and  to  pay  the  prices  called 
for  in  the  Company’s  Schedule  M  C  5,  printed 
herewith,  until  April  1,  1914,  and  thereafter  until 
one  year  after  written  notice  by  either  party  to 
the  other  of  its  election  to  terminate  this  agree- 
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ment,  wRich  notice  may  be  given  at  any  time  after 
the  beginning  of  the  one-year  period  next  preceding 
the  expiration  of  the  original  period  above  fixed.” 

The  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  ask  for  information.  What  does  ‘‘M  C  5” 
mean  in  that  order? 

Coun.  COULTHURST— I  don’t  know.  I 
make  a  motion  that  this  matter  lay  on  the  table 
until  the  next  meeting.  It  is  the  notice  that 
Mayor  Fitzgerald  did  not  give  a  year  ago  last 
April,  and  that  Mr.  Curley  should  have  given  as 
soon  as  he  had  his  attention  called  to  the  con¬ 
tract.  I  would  like  myself  to  move  its  passage 
to-day,  but  inasmuch  as  some  of  my  friends  differ 
with  me  on  that  question  I  am  willing  to  let  it 
lay  over  two  weeks. 


The  question  came  on  motion  to  assign  the 
order  to  the  next  meeting.  Carried.  Coun. 
BALLANTYNE  doubted  the  vote  and  asked  for 
the  yeas  and  nays.  The  motion  was  carried:

EXPERT  ADVICE,  LIGHTING  CONTRACT. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 

Law  Department,  July  1,  1914. 
To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — I  submit  herewith  my  opinion  as 
to  the  power  of  the  City  Council  to  employ  an 
expert  in  the  manner  provided  in  the  following 
order: 

Ordered,  That  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
City  Council  be  authorized  to  obtain  expert 
advice  upon  the  proposed  electric  lighting  contract, 
at  an  expense  not  exceeding  $500,  such  expense  to 
be  charged  to  the  appropriation  for  City  Council, 
Incidental  Expenses. 

In  my  opinion  such  an  expert  may  be  employed 
by  the  City  Council  and  paid  for  out  of  the  ap¬ 
propriation  for  incidental  expenses,  assuming  that 
the  appropriation  is  sufficient.  The  City  Council 
is  required  to  pass  on  street  lighting  and  refuse 
disposal  contracts  for  terms  of  more  than  one  year, 
and  expert  services  may  be  required  in  order  to 
give  the  Council  necessary  information  or  advice. 
The  prohibitions  of  section  8  of  the  Charter 
Amendments  of  1909  do  not  extend  to  the  employ¬ 
ment  by  the  City  Council  of  experts  on  contracts 
which,  under  section  6  of  said  amendments,  must 
be  approved  by  the  Council  before  they  can  be¬ 
come  effective. 

I  think,  however,  that  the  order  in  question 
must  be  submitted  to  the  Mayor  for  approval 
under  the  provisions  of  section  3  of  the  charter 
amendments.  The  exception  in  said  section  3 
is  as  to  “votes  relating  to  its  own  internal  affairs,” 
and  seems  to  relate  only  to  matters  connected  with 
its  organization,  rules  and  mode  of  procedure.

L.  Ames  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars  for  medical 
attendance  at  Charles  Street  Jail  on  December  20, 
1911,  said  sum  to  be  charged  to  the  appropriation 
for  County  of  Suffolk,  Jail. 

(Recommended  by  the  Law  Department.) 

Report  accepted;  order  laid  over  under  the  rule. 

(2)  Report  on  claim  of  David  D.  Brough  for 
compensation  for  medical  attendance  at  Charles 
Street  Jail — recommending  the  passage  of  the 
following: 

Ordered,  That  there  be  allowed  and  paid  to  David 
D.  Biough  the  sum  of  $37.50  for  medical  attendance 
at  Charles  Street  Jail  on  December  20,  1911,  said 
sum  to  be  charged  to  the  appropriation  for  County 
of  Suffolk,  Jail. 

(Recommended  by  the  Law  Department.) 

Report  accepted;  order  laid  over  under  the  rule. 


BUILDING  LIMITS. 

Coun.  WOODS,  for  the  Committee  on  Fire 
Hazard,  submitted  the  following: 

(1)  Report  on  ordinance  (referred  February  16) 
to  amend  ordinance  on  building  limits  so  as  to 
exclude  Brighton — that  the  ordinance  ought  not 
to  pass. 

(Coun.  Woods  dissents.) 

Coun.  WOODS — Mr.  President,  I  presented  an 
order  here  the  first  of  the  season  for  the  repeal  of 
the  building  limits  extension  in  Brighton.  The 
committee  on  considering  this  question  took  into 
consideration  the  whole  city,  as  this  wise  Council 
of  a  year  ago  passed  a  building  limits  extension 
which  prohibited  any.  person  from  building  a  two 
or  three  or  one  family  wooden  house  within  a  cer¬ 
tain  area.  Now,  Mr.  Chairman,  the  State  Legis¬ 
lature-composed  of  240  house  members  and  forty 
senators — saw  fit  to  practically  nullify  this  entire 
ordinance  as  it  was  passed  by  the  City  Council. 
They  have  allowed  them  to  build  one  and  two 
family  wooden  buildings  in  the  building  district  but 
they  have  not  been  allowed  to  build  three-family 
houses.  But  they  can  go  outside  the  district  and 
build  three-family  houses,  but  they  can’t  keep 
10  feet  from  the  line.  Therefore  it  was  my  purpose, 
Mr.  Chairman,  to  have  the  building  limits  exten¬ 
sion,  as  they  were  practically  repealed  by  the  State 
Legislature,  to  have  them  repealed  by  this  Council, 
and  not  carry  the  burden  of  over  four  or  five  thou¬ 
sand  names  which  I  have  here  that  asked  for  the 
repeal  of  this  building  law.  I  want  to  say  that  it  is 
unfair  in  every  particular.  It  is  unfair  to  my  part 
of  the  city,  and  it  is  true  in  other  parts  of  the  city. 
Now  in  Brighton  in  1908  we  had  $33,000,000  worth 
of  property  and  in  1913  we  had  $43,000,000  worth 
of  property.  We  increased  our  building  there 
$10,000,000.  We  had  8,000,000  feet  of  land,  idle 
land,  in  1908,  and  we  have  only  got  6,000,000 
to-day.  But  I  want  to  say  that  it  is  one  of  the 
greatest  hardships  that  was  ever  put  on  anybody 
to  pass  this  law  as  it  is.  The  fact  is  the  Legislature 
has  passed  the  law.  Your  City  Council  has  made 
the  ordinance  that  you  can’t  build  a  one,  two  or 
three  family  wooden  building  after  the  first  of 
July,  and  the  State  Legislature  has  passed  a  build¬ 
ing  law  which  will  not  allow  you  to  build  a  one  or 
two  family  house  for  ninety  days  more.  There¬ 
fore  we  are  in  this  position  in  Boston  to-day,  that 
no  man  can  build  a  home  in  that  district.  He 
can’t  get  a  permit  to  build  a  one  or  two  family 
house  for  ninety  days.  And  what  does  that  mean? 
Ninety  days  means  about  the  second  day  of  Octo¬ 
ber;  you  have  got  to  wait  until  October.  What  does 
it  mean?  It  means  that  thousands,  of  carpenters, 
plumbers  and  all  kinds  of  mechanicians  will  have 
to  lie  idle  on  this  account.  The  builders  have  gone 
to  Cambridge.  They  are  building  three-flat  houses 
there.  I  want  to  say  that  the  only  opposition  that 
we  had  to  this  bill  was  from  people  that  appeared 
from  other  places — Mr.  Blackall  and  others  from 
Cambridge.  They  asked  everyone  what  kind  of 
house  they  lived  in  and  everyone  lived  in  a  wooden 
house.  Still  in  Boston  they  wanted  us  to  put  on 
brick  buildings. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE — If  the  brother  would 
yield  for  a  moment  I  would  like  to  have  the  Clerk 
read  the  order  which  is  before  the  Council.  I  would 
like  to  know  what  ordinance  we  are  talking  about. 

President  McDONALD — Will  the  gentleman 
yield? 

Coun.  WOODS— Yes. 

(The  Clerk  read  the  ordinance.) 

Coun.  WATSON— Will  the  gentleman  yield? 

Coun.  WOODS— I  would  rather  not.  Mr. 
Chairman,  I  want  to  say  that  one  order  was  put 


in  here  by  mistake.  That  was  rectified  by  the 
committee  and  a  new  order  introduced.  I  am 
talking  on  the  order  to  repeal  the  building  limits 
as  they  were  extended  to  that  part  of  Brighton. 
Now  it  is  immaterial  in  a  way  to  me  whether  you 
repeal  them  or  extend  them  over  Boston.  I  claim 
if  it  is  fair  to  have  them  in  one  pait  of  Boston  it  is 
fair  to  have  them  in  every  part  of  Boston,  Ward  3, 
the  rest  of  Dorchester  and  the  rest  of  Brighton.  I 
don’t  think  we  should  enjoy  the  privilege  of  having 
one  kind  of  houses  in  one  part  of  Brighton  and  not 
in  the  other.  There  are  over  five  thousand  names 
that  have  been  produced  here  in  favor  of  the  bill 
and  probably  there  are  something  like  thirtj'- 
people  who  oppose  the  bill.  We  haven’t  got  the 
minutes  of  the  people  that  opposed  the  bill  be¬ 
cause  they  thought  it  was  too  much  expense.  But 
in  a  matter  of  this  kind  I  don’t  think  any  expense 
is  too  much.  Something  that  means  the  loss  of 
life  and  limb  and  the  housing  of  the  public  ought 
to  get  careful  consideration.  Take  Dorchester. 
In  1880  there  were  21,000  inhabitants.  To-day, 
in  1914,  just  thirty-four  years,  there  are  230,000 
people  there.  There  were  six  engines  in  Dorchester 
in  1880  and  to-day  there  are  seven  engines.  I  want 
anybody  to  point  out  to  me  where  the  increase  of 
the  apparatus  foi  the  protection  of  life  and  property 
is  in  any  proportion  to  the  increase  of  people.  We 
have  to  house  our  people  and  we  can’t  do  it  in  $40 
flats.  We  have  got  to  put  up  a  style  of  house  that 
will  meet  the  people’s  demands.  In  the  lower  end 
of  our  ward  where  the  land  is  5  and  6  cents  a  foot 
we  are  building  houses  for  five  to  six  thousand 
dollars  that  we  can  let  for  $18 — five  nice  rooms, 
front  and  back  piazza,  bath  and  all  the  improve¬ 
ments.  And  for  a  two-family  house  we  have  got 
to  get  $25  a  month  for  the  same  kind  of  place. 
And  the  housing  conditions  are  something  we  have 
got  to  be  careful  of.  It  is  all  right  to  stand  here 
and  holler  fire  hazard  and  all  that  sort  of  thing, 
but  let  us  do  it  in  the  right  way.  The  new  law 
calls  for  10  feet  from  lot  lines,  wooden  buildings, 
in  all  kinds  of  material.  What  objection  can  any¬ 
body  have  to  that.  The  two-family  house  is  5  feet. 
There  is  a  better  chance  for  fire  to  get  in  where 
they  are  10  feet  apart  than  where  they  are  20  feet 
apart.  I  claim  the  law  is  wrong.  I  want  to  say  I 
could  take  up  the  Council’s  time  for  the  next  three 
or  four  hours  if  I  desired.  I  don’t  want  to  do  it. 
I  just  wanted  to  give  a  few  facts.  The  fact  is,  on 
three-apartment  houses  that  you  can  buy  a  three- 
apartment  house,  say,  for  $6,500  up,  $1,000  down, 
and  a  $5,500  equity.  What  does  this  bill  mean? 
It  means  that  the  mortgagee  who  has  the  mortgage 
on  that  house  will  make  you  take  out  a  demolition 
clause  or  compel  you  to  reduce  the  mortgage,  and 
the  majority  are  making  them  reduce  the  mortgage. 
I  have  a  letter  from  the  South  Boston  Savings 
Bank,  a  bank  that  takes  care  of  most  of  the  poorest 
property  in  Boston,  and  it  says  here: 

South  Boston  Savings  Bank, 

Boston,  April  1,  1914. 
Mr.  W.  II.  Woods,  Councilman: 

Dear  Sir, — The  question  of  a  repeal  of  the 
ordinance  which  includes  South  Boston  in  the  city 
fire  limits  was  discussed  last  evening  by  the 
members  of  the  Board  of  Investment  of  this  bank, 
and  it  was  the  unanimous  opinion  that  it  should 
be  repealed.  At  the  risk  of  repeating  a  good  deal 
that  was  said  at  the  last  hearing  before  youi 
committee,  I  do  want  to  call  your  attention  to 
one  or  two  phases  of  the  question  as  it  applies 
especially  to  this  section. 

There  are  a  great  many  small  houses  over  here 
occupied  by  the  owner  and  covering  small  areas 
of  land.  The  destruction  of  any  of  these  would 
mean  more  vacant  land  practically  valueless, 
as  no  one  could  afford  to  rebuild  of  first-class  con¬ 
struction  on  these  small  lots.  In  that  event  the 
banks,  in  considering  applications  for  loans  in  the 
future,  can  place  but  little  if  any  value  on  the 
land. 

This  bank  holds  about  1,700  mortgages  on 
property  in  South  Boston  and  Dorchester  and 
should  the  ordinance  become  operative  a  great  deal 
of  this  property  would  require  additional  insurance, 
thus  putting  an  added  expense,  on  the  borrower. 
We  are  informed  that  this  extra  insurance  will  cost 
15  per  cent  of  the  regular  rate. 

We  therefore  believe  that,  as  relating  to  tene¬ 
ments,  the  ordinance  should  be  repealed,  thougb  we 
■  have  no  objections  to  its  applying  to  property 
constructed  for  other  purposes.

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I  am  glad  for  South  Boston  that  this  law  is  passed 
that  allowed  them  to  build  one  and  two  family 
houses.  The  very  fact  that  the  ordinance  that  was 
passed  was  wrong  was  shown  when  one  of  the  mem¬ 
bers  that  voted  for  the  ordinance  introduced  the 
bill  into  the  Legislature  asking  for  relief  fiom  this 
ordinance  by  allowing  one  and  two  family  wooden 
houses,  which  bill  I  am  glad  to  say  was  passed.  It 
is  a  credit  to  him  that  it  was  passed.  I  want  to 
say  that  the  fact  that  that  is  in  is  a  great  help.  I 
want  to  say  that  as  far  as  Brighton  is  concerned  it 
doesn’t  make  much  difference,  because  in  Brighton 
we  have  a  majority  of  two-family  houses.  But  in 
justice  to  the  house  owner  and  the  public  in  general 
I  want  that  they  should  have  fair  play.  I  don’t  be¬ 
lieve  it  is  the  intention  of  any  man,  if  I  own  a  house 
with  a  $4,500  moitgage  and  can’t  take  a  demolition 
clause  on  it,  that  I  shall  be  forced  to  pay  the  $1,500 
off.  It  means  a  foreclosure  of  a  lot  of  mortgages 
when  they  come  due,  and  it  means  the  squeezing  of 
the  man  that  has  got  the  small  equity.  The  man 
with  a  $1,500  equity  or  a  $2,000  equity  will  be  told 
to  reduce  it.  What  will  be  the  result?  He  will  go 
to  the  sharks  and  get  a  second  mortgage  and  pay 
12  per  cent.  And  there  is  no  doubt  that  there  are 
lots  of  unscrupulous  people  in  the  community  who 
have  sold  their  houses  for  cash  and  have  a  mortgage. 
They  will  say,  “Here  is  a  chance  to  squeeze  some 
more  out  of  them.”  “We  will  have  to  make  you 

reduce  this  mortgage  to - ,  because  it  is  not  safe 

under  the  building  law.  If  you  were  bumed  out 
you  could  not  rebuild.  Therefore,  you  must 
reduce  your  mortgage.’  ’  What  does  it  mean?  It 
means  the  foreclosure  and  the  wiping  out  of  that 
man’s  equity.  I  don’t  believe  any  member  of  the 
Council  wants  to  work  any  such  hardship  on  any 
man.  You  are  talking  about  your  second-class 
construction .  I  think  the  Legislature  should  be 
commended  for  the  passage  of  this  bill  nullifying 
the  ordinance  as  passed  by  the  last  year’s  Council. 
Suppose  I  have  a  nice  house  back  from  the 
thoroughfare,  and  the  second  man  is  compelled 
to  build  second-class  construction  and  he  would 
bring  his  house  out  on  the  front  line,  and  then 
another  man  does  the  same.  And  there  is  my  house 
twenty-five  feet  set  back,  practically  ruined  by  the 
second-class  construction.  And  what  is  second- 
class  construction?  Nothing  but  a  forest  of 
lumber  inside  of  four  brick  walls.  It  was  best 
shown  at  the  Melvin  fire.  There  was  a  five-story 
brick  building  with  thirty  families.  Is  that  as 
safe  as  the  three-family  wooden  structure  with  the 
front  entrance  and  back  entrance  and  front  and 
back  piazzas,  with  three  families?  Is  that  three- 
family  house  more  hazardous  and  disastrous  to 
have  in  your  community  than  the  five-story  apart¬ 
ment  house  with  thirty  suites  in  one  building?  I 
want  to  say  that  if  some  of  the  members  think  it  is  I 
will  have  to  disagiee  with  them.  But  I  want  to  say 
as  to  the  second  class  of  construction  as  it  is  pro¬ 
ceeding  in  Brighton,  there  isn’t  to-day  a  second- 
class  construction  in  Brighton  but  is  practically 
condemned,  and  it  must  be  altered  over  to  meet  the 
requirements  of  the  new  act.  The  areaways  must 
be  built  up  with  concrete  or  brick,  the  stairways  in¬ 
closed,  and  the  only  protection  the  people  have  is 
that  they  have  got  to  comply  with  the  law, — which 
is  a  good  thing  as  far  as  Brighton  goes.  It  is  true 
of  any  part  of  the  city,  but  I  must  talk  on  this  order 
which  relates  to  Brighton.  I  was  going  to  be  fair 
and  let  every  part  of  Boston  get  the  benefit  of  the 
act,  because  I  think  there  are  many  parts — East 
Boston,  the  upper  part  of  Dorchester,  and  Roslin- 
dale  (which  is  of  course  exempt),  which  need  it. 
But  if  you  want  to  be  fair,  either  repeal  the  act  or 
extend  it  over  Boston.  Every  piece  of  property  I 
own  is  not  in  this  restricted  section,  but  I  don’t 
think  it  is  fair  to  the  public  to  say  the  people  on 
this  side  can’t  do  such  a  thing  and  I  can  do  it  on  the 
other.  I  don’t  know  whether  the  members  of  the 
Board  have  given  this  the  study  I  have,  but  I  have 
carefully  gone  over  it,  and  you  will  all  have  to  admit 
that  when  the  Legislature  of  Massachusetts  prac¬ 
tically  nullifies  your  ordinance,  only  in  one  particu¬ 
lar,  somebody  must  be  wrong.  It  is  either  the 
Legislature  or  this  body, — I  don’t  know  which. 
But  I  think  as  long  as  the  Legislature  was  kind 
enough  to  take  this  Council  out  of  the  dilemma  of 
having  the  burden  of  carrying  this  on,  they  should 
not  carry  it  any  further.  Of  course  the  legislation 
calling  for  seventeen  councilors  may  or  may  not  go 
into  effect,  but  the  fact  that  there  are  5,000  names 
staring  us  in  the  face  I  think  is  something  that 
should  be  given  consideration,  for  every  man  there 
is  honest  as  far  as  I  know.  I  have  carefully  looked 
it  over.  I  am  not  talking  for  the  builder.  I  am 
against  the  jerry-builders,  the  people  that  borrow 


four  or  five  thousand  dollars,  build  a  house  costing 
$28,000,  and  then  put  on  a  mortgage,  costing  15  or 
20  per  cent.  I  am  in  favor  of  the  people  that  raise 
a  fair  mortgage  on  60  per  cent  valuation.  I  don’t 
think  I  wall  take  up  any  more  of  your  time.  I 
could  talk  to  you  here  two  or  three  hours, — I  have 
a  volume  of  evidence  here, — but  I  don’t  believe  in 
doing  that.  Only  one  thing  I  would  say:  The 
position  we  are  in  to-day  is  this, — a  builder  can’t 
build.  As  I  have  explained  before,  a  man  who 
own3  his  little  three-family  house  is  going  to  get 
forced  out  of  his  equity.  I  don’t  believe  in  forcing 
this  thing.  I  believe  in  giving  everybody  time  to 
think  it  over.  We  are  going  to  give  the  Corpora¬ 
tion  Counsel  a  chance  to  rule  on  this  building  law. 
I  hope  this  matter  will  be  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee,  so  that  the  whole  thing  can  be  taken 
up  to-day. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE — As  I  understand,  the 
question  before  the  House  at  the  present  time  is 
the  elimination  of  that  part  of  Brighton  which  was 
included  in  the  fire  limits  ordinance  as  passed  in 
September,  1913.  That  being  the  case,  it  refers 
to  only  a  very  small  portion  of  Boston,  and  we  have 
listened  to  a  long  argument  in  the  interests  of  the 
entire  city.  Now,  if  my  brother  on  the  other  side 
is  so  much  interested  in  the  entire  city,  why  didn’t 
he  offer  an  amendment  to  the  ordinance  protecting 
all  sections  of  the  city  instead  of  that  one  portion, 
Brighton?  I  am  very  glad  that  the  Legislature 
has  passed  the  bill  that  was  passed  within  the  last 
few  days  amending  the  building  laws  of  Boston.  I 
have  contended  for  years  in  this  body  that  the  place 
to  go  for  redress  and  for  protection  was  to  the 
Legislature  by  amendment  of  the  building  laws.  I 
have  opposed  any  radical  extension  of  the  fire 
limits  under  the  power  given  to  the  City  Council, 
and  even  the  small  extension  that  was  made  a  year 
ago  last  September  I  did  not  altogether  approve  of, 
but  I  agreed  to  it  because  it  was  -the  best  that  I 
could  get.  And  I  am  very  glad  that  the  Legis¬ 
lature  has  practically  wriped  out  all  our  work  at  that 
time.  And  in  ninety  days  from  the  passage  of  that 
bill  every  section  of  Boston  will  be  relieved  from  the 
burdens  placed  upon  their  shoulders  as  described 
by  my  brother  on  the  other  side.  And  I  do  not 
see  why  we  should  take  special  pains  to  relieve 
Brighton  now  before  the  rest  of  the  city  is  taken 
care  of.  At  the  meeting  of  the  Fire  Hazard  Com¬ 
mittee  to-day  it  was  voted  to  report  back  “  Ought 
not  to  pass  ”  on  this  order.  It  was  also  voted  that 
the  Corporation  Counsel  be  requested  to  come 
before  the  Executive  Committee  and  give  us  his 
opinion  as  to  the  effect  which  the  law  passed  by  the 
recent  Legislature  would  have  upon  the  ordinance 
as  passed  in  September,  1913.  And  if  I  judged  the 
members  aright  their  idea  in  asking  for  that 
opinion  from  the  Corporation  Counsel  was  in  order 
that  they  might  frame  some  amendment  to  the 
ordinance  after  having  his  opinion,  giving  relief 
not  to  one  particular  section  of  the  city  but  to  all 
sections  of  the  city,  which  I  suppose  we  are  here  to 
represent.  Now,  Mr.  President,  I  am  just  as  much 
in  favor  of  the  poor  householder  and  I  am  just  as 
much  in  favor  of  wooden  buildings  built  under 
proper  building  laws;:  I  am  just  as  much  opposed 
to  second-class  construction  as  it  has  been  allowed 
in  Boston  for  many  years  as  any  man  in  Boston. 
I  have  given  considerable  thought  to  that  question 
of  second-class  construction,  and  I  have  said  here 
in  this  House,  and  I  repeat  it  again,  that  I  will 
risk  my  life  any  time  in  that  so-called  three-decker, 
any  day  in  the  week,  before  I  will  risk  my  life  in 
those  buildings  of  so-called  second-class  construc¬ 
tion.  I  am  very  glad  that  the  building  laws  have 
been  amended  so  as  to  make  it  impossible  to  have 
any  such  construction  as  we  have  had  in  the  past. 
But  I  do  oppose  having  this  legislation  in  this  body 
for  one  particular  section  while  members  of  the 
Committee  on  Fire  Hazard  are  considering — and 
perhaps  may  consider  to-day  before  this  Council 
adjourns — some  means  of  relieving  the  entire  city. 
I  hope,  Mr.  President,  that  the  order  will  be 
rejected,  as  recommended  by  the  committee,  and 
that  when  we  hear  the  Corporation  Counsel  give 
us  his  opinion  as  to  the  effect  of  the  law  upon  the 
ordinance  as  it  stands  to-day,  we  may  see  our  way 
as  a  Council  to  relieve  the  entire  city. 

Coun.  WOODS — Mr.  President,  it  was  not  my 
purpose  at  the  start  to  introduce  any  particular 
part  of  Boston.  I  knew  the  condition  of  Biighton. 
I  practically  did  not  know  what  the  ordinance 
was  when  I  came  in  here  but  it  was  taken  up  at 
our  hearing  that  we  would  consider  all  parts  of 
Boston  and  that  was  so  understood  by  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  committee — that  we  did  not  consider 
Biighton.  The  order  was  in  as  Brighton  and  we 
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put  it  in  that  way.  I  asked  to  have  this  matter 
referred  to  the  Executive  Committee  to  be  taken 
up  in  connection  with  whatever  the  members  may 
say  in  legard  to  the  opinion  of  the  Corporation 
Counsel.  If  they  can  frame  up  some  law  I  hope 
it  will  be  for  the  interests  of  everybody.  And  I 
would  like  to  have  that  matter  referred  to  the 
Executive  Committee  to  take  action. 

Piesident  McDONALD — Coun.  Woods  moves 
that  the  matter  be  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE — Notwithstanding  the 
statement  as  made  by  the  brother  on  the  opposite 
side  it  is  a  fact  that  the  only  ordinance  we  have 
before  us  to-day,  and  the  ordinance  presented  by 
the  councilor  from  Brighton,  is  the  ordinance 
relieving  that  section  of  Brighton,  and  there  is  no 
reference  to  any  other  section  of  the  city.  And 
I  hope  the  order  will  not  be  referred  to  the  Execu¬ 
tive  Committee  but  the  recommendation  of  the 
committee  be  adopted. 

Piesident  McDONALD — The  question  comes 
on  the  motion  of  Coun.  Woods  that  the  matter 
be  referred  to  the  Exeautive  Committee. 

The  motion  was  declared  lost.  Coun.  Woods 
doubted  the  vote  and  asked  for  a  call  of  the  yeas 
and  nays.  The  roll  was  called  and  the  motion  was 
lost,  yeas  2,  nays  6,  the  vote  being  as  follows: 

Yeas — Coun.  McDonald  and  Woods — 2. 

Nays — Coun,  Attridge,  Ballantyne,  Coleman, 
Collins,  Coulthurst,  Kenny — 6.  , 

President  McDONALD— The  question  comes 
on  the  report  of  the  committee  that  it  ought  not 
to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  ordinance 
rejected. 

(2)  Report  on  ordinance  (referred  February  9) 
to  amend  building  limits — that  the  same  ought 
not  to  pass. 

Report  accepted;  ordinance  rejected. 


ANNUITY  FOR  MRS.  NORTON. 

Coun.  COLLINS  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  chapter  760  of  the  Acts  of  the 
year  1914,  entitled  “An  Act  to  Authorize  the  City 
of  Boston  to  Pay  an  Annuity  to  the  Widow  of 
Thomas  J.  Norton,”  be  and  hereby  is  accepted.

I 
don’t  know  who  the  architect  was  on  that  stand 
or  whether  they  lived  up  to  his  requirements,  but 
I  want  to  say  it  was  a  disgrace  to  him  and  to  the 
cojnmunity.  The  idea  of  building  a  stand  as  a 
memorial  to  Parkman  that  left  so  much  money 
and  then  putting  a  tar  and  gravel  roof  on  it!  It 
is  a  disgrace  to  the  architect.  In  the  hot  days  the 
tar  flows  over  the  sides  and  anybody  entering  the 
stand  is  liable  to  get  smeared  with  tar.  And  the 
fact  is  it  has  destroyed  the  whole  face  of  the 
Parkman  stand,  and  to  clean  it  to-day  will  cost 
more  than  the  price  of  three  copper  roofs.  I  want 
to  call  attention  to  it  at  this  time  so  that  the 
present  Commissioner  of  Park  and  Recreation 
Department  would  not  be  to  blame  for  it  at  a  later 
time,  but  it  is  a  disgrace  to  the  community  to  put  a 
tar  and  gravel  roof  on  a  stand  without  any  gutter, 
to  have  the  tar  smear  over  the  sides.

CITY  BUILDING  LIMITS.

To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen,— In  reply  to  your  request  for  an 
opinion  as  to  the  power  of  the  City  Council  to 
curtail  the  building  limits  of  the  City  of  Boston 
as  previously  established  by  the  statutes  and  ordi¬ 
nances,  I  respectfully  submit  the  f  ollowing: 

The  authority  given  by  the  city,  as  shown  by  a 
series  of  statutes,  is  to  extend  the  area  of  existing 
limits,  or  to  add  new  areas,  and  not  to  curtail 
limits  already  established  by  ordinance  and  recog¬ 
nized  by  statute.  If,  however,  since  the  passage 
of  the  last  statute,  which  is  now  in  effect  recogniz¬ 
ing  established  building  limits,  an  ordinance 
should  be  passed  extending  said  limits  or  defining 
new  areas  as  within  the  limits,  this  ordinance  may 
be  repealed.  To  illustrate:  Chapter  4  of  the  Ordi¬ 
nances  of  1913  extending  the  building  limits,  and 
the  ordinances  subsequently  passed  postponing  the 
time  when  said  chapter  4  was  to  become  effective, 
may  be  repealed  by  ordinance  passed  and  approved 
prior  to  but  not  after  October  7,  1914,  the  date 
when  chapter  782  of  the  Acts  of  1914  amending 
the  city  building  laws  will  take  effect.

Gentlemen, — I  write  to  call  j  our  attention  to 
the  Congress  of  the  American  Prison  Association, 
which  will  hold  its  sessions  at  St.  Paul,  Minn., 
October  3  to  8  of  this  year. 

The  sessions  are  attended  by  many  of  the 
foremost  prison  men  of  the  United  States  and 
Canada,  and  afford  an  unexcelled  opportunity  for 
an  exchange'  of  views  and  experiences. 

In  connection  with  the  general  organization 
there  are  sections  made  up  of  members  of  managing 
boards,  wardens,  physicians,  chaplains,  probation 
officers,  etc.,  which  each  hold  special  meetings  for 
the  consideration  of  matters  of  peculiar  interest  to 
their  members. 

The  county  prisons  of  Massachusetts  have  not 
been  extensively  represented  in  the  past,  and  the 
benefits  which  would  otherwise  accrue  have  been 
lost  to  the  service.  In  case  that  one  member  of 
the  managing  board  and  the  master  of  each  of  the 
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county  prisons  of  any  particular  degree  of  im¬ 
portance  were  delegated  to  attend  the  next  congress, 
I  feel  assured  that  the  expense  would  be  clearly 
justified  in  the  valuable  return  that  would  be 
realized.

ABOLITION  OF  TUNNEL  TOLLS, 
EAST  BOSTON. 

Coun.  ATTRIDGE  offered  an  order — That  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested  to  take  the  neces¬ 
sary  steps  to  secure  from  the  holders  of  the  bonds 
issued  to  pay  for  the  construction  of  the  East 
Boston  Tunnel  their  consent  to  a  waiver  of  the 
pledge  expressed  on  the  face  of  the  said  bonds  as 
one  of  the  terms  thereof,  to  the  effect  that  the 
wffiole  amount  of  the  tolls  collected  from  persons 
passing  through  said  tunnel  should  be  used  to 
meet  the  principal  and  interest  of  the  said  bonds, 
and  shall  also  secure  for  the  city  a  release  from 
the  said  pledge. 

And  be  it  further  ordered.  That  his  Honor  the 
Mayor  be  requested  to  submit  to  the  City  Council 
an  appropriation  of  $125,000,  to  be  added  to  the 
rental  received  from  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway 
Company,  for  the  lease  of  the  East  Boston  Tunnel, 
as  provided  for  in  chapter  667  of  the  Acts  of  1913, 
wffiich  was  accepted  by  the  voters  at  the  city 
election  of  this  year. 

The  order  was  declared  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee. 

Coun.  ATTRIDGE — Mr.  President,  I  move 
reconsideration  of  the  reference.  I  had  intended 
to  say  a  wmrd  in  regard  to  the  order  before  it  was 
referred.  I  am  perfectly  walling  that  it  should  be 
sent  to  the  Executive  Committee  so  that  the 
members  of  the  Council  can  give  it  some  discus¬ 
sion  and  consideration.  The  Legislature  of  last 
year  passed  an  act,  chapter  667,  approved  May  16, 
1913,  which  was  entitled,  “An  Act  to  authorize 
the  City  of  Boston  to  appropriate  money  to  be 
added  to  the  rental  of  the  East  Boston  Tunnel.” 
As  the  act  is  a  short  one  I  wall  read  it  so  that  it 
may  be  incorporated  in  the  records: 

“Sect.  1.  The  City  of  Boston  may  appropriate 
from  the  tax  levy  each  year  until  thg  tenth  day  of 
June,  1922,  the  sum  of  $125,000  to  be  added  to  the 
rental  received  from  the  Boston  Elevated  Railwray 
Company  for  the  lease  of  the  East  Boston  tunnel: 
Provided,  that  the  holders  of  the  bonds  issued  to 
pay  for  the  construction  of  said  tunnel  consent  to 
a  w'aiver  of  the  pledge,  expressed  on  the  face  of 
the  said  bonds  as  one  of  the  terms  thereof,  to  the 
effect  that  the  wffiole  amount  of  the  tolls  collected 
from  persons  passing  through  said  tunnel  shall  be 
used  to  meet  the  principal  and  interest  of  the  said 
bonds,  and  shall  release  the  city  from  the  said 
pledge. 

“Sect.  2.  This  act  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
voters  of  the  City  of  Boston  at  the  next  city  elec¬ 
tion  and  the  vote  shall  be  in  answer  to  the  follow¬ 
ing  question  to  be  placed  upon  the  ballot:  ‘Shall 
the  City  of  Boston  be  authorized  to  appropriate 
money  to  be  added  to  the  rental  of  the  East  Boston 
tunnel?’,  and  this  act  shajl  take  effect  if  a  majority 
of  the  voters  voting  thereon  vote  in  the  affirm¬ 
ative.” 

This  act  was  submitted  to  the  voters  at  the  last 
city  election  in  January  of  this  year  and  it  was 
approved  by  the  voters  of  the  city,  those  in  favor 
to  the  number  of  35,121,  and  those  opposed  to  the 
number  of  26,588.  I  Lave  introduced  the  order 
so  that  the  members  of  the  Council  can  take  some 
action,  affirmative  or  otherwise,  before  the  assess¬ 
ors  announce  the  tax  rate,  because  under  this 
particular  act  the  city  may  appropriate  the  money 
from  the  tax  levy  each  year.  And  I  now'  withdraw 
my  motion  for  reconsideration,  Mr.  President,  and 
trust  that  the  matter  will  be  discussed  in  the 
Executive  Committee. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee. 


MONEY  FOR  GRANOLITHIC  SIDEWALKS. 

Coun.  ATTRIDGE  offered  an  order — That  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested  to  send  to  the 
City  Council  an  appropriation  of  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars  ($100,000)  for  granolithic  side¬ 
walks. 

Coun.  ATTRIDGE — Mr.  President,  I  have  just 
one  word  to  say  in  regard  to  this  order.  The 
Mayor  sent  in  some  time  ago  a  loan  order  for 
$100,000  for  granolithic  sidewalks  in  the  City  of 
Boston.  The  Council,  after  a  discussion  of  the 
order,  rejected  it.  And  it  was  my  impression  that 
most  or  all  of  the  members  of  the  Council  believed 
that  the  city  should  build  more  granolithic  side¬ 
walks  in  the  suburbs.  At  our  last  meeting  this 
Council  transferred  to  the  Reserve  Fund  the  sum  of 
$147,708.72,  which  money  was  received  from  the 
School  Department.  With  the  money  in  the 
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Reserve  Fund  on  hand  to  date  the  total  amount 
in  the  Reserve  Fund  with  the  school  appropria¬ 
tion  is  $305,310.36,  and  it  may  be  possible  for  this 
Council  to  get  the  Mayor  to  send  in  at  this  time 
an  appropriation  of  $100,000  for  granolithic 
sidewalks,  especially  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the 
School  Committee  did  not  use  the  $147,000,  but 
returned.it  to  the  Mayor  to  be  transferred  to  the 
Reserve  Fund,  and  which  can  be  used  for  any 
purpose  the  Council  and  Mayor  see  fit  under  the 
law. 

Coun.  WOODS — Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  have  that  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee 
because  we  don’t  know  what  he  plans  to  do  or  how 
much  he  is  going  to  take  out  of  the  Reserve  Fund 
for  the  City  Hospital. 

President  BALLANTYNE — The  question  comes 
on  motion  of  Coun.  Woods. 

Coun.  ATTRIDGE — I  quite  agree  with  the 
gentleman  on  the  other  side  of  the  Chamber,  that 
the  order  should  be  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee,  and  it  was  my  intention  that  the  order 
should  be  so  referred,  and  I  have  no  objection. 

President  BALLANTYNE — The  question  comes 
on  the  motion  of  Coun.  Woods  that  the  matter 
be  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee. 


BELL  RINGING,  HOLIDAYS. 

Coun.  WATSON  offered  an  order — That  until 
otherwise  ordered  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be 
requested  to  cause  the  bells  to  be  rung  at  nine 
o’clock  in  the  morning,  at  noon  and  at  sunset,  on 
Lincoln’s  Birthday,  Washington’s  Birthday,  Evacu¬ 
ation  Day,  Patriots’  Day,  Seventeenth  of  June, 
Fourth  of  July,  Labor  Day,  Columbus  Day, 
Thanksgiving  and  Christmas  and  at  midnight  on 
New  Year’s  Eve,  the  expense  attending  the  same 
to  be  charged  to  the  appropriation  for  City 
Council,  Incidental  Expenses. 

The  order  was  declared  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  move  a 
reconsideration  while  I  say  a  word  on  the  order, 
if  I  may.  I  presume  the  order,  Mr.  President, 
reads  rather  peculiarly  to  some  members  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  it  goes  back  to  Washington’s 
Birthday  of  this  year.  Now,  heretofore,  an  order 
has  been  introduced,  early  in  the  year,  providing 
for  the  ringing  of  bells.  Last  year  an  order  was 
introduced.  It  read  in  substance  that  until 
further  ordered  the  bell  be  rung  on  state  holidays, 
and  the  same  be  paid  for  out  of  City  Council, 
Incidentals.  This  year  no  such  order  has  been 
introduced,  and  the  auditor  claims  that  the  order 
of  last  year,  which  says,  “until  further  notice,” 
in  his  opinion  does  not  carry  with  it  sufficient 
authority  for  him  to  audit  any  bills  introduced  to 
pay  for  the  ringing  of  bells  which  have  already 
been  rung.  That  will  explain  the  order.

Dear  Sir, — In  my  opinion  the  Mayor  has  no 
authority  to  originate,  nor  the  City  Council  to 
make,  an  appropriation  of  $125,000  a  year  in  order 
to  provide  a  sum  to  be  used  in  lieu  of  the  amounts 
now  received  from  the  East  Boston  Tunnel  tolls. 
If  such  an  appropriation  were  made  the  expend¬ 
iture  of  the  money  could  be  enjoined  by  the 
courts  as  illegal.  The  statute  providing  for  the 
raising  of  money  by  the  city  to  take  the  place 
of  the  tunnel  tolls  does  not  give  the  city  an  abso¬ 
lute  but  only  a  conditional  power  to  appropriate 
$125,000  a  year  for  that  purpose,  the  condition 
as  stated  in  the  statute  being  that:  “The  holders 
of  the  bonds  issued  to  pay  for  the  construction 
of  said  tunnel  consent  to  a  waiver  of  the  pledge, 
expressed  on  the  face  of  the  said  bonds  as  one  of 
the  terms  thereof,  to  the  effect  that  the  whole 
amount  of  the  tolls  collected  from  persons  passing 
through  said  tunnel  should  be  used  to  meet  the 
principal  and  interest  of  the  said  bonds,  and  shall 
release  the  city  from  the  said  pledge.”  This  con¬ 
dition  must  be  complied  with  before  the  city  can 
lawfully  make  the  aforesaid  appropriation. 
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A  bill  introduced  in  last  year’s  Legislature 
provided  that  the  City  Treasurer  should  be  author¬ 
ized  to  furnish  the  Corporation  Counsel  with  a 
list  of  the  bondholders,  the  object  being  to  authorize 
the  Corporation  Counsel  to  communicate  with  the 
bondholders  and  to  request  a  release  of  the  pledge. 
The  bill  failed  of  passage,  however.  While  it  is 
not  absolutely  necessary  that  the  treasurer  should 
receive  statutory  authority  to  furnish  the  list  of 
bondholders,  it*  is  only  proper  that  he  should 
receive  such  authority.

An  Act  Relative  to  the  Industrial  School  for  Boys 
in  the  City  of  Boston. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre¬ 
sentatives  in  General  Court  assembled  and  by 
the  authority  of  the  same,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  land  situated  on  Halleck,  Archi¬ 
bald  and  Goldthwait  streets  in  the  city  of  Boston, 
heretofore  taken  by  the  board  of  street  commis¬ 
sioners  of  that  city,  at  the  request  of  the  public 
works  department,  for  a  garbage  station,  is  hereby 
transferred  to  the  control  of  the  school  committee, 
to  be  used  for  school  purposes  and  to  be  occupied 
by  the  industrial  school  for  boys.  The  payment  of 
all  damages  for  the  land  so  taken  shall  be  met  by 
appropriation  of  loan  or  otherwise  by  the  school 
committee  in  accordance  with  law.  and  any  pay¬ 
ments  made  for  said  land  shall  be  chargeable  to  the 
appropriation  for  new  school  buildings,  lands,  yards 
and  furnishings.  • 

Sect.  2.  The  said  board  of  street  commissioners 
is  further  authorized  to  take  in  fee,  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  section  thirty-one  of  chapter 
four  hundred  and  eighty-six  of  the  acts  of  the  year 
nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  additional  land  in  said 
city  so  that  the  lot  to  be  occupied  by  the  industrial 
school  for  boys  may  exceed  two  acres  but  shall  not 
exceed  four  acres  in  area. 

Sect.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its 
acceptance  by  the  mayor  and  the  city  council  of 
the  city  of  Boston.

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TAKING  OF  LAND,  FENWAY.

Boston  Finance  Commission,

To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — There  are  serious  objections  to  the 
passage  of  the  proposed  appropriation  by  the  City 
Council  of  $125,000  to  pay  for  the  taking  by  em¬ 
inent  domain  of  the  land  of  Ex-Governor  Foss, 
which  partly  adjoins  the  Forsyth  Dental  Infirmary 
on  Hemenway  street  and  the  Fenway. 

The  project  for  acquiring  the  land  adjoining  the 
Forsyth  Dental  Infirmary  was  first  agitated  in 
the  last  year  of  the  last  administration,  when  the 
Mayor  recommended  to  the  Council  the  acquisition 
of  this  site,  in  order  to  provide  a  perspective  for  the 
building. 

The  plan  was  laid  aside  by  the  City  Council  after 
it  had  learned  from  the  officials  of  the  Park  and 
Recreation  Department  that  the  improvement 
would  cost  $250,000,  of  which  $235,000  would  be 
paid  for  the  taking  of  the  land  and  $15,000  for 
grading. 

The  building  of  the  Forsyth  Dental  Infirmary  has 
at  the  present  time  a  50-foot  space  on  each  side  and 
abuts  on  open  streets  on  the  front  and  rear,  the 
facade  fronting  on  the  Fenway  and  the  rear  of  the 
building  on  Hemenway  street. 

The  real  purpose  of  the  order  for  the  taking  is  to 
add  to  the  aesthetic  appearance  of  the  building.  In 
order  to  do  this  it  will  be  necessary  not  only  to  take 
the  Foss  land,  assessed  at  $140,000,  but  also  the 
three  brick  apartment  houses  on  Hemenway  street, 
assessed  for  $48,000,  which  jut  into  the  Foss  land 
and  conceal  one-half  of  the  flank  of  the  building. 

The  Mayor  has  stated  that  the  improvement 
will  cost  $125,000.  The  Finance  Commission  is 
of  the  opinion  that  the  Mayor  is  mistaken  in  the 
amount  he  has  estimated  and  that  the  amount 
required  will  be  $250,000,  if  not  more,  as  formerly 
estimated  by  the  Park  and  Recreation  Department. 
The  passage  of  this  proposed  appropriation  means 
the  establishment  of  a  policy  of  embellishing 
private  buildings  by  the  city.  The  Christian 
Science  Church  Trustees  have  long  urged  the  city 
to  take  over  the  care  and  maintenance  of  the 
Christian  Science  Park,  but  without  success.  If  it 
is  decided  to  make  an  appropriation  for  the  taking 
of  the  land  adjoining  the  Forsyth  Dental  Infirmary 
the  city  cannot  in  justice  deny  the  plea  of  the 
Christian  Science  Church  Trustees.  Neither  can 
the  petitions  of  other  corporations  and  individuals 
be  refused  when  the  city  is  asked  to  adorn  their 
buildings. 

The  Finance  Commission  is  of  the  opinion  that 
the  city  should  not  expend  money  to  improve  the 
aesthetic  conditions  of  private  institutions,  even 
though  those  institutions  are  used  for  philan¬ 
thropic  purposes.  It  is  also  of  the  opinion  that 
business  conditions  are  of  such  a  nature  at  the 
present  time  that  it  would  be  bad  financial  policy 
on  the  part  of  the  city  to  expend  a  quarter  of  a 
million  dollars  for  the  proposed  taking  of  the  land 
in  question.

ALLEGED  NUISANCE,  CHELSEA.

Gentlemen, — In  answer  to  your  request  for  my 
opinion  as  to  the  powers  of  the  City  Council  in 
connection  with  the  petition  of  Elizabeth  M.  J. 
Haydock  and  others  for  investigation  of  an 
alleged  nuisance  caused  by  surface  drainage  from 
Carroll  street  and  vicinity  in  the  city  of  Chelsea, 
I  respectfully  submit  the  following: 

The  petitioners  apparently  are  proceeding  under 
Revised  Laws,  chapter  75,  section  84,  which  gives 
to  a  person  aggrieved  by  the  failure  of  the  Board  of 
Health  of  a  city  or  town  to  order  the  abatement  of 
a  nuisance,  the  right  to  apply  to  the  county  com¬ 
missioners,  who  are  authorized  in  such  cases  to 
exercise  all  the  powers  of  the  Board  of  Health. 
This  statute  does  not,  however,  apply  to  the  City 
Council  of  Boston,  as  County  Commissioners,  in 


Chelsea  cases,  as  the  Revised  Laws,  chapter  20, 
section  34,  gives  such  jurisdiction  to  the  board  of 
aldermen  of  the  city  of  Chelsea.

This  statute 
was  approved  July  7,  1914,  and  is  to  take  effect 
sixty  days  after  such  approval.

The  members  of  the  Council  reassembled  in  the 
Council  Chamber  and  were  called  to  order  by  the 
President  at  4.20  p.  m. 


EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  REPORTS. 

Coun.  ATTRIDGE,  for  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee,  submitted  the  following: 

(1)  Report  on  petitions  (referred  to-day)  for 
permit  to  sell,  rent  or  lease  firearms  at  yarious 
locations — that,  permits  be  granted,  viz.: 

Moe  Cohen,  37  Fleet  street,  Ward  6. 

Giovanni  Mongardi,  16  North  square,  Ward  6. 

Reports  accepted;  permits  granted  on  the  usual 
conditions. 

(2)  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  opinion 
from  Corporation  Counsel  (referred  to-day)  in 
regard  to  authority  of  Mayor  to  originate,  or  the 
City  Council  to  make,  appropriation  to  provide  a 
sum  to  be  used  in  lieu  of  the  amounts  now  received 
from  the  East  Boston  Tunnel  tolls — that  the  same 
be  placed  on  file. 

Coun.  ATTRIDGE — -Mr.  President.  I  am  one 
who  does  not  agree  with  the  opinion  of  the  Cor¬ 
poration  Counsel  as  contained  in  his  communica¬ 
tion  to  this  Council  on  the  matter  of  the  tunnel 
tolls  to  East  Boston.  In  my  opinion  his  opinion 
is  a  quibbl§.  And  furthermore,!!  he  has,  in  his 
opinion,  placed  the  cart  before  the  horse.  He  says 
that  in  his  opinion  the  Mayor  has  no  authority  to 
originate  nor  the  City  Council  to  make  an  appro¬ 
priation  of  $125,000  a  year  in  order  to  provide  a 
fund  to  be  used  in  lieu  of  the  amounts  now  received 
from  the  East  Boston  Tunnel  tolls.  And  he  says 
that  if  such  an  appropriation  w^re  made  the 
expenditure  of  the  money  could  be  enjoined  by 
the  courts  as  illegal.  I  ask — but  how  could  it  be 
enjoined  as  illegal?  “The  statute,”  he  further  says, 
“providing  for  the  raising  of  money  by  the  city  to 
take  the  place  of  the  tunnel  tells  does  not  give  the 
city  an  absolute  but  only  a  conditional  pow'er.” 
With  that  I  agree.  He  further  says: 

“To  appropriate  $125,000  a  year  for  that  pur¬ 
pose,  the  condition  as  stated  in  the  statute  being 
that” — -and  this  is  equity,  Mr.  Chairman — -“‘the 
holders  of  the  bonds  issued  to  pay  for  the  con¬ 
struction  of  said  tunnel  consent  to  a  waiver  of 
the  pledge,  expressed  on  the  face  of  the  said  bonds 
as  one  of  the  terms  thereof,  to  the  effect  that  the 
whole  amount  of  the  tolls  collected  from  persons 
passing  through  said  tunnel  should  be  used  to  meet 
the  principal  and  interest  of  the  said  bonds,  and 
shall  release  the  city  from  the  said  pledge,’ — this 
condition  must  be  complied  with  before  the  city 
can  lawfully  make  the  aforesaid  appropriation.” 
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I  agree  with  him  that  this  condition  must  be 
complied  with  before  the  city  can  make  the  afore¬ 
said  appropriation,  because  when  I  introduced  my 
order  at  the  meeting  of  the  Council  on  July  27  I 
put  in  there  first  that  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be 
requested  to  take  the  necessary  steps  to  secure 
from  the  holders  of  the  bonds  issued  to  pay  for 
the  construction  of  the  East  Boston  Tunnel  their 
consent  to  a  waiver  of  the  pledge  expressed  on  the 
face  of  the  said  bonds  as  one  of  the  terms  thereof, 
to  the  effect  that  the  whole  amount  of  the  tolls 
collected  from  persons  passing  through  said  tunnel 
should  be  used  in  meeting  the  principal  and  interest 
of  the  said  bonds,  and  shall  also  secure  from  the 
city  a  release  from  said  pledge.  That,  Mr.  Chair¬ 
man,  was  the  first  part  of  my  order,  and  that  was 
the  first  step  which  the  Mayor  of  the  city  and  the 
Corporation  Counsel  should  take  under  the  bill 
which  was  passed  last  year  by  the  Legislature  and 
which  was  accepted  by  the  people  of  the  city. 
The  Mayor  and  the  Corporation  Counsel  should 
first  see  the  bondholders  and  get  a  waiver  from 
them  and  get  a  release  from  the  pledge.  That, 
Mr.  Chairman,  apparently  has  not  been  done. 

Now  the  second  part  of  my  order  was  to  the 
effect — and  of  course  this  could  be  reasoned  out 
by  any  sensible  man — that  after  the  Mayor  of  the 
city  and  the  Corporation  Counsel  had  received  the 
waiver  and  the  release,  then,  and  not  until  then, 
should  the  Mayor  send  an  appropriation  to  this 
City  Council  for  the  $125,000  as  provided  in  the 
act.  That  wras  plain.  It  was  plain  to  any  man 
if  he  cared  to  see  it. 

The  Mayor  of  the  city  could  direct  the  Corpora¬ 
tion  Counsel  to-day  to  go  to  the  treasurer  of  the 
city  and  secure  the  names  of  the  bondholders  and 
have  him  go  and  ask  for  the  release  and  the  waiver. 
No  statutory  provision  is  necessary.  No  statutory 
authority  is  necessary,  as  the  Corporation  Counsel 
himself  says.  Further  in  his  letter  he  says: 

“A  bill  introduced  in  last  year’s  Legislature  pro¬ 
vided  that  the  City  Treasurer  should  be  authorized 
to  furnish  the  Corporation  Counsel  with  a  list  of 
the  bondholders,  the  object  being  to  authorize  the 
Corporation  Counsel  to  communicate  with  the 
bondholders  and  to  request  a  release  of  the  pledge. 
The  bill  failed  of  passage,  however.” 

Now  further,  I  want  the  members  of  the  Council 
to  note,  he  says: 

‘‘While  it  is  not  absolutely  necessary  that  the 
treasurer  should  receive  statutory  authority  to 
furnish  the  list  of  bondholders,  it  is  only  proper 
that  he  should  receive  such  authority.” 

That  is  his  opinion,  Mr.  Chairman  and  gentlemen 
of  the  Council.  If  the  'Mayor  of  the  city  and  the 
Corporation  Counsel  were  honest  in  this  matter 
they  would  at  least  try  to  secure  under  the  Act  of 

1913,  which  was  accepted  by  a  majority  of  those 
voting  at  the  last  city  election,  or  state  election, 
they  would  at  least  try  to  get  from  the  bondholders 
the  release  and  the  waiver.  And  the  Mayor  of 
the  city  and  the  Corporation  Counsel,  without  any 
express  statutory  authority,  as  the  Corporation 
Counsel  himself  admits,,  can  get  the  list  of  those 
bondholders,  and  furthermore,  if  he  did  get  that 
list,  then  the  next  step  to  be  taken  was  to  send  to 
this  Council  an  appropriation  of  $125,000  to  meet 
the  principal  and  interest  on  these  particular  bonds. 
And  I  do  not  believe  that  the  Mayor  of  the  city 
and  the  Corporation  Counsel  desire  to  take  any 
steps  in  this  matter  of  relieving  not  alone  the  people 
of  East  Boston  but  the  people  of  the  entire  city 
from  this  tunnel  toll.  And  they  should  be  guided, 
as  we  should  be  guided,  by  the  vote  which  was 
passed  by  the  people  at  the  last  state  election,  in 
which  they  accepted  this  act,  and  the  Mayor  of 
the  city  should  take  those  two  steps — first,  the 
step  to  get  the  release  and  the  w’aiver,  and  then, 
getting  the  release  and  the  waiver,  to  send  the 
appropriation  to  the  Council. 

Report  accepted;  message  and  communication 
placed  on  file. 

(3)  Report  on  order  (referred  to-day)  that 
chapter  765  of  the  Acts  of  1914,  entitled  “An  Act 
Relative  to  the  Retirement  Fund  for  Laborers 
Employed  by  the  City  of  Boston,”  be  hereby 
accepted— that  the  order  ought  to  pass.

1914,  entitled  “An  Act  Relative  to  the  Industrial 
School  for  Boys  in  the  City  of  Boston,”  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  accepted — that  the  order  ought  to 
pass. 

Report  accepted;  order  passed. 

(5)  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  order 
(referred  to-day)  transferring  $140,600  from  re¬ 


ceipts  from  sale  of  city  property  to  appropriation 
for  the  purchase  of  land  bounded  by  Hemenway 
street,  Huntington  entrance  to  the  Back  Bay  I  ark, 
the  Fenway,  the  Forsyth  Dental  Infirmary,  and  a 
common  passageway  extending  from  Hemenway 
street,  containing  43,263  square  feet,  more  or  less, 
to  be  used  for  park  purposes— that  the  order  ought 
to  pass. 

Coun.  ATTRIDGE — Mr.  President,  I  think 
that  at  least  a  word  should  be  said  to-day  before 
the  Council  takes  action  upon  this  particular  order. 
The  Forsyth  brothers  have  shown  to  the  people 
of  this  city  and  to  the  people  of  the  entire  world 
that  they  are  public  spirited  citizens.  The  names 
of  these  gentlemen  will  go  down  in  the  history  of 
the  city  with  the  names  of  Governor  Wlnthrop 
and  the  others  who  purchased  Boston  Common 
for  the  use  of  the  people  -of  the  city;  the  name  of 
Benjamin  Franklin,  who  left  his  money  for  the 
establishment  of  the  Franklin  Union;  the  name  of 
Robert  Dawson  Evans,  who  left  a  memorial 
hospital  and  also  money  for  an  addition  to  the  Art 
Museum;  the  name  of  John  Francis  Parkman,  who 
left  $5,000,000  for  the  improvement  of  the  parks 
and  playgrounds  of  the  city.  I  believe  that  this 
order  to-day  will  pass  unanimously.  It  should. 
We  have,  as  members  of  the  Council,  received  a 
communication,  under  date  of  August  10,  from  the 
Finance  Commission  in  which  they  say  that  the 
commission  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  city  should 
not  expend  money  to  improve  the  aesthetic  condi¬ 
tions  of  private  institutions  even  if  those  institu¬ 
tions  are  used  for  philanthropic  purposes.  In 
my  opinion  this  institution  should  not  be  classed 
as  a  private  institution.  In  my  opinion  it  will  be 
just  as  much  a  public  institution  as  our  own  City 
Hospital.  That  report  further  said  that  the  plan 
was  laid  aside  by  the  City  Council  last  year  after 
it  had  learned  from  the  officials  of  the  Park  and 
Recreation  Department  that  the  improvement 
would  cost  $250,000,  of  which  $235,000  would  be 
used  for  the  taking  of  the  land  and  $15,000  for 
grading.  The  entire  expense  to  the  city  will  be 
but  $140,600.  It  was  stated  at  a  meeting  which 
was  held  by  the  Mayor  and  the  members  of  the 
City  Council  and  the  department  heads  at  the 
Parker  House  that  the  apartment  houses  now 
owned  by  Mrs.  Glendower  Evans,  adjoining  the 
Forsyth  Dental  Institute,  would  be  razed  to  the 
groipid  and  the  land  purchased — and,  I  believe, 
purchased  by  Thomas  Forsyth — without  the 
additional  cost  to  the  city  of  a  single  cent.  Now, 
I  say  that  the  least  that  this  city  government  can 
do  is  to  pass  a  vote  of  thanks  to  these  men  who 
have  been  such  generous  public  spirited  citizens. 
And  I  desire  to  say,  so  that  it  may  appear  upon  the 
record,  that  at  that  conference  to-day  at  the 
Parker  House  a  unanimous  vote  of  thanks  was 
passed  for  the  generosity  and  the  public  spirited¬ 
ness  shown  by  Mr.  Forsyth  in  this  matter.  The 
city  is  to  purchase  the  land  owned  by  a  former 
governor  and  to  purchase  it  afy  simply  the  assessed 
valuation,  and  I  believe  that  this  is  one  of  the 
cases  where  the  city  should  appropriate  the  money 
for  this  particular  land  so  that  the  city  can  at 
least  say  that  it  has  done  its  share  in  making  it 
possible  for  us  to  have  a  building  which,  as  the 
Mayor  of  the  city  said  to-day,  probably  has  no 
equal  in  the  entire  world.  And  I  know,  Mr. 
Chairman,  that  this  order  for  $140,600  will  pass 
unanimously  to-day. 

President  McDONALD — The  question  comes 
on  giving  the  order  its  first  reading. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  cannot  let 
this  opportunity  pass  without  adding  my  word  of 
approval  to  the  magnanimous  deed  performed  by 
Mr.  Forsyth.  I  think  I  am  as  well  acquainted 
with  the  gentleman  who  is  responsible  for  this 
magnificent  gift  as  any  other  member,  perhaps,  on 
this  Board.  I  know  that  the  Forsyth  brothers  not 
only  have  done  this  grand  act,  but  I  know  that 
Roxbury  has  received  other  financial  assistance 
from  the  same  concern.  The  concern  of  which  Mr. 
Forsyth  is  the  head,  the  Boston  Belting  Company, 
for  more  than  thirty  years  has  furnished  employ¬ 
ment  to  a  great  number  of  my  neighbors.  Near 
relatives  of  mine  have  lived,  in  a  way,  upon  the 
bounty  furnished  by  this  concern  in  the  way  of 
wages.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  anything  should 
have  retarded  in  the  slightest  the  acceptance  by 
the  city  of  its  share  of  the  burden  of  doing  some¬ 
thing  for  the  people  as  well  as  Mr.  Forsyth  has 
done.  I  perhaps  know  the  necessity  of  the  insti¬ 
tution  which  we  are  soon  to  have  the  benefit  of  as 
well  as  any  other  member  of  the  Board.  This 
institution  not  only  will  take  care  of  the  teeth  of 
the  children,  but  will  provide  for  the  putting  in 
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proper  condition  the  mouth,  in  so  far  as  adenoids 
and  tonsils  are  concerned.  No  other  institution 
in  the  world,  I  am  told,  furnishes  us  this  oppor¬ 
tunity.  No  other  city  in  the  world  has  such  an 
institution.  And  it  is  one  of  the  proud  moments 
of  my  life — certainly  the  proudest  moment  that 
I  have  had  in  this  Council — when  I  am  able  to 
cast  my  vote  in  favor  of  this  grand  project. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE — -Mr.  President,  I  want 
to  say  just  one  word  on  this  order.  I  want  to  say 
that  it  gives  me  very  great  pleasure  to  vote  for 
this  appropriation  of  $140,600.  I  don’t  know  that 
the  City  of  Boston,  or  even  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts,  has  ever  had  a  citizen  who  is  en¬ 
titled  to  more  credit  for  a  gift  than  are  the  Forsyth 
brothers  for  this  monument  which  they  have 
erected  on  Hemenway  street.  And  I  think  that 
there  is  one  point  that  ought  to  be  set  out  very 
clearly  in  the  minutes  here,  and  that  is  the  fact  that 
the  money  provided  for  this  great  monument  was 
left  by  one  of  the  Forsyth  brothers  living.  The 
brother  that  died  left  no  will,  but  the  two  surviving 
brothers  knew  that  it  was  his  intention  some  day  to 
build  such  an  institution  as  this  and  make  it  a 
public  institution,  and  these  men,  such  good  citizens 
of  Boston,  instead  of  putting  that  money  in  their 
pockets,  as  they  could  according  to  law,  carried 
out  the  wishes  of  the  brother  that  had  passed  on. 
And  I  say  that  for  that  reason,  if  for  no  other,  these 
men  are  entitled  to  all  the  praise  that  can  be  heaped 
upon  them  by  the  citizens  of  Boston.  And  I  am 
very  glad  to  be  one  of  the  members  of  the  City 
Council  to  pass  a  unanimous  rising  vote  of  thanks 
to  Mr.  Thomas  Forsyth,  the  only  surviving  brother 
to-day. 

President  McDONALD — The  question  comes  on 
giving  the  order  its  first  reading. 

A  roll  call  was  had,  6  voting  in  the  affirmative 
and  none  in  the  negative,  and  the  order  was  passed, 
to  have  its  second  reading  fourteen  days  from  date. 


SIDEWALK  ORDERS. 

President  McDONALD  offered  an  order — 
That  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  make  a 
sidewalk  along  Dorchester  avenue,  at  St.  Mark’s 
Church,  Ward  24,  in  front  of  the  estates  bordering 
thereon,  said  sidew'alk  to  be  from  3  to  10  inches 
above  the  gutter  adjoining,  to  be  from  5  to  12  feet 
in  width,  and  to  be  built  of  artificial  stone  with 
granite  edgestones,  under  the  provisions  of  chapter 
437  of  the  Acts  of  1893. 

President  McDONALD  offered  an  order— 
That  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  make  a 
sidewalk  along  the  northerly  side  of  Columbia 
road,  between  Washington  street  and  Blue  Hill 
avenue,  Ward  26,  in  front  of  the  estates  bordering 
thereon,  said  sidewalk  to  be  from  3  to  10  inches 
above  the  gutter  adjoining,  to  be  from  5  to  12 
feet  in  width,  and  to  be  built,  of  artificial  stone  with 
granite  edgestones,  under  the  provisions  of  chapter 
437  of  the  Acts  of  1893. 

Coun.  WOODS  offered  an  order — -That  the 
Commissioner  of  Public  Works  make  a  sidewalk 
along  Cambridge  and  Washington  streets,  St. 
Elizabeth’s  Hospital,  Ward  25,  in  front  of  the 
estates  bordering  thereon,  said  sidewalk  to  be 
from  3  to  10  inches  above  the  gutter  adjoining, 
to  be  from  5  to  12  feet  in  width,  and  to  be  built 
of  artificial  stone  with  granite  edgestones,  under 
the  provisions  of  chapter  437  of  the  Acts  of  1893. 

The  orders  were  passed. 


BUILDING  LIMITS. 

Coun.  WOODS  offered  the  following: 

City  of  Boston. 

In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Fourteen. 

An  Ordinance. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 

Chapter  four  of  the  ordinances  of  1913,  as 
amended  by  chapter  one  of  the  ordinances  of 
1914  and  chapter  four  of  the  ordinances  of  1914, 
is  hereby  repealed. 

Coun.  WOODS  moved  that  the  rule  be  suspended 
so  that  the  order  might  go  upon  its  passage  to-day. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE — Mr.  President,  I  am 
going  to  vote  in  favor  of  this’  repeal  of  the  ordi¬ 
nance  of  1913  and  the  amendments  of  1914, 
for  the  reason  that  the  Legislature  has  taken  such 
action  as  I  have  desired  it  to  take  for  several 
years.  I  think  for  about  six  years  this  question 


of  extension  of  the  building  limits  of  Boston  has 
been  before  this  body  and  the  old  Board  of  Aider- 
men,  and  I  have  always  maintained  that  the 
place  to  go  was  to  the  Legislature — that  the 
dangers  surrounding  us  from  fires  was  on  account 
of  the  poor  building  laws  that  we  have  for  Boston. 

I  have  always  maintained  that  a  wooden  building 
— either  a  one,  two  or  the  so-called  three-decker — - 
with  a  proper  roof  of  combustible  material,  was 
much  safer  than  second-class  construction  under 
the  law  as  it  has  existed  for  several  years.  Now 
the  Legislature  has  changed  the  law  regarding 
second-class  construction.  They  have  also 
changed  the  law  regarding  first-class  construction, 
so  that  after  the  seventeenth  day  of  October  this 
year  there  will  be  no  such  thing  as  a  six-family 
house  built  of  wood  without  a  party  brick  wall. 
And  that  is  what  I  consider  a  very  wise  step. 
There  will  be  no  such  thing  as  shingle  roofs  here¬ 
after.  The  buildings  will  all  be  placed  a  proper 
distance  apart  and  we  will  be  protected  through¬ 
out  the  entire  city  just  as  well  as  if  these  fire 
limits  had  remained  extended  without  the  legis¬ 
lation  that  we  have  had.  Now  I  believe  that 
we  want  further  legislation  yet,  and  I  shall  be  in 
favor  of  such  legislation  as  will  put  in  the  hands  of 
the  City  Council  the  power  to  say  in  what  sections 
of  the  city  certain  kinds  of  buildings  shall  be 
erected,  without  simply  making  a  sweep  by  the 
extension  of  building  lines.  There  are  some 
sections  of  the  city  in  which  I  would  prohibit 
wooden  buildings,  and  I  would  forbid  wooden 
buildings  in  a  section  of  the  city  where  they 
were  going  to  be  used  for  manufacturing  purposes 
or  business  of  any  kind  of  a  hazardous  nature.  , 
And  if  the  Legislature  would  give  this  Council 
the  authority  to  prescribe  those  lines  for  the 
different  classes  of  building  they  would  have 
taken  another  great  step  towards  the  elimination 
of  disaster  by  fire.  The  great  hardship  that  I  see 
in  the  extension  of  the  limits  as  it  is  now  is  not  so 
much  on  the  elimination  of  three-deckers,  but  it 
is  a  great  hardship  on  many  of  the  people  within 
those  lines  that  own  one  or  two  family  houses. 
We  can  all  look  back  over  the  South  End  of  Boston 
here  where  there  were  many  wooden  houses  on 
streets  that  were  a  few  years  ago  residential 
streets.  They  have  become  business  thorough¬ 
fares,  and  if  you  will  go  along  Washington  street 
and  Tremont  street,  any  of  these  main  thorough¬ 
fares  in  the  South  End,  you  will  find  that  many  of 
the  stores  to-day  are  wooden  buildings  remodeled. 
Now,  what  would  the  consequence  be  if  the  law 
remained  just  at  it  was,  with  these  fire  limits 
extended?  You  could  not  add  one  foot  to  the 
area  6f  a  single  wooden  building;  you  could  not 
convert  that  into  manufacturing  or  business 
purposes  by  adding  one  foot  to  the  area  of  it. 
And  you  are  depriving  these  people  of  the  use 
of  their  property.  It  has  been  said  that  you 
might  remodel  a  wooden  building  within  the  fire 
limits  by  building  your  addition  of  fireproof 
construction.  The  Building  Commissioner  has 
ruled  differently.  He  says  that  you  can’t  add 
one  foot  of  area  to  one  of  those  wooden  buildings 
within  the  prescribed  lines,  even  if  you  build  it  of 
fireproof  construction.  And  there  is  the  hard¬ 
ship  that  I  see  for  those  who  own  those  wooden 
buildings.  Now  what  I  look  for  in  the  near 
future  is  such  legislation  as  this — that  the  City 
Council  will  be  allowed  to  eliminate  wooden 
buildings  from  certain  sections,  but  they  will  also 
be  allowed  to  say  in  wrhat  sections  wooden  build¬ 
ings  may  be  remodeled  and  may  be  increased  in 
area  by  the  additions  being  built  of  fireproof  con¬ 
struction.  I  think  that  while  many  people  may 
oppose  the  Council  for  the  repeal  of  this  ordi¬ 
nance,  when  they  come  to  think  it  over  carefully, 
anti  when  our  representatives  to  the  Legislature 
look  over  all  the  different  points,  they  will  give  to 
the  Council  that  power  which  it  ought  to  have  and 
which  the  Board  of  Aldermen  or  the  Selectmen  of 
the  towns  and  cities  of  Massachusetts  ought  to 
have.  I  sincerely  hope  that  this  Council  will  pass 
the  repeal  of  the  ordinances  of  1913  and  1914. 

Coun.  WATSON — On  this  proposition,  Mr. 
President,  if  I  vote  together  with  the  gentleman 
opposite,  the  way  he  will  vote,  I  shall  be  compelled 
to  shift  my  position  of  one  year  ago.  One  year 
ago  I  was  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Fire 
Hazard,  and  while  I  was  waited  upon  and  pulled 
and  hauled  to  a  great  extent,  I  did  that  which 
I  thought  was  proper,  and  I  voted  to  extend  the 
lines.  Later  when  I  found  that  there  was  some 
hardship  placed  on  the  shoulders  of  those  who  were 
not  quite  able  to  bear  it,  I  voted  to  extend  the 
time  a  while  longer  for  the  new  building  limits 
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to  go  into  effect.  And  it  has  gone  along  until 
to-day  we  have  got  to  the  limit  of  the  time,  I 
believe,  in  which  the  old  limits  prevail,  and  the 
new  are  now  in  force.  I  don’t  think  that  in  my 
whole  life — especially  in  my  public  career — I  have 
deliberately  voted  to  place  a  hardship  on  any¬ 
one’s  shoulders  that  should  not  be  there.  I  am 
somewhat  in  doubt  to-day  as  to  what  I  ought  to 
do  on  this  proposition,  but  I  am  willing  to  follow 
the  suggestion  made  by  the  councilor  opposite 
in  whom  I  place  considerable  credence.  I  believe 
that  he  would  not  furnish  me  with  any  information 
that  was  not  perfectly  right.  If  there  is  a  hard¬ 
ship  placed  on  the  shoulders  of  those  who  are 
least  able  to  bear  it  by  this  extension  of  the  fire 
limits  I  am  perfectly  willing  to  change  about  face 
and  vote  with  him.  To  be  frank,  I  am  in  con¬ 
siderable  doubt  as  to  what  I  ought  to  do,  but  I 
am  perfectly  willing  to  do  that  which  I  think  is 
right  and  vote  to-day  with  the  gentleman  opposite. 

Coun.  WOODS — Mr.  Chairman,  I  do  not  believe 
it  is  the  intention  of  any  member  of  this  Council 
to  place  any  hardship  on  anybody,  and  all  I  want 
to  say  in  addition  to  what  has  already  been  said 
is  that  laws  have  been  made  since  that  can  do  away 
with  all  the  objectionable  features  that  caused  the 
members  of  the  Council  last  year  to  pass  these  fire 
limits.  There  were  reasons  then  why  they  should 
extend  it — so  much  so  that  the  insurance  com¬ 
panies  of  New  York  said:  “The  City  Council  of 
Boston  have  extended  their  fire  limits.  They 
must  have  a  hazardous  place  there,  the  property 
is  dangerous,  therefore  we  have  got  to  raise  our 
rates  of  insurance.”  The  real  estate  men  and 
other  citizens  protested  at  a  mass  meeting  held 
downstairs  the  other  day  against  the  rates. 
It  leaked  out  that  they  were  going  to  raise 
the  rates  15  per  cent  because  those  fire  limits 
as  extended  gave  them  the  right  to  add  15 
per  cent  additional  insurance  as  a  demolition 
clause  on  one,  two  and  three  story  wooden  build¬ 
ings.  If  the  law  had  been  allowed  to  stand  as 
the  City  Council  passed  it,  and  the  Legislature  did 
not  interfere,  and  allowed  them  to  build  one  and 
two-family  wooden  houses,  then  the  insurance 
companies  would  have  had  a  grand  premium, 
but  when  the  Legislature  interferes  and  says  that 


they  can  build  one  and  two  family  houses,  that 
only  allows  the  present  three-family  houses  for 
the  insurance  companies  to  get  their  demolition 
clause  on.  Therefore,  when  they  figured  that  out 
they  said:  “That  isn’t  enough.  Now  we  will  take 
the  bull  by  the  horns  and  put  an  additional  15  per 
cent  insurance  on  all  these  limits  as  they  are 
extended,  and  an  extra  15  per  cent  on  the  demoli¬ 
tion  clause.”  Now  that  is  only  as  the  limitations 
are  extended.  The  Mayor  asked  them  to  meet 
in  committee  and  see  what  the  reason  was — what 
the  cause  for  their  raising  the  rates  was.  One  of 
the  members  said:  “It  takes  45  per  cent  to  carry 
on  our  business.”  The  Mayor  said:  “If  it  takes 
45  per  cent  to  carry  on  the  insurance  business 
it  is  time  the  insurance  companies  were  investi¬ 
gated,  and  if  anybody  will  make  a  motion  to  ap¬ 
point  a  committee  of  ten  I  wall  appoint  one.” 
They  wouldn’t  listen  to  any  postponement,  but 
the  committee  of  ten  was  appointed.  We  waited 
on  them  the  next  day,  and  the  committee  of  ten 
waited  on  them,  and  they  agreed  to  postpone  the 
action.  The  committee  of  ten  said:  “If  the  Council 
will  repeal  these  limitations  that  settles  the  whole 
question  and  the  insurance  rates  can’t  go  up.” 
I  will  admit  that  the  Council  had  reasons  in  some 
things.  You  don’t  want  to  impose  any  hardship 
on  anybody,  and  I  hope  you  will  see  your  way 
clear  to  pass  this  bill.  As  it  is  you  can’t  build  a 
building  to-day  in  Boston  until  October  7 — you 
can’t  get  a  permit. 

The  motion  to  suspend  the  rules  was  adopted 
and  the  rules  were  suspended.  The  question  then 
came  on  the  passage  of  the  order,  and  the  order 
was  passed. 


GENERAL  RECONSIDERATION. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE  moved  a  general  recon¬ 
sideration  of  all  business  transacted  at  the  meeting. 
Lost. 


Adjourned  at  five  o’clock  p.  m.,  on  motion  of 
Coun.  COLEMAN,  to  meet  on  Monday,  August 
17,  at  three,  o’clock  p.  m.

Gentlemen, —  Replying  to  yours  of  July  27 
it  is  apparent  that  the  tar  on  the  seal  under  the 
stones  of  the  dome  of  the  bandstand  has  melted 
through  action  of  the  sun  and  oozed  down  through 
the  joints  around  the  cornice. 

The  only  suggestion  that  I  can  make  regarding 
same  would  be  to  remove  tar  and  stains  that  show 
on  the  outside,  cut  back  joints  and  repoint  same 
with  neat  Portland  cement. 

I  have  written  a  party  to  see  if  the  tar  can  be 
removed  from  the  stones  without  showing  stains. 
This  seems  to  be  the  only  practical  way  to  handle 
this  matter  as  it  would  be  very  expensive  to  try 
to  remove  stones  to  get  at  the  seal.

Gentlemen, —  The  writer  personally  investi¬ 
gated  the  stones  on  the  dome  of  the  bandstand 
and  found  three  or  four  stones  that  had  shaled  off 
on  the  upper  joint  of  the  lower  course  of  stones 
of  the  dome,  due  either  to  expansion  in  the  stones 
of  the  dome  above  or  by  uneven  loading,  causing 
the  top  of  these  stones  to  shale  off  about  2  inches 
below  joint. 

There  is  no  danger  of  these  stones  falling  off 
and  I  would  advise  same  to  be  cut  out  and  re  jointed 
and  possibly  leaded  at  these  joints.

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ABOLITION  OF  TUNNEL  TOLLS.

The  city  of  Boston  may  appro¬ 
priate  from  the  tax  levy  each  year  until  the  tenth 
day  of  June,  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-two, 
the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  thousand 
dollars  to  be  added  to  the  rental  received  from  the 
Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company  for  the  lease 
of  the  East  Boston  tunnel:  'provided,  that  the 
holders  of  the  bonds  issued  to  pay  for  the  con¬ 
struction  of  said  tunnel  consent  to  a  waiver  of  the 
pledge,  expressed  on  the  face  of  the  said  bonds  as 
one  of  the  terms  thereof,  to  the  effect  that  the 
whole  amount  of  the  tolls  collected  from  persons 
passing  through  said  tunnel  should  be  used  to 
meet  the  principal  and  interest  of  the  said  bonds, 
and  shall  release  the  city  from  the  said  pledge. 

Sect.  2.  This  act  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
voters  of  the  city  of  Boston  at  the  next  city  election 
and  the  vote  shall  be  in  answer  to  the  following 
question  to  be  placed  upon  the  ballot:  “Shall 
the  city  of  Boston  be  authorized  to  appropriate 
money  to  be  added  to  the  rental  of  the  East  Boston 
tunnel?”,  and  this  act  shall  take  effect  if  a  majority 
of  the  voters  voting  thereon  vote  in  the  affirmative. 

Coun.  ATTRIDGE — Mr.  President,  I  trust 
that  this  order  will  not  be  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee.  It  is  similar  in  a  way  to  the  order 
which  was  introduced  by  myself  on  July  27,  in 
which  I  offered  an  order  that  his  Honor  the  Mayor 
be  requested  to  take  the  necessary  steps,  etc.  I 
am  putting  in  this  order  to-day  because  of  the  fact 
that  the  opinion  that  was  submitted  by  the  Cor¬ 
poration  Counsel  was  in  my  opinion  an  unsatis¬ 
factory  one,  and  I  am  putting  that  order  in  to-day 
in  a  changed  form  so  that  the  Mayor  can  take  the 
necessary  steps  to  put  that  act  into  operation, 
and  in  my  opinion  that  act  gives  the  Mayor  of 
the  city  and  the  Corporation  Counsel  and  the 
treasurer  of  the  city  implied  power  to  reach  the 
bondholders  and  get  or  try  to  get  the  waivers  and 
releases.

FIRE  HAZARD,  VETO. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 

Office  of  the  Mayor,  August  18,  1914. 
To  the  City  Council: 

I  return  herewith,  without  my  approval,  the 
order  passed  by  your  honorable  body  on  August 
10  which  provides  for  the  repeal  of  the  act  extend¬ 
ing  the  building  limits  wdthin  the  City  of  Boston. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  a  large  element  of  the 
community,  and  an  extremely  active  one,  opposes 
every  proposition  for  the  good  of  the  entire  people, 
simply  because  Providence  has  been  sufficiently 
kind  to  refrain  from  accepting  the  invitation  to 
enter  and  destroy. 

The  fact  that  Boston  has  never  experienced  a 
destructive  fire  in  the  section  to-day  covered  with 
inflammable  structures  is  not  good  ground  for  the 
assumption  that  it  is  to  be  permitted  to  escape  in 
perpetuity.  In  my  opinion  it  is  absolutely  imper¬ 
ative  that  no  backward  steps  be  taken  in  the  matter 
of  reducing  the  unwarranted  per  capita  now  borne 
by  the  entire  people  for  the  benefit  of  real  estate 
speculators  and  misguided  altruists,  who  neither 
own  nor  live  in  three-apartment  wooden  houses. 

The  recent  removal  of  the  Board  of  Appeal  for 
failure  to  comply  with  statutes  and  ordinances 
enacted  for  the  protection  of  life  and  limb  and  the 
preservation  of  public  health  was,  in  my  opinion, 
as  necessary  a  step  as  the  veto  of  the  pending 
legislation. 

The  fire  losses  of  Boston  last  year  represented  a 
total  in  excess  of  four  millions  of  dollars;  the  cost 
of  maintaining  the  Fire  Department,  a  total  of 
two  millions  of  dollars;  the  installation  of  the  high 
pressure  service  approximately  two  millions  of 
dollars;  the  enlargement  of  water  mains  through¬ 
out  the  city,  primarily  for  added  fire  protection,  and 
the  maintenance  of  the  same,  two  million  dollars, 
or  a  total  tax  for  protection  from  fire  in  excess  of 
$14  upon  every  man,  woman  and  child  in  the  entire 
City  of  Boston,  which,  through  the  enactment  of 
proper  laws,  might  well  be  reduced  more  than 
one-half. 

The  splendid  constructive  work  at  present  being 
undertaken  of  replacing  small  water  mains  with 
larger  ones,  installing  a  high  pressure  water  service, 
motorizing  the  Fire  Department  and  insisting  in 
every  case  that  the  building  laws  be  honestly  com¬ 
plied  with  will  prove  of  little  value  without  an 
extension  of  the  building  laws  and  other  necessary 
legislation  which  necessity  demands  and  the  future 
requires.

ATTRIDGE  offered  an  order — That  the 
Library  Trustees  be  requested,  through  his  Honor 
the  Mayor,  to  furnish  the  City  Council  with 
information  as  to  what  arrangements  have  been 
made  for  the  continued  occupancy  of  the  premises 
on  Shawmut  avenue  as  the  South  End  Branch  of 
the  Public  Library,  the  lease  having  expired 
July  31,  1914.

EXTENSION  OF  BUILDING  LIMITS. 

President  McDONALD  for  Coun.  Woods  offered 
the  following: 

City  of  Boston. 

In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Fourteen. 

An  Ordinance  Concerning  the  Building  Limits. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  Section  twenty-seven  of  chapter 
forty-five  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1898,  as 
amended  by  chapter  four  of  the  Ordinances  of  1913, 
and  chapters  one  and  four  of  the  Ordinances  of 
1914,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out 
said  section  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  a  new 
section,  as  follows: 

Sect.  27.  The  whole  of  the  City  of  Boston  is 
hereby  established  and  defined  as  the  area,  known 
as  the  building  limits,  within  which  every  building 
hereafter  built  shall  be  of  the  first  or  second  class 
construction,  except  as  otherwise  provided  by 
chapter  550  of  the  Acts  of  1907  and  chapter  782  of 
the  Acts  of  1914. 

Sect.  2.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  on 
October  5,  1914. 

Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Fire  Hazard. 


PUBLIC  LANDING,  SPRING  STREET. 

Coun.  WATSON  offered  an  order — That  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested  to  cause  a  public 
landing  to  be  placed  at  the  Charles  river,  Spring 
street,  on  the  so-called  Parental  School  land,  for  the 
use  of  canoeists  and  the  public.

Ordered,  That  the  Retirement  Board  for  Labor¬ 
ers  be  hereby  authorized  and  requested  to  retire, 
under  the  provisions  of  chapter  765  of  the  Acts  of 
1914,  Edward  McGuinness,  employed  in  the  Labor 
Service  of  the  City  of  Boston  in  the  Public  Works 
Department. 

Ordered,  That  the  Retirement  Board  for  Labor¬ 
ers  be  hereby  authorized  and  requested  to  retire, 
under  the  provisions  of  chapter  765  of  the  Acts  of 
1914,  James  Toland,  employed  in  the  Labor  Service 
of  the  City  of  Boston  in  the  Public  Works  Depart¬ 
ment. 

Reports  accepted;  orders  passed. 

(2)  Report  on  order  (referred  to-day)  that  the 
Mayor  cause  a  public  landing  to  be  placed  at  Spring 
street,  Charles  river — that  the  order  ought  to  pass.

(3)  Report  on  petition  of  Edward  McLaughlin 
(referred  February  9)  that  the  city  maintain  dental 
service  for  the  pupils  in  the  public  schools — that 
the  same  be  referred  to  the  Board  of  Health  for 
report.

(7)  Report  on  communication  from  Mayor  and 
contract  (referred  March  23)  for  street  lighting  to 
be  done  by  the  Edison  Electric  Illuminating  Com¬ 
pany — that  the  contract  be  rejected. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  question  came 
on  the  approval  of  the  contract. 

Coun.  ATTRIDGE — Mr.  President,  after  a 
careful  study  of  the  electric  light  contract,  the 
various  communications  from  his  Honor  the 
Mayor  and  the  Corporation  Counsel,  the  minutes 
of  the  public  hearings  and  the  reports  of  the 
Finance  Commission,  Chamber  of  Commerce  and 
United  Improvement  Association,  it  appears  to  me 
that  the  contract  should  not  be  approved  by  the 
City  Council  because  of  the  conditions  regarding 
the  following:

Price. 

So  far  as  the  price  of  magnetite  arc  lamps  is  con¬ 
cerned,  I  am  not  qualified  to  say  whether  it  is  fair 
or  not,  but  I  do  feel  that  if  such  a  substantial  re¬ 
duction  can  be  made  in  the  price  of  them,  that  the 
cost  of  the  small  incandescent  lights — the  40  and 
60  candle  power — could  be  slightly  if  not  cor¬ 
respondingly  decreased. 
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There  are  4,511  magnetite  lamps  in  the  City  of 
Boston  and  589  in  the  other  30  odd  cities  and 
towns  served  by  the  Edison  Electric  Illuminating 
Company.  There  are  1,171  60  candle  power 
lamps  in  Boston  and  1,129  in  the  other  cities  and 
towns,  and  of  the  40  candle  power  supplied  by  the 
company,  2,787  in  Boston  and  10,213  in  the  other 
cities  and  towns  previously  mentioned. 

It  has  been  brought  out  at  the  hearings  that  if 
any  lower  rates  were  obtained  from  the  Edison 
Company  for  Boston,  its  largest  consumer,  cor¬ 
responding  rates  could  be  secured  by  the  other  30 
odd  cities  and  towns  through  the  Board  of  Gas  and 
Electric  Light  Commissioners.  Therefore,  it  is  only 
fair  to  suppose  that  Boston  is  compelled  to  pay 
the  same  price  for  the  smaller  candle  power  lamps 
as  under  the  contract  of  1909,  in  order  to  keep  up 
the  price  in  the  smaller  cities  and  towns,  thus  pro¬ 
tecting  the  company’s  interests  at  the  expense  of 
this  city. 

As  to  the  price  of  the  magnetite  arc  lamps,  the 
reports  from  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  the 
United  Improvement  Association  state  that  the 
committees  appointed  by  these  two  bodies  to  in¬ 
vestigate  the  contract  did  not  feel  qualified  to  say 
that  the  price  of  $87.53  per  lamp  was  a  reasonable 
one.  The  Finance  Commission  in  its  report  made 
no  mention  as  to  whether  the  price  was  a  fair  one  or 
not.  At  the  public  hearing  on  the  question,  Com¬ 
missioner  Rourke  said  the  matter  of  fixed  cost  was 
the  company’s  “say  so,”  and  in  his  report,  Mr 
Emerson  begins  his  answer  to  the  question,  “Are 
the  prices  reasonable  under  the  conditions  existing 
in  Boston?”  by  stating,”  It  is  extremely  difficult  to 
determine  what  is  a  fair  price  for  street  lighting  by 
arc  lamps  in  Boston.”  He  then  goes  on  to  his 
conclusion  that  $87.53  is  fair  by  calculations  based 
upon  the  returns  of  the  Edison  Company  for  the 
year  ending  June  30,  1913,  as  filed  at  the  office  of 
the  Board  of  Gas  and  Electric  Light  Commissioners. 

Who  then  is  competent  to  determine  what  is  the 
proper  price  that  the  City  of  Boston  should  pay  for 
the  electric  street  lighting?  My  answer  to  that 
question  is  the  Board  of  Gas  and  Electric  Light 
Commissioners.  The  Revised  Laws,  chapter  121, 
section  24,  as  amended  by  chapter  742  of  the  Acts 
of  1914,  provides: 

“Upon  the  complaint  in  writing  of  the  Mayor 
of  a  city  or  the  selectmen  of  a  town  in  which  a 
corporation  or  company  engaged  in  the  manufac¬ 
ture  or  sale  of  gas  or  electricity  for  light  or  heat  is 
located,  or  of  twenty  customers  thereof,  either  of 
the  quality  or  price  of  the  gas  or  electric  light  sold 
and  delivered,  the  board  shall  notify  the  corpora¬ 
tion  or  company  by  leaving  at  its  office  a  copy  of 
such  complaint,  and  shall  thereupon,  after  notice, 
give  a  public  hearing  to  such  petitioner,  and  such 
corporation  or  company,  and  after  said  hearing 
may  order  a  reduction  in  the  price  of  gas  or  elec¬ 
tricity  or  improvement  in  quality  thereof. ”- 

This  board  would  not  have  to  base  its  con¬ 
clusions  upon  figures  furnished  them  by  the  com¬ 
pany,  for  the  law  provides  that  the  books  be  kept 
in  prescribed  form  and  records  kept  at  the  manu¬ 
facturing  stations  and  that  upon  application  these 
books  and  records  shall  be  submitted  for  inspection 
by  the  Board  of  Gas  and  Electric  Light  Commis¬ 
sioners.  As  the  law  also  provides  that  all  the 
expenses  of  this  board  are  to  be  paid  by  the  gas  and 
electric  light  companies,  there  would  be  no  cost  to 
the  City  of  Boston  for  such  an  expert  investiga¬ 
tion. 

2.  Arbitration. 

The  contract  as  drawn  provides  that  any  board 
of  arbitration  be  made  up  of  three  disinterested 
persons,  selected  one  by  the  municipality,  one  by 
the  company  and  the  third  party  by  the  other  two. 
The  agreement  for  electric  street  lighting  service 
accepted  and  signed  by  the  company  substitutes 
that  the  personnel  of  the  arbitration  board  be  the 
“then  head  professors  of  applied  electricity”  in 
the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology  and 
Harvard  University. 

In  a  communication  received  from  his  Honor 
the  Mayor,  under  date  of  July  27,  1914,  he  states 
that  the  company  has  no  objection  to  the  former 
clause  for  “it  has  already  stated  in  writing  its 
willingness  to  abide  by  that  method.”  The  con¬ 
tract  before  the  Council  for  its  approval,  however, 
does  not  provide  for  the  removal  of  the  objection¬ 
able  arbitration  clause  substituted  by  the  company. 

3.  Term. 

The  term  of  ten  years  is  too  long,  because,  first, 
to  judge  from  past  experiences  each  new  contract 
means  a  lower  price,  and  second,  new  and  revolu¬ 


tionary  improvements  in  apparatus  and  manufac¬ 
ture  are  bound  to  cause  a  reduction  in  market 
values.  During  recent  years  there  has  been  a 
great  reduction  in  the  price  per  lamp  year  for 
arc  lamps.  Under  the  contract  of  1887,  the  price 
of  $237.25  per  lamp  year,  under  the  1888  contract, 
the  price  was  reduced  to  $118.39,  the  1909  contract 
gave  the  price  of  $103.54,  and  a  still  further  reduc¬ 
tion  of  $87.53  is  provided  by  the  contract  now 
pending.  There  has  also  been  a  great  increase  in 
the  amount  of  illumination  furnished  on  account 
of  the  adoption  of  the  improved  lamps. 

At  the  time  the  1909  contract  was  under  nego¬ 
tiation,  the  Edison  Company  desired  to  make  it 
for  a  ten-year  term.  Had  such  been  accepted  the 
city  would  still  be  bound  by  it  and  not  have  the 
opportunity  to  secure  the  reduction  that  the  making 
of  a  new  contract  now  affords. 

As  far  as  new  improvements  are  concerned,  the 
one  promsing  the  most  is  the  nitrogen  lamp. 
This,  Commissioner  Rourke  said,  has  already 
proven  a  success.  It  gives  double  the  candle  power 
with  the  same  wattage.  Consequently,  the  present 
candle  power,  which  gives  all  the  illumination 
required,  could  be  produced  with  less  wattage  and 
this  less  consumption  of  power  would  mean  a 
reduction  in  cost.  This  is  only  one  improve¬ 
ment.  The  changes  in  electricity  are  rapid  at 
present  and  promise  to  be  still  more  so  during  the 
next  few  years.  In  1909  a  five-year  contract  was 
insisted  upon  as  best  safeguarding  the  interests  of 
the  city,  and  with  the  anticipated  improvements 
a  short-term  contract  is  more  imperative  to-day. 
Besides  which  the  Edison  Company  has  given  no 
valid  reason  why  it  should  not  make  a  five-year 
contract. 

4.  Test. 

The  contract  as  drawn  provides  that  the  munici¬ 
pality  may  at  all  timeg,  with  or  without  the  com¬ 
pany’s  knowledge,  employ  a  competent  person  to 
examine  and  test  the  electrical  currents  and 
apparatus,  etc.  The  agreement  accepted  and 
signed  by  the  company  substitutes  that  the  munic¬ 
ipality  may  at  any  time,  by  written  notice, 
require  the  company  to  employ  a  competent  and 
disinterested  person  connected  with  either  the 
Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology  or  the 
scientific  department  of  Harvard  University  to 
examine  and  test,  etc.  The  substitution  clause 
further  provides  that  if  the  examination  shows  the 
company  is  not  furnishing  the  electric  energy  or 
light  required,  that  the  company  shall  pay  the 
expense  of  the  tests;  otherwise,  the  city  will  meet 
the  costs. 

This  is  manifestly  unfair,  in  the  first  place,  for 
obvious  reasons,  that  a  written  notice  should  be 
given  the  company,  and  secondly,  it  takes  from 
the  city  the  right  to  select  its  own  official  to  make 
the  tests  and  states  that  a  certain  person  shall  be 
employed  by  the  company. 

5.  Labor. 

The  inserted  clause  regarding  labor  says,  “The 
contractor  shall  give  preference  in  employment, 
first,  to  citizens  of  Massachusetts,  second,  to  other 
citizens,  of  the  United  States,  and  shall  allow  all 
employees  on  said  work  to  lodge,  board  and  trade 
where  they  choose,  etc.”  This  should  be  amended 
so  as  to  read,  “The  Contractor  shall  give  preference 
in  employment,  first,  to  citizens  of  Boston  (as 
they  are  the  ones  who  are  paying  the  bills  for  light¬ 
ing  the  streets),  second,  to  citizens  of  Massachu¬ 
setts,  and  after  that  to  other  citizens  of  the  United 
States,  etc.” 

6.  Form. 

The  contract,  as  submitted  to  the  City  Council 
for  its  approval,  is  not  properly  drawn  to  safeguard 
the  interests  of  the  city.  It  consists  of  two  parts, 
the  original  contract  drawn  by  city  officials,  and 
the  company’s  acceptance  of  it  with  numerous 
substituted  clauses,  besides  which  there  are  letters 
from  the  company  accepting  certain  important 
changes,  which  are  not  incorporated  as  a  part  of 
the  contract. 

Then  there  are  some  sections  which  admit  of 
different  interpretations.  The  most  important 
of  these  is  the  lamp  substitution  clause  which  says, 
“Lamps  of  any  type  may  be  substituted  for  lamps 
of  any  other  type  if  the  municipality  pays  the  total 
expense  of  making  the  change  and  the  total  amount 
of  payments  by  the  municipality  hereunder  at 
the  then  standard  rate  is  not  thereby  diminished.” 
On  the  face  of  this  it  would  appear  that  the  city 
would  pay  the  entire  expense  of  making  the  sub¬ 
stitution,  but  would  get  no  benefit  from  any 
saving  resulting  therefrom. 
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In  the  comimuiication  received  from  his  Honor 
the  Mayor,  on  July  27,  he  says,  “The  Corporation 
Counsel,  however,  has  stated  that  this  is  not  a 
proper  interpretation  of  the  contract,  but  that  the 
city,  under  the  arbitration  clause,  can  get  the 
benefit  of  two-thirds  of  any  reduction  effected  by 
the  substitution.  The  company  has  written  a 
letter  agreeing  to  be  bound  by  the  interpretation 
of  the  Corporation  Counsel.”  This  substitution 
clause  is  one  of  the  most  important  in  the  entire 
contract,  yet  this  letter  from  the  company  agreeing 
to  the  interpretation  which  would  safeguard  the 
city’s  interest  is  not  incorporated  in  the  contract. 

Conclusions. 

Therefore  no  contract  should  be  accepted  by  the 
city  unless: 

First. — A  fair  price  is  obtained  for  all  the  lights 
of  the  various  candle  powers,  the  Board  of  Gas  and 
Electric  Light  Commissioners  being  the  proper 
body  to  determine  that  price. 

Second. — The  arbitration  clause  provides  that 
any  board  of  arbitration  be  made  up  of  three  dis¬ 
interested  persons,  one  chosen  by  the  city,  one  by 
the  company,  and  the  third  by  the  other  two. 

Third. — The  term  be  for  a  period  not  longer  than 
five  years. 

Fourth. — The  city  has  the  right  to  select  its 
own  official  to  make  tests  and  investigations  with¬ 
out  written  notice  to  the  company. 

Fifth. — That  preference  in  employment  be 
given  to  citizens  of  Boston. 

Sixth. — The  entire  contract  be  reframed  so  as 
to  safeguard  the  interests  of  the  city  and  to  admit 
of  but  one  interpretation,  the  form  to  be  approved 
by  the  city’s  Law  Department. 

And  for  these  various  reasons  which  I  have 
stated,  Mr.  President,  I  shall  vote  against  the 
approval  of  the  contract  by  the  City  Council. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  with  the 
limited  knowledge  that  I  have  of  electric  lighting 
and  with  the  limited  amount  of  information  that 
has  been  presented  to  me  by  the  different  people 
on  the  different  sides  of  this  question,  I  am  free  to 
confess  that  I  am  much  at  sea  as  to  what  I  ought 
to  do  to-day.  One  thing,  if  no  other,  has  turned 
me  a  little  mite  on  the  side  of  voting  against  the 
approval  of  the  contract.  That  is  the  question  of 
the  saving  of  $2,337  by  the  City  of  Boston  over  the 
old  price  given  by  the  Edison  Company  for  lighting 
of  the  Suffolk  County  Courthouse.  _  The  news¬ 
papers  of  recent  date  inform  us  that  his  Honor  the 
Mayor  has  signed  a  five-year  contract  with  the 
Somerset  Company  to  furnish  lighting  to  the 
courthouse  on  Pemberton  square  at  a  saving  of 
$2,337  per  year.  In  place  of  paying  six  cents  per 
kilowatt  hour  to  the  Edison  Illuminating  Company 
under  this  new  contract,  the  city  will  pay  but  four 
to  the  Somerset  Company.  That  reduction,  I 
presume,  is  brought  about  because  the  Edison 
Company  was  not  willing  to  meet  the  price  of  the 
Somerset.  Company,  because  they  would  be  com¬ 
pelled  to  reduce  their  price  all  along  the  line  in  the 
public  buildings.  That  is  their  contention  in  the 
question  of  giving  us  a  lower  price  on  the  arc  light¬ 
ing,  the  magnetite  light.  The  moment,  they 
give  the  City  of  Boston  less  than  $87.53  per  lamp 
per  year  they  will  have  to  give  some  adjoining 
town  or  city,  no  matter  how  few  lamps  of  the  same 
type  they  have,  the  same  price.  Quantity,  in  their 
opinion,  cuts  no  figure.  Now,  Mr.  President,  this 
body  is  terrifically  handicapped  because  of  lack  of 
power  to  secuie  information, — experts  to  act  for 
us  who  will  be  connected  neither  with  his  Honor 
the  Mayor  nor  with  the  Edison  Company.  We 
are  in  the  dark.  One  day  we  are  prevailed  upon 
to  listen  to  the  side  of  the  Edison  Company  and 
we  are  impressed.  The  next  day  someone  repre¬ 
senting  the  opposite  side  comes  and  we  are  im¬ 
pressed  with  their  side.  And  I  am  free  to  confess 
that  between  the  two  I  have  been  at  sea  entirely 
on  the  contract.  There  is  one  thing  certain:  If  I 
was  voting  in  the  interest  of  to-morrow  or  six 
months  from  to-day  or  one  year  from  to-day, 
perhaps  this  contract  of  $87.53  per  lamp,  as  drawn, 
might  be  a  good  one.  But  my  action,  if  I  should 
vote  with  a  majority,  and  a  majority  should  vote 
to  approve  this  contract,  ties  up  the  City  of  Boston 
for  ten  years  at  $87.53  per  light  in  my  opinion. 

I  am  not  prepared  to  vote  away  the  rights  of  the 
future  citizens  of  this  city.  Mr.  President,  if  I 
might  be  allowed  to  suggest  a  solution  I  have  in 
mind  I  think  I  could  do  it,  if  it  were  to  be  here  acted 
on.  Why  not  reject  this  contract,  as  I  shall  vote 
to-day  to  do,  and.  if  his  Honor  acts  on  my  sugges¬ 
tion,  in  place  of  the  arbitration  clause  he  now  has 


in  the  contract,  make  the  arbitrators  the  Gas  and 
Electric  Light  Commission.  They  are  acting  up 
there  in  a  judicial  capacity  and  in  the  interest  of 
the  Commonwealth  and  the  city  as  well  as  of  the 
corporation.  And  as  was  well  said  by  Coun. 
Kenny  at  an  early  stage  in  the  discussion,  no  con¬ 
tract  is  a  fair  contract  that  is  not  fair  to  both  sides. 
If  the  Edison  Company  are  only  earning,  as  they 
claim  in  their  letter  to-day,  65  per  cent  on  their 
investment,  which  includes  depreciation — and  I 
believe,  with  the  limited  knowledge  I  have  of  the 
depreciation  in  their  plant,  I  believe  that  it  is  not 
less  than  3  per  cent, —  if  that  is  true  the  net 
earnings  on  their  investment  are  less  than  3 5  per 
cent — less  than  they  could  get  for  their  money  in 
the  savings  banks.  Another  thing:  The  contract 
we  have  been  told,  time  and  time  again,  the. same 
identical  contract,  was  drawn  by  Mr.  Babson  five 
years  ago.  I  am  not  fortunate  enough  to  have 
an  automobile,  but  if  I  were  purchasing  a 
new  machine  to-day,  I  would  not  buy  a  1908 
model  instead  of  a  1913.  I  believe  that  Mr.  Sul¬ 
livan  should  have  drawn  that  contract,  should 
have  investigated  it  thoroughly  and  looked  over 
it  and  seen  if  there  weren’t  some  changes  to  be 
made,  as  he  has  since  suggested  might  be  made. 
Because  you  must  remember,  Mr.  President  and 
members  of  this  body,  that  Mr.  Sullivan  has  said 
to  us  in  conferences  that  certain  changes  ought  to 
have  been  made  in  the  contract  and  would  be 
made  in  a  better  contract.  Now,  Mr.  President, 
I  know  I  am  voting  to-day  to  compel  the  city,  for 
a  while  at  least,  to  pay  more  for  its  arc  lights  than 
the  Edison  Company  is  willing  to  furnish  them  for. 
I  am  satisfied  that  my  position  will  be  criticised, 
and  justly  so, — justly  so.  It  will  be  hard  work 
for  me  to  explain  why  I  am  committing  the  city  a 
while  longer  to  $103,  I  believe  it  is,  a  light  in  place 
of  the  $87.53.  But  my  point  is  that  with  the 
public  sentiment  that  has  been  gathered  together 
against  this  contract  the  people  have  wakened  up, 
as  it  were, — it  is  the  first  time  that  a  lighting  con¬ 
tract  has  been  considered, — and  we  are  bound  to 
get  a  different  treatment  from  the  Edison  Com¬ 
pany.  I  believe  when  the  Mayor  considers  the 
new  contract  with  the  Edison  Company  and  Mr. 
Rourke,  they  will  ceitainly  get  all  the  information 
possible  as  to  the  wisdom  of  the  way  in  which  the 
contract  is  drawn  and  the  justice  of  the  price.  As 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  told  us,  or  as  Air.  Rourke 
told  us,  there  wasn’t  any  conference  before  the 
contract  was  signed  excepting  on  the  question  of 
the  price  to  be  paid.  I  am  not  a  lawyer,  but 
knowing  the  Edison  Company  a  little,  knowing 
the  methods  of  these  great  public  service  corpora¬ 
tions  on  Beacon  Hill,  knowing  that  no  legislation 
gets  on  the  books  that  is  not  on  their  side  of  the 
question,  and  that  they  usually  have  their  way, 
knowdng  that  when  they  make  reports  they  are 
liable  to  make  the  same  kind  of  reports  as  have 
been  made  by  the  New  Haven  Railroad,  knowing 
that  they  are  liable  to  purchase  plants  that  per¬ 
haps  are  akin  to  the  Westchester  Road  and  the 
Hampden  Road,  whereby  the  directors  of  those 
corporations,  the  bondholders,  were  practically 
robbed,— when  I  hear  that  they  report  to  the 
State  House  per  cent  as  their  earnings  on  their 
investment,  which  includes  depreciation,  I  am 
inclined  to  believe  that  there  is  a  darky  in  the  wood- 
pile.  I  am  glad  that  I  am  prepared  to-day  to  vote 
definitely  on  this  matter.  I  believe  every  member 
of  this  body  is  glad  that  it  has  been  brought  to  a 
head.  I  know  that  the  people  wall  be  glad  that 
it  has  been  brought  to  a  head.  And  I  am  satisfied 
that  when  the  matter  is  taken  up  again  by  his 
Honor  the  Alayor  and  Mr.  Rourke  and  by  the 
Edison  Company  there  will  be  a  great  deal  more 
care  used  in  the  drawing  of  the  contract  and  more 
information  will  be  furnished  to  the  Council  after 
it  is  drawn  than  has  been  furnished  to  us  up  to 
date.  And  therefore,  Mr.  President,  I  think — I 
am  not  sure — but  to  the  best  of  my  knowdedge  and 
belief,  I  am  doing  my  duty  by  my  constituents, 
the  people  of  Boston,  by  myself,  and  even  by  the 
Edison  Company,  when  I  vote  to-day  not  to 
approve  of  the  contract. 

Coun.  COLEAIAN — Mr.  President,  it  has  not 
been  an  easy  thing,  we  will  all  grant,  to  determine 
which  was  the  right  and  which  was  the  wrong  in 
this  matter,  and  I  think  it  has  been  due  very  largely 
to  the  fact  that  we  have  under  consideration, 

,  without  fully  realizing  it,  two  very  distinct  methods 
of  determining  the  matter — one,  the  old  method  of 
making  a  business  dicker,  and  the  other,  the  more 
modern  method  of  ascertaining  the  facts  from  the 
scientific  point  of  view  with  perfect  frankness  and 
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fairness  on  both  sides  as  between  the  city  and  the 
company,  and  thus  determining  what  a  fair  price 
and  fair  conditions  are,  mutually.  It  is  because 
the  Mayor  and  the  Corporation  Counsel  have  been 
proceeding  on  one  basis  and  the  members  of  the 
City  Council  have  been  trying  to  proceed  on 
another  basis,  that  we  find  it  so  confusing  and  so 
difficult  to  arrive  at  a  result.  When  this  contract 
was  first  brought  to  us  for  our  consideration — and 
I  am  not  sure  but  what  it  is  true  at  the  present 
time — everybody  outside  of  City  Hall  and  the 
company  seemed  to  be  against  it,  including  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce  and  the  United  Improve¬ 
ment  Association,  and  more  lately  the  workingmen 
as  represented  by  organized  labor.  I  want  to  say 
for  myself,  in  deciding  to  vote  against  the  contract, 

I  do  so  with  fulhtecognition  of  the  ability  and  public 
spirit  of  the  Mayor,  in  his  desire  to  save  to  the  city 
treasury  the  immediate  sums  that  would  be  saved 
by  the  acceptance  of  this  contract.  I  also  want  to 
acknowledge  my  appreciation  and  admiration  of 
the  business  ability  and  fairness  and  seeming 
probity  of  the  president  of  the  Edison  Company  in 
the  way  in  which  he  has  answered  all  the  ques¬ 
tions  that  have  been  directed  to  him  by  members 
of  this  body.  And  yet  in  the  face  of  both  of  those 
statements  I  want  to  call  your  attention  also  to  the 
fact  that  the  contract  has  been  so  confusingly 
drawn  with  reference  to  three  or  four  very  vital 
matters  that  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  ask  the 
Edison  Company  to  write,  under  the  direction  of 
the  Corporation  Counsel,  letters  to  the  city  govern¬ 
ment,  giving  their  interpretation  of  certain  impor¬ 
tant  elements  in  the  contract,  which  is  evidence, 
certainly,  of  the  fact  that  the  contract  was  not 
drawn  with  the  carefulness  that  should  have  been 
given  to  it  in  view  of  the  fact  that  it  involved  so 
much  money,  and  also  in  view  of  the  fact  tha,t  it 
covers  such  a  length  of  time.  I  think  we  are  all 
agreed  that  a  contract  for  ten  years  for  electric 
lighting  involves  a  great  deal  of  a  gamble,  either  on 
the  part  of  the  city  or  on  the  part  of  the  company, 
and  perhaps  on  the  part  of  both.  And  not  a  single 
fact  has  been  adduced  before  us  so  far  as  my  mem¬ 
ory  serves  me  to  show  whereby  the  company  would 
be  put  to  any  added  expense  on  a  one-year  contract 
as  against  a  five-year  contract  or  a  ten-year  con¬ 
tract,  and  the  only  reason  assigned  for  giving  a 
lower  rate  for  a  ten-year  contract  is  on  the  basis  of 
a  long  habit  which  has  prevailed  in  commercial 
circles  and  is  due  simply  to  the  arbitrary  decision 
of  the  Edison  Company  and  is  not  based  upon  any 
material  facts  which  affect  the  cost  of  the  Edison 
Company  in  giving  lights  to  the  City  of  Boston 
for  one  year  or  five  years  or  ten  years.  For  my 
own  part,  I  am  perfectly  willing  that  a  pri  ce  should 
be  made  for  the  lighting  of  the  city  with  the  Edison 
Company  that  would  give  it  6  per  cent,  or  a  little 
rising  6  per  cent,  if  need  be,  return  to  its  stock¬ 
holders.  I  think  we  are  all  agreed  that  that  would 
be  a  legitimate  return  to  the  people  who  had  in¬ 
vested  their  money  in  this  public  service  corpora¬ 
tion.  Nothing  has  been  shown  to  us  that  has  been 
demonstrated,  that  is  Conclusive,  that  the  price  of 
$87.50  is  necessary  in  order  to  give  to  the  stock¬ 
holders  of  that  company  a  6  per  cent  return  on 
their  investment.  We  haven’t  had  all  the  facts  in 
the  case.  So  far  as  the  attitude  of  the  executive 
end  of  the  city  government  is  concerned,  it  has  been 
a  mere  business  trade  or  dicker,  and  as  the  Com¬ 
missioner  of  Public  Works  admitted  himself,  it 
was  a  near  guess.  In  making  this  statement  I  do 
not  criticise  the  Mayor  nor  the  Commissioner  of 
Public  Works  because,  as  I  understand,  that  has 
been  the  method  by  which  a  trade  has  been  made 
with  the  public  service  corporations — the  gas  com¬ 
pany  and  the  electric  light  company — in  the  past. 
And  in  the  past  very  likely  that  was  the  only  way 
that  it  could  be  done.  But  in  the  light  of  events 
to-day  I  think  the  time  has  come,  certainly  it  is 
very  near,  anyway,  when  in  the  matter  of  a  cor¬ 
poration  dicker  or  trade  an  attempt  to  see  which 
can  be  the  smarter  and  put  up  the  bigger  bluff,  the 
Edison  Company  or  the  city,  is  not  the  method  for 
determining  a  city  lighting  contract,  but  that  the 
two  parties  should  come  together  in  perfect  frank¬ 
ness  and  openness,  the  company  showing  its  figures, 
the  city  expressing  its  willingness  to  give  an  ade¬ 
quate  return  on  the  money  invested,  and  with 
experts  on  both  sides  determine  what  the  proper 
price  is  that  the  city  should  pay  in  order  to  give  the 
city  adequate  service  and  to  give  the  stockholders 
of  that  company  a  proper  return  on  their  money. 
And  it  seems  to  me  that  it  is  worth,  if  it  so  turn  out, 
losing  some  considerable  money  on  the  part  of  the 
city  immediately  if  we  can  lay  down  this  principle 
for  the  future  in  deciding  contracts  of  this  land, 


so  that  we  may  have  them  decided  on  a  scientific 
basis  instead  of  on  the  basis  of  a  dicker.  And  in 
deciding  what  this  scientific  basis  of  costs  should  be, 
two  fundamental  elements,  of  course,  must  be 
taken  into  consideration — in  the  first  place,  the  in¬ 
vestment;  and  in  the  second  place,  the  operating 
expense.  We  have  had  nothing  here  to  indicate  to 
us  what  is  the  physical  or  insurable  or  replacement 
valuation  of  the  assets  of  the  Edison  Company. 
We  simply  have  to  take  their  figures,  which  no 
doubt  are  given  to  us  honestly  enough,  based  upon 
the  way  in  which  such  figures  have  been  understood 
in  the  past,  but  all  that  the  City  of  Boston  ought 
to  be  compelled  to  pay  interest  on  would  be  the 
actual  assets  of  the  Edison  Company,  averaged, 
perhaps,  from  the  point  of  view  of  replacement  or 
physical  valuation  or  insurable  valuation.  We 
have  had  nothing  of  that  sort  presented  to  us  at  all. 
Then  in  the  matter  of  the  cost  of  operating:  We 
have  had  to  leave  it  entirely  to  the  Edison  Com¬ 
pany,  not  only  as  to  their  figures  and  their  interpre¬ 
tation  of  the  figures,  but  also  as  to  the  elements  of 
the  costs  that  are  practically  applicable  to  the 
lighting  given  to  the  City  of  Boston.  Take  tvvo 
items  alone,  for  example,  to  illustrate, — the  matter 
of  selling  cost,  which  must  be  something  of  an  item 
with  a  company  doing  as  large  a  commercial  busi¬ 
ness  as  the  Edison  Company,  and  the  cost  of  adver¬ 
tising,  which  may  be  large  or  small  but  illustrates 
my  point  just  as  well.  Now  undoubtedly  both  of 
those  costs,  or  very  possibly,  I  will  say,  because  I 
am  not  Sure,  very  possibly  both  of  those  costs 
and  the  costs  of  a  similar  nature  which  are  appli¬ 
cable  to  other  portions  of  the  business  and  not 
applicable  at  all  to  the  service  rendered  to  the  city, 
are  placed  over  on  the  expense  account  in  figuring 
what  the  operating  expense  is,  or  the  overhead 
expense,  in  serving  the  City  of  Boston.  Now  it 
seems  to  me  we  ought  to  have  experts  to  give  us  a 
proper  presentation  and  interpretation  of  the 
figures,  and  a  statement  as  to  what  is  directly 
applicable  to  the  cost  of  furnishing  lights  to  the 
City  of  Boston.  The  reason  I  think  we  ought  to 
proceed  along  those  lines  instead  of  simply  trying 
to  make  a  business  dicker  is  this, — that  the  com¬ 
pany  is  a  monopoly — necessarily  so  and  properly  so. 
We  have  no  other  company  that  can  be  put  in 
competition  with  it  by  which  the  price  can  be 
brought  down  to  a  hard  pan  basis.  Therefore  the 
only  way  to  meet  that  situation  is  either  one  of 
two:  either  for  the  city  to  own  its  own  plant 
and  operate  it  or  to  have  this  frank,  open,  fair, 
honest,  mutual  consideration  of  the  facts  and 
arrive  at  a  decision  that  would  be  satisfactory  to 
both  parties.  Now,  I  believe  myself  in  munic¬ 
ipalization  but  I  do  not  think  that  any  city  of  the 
size  of  Boston,  as  cosmopolitan  as  Boston  is,  ought 
to  go  to  it  until  we  are  forced  to  it;  and  I  do  not 
believe  that  a  company  as  efficient  as  the  Edison 
Company  seems  to  be  is  going  to  adopt  a  policy, 
even  though  we  refuse  this  contract,  in  negotiating 
another  contract  with  us,  that  is  going  to  force  us 
to  take  up  seriously  the  matter  of  municipali¬ 
zation.  Then  in  connection  with  that  subject  of 
municipalization  comes  in  another  question  in 
reference  to  the  term  limit  of  the  contract.  If  the 
company  had  no  agreement  with  the  city  beyond 
a  year  at  a  time,  still  the  company  would  neverthe¬ 
less  have  a  guaranty  of  practically  four  years, 
because  we  can’t  do  without  electric  lights  and  we 
can’t  supply  them  in  any  way  other  than  taking 
over  the  Edison  Company’s  plant  or  building  one 
of  bur  own,  which,  according  to  the  operation  of 
law,  would  require  about  four  years,  anyway.  So 
that  the  Edison  Electric  Company  have  a  four- 
year  term  limit  by  the  very  necessities  of  the  case 
even  though  there  is  no  contract  between  us  at  all. 
Now  just  a  word  in  closing  with  reference  to  the 
position  manifested  before  this  Council  in  the 
hearing  that  was  given  to  the  labor  men.  Whereas 
I  recognize  entirely  the  fact  that  whether  the 
Edison  Company  treats  its  workingmen  in  the  way 
that  it  should  or  not  may  not  be  an  element  which 
we  have  a  right  to  consider  in  accepting  or  rejecting 
this  contract,  I  think  there  is  a  side  of  it  which  has  a 
bearing  on  the  situation.  A  very  considerable 
element  in  the  cost  of  furnishing  electric  lights 
must  be  the  labor  cost,  and  judging  by  the  state¬ 
ments  that  were  made  here  in  this  Council  by 
responsible  representatives  of  organized  labor,  the 
treatment  of  men  in  the  labor  unions  by  the  Edison 
Company  does  not  commend  the  Edison  Company 
to  an  up-to-date  business  man.  And  it  leaves  one 
to  feel  that  if  they  are  so  far  behind  the  times  in 
their  attitude  towards  organized  labor,  they  may 
also  be  very  far  amiss  in  some  other  phases  of  their 
business.  And  we  have  one  very  obvious  illustra- 
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tion  of  that  fact  in  their  figures.  According  to  all 
the  statements  that  have  been  made  to  us  the  only 
item  for  depreciation  which  the  Edison  Company 
have  given  in  their  figures  is  an  item  of  1  per  cent, 
which  appeals  to  every  member  of  this  Council 
and  every  business  man  who  has  heard  it  as  myste¬ 
rious,  as  needing  to  be  explained,  as  almost  im¬ 
possible, — that  the  depreciation  of  a  plant  that  is  as 
varied  and  as  expensive  as  theirs  is,  is  only  1  per 
cent  a  year.  Now  if  their  figures  are  made  up  on 
that  basis,  and  it  was  hinted  to  us  that  the  way 
that  1  per  cent  depreciation  was  put  into  their 
figures  was  because  after  allowing  the  proper 
amount  for  interest  that  is  all  there  was  left  and 
it  was  put  in  that  way,  if  the  figures  are  arrived  at 
with  that  sort  of  a  juggle  on  the  matter  of  depre¬ 
ciation,  we  have  a  right  to  question  how  some  of 
the  other  figures  may  be  arrived  at.  And  in  that 
particular  and  in  their  attitude  toward  labor  it 
seems  to  me  we  are  given  a  right  to  question 
whether  they  are  absolutely  efficient  and  abso¬ 
lutely  correct  in  all  their  figures  and  in  all  their 
interpretations.  And  so  I  should  favor  by  all 
means  the  rejection  of  this  contract  and  the  estab¬ 
lishment  of  a  figure  under  scientific  conditions 
instead  of  based  upon  a  dicker. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE — Mr.  President,  I  am 
not  going  to  take  more  than  a  few  moments  of  the 
Council’s  time  on  this  contract.  We  have  heard 
from  one-half  of  the  members  present,  and  judging 
from  the  remarks  they  have  made  I  should  think 
that  anyone  who  would  vote  in  favor  of  this  con¬ 
tract  would  be  liable  to  be  in  a  hopeless  minority. 
This  is,  perhaps,  the  most  important  contract 
that  has  eyer  been  brought  to  this  Council  to  pass 
upon,  and  we  have  given  a  great  deal  of  time  and 
a  great  deal  of  consideration  to  it.  We  have  had 
many  public  hearings.  We  have  heard  the  ques¬ 
tion  of  price,  the  form  of  the  contract,  the  ques¬ 
tion  of  labor  and  the  term  of  the  contract  discussed 
for  many  weeks.  Unfortunately  this  Council  has 
nothing  to  do  with  the  form  of  the  contract.  That 
matter  is  left  to  the  Corporation  Counsel.  And 
so  far  as  I  am  concerned  as  a  member  of  this 
Council  I  am  perfectly  willing  to  place  responsi¬ 
bility  for  the  form  of  the  contract  upon  the  Cor¬ 
poration  Counsel.  I  believe  that  it  would  be 
practically  impossible  for  any  two  men,  one 
representing  a  corporation  trying  to  make  a 
contract  with  the  City  of  Boston  and  the  Cor¬ 
poration  Counsel  representing  the  city,  no  matter 
how  much  time  they  took  for  it,  to  draft  a 
contract  that  would  be  entirely  satisfactory 
to  this  body.  We  have  a  body,  nine  men 
here,  and  every  one  would  be  liable  to  place 
a  different  construction  on  separate  sections  of 
that  contract.  There  is  one  section  of  the  contract 
that  has  been  alluded  to  a  good  many  times  and 
the  statement  has  been  made  here  to-day  that  the 
contract  was  drawn  by  the  late  Corporation  Coun¬ 
sel  Babson.  I  never  heard  that  statement  made 
at  any  of  the  hearings.  1  never  heard  that 
statement  made  by  the  Corporation  Counsel 
or  by  the  representatives  of  the  Edison  people. 
But  I  have  heard  the  statement  made  that 
that  clause  so  much  referred  to,  the  arbitration 
clause,  was  identically  the  same  as  that 
drawn  by  Corporation  Counsel  Babson  in  1909, 
and  that  that  clause  was  placed  in  there  be¬ 
cause  it  was  thought  by  our  Corporation  Counsel 
and  his  Honor  the  Mayor  that  that  was  the 
strongest  clause  for  the  City  of  Boston.  Now  in 
my  opinion  the  only  question  before  this  Council, 
with  our  limited  powers  as  to  the  drafting  'of  a 
contract  or  the  making  of  a  contract,  the  only 
question  for  us  to  decide  is  as  to  whether  or  not 
the  price  offered  is  fair  price  for  services  rendered 
to  the  city.  And  we  have  heard  the  reports  of 
the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  the  United  Improve¬ 
ment  Association,  and  many  other  bodies,  and 
while  we  have  heard  some  of  them  say  that  they 
could  not  say  that  the  price  was  a  fair  one,  we 
have  not  had  anyone  come  here  and  say  that  they 
considered  the  price  unfair.  I  am  just  as  much 
interested  in  the  City  of  Boston  getting  a  low7  price 
for  its  electric  lighting  as  any  other  member  of 
this  Council.  I  would  very  much  prefer  a  five- 
year  contract  to  a  ten-year  contract  if  that  could 
be  had  at  the  same  price.  But  after  hearing  the 
statements  made  by  the  company  and  all  the 
arguments  offered  to  try  to  show  that  the  price 
was  unfair,  I  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  the 
price  as  offered  to  the  city  to-day  is  the  best 
price  we  can  make  at  the  present  time.  And  even 
if  we  reject  this  contract  and  in  a  year  from  now 
wre  get  a  lower  price,  in  my  opinion  the  reduction 
will  be  very  small  indeed,  if  we  get  any.  But  if 


there  should  be  any  reduction  we  are  taking  the 
chance  to-day  of  squandering  at  least  $130,000  of 
the  city’s  money,  and  I,  for  one,  am  not  going  to 
be  a  party  to  that  unwdse  expenditure  of  money. 

I  am  not  going  to  take  but  a  moment  more. 
There  is  one  point  I  want  to  touch  upon.  It  was 
mentioned  in  the  heading  by  the  first  speaker — but 
I  failed  to  notice  any  reference  to  it  in  his  prepared 
address— neither  did  I  hear  it  referred  to  by  the 
second  speaker — my  colleague  on  the  right  here 
who  spoke  last  has  mentioned  it — -and  that  is  the 
question  of  labor.  And  I  want  to  say  right  here 
now  that  I  yield  to  no  member  of  this  Council  in 
my  loyalty  to  labor.  And  I  think  my  attitude  all 
through  my  public  service  will  prove  that  to  the 
satisfaction  of  any  fair-minded  labor  man.  And 
there  is  no  one  in  this  body  that  regrets  more  than  I 
do  the  attitude  which  the  Edison  people  have  taken 
towards  labor.  I  believe  that  every  laboring  man 
in  this  Commonwealth  has  just  as  good  a  right  to 
organize  as  any  corporation  has,  and  that  is  no 
new  statement  of  mine.  I  have  not  prepared  that 
to-day  for  this  special  contract,  but  I  want  to  refer 
you  to  the  meeting  of  this  body  on  June  10,  1912, 
wffien — and  I  read  from  the  records  here.  This  ' 
was  during  the  time  of  the  strike  of  the  Boston 
Elevated  Railroad,  and  if  you  will  remember  that 
strike  was  declared  on  Friday,  and  on  the  following 
Monday,  on  June  the  10th,  I  offered  this  resolution 
in  the  body,  and  that  resolution  was  passed: 

“Coun.  BALLANTYNE  offered  the  following: 

“Resolved,  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  members 
of  the  City  Council  of  Boston  that  the  Elevated 
Railway  Company  should  withdraw  its  opposition 
to  its  employees  forming  a  union. 

“The  question  came  on  the  resolution  offered  by 
Coun.  BALLANTYNE.” 

That  resolution  was  passed.  On  July  the  8th 
Coun.  SMITH  offered  the  following  resolution: 

“Whereas,  Our  city  is  daily  the  scene  of  violence 
and  riots  caused  by  the  strike  on  the  Boston 
Elevated  Railroad;  and 

“Whereas,  The  only  question  in  issue  is  the  right 
of  the  employees  to  join  such  a  union  as  they 
desire ;  and 

“Whereas,  The  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Com¬ 
pany  has  refused  to  arbitrate  in  spite  of  the  request 
of  this  body  voted  unanimously  on  June  10;  and 

“Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  and  the  Boston 
Elevated  are  partners  in  so  far  as_  they  share 
dividends  above  6  per  cent,  and  also  in  furnishing 
the  capital  for  construction  of  the  subways; 

“Now,  therefore,  we,  the  elected  representatives 
of  the  people  of  Boston,  sitting  as  a  City  Council, 
do  demand  that  you  grant  the  right  to  your 
employees  to  organize  even  as  you  have  been  given 
the  right  by  public  bodies  to  organize  your  capital. 

“Coun.  BALLANTYNE — Mr.  President,  I  am 
heartily  in  favor  of  the  resolution.  I  will  state 
now,  as  I  stated  at  the  meeting  a  month  ago,  that 
I  believe  the  men  in  the  employ  of  the  Boston 
Elevated  have  a  perfect  right  to  organize,  the 
same  right  that  any  other  body  of  men  has.  That 
is  all  the  men  ask  for,  and'  they  should  have  that 
privilege.  While  our  powers  are  very  limited,  I, 
as  a  member  of  the  Council,  am  willing  to  do  what 
I  can  to  bring  about  that  end,  and  if  that  resolution 
will  have  any  effect  I  shall  be  very  glad  to  vote 
forit.” 

I  stand  in  the  same  position  to-day  towards 
labor  and  the  same  position  towards  the  Edison 
Company.  Our  powers  are  limited  here  but 
anything  that  I  can  do  as  a  member  of  this  Council 
or  as  a  citizen  of  Boston  to  induce  the  Edison 
Company  to  waive  its  objections  to  men  having 
unions  I  shall  certainly  do  and  be  very  glad  to  do. 
Now  the  only  question  I  am  dealing  with  is  the 
question  of  price,  and  from  all  the  evidence  brought 
before  me  I  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  the 
price  offered  is  the  best  we  can  have  at  the  present 
time,  and  I  am  going  to  vote  for  the  contract  for 
the  purpose  of  saving  that  $50,000  already  accumu¬ 
lated  and  the  $80,000  that  we  will  have  to  pay 
during  the  term  of  one  year’s  notice  that  we  have 
to  give  the  company. 

Coun.  WOODS — Mr.  President,  if  I  desired  to 
be  cozy  I  could  sit  in  my  seat  and  not  vote,  or 
vote  with  the  majority.  But  I  believe  this  is  a 
question  where  every  man  should  go  on  record 
and  give  his  views,  whatever  they  may  be.  I 
for  one  have  carefully  watched  this  matter  during 
all  the  hearings.  I  attended  every  hearing  we 
held.  And  I  want  to  say  that  I  think  this  is  the 
fairest  contract  the  City  of  Boston  will  ever  get 
from  the  Edison  Company.  Their  reduction 
from  $103  a  lamp  to  $87  a  lamp  is  based  on  what? 
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It  is  based  on  the  presumption  that  with  the 
improvements  they  can  get  in  the  next  ten  years 
they  can  lower  their  rate.  Otherwise  what  excuse 
have  they  to-day  for  charging  $103,  unless  they 
have  the  benefit  of  the  improvements?  They 
also  propose  to  give  the  city  two-thirds  of  the 
benefits  of  any  improvements  that  may  come. 
And  then  we  have  the  arbitration  by  which  if 
any  reduction  in  price  comes  we  get  the  benefit 
of  it.  Now  I  do  not  see,  for  the  life  of  me,  why 
we  should  squander  $130,000/ — $80,000  a  year. 
That  would  put  100  men  to  work  for  the  City 
of  Boston  for  a  year,  $80,000  alone.  I  do  not 
propose  to  stand  here  and  vote  to  squander  that 
$80,000.  I  believe  that  the  Commissioner  of 
Public  Works  was  appointed  as  a  competent  and 
an  efficient  man.  This  man  made  the  contract, 
and  if  he  is  not  efficient  he  ought  to  be  removed. 
I  think  he  made  the  best  possible  price  that  he 
could  get.  I  think  the  Mayor  has  indorsed 
it  and  gone  over  this  situation  carefully  and  has 
tried  to  arrive  at  the  lowest  cost.  Now  I  want 
to  say  right  here  that  I  propose  to  uphold  Mayor 
Curley  in  anything  that  he  may  want  from  this 
City  Council  as  long  as  he  is  right.  But  if  he 
is  wrong  I  am  ready  to  vote  against  him  as  well 
as  any  other  member.  But  I  was  elected  on  the 
Curley  platform  and  I  propose  to  uphold  him  in 
anything  that  may  come  up  for  the  benefit  of 
the  interests  of  the  whole  City  of  Boston  as  long 
as  it  is  right.  But  if  he  proposes  to  put  up  any¬ 
thing  here  that  is  wrong  I  am  ready  to  vote  against 
him,  and  the  first  one  to  do  it.  Now  as  far  as 
the  labor  question  goes  in  this  matter,  I  want  to 
say  this:  I  will  take  my  hat  off  to  nobody  in  the 
matter  of  labor.  In  my  experience  in  politics 
and  my  dealings  with  labor  I  have  always  had 
union  labor  working  for  me;  and  in  the  last 
campaign  I  got  into  union  meetings  that  no  one 
else  could  get  into.  I  was  always  the  first  one  to 
consider  the  raising  of  the  price  of  labor  when 
it  was  brought  to  me  in  connection  with  my  coal 
business;  I  want  to  say  that  the  use  of  my 
theatre  was  open  to  the  Boston  Elevated  work¬ 
men  at  all  times,  and  the  use  of  my  halls.  And 
I  have  always  been  for  labor.  If  I  could  help 
the  labor  men  to-morrow  to  get  their  rights  from 
the  Edison  Company  I  would  vote  against  this 
contract.  But  no  matter  whether  you  vote 
against  this  or  for  it,  that  isn’t  going  to  right 
their  situation  with  the  Edison  Company.  If 
there  was  anything  that  could  be  done  to  help 
the  labor  men  I  would  do  it.  And  it  is  the  first 
time  in  history  I  ever  heard  labor  men  advocate 
labor-saving  devices  to  put  themselves  out  of 
work,  as  they  did  at  the  meetings  here,  to  put  in 
nitrogen  lamps.  The  “Wage  Earner”  says  that 
there  are  three  classes  of  labor, — the  men  that 
belong  to  the  unions  and  pay  their  dues  and  go 
along  peacefully;  and  then  there  are  the  dele¬ 
gates  that  all  the  time  are  making  disturbances 
and  trying  to  create  disaffection  amongst  the 
members;  and  then  there  is  a  class  of  people  that 
won’t  belong  to  any  labor  organization  and  upset 
the  principles  of  the  others.”  That  is  from  a 
labor  paper,  and  I  think  it  is  true  in  a  great  many 
cases.  But  I  want  to  say  that  my  action  in  voting 
for  this  contract — I  know  I  am  in  the  minority, 
but  I  always  believe  in  upholding  what  I  believe 
in — I  don’t  think  it  will  make  a  particle  of  difference 
to  labor  unions  or  to  labor  men  that  know  me. 
There  is  no  question  but  that  $87.53  is  a  fair 
price — nobody  disputes  that.  They  talk  about 
the  Chamber  of  Commerce.  That  is  all  right, 
talking  about  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  being 
against  it.  I  am  a  member  of  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce  and  I  am  not  against  it,  even  if  my 
brother  Coleman  is,  and  he  is  against  it.  That 
is.  one  against  one  and  we  are  even.  But  I  want 
to  say  that  this  same  body  of  men  will  vote  to 
pay  a  larger  price  for  electric  lighting  to  the  same 
Edison  Company.  Now  I  think  the  Edison 
Company  is  inclined  to  be  fair  in  this,  if  they 
were  never  fair  in  anything  else.  I  disagree  with 
them  on  their  labor  methods.  As  my  brother 
over  there  says  the  action  of  the  Edison  Company 
towards  the  labor  men  is  wrong,  and  I  agree  with 
him.  I  wish  to-morrow  I  could  go  to  the  Edison 
Company  and  see  if  we  couldn’t  straighten  it 
out.  But  that  we  can’t  do.  If  there  was  any 
means  of  voting  for  it  I  would  vote  for  it  to-day — 
if  I  could  bring  that  to  a  head — but  I  can’t.  We 
are  confronted  with  $130,000  loss  to  the  city 
and  I  don’t  know  what  excuse  any  man  can  give 
to  the  people  of  Boston  why  he  voted  $80,000 
away  when  he  could  have  saved  it.  I  don’t 
know  what  excuse  I  could  give  to  labor  organi¬ 


zations  or  anybody  else.  Here  is  the  opportunity 
to  save  $80,000, — there  is  no  question  about  that 
in  anybody’s  mind, — and  as  representing  the 
taxpayers  of  Boston  I  don’t  see  how  any  man 
can  vote  against  it.  But  that  is  merely  a  matter 
of  opinion.  They  have  that  right.  I  think  the 
contract  is  a  good  one,  and  I  am  sorry  that  the 
members  of  this  body  do  not  think  as  I  do  because 
I  think  if  the  contract  was  passed  we  could  go 
to  the  Edison  Company,  or  pass  a  resolution,  and 
say,  “Here,  take  the  hand  of  fellowship  with  the 
organizations;  put  unionism  in  there  and  try 
and  do  what  is  right  by  them;  we  are  willing  to 
go  the  limit  with  you.”  I  think  there  is  no  ques¬ 
tion  that  that  would  help.  But  this  doesn’t 
better  the  situation.  I  can’t  see  for  a  minute 
that  it  does.  If  it  did,  as  I  said  before,  it  would 
be  all  right.  Now  the  counsel  for  the  Electrical 
Workers’  Union  is  one  of  the  dearest  friends  I 
have  on  earth,  and  I  would  go  a  great  ways  for 
him,  but  I  couldn’t  conscientiously  stand  up  here 
and  vote  to  do  away  with  $80,000  when  we  have 
a  chance  to  save  it.  Now,  Mr.  Chairman,  I 
want  to  say  that  I  am  going  to  put  myself  on 
record  as  voting  for  it  because  I  think  I  am  con¬ 
scientiously,  honestly,  doing  the  duty  I  was  elected 
to  do. 

Coun.  ATTRIDGE — The  gentleman  on  my  left, 
on  this  side  of  the  Chamber,  said  that  I  made  no 
statement  regarding  labor.  I  desire  to  correct 
him  and  say  that  I  did  make  a  statement  regarding 
labor.  I  said  that  the  original  contract  as  drawn 
did  not  provide  for  citizens  of  Boston,  and  I  said 
that  the  contract  should  provide  for  citizens  of 
Boston  to  get  preference  in  employment  because 
the  citizens  of  Boston  pay  the  bill.  And  further, 
regarding  the  attitude  of  this  company  toward 
union  labor  all  I  have  to  say  is  this,  that  I  think 
the  officials  of  the  company  are  very  unwise  in 
discriminating  against  these  men.  if  they  were 
sensible  they  would  allow  these  men  to  join  their 
respective  craft  organizations  without  discrimina¬ 
tion.  I  think  that  will  correct  the  statement  that 
the  gentleman  made  on  this  side. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE — I  am  perfectly  satis¬ 
fied  with  the  correction  as  made,  but  I  quite  under¬ 
stood  that  the  gentleman  had  made  reference  to  the 
labor  clause  of  the  contract.  I  may  not  have  made 
myself  clearly  understood.  The  reference  that  I 
intended  to  make  was  to  the  union  labor.  I  failed 
to  hear  anything  with  reference  to  the  union 
laborers  who  had  appeared  before  this  body  at  the 
hearings  claiming  that  the  Edison  Company  was 
unfair  to  labor.  . 

Coun.  ATTRIDGE — All  I  desire  to  say,  Mr. 
President,  is  that  in  my  opinion  every  man  should 
be  allowed  the  right  to  affiliate  without  discrimina¬ 
tion  the  organization  of  his  respective  craft. 

The  question  came  on  approving  the  contract. 
Yeas  2,  nays  4,  Coun.  Ballantyne  and  Woods  voting 
yea  and  Coun.  Attridge,  Coleman,  McDonald  and 
Watson  voting  nay,  and  the  contract  was  rejected. 

Coun.  WATSON — I  would  like  to  ask  unanimous 
consent  to  make  a  statement. 

President  McDONALD — No  objection  being 
heard,  Coun.  Watson  is  given  consent. 

Coun.  WATSON — I  would  like  to  suggest  this: 
I  understood  that  one  of  the  councilors  who  is  ill 
at  home  had  left  a  message  with  one  member  of 
the  Council  to  make  a  statement  in  the  event  of 
this  contract  being  considered  in  his  absence. 


LEGAL  NOTICE,  LIGHTING  CONTRACT. 

Coun.  COLEMAN  called  up  assignment  No.  3, 
viz.: 

3.  Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be 
requested  to  give  to  the  Edison  Electric  Illuminat¬ 
ing  Company  the  legal  notice  required  under  the 
terms  of  the  contract  between  the  City  of  Boston 
and  said  company  for  lighting  the  streets  of  said 
city,  dated  May  5,  1909,  that  is  required  to  termi¬ 
nate  said  contract.  The  clause  in  said  contract 
requiring  said  notice  is  as  follows:  “And  Said 
Municipality  Agrees  to  be  bound  by  the  Street 
Lighting  Terms  and  Conditions  of  the  Company, 
printed  herewith,  except  as  aforesaid,  and  to  pay 
the  prices  called  for  in  the  Company’s  Schedule 
M  C  5,  printed  herewith,  until  April  1,  1914,  and 
thereafter  until  one  year  after  written  notice  by 
either  party  to  the  other  of  its  election  to  terminate 
this  agreement,  which  notice  may  be  given  at  any 
time  after  the  beginning  of  the  one-year  period 
next  preceding  the  expiration  '  of  the  original 
period  above  fixed.” 

The  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the  order. 
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Coun.  BALLANTYNE— I  would  like  to  ask 
the  councilor  on  my  right,  Mr.  Coleman,  if  in  the 
event  of  the  Mayor  acting  upon  the  request  of  the 
Council  it  would  be  binding  upon  the  city  to  take 
the  electric  lighting  at  that  price  for  one  year  or 
whether  or  not  further  investigation  would  be  made 
in  the  matter?  It  says,  “To  give  the  Edison  Com¬ 
pany  one  year’s  notice  in  accordance  with  the  terms 
of  the  contract.” 

Coun.  COLEMAN — Mr.  President,  I  presume 
that  we  would  have  to  pay  the  price  of  $103,  that 
we  are  paying  now,  but  I  should  hope  that  the 
Executive  Committee  would  take  some  action  to 
take  up  the  matter  further  with  the  Edison  Com¬ 
pany  at  once. 

Coun.  WATSON — I  think,  the  hour  being  late 
and  we  not  being  very  well  acquainted  with  the 
matter — I  am  not — I  move  to  refer  it  back  again 
to  the  Executive  Committee. 

Coun.  ATTRIDGE — I  trust  that  this  matter 
will  not  be  so  referred,  Air.  President.  The  City 
Council  to-day  took  definite  action.  It  refused  to 
approve  the  contract  which  was  proposed  by  the 
Edison  Company,  by  the  Alayor  and  the  Commis¬ 
sioner  of  Public  Works.  Now  it  is  time  for  the 
Council  to  take  some  action  and  they  request  the 
Alayor  to  give  to  the  Edison  Company  the  notice 
to  terminate  this  contract,  this  one-year  contract. 
Then  if  that  order  passes  I  will  put  in  an  order 
calling  upon  his  Honor  the  Alayor  to  petition  the 
Board  of  Gas  and  Electric  Light  Commissioners  to 
investigate  the  matter  of  street  lighting  in  Boston, 
under  chapter  742  of  the  Acts  of  1914.  Now  is 
the  time  for  the  Council  to  act.  We  have  refused 
to  approve  the  contract.  Now  let  us  go  further 
and  get  some  results  to  the  city. 

Coun.  WATSON — I  do  not  desire  to  contest 
with  the  gentleman  opposite  me  in  the  matter. 
I  do  not  see  any  harm  to  come  from  passing  it  or 
referring  it.  But  as  to  the  order  that  wrill  follow 
it  I  don’t  see  why  we  should  pass  an  order  request¬ 
ing  the  Mayor  to  do  it.  He  and  I  and  eight  of 
the  citizens  can  do  it.  It  isn’t  necessary  to  request 
the  Mayor,  I  understand. 

Coun.  WOODS — Air.  President,  I  hope  this 
matter  will  be  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 
I  don’t  believe  in  tying  the  city  up  for  another  year 
for  $103  a  lamp.  I  believe  if  this  was  referred  to 
the  Executive  Committee,  now  that  the  contract 
has  been  rejected,  that  we  could  get  the  Alayor  and 
probably  the  Edison  Company  will  waive  its 
rights  and  cancel  the  contract  and  get  a  new 
contract  that  will  meet  with  the  wants  of  the 
Council.  If  we, pass  this  order  the  Edison  Com¬ 
pany  can  hold  us  for  another  year.  Now  I  don’t 
propose  to  pay  $103  to  the  Edison  Company  or 
help  them  to  get  it.  I  don’t  know  what  the  idea 
of  some  people  is,  to  pass  such  an  order.  I  hope  it 
will  be  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee  and 
we  will  get  in  touch  with  the  Alayor  at  that  meeting, 
because  I  think  the  Alayor  wants  to  save  the  city 
some  money.  We  probably  will  make  some  terms 
with  the  Edison  Company.  We  may  have  to  pay 
$90  for  a  five-year  contract.  I  hope  this  will  be 
referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

Coun.  ATTRIDGE — Regarding  the  statement 
made  by  the  gentleman  on  the  other  side  of  the 
Chamber  that  ten  citizens  of  Boston  could  petition 
the  Board  of  Gas  and  Electric  Light  Commissioners, 
I  desire  to  read,  and  I  will  read,  quoting  a  section 
of  the  Acts  of  1914,  chapter  742,  which  says  that 
his  Honor  the  Alayor  may  petition  the  Board  of 
Gas  and  Electric  Light  Commissioners  to  investi¬ 
gate  the  price  of  electricity  sold  and  delivered  to 
the  City  of  Boston,  and  it  is  as  follows: 

Chapter  121  of  the  Revised  Laws,  section  34,  as 
amended  by  chapter  742  of  the  Acts  of  1914: 

“  Upon  the  complaint  in  writing  of  the  Mayor  of 
a  city  or  the  selectmen  of  a  town  in  which  a  gas 
or  electric  company  is  operated,  or  of  twenty 
customers  thereof,  either  as  to  the  quality  or  price 
of  the  gas  or  electricity  sold  and  delivered,  the 
board  shall  notify  said  company  by  leaving  at  its 
office  a  copy  of  such  complaint  and  shall  thereupon, 
after  notice,  give  a  public  hearing  to  such  peti¬ 
tioners  and  said  company,  and  after  said  hearing 
may  order  any  reduction  in  the  price  of  gas  or 
electricity  or  an  improvement  in  the  quality 
thereof.” 

Air.  President,  this  distinguishes  in  my  opinion 
between  the  city,  which  is  a  public  corporation, 
and  the  individuals  who  might  be  using  electricity 
for  their  own  particular  purpose.  That  is  chapter 
742  of  the  Acts  of  this  year,  Mr.  President,  and  it  is 
very  specific,  that  the  mayor  of  a  city  must  peti¬ 
tion  the  Board  of  Gas  and  Electric  Light  Commis¬ 
sioners  for  the  investigation. 


Coun.  COLEMAN — No  one  supposes  that  a  new' 
contract,  when  it  is  made,  will  be  for  this  same 
amount,  $103.47,  but  for  a  lesser  amount,  and  if  it 
should  be  made  for  $87.50  or  any  amount  less  than 
that,  the  amount  saved  per  week  would  be  about 
a  thousand  dollars.  Now  if  we  pass  this  motion 
now,  so  far  as  our  responsibility  is  concerned,  we 
will  be  relieved  from  the  obligation  of  paying  out 
on  account  of  the  city  at  the  rate  of  a  thousand 
dollars  a  week  more  than  we  need  to  pay.  The 
Mayor  may  not  accept  our  suggestion,  but  as  far  as 
our  responsibility  is  concerned  our  skirts  will  be 
cleared. 

Coun.  WATSON — In  view  of  what  the  councilor 
opposite  has  said  of  the  method  w'hereby  the  Gas 
and  Electric  Light  Commissioners  can  be  petitioned, 
I  agree  wdth  him  that  the  Alayor  alone  has  power. 
I  am  willing  to  withdraw  my  motion  to  refer  to  the 
Executive  Committee  if  there  is  no  objection. 

Coun.  WOODS— -I  object. 

Coun.  WATSON — I  will  vote  against  the 
motion  then. 

The  question  came  on  the  motion  to  refer  to  the 
Executive  Committee,  and  the  motion  was  lost. 

The  question  then  came  on  the  passage  of  the 
order,  and  the  order  was  passed. 


PURCHASE  OF  LAND. 

President  McDONALD  called  up  unfinished 
business,  No.  2,  viz.: 

2.  Ordered,  That  under  the  provisions  of 
chapter  261  of  the  Acts  of  1893  the  City  Auditor 
be  and  he  hereby  is  authorized  to  transfer  the  sum 
of  one  hundred  forty  thousand  six  hundred  dollars 
($140,600)  from  the  receipts  from  the  sale  of  city 
property  to  an  appropriation  for  the  purchase  of 
land  bounded  by  Hemenway  street,  Huntington 
entrance  to  the  Back  Bay  Park,  the  Fenway,  the 
Forsyth  Dental  Infirmary,  .and  a  common  passage¬ 
way  extending  from  Hemenway  street,  containing 
43,263  square  feet,  more  or  less,  to  be  used  for  park 
purposes. 

On  August  10  the  foregoing  order  was  read  once 
and  passed,  yeas  6,  nays  0. 

The  order  was  given  its  final  reading  and  passed, 
yeas  6. 


VESSELS  AND  BALLAST. 

President  AlcDONALD  called  up  assignment, 
No.  4,  viz.: 

4.  An  Ordinance  Concerning  Vessels  and  Ballast. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston, 
as  follows: 

Chapter  forty-one  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of 
1898  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  at  the  end 
thereof  the  following,  to  be  numbered  section  11, 
viz.: 

Section  11.  Whoever  violates  any  of  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  sections  six  or  seven  of  this  chapter  shall 
be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  one  hundred 
dollars  for  each  offence. 

The  ordinance  was  passed. 


FINANCE. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE,  for  the  Committee  on 
Finance,  submitted  a  report  on  message  of  Mayor 
and  order  (referred  July  13)  for  loan  of  $150,000 
for  high  pressure  fire  service — that  the  order  ought 
to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  order  wras  given 
its  first  reading  and  passed,  yeas  6. 

The  order  will  take  its  final  reading  not  less  than 
fourteen  days  from  date. 


COUNTY  ACCOUNTS. 

Coun.  ATTRIDGE,  for  the  Committee  on 
County  Accounts,  submitted  report  on  pay  roll  of 
Register  of  Deeds  (referred  to-day)  for  approval  of 
pay  roll  from  July  27  to  August  24,  amounting  to 
$3,626.97 — that  the  same  be  approved. 

Report  accepted;  pay  roll  approved  and  ordered 
paid. 

PRICE  OF  LIGHTING. 

Coun.  ATTRIDGE  offered  an  order — That 
under  the  provisions  of  chapter  742  of  the  Acts  of 
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tho  year  1914  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested 
to  petition  the  Board  of  Gas  and  Electric  Light 
Commissioners  to  investigate  the  price  of  electricity 
sold  and  delivered  to  the  City  of  Boston  by  the 
Edison  Electric  Illuminating  Company. 

Coun.  COLEMAN — -I  move  that  the  order  be 
referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

Coun.  ATTRIDGE — I  trust  that  this  order  will 
not  be  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee.  I 
think  this  is  the  next  step  that  the  City  Council 
could  take.  It  first  rejected  the  proposed  contract. 
It  then  called  upon  the  Mayor  to  give  notice  to 
the  Edison  Company  of  the  termination  of  the 
contract  which  has  been  in  existence  since  1909. 
Now  this  Council  should  say  to  the  Mayor,  “We 
desire  that  you  petition  the  Board  of  Gas  and 
Electric  Light  Commissioners  for  an  investigation 
of  the  price.”  Mr.  President,  I  trust  that  this 
reference  will  not  prevail. 

Coun.  COLEMAN — This  may  be  the  next  step 
but,  on  the  other  hand,  we  may  want  to  proceed 
by  means  of  an  investigation  that  is  our  own,  as 
was  suggested  in  the  discussion  in  the  Executive 
Committee  to-day,  and  nothing  would  be  lost  by 
postponing  the  matter  for  a  week  or  two  until  the 
Council  meets. 

Coun.  WOODS — Mr.  President.  I  hope  because 
we  are  in  the  majority  we  are  not  going  to  try  to 
force  everything  dowm  our  throats.  I  hope  we 
wTill  get  a  chance  to  look  at  this.  The  councilor 
may  have  had  time  and  had  it  all  prepared — the 


gentleman  who  introduced  the  order — but  I  think, 
in  fairness,  we  ought  to  have  a  chance  to  look 
into  it. 

The  question  came  on  the  motion  to  refer  the 
order  to  the  Executive  Committee,  and  the  rnotion 
wras  passed  and  the  order  referred. 


PRINTING  OF  ORDINANCES. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE  offered  an  order — That 
the  Corporation  Counsel  be  authorized  to  prepare 
and  submit,  in  print,  to  the  City  Council,  a  revision 
of  the  ordinances  of  the  City  of  Boston,  the  ex¬ 
pense  of  printing  the  same  to  be  charged  to  the 
Appropriation  for  City  Documents. 

Passed. 


GENERAL  RECONSIDERATION. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE  moved  a  general  recon¬ 
sideration  on  all  business  transacted  at  the  meeting, 
hoping  that  the  same  would  not  prevail.  Lost. 


Adjourned  at  6.45  p.  m.,  on  motion  of  Coun. 
ATTRIDGE,  to  meet  on  Monday,  August  31,  at 
three  o’clock  p.  m.

PAYMENT  TO  POLICE  OFFICER— VETO. 


The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 

Office  of  the  Mayor,  August  31,  1914. 
To  the  City  Council: 

I  return  herewith  without  my  approval,  for  the 
reasons  hereinafter  stated,  the  order  of  the  City 
Council  for  the  payment  of  $2,116.50  to  Charles 
W.  Miller,  a  police  officer,  as  reimbursement  for 
fees  of  attorneys  who  defended  him  in  a  criminal 
prosecution  growing  out  of  the  performance  of  his 
duties.  In  the  inclosed  opinion  of  the  Corpora¬ 
tion  Counsel  he  states  that  there  is  no  legal 
authority  for  such  payment  by  the  city,  which  is 
unfortunate,  as  Miller’s  case  is  a  meritorious  one. 

It  is  just  as  much  of  a  hardship  upon  a  police 
officer  to  pay  expenses  of  a  criminal  prosecution 
as  it  is  to  pay  the  expenses  of  a  civil  suit  arising 
from  the  same  cause,  and  as  a  city  is  authorized 
to  reimburse  an  officer  for  the  expenses  of  a  civil 
suit,  rhere  should  be  authority  to  pay  the  expenses 
of  a  criminal  prosecution.  I  think  it  would  be 
proper  to  introduce  a  general  bill  in  the  next 
Legislature  authorizing  cities  and  towns  to  pay 
such  expenses,  and  if  the  City  Council  agrees 
with  me  I  shall  have  such  a  bill  introduced.

Dear  Sir, — On  August  26,  1914,  I  received  a 
letter  from  your  secretary  as  follows: 

“The  City  Council,  at  its  meeting  August  10, 
passed  an  order  reimbursing  Patrolman  Charles 


W.  Miller  for  expenses  incurred  by  him  in  suit 
on  account  of  expenses  to  the  amount  of  $2,116.50 
in  connection  with  suit  on  account  of  acts  as  a 
police  officer.  Will  you  please  submit  opinion  as 
to  legal  liability  of  city  in  this  instance?-’ 

In  reponse  thereto  I  submit  the  following 
opinion:  There  is  no  authority  for  the  payment 
by  the  city  of  the  bills  of  the  attorneys  for  legal 
services  rendered  to  Patrolman  Miller  in  his 
defenoe  against  a  criminal  charge  unless  it  is 
found  in  Statutes  1906,  chapter  291,  sections  8,  9, 
or  Revised  Laws,  chapter  26,  section  21.  Under 
section  8  of  the  Statute  of  1906  the  city  is  re¬ 
quired  to  pay,  upon  requisition  by  the  Police 
Commissioner,  all  incidental  expenses  incurred  in 
the  performance  of  the  duties  of  the  Police  Com¬ 
missioner,  or  in  the  administration  of  police. 

1  do  not  think  that  the  hiring  of  attorneys  to 
defend  patrolmen  on  criminal  charges  is  one  of 
the  duties  of  the  commissioner,  or  is  legally  a 
part  of  the  administration  of  the  police;  therefore 
the  city  is  not  authorized  to  pay  under  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  section  8  of  said  statute. 

Under  section  9  of  said  Statute  of  1906  the 
city  is  required  to  pay,  on  requisition  by  the  Police 
Commissioner,  for  legal  assistance,  deemed  neces¬ 
sary  by  him,  in  the  performance  of  his  duties. 
The  defence  of  a  patrolman  on  criminal  charges 
does  not  seem  to  be  part  of  the  duties  of  the  com¬ 
missioner,  and  in  this  case  evidently  it  was  not 
deemed  by  him  part  of  his  duty  as  he  did  not  hire 
the  attorneys  who  defended  Patrolman  Miller. 
Consequently  the  city  is  not  authorized  to  pay 
under  the  provisions  of  section  9  of  said  statute. 

Under  Revised  Laws,  chapter  26,  section  21, 
the  city  is  authorized  to  indemnify  a  police  officer 
for  expenses  or  damages  sustained  by  him  while 
acting  as  a  police  officer,  or  incurred  by  him  in 
the  defence  or  settlement  of  an  action  brought 
against  him  for  acts  done  by  him  in  the  perform-  • 
ance  of  his  duty  as  a  police  officer.  I  think  this 
statute  was  intended  by  the  Legislature  to  pro¬ 
vide  for  the  reimbursement  of  a  police  officer  for 
expenses  incurred  or  paid  by  him  on  account  of 
injuries  received  while  performing  his  duty,  and 
for  expenses  or  damages  incurred  or  paid  by  him 
in  the  defence  or  settlement  of  an  action  for 
damages.  If  the  Legislature  had  intended  to 
provide  for  reimbursement  of  police  officers  for 
expenses  incurred  in  defending  a  criminal  prosecu¬ 
tion  it  could  have  made  its  meaning  clear  by 
adding  a  few  words  to  said  section,  but  it  did 
not  do  so,  and  in  my  opinion  the  word  “action” 
as  used  in  this  statute  cannot  be  construed  to 
include  criminal  prosecutions. 

In  my  opinion  there  is  no  authority  for  the 
payment  of  this  claim  by  the  city  under  any  of 
these  statutes.

ELECTRIC  LIGHTING  CONTRACT. 

The  following  was  received : 

City  of  Boston, 

Office  of  the  Mayor,  August  31,  1914. 
To  the  City  Council: 

With  reference  to  the  order  passed  by  your 
honorable  body  on  August  24,  1914,  relative  to  the 
lighting  contract  with  the  Edison  Illuminating 
Company,  I  beg  to  state  that  a  compliance  with  this 
order  would  make  necessary  the  payment  by  the 
City  of  Boston  during  the  next  year  of  $103.54  per 
lamp,  even  though  the  Gas  and  Electric  Light 
Commission  on  investigation  should  determine  this 
price  to  be  excessive. 

I  am  not  responsible  for  the  unfortunate  pre¬ 
dicament  in  which  the  city  is  at  present  placed. 

Under  the  existing  contract  it  was  the  duty  of  the 
municipality,  through  its  chief  executive,  in  the 
twelve  months  prior  to  April  of  1913,  to  request 
the  Gas  and  Electric  Light  Commission  to  fix  a 
lower  rate  than  $103.54.  If  the  city’s  rights  had 
been  protected  by  such  action  it  would  be  unnec¬ 
essary  to  pay  the  present  rate  of  $103.54  for  another 
year. 

The  increase  in  the  cost  of  conducting  the  various 
activities  of  the  municipality  resulting  from  the 
depression  occasioned  by  the  war  in  Europe 
demands  that  every  effort  be  made  to  conserve 
the  people’s  money,  with  which  you  and  I  are 
charged  with  expending,  and  I  do  not  propose 
that  political  consequences  or  manufactured 
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clamor  shall  force  me  to  hastily  accept  and  act  upon 
a  question  of  such  financial  importance  to  the 
people  as  the  pending  one. 

Certain  members  of  the  Gas  and  Electric  Light 
Commission  who  have  been  absent  from  the  city 
upon  vacations  are  expected  to  return  during  the 
coming  week,  and  I  have  requested  Corporation 
Counsel  John  A.  Sullivan  and  Commissioner  of 
Public  Works  Louis  K.  Rourke  to  confer  with  the 
Gas  and  Electric  Light  Commission  with  a  view 
to  securing  the  fullest  possible  information  relative 
to  the  pending  question.  Upon  receipt  of  such 
information  I  will  again  take  up  with  the  officials 
of  the  Edison  Illuminating  Company  the  question 
of  a  new  contract  that  will  merit  the  approval  of 
your  honorable  body  and  myself.

receiving  the  permit,  such  nayment  to  be  made  in 
advance  on  the  basis  of  the  commissioner’s  estimate 
or  during  the  progress  or  after  the  completiop  of 
the  restoration  as  the  commissioner  may  elect.

The  matter  of  widening  Washington  street  in 
the  West  Roxbury  district,  extending  northerly 
from  La  Grange  street,  has  been  a  matter  of 
extended  consideration  by  the  Finance  Commis¬ 
sion  in  connection  with  previous  acts  of  the 
Legislature  and  bills  before  legislative  com¬ 
mittees.  The  Finance  Commission  has  recognized 
the  urgent  necessity  of  improving  that  portion  of 
the  street  between  La  Grange  street  and  Metro¬ 
politan  avenue,  but  has  been  obliged  to  oppose 
previous  legislative  acts  and  bills  authorizing 
such  improvement,  on  the  ground  that  such  bills 
contemplated  an  unnecessarily  wide  street  with 
consequent  excessive  expense,  and  because  the 
provisions  of  such  bills  placed  an  undue  share  of 
the  expense  of  construction  of  the  street  on  the 
City  of  Boston. 

Two  exhaustive  reports  have  been  submitted 
by  the  Finance  Commission  as  follows: 

1.  A  communication  to  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  relating  to  the  question  whether  chapter 
527,  Acts  of  1910,  requiring  the  construction  as 
a  state  highway  of  a  part  of  Washington  street, 
West  Roxbury,  should  be  accepted  by  the  City 
Council.  This  report,  dated  December  8,  1910, 
may  be  found  on  pages  175  to  192,  inclusive,  of 
Volume  VI.  of  the  Finance  Commission’s  Report 
for  the  year  1910. 

2.  Report  to  the  Committee  on  Roads  and 
Bridges  of  the  Massachusetts  Legislature  in  rela¬ 
tion  to  the  extension  of  Washington  street,  West 
Roxbury,  as  a  state  highway,  contained  on  pages 
53  to  55,  inclusive,  of  Volume  IX.,  Finance  Com¬ 
mission’s  Report  for  the  year  1913. 

A  reading  of  the  reports  referred  to  will  show 
that  the  Finance  Commission’s  objections  to  the 
improvement  of  the  street  were  because  it  con¬ 
sidered  that  the  acts  provided  for  a  street  of 
excessive  width,  and  because  an  undue  portion  of 
the  expense  of  the  construction,  as  provided, 
would  accrue  to  the  City  of  Boston,  rather  than 
because  it  considered  the  improvement  of  the 
street  unnecessary. 

The  commission  believed  that  whenever  the 
street  was  widened  it  should  be  constructed  by  the 
City  of  Boston  under  the  act  providing  for  laying 
out  of  streets  by  the  Street  Commissioners, 
chapter  393  of  the  Acts  of  1906,  and  that  a  width 
of  60  feet,  including  sidewalks,  would  be  sufficient 
for  the  demands  of  future  traffic. 

The  principal  reasons  for  the  commission’s 
recommendations  are  given  in  the  reports  above 
referred  to,  and  there  seems  to  have  been  no 
recent  developments  to  warrant  a  change  in  the 
commission’s  recommendations. 

There  is,  however,  a  particular  reason  which  has 
not  been  mentioned  in  any  of  the  previous  reports 
of  the  Finance  Commission,  wffiy  the  portion  of  the 
street  whose  widening  is  contemplated  in  the  act 
under  consideration  should  not  be  as  great  as  for 
other  parts  of  the  street,  especially  those  portions 
between  La  Grange  street  and  the  Dedham  line, 
and  between  Forest  Hills  and  South  and  Ashland 
streets. 

The  portion  of  the  street  between  Ashland 
street  and  La  Grange  street,  which  includes  the 
portion  in  question,  has  no  connecting  thorough¬ 
fares  which  contribute  materially  to  the  traffic. 
It  has  unavoidably  steep  grades,  so  that  teaming 
and  automobile  traffic  will  take  other  routes 
between  the  points  mentioned  if  possible.  As  a 
result,  much  of  the  traffic  of  Washington  street 
enters  the  street  through  La  Grange  street  and 
Grove  street,  and  when  the  proposed  parkway 
through  West  Roxbury  is  constructed  it  will  enter 


Washington  street  at  the  corner  of  La  Grange 
street.  It  is  clear  that  this  parkway  will  divert 
practically  all  pleasure  vehicle  traffic  from  that 
portion  of  Washington  street  north  of  La  Grange 
street. 

The  only  authority  conferred  by  the  act  under 
consideration,  beyond  that  already  possessed  by 
the  city  under  chapter  393  of  the  Acts  of  1906,  is 
the  power  to  take  a  portion  of  the  park  lands  near 
the  corner  of  La  Grange  street.  The  city  already 
owns  the  land  which  will  allow  the  construction  of 
the  street  at  a  width  of  60  feet  without  taking  such 
park  lands. 

The  commission  recommends  that  the  act  under 
consideration  be  rejected  and  that  the  portion  of 
Washington  street  in  question  be  constructed 
under  the  general  law,  chapter  393  of  the  Acts  of 
1906,  with  a  width  of  60  feet,  and  that  an  appro¬ 
priation  for  the  work  be  made  by  the  City  Council 
whenever  money  is  available.

I  do  that  simply 
for  the  purpose  of  getting  more  information  re¬ 
garding  this  particular  act  and  the  working  of  it. 
I  also  would  like  to  find  out  from  the  Board  of 
Street  Commissioners  what  it  would  cost  the  city 
to  build  a  street  of  varying  widths,  from  60  to  100 
feet.  I  understand  that  if  a  street  60  feet  in 
width  were  built  no  city  land  or  no  private  land 
would  be  taken.  I  understand  that  if  it  were 
over  60  feet  in  width  some  private  land  would 
have  to  be  taken.  I  would  like  to  know  from  the 
Board  of  Street  Commissioners  if  a  street  were  to 
be  built  to  a  width  exceeding  60  feet  what  the 
cost  would  be.  Under  this  particular  act,  if  it  is 
accepted  by  the  city  or  the  City  Council,  the 
treasurer  has  the  right,  without  the  approval  or 
vote  of  the  City  Council,  to  issue  bonds  to  the 
extent  authorized  by  the  taking  made  by  the 
Board  of  Street  Commissioners.  Simply  for  the 
purpose  of  getting  some  more  information  regard¬ 
ing  this  act  and  its  operation  I  move  you,  sir,  that 
the  order  be  recommitted  to  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee. 

Coun.  WOODS — 4  have  no  objection  to  its 
laying  over  for  a  week.  The  only  reason  I  rise  at 
this  time  is  that  Coun.  Watson  asked  to  have  it 
reported  back  and  he  is  very  much  interested  in 
it  but  he  has  been  obliged  to  leave,  and  I  wanted 
to  make  the  suggestion  in  deference  to  him.

GIFT  OF  LAND,  DORCHESTER. 

The  following  was  received:

Office  of  the  Mayor,  September,  28,  1914. 

To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — I  transmit  herewith  a  communica¬ 
tion  from  Thomas  C.  Bachelder  in  behalf  of  the 
trustees  under  the  will  of  Charles  H.  Greenwood, 
late  of  Boston,  deceased,  offering  to  the  city  a 
parcel  of  land  at  the  corner  of  Harvard  and  Glen¬ 
way  streets,  in  the  Dorchester  district,  containing 
10,000  square  feet,  and  the  sum  of  thirty-five 
thousand  (35,000)  dollars,  the  land  to  be  used  in 
conjunction  with  other  land  as  a  site  for  a  new 
school  building,  and  the  money  to  be  used  in  the 
construction  thereof;  provided  the  city  will  pur¬ 
chase  from  the  trustees  the  adjoining  lot  contain¬ 
ing  approximately  50,000  square  feet  at  40  cents 
per  square  foot,  and  will  erect  upon  the  land  a 
schoolhouse,  to  contain  a  hall  capable  of  seating 
at  least  500  people,  and  install  therein  a  suitable 
tablet  commemorative  of  the  gift,  which  hall  shall 
be  used  substantially  in  accordance  with  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  said  will  of  Charles  H.  Greenwood. 

The  will  provides  that  this  hall  shall  be  used  for 
elevating,  social  or  religious  gatherings,  or  those 
held  for  the  welfare  of  the  neighborhood  or  the 
public. 


Upon  receipt  of  the  inclosed  communication  I 
requested  the  Schoolhouse  Commissioners  to  in¬ 
vestigate  the  matter  and  report  to  me.  I  am 
informed  by  the  chairman  of  the  commission  that 
the  site  offered  is  within  a  district  designated  by 
the  School  Committee  for  the  erection  of  a  new 
school  building,  is  an  ideal  location  therefor,  and 
that  if  this  gift  is  accepted  the  Schoolhouse  Com¬ 
mission  is  ready  to  purchase  the  adjoining  lot  upon 
the  terms  stated,  and  erect  thereon  a  new  school 
building,  the  cost  of  which  is  to  be  in  part  defrayed 
by  the  said  gift  of  $35,000.  It  appears  that  the 
acceptance  of  this  gift  will  provide  a  large  part  of 
the  cost  of  a  new  school  building  and  that  the 
conditions  of  the  gift  can  be  complied  with  without 
in  any  way  interfering  with  the  use  of  the  building 
as  a  school.

SPECIAL  CONGRESSIONAL  ELECTIONS. 

Coun.  WATSON  submitted  the  following: 
Whereas,  The  tenth  and  eleventh  Massachusetts 
Congressional  districts  are  without  representation 
in  the  popular  branch  of  the  N ational  Congress ;  and 
Whereas,  Several  of  the  great  nations  of  Europe 
are  at  war  with  each  other;  and 

Whereas,  The  United  States  is  now  at  peace  with 
the  world;  and 

Whereas,  There  is  a  possibility  of  this  country 
being  confronted  with  a  condition  that  may  call 
for  action  either  to  act  as  arbitrator  or  to  pass 
upon  a  recommendation  that  President  Wilson 
may  make  to  Congress  before  the  Sixty-Fourth 
Congress  convenes  in  March,  1915;  and 

Whereas,  There  being  vacancies  as  herein  men¬ 
tioned  in  the  tenth  and  eleventh  districts,  and 
unless  said  vacancies  are  filled  at  once  the  500,000 
residents  of  the  tenth  and  eleventh  districts,  or 
one  two-hundredth  of  the  entire  population  of  the 
United  States,  will  be  without  representation  in 
the  popular  branch  of  Congress;  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  of  the  city 
government  of  Boston  is  of  the  opinion,  in  view  of 
the  possibility  of  a  crisis  as  above  mentioned  in  the 
affairs  of  our  country,  that  the  vacancies  herein 
mentioned  be  filled  at  once,  the  objections  of  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  notwithstanding,  and  the 
question  of  dollars  and  cents  should  not  be  con¬ 
sidered  to  the  exclusion  of  principle,  patriotism  and 
duty;  be  it 

Ordered,  That  a  copy  of  these  resolves  be  sent 
to  his  Excellency  David  I.  Walsh. 

The  question  came  on  the  adoption  of  the  pre¬ 
ambles,  resolution  and  order. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  am  going  to 
ask  for  a  suspension  of  the  rule  in  order  that  this 
order  may  go  upon  its  passage  now.  I  do  that  for 
the  purpose  of  expressing  myself  on  the  resolutions. 
The  tenth  and  eleventh  Congressional  districts  are 
to-day  without  representation  in  the  popular 
branch  of  the  national  Congress.  As  the  resolu¬ 
tions  state,  one-half  million  people,  equal  to  one 
two-hundredth  part  of  the  entire  population  of 
these  United  States,  are  to-day  without  a  repre¬ 
sentative  there.  The  vacancies  existing  are  the 
result  of  the  appointment  to  positions  by  the 
President  of  the  two  members  representing  the 
districts.  When  my  resolutions  were  being  read  a 
fellow  councilor  said  I  was  making  a  mistake.  I 
did  not  have  an  opportunity  to  answer  him  at 
that  time;  I  had  no  opportunity  to  consider  what 
argument  he  had  to  back  up  his  statement  that  I 
was  making  a  mistake.  But  I  am  going  to  dis¬ 
count  his  argument  now,  I  think,  by  stating  my 
reasons  for  introducing  these  resolutions.  I 
know,  Mr.  President  and  members  of  the  Council, 
that  the  first  thought  that  occurs  to  the  average 
man’s  mind,  more  particularly  those  of  members 
of  this  Council,  is  that  I  am  sore  over  the  result  of 
last  Tuesday;  also,  that  perhaps  I  have  a  desire 
to  be  a  candidate  for  the  short  term.  Whether  or 
not  I  have  any  desire  or  intention  to  be  a  candidate 
for  the  short  term  in  Congress  in  the  eleventh 
district  in  the  event  of  there  being  a  special  elec¬ 
tion  has  no  bearing  on  these  resolutions.  Had  I 
been  nominated  last  Tuesday,  I  would  also  have 
favored  a  contest  or  election  for  the  short  term  and 
would  have  wanted  to  be  a  candidate.  To-day 
certain  newspapers  in  the  community  are  foment¬ 
ing  or  agitating  trouble,  possibly  warfare,  with  the 
adjoining  republic.  There  is  a  bare  possibility 
that  there  may  be  some  action  taken  by  the  Presi¬ 
dent  of  the  United  States  and  by  Congress  in  the 
matter  of  intervening  in  that  neighboring  republic. 
In  the  eleventh  Congressional  district  is  the  center 
of  wealth  and  influence  in  the  New  England  states, 
Perhaps  no  community  in  the  entire  United 
States  will  be  more  affected  by  being  without 
representation  in  the  popular  branch  of  Congress 


than  the  eleventh  Congressional  district.  It  may 
be,  as  his  Honor  the  Mayor  has  said,  that  two 
Democrats  will  be  elected  from  those  two  districts, 
but  what  guaranty  have  we  got  that  two  Demo¬ 
crats  will  be  elected?  And  what  matters  it  if  a 
Socialist,  a  Progressive  or  a  Republican  is  elected? 
The  district  is  entitled  to  representation  in  Con¬ 
gress.  It  is  barely  possible  that  the  unanimous 
opinion  of  the  voters,  citizens  and  residents  of  the 
eleventh  district  might  be  against  some  action 
that  the  President  might  take  or  some  course  that 
he  might  want  to  take.  It  might  be  that  those 
two  districts  might  decide  by  their  votes  a  contest 
on  the  floor  of  Congress.  His  Honor  the  Mayor 
looks  at  the  question  of  dollars  and  cents,  the 
expense.  I  ask  any  member  of  this  Board  if  he 
does  not  agree  with  me  that  the  question  of  the 
price  of  a  primary  and  election  should  not  inter¬ 
fere  with  our  doing  our  duty?  Dollars  and  cents 
should  not  count.  If  his  Honor  the  Mayor  had 
signified  his  desires  to  the  Governor  of  this  Com¬ 
monwealth  prior  to  last  Friday,  so  that  the  Gov¬ 
ernor  might  have  issued  a  precept,  the  cost  of 
holding  the  primaries  and  elections  would  have  been 
of  little  consequence — a  small  amount,  less  than 
$10,000;  but  by  his  action,  waiting  until  the  last 
gun  was  fired,  I  am  informed  that  it  will  cost 
$21,000  to  hold  the  primaries  and  election.  I 
would  not  care  if  it  cost  $100,000.  I  am  a  resi¬ 
dent,  a  voter  and  a  taxpayer  in  the  eleventh 
Congressional  district.  I  want  to  be  represented 
in  the  present  Congress  in  the  popular  branch. 

I  want  my  views,  if  I  may  say  so,  expressed,  if  I 
can  get  them  expressed  through  a  member  from 
my  district.  I  say,  without  fear  of  contradiction, 
that  had  the  contest  in  the  tenth  district  gone 
another  way  there  would  have  been  a  special 
primary  and  a  special  election  to  fill  the  vacancy. 
No  sour  grapes  on  my  part;  I  am  absolutely  satis¬ 
fied  with  the  result  of  the  primaries.  The  voters  . 
spoke  their  minds.  They  voted;  they  selected 
another,  and  I  propose  to  support  the  Democratic 
candidate  who  defeated  me.  But  I  do  believe  that 
in  the  eleventh  and  tenth  districts  there  should  be 
a  special  primary  and  election  to  fill  the  vacancies 
now  existing.  I  read  in  the.  papers  this  morning 
that  there  is  another  miniature  revolution  on  in 
Mexico,  our  neighboring  republic,  and  that  there 
is  a  desire  on  the  part  of  certain  influences  to  inter¬ 
vene.  I  would  like  to  be  a  member  of  Congress, 
or  I  would  like  some  member  of  Congress  to 
represent  me  in  the  eleventh  district  who  would 
vote  against,  intervening  in  Mexico  or  declaring 
war  on  Mexico.  I  would  like  to  be  represented 
that  way  or  to  take  that  position  myself.  I  am 
going  to  ask  this  Council  to-day  perhaps  not  to 
report  this  resolution  I  have  introduced,  but  to 
report  a  modification  of  it  suggested  to  me  by  the 
member  from  Roxbury  opposite  when  I  consulted 
with  him.  He  is  the  only  member  with  whom  I 
have  had  a  chance  to  consult  on  the  resolution.  I 
now  move  that  it  be  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee  and  trust  that  it  will  be  reported  back 
in  a  modified  form. 

The  preambles,  resolution  and  order  were 
referred  to  the  Executive  Committee.

(14)  Reports  on  messages  of  Mayor  and  commu¬ 
nications  from  Building  Commissioner  concerning 
dilapidated  buildings  at  rear  4  Harvard  avenue, 
Ward  20,  252  Lamartine  street,  Pleasant  street, 
101  West  Fourth  street  and  other  streets — that  no 
further  action  is  necessary. 

Reports  severally  accepted. 

(15)  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  (referred 
to-day)  and  orders  concerning  the  use  of  the 
land  of  George  S.  Smith  at  corner  Shawmut  avenue 
and  Castle  street  as  a  public  market,  said  land  to 
be  used  free  for  an  indefinite  period — that  the 
orders  ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  question  came 
on  the  passage  of  the  orders. 

The  order  accepting  the  offer  of  the  land  was 
passed. 

The  order  establishing  the  market  on  said  land, 
under  supervision  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Markets,  was  assigned  to  the  next  meeting. 

The  order  transferring  the  sum  of  $500  from  the 
Reserve  Fund  to  the  appropriation  for  the  Market 
Department,  to  be  expended  by  the  Superintend¬ 
ent  of  Markets  in  the  preparation  and  establish¬ 
ment  of  a  public  market  at  the  corner  of  Shawmut 
avenue  and  Castle  street,  was  discussed  as  follows; 

Coun.  WATSON  moved  that  the  order  lie  on 
the  table  for  one  week;  declared  lost. 

Coun.  WATSON  doubted  the  vote  and  asked 
for  the  yeas  and  nays. 

The  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  was  lost,  yeas  4, 
nays  5: 

Yeas — Coun.  Ballantyne,  Collins,  Kenny, 

Watson — 4. 

Nays — Coun.  Attridge,  Coleman,  Coulthurst, 
McDonald,  Woods — 5. 

Coun.  WOODS — Mr.  President,  I  move  a  sus¬ 
pension  of  the  rule  that  the  order  may  be  put  upon 
its  passage  at  this  time. 

Coun.  WATSON — -Mr.  President,  I  wish  I 
could  remember  word  for  word  my  statement  made 
in  Executive  Committee  in  order  that  I  might 
duplicate  them  here  now  so  that  they  might  be¬ 
come  a  part  of  the  record  for  reference.  I  am 
opposed  to  this  matter  being  put  through  to-day 
for  the  reason  that  it  is  the  first  time  that  I  have 
had  any  opportunity  to  make  any  inquiry  into  the 
proposition.  I  believe  in  municipal  markets;  I 
believe  in  any  proposition  that  will  lower  the  high 
cost  of  living.  But  I  believe  in  fair  play.  In  the 
Executive  Committee  one  member  of  this  body — • 

I  would  like  to  talk  to  the  gentleman  for  your  ben¬ 
efit — in  the  Executive  Committee  the  President  of 
this  body  declared  himself  in  favor  of  this  proposi¬ 
tion,  said  he  would  vote  for  it  to-day,  and  that  he 
withdrew  his  opposition  to  the  order.  I  don’t 
know  what  the  opposition  is  as  I  haven’t  heard 
any.  I  don’t  know  that  there  is  any.  But  if 
there  is  any  real  substantial  opposition  I  am  satis¬ 
fied  that  there  will  be  one  vote  in  this  Council  to 
the  very  limit  against  immediate  action,  to  the 
very  limit,  and  that  vote  will  be  mine.  I  am  in 
favor  of  public  markets.  I  would  vote  for  one 
even  in  the  center  of  the  city,  for  one  in  every- 
locality.  I  would  favor  one  in  every  single 
neighborhood  in  the  city,  in  order  that  the  people 


of  Dorchester,  West  Roxbury,  Brighton,  Charles¬ 
town,  East  Boston,  in  fact,  all  parts  of  the  city, 
might  not  be  compelled  to  come  away  in  to  Castle 
street  to  make  their  purchases.  The  Castle  street 
municipal  market  will  be  a  success,  in  all  probabil¬ 
ity,  if  it  is  conducted  as  it  should  be  conducted, 
but  what  guaranty  have  we  that  the  middleman 
is  not  going  to  control  the  new  municipal  market? 
We  have  not  the  say-so  of  one  single  individual 
who  favors  this  proposition.  No  member  of  the 
Council — and  I  refer  more  particularly  to  the 
chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee — could 
answer  my  question,  whether  or  not  they  were 
going  to  erect  those  stands,  or  what  the  arrange¬ 
ment  was  for  the  occupying  of  the  same.  If  the 
situation  is  going  to  be  this,  that  the  ordinary 
grower  of  garden  produce  can  come  in  with  his 
vegetables  or  whatnot,  and  it  is  a  case  of  first 
come,  first  served,  disposing  of  his  produce  in  the 
public  market  and  the  stands  being  kept  open  to 
those  people  in  that  way,  well  and  good.  But  if 
the  stands  are  going  to  be  rented  out  to  some 
individuals  who  do  not  grow  garden  truck,  I  don’t 
see  that  it  will  be  any  help.  Very  possibly  there 
will  be  the  same  condition  of  affairs  that  there  is 
in  Faneuil  Hall  and  Quincy  Markets.  I  do  not 
propose  to  vote  for  a  public  market  unless  I  know 
something  about  what  the  plan  is.  We  have  not 
heard  a  word  from  those  in  favor  of  the  proposition, 
not  a  word  from  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  not  a  word 
or  sign  as  to  how  the  market  is  going  to  be  managed. 
Last  year  I  suggested  something  that  would  solve, 
in  a  way,  the  public  market  proposition.  I  put 
in  an  order  back  a  year  ago  in  March  in  which  I 
suggested  that  his  Honor  Mayor  Fitzgerald 
locate  in  each  locality  in  the  city,  where  there  were 
city  yards,  branch  municipal  markets,  to  which 
the  growers  of  garden  truck  could  bring  their 
produce  and  sell  it,  without  paying  any  rental, 
selling  directly  to  the  consumer.  That  would- 
benefit  the  people  in  my  district.  Don’t  the  gen¬ 
tlemen  of  the  Council  know  that  right  within 
striking  distance  of  Castle  street,  right  in  the  ward 
of  the  Councilor  from  the  South  End  opposite— I 
refer  to  Coun.  Attridge  in  particular — doesn’t 
he  know  that  along  Harrison  avenue  there  are 
people  who  sell  produce,  garden  truck,  away  below 
the  regular  market  price?  Doesn’t  he  know  that 
people  come  there  from  all  parts  of  Boston  to  pur¬ 
chase?  Doesn’t  he  know  that  the  people  of  West 
Roxbury  cannot  go  down  to  Castle  street  to  pur¬ 
chase?  Another  thing:  I  want  to  be  satisfied 
whether  there  is  any  opposition  to  this  proposition 
that  ought  to  be  heard.  A  square  deal  is  a  square 
deal.  If  the  opposition  can  present  a  good  case, 
they  should  be  allowed  an  opportunity.  I  do  not 
believe  they  can  present  a  good  case,  but  they  are 
entitled  to  be  heard  if  there  is  a  good  case.  I  am 
in  favor  of  public  municipal  markets.  I  will  go 
farther  and  will  work  for  them  as  hard  as  anybody, 
in  order  to  bring  down  the  cost  of  living,  because 
it  benefits  me  just  as  much  as  any  other  member 
of  the  Board.  But  I  will  not  vote  to-day  to  pass 
an  order  for  $500  for  the  purpose  of  grading  the 
so-called  municipal  market  on  Castle  street.  I 
shall,  in  all  probability,  vote  for  it  next  week.  I 
will  vote  for  $50,000  to  establish  municipal  markets 
wherein  the  ordinary  grower  of  garden  truck  can 
sell  his  produce  to  the  consumer.  But  I  will  not 
vote  to-day  to  suspend  the  rules  for  this  order.  If 
it  is  a  good  proposition,  one  week’s  delay  will  not 
hurt  it.  It  will  not  be  ready  anyway  for  a  month. 
The  work  of  grading,  for  which  it  is  proposed  to 
appropriate  $500,  must  be  advertised  for  by  bids. 
A  certain  number  of  days  are  required  for  bids  to 
be  advertised  and  opened,  and  it  will  mean  a  delay 
of  two  or  three  weeks  at  least,  or  a  month  under 
the  charter,  before  anything  could  be  done  under 
the  order,  before  garden  truck  could  be  sold.  In 
a  month’s  time  we  will  be  at  the  end  of  the  garden 
truck  season.  So  what  harm  will  one  week’s  delay 
make  at  this  time?  I  trust  that,  instead  of  a  vote 
of  four  against  suspension  and  five  in  favor,  there 
will  be  a  unanimous  vote  against  suspension  of 
the  rule. 

Coun.  COLLINS — Mr.  President,  the  only 
question  before  us  now,  as  far  as  I  can  see,  is 
whether  or  not  we  ought  to  suspend  the  rule  and 
act  to-day  upon  this  order.  In  my  opinion, 
$500  does  not  amount  to  much  when  it  is  consid¬ 
ered  in  connection  with  such  a  good  work  as  this, 
namely,  the  establishment  of  a  public  market — 
but  it  is  establishing  a  precedent.  It  does  estab¬ 
lish  us  in  a  policy  along  which  we  may  wish  to 
go  very  far  within  a  short  time.  Before  we  pass 
the  order  for  this  money,  it  seems  to  me  we  should 
first  consider  whether  we  are  willing  to  go  the 
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distance.  Personally,  I  favor  the  order,  and 
undoubtedly  will  vote  for  it  a  week  from  to-day. 
But  I  think  it  is  bad  policy  to  pass  an  order  which 
comes  in  to-day  for  the  first  time,  especially  when 
it  is  one  that  may  involve  the  expenditure  of  much 
more  money  in  the  near  future.  I  trust  that  the 
rule  will  not  be  suspended. 

Coun.  ATTRIDGE — Mr.  President,  I  have 
only  a  few  words  to  say  upon  this  proposition. 
The  question  comes  on  accepting  the  offer  which 
has  been  made  by  Mr.  George  S.  Smith  of  his 
land  at  Castle  street  and  Shawmut  avenue.  He 
has  very  generously  given— 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  may  I  ask 
the  gentleman  a  question,  please? 

President  McDONALD — Does  the  speaker  give 
way? 

Coun.  ATTRIDGE— I  do,  Mr.  President. 

Coun.  WATSON — I  want  to  ask  whether  the 
gentleman  is  correct  or  whether  I  am  correct. 
1  understand  that  we  have  accepted  the  offer  of 
Mr.  Smith  and  that  the  question  is  now  on  the 
appropriation  of  $500  for  grading.  Am  I  correct 
or  not?  I  ask  for  an  answer  to  the  question, 
Coun.  Attridge. 

Coun.  ATTRIDGE — As  I  understand  it,  Mr. 
President,  the  order  for  the  acceptance  has  been 
passed.  The  gentleman  on  the  other  side  of  the 
chamber  is  correct.  But  the  question  which 
is  now  before  the  Council  is  a  question  on  sus¬ 
pending  the  rule.  The  question  then  comes  on 
whether  this  Council  will,  after  suspending  the_ 
rule,  vote  $500  for  a  specific  purpose.  That' 
specific  purpose  is  the  preparation  and  estab¬ 
lishment  of  a  public  market  in  the  vicinity  of 
Castle  street  and  Shawmut  avenue.  A  statement 
has  been  made  here  regarding  opposition  to  the 
establishment  of  this  market.  I  have  not  heard 
of  any  opposition  from  any  individual.  This 
municipal  market  matter  has  been  well  adver¬ 
tised  in  the  newspapers.  The  business  men  of 
Boston  know  who  is  Mayor  of  the  city;  the  busi¬ 
ness  men  of  Boston  know  who  the  nine  members 
of  the  Council  are,  or  they  could  easily  find  out. 
If  there  was  any  opposition  to  the  matter  of  appro¬ 
priating  $500  for  the  preparation  of  this  market 
the  business  men  of  Boston,  in  my  opinion,  had 
plenty  of  time  in  which  to  voice  their  opposition 
and  acquaint  the  members  of  the  Council  with 
it.  The  gentleman  on  the  other  side  of  the 
chamber  has  said,  “How  are  we  to  know  whether 
the  middlemen  will  control  this  market?”  I  am 
going  to  give  the  present  Mayor  of  the  city  at 
lea,st  some  credit  in  a  matter  of  that  kind.  I  am 
going  to  say  that  he  has  sense  enough  as  Mayor 
of  the  city  to  see  to  it  that  the  middlemen  do  not 
control,  because  if  they  do  the  object  of  a  public 
market  will  not  be  realized.  According  to  the 
order,  this  money  which  is  asked  for  is  for  prepa¬ 
ration.  The  gentleman  on  the  other  side  of  the 
chamber  has  said  that  it  will  not  be  ready  for  some 
time.  I  am  willing  to  trust  the  Mayor  of  the 
city  with  $500  to  take  steps  to  see  that  this  lot  of 
land  is  put  in  proper  condition. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  will  the 
gentleman  yield  for  a  question? 

President  McDONALD — Does  the  gentleman 
yield? 

Coun.  ATTRIDGE— I  do. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  through  you 
I  desire  to  ask  the  gentleman  on  the  opposite  side 
of  the  chamber  if  he  desires  to  insinuate  that  I  do 
not  think  his  Honor  the  Mayor  can  be  trusted  in 
this  question? 

Coun.  ATTRIDGE — Mr.  President,  I  don’t 
mean  to  insinuate  anything.  The  gentleman  on 
the  other  side  of  the  chamber  says  he  would  be 
willing  to  vote  for  $50,000  for  municipal  markets. 
But  the  Mayor  to-day  is  not  asking  for  $50,000. 
He  is  merely  asking  for  $500  for  a  start  in  the 
preparation  and  establishment  of  municipal  mar¬ 
kets  in  the  city.  Of  course,  this  is  naturally  in  the 
nature  of  an  experiment.  The  Mayor  could  not, 
in  my  opinion,  open  a  dozen  markets  at  once  in 
different  sections  of  the  city.  It  is  a  matter  of 
experiment  and  must  be  tried  out.  He  has  now 
simply  asked  for  $500,  and  I  am  going  to  vote 
to-day,  I  hope,  to  give  him  this  $500,  so  that  he 
can  take  the  necessary  steps  to  prepare  the  ground 
for  this  that  I  call  a  municipal  experiment  in  the 
establishment  of  a  municipal  market. 

Coun.  WOODS — Mr.  President,  I  am  sorry  to 
see  this  matter  delayed.  I  don’t  think  the  mem¬ 
bers  really  understand  the  position.  As  far  as 
•opposition  to  this  market  is  concerned,  I  say  there 
is  no  opposition.  In  fact,  the  people  down  at  the 


other  end  want  to  see  this  thing  go  through.  I 
believe  there  is  not  a  member  of  the  chamber  who 
understands  the  situation  down  there  in  the  mar¬ 
ket.  Go  down  to  South  Market  street  any  morn¬ 
ing,  Go  to  North  Market  street;  see  the  condi¬ 
tion  of  affafrjuthere;  you  will  see  farmers  coming 
in  with  their  teams;  there  is  not  any  space  left 
for  them  to  stand;  they  have  to  go  around  on  the 
side  streets  and  wait  until  people  who  are  ahead 
of  them  get  rid  of  what  truck  they  have.  Some¬ 
times  they  have  to  stay  there  until  three  or  four 
o’clock.  Some  of  the  farmers  who  come  to  Boston 
are  forced  to  spend  the  whole  night  with  a  truck 
load  of  stuff,  having  no  place  to  put  it. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  ask  the  gentleman  a  question. 

President  McDONALD — Does  the  gentleman 
yield? 

Coun.  WOODS — No,  I  do  not  care  to  answer 
the  questions  because  they  are  nonsensical,  and 
I  prefer  to  go  along  in  my  own  way.  I  do  not 
interrupt  the  gentleman  when  he  is  talking  and  I 
prefer  not  to  be  interrupted  at  this  time.  I  was 
'saying  that  those  conversant  with  market  affairs 
know  that  the  men  in  the  present  markets  are 
only  too  glad  to  have  something  done  that  will 
relief  that  district.  Men  go  down  to  what  they 
call  the  dump,  crowd  every  space  there  is  there, 
and  if  it  were  only  to  relieve  the  congestion  there 
this  order  ought  to  go  through  quickly.  There  is 
certainly  no  reason  why  it  should  not  go  through 
to-day  as  well  as  a  week  from  to-day,  because 
practically  every  member  says  he  will  vote  for  it 
next  week.  This  $500  has  nothing  to  do  with  the 
market;  it  is  simply  preparing  a  site  and  giving 
them  a  chance  to  get  a  team  there  and  sell  their 
products.  I  hope  that  the  members  will  look  at 
it  in  the  right  spirit;  I  trust  that  they  will  not  let 
their  feelings  stand  too  much  in  their  way  in  this 
matter;  they  have  agreed  not  to  vote  for  it  to-day, 
but  I  hope  they  will  change  their  minds  and  put 
it  through.  It  makes,  no  difference  to  me  per¬ 
sonally;  as  far  as  I  am  concerned,  I  would  just  as 
soon  wait  for  a  month;  as  far  as  the  Mayor’s 
position  is  concerned,  a  communication  came  in 
from  the  Mayor  wanting  Haymarket  square;  he 
tried  to  get  it  to  relieve  the  situation,  but  the 
police  would  not  give  the  permission.  The  Coun¬ 
cilors  tell  us  that  they  will  be  willing  to  vote  for 
this  when  it  comes  before  us  again,  but  for  some 
reason  or  another  they  are  not  ready  to  vote 
to-day.  It  is  only  a  matter  of  $500;  it  is  only  an 
experiment  and  it  may  be  very  advantageous  and 
it  may  prove  advantageous  or  it  may  prove  detri¬ 
mental,  but  Mr.  Smith  should  be  commended  for 
his  public  spirit  in  giving  this  land.  He  is  one  of 
the  leading  men  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce;  he 
is  giving  this  piece  of  property  and  trying  to  make 
this  a  practical  thing.  I  hope  the  members  will 
think  it  over  and  vote  for  the  order  to-day.  What 
is  the  difference  in  voting  for  it  to-day  or  one  week 
from  to-day? 

Coun.  COLEMAN — Mr.  President,  his  Honor 
the  Mayor  has  been  very  thoughtful  and  enter¬ 
prising  in  proposing  this  new  plan  in  the  interests 
of  the  people,  in  view  of  certain  circumstances 
which  are  very  stressful  at  the  present  time,  and 
every  week  counts  for  something.  I  understand 
also  that  the  Mayor  made  an  effort  to  meet  the 
Council  at  the  last  meeting  in  order  to  bring  the 
matter  before  them,  but  arrived  after  they  had 
adjourned.  So  it  seems  to  me  the  element  of  time 
is  something  we  should  consider;  also  the  fact  that 
this  is  purely  an  executive  matter,  the  establish¬ 
ment  of.  this  first  municipal  market.  It  is  an 
experiment.  We  all  seem  to  be  in  favor  of  having 
many  of  these  markets  in  various  sections  to  relieve 
the  people.  We  never  can  have  many  unless  we 
begin  with  one,  and  we  never  can  begin  with  one 
unless  we  do  begin.  The  Mayor  has  asked  for  only 
$500  in  order  to  carry  out  a  plan  that  is  not  thor¬ 
oughly  matured  in  his  own  mind,  and  it  will 
require  some  executive  handling  in  order  to 
develop  it.  I  think  the  least  we  can  do  is  to  give 
him  $500  to  initiate  this  experiment,  in  which 
everybody  is  so  much  interested. 

Coun.  WATSON — Just  a  moment — I  don’t  like 
to  take  up  the  Council’s  time,  but  I  would  like  to 
ask  Coun.  Attridge,  Woods,  Coleman,  McDonald 
and  Coulthurst  if  they  know  what  corner  of 
Shawmut  avenue  and  Castle  street  this  public 
market  is  going  to  be  located  on,  where  the  Smith 
land  is? 

Coun.  WOODS — Mr.  President,  I  can  answer 
the  question  that  the  gentleman  has  raised,  if  the 
gentleman  will  give  me  an  opportunity. 
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Coun.  WATSON — I  will;  I  will  be  more  gentle¬ 
manly  than  you  and  give  you  an  opportunity. 

Coun.  WOODS — I  would  say  that  I  can  answer 
it. 

President  McDONALD — The  question  comes  on 
the  motion  offered  by  Coun.  Woods. 

Coun.  WATSON — -Mr.  President,  I  have  given 
the  gentleman  from  Brighton  three  chances  to 
answer  my  question,  and  he  has  not  yet  taken 
advantage  of  the  opportunity.  I  have,  been  a 
little  more  gentlemanly  with  him  than  he  was 
with  me.  I  do  want  to  know  how  large  a  place  it 
is,  how  many  applicants  it  will  accommodate  and 
what  corner  it  is  located  on.  I  don’t  know.  The 
gentleman  from  the  South  End,  Coun.  Coleman, 
speaks  about  the  Mayor  as  being  very  enterprising. 
Of  course  he  is,  and  I  appreciate  it.  He  is  all  right 
on  this  particular  proposition,  so  far  as  the  prin¬ 
ciple  is  concerned,  but  I  want  to  be  sure.  The 
Mayor  slips  a  cog  once  in  awhile;  he  puts  one 
over  occasionally,  you  know,  the  same  as  the  rest 
of  us.  I  want  to  know  in  regard  to  the  public 
markets  and  the  property  adjoining  the  public 
market.  I  would  ask  Coun.  Coleman  if  he  knows. 
This  is  an  order  for  $500  for  grading.  That  is 
the  amount  they  are  going  to  spend,  and  that  calls 
for  public  advertising  and  bidding,  under  the  law, 
and  that  will  take  two,  three  or  four  weeks.  I  am 
satisfied  that  there  are  four  votes  against  suspen¬ 
sion  of  the  rule.  I  am  aware  that  it  looks  as  if  we 
were  attaching  something  that  was  popular  in  the 
City  of  Boston.  In  the  Press  it  is  going  to  look  as 
though  Coun.  Kenny,  Ballantyne,  Collins  and 
Watson  were  against  public  markets  and  as  though 
Coun.  Attridge  was  the  savior  of  the  poor  people. 

Coun.  ATTRIDGE— Mr.  President,  I  object  to 
the  remarks  of  the  gentleman  on  the  other  side  of 
the  chamber  and  ask  that  they  be  stricken  from 
the  record. 

Coun.  WATSON — I  object  to  their  being 
stricken  from  the  record. 

Coun.  ATTRIDGE — Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a 
point  of  order. 

President  McDONALD — The  Chair  rules  the 
point  of  order  well  taken. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  am  glad  that 
I  drew  the  fire  of  the  Councilor  from  the  South  End . 
He  has  a  very  thin  skin.  But  there  are  other 
members  besides  him  who  are  sometimes  interested 
in  the  poor  people.  He  is  interested  in  popular 
movements.  He  thinks  he  needs  them  all,  and 
likes  to  get  into  them  at  the  psychological  moment . 
He  is  right  on  the  ground  all  the  time.  I  like  fair 
play.  No  member  of  the  body  will  play  fairer 
than  I  will  play,  and  nobody  ever  knew  me  to 
dodge  on  a  proposition.  I  have  the  courage  of  my 
convictions.  The  fact  that  a  thing  .appeals  to 
three  or  four  people  who  are  social  workers  and  who 
will  pat  me  on  the  back  does  not  appeal  to  me.  If 
this  is  a  good  proposition,  it  can  stand  for  one  week. 
If  it  cannot  stand  for  one  week,  that  fact  leads  me 
to  believe  that  it  is  a  bad  one.  If  it  is  a  good  one,  I 
shall  vote  for  it  next  week.  I  trust  that  suspension 
of  the  rule  will  not  prevail  to-day. 

Coun.  KENNY — Mr.  President,  under  the  rules 
of  the  City  Council,  reports  of  committees,  where 
an  expenditure  of  money  is  involved,  lie  over  for 
one  meeting.  What  i  s  the  reason  for  that?  It  is 
to  protect  the  public.  We  are  simply  here  as 
trustees,  as  representatives  of  the  people,  voting 
away  the  public  money;  and  the  object  of  that 
rule  is  to  safeguard,  is  to  protect  the  public,  so 
that  before  the  following  meeting  the  matter,  of 
course,  being  duly  advertised  in  the  Press,  the 
people  of  the  city  may  have  a  chance  to  come  in  and 
register  their  disapproval  of  any  particular  prop¬ 
osition.  That  is  the  object  of  the  rule,  when  you 
get  right  down  to  it.  I  have  stood,  for  that  rule 
ever  since  I  have  been  a  member  of  this  body; 
in  fact,  I  introduced  it  myself.  During  the  past 
few  years  I  have  from  time  to  time  regretted 
seeing  members  rise  here  and  ask  for  a  suspension 
of  the  rule,  because  I  have  always  felt  when  that 
was  done  that  it  was  an  attack  on  the  public 
treasury  and  upon  the  public  itself,  that  you  were 
foreclosing  the  rights  of  the  people.  Something  has 
been  said  here  about  $500  being  a  small  amount. 
I  am  surprised  at  the  member  on  my  left  getting 
up  and  offering  that  as  an  argument.  It  is  not  the 
$500;  it  is  the  principle  involved.  The  Mayor 
cannot  start  a  public  market,  although  he  has 
executive  power,  unless  he  has  the  money,  and  he 
cannot  have  the  money  unless  the  Council  concurs 
with  him.  Whether  the  amount  is  $500,  5  cents  or 
$50,  is  a  matter  of  no  consequence.  The  important 
thing  is  the  principle  behind  it,  which  says,  “You 


may  go  forth  and  establish  public  markets.  We 
having  responded  to  the  first  call  for  money,  of 
course  as  you  want  other  moneys  we  will  go  along 
and  give  them  to  you.”  I  am  not  against  public 
markets;  but  I  am  troubled  about  the  matter.  I 
am  concerned  about  it;  I  am  in  doubt  in  regard 
to  the  wisdom  of  it.  They  may  be  very  excellent 
things,  and  I  may  come  in  next  Monday  and  gladly 
vote  for  this  $500.  But  not  to-day,  Mr.  President. 
Under  the  rules  I  have  a  right,  unless  six  members 
here  say  I  shall  not  be  accorded  the  opportunity,  to 
insist  that  you  shall  not  vote  this  money  until  we 
have  another  meeting,  in  seven  days  at  least. 
This  afternoon,  out  in  the  committee  chamber, 
without  raising  the  slightest  question  in  regard  to 
the  merits  of  voting  this  money,  I  and  other 
members  joined  in  asking  that  this  matter  be 
allowed  to  lie  on  the  table  in  that  committee  until 
we  could  make  an  investigation  of  it.  Something 
was  said  about  the  Press  favoring  it,  but  we  are 
not  here  as  servants  of  the  Press.  We  are  here  as 
servants  of  the  citizens,  of  the  people  of  the  city. 
It  is  a  matter  for  us,  and  not  for  the  Press,  to 
determine.  I  ask  that  this  matter  lie  over  for  one 
week,  and  I  urged  as  one  reason  that  it  appeared 
to  me  that  the  matter  was  being  pushed  through. 
The  member  from  Ward  9  (Coun.  Attridge)  did 
not  like  the  suggestion,  and  very  promptly  asked 
me  if  I  thought,  believed  or  asserted — I  want  to 
quote  him  correctly  if  I  can — that  it  appears  to 
me  that  somebody  was  pressing  the  matter.  I 
said,  taking  everything  that  has  been  said,  that  it 
appeared  to  me  that  the.  matter  was  being  unduly 
pressed.  In  view  of  what  happened  since  that 
time,  I  want  to  say  that  I  am  still  of  that  opinion — 
not  that  I  charge  any  member  here  with  trying 
to  push  this  matter  through,  but  it  seems  to  me, 
on  the  whole,  as  though  the  matter  is  being  pushed 
through  without  regard  to  the  rights  of  at  least 
four  members  of  this  Council.  I  have  said  before, 
and  I  say  now,  that  I  am  not  against  public  markets. 
I  have  been  told,  however,  that  years  ago  public 
markets  were  not  a  success  in  Boston.  They  tell 
me  that  there  was  one  on  the  corner  of  Boylston 
and  Washington  streets,  another  at  the  corner  of 
Dover  and  Washington  streets,  another  at  the 
corner  of  Essex  and  Washington  streets.  Where 
are  they  to-day?  They  certainly  are  not  there. 
But  they  were  there  at  one  time.  So,  as  a  member 
of  the  body,  as  one  of  the  trustees  of  the  city 
treasury,  I  want  a  right  to  examine  into  this 
matter.  I  don’t  care  how  it  appears  to  the  Press 
or  who  is  in  favor  of  or  against  it.  I  demand,  as  a 
member  of  the  Council,  the  right  to  have  an 
opportunity  to  give  this  matter  proper  and  fair 
consideration.  Therefore,  I  sincerely  hope  that 
the  motion  to  suspend  the  rule  will  be  defeated. 

Coun.  WOODS— Mr.  President,  I  firmly  believe 
that  the  last  speaker  is  consistent,  or  tries  to  be, 
when  he  stands  up  in  the  Council  and  takes  a 
position  on  matters  coming  before  us.  But  even 
the  smartest  of  us  slip  up  once  in  awhile.  It 
may  be  all  right  for  him  to  take  the  position  he 
does,  if  he  is  opposed  to  this  order,  but  this  after¬ 
noon  we  passed  an  order  for  $3,000,  or  some 
such  amount,  for  the  City  Hospital,  and  I  did  not 
hear  him  or  some  of  the  other  members  objecting 
to  it,  taking  the  ground  they  are  taking  in  regard 
to  this  $500.  It  is  funny  how  some  of  us  slip  up. 
I  simply  want  to  call  attention  to  that  matter. 

Coun.  KENNY — And  I  would  call  attention  to 
the  fact  that  that  was  not  an  appropriation. 
The  money  had  already  been  appropriated. 

Coun.  WOODS — A  transfer. 

Coun.  KENNY — Yes,  and  that  it  was  a  question 
of  administration.  It  appeared  that  the  matter 
had  been  considered  by  the  trustees  of  the  hospital. 
We  were  not  going  to  dispute  them.  We  had  a 
statement  of  fact  from  the  trustees  that  they 
desired  to  transfer  this  money  for  another  purpose. 
That  was  not  an  appropriation  originating  here 
for  the  first  time. 

Coun.  ATTRIDGE — -Mr.  President,  the  gentle¬ 
man  on  my  right  (Coun.  Kenny),  when  we  were 
in  Executive  Committee,  did  not  use  the  words 
“pushed  through,”  but  he  used  the  words  “rail¬ 
roaded  through”  in  reference  to  this  particular 
order,  and  I  did  take  some  offence  at  that.  You 
used  the  word  “railroaded.” 

Coun.  KENNY — Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  ask  a  question.  I  would  like  to  ask,  in  view  of 
the  statement  that  has  just  been  made  by  the 
gentleman,  if  there  is  any  other  member  of  this 
Council  who  will  bear  out  his  recollection  that  I 
used  the  word  “railroaded”?

CITY  COUNCIL. 


Coun.  ATTRIDGE— I  cannot  answer  in 
regard  to  the  recollection  of  other  members,  but 
that  is  my  best  recollection  of  the  words  that  the 
gentleman  used. 

Coun.  KENNY — I  invite  any  other  members  to 
state  their  recollection  of  the  words  that  I  used — 

President  McDONALD— Coun.  Attridge  has 
the  floor. 

Coun.  KENNY— Mr.  President. 

President  McDONALD — Does  the  gentleman 
yield?  * 

Coun.  ATTRIDGE— The  gentleman  will  not 
yield  at  this  time.  If  the*  gentleman  on  my  right 
desires  to  ask  any  other  member  of  the  Council 
what  expression  he  used  he  will  have  the  privilege 
of  doing  so  later.  I  have  told  him  my  recollection 
of  what  he  said. 

Coun.  KENNY— If  I  may,  I  would  ask  that 
question  of  other  members  of  the  Council  now. 

Coun.  ATTRIDGE— Mr.  President,  he  may 
ask  the  question  when  he  gets  the  floor,  and  he 
may  have  the  floor  at  any  time  when  the  President 
recognizes  him.  I  have  a  right,  as  every  other 
member  of  the  Council  has  a  right,  to  disagree 
with  my  colleagues  upon  a  matter  coming  before 
us.  I  disagreed  with  some  members  of  the 
Council  in  committee  and  I  have  disagreed 
with  them  in  open  council  here  in  the  Coun¬ 
cil,  here  in  the  chamber.  Two  weeks  ago,  as 
I  understand,  the  Mayor  was  to  send  in 
the  order  for  $500  to  this  Council,  but  the 
Council  transacted  its  business  quickly  and  had 
no  Executive  Committee  meeting,  such  as  we 
generally  have.  It  adjourned  too  early  for  the 
Mayor  to  send  in  the  appropriation  'order  of  $500. 
But  it  was  heralded  in  the  papers,  it  was  heralded 
even  before  the  meeting  of  Monday,  that  the  Mayor 
intended  to  send  in  an  appropriation  order  of  $500. 
Coun.  Coleman,  I  think,  established  that  point 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  members  of  the  Council. 
We  cannot  all  of  us  always  be  on  the  same  side  of  a 
proposition.  We  must  take  different  positions  on 
matters  which  come  before  the  Council.  I  am 
going  to  take  the  position  which  I  think  is  best 
for  the  people  of  the  city.  I  think  we  should  take 
some  action  upon  this  matter  to-day,  and  I  am 
going  to  vote  to  do  so.  I  am  going  to  vote  for  the 
appropriation  of  $500  and  for  the  establishment 
of  this  market.  When  the  gentleman  on  the  other 
side  of  the  chamber  (Coun.  Watson)  asks  where  the 
land  is  located.  I  will  say  that  I  know  where  it  is 
located,  but  I  am  not  going  to  answer  such  a  foolish 
question.  I  hope  and  trust  that  the  Co\mcil  will 
see  the  wisdom  of  taking  action  on  this  particular 
proposition.  If  there  has  been  any  undue  haste 
in  this  matter,  I  suppose  it  can  be  charged  to  other 
members  of  the  Council.  It  cannot  be  charged  to 
one  particular  man,  but  to  all  who  took  action 
along  that  line.  No  direct  statement  has  been 
made  to  the  effect  that  any  one  man  rushed,  pushed 
or  railroaded  this  through,  and  I  suppose  the  five 
members  of  the  Council  who  voted  in  committee 
that  we  should  report  this  proposition  back  to-day 
could  be  considered  guilty  of  the  charge.  If 
that  is  so,  my  good  friend  on  the  right  here,  Coun. 
Coleman — I  suppose  I  can  mention  him  byname — 
is  just  as  guilty  as  myself,  Coun.  Woods  or  any 
other  man,  for  taking  action  to-day.  I  cannot 
see  that  there  has  been  any  undue  pushing  through 
of  the  proposition.  As  I  understand  it,  the 
members  who  have  taken  a  stand  on  this  proposi¬ 
tion  in  favor  of  action  to-day  do  not  believe  that 
the  Council  should  delay  action,  but  think  it 
should  take  action  to-day  so  that  something  may 
be  done  as  soon  as  possible. 

Coun.  KENNY — Mr.  President,  for  the  sake 
of  accuracy,  having  denied  absolutely  that  I  used 
the  word  “railroaded,”  in  order  to  test  the  ac¬ 
curacy  of  the  memory  of  the  member  from  Ward 
9  (Coun.  Attridge) ,  I  want  to  ask  if  there  is  a 
single  member  of  the  body  who  heard  me  this 
afternoon  use  the  word  “railroaded”  or  “rail¬ 
roading?”  (Pause.) 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  for  the  benefit 
of  the  member  from  Ward  9  (Coun.  Attridge), 
who  has  used  a  number  of  words  and  said  nothing 
on  this  proposition  in  his  last  remarks,  I  want  to 
say  that,  so  far  as  the  word  “railroaded”  being 
used  by  the  Councilor  from  South  Boston  is  con¬ 
cerned,  I  did  not  hear  it.  But  I  want  to  say  now, 
frankly  and  without  any  equivocation  whatsoever, 


that  from  my  point  of  view  this  proposition  has 
been  railroaded  up  to  date.  I  will  not  confine  it 
to  any  particular  member.  Whoever  the  hat  may 
fit  can  wear  it,  They  are  trying  to  put  the  prop¬ 
osition  through.  I  will  furnish  the  word  “rail¬ 
roading,”  and  I  presume  then  the  gentleman  from 
the  South  End  (Coun.  Attridge)  will  imagine  that 
I  used  the  word  out  in  the  anteroom.  That  is 
about  as  accurate  as  he  usually  is. 

Coun.  KENNY — I  am  not  afraid  to  use-  the 
word  “railroaded”  when  I  think  it  should  be  used. 
I  merely  object  to  being  charged  with  its  use  when 
I  have  not  used  it,  in  such  a  way  as  to  impair  my 
statement  and  so  I  will  adopt  it  now.  I  will  say 
that  I  think  this  matter  has  been,  in  a  way,  rail¬ 
roaded. 

The  rule  was  declared  suspended.  Coun. 
WATSON  doubted  the  vote  and  asked  for  the 
yeas  and  nays. 

The  Council  refused  to  suspend  the  rule,  a 
two-thirds  vote  being  required  for  suspension,  yeas 
5,  nays  4: 

v  Yeas — Coun.  Attridge,  Coleman,  Coulthurst, 
McDonald,  Woods — 5. 

Nays — Coun.  Ballantyne,  Collins,  Kenny,  Wat¬ 
son — 4. 

President  McDONALD — The  order  lies  over 
for  one  week  under  the  rules.

Sir, —  In  connection  with  the  attached  order  I 
beg  leave  to  report  that  the  contractor  for  the  street 
gas  lighting  is  renewing  the  burners  of  the  10,000 
street  lamps  as  rapidly  as  possible.  Up  to  date 
he  has  about  1,000  newly  equipped  and  they  are 
apparently  giving  the  required  candle  power.  It 
will  take  him  until  January  1,  1915,  to  complete 
the  installation  of  the  new  equipment. 

As  yet  no  tests  have  been  made  by  the  city  on 
the  lamps,  as  wre  are  waiting  until  more  of  them 
have  been  installed.  The  contractor  has  made 
several  tests,  however,  during  installation,  and  is 
apparently  securing  the  required  candle  power.

LICENSING  PORTERS.

To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — I  have  considered  the  question  as 
to  the  legality  of  licensing  persons  who  carry, 
transport  or  convey  baggage,  goods,  or  other  things 
from  place  to  place  for  hire,  upon  which  my 
opinion  was  requested  in  the  following  order: 

Ordered,  That  the  Corporation  Counsel  be 
requested  to  submit  to  the  City  Council  his  opinion 
as  to  the  legality  of  licensing  any  persons  who 
carry,  transport  or  convey  baggage,  goods,  or 
other  things  from  place  to  place  for  hire,  said  li¬ 
censing  not  to  prevent  any  person  or  persons 
employed  in  an  hotel,  boarding  house,  or  railroad 
or  railway  station  from  acting  as  porters;  also  as 
to  the  legality  of  charging  license  fees  to  persons 
receiving  a  license  if  said  license  is  legal,  and  I 
beg  to  submit  the  following: 

I  assume  that  the  purpose  of  this  order  is  to 
require  public  porters  to  secure  licenses,  and  is  not 
as  broad  as  the  language  of  the  order  would  seem 
to  imply,  as  that  would  include  express  and  trans¬ 
fer  companies  and  the  like. 

By  an  act  passed  in  the  year  1741,  the  selectmen 
of  the  town  of  Boston  were  authorized  by  the 
Colonial  Legislature  to  regulate  the  business  of 
common  porters.  This  act  has  never  been  re¬ 
pealed,  and  is  still  law.  The  city,  therefore,  has 
the  right  to  require  public  porters  to  be  licensed, 
and  to  charge  a  fee  for  the  issuance  of  such  license.

BOSTON  NATIONAL  BASEBALL  CLUB. 

Coun.  WATSON  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  Boston  National  League  Baseball 
Team  has  won  the  National  League  pennant  and  is 
about  to  play  the  Philadelphia  American  League 
Baseball  Club  for  the  world’s  championship 
during  the  coming  few  days,  and 

Whereas,  The  citizens  of  Massachusetts,  more 
particularly  the  residents  of  Boston,  have  loyally 
supported  the  Boston  club  in  defeat  and  in  victory 
by  their  attendance  at  the  games,  and 

Whereas,  It  is  the  prevailing  rumor  that  the 
management  of  the  Boston  National  League 
Baseball  Club,  which  has  as  its  head  and  principal 
owner  a  resident  and  citizen  of  the  city  of  New 
York,  in  the  person  of  .Tames  E.  Gaffney,  has 
imported  from  New  York  certain  persons  of  that 
city  to  do  the  clerical  work  preparing  for  the  sale 
of  tickets  for  the  games  that  are  to  be  played  in 
Boston,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  in  the  opinion  of  the  City  Council 
of  Boston,  this  act,  as  above  mentioned,  is  against 
the  best  interests  of  the  citizens  of  Boston,  riiore 
particularly  on  account  of  the  condition  that 
prevails  here  at  this  time  in  the  matter  of  employ¬ 


ment  of  its  unemployed,  which  is  large  at  this  time. 
Be  it  therefore 

Ordered,  That  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  be  sent 
to  the  management  of  the  Boston  Baseball  Club. 

The  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the  pream¬ 
bles,  resolution  and  order. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  for  fear  that 
these  resolutions,  after  they  are  referred  to  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  Council,  may  not  be 
returned  here  to-day,  I  propose  to  burden  the 
Council  for  about  five  or  eight  minutes  for  my 
reasons  for  offering  the  resolution.  First  of  all,  I 
want  to  clear  myself  of  the  charge  which  may 
possibly  be  made  that  there  are  any  sour  grapes 
in  my  position  to-day  in  offering  the  resolution 
because  of  conditions  that  may  exist.  To-day  in 
Boston,  I  am  informed  by  the  superintendent  of 
the  Free  Employment  Bureau,  and  I  know  it  of 
my  own  personal  knowledge,  there  are  more 
unemployed  people  in  proportion  to  the  population 
than  ever  were  without  employment  before  in  the 
history  of  the  city.  The  Boston  Baseball  Asso¬ 
ciation,  I  understand,  is  a  Massachusetts  corpora¬ 
tion..  It  is  dependent  upon  the  buying  or  pur¬ 
chasing  public,  those  who  attend  the  game,  for 
earnings  and  for  financial  success.  I  have  no 
quarrel  with  Mr.  Gaffney  or  any  individual  con¬ 
nected  with  that  organization,  but  I  have  a  griev¬ 
ance  against  the  bringing  in  from  a  far-off  city  of 
those  who  reside  and  pay  taxes  there  to  do  work 
tha“could  easily  be  done  by  residents  of  Boston, 
or,  to  say  the  least,  citizens  of  Massachusetts.  I 
would  like  to  ask  Mr.  Gaffney  or  any  man  con¬ 
nected  with  the  Boston  Baseball  Association 
whether,  in  the  event  of  there  being  a  Boston 
owner  of  the  New  York  National  League  \or 
American  League  Baseball  Team,  officials  or  the 
public  in  New  York  would  stand  for  one  moment 
allowing  Mr.  Gaffney,  who  might  be  a  resident  of 
Boston  and  a  part  owner  in  a  New  York  ball  team, 
taking  from  the  City  of  Boston  to  New  York  non¬ 
citizens  of  the  city  and  state  of  New  York  to  do 
work  that  could  be  done  by  the  unemployed  in 
that  city  or  state?  I  know  what  the  answer 
would  be.  I  have  been  a  member  of  this  body 
two  years  next  February.  I  have  been  at  the  beck 
and  call  of  those  in  high  and  in  lowly  stations  in 
life.  The  demands  upon  me  for  employment  have 
been  tremendous — not  confined  to  my  hours  spent 
in  City  Hall,  but  even  in  my  home  life,  my  even¬ 
ings.  Yes,  and  my  Sundays  have  been  occupied 
with  honest  application  by  decent  men,  women 
and  children  for  employment.  I  had  occasion  to 
have  a  young  boy,  a  stenographer  who  makes  about 
$7  a  week  and  who  helped  support  a  mother  and 
five  brothers  and  sisters,  come  to  me  for  a  chance 
to  do  a  little  evening  work,  stenographic  work  or 
other  employment  that  the  National  League 
Boston  Ball  Club  might  have  to  offer.  I  did  not 
ask  them  for  employment  for  him  because  I  had 
been  informed  by  men  employed  at  the  National 
League  Grounds  at  Columbus  avenue,  Roxbury, 
that  they  were  loafing  because  of  this  importation 
of  men  and  boys  from  New  York  to  take  charge  of 
the  World’s  Series  here.  It  may  be  that  no  other 
member  of  this  Council  will  agree  with  me;  it 
may  be  that  they  will  all  agree  with  me.  It  may 
be  that  they  will  all  agree  with  me  in  Executive 
Committee,  but  that  very  few  will  agree  with  me 
in  the  open.  I  ask  no  favors  of  the  Boston 
National  League  Baseball  Club.  I  owe  them 
nothing;  they  owe  me  nothing.  They  granted  me 
the  courtesy  of  a  season  ticket.  They  have  done 
that  for  years  and  I  have  used  it.  I  know  the 
secretary;  he  is  a  personal  friend  of  mine.  He 
may  take  offence  at  my  criticism,  but  it  is  not 
directed  at  either  him  or  his  chief.  The  assistant 
secretary  is  my  personal  friend,  and  he  may  take 
objection  to  my  position.  But  I  am  not  criticising 
either  the  secretary  or  his  assistant.  I  am' criti¬ 
cising  a  condition.  While  perhaps  this  resolution 
will  have  little  force,  it  wall  certainly  be  a  notice 
to  controlling  interests  in  local  industries  and  cor¬ 
porations  that,  in  so  far  as  the  best  interests  of  the 
corporations  of  the  city  and  state  are  concerned, 
the  people  believe  that  those  residing  in  our  city 
and  state  should  be  first  given  employment.  I 
will  touch  on  another  matter.  I  have  taken  longer 
than  I  intended,  but  I  will  close  shortly.  I  have 
in  mind  the  fact  that,  owing  to  a  precedent  estab¬ 
lished  in  former  Workj’s  Series  games,  an  official 
of  our  government  or  of  our  Council  has  in  the 
past  made  a  request  for  certain  privileges.  They 
are  called  privileges  but  are  not  privileges.  We 
have  been  allowed  to  purchase  ten  tickets  for  three 
games,  thirty  tickets  in  all,  each,  at  the  box  office, 
at  the  rate  of  $3  each,  or  $90.  We  pay  in  cash  for 
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them  when  we  receive  them.  The  attach6s  of  the 
Council  have  been  given  the  same  privilege.  But 
we  are  informed  to-day  that  Mr.  Gaffney  of  New 
York  informed  the  Clerk  of  Committees  that  we 
could  have  two  each  only  and  that  the  attaches  of 
the  office  could  have  none.  His  Honor  the  Mayor 
called  up  Mr.  Gaffney  and  protested,  told  him 
that  in  former  World’s  Series  the  members  of  the 
Board  of  Aldermen,  thirteen,  received  ten  tickets 
each  by  paying  for  them.  The  Mayor,  I  under¬ 
stand,  told  Mr.  Gaffney  that  what  he  proposed 
was  wrong,  entirely  wrong,  and  Mr.  Gaffney  then 
said  that  they  could  have  four,  two  pair,  but,  he 
wanted  the  names  of  those  who  used  the  tickets — 
in  other  -words,  suggesting  that  we  proposed  to 
give  the  tickets  we  obtained  to  speculators  or  to 
speculate  in  them.  I  want  publicly  to  say  to  Mr. 
Gaffney  that  the  ten  tickets  applied  for  by  Mr. 
Dever  for  me  were  to  be  used  by  my  friends 
and  disposed  of  at  $3  each  or  $9  for  the  series; 
that  I,  as  one  member  of  the  City  Council,  do  not. 
do  my  work  as  a  member  of  the  city  government 
or  a  city  father — although  I  am  one  of  the  ordinary 
class  in  the  community  here — in  the  wray  that  the 
Tammany  Hall  members  of  the  Board  of  Aider- 
men  do  it  in  New  York.  Furthermore,  what  right 
has  Mr.  Gaffney  to  suggest  that  I  or  any  other 
member  of  this  Council  proposes  to  go  to  work 
and  dispose  of  tickets  to  speculators?  Even 
though  we  did,  is  it  any  worse  for  the  member  of 
the  Council  to  give  four,  five  or  six  tickets  to  a 
speculator  than  it  is  for  Mr.  Gaffney  to  give 
Herrick  or  other  ticket  agents  in  Boston  the  choice 
of  tickets  and  do  so  at  a  premium  to  Mr.  Gaffney 
of  50  cents  to  a  dollar  apiece  on  the  tickets?  Let 
Mr.  Gaffney  answer  that.  I  know  that  not  one- 
half  the  tickets  for  the  ball  game  have  been  dis¬ 
posed  of.  The  applications  do  not  amount  to  half 
the  tickets  issued.  The  tickets  are  going  into  the 
hands  of  Herrick  and  other  speculators,  not  at  the 
market  price,  but  a  premium  is  paid  by  Mr. 
Herrick  to  Mr.  Gaffney  and  his  organization.  I 
have  had  my  say,  Mr.  President.  These  resolu¬ 
tions  will  probably  be  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee.  They  may  never  come  out,  but  I 
shall  vote  to  have  them  come  out.  I  believe, 
independently  of  the  latter  part  of  my  remarks, 
that  the  question  of  the  importation  of  residents  of 
New  York  City  by  Mr.  Gaffney  of  the  Boston 
National  League  Baseball  Team  to  work  against 
the  interests  and  the  rights  of  unemployed,  good 
citizens  of  Boston,  is  an  important  one.  I  trusty 
that  these  resolutions  will  be  referred  to  the 
Executive  Committee  and  reported  back  here 
to-day. 

The  preambles,  order  and  resolutions  were 
referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 


FRANCHISE  OF  UNION  FREIGHT  RAIL¬ 
ROAD  COMPANY. 

Coun.  IvENNY  offered  an  order — That  the 
Corporation  Counsel  be  hereby  requested  to  make 
an  investigation  of  the  franchise  of  and  the  various 
grants  of  locations  made  to  the  Union  Freight 
Railroad  Company  and  its  predecessors,  and  inform 
the  City  Council  whether  or  not  the  use  of  streets 
by  the  said  company  can  be  regulated,  or  the  loca¬ 
tions  revoked,  and  in  what  body,  if  any,  the  author¬ 
ity  exists  for  such  regulation  or  revocation,  also 
as  to  whether  or  not  said  company  has  the  right 
to  occupy  or  use  its  tracks  and  operate  freight  cars 
on  Atlantic  avenue  at  the  junction  of  Summer 
street  in  the  daytime. 

Coun  KENNY — Mr.  President,  I  have  brought 
this  matter  to  the  attention  of  the  public  to-day, 
because  I  fear  that  an  abuse  of  considerable  mag¬ 
nitude  is  existing  in  the  operation  of  freight  cars 
on  Atlantic  avenue  at  the  junction  of  Summer 
street.  I  think  it  has  been  manifest  for  some 
time,  for  some  years  back,  that  this  railway  has 
been  operating  freight  cars  through  Atlantic 
avenue  during  the  business  hours  of  the  day.  I 
myself  within  a  very  few  days — indeed,  it  was  the 
very  first  day  of  this  month,  last  Thursday  morn¬ 
ing— saw  a  long  train,  heavily  laden  with  cars, 
passing  along  Atlantic  avenue,  crossing  Summer 
street  and  going  down  along  Atlantic  avenue  into 
the  territory  below,  entirely  blocking  Federal 
street,  Summer  street  at  one  point,  and  East  street 
an<J  Essex  farther  down.  It  may  be  that  the 
company  has  a  right  to  do  this.  If  it  has,  I  think 
we  should  know  it.  If  it  has  not,  I  think  we 
should  take  some  steps  to  end  what  is  a  very  serious 
situatio  n,  so  far  as  the  rights  of  the  public  are  con¬ 


cerned.  In  Dorchester  there  are  about  100,000 
people,- to  say  the  least;  in  South  Boston  there  are 
75,000  to  80,000  people.  Dorchester  avenue  and 
Summer  street  are  the  two  important  avenues  of 
approach  to  the  city  in  that  section,  and  every 
morning  people  arc  coming  into  the  city  from 
Dorchester  and  the  territory  beyond  Dorchester, 
from  South  Boston,  a  very  large  number  using 
Dorchester  avenue  and  Summer  street  to  get  into 
the  business  part  of  the  city:  to  say  nothing  of 
the  100,000  people  who  are  going  into  and  out  of 
the  South  Station  every  day  in  the  year  except 
Sunday.  This  is  a  very  serious  situation.  You 
can  imagine  all  sorts  of  difficulties  arising.  There 
might  be  a  fire,  for  instance,  on  Summer  or  Federal 
streets,  and  the  apparatus  from  South  Boston 
might  be  required.  It  might  be  blocked.  The 
most  important  part  of  the  business  section  of  the 
city  may  be  subjected  to  a  very  serious  risk  on 
account  of  this  situation.  One  hundred  thousand 
people  are  passing  into  and  out  of  the  South  Station 
every  day,  and  a  largei  number  of  them  may  have 
'  to  stand  for  an  hour  either  on  the  South  Station 
side  or  on  the  other  side  until  a  long  line  of  freight 
cars  passes  by.  It  seems  to  me  it  is  a  very  unusual 
situation  that  ought  to  be  inquired  into.  I 
remember  some  two  or  three  years  ago  coining 
out  of  the  South  Station  about  half-past  eight  at 
night,  and  standing  on  Summer  street  waiting  for 
a  South  Boston  car,  and  while  I  was  standing  there 
one  of  the  longest  freight  trains  I  have  ever  seen 
passed  along  Atlantic  avenue  in  front  of  the  South 
Station,  down  towards  Beach  street.  It  must 
have  taken  fifteen  minutes  for  that  train  to  pass, 
and  during  all  that  time  people  were  obliged  to  wait 
on  the  South  Station  side  or  the  other  side  and 
perhaps,  in  a  great  many  cases,  lost  their  trains. 
But,  be  that  as  it  may,  at  half-past  or  quarter  past 
nine  the  other  morning,  I  was  myself  a  witness  to 
a  long  line  of  freight  cars  passing  along  Atlantic 
avenue  by  the  South  Station,  making  a  complete 
barricade,  cutting  off  the  business  section  of  the 
city  at  an  entrance  and  exit  to  the  business  section 
that  accommodates  100,000  people  a  day.  There¬ 
fore,  Mr.  President,  I  present  this  order,  asking 
the  Corporation  Counsel  to  investigate  and  find 
out  just  what  rights  this  Union  Freight  Railway 
has  on  Atlantic  avenue  and  whether  or  not  it  has 
the  right  to  operate  its  cars  on  Atlantic  avenue 
during  the  daytime. 

The  order  was  passed. 


CONSTABLE’S  BOND. 

The  City  Treasurer,  after  having  duly  approved 
of  the  same,  submitted  the  constable’s  bond  of 
Harland  J.  Lowe. 

Approved  by  the  City  Council.

President  McDONALD  submitted  reports  on 
petitions  for  minors’  licenses  for  thirteen  newsboys, 
one  bootblack  and  two  vendors. 

Reports  accepted;  licenses  granted  under  usual 
conditions. 


FIRE  HOUSE  ON  PARKER  HILL. 

Coun.  WATSON  offered  an  order — That  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested  to  send  to  the  City 
Council  an  order  appropriating  a  sum  sufficient, 
which  sum  when  appropriated  and  added  to  the 
$15,000  now  in  the  city  treasury,  credited  to  the 
building  of  a  fire  house  on  Parker  Hill,  Ward  19, 
to  be  used  for  the  building  of  a  fire  house  and  the 
equipment  of  the  same  as  a  chemical  engine  com¬ 
pany,  motor-driven,  at  the  above  mentioned 
locality. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  early  last 
year  the  then  Mayor,  John  F.  Fitzgerald,  sent  into 
this  body  an  order  calling  for  the  transfer  of  $15,000 
from  the  appropriation  for  fire  house  on  Parker 
Hill  to  a  fire  house  in  some  other  part  of  the  city. 
As  a  resident  of  that  locality  I  have  looked  into 
the  matter,  and,  after  inquiry  from  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  was  informed  that  the  $15,000  for  the 
fire  house  on  Parker  Hill  had  been  left  there  for 
quite  a  number  of  years,  as  I  understand  it,  unused, 
for  the  reason  that  the  Fire  Commissioner  refused 
to  locate  a  fire  house  at  Parker  Hill  because  of 
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its  not  being  necessary.  The  argument  then  used 
was  that  they  intended  to  equip  certain  fire  houses 
with  motor  apparatus  as  a  substitute  for  the 
horse-drawn  vehicle.  I  was  informed  by  the  then 
Mayor  that  he  would  not  under  any  circumstances 
use  the  money  for  a  fire  house  on  Parker  Hill,  for 
that  reason  and  for  the  other  reason  that  $15,000 
would  not  build  any  4cind  of  a  building,  let  alone 
equipping  the  fire  house  with  apparatus.  I  then 
approved  of  the  transfer,  believing  that  the  money 
should  be  used  somewhere  else  rather  than  to 
have  it  lie  idle.  It  was  then  reported  back  to  this 
body  and  had  one  Teading.  In  the  meantime  a 
political  organization  in  Roxbury  held  a  protest 
against  the  transfer  and  demanded  a  fire  house  on 
Parker  Hill.  I  attended  that  meeting.  I  then 
came  back  ta  the  Council  the  following  Monday, 
or  at  the  next  meeting,  and  asked  the  members  to 
take  my  word  for  it  and  not  to  transfer  the  money 
at  that  time,  but  to  put  it  back  in  executive  com¬ 
mittee,  which  was  done,  and  I  believe  the  money 
still  lies  idle.  I  was  inclined  to  agree  with  the  Fire 
Commissioners  of  the  past  and  present  that  a 
fire  house  on  Parker  Hill  would  be  unnecessary 
provided  the  fire  houses  nearby  were  equipped 
with  motor  rather  than  with  horse  drawn  appara¬ 
tus,  until  about  three  weeks  ago  or  a  short  time 
ago  when  a  motor-drawn  engine  was  purchased 
with  the  intention  of  placing  it  in  some  fire  house 
in  Roxbury,  I  believe  No.  37,  Longwood  avenue. 
I  saw  the  Mayor  get  on  the  seat  of  that  great, 
ponderous  machine,  beside  the  chauffeur,  roll 
down  Summer  street,  and  finally  go  up  Court 
street  and  try  to  climb  up  Pemberton  square. 
After  a  tremendous  job,  the  machine  got  up  the 
first  hill.  I  watched  awhile  longer,  saw  it  try  to 
take  the  second  hill  and  get  stalled.  It  couldn’t 
1  get  up  the  hill.  I  understand,  however,  that  it 
finally  got  up  the  hill  and  got  back  to  City  Hall 
all  right,  coming  down  hill  from  that  point.  The 
result,  however,  did  not  appeal  to  me.  It  was 
evident  that  the  apparatus  was  not  in  good  shape. 
On  Sunday,  September  27,  a  still  alarm  was 
sounded  at  1.03  p.  m.  for  a  grass  fire  on  Fisher 
avenue,  the  highest  point  on  Parker  Hill.  At 
this  point  is  located  the  new  Robert  Brigham 
Hospital,  the  Cushing  Hospital,  the  Baptist  Hos¬ 
pital  and  the  New  England  Hospital,  surrounded 
by  a  lot  of  wooden  buildings,  close  together.  Auto 
engine  37  from  Longwood  avenue  could  not  make 
Parker  Hill  as  well  as  horse-drawn  apparatus. 
And  mind  you,  this  was  not  in  the  winter  time, 
but  in  the  summer.  This  statement  is  made  by 
an  eye  witness  on  two  occasions — on  Sunday, 
September  27,  and  on  Monday,  September  28,  when 
there  was  an  alarm  from  box  281  at  4.45  p.  m., 
on  account  of  a  grass  fire  near  the  Cushing  Hospital. 
On  both  these  occasions,  with  a  clear  road  on 
Huntington  avenue,  the  truck  was  unable  to  take 
Calumet  street  at  better  than  a  fair  walk.  That 
was  under  good  conditions,  with  good  weather, 
and  it  seems  that  it  would  be  impossible  to  do 
anything  with  snow  on  the  ground.  Mr.  Presi¬ 
dent,  I  am  one  of  those  who  can  change  their 
minds.  The  old  adage,  I  believe,  is  that  a  wise 
man  sometimes  changes  his  mind  but  a  fool 
never.  I  was  inclined  to  agree  with  past  com¬ 
missioners  and  past  fire  chiefs,  and  with  present 
commissioners  and  present  fire  chiefs,  in  the  mat¬ 
ter  of  there  not  being  necessity  for  a  fire  house 
on  Parker  Hill,  until  these  positive  conditions  were 
shown  to  me,  and  they  have  to-day  converted 
me  absolutely  away  from  the  proposition  that 
there  is  no  need  of  a  fire  house  on  Parker  Hill.  I 
want  to  say  now  that  if  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  the 
Fire  Commissioner  and  this  Council  do  not  do 
something  immediately  for  the  establishment  of  a 
fire  house,  a  chemical  engine  on  Parker  Hill,  I  am 
afraid  that  at  some  time  in  the  near  future  we 
will  be  held  accountable  for  a  horrible  fire  and  a 
horrible  loss  of  life  on  Parker  Hill.  I  offer  this 
order  not  for  political  effect,  but  because  of  the 
honest  opinion  at  which  I  have  arrived  after  being 
shown  that  my  old  opinion  was  wrong.  I  want  to 
go  on  record  here  as  in  favor  of  asking  his  Honor 
the  Mayor  to  send  in  an  appropriation  of  a  sum 
sufficiently  large,  with  the  $15,000  now  on  hand, 
to  build  a  fire  house  on  Parker  Hill  and  estab¬ 
lish  there  the  equipment  of  motor-drawn  chemical 
apparatus,  in  order  that  the  life  and  property 
of  many  of  our  citizens  may  be  protected.  Other¬ 
wise,  both  life  and  property  may  be  very  seriously 
threatened  in  the  near  future.  I  move  reference 
of  the  order  to  the  Executive  Committee  and 
trust  that  it  will  be  reported  back  this  afternoon. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee  . 


OFFICER  FOR  WAYWARD  CHILDREN. 

Coun.  COLLINS,  for  the  Committee  on  County 
Accounts,  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  salary  of  the  probation  officer 
for  wayward  and  delinquent  children  of  the 
Municipal  Court  of  the  South  Boston  District, 
determined  by  the  Justice  of  said  court  at  the 
rate  of  twelve  hundred  (1,200)  dollars,  per  annum, 
beginning  July  1,  1914,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
approved,  the  said  amount  to  be  charged  to  the 
County  of  Suffolk,  Municipal  Court,  South  Boston 
District. 

Report  accepted;  order  laid  over  under  the 
rules. 


WIDENING  OF  HYDE  PARK  AVENUE. 

Coun.  COULT HURST  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Board  of  Street  Commis¬ 
sioners,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  be  requested 
to  submit  to  the  City  Council  an  estimate  of  the 
cost  of  widening  Hyde  Park  avenue,  from  the 
dividing  line  of  Wards  23  and  26  to  Cleary  square. 

The  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  COULTHURST— Mr.  President,  I  have 
received  from  the  Business  Men’s  Association  of 
Hyde  Park  a  communication  such  as  I  presume  has 
been  received  by  all  the  members  of  the  Council, 
but  which  I  desire  to  incorporate  into  the  records 
of  the  meeting: 

Business  Men’s  Association, 

Hyde  Park,  Mass.,  September  29,  1914. 
Mr.  John  A.  Coulthurst, 

City  Hall,  Boston,  Mass: 

Dear  Sir, — At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Business 
Men’s  Association  of  Hyde  Park  the  following 
resolution  was  adopted  unanimously  and  the 
secretary  was  instructed  to  forward  a  copy  of  the 
same  to  you.

Whereas,  Hyde  Park  became  part  of  the  City  of 
Boston  nearly  three  years  ago,  by  the  popular  vote 
of  practically  two  to  one  in  the  other  twenty-five 
wards  and  only  by  a  small  plurality  in  Hyde  Park ; 
and 

Whereas,  Prior  to  that  election  and  since  the 
city  government  has  repeatedly  assured  us  we 
should  have  those  improvements  which  we  herein 
enumerate,  so  far  as  its  action  and  influence  could 
■secure  them;  and 

Whereas,  Not  one  of  them  have  been  accorded  to 
us  during  the  three  years  since  annexation; 

Resolved,  That  the  Business  Men’s  Association 
of  Hyde  Park  now  insists  that  in  the  interest  of 
fair  play  and  common  justice  that  the  city  govern¬ 
ment  of  Boston  shall  give  to  this  community 

A  new  police  station. 

Proper  playgrounds. 

New  sidewalks  in  the  center  and  on  the  main 
streets,  and  the  widening  of  Hyde  Park  avenue, 
and  shall  use  its  utmost  influence  to  obtain  for  us 
eighty-cent  gas  and  five-cent  fare  to  Boston; 

And  be  it  further  resolved  that  this  association 
ask  the  cooperation  and  support  of  all  citizens  of 
Boston  in  the  accomplishment  of  these  improve¬ 
ments  which  are  so  necessary  to  our  growth  and 
taxable  valuation. 

Mr.  President,  I  have  introduced,  and  they  are 
now  before  the  Council,  five  separate  resolutions 
bearing  upon  these  propositions.  I  was  opposed 
myself  to  the  annexation  of  Hyde  Park.  I  did 
not  think  it  was  either  for  the  advantage  of  the 
City  of  Boston  or  the  then  town  of  Hyde  Park. 
But  I  accepted  the  yerdict  of  the  voters,  espe¬ 
cially  in  view  of  the  great  majority  given  in  favor 
of  the  proposition  here  in  the  twenty-five  wards 
of  our  city.  I  think  that  the  Hyde  Park  district 
has  a  grievance  against  the  city,  especially  in  view 
of  the  promises  made  by  the  last  mayor,  reiterated 
by  other  officials  of  the  City  of  Boston.  I  think 
Hyde  Park  desires  a  new  police  station,  and  that 
our  policy  of  economy  is  going  too  far  when  that 
matter  is  not  receiving  consideration.  I  think  the 
playground  situation  in  Hyde  -Park  deserves  con¬ 
sideration,  and  I  have,  introduced  an  order  that 
the  Clerk  will  subsequently  read,  asking  the 
Board  of  Park  and  Recreation  Commissioners  to  let 
us  and  the  public  know  what  plans  they  have  for 
such  an  improvement.  The  condition  of  the 
sidewalks  in  the  business  part  of  Hyde  Park  is 
not  consistent  with  an  up-to-date  community,  and 
I  have  introduced  an  order  requesting  the  Com¬ 
missioner  of  Public  Works  to  inform  this  Council, 
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and  through  this  Council  the  public,  what  plans 
he  has,  if  any,  for  reconstructing  the  sidewalks. 
In  regard  to  Hyde  Park  avenue,  I  have  intro¬ 
duced  the  order  now  before  us.  Certainly  the 
attitude  of  the  Council  must  be  known  upon  that 
improvement.  This  Council  is  in  favor  of  the 
improvement  at  the  present  time,  when  the  cost 
wall  not  be  prohibited  and  before  the  construction 
of  new  buildings  which  are  bound  to  come  in  the 
future  will  make  the  cost  so  great  that  we  cannot 
put  it  through.  I  have  also  introduced  resolutions 
favoring  80-cent  gas  for  Hyde  Park  and  a  5-cent 
fare  for  Hyde  Park.  It  is  the  only  part  of  Boston 
that  to-day  has  not  80-cent  gas,  and  that  has  to 
pay  10  cents  to  get  to  and  from  the  rest  of  the 
city.  If  such  orders  and  resolutions  as  I  have 
referred  to  are  passed,  people  will  recognize  the 
fact  that  this  Council  is  alive  to  the  needs  of  the 
district,  and  that  we  are  willing  to  go  as  far  as 
we  can  to  give  to  it  these  needed  improvements. 

The  order  was  passed. 


IMPROVEMENTS  FOR  HYDE  PARK. 

Coun.  COULTHURST  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  Hyde  Park  district  of  the  City  of 
Boston  is  the  only  part  thereof  that  does  not  now 
have  the  benefit  of  the  80-cent  gas  and  a  5-cent 
fare  to  Boston; 

Be  it  resolved  that  the  City  Council  places 
itself  on  record  as  favoring  both  improvements  for 
such  district; 

Be  it  further  resolved  that  a  copy  of  this  resolve 
be  sent  to  the  Business  Men’s  Association  of  said 
Hyde  Park  district. 

The  question  came  on  the  adoption  of  the 
preamble  and  resolution. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  agree  with 
everything  that  has  been  said  by  the  councilor 
who  preceded  me  on  the  question  of  improvements 
for  Hyde  Park.  I  am  going  to  suggest  a  way  by 
which  I  think  we  can  get  at  least  one  of  these 
improvements.  We  can  certainly  get  a  hearing  on 
it  very  quickly.  I  suggest  that  at  the  elose  of  the 
meeting  to-day  we  have  the  Clerk  of  Committees 
draw  up  an  application  for  a  reduction  in  the  price 
of  gas  in  Hyde  Park  to  80  cents  and  that  the  nine 
members  of  this  Council  who  use  gas  in  Boston 
file  the  application,  getting  another  name  or  eleven 
other  names,  depending  on  whether  ten  or  twenty 
names  are  necessary.  That  can  be  filed  with  the 
Gas  and  Electric  Light  Commission  and  we  can 
get  action  at  once,  instead  of  introducing  little 
orders  or  resolutions  that  may  not  amount  to 
anything.  I  believe  that  with  ten  names  of 
consumers  of  gas  in  Boston,  or  twenty  names  at 
most,  the  Gas  and  Electric  Light  Commissioners 
will  give  a  hearing  on  the  question. 

I  remember  distinctly  that  at  the  hearing  on  the 
contract  between  the  city  and  the  Consolidated 
Gas  Company  a  good  deal  was  said  about  what  the 
Dedham  and  Hyde  Park  Gas  Company  paid  for 
gas  at  the  holder  to  the  Consolidated  Company, 
and,  if  I  remember  correctly,  they  were  paying 
about  30  to  40  cents  a  foot.  I  will  not  be  sure  of 
the  figures,  but  it  showed  a  tremendous  profit  to 
somebody.  We  can  get  action  immediately  on 
one  of  these  matters,  as  I  have  said.  That  is  in 
regard  to  the  proposed  reduction  in  the  price  of 
gas  for  Hyde  Park  to  80  cents  per  1,000  feet.  That 
is  one  suggestion.  There  is  no  need  of  talking  on 
that  matter  further.  Hyde  Park  should  have  all 
these  suggested  improvements.  I  am  opposed  to 
economy  with  filth.  That  is  the  kind  of  economy 
we  have  to-day  in  Boston.  The  streets  in  Rox¬ 
bury — you  don’t  need  to  talk  about  Hyde  Park — 
are  in  a  deplorable  condition.  The  conditions  are 
in  a  deplorable  condition.  I  came  down  Guild 
street  to-day  to  take  a  car  at  the  corner  of  Circuit 
and  Washington  streets,  and  I  was  almost  knocked 
over  by  the  stench  that  came  from  the  sewer  at  the 
corner  of  Circuit  and  Washington  streets.  I 
inquired  in  regard  to  the  matter  from  a  man  named 
Connolly,  who  runs  a  small  periodical  store,  and 
he  told  me  that  the  other  day  his  wife  was  over¬ 
come  by  the  noxious  gas  from  that  sewer.  The 
streets  of  Roxbury  are  filthy.  I  walked  through 
Savin  street  the  other  day,  from  Washington 
street  over  to  Blue  Hill  avenue,  and  the  gutters 
reminded  me  of  the  conditions  down  on  Harrison 
avenue  on  a  Saturday  night,  after  they  have  been 
selling  produce  down  in  my  friend  Attridge’s 
district.  I  have  no  quarrel  with  the  Mayor,  but 
this  economy  dodge  ought  to  be  let  up  on  for 


awhile.  Let  us  get  a  little  efficiency  into  the  city 
service;  let  us  have  more  work,  and  let  us  see 
something  done.  Let  us  have  a  little  genuine 
reform — not  the  kind  of  reform  that  will  go  to 
work  and  pin  a  man  down  to  an  affidavit  when  he 
thinks  he  needs  a  pension  and  when  his  services 
for  the  city  have  warranted  it.  Let  us  have 
genuine  reform,  that  will  prohibit  men  in  high 
office  in  the  service  of  the  city  going  through  the 
ninth  and  tenth  Congressional  districts  with  city 
machines  on  election  day  and  bringing  voters  to 
the  polls.  I  am  not  saying  a  word  about  the 
eleventh  district.  That  is  a  past  story  with  me. 
I  have  no  kick.  But  I  know  of  cases  i  n  the  tenth 
district  where  men  in  high  office  in  the  city’s 
service,  men  paid  large  sums,  were  giving  their 
time  all  day  long  at  the  primaries  and  many  days 
before  in  the  interest  of  a  certain  candidate  for 
high  office.  I  am  sick  and  tired  of  reading  in  the 
papers  every  day  that  his  Honor  the  Mayor  is 
reducing  expenses,  and  then  reading  the  auditor’s 
report  that  there  have  been  no  decreases  in  the 
expense  of  managing  the  city — not  a  cent  of 
decrease  and  not  an  excuse  as  to  why  it  has  not 
been  made.  I  have  as  much  feeling  of  responsi¬ 
bility  in  the  high  office  I  hold  and  realize  my 
responsibility  to  the  voters  as  much  as  any  other 
man  in  the  city’s  service.  Hyde  Park  is  crying  for 
improvements;  Roxbury  needs  improvements. 
The  people  of  Boston  are  willing  to  pay  the  freight 
when  they  get  100  cents  on  the  dollar.  They  are 
willing  to  spend  all  the  money  necessary  for  needed 
improvements.  While  my  term  may  end  here  in 
January,  1915,  or  I  may  continue  on  to  the  close 
of  term  to  which  I  was  elected,  while  I  am  here  I 
am  going  to  insist  on  efficient  service  from  every 
single  attach^  of  the  city  on  the  pay  roll,  whether 
he  is  the  ordinary  man  in  the  ditch  and  has  to 
work  for  the  city  every  minute  of  his  time,  or 
whether  he  is  the  highest  paid  official  in  the  service 
of  the  city.  Let  us  have  some  genuine  efficiency; 
let  us  have  good,  straight  business  management  in 
our  affairs.  I  am  going  to  insist  on  it  as  long  as  I 
am  a  member  of  the  Council. 

The  order  was  passed. 


NEW  POLICE  STATION,  HYDE  PARK. 

Coun.  COULTHURST  offered  an  order— That 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested  to  inform  the 
City  Council  what  plans,  if  any,  are  in  contempla¬ 
tion  to  construct  a  new  police  station  in  Hyde  Park 
and  to  consider  the  advisability  of  submitting  to 
the  City  Council  an  appropriation  for  such  a 
police  station. 

Referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 


SIDEWALKS  FOR  HYDE  PARK. 

Coun.  COULTHURST  offered  an  order— That 
the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  be  requested, 
through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  state  what 
plans,  if  any,  are  in  contemplation  to  reconstruct 
the  sidewalks  in  the  center  and  on  the  main 
streets  of  the  Llyde  Park  district.  ♦ 

Referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 


PLAYGROUND  FOR  HYDE  PARK. 

Coun.  COULTHURST  offered  an  order — That 
the  Board  of  Park  and  Recreation  Commissioners, 
through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  be  requested  to 
inform  the  City  Council  what  plans,  if  any,  are 
in  contemplation  to  establish  a  playground  or 
playgrounds  in  the  Hyde  Park  district. 

Referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 


PUBLIC  MARKET. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE — Mr.  President,  I 
would  call  up  No.  5  and  ask  that  it  be  referred  to 
the  Executive  Committee. 

No.  5,  unfinished  business,  was  as  follows: 

5.  Ordered,  That  the  sum  of  five  hundred 
dollars  is  hereby  transferred  from  the  Reserve 
Fund  to  the  appropriation  for  the  Market  Depart¬ 
ment,  to  be  expended  by  the  Superintendent  of 
Markets  in  the  preparation  and  establishment  of  a 
public  market  at  the  corner  of  Shawmut  avenue 
and  Castle  street. 
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Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  move  that 
No.  6  be  also  included  in  that  same  motion. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE — I  agree  to  that. 

No.  6,  unfinished  business,  was  as  follows: 

6.  Ordered,  That  a.  public  market  for  the  sale 
of  food  be  and  hereby  is  established,  said  market 
to  be  located  at  the  corner  of  Shawmut  avenue 
and  Castle  sfrfeet  on  land  owned  by  George  S. 
Smith;  and  the  Superintendent  of  Markets  is 
hereby  authorized  to  take  charge  of  the  public 
market,  hereby  established,  to  preserve  order 
therein,  under  rules  and  regulations  established 
by  him  and  approved  by  the  Mayor,  and  to  assign 
stands  upon  terms  and  conditions  fixed  by  him, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Mayor. 

Coun.  COULTHURST— Mr.  President,  I  would 
ask  the  councilor  from  Roxbury,  across  the-  table 
(Coun.  Ballantyne) ,  what  the  purpose  of  referring 
this  back  to  the  Executive  Committee  is,  bearing 
in  mind  that  we  had  a  vote  on  one  of  these  propo¬ 
sitions  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee,  and  that  the  matter  failed  of  going  through 
here  by  two-thirds  vote  under  suspension  of  the 
rule  at  the  last  meeting. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE— Mr.  President,  my 
idea  in  asking  that  this  be  recommitted  to  the 
Executive  Committee  is  that  his  Honor  the  Mayor 
and  the  Corporation  Counsel  may  be  called  here 
to-day  to  give  us  some  information  which  the 
committee  required  while  this  matter  was  being 
discussed  in  the  Executive  Committee  last  week. 

I  hope  there  will  be  no  objection  to  every  member 
of  the  Council  getting  that  information. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  for  the  benefit 
of  the  gentleman  from  West  Roxbury  (Coun. 
Coulthurst)  I  want  to  say  that  my  reason  for 
having  this  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee 
is  that  I  want  some  information  on  the  question. 

I  want  to  know  something  about  it  more  than  I 
know  up  to  date.  That  is  my  reason. 

Coun.  COULTHURST— Mr.  President,  I  trust 
that  the  motion  will  not  prevail,  but  that  the  five 
members  who  voted  in  favor  of  this  proposition 
at  the  last  meeting  will  vote  against  recommittal 
to-day.  As  one  member  I  am  perfectly  willing 
to  listen  informally  to  what  the  Mayor  has  to  say 
on  this  proposition.  Then,  if  any  reason  is  brought 
out  in  what  he  says  for  sending  this  back  to  the 
Executive  Committee,  we  can  do  so.  But  1 
think  it  ought  to  keep  its  place  on  the  calendar 
until  we  come  back  here. 

Coun.  COLLINS— Mr.  President,  upon  matters 
of  this  kind,  when  some  members  want  to  look 
into  them  and  discuss  them  with  the  chief  executive 
of  the  city  in  Executive  Committee,  it  is  customary 
and  it  is  proper  that  there  should  be  something 
before  the  committee  upon  which  the  discussion 
can  be  had.  If  this  Council  does  not  vote  affirma¬ 
tively  to  refer  this  to  the  Executive  Committee 
to-day  for  action,  there  will  be  nothing  before  that 
committee  on  which  the  Council  may  act.  It 
seems  to  me  only  the  courteous  thing  to  do  to 
refer  this  back  to  the  committee.  I,  for  one,  have 
looked  into  the  matter  and  am  prepared  to  vote 
to-day  for  a  public  market,  but  I  do  not  wish  to 
deny  to  certain  members  of  the  Council  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  look  into  the  matter.  It  seems  to  me 
it  is  nothing  but  high-handedness  to  deny  them 
such  an  opportunity.  I  hope  the  matter  will  be 
referred  back  to  the  committee. 

'  Coun.  ATTRIDGE — Mr.  President,  as  one  of 
those  favoring  the  passage  of  both  these  orders 
at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Council,  I  think  it  but 
fair  to  say  that  both  these  matters  should  be 
referred  back  to-day  to  the  Executive  Committee. . 
I  understand  that  the  Mayor  of  the  city  is  in  the 
committee  room  at  the  present _  time,  and  in  my 
opinion  he  desires  to  say  something  to  the  Council 
to-day  on  both  these  orders.  Every  member  of 
the  Council,  every  member  of  the  committee,  will 
be  given  a  chance  to  interrogate  the  Mayor  and 
find  out  just  exactly  what  he  intends  to  do.  I 
trust  that  both  these  matters  will  be  referred  back 
to  the  committee,  so  that  the  members  of  the 
Council  can  get  all  the  information  possible  from 
his  Honor  the  Mayor. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  my  attitude 
of  a  week  ago  to-day  has  been  indorsed  in  its 
entirety  by  the  councilor  who  opposed  my.  position 
last  week.  He  says  now  that,  as  one  of  the  mem¬ 
bers  who  voted  last  week  in  favor  of  passing  this 
measure  under  suspension  of  the  rule,  he  to-day 
favors  referring  it  back  to  the  Executive  Committee 
in  order  that  the  members  may.  interrogate  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  on  the  question.  That  is  all 
that  we  asked  for  last  week,  and  that  is  all  I 
wanted.  I  wanted  to  know  last  week  whether 


or  not  the  stands  that  it  was  proposed  to  locate 
somewhere  on  Castle  street  and  Shawmut  avenue, 
in  Ward  9,  were  to  be  given  to  the  first  comers, 
whether  it  was  to  be  a  case  of  “first  come  first 
served,”  or  whether  they  were  to  be  given  to  some 
person  who  would  be,  in  a  sense,  a  middleman, 
thereby  doing  away  with  any  chance  of  reducing 
the  cost  of  living.  The  councilor  from  Ward  9, 
from  the  South  End  (Coun.  Attridge),  then  got 
up  here  and  made  one  of  his  glorious,  star-spangled- 
banner  speeches  about  the  poor,  down-trodden 
public,  suffering  humanity,  and  so  forth.  I  am 
not  going  to  go  beyond  my  rights  in  referring  to 
the  gentleman,  I  am  making  only  a  slight  reference 
to  the  gentleman’s  conduct.  I  want  to  say  that 
he  did  make  a  star-spangled-banner  speech,  and 
made  it  appear  that  the  councilors  from  South 
Boston,  Roxbury  and  Dorchester,  and  your 
humble  servant,  were  against  the  dear  people. 
He  ought  to  have  known,  if  he  stopped  to  reflect, 
that  I  have  done  as  much  in  my  way  in  public  life 
for  the  ordinary  man  as  he  ever  has  or  probably 
ever  will.  He  need  not  rise.  If  he  wants  to  ask  a 
question,  I  will  give  him  an  opportunity  to  do  so. 
I  have  the  councilor  from  the  South  End  sitting  on 
pins.  He  is  worried.  I  tried  to  ask  questions 
last  week,  but  the  councilor  dodged  them.  He 
did  not  then  seem  to  have  a  sense  of  fairness  that 
would  appeal  to  anybody.  I  trust  that  the 
gentleman  will  give  his  attention.  I  am  directing 
my  remarks  particularly  to  him.  He  knew  last 
week,  or  ought  to  have  known,  that  the  four 
councilors  who  were  opposed  to  suspension  of  the 
rule  were  sincere  in  their  objections  to  hasty 
action,  to  railroading  the  matter  through.  He 
knew  that  we  were  honest  in  our  objection,  and  he 
knows  it  to-day  better  than  he  did  then.  He 
knows  that  there  are  some  doubtful  points  in  the 
proposition.  He  knew  last  week,  or  ought  to  have 
known,  that  the  $500  contract  for  grading  the 
grounds  would  have  to  be  advertised  and  that  it 
would  take  four  or  five  weeks.  He  knew  that  in 
four  or  five  weeks  the  garden  truck  season  would  be 
gone  and  that  the  dear  public  of  whom  he  is  the 
guardian  would  be  denied  an  opportunity  to  get 
a  few  potatoes  or  some  other  green  stuff  at  cost. 
Why,  Mr.  President, — 

President  McDONALD — If  the  gentleman  will 
suspend  a  moment,  I  would  say  that  the  Mayor 
has  been  invited  to  meet  us  at  four  o’clock.  It 
is  now  past  four  o’clock,  and  the  Mayor  has  another 
appointment  at  half  past  four. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  will  be  more 
courteous  than  he  has  been  at  times,  postponing 
my  remarks  at  this  time  in  order  that  we  may  meet 
his  Honor  the  Mayor.  But  I  have  in  my  mind 
recollections  of  many  a  time  that  I  have  cooled  my 
heels  in  his  office  waiting  to  see  him  at  a  time  for 
which  an  appointment  had  been  arranged.  How¬ 
ever,  I  shall  gladly  give  way. 

The  orders  were  recommitted  to  the  Executive 
Committee. 


RECESS. 

The  Council  voted,  on  motion  of  Coun.  BAL¬ 
LANTYNE,  at  4.17  p.  m.,  to  take  a  recess  subject 
to  the  call  of  the  Chair.

Coun.  KENNY — Mr.  President,  I  am  going  to 
ask  to  be  excused  from  voting  on  this  matter, 
because  I  am  in  doubt  as  to  whether  or  not  I  have 
an  interest.  As  trustee  I  hold  a  mortgage  on 
property  adjoining,  contiguous  to  or  possibly  a 
part  of  this  estate,  and  I  will,  therefore,  ask  to  be 
excused  from  voting. 

The  order  was  passed. 

(11)  Report  on  orders,  Nos.  5  and  6  on  the 
calendar  (recommitted  to-day),  relative  to  public 


market  at  corner  of  Castle  street  and  Shawmut 
avenue — recommending  passage  of  said  orders. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  question  came 
on  the  passage  of  the  orders. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  the  informa¬ 
tion  I  desired  a  week  ago  I  obtained  to-day  from 
his  Honor  the  Mayor.  He  told  me  to-day,  in 
connection  with  the  question  of  this  public  market 
location,  that  it  will  be  a  case  of  “first  come,  first 
served.”  There  are  to  be  no  favorites  and  there 
are  to  be  no  middlemen.  There  will  be  no  stands 
erected,  in  fact;  that  is,  they  might  put  some 
bushel  baskets  on  vehicles,  and  so  forth;  but  so 
far  as  permanent  stands  are  concerned,  there  are 
to  be  none.  I  am  satisfied  with  that  condition. 
There  has  been  a  lot  of  talk  about  there  being  a 
public  market  for  the  purpose  of  selling  meat  and 
other  things  directly  to  the  consumer.  One 
newspaper  particularly  has  criticised  me  editorially 
for  not  being  ready  to  act  upon  the  matter  a 
week  ago;  we  are  told  that  we  were  denying  to 
the  people  the  right  to  get  meat  without  paying 
the  middleman’s  profit;  I  knew  all  along  that  it 
was  not  a  question  of  selling  meat  or  beef  at  the 
Castle  Street  Market;  the  intention  was  merely 
to  allow  teams  to  go  in  there  and  sell  garden 
truck  direct  to  the  consumer;  (there  is  sufficient 
protection,  I  understand,  for  all  the  people,  and 
there  is  going  to  be  a  square  deal  for  all  the 
farmers.  I  am  in  the  position  to-day  that  I  would 
have  been  in  a  week  ago  if  I  had  all  the  facts. 
I  shall  now  vote  in  favor  of  this  public  market. 
I  have  always  been  in  favor  of  public  markets, 
have  always  favored  them;  his  Honor  the  Mayor 
also  said  that  he  believed  in  local  markets  in 
different  districts.  I  would  say  to  the  gentleman 
opposite  (Coun.  Attridge)  that  my  time  is  just 
as  valuable  as  his,  and  that  his  lunch  at  the  City 
Club  can  wait  awhile  longer.  His  Honor  the 
Mayor  told  us  in  committee  that  the  scheme  I 
suggested  a  year  ago,  of  having  the  city  yards  or 
squares  in  different  localities  used  by  the  farmers 
with  their  truck  loads  of  garden  produce  or  green 
stuff,  to  be  sold  directly  to  the  consumers,  was 
a  good  thing;  he  is  looking  forward  to  action 
which  will  lead  to  local  markets.  I  therefore 
intend  to  vote  for  both  of  these  orders  to-day. 

Coun.  COLLINS — Mr.  President,  the  principle 
of  this  matter  is  so  sound,  in  my  opinion,  and  it 
is  able  to  be  carried  out  with  such  little  expense, 
that  it  seems  to  me  there  should  be  no  hesitation 
at  all  in  voting  in  favor  of  the  proposition  now. 
I  shall,  however,  offer  an  order  presently  looking 
to  the  City  Planning  Board,  the  Finance  Commis¬ 
sion  and  kindred  organizations  investigating  the 
matter  and  reporting  to  the  City  Council  on  the 
cost  and  desirability  of  locating  these  public  mar¬ 
kets  in  different  sections  of  our  city. 

The  order  providing  $500  for  grading  was 
passed,  yeas  9,  nays  0. 

The  order  establishing  the  public  market  was 
also  passed. 


ADVISABILITY  OF  ESTABLISHING  . 

VARIOUS  PUBLIC  MARKETS. 

Coun.  COLLINS-  offered  an  order — That  the 
City  Planning  Board,  the  Finance  Commission

I  only 
wish  I  were  a  baseball  fan,  so  as  to  put  the  thing 
in  proper  shape,  but  I  confess  that  I  am  not.  I 
have  been  out  of  the  game  for  twenty  years. 
But  I  say  that  any  organization  of  the  kind  that 
comes  into  the  City  of  Boston  and  goes  from  the 
bottom  of  the  ladder  and  reaches  the  top,  as  this 
did,  is  deserving  of  recognition  at  the  hands  of 
this  City  Council.  I  don’t  care  whether  this 
establishes  a  precedent  or  not.  The  Mayor  of 
Boston,  his  Honor  Mayor  James  M.  Curley,  has 
established  a  precedent;  he  has  recognized  the 


organization  by  giving  a  banquet  at  the  Hotel 
Plaza.  The  money  did  not  come  out  of  the  city 
but  out  of  his  own  pocket.  Therefore,  I  think 
it  fitting  at  this  time  to  say  a  few  words  in  behalf 
of  this  great  organization  which  has  made  our 
beloved  city  one  of  the  most  talked-of  cities  in  the 
entire  world.  This  is  recognition  of  a  sport  that 
is  honest,  as  shown  to  the  most  skeptical  people, 
when  they  said  the  World’s  Series  would  be  simply 
a  hippodrome,  whereas  we  found  that  the  Boston 
club  went  in  and  Won  four  straight  games,  in  spite 
of  the  fact  that  it  would  have  been  money  in  their 
pockets  to  have  the  series  prolonged.  When  I 
stood  in  the  line  and  received  my  money  back  for 
tickets,  I  thought  that  was  a  great  thing  to  be  able 
to  say  of  the  Boston  National  Baseball  Club, 
which  has  been  losing  money  for  four  years— rthat 
when  one  word  would  have  throwrn  the  game  on 
Monday  they  went  ahead  and  wron  it,  and  it  was 
one  of  the  best  games  that  has  been  played  in  the 
history  of  Boston  baseball.  Instead  of  allowing  a 
game  to  be  lost  they  gave  back  the  $44,000.  But 
it  will  be  an  advertisement  worth  millions  of 
dollars  to  them  in  the  future.  As  one  gentleman 
who  stood  in  line  said,  as  he  got  his  $18  for  six 
tickets,  he  was  going  to  take  the  $18  and  spend  it 
for  tickets  for  the  opening  game  next  season  for 
himself  and  his  friends,  as  he  thought  the  club 
deserved  it.  I  want  to  say  in  behalf  of  the  presi¬ 
dent,  Mr.  Gaffney,  that  I  think  he  is  a  most 
wonderful  man.  In  my  conversation  with  him  on 
the  day  of  the  last  game,  I  said,  “  Do  you  think  you 
will  win  to-day?”  and  he  said,  “Yes,  we  will  win 
to-day  and  clean  the  thing  up.”  I  did  not  attend 
a  baseball  game  for  a  number  of  years  until  I  met 
little  Maranville  out  at  my  theater,  where  he  sang 
at  a  benefit  for  widow’s  and  orphans  one  Sunday 
night,  and  I  said  to  him,  “What  kind  of  a  baseball 
club  have  you  got?  It  is  away  dowm  at  the  bot¬ 
tom.”  He  said,  “We  wall  be  at  the  top  in  three 
w’eeks  and  w’in  the  pennant  when  we  get  at  the 
top.”  I  was  anxious  to  see  howT  the  dope  would 
work  out,  and  I  have  been  to  every  game  since; 
and  I  w’ant  to  say  that  every  word  he  said  wras 
fulfilled.  The  fact  is  that  we  have  won  the 
championship,  that  Boston  has  it,  no  matter  where 
the  players  come  from.  Boston  has  the  credit.  I 
hope  the  resolution  will  pass  by  a  unanimous  vote. 
I  am  perfectly  willing  to  have  it  referred  to  the 
Executive  Committee  and  have  it  talked  over. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  have  been 
converted  to  the  smaller  Council  proposition 
because  of  the  stability  of  this  organization,  but 
if  we  see  a  few’  more  ridiculous  orders  introduced 
like  that  offered  by  the  gentleman  from  Brighton, 
I  think  I  shall  be  inclined  to  vote  to  abolish  the 
present  Council.  About  two  weeks  ago  I  intro¬ 
duced  a  resolution  with  some  meat  in  it,  some 
teeth  in  it,  criticising  certain  people  for  importing 
from  New  York  citizens  of  New  York  to  work 
here  during  the  World’s  Series  on  the  Boston 
grounds,  w’hen,  as  the  Mayor  has  said,  there 
are  to-day  more  people  in  Boston  w’alking  the 
streets  without  work  than  ever  before.  The 
resolution  offered  by  the  gentleman  on  my  left 
(Coun.  W’oods)  is  unnecessary,  has  no  real  bear¬ 
ing,  is  ridiculous,  but  my  order  meant  something. 
It  was  not  “bull.”  ■  I  am  surprised  at  the  gentle¬ 
man  from  Brighton.  I  have  been  defending  this 
Council  against  all  kinds  of  argument.  For  a 
few  months  I  was  called  a  clown  by  certain  indi¬ 
viduals,  and  I  said,  “There  are  no  clowms  in  the 
City  Council.”  But  I  am  afraid  I  have  got  to 
take  back  my  statement.  I  cannot  understand 
what  has  got  into  the  gentleman  from  Brighton. 
The  Boston  National  Club  won  the  champion¬ 
ship,  and  we  are  proud  of  it.  I  saw  the  games 
and  enjoyed  them.  It  is  a  great  ball  team.  But 
the  public  paid  the  freight.  I  w’ould  like  to  vote 
to  relegate  this  resolution  to  the  waste  basket 
w’ithout  reference  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

I  think  it  is  uncalled  for,  unnecessary,  ridiculous, 
and  I  know  that  it  will  die  the  death  it  ought  to 
die  in  the  Executive  Committee. 

Coun.  WOODS — Mr.  President,  one  thing  more 
than  another  that  induced  me  to  put  in  the  resolu¬ 
tion  was  the  ridiculous  resolution  presented  here 
two  weeks  ago  by  a  member  of  this  body  who  did 
not  know  what  he  was  talking  about.  He  made 
statements  at  that  time  that  he  knew  were  wrong 
when  he  made  them,  but  for  the  sake  of  notoriety 
he  introduced  the  resolution,  thinking  he  w’ould 
get  into  the  papers,  having  what  he  said  emblazoned 
on  the  front  pages  of  the  Boston  press.  He  failed 
in  that,  because  not  a  paper  in  Boston  printed  it. 
When  he  said  that  Mr.  Gaffney  sold  tickets  to 
Herrick  from  which  he  got  a  premium  of  fifty  cents 
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he  stated  what  he  knew  was  an  absolute  lie.  The 
fact  is  that  President  Gaffney,  the  president  of  the 
Boston  National  Club,  had  the  interests  of  the 
people  at  heart  when  he  made  the  price  of  certain 
tickets  fifty  cents,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  Ban 
Johnson,  the  president  of  the  League,  and  Connie 
Mack  of  the  Athletics,  wanted  to  make  the  price  a 
dollar.  President  Gaffney  said,  “No,  the  Boston 
public  shall  not  be  held  up,”  and  he  sold  4,000  seats 
at  fifty  cents,  when  he  might  have  got  $1  or  $2 
apiece  for  them.  They  also  went  to  the  expense 
of  having  seats  built  on  Duffy’s  cliff,  for  which  they 
made  the  price  SI  apiece,  although  they  might 
easily  have  got  more.  I  want  to  say  candidly 
that  I  took  care  of  my  friends  on  the  dollar  seats, 
and  some  of  the  councilor’s  friends  were  also  taken 
care  of  on  the  dollar  seats,  the  cost  of  which  must 
have  been  more  practically  than  they  made  out 
of  them.  Those  are  facts  that  cannot  be  denied. 
If  this  is  a  ridiculous  proposition,  I  want  to  plead 
guilty  and  to  be  thankful  that  I.  am  here  to  favor 
it,  instead  of  introducing  any  such  resolution  as 
was  presented  two  weeks  ago  by  the  councilor  and 
supporting  it  here  and  in  committee  by  statements 
that  were  not  facts,  and  no  man  who  had  a  dollar 
of  money  in  property  that  could  be  attached  would 
dare  to  make  them.  As  far  as  the  tickets  go,  the 
full  statement  in  regard  to  the  disposition  of  the 
tickets  can  be  examined.  Every  man  who  applied 
for  tickets  has  received  them  and  has  signed  a 
card,  and  the  cards  are  in  a  box  which  can  be 
opened  and  examined  by  every  member  of  the 
Council.  Mr.  Gaffney  showed  them  to  me.  That 
shows  how  many  tickets  were  disposed  of  and  where 
they  went.  They  can  account  for  every  ticket, 
and  not  one  went  into  the  hands  of  speculators. 
So  if  there  are  clowms  in  the  Council,  they  can  take 
it  to  themselves.  I  want  to  see  this  Council  get 
together  and  do  team  work,  and  then  we  will  not 
be  abolished  in  order  to  have  a  Council  of  seven¬ 
teen.  But  as  long  as  one  member  wants  to  put 
in  ridiculous  resolutions  we  will  be  criticized.  If 
my  fellow  councilors  think  the  resolution  I  have 
introduced  is  uncalled  for  and  unwarranted,  I  hope 
they  will  vote  against  it.  I  have  put  it  in  in  all 
honesty  and  sincerity  of  purpose.  I  think  we 
should  do  everything  we  can  to  uphold  any  organ¬ 
ization,  any  body  of  men,  that  is  trying  to  place 
Boston  on  the  map.  I  have  a  deep  feeling  for  my 
beloved  city,  and  I  am  not  an  importation,  but 
was  born  and  brought  up  here.  There  is  no  indi¬ 
vidual  who  thinks  more  of  Boston  than  1  do.  I 
do  not  believe  in  getting  hot  over  these  things,  but 
in  taking  things  easy.  As  for  what  my  friend 
Jerry  says,  it  runs  off  my  back  like  water  off  a 
duck.  But  I  did  want  to  make  some  few  facts 
clear.  I  hoped  when  I  presented  the  resolution 
that  the  honorable  councilor  would  get  up  and 
say,  “When  I  put  in  the  resolution  I  did  and  said 
what  I  did,  I  made  a  mistake.  What  I  said  in 
regard  to  Air.  Gaffney  was  wrong;  I  don’t  believe 
lie  did  it.  I'  believe  the  Boston  National  League 
Club  deserves  a  resolution  like  this,  and  I  gladly 
withdraw  anything  I  said  upon  my  resolution  two 
weeks  ago.”  ■ 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  have  been 
a  member  of  the  Council  for  twenty  months,  and 
this  is  the  first  time  since  I  have  been  a  member 
that  a  member  has  arisen  here  and  said  that  a 
fellow  member  deliberately  lied,  without  being 
called  to  account  for  it  by  the  Chair.  I  desire  to 
say  that  the  Chair  owes  it  to  me  to  see  that  there 
is  spread  on  the  record  a  statement  that  the 
gentleman  withdraws  his  statement  in  regard  to 
my  lying,  and  lying  deliberately,  unless  the  Chair 
wants  to  show  his  bias  in  a  very  strong  manner. 
I  believe  the  member  from  Brighton  was  absolutely 
sincere  in  introducing  that  resolution.  ‘  I  believe  it 
is  an  evidence  of  his  stability.  You  can  guess  the 
rest.  The  gentleman  speaks  about  facts,  about 
seeing  things  that  Air.  Gaffney  of  the  Boston 
National  League  Ball  team  had,  which  showed 
certain  facts.  I  am  aware  that  the  gentleman  is 
an  assistant  manager;  I  am  aware  that  he  has 
some  property  that  might  be  attached.  The 
gentleman  evidently  knows  very  little  about  city 
affairs;  as  an  illustration  of  his  tremendous  knowl¬ 
edge  of  municipal  matters,  he  says  that  if  I  had 
any  money  or  property  I  could  be  attached;  it  is 
about  time  he  knew  that  statements  made  here 
are  privileged;  if  he  does  not  know  it,  I  will  so 
inform  him;  that  is  for  your  information,  sir.  I 
want  to  say  that  I  opposed  his  resolution  on  its 
merits;  I  do  not  take  back  one  single  word  I 
uttered  upon  the  resolution  I  introduced  concern¬ 
ing  the  bringing  in  to  Boston  of  New  York  citizens 
to  work;  I  do  not  take  back  one  single  word  about 


the  Boston  National  Ball  Team,  or  somebody  con¬ 
nected  with  it,  placing  in  the  hands  of  Herrick 
tickets  to  be  speculated  with;  I  have  never 
accused  Mr.  Gaffney  personally  of  placing  tickets 
in  that  way  in  the  hands  of  Herrick  or  other 
speculators.  You  can  look  up  what  I  said;  I  will 
give  you  time  enough.  The  gentleman  from 
Brighton  is  the  fifth  wheel  of  this  coach  up  here;  he 
stands  up  here  and  talks  as  we  have  heard  him, 
rambles  along,  tells  me  I  lie,  without  the  Chair 
calling  him  to  account;  I  said  it  is  unfair  and  un¬ 
parliamentary.  If  I  had  used  the  slightest  word 
that  was  outside  of  parliamentary  rules  and  regu¬ 
lations,  that  gavel  would  have  been  down  and 
broken  by  this  time;  I  only  insist  upon  my  rights 
in  this  body.  Everybody  connected  with  the  city 
government,  if  my  barking  at  their  heels  will 
make  them  stand  up,  will  stand  up,  during  my 
membership,  if  I  am  a  member  three  months  longer 
or  a  year  longer;  my  conduct  in  this  body  is  go¬ 
ing  to  mean  a  great  many  votes  for  retaining  the 
present  form  of  government,  as  far  as  the  Council 
is  concerned,  because  I  think  I  have  shown  to  the 
people,  convincing  every  fair-minded  man  of  it, 
my  sincerity  and  honesty  of  purpose.  This  reso¬ 
lution  has  no  place  in  this  body;  to  begin  with, 
it  should  have  been  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee  before  there  was  any  discussion  upon 
it,  and  then  perhaps  these  words  between  the 
gentleman  from  Brighton  and  myself  might  not 
have  been  uttered.  I  am  going  to  ask  the  gentle¬ 
man  from  Brighton  to  show  his  manliness  by 
rising  on  this  floor  and  admitting  that  in  saying  I 
lied  or  words  to  that  effect,  he  erred.  I  am  not 
asking  that  his  words  be  stricken  from  the  record, 
but  I  want  a  correction  from  his  own  lips,  and  I 
give  him  an  opportunity  to  make  the  correction. 

Coun.  WOODS — Mr.  President,  I  do  not  intend 
to  take  up  the  time  of  the  Council  much  longer, 
though  I  could  talk  for  two  hours  if  I  wanted  to 
do  so.  I  simply  claim  the  same  rights  as  the  coun¬ 
cilor  who  presented  resolutions  here  two  weeks  ago. 
Let  the  gentleman  look  up  what  he  said.  I  had  to 
look  it  up  for  myself  and  find  it.  The  gentleman 
says  that  this  resolution  ought  to  have  be£n 
referred  immediately  to  the  Executive  Committee, 
and  that  I  should  not  have  been  allowed  to  talk 
upon  it.  I  want  to  say  that  he  presented  his  resolu¬ 
tions  at  the  previous  meeting  and  immediately 
got  up  and  talked  upon  them,  and  what  he  said 
went  into  the  record.  Now  let  us  see  what  he 
said  about  Mr.  Gaffney.  It  says  in  the  records 
here: 

“The  tickets  are  going  into  the  hands  of  Herrick 
and  other  speculators,  not  at  the  market  price, 
but  a  premium  is  paid  by  Mr.  Herrick  to  Mr. 
Gaffney  and  his  organization.” 

That  is  the  fact  as  to  what  the  gentleman  said. 
The  gentleman  denies  it.  I  reiterate  everything 
I  said  when  I  said  that  the  gentleman  was  talking 
about  something  he  could  not  substantiate.  I 
didn’t  say  he  lied.  I  don’t  care  to  take  any  more 
time  on  the  matter,  but  am  willing  to  let  it  drop, 
because  Jerry  and  I  could  argue  here  for  two  hours. 

Coun.  WATSON — Air.  President,  I  want  to 
bring  to  the  attention  of  Coun.  Woods,  the  gentle¬ 
man  from  Brighton,  the  fact  that  my  name  is 
James  A.  Watson,  not  “Jerry”  Watson,  and  I 
again  refer  to  the  fact  that  the  Chair  does  not  call 
the  gentleman  to  account.  I  think  I  could  show 
the  Chair  how  to  proceed  in  such  matters.  I  am 
going  to  read  my  remarks  at  the  last  meeting.  I 
will  look  them  up,  as  long  as  the  gentleman  would 
not  refer  to  the  page  where  they  occurred.  He 
speaks  about  my  referring  to  Air.  Gaffney  getting 
the  money.  I  want  to  show  that  I  am  a  man  by 
saying  that  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Council,  in 
saying  what  the  record  purports  that  I  said,  I 
erred.  I  never  intended  to  say  that  Mr.  Gaffney 
personally  placed  in  the  hands  of  Herrick  tickets  at 
a  premium:  I  did  intend  to  say  that  National 
League  tickets  for  the  World’s  Championship 
games  in  Boston  were  in  the  hands  of  Herrick  and 
were  paid  for  at  a  fifty-cent  premium.  If  I  used 
the  name  of  Mr.  Gaffney  in  that  connection  I  did 
not  intend  to  do  it,  and  if  I  had  read  the  records  I 
would  have  corrected  them.  I  have  not  heard 
the  gentleman  from  Brighton  withdraw  his  state¬ 
ment  about  my  lying,  and  I  take  it  for  granted 
that  he  does  not  desire  to  withdraw  it.  I  will  not 
ask  that  it  be  stricken  from  the  record.  That 
should  have  been  ordered  when  the  remark  was 
made,  by  the  Chair.  I  am  willing  to  let  it  remain 
and  to  leave  it  just  where  it  is  in  connection  with 
this  controversy.  But  in  conclusion  I  want  to 
say  that  I  have  no  feeling  against  Mr.  Gaffney, 
Maranville,  Councilor  Woods,  or  anybody  c6n- 
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nected  with  Boston  baseball,  and  that  I  have  not 
slept  on  Mr.  Gaffney’s  steps  in  order  to  get  a  few 
tickets  for  some  purpose.  I  have  no  feeling  in 
the  matter.  I  was  opposed  to  bringing  from  New 
York  aliens  to  be  employed  here,  while  my  con¬ 
stituents  and  the  gentleman’s  constituents  were 
walking  the  streets  without  employment.  I  had 
hoped  that  the  gentleman  from  Brighton  might 
measure  up  man  fashion,  mentally  as  well  as 
physically,  by  withdrawing  his  statement  about 
my  telling  a  lie  on  the  floor  of  this  Chamber  con¬ 
cerning  any  proposition. 

Coun.  WOODS — Mr.  President,  I  want  to  say, 
as  long  as  Coun.  Watson  has  said  he  did  not  say 
or  intend  to  say  that  Mr.  Gaffney  sold  the  tickets 
to  Herrick,  that  I  will  willingly  and  gladly  with¬ 
draw  the  statement  I  made  in  that  connection. 
It  was  that  statement  of  his  that  I  worked  on,  as 
long  as  I  read  it  in  the  record.  Since  he  has 
apologized  and  has  said  that  he  erred,  I  am  willing 
to  do  likewise,  and  I  hope  the  gentleman  will  accept 
my  apology. 

The  preambles  and  resolution  were  referred  to 
the  Executive  Committee.

City  of  Boston. 

In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Fourteen. 
An  Ordinance  Concerning  Member^  of  the  Fire 
Department. 

Be  it  ordained,  etc. 

Section  1.  Any  person  weighing  not  less  than 
one  hundred  and  forty  pounds  shall  be  eligible 
for  appointment  as  a  member  of  the  fire  depart¬ 
ment  of  the  city  of  Boston,  provided  that  such 
person  meets  the  other  requirements  necessary,  for 
such  appointment. 

Sect.  2.  Chapter  four  of  the  Ordinances  of 
1912  and  chapter  one  of  the  Ordinances  of  1913 
are  hereby  repealed. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE — Mr.  President,  at  the 
request  of  Chairman  Kenny,  I  ask  that  this  matter 
be  laid  on  the  table  for  one  week. 

The  ordinance  was  laid  on  the  table.

Ordered,  That  meetings  of  the.,  citizens  of  this 
city  qualified  to  vote  for  state  officers  be  held  at  the 
several  polling  places  designated  for  the  purpose 
by  the  Board  of  Election  Commissioners,  on 
Tuesday,  the  third  day  of  November  next,  for  the 
election  of  Governor,  Lieutenant  Governor,  Secre¬ 
tary  of  the  Commonwealth,  Treasurer  and  Receiver 
General,  Auditor  of  the  Commonwealth,  Attorney-

Shall  the  act  passed  by  the  General  Court  in  the 
year  nineteen  hundred  and  fourteen,  providing  for 
the  election  of  a  city  council  of  seventeen  members 
by  districts,  be  accepted? 

Shall  an  act  passed  by  the  General  Court  in  the 
year  nineteen  hundred  and  fourteen  to  make 
Saturday  a  half-holiday,  without  loss  of  pay,  for 
laborers,  workmen  and  mechanics  employed  by  or 
on  behalf  of  the  commonwealth,  and  otherwise  to 
regulate  their  employment,  be  accepted?

PERMITS  FOR  STREET  OPENINGS.

Openings. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council,  etc.: 

Section  1.  Section  nine  of  chapter  nine  of  the 
ordinances  of  1910  is  hereby  amended,  by  substi¬ 
tuting  the  following  new  section: 

Sect.  9.  The  commissioner  may  issue  permits  to 
persons  having  authority  in  the  premises  to  open, 
occupy,  obstruct  and  use  portions  of  the  streets. 
Such  permits  shall  specify  the  time,  place,  size  and 
use  of  such  opening,  occupation  or  obstruction, 
and  shall  be  granted  upon  a  condition,  the  terms 
of  which  shall  be  those  stated  in  section  twenty- 
one  of  chapter  three  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of 
1898,  and  upon  further  conditions  as  follows: 

1.  That  the  restoration  of  the  paving  or  other 
surface  of  such  streets  shall  be  effected  by  the  city 
as  directed  by  the  commissioner,  the  work  to  be 
done  by  city  employees  or  by  contract  (A)  at  his 
discretion,  the  standard,  type  and  extent  of  the 
repairs  necessary  to  effect  such  restoration  to  be 
determined  by  him  and  to  be  paid  for  by  the  person 
receiving  the  permit,  such  payment  to  be  made  in 
advance  on  the  basis  of  the  commissioner’s  estimate 
or  during  the  progress  or  after  the  completion  of 
the  restoration  as  the  commissioner  may  elect. 

2.  That  the  person  receiving  the  permit  shall 
place  and  maintain  from  the  beginning  of  twilight, 
through  the  whole  of  every  night,  over  or  near  the 
place  so  occupied,  opened,  obstructed  or  used,  and 
over  or  near  any  dirt,  gravel  or  other  material 
placed  in  or  near  such  place,  a  light  or  lights 
sufficient  to  protect  travelers  from  injury;  shall 
place  and  maintain  a  safe  and  convenient  way, 
satisfactory  to  the  commissioner,  for  the  use  of 
foot  travelers  and  for  vehicles  around  or  over  such 
place;  shall  protect  such  trees  as  shall  be  designated 
by  the  park  and  recreation  department  in  such 
manner  as  said  department  shall  specify;  shall 
provide  suitable  sanitary  accommodations  for  his 
employees,  and  shall  deliver  the  coupon  attached 
to  the  permit  to  an  officer  of  the  police  force  of 
said  city  on  or  before  the  expiration  of  the  time 
fixed  in  the  permit  for  completing  the  work,  such 
coupon  to  be  returned  by  said  officer  to  the  public 
works  department. 

3.  That  the  commissioner  may  detail  an  in¬ 
spector,  at  the  expense  of  the  person  receiving 
the  permit,  to  supervise  said  opening,  occupation 
and  use,  and  to  see  that  the  backfilling  is  properly 
done. 

4.  That  the  commissioner  may  require  the 
person  receiving  the  permit  to  inclose  the  place  in 
the  streets  so  opened,  occupied  or  used,  with  a  rail, 
fence  or  other  guard  as  specified  by  the  commis¬ 
sioner. 

All  amounts  paid  to  the  city  under  the  provisions 
of  this  section  shall  be  credited  to,  and  used  as  a 
part  of,  the  appropriation  for  the  public  works 
department. 

The  question  comes  on  amending  the  proposed 
ordinance  by  inserting  at  “A”  the  words  “or 
otherwise.”

Ordered,  That  the  Retirement  Board  for  Laborers 
be  hereby  authorized  and  requested  to  retire,  under 
the  provisions  of  chapter  765  of  the  Acts  of  1914, 
Thomas  Miley,  employed  in  the  labor  service  of  the 
City  of  Boston  in  the  Public  Works  Department. 

Report  accepted;  order  passed. 

(16)  Report  on  the  ordinance  concerning  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Fire  Department  (referred  to-day)— 
recommending  the  passage  of  the  ordinance  in  the 
accompanying  new  draft: 

City  of  Boston. 

In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Fourteen. 

An  Ordinance  Concerning  Members  of  the  Fire 
Department. 

Be  it  ordained,  etc.: 

Section  1.  Chapter  4  of  the  Ordinances  of  1912 
and  chapter  one  of  the  Ordinances  of  1913  are 
hereby  repealed. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  question 
came  on  the  passage  of  the  ordinance. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE — Mr.  President,  I  am 
going  to  vote  for  the  repeal  of  this  ordinance  for 
two  reasons.  The  first  is  that  I  have  always 
been  of  the  opinion  that  men  less  than  five  feet 
five,  being  otherwise  qualified,  were  fit  men  to  be 
employed  in  the  Fire  Department  of  Boston,  and 
I  further  believe  that  this  City  Council  has  no 


right  to  establish  the  height  of  five  feet  seven 
inches.  I  am  going  to  read  from  chapter  19, 
section  11,  of  the  Revised  Laws: 

“Persons  five  feet  five  inches  in  height  or  over, 
if  otherwise  qualified,  shall  be  eligible  to  appoint¬ 
ment  in  the  Fire  Department  of  the  City  of 
Boston.  Call  members  in  said  department  who 
have  served  three  or  more  successive  years,  shall, 
upon  application  to  the  Civil  Service  Commis¬ 
sioners,  be  placed  upon  the  eligible  list  for  appoint¬ 
ment  as  permanent  men  without  further  examina¬ 
tion,  and  may,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Fire  Com¬ 
missioner,  be  appointed  at  the  same  salary  as 
permanent  men  who  have  served  three  or  more 
years  in  said  service.” 

Chapter  19  of  the  Revised  Laws  is  a  special  act 
relating  to  the  City  of  Boston.  Chapter  194 
of  the  Acts  of  1904,  in  section  1,  reads  as  follows: 

“No  regulations  concerning  the  height  or 
weight  of  persons  who.  shall  be  eligible  to  become 
members  of  the  Fire  Department  in  any  city  or 
town  shall  be  made  or  enforced,  except  by  the 
City  Council  of  such  city,  by  the  selectmen  of 
such  town,  or  by  the  board  or  officer  having 
authority  to  make  appointments  in  the  Fire 
Department  of  such  city  or  town.” 

I  take  it  from  this,  Mr.  President,  that  this 
Act  of  1904  neither  amended  nor  repealed  section 
11  of  chapter  19  of  the  Revised  Laws,  and  I  also 
contend  that  the  Act  of  1904  does  not  supersede 
chapter  19  of  the  Revised  Laws;  and  even  if  this 
act  applied  to  the  City  of  Boston,  I  claim  that 
under  the  general  law  we  would  have  no  right  to 
make  regulations  as  to  height,  setting  a  standard 
higher  than  that  established  by  the  previous  law, 
of  5  feet  5  inches.  Section  1  of  chapter  352  of  the 
Acts  of  1911  reads  as  follows: 

“Chapter  194  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1904  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  section  1  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following:  Section  1. 
No  regulations  concerning  the  height  or  weight  of 
persons  who  shall  be  eligible  to  become  members 
of  the  Fire  Department  in  any  city  or  town  shall 
be  made  or  enforced  except  by  the  City  Council 
of  the  city  or  by  the  selectmen  of  the  town.” 

Mr.  President,  I  claim  that  neither  of  those  acts 
of  1904  or  1911  have  amended  or  repealed  chapter 
19  of  the  Revised  Laws,  and  for  that  reason  I  am  of 
the  opinion  that  we  have  no  right  to  establish  a 
height  of  more  than  5  feet  5  inches.  Under  the 
general  law  of  1904,  the  Council,  the  selectmen  of  a 
town,  the  Fire  Commissioner,  or  those  having  the 
appointing  power,  had  a  perfect  right  to  establish  a 
height  limit  and  also  had  a  right  to  make  rules  as 
to  the  weight  required.  But  they  had  no  right  to  go 
higher  than  5  feet  5  inches  in  the  City  of  Boston. 
The  Act  of  1911  was  practically  the  same  as  that  of 
1904,  with  this  exception,  that  it  took  from  the 
Fire  Commissioner  the  discretionary  power  and 
left  that  power  entirely  in  the  hands  of  the  city 
councils  of  cities  and  the  boards  of  selectmen  of 
towns.  I  claim  that  we  had  no  right  to  establish  a 
height  of  5  feet  7  inches,  and  even  if  we  had  I 
claim  that  we  made  a  mistake  when  we  barred 
good,  strong,  able-bodied  young  men  from  entering 
into  the  fire  service  of  this  city.  I  have  always 
been  of  the  opinion  that  a  short,  stockily  built  man, 
for  certain  branches  of  our  Fire  Department  work, 
such  as  handling  ladder  trucks,  etc.,  was  preferable 
to  a  man  much  over  5  feet  7,  and  if  I  take  the 
opinion  of  the  officers  of  the  Fire  Department  I  am 
further  convinced  that  they  are  satisfied  that  we 
made  a  mistake  in  establishing  a  height  of  5  feet 
7  inches.  Some  of  the  very  best  men  we  have  in 
the  Fire  Department  to-day  are  less  than  5  feet 
7  inches  in  height,  and  I  believe  our  Fire  Commis¬ 
sioner  and  some  of  our  district  chiefs  and  deputies 
are  less  than  5  feet  7  inches  in  height.  Gentlemen, 
if  we  made  a  mistake  in  1913  in  establishing  that 
height  I  hope  we  will  rectify  that  mistake  to-dav 
by  repealing  the  entire  ordinance. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  heartily 
concur  in  all  the  councilor  opposite  has  said  con¬ 
cerning  the  repeal  of  the  ordinance  regulating  the 
height  of  firemen.  I  have  voted  every  time  I  have 
had  the  opportunity  in  favor  of  limiting  the  height. 
I  agree  heartily  with  him  that  we  should  eliminate 
the  question  of  height  altogether.  In  fact,  I  think 
we  have  in  the  past  violated  at  least  the  spirit  of 
the  charter,  which  specifically  says  that  we  shall 
not  enter  into  the  employment  of  labor.  I  think 
when  we  pass  an  ordinance  that  tells  the  Fire 
Chief  or  Fire  Commissioner  that  he  shall  not  place 
at  work  as  a  fireman  a  man  who  is  5  feet  6J  inches 
in  height,  or  a  fraction  less  than  5  feet  7  inches,  we 
are  certainly  interfering  with  the  employment  of 
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labor  in  at  least  the  Fire  Department.  I  know  of 
many  firemen  who  are  shorter  than  the  height 
described  by  the  ordinance.  I  believe  the  Fire 
Commissioner  is  only  5  feet  65  inches  in  height, 
and  .1  might  enumerate  at  least  eight  or  ten  of 
some  of  the  best  firemen  in  the  city’s  service  who 
are  under  5  feet  7  inches.  I  know  that  we  have 
the  votes  to-day;  we  tested  that  out  in  executive 
session,  and  I  am  reminded  of  an  old  phrase  of  a 
past  president  of  the  Council,  when  a  member  who 
was  worrying  about  the  action  of  the  Council  said 
to  him,  “I  am  afraid  we  are  going  to  have  quite  a 
little  talk  against  this  thing.”  “Well,”  said  the 
President,  “we  have  got  the  votes;  let  them  talk.” 
I  think  that  same  remark  might  well  be  applied  to 
the  present  matter.  I  think  there  are  others  per¬ 
haps  quite  as  anxious  to  have  the  present  height 
stricken  out.  and  I  will  give  way  to  them.  I 
agree  heartily  that  a  5  foot  6|  man,  a  man  of  the 
height  of  the  councilor  opposite,  would  make  quite 
as  good  a  fireman,  if  he  were  younger*,  ns  a  taller 
man,  and  I  hope  that  the  ordinance  will  pass. 

Coun.  COLLINS — Mr.  President,  this  matter 
has  come  before  us  in  one  form  or  another  for  the 
past  three  years.  As  I  recollect  it,  in  1911  the 
then  fire  commissioner,  acting  under  the  statute, 
was  using  his  discretion  in  regard  to  the  height 
and  weight  of  firemen.  That  discretion  was 
challenged  by  many  aspirants  and  there  was  much 
agitation,  resulting  in  the  passage  of  this  act  of 
1911,  which  I  will  read: 

‘‘An  Act  relative  to  regulations  concerning  the 
height  and  weight  of  members  of  fire  depart¬ 
ments. 

“Chapter  352. 

“Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

“Section  1.  Chapter  194  of  the  acts  of  the 
year  1904  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out 
section  one  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following.  Section  1.  No  regulations  concerning 
the  height  or  weight  of  persons  who  shall  be  eligible 
to  become  members  of  the  Fire  Department  in 
any  city  or  town  shall  be  made  or  enforced  except 
by  the  city  council  of  the  city  or  by  the  selectmen 
of  the  town. 

“Section  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its 
passage.” 

I  listened  with  a  great  deal  of  interest  to  my 
good  friend  from  Roxbury  expounding  his  idea  of 
the  law.  It  seems  rather  singular  at  this  time, 
about  three  years  after  the  time,  in  1911,  when 
this  agitation  took  place,  that  he  is  now  firmly  of 
the  opinion  that  no  regulations  concerning  height 
and  weight  of  firemen  are  legal  and  proper.  Three 
of  us  in  Executive  Committee  respectfully  asked 
our  associates  in  the  city  government  to  request 
the  Corporation  Counsel  to  give  us  an  opinion 
on  this  subject,  concerning  which  there  has  been 
much  talk  and  considerable  effort  put  forth  by 
many  members  of  the  Council - 

Coun.  WATSON — -Mr.  President,  if  the  gentle¬ 
man  wall  yield  for  a  moment,  I  would  like  to  ask  a 
question. 

President  McDONALD — Does  the  gentleman 
yield? 

Coun.  COLLINS— I  do. 

Coun.  WATSON — I  would  like  to  ask  the  gentle¬ 
man  from  Dorchester  if  the  reason  given  by  the 
proponents  of  this  ordinance  was  not  that  they 
wanted  to  pass  the  ordinance  before  a  given  time 
in  order  that  certain  good  citizens  who  were  under 
5  feet  7  inches  in  height  might  have  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  of  filing  their  applications  with  the  Civil 
Service  Commissioners  for  the  examinations  to 
take  place  shortly,  which  they  are  now  denied 
doing  because  of  this  ordinance? 

Coun.  COLLINS — Mr.  President,  I  understood 
that  an  examination  was  to  be  held  and  that 
applications  had  to  be  filed  a  couple  of  weeks 
hence.  Consequently  the  three  members  of  the 
government — I  think  I  speak  for  the  other  two — 
were  perfectly  willing  to  have  a  continuance  of 
this  for  three  or  four  days,  which  would  not  take 
away  any  of  the  rights  of  the  aspirants,  and  which 
would  enable  us  to  get  some  light  from  the  only 
constituted  legal  officer  of  this  city,  the  Corpora¬ 
tion  Counsel.  In  answer  to  my  friend  from 
Roxbury - 

Coun.  WATSON— Which  one? 

Coum  COLLINS — Coun.  Ballantyne — I  think 
he  will  agree  that  any  act  passed  by  the  Legisla¬ 
ture  in  any  year  which  is  inconsistent  with  any  act 
that  has  been  passed  heretofore,  either  expressly 
or  impliedly,  repeals  that  previous  act.  In  so  far 
as  any  acts  he  has  read  here  concern  the  height 
and  weight  requirements,  if  those  requirements 


are  inconsistent  with  this  act,  they  are  necessarily 
repealed.  If  the  duty  devolves  upon  this  body 
of  establishing  the  height  and  weight  of  members 
of  the  Boston  Fire  Department,  I  certainly  desire 
to  know  that  fact.  I  wish  to  know  just  how  the 
matter  stands.  No  man  in  this  body  has  desired 
to  take  hasty  action  upon  this  matter  less  than  I. 
I  believe  that  we  are  nothing  but  amateurs,  not 
experts,  and  that  we  should  defer  to  the  experts. 
Certainly  when  the  statute  was  passed  we  could 
not  shirk  our  duty,  which  we  supposed  was  placed 
upon  us  by  the  statute.  We  had  hearings.  We 
had  the  opinion  of  Fire  Commissioner  Daly,  and 
also  of  his  immediate  predecessor,  Fire  Commis¬ 
sioner  Carroll,  that  men  whose  height  was  less 
than  5  feet  7  inches  and  whose  weight  was  less 
than  140  pounds  should  not  be  in  the  Fire  Depart¬ 
ment.  There  was  also  the  opinion  of  one  of  the 
most  noted  fire  chiefs. in  this  country,  Chief  Croker 
9f  New  York.  We  went  down  the  line  and  found 
what  they  were  doing  in  other  cities,  and  in  all 
the  large  cities  of  the  country  but  two  the  height 
and  weight  were  at  least  5  feet  7  inches  and  140 
pounds,  while  in  New  York  laddermen  had  to 
be  5  feet  inches.  There  is  not  a  member  of 
this  body  who  is  interested  in  keeping  up  the 
requirements  who  is  of  the  opinion  that  there  are 
not  good  and  competent  men  under  5  feet  7  inches. 
We  believe  there  are.  But  when  this  duty  is 
placed  upon  us  we  cannot  shirk  it.  We  have  to 
assume  it,  and  we  have  put  the  height  and  weight 
where  the  experts  say  they  should  be.  I  may 
say  in  passing  that  other  firemen  and  other  chiefs 
in  the  Fire  Department  of  Boston  were  before 
us.  Our  late  lamented  friend,  Benjamin  Wells, 
for  instance,  gave  us  his  opinion  to  the  same  effect. 
Scores  of  officers  were  before  us  and  every  one 
whose  opinion  we  considered  of  value  from  a 
technical  standpoint  considered  that,  for  the 
efficiency  of  the  department,  a  height  of  at  least 
5  feet  7  inches  should  be  maintained.  As  I  say, 
we  called  the  experts,  and  the  statute  that  was 
passed  was  passed  without  our  acquiescence,  with¬ 
out  our  demand.  It  being  before  us,  we  had  to 
stand  in  our  boots,  take  the  consequences,  and 
place  the  height  and  weight  of  firemen  where  the 
experts  said  they  should  be  placed.  For  that 
reason  I  am  against  repealing  this  ordinance,  because 
in  doing  so  we  should  realize  our  responsibility, 
should  realize  that  under  the  statute  the  entire 
duty  is  placed  upon  the  city  government  to  fix 
the  height  and  weight  requirement.  Each  of  the 
three  members  taking  that  position  realizes  that 
it  is  an  unpopular  thing  to  do  to  advocate  main¬ 
taining  the  height  and  weight  at  5  feet  7  inches 
and  140  pounds,  but  we  believe  it  is  the  right  thing 
to  do,  and  I  shall  insist  upon  it  and  shall  vote 
against  the  repeal  of  the  ordinance. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE — Mr.  President,  my 
brother  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  Chamber,  who 
has  just  spoken,  is  no  doubt  a  first-class  lawyer  and 
reads  law  in  the  way  that  all  good  lawyers  do.  He 
has  read  from  the  statute  of  1911,  which  com¬ 
mences  by  stating  that  the  Act  of  1904  is  hereby 
repealed;  but  he  did  not  read  from  the  Act  of  1904 
anything  to  the  effect  that  chapter  19  of  the  Revised 
Laws,  which  is  a  special  act  relative  to  Boston,  has 
been  repealed  or  amended,  and  he  did  not,  either, 
explain  to  us  how  a  general  law  will  supersede  a 
special  law,  a  law  made  especially  for  a  particular 
city.  As  far  as  his  willingness  to  rely  upon  the 
opinion  of  the  Corporation  Counsel  is  concerned,  I 
think  every  member  of  the  Council  was  willing 
that  the  Corporation  Counsel  should  come  before 
that  committee.  It  was  suggested  by  my  brother 
opposite  that  the  Corporation  Counsel  be  called 
at  the  next  meeting,  and  I  said,  “I  am  perfectly 
willing  to  have  the  Corporation  Counsel  called  at 
this  meeting,  and  will  stay  here  as  long  as  you  have 
a  mind  to,  but  I  oppose  delay  for  one  week  for  this 
reason.  The  examination  for  the  Fire  Department 
takes  place  on  the  twelfth  day  of  November  and 
applications  must  be  in  at  least  ten  days  ahead, 
so  that  these  applications  must  be  filed  by  the  2d 
of  November.  Failing  to  get  in  an  application 
at  that  time  throws  all  these  men  back  six  months.” 
That  was  my  only  objection  to  having  this  laid  on 
the  table  for  the  opinion  of  the  Corporation  Counsel 
in  writing.  But  I  think  if  my  friend  was  not  afraid 
of  the  opinion  of  the  Corporation  Counsel  he  would 
probably  have  agreed  to  have  the  Corporation 
Counsel  called  before  the  committee  meeting  this 
afternoon,  and  I  wish  he  had. 

Coun.  COLLINS — Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  ask  the  gentleman  a  question.  Will  my  good 
friend  from  Roxbury  accede  to  the  wish  of  some 
of  the  members  of  the  Council  that  this  matter  be 
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delayed  for  three  days  from  to-day  so  that  the 
Corporation  Counsel  may  give  us  a  written  opinion 
in  regard  to  it. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE — Mr.  President,  I  will 
answer  that  question.  If  this  Council  will  adjourn 
for  three  days,  I  will  agree  to  adjourn  with  them 
and  take  the  opinion  of  the  Corporation  Counsel. 

Coun.  COLLINS — Mr.  President,  the  gentleman 
has  not  answered  my  question.  I  ask  him  whether 
or  not  he  will  accede  to  a  motion  to  that  effect? 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE — Mr.  President,  I  will 
agree  to  and  vote  for  a  motion  to  that  effect  if  you 
will  make  a  motion  now  that  the  Council  adjourn 
for  three  days. 

Coun.  COLLINS — Mr.  President,  will  the 
gentleman  yield  the  floor  now  so  that  I  may  make 
a  motion  to  that  effect? 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE— I  will. 

Coun.  COLLINS — Mr.  President,  I  move,  sir, 
that  this  Council,  when  it  adjourns,  adjourn  to 
meet  on  Thursday,  at  three  o’clock  p.  m.,  at  which 
time  a  special  meeting  may  be  held  to  consider  the 
matter  of  the  ordinance  concerning  members  of 
the  Fire  Department,  and  that  the  Corporation 
Counsel  be,  requested  in  the  meantime  to  vive  a 
written  opinion  concerning  our  rights  under  the 
statute. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  ask  for 
unanimous  leave  to  make  a  statement,  if  I  am  in 
order  in  speaking  on  the  question  of  adjournment. 
I  am  perfectly  willing  to  adjourn  to  next  Thurs¬ 
day,  if  the  councilor  from  Dorchester  (Coun. 
Collins)  will  agree  to  vote  for  this  order  next 
Thursday,  provided  the  Corporation  Counsel 
does  not  send  to  this  Council  a  written  opinion. 
I  am  pretty  well  satisfied  that  the  Corporation 
Counsel  will  take  a  number  of  days  to  send  a 
written  opinion  to  this  body,  that  he  will  be  very 
careful  in  regard  to  it,  much  more  careful  than  he 
would  be  in  the  case  of  an  oral  opinion,  and  I  am 
not  so  certain  that,  if  we  adjourn  to  next  Thurs¬ 
day,  further  delay  may  not  be  asked.  But  if  the 
gentleman  will  withdraw  his  motion  to  adjourn 
and  put  it  in  different  shape,  I  may  vote  "for  it.  I 
shall  be  willing  to  vote  for  a  motion  that  when 
this  Council  adjourns  it  be  to  meet  on  Thursday 
next,  at  a  given  hour,  and  that  the  only  matter  to 
be  considered  at  that  meeting  shall  be  this  ordi¬ 
nance  before  us,  and  that  if  we  have  no  written 
opinion  from  the  Corporation  Counsel  on  that 
day  we  shall  take  action  on  that  matter  then  and 
there.  If  the  gentleman  wants  to  play  fair,  I  am 
willing  to  play  fair  with  him.  I  am  willing  to 
adjourn  to  next  Thursday  for  that  purpose,  but  I 
want  the  matter  settled  then  one  way  or  the  other. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE— Mr.  President,  I  was 
in  hopes  that  the  gentleman  would  put  the  motion 
in  different  form.  I  am  perfectly  willing  to  have 
further  action  upon  this  matter  postponed  until 
Thursday,  at  eleven  o’clock,  and  that  the  Corpora¬ 
tion  Counsel’s  opinion  be  asked  for  in  the  mean¬ 
time.  I  would  be  glad  to  meet  here  with  the 
other  members  in  the  afternoon,  but  I  have  to  go 
out  of  town  at  four  o’clock  that  afternoon. 

Coun.  COLLINS — Mr.  President,  the  purpose 
of  my  motion,  of  course,  was  merely  to  gain  any 
information  that  the  Corporation  Counsel  might 
be  able  to  transmit  to  us.  As  to  any  agreement  I 
might  make,  at  the  suggestion  of  the  gentleman  on 
my  right  (Coun.  Watson),  of  course  I  make  no 
agreement  at  all.  I  simply  want  the  Corporation 
Counsel’s  opinion  on  this  important  matter  and  I 
think  we  ought  to  have  it  and  are  entitled  to  it. 
I  congratulate  my  friend  on  the  other  side  on  his 
fairness  in  acceding  to  my  request.  As  to  the 
hour,  eleven  o’clock  is  agreeable  to  me,  and  I 
will  assent  to  that  if  the  gentleman  will  put  the 
motion  in  that  way. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President. 

Coun.  COLLINS— Mr.  President. 

Coun.  WATSON — I  will  yield  to  Coun.  Collins. 

Coun.  COLLINS— Mr.  President,  1  ask  unani¬ 
mous  consent  to  withdraw  the  hour  I  suggested, 
three  o’clock,  making  it  eleven  o’clock  a.  m. 
instead. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE — And  that  the  meeting 
be  simply  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  the  ordi¬ 
nance  before  us  now? 

Coun.  COLLINS— Yes. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE — That  will  be  the  special 
business  of  that  meeting? 

President  McDONALD — Yes. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE — I  will  agree  with  you 
on  that. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  as  I  under¬ 
stand  the  motion  before  the  House,  it  is  a  motion 


by  Coun.  Collins  that  when  we  adjourn  it  be  to 
meet  on  Thursday  next  at  eleven  o’clock,  and  that 
in  the  meantime  the  Corporation  Counselibe  asked 
to  give  an  opinion  on  the  question  of  the  legality 
of  our  action  in  attempting  to  regulate  the  height 
and  weight  of  firemen?  The  councilor  opposite 
bows  his  head  and  says  that  is  correct.  That  is 
sufficient  for  me,  knowing  that  he  knows  the  law 
very  thoroughly.  I  don’t  think  I  care  to  know 
whether  or  not  this  law  or  ordinance  is  legal  or 
illegal.  I  think  the  important  question  we  ought 
to  ask  the  Corporation  Counsel  is,  whether  or 
not  we  can,  if  we  so  wish,  refuse  to  pass  an  ordi¬ 
nance  prescribing  the  height  and  weight  of  firemen, 
or  whether  we  can  repeal  an  ordinance  prescrib¬ 
ing  the  height  and  weight  of  firemen  if  we  wish, 
and  if  the  councilor  opposite,  will  embod3r  that 
in  his  request  to  the  Corporation  Counsel  it  will 
be  pleasing  to  me. 

Coun.  WOODS— Mr.  President,  I  am  opposed 
to  any  further  delay  in  this  matter.  This  ordinance 
was  reported  two  weeks  ago  to-day.  It  was 
assigned  for  two  weeks  because  of  Coun.  Kenny’s 
absence,  and  the  gentleman  who  wants  the  delay 
at  this  time  could  then  have  asked  that  the  Cor¬ 
poration  Counsel’s  opinion  be  obtained.  This  is 
merely  a  subterfuge,  in  order  to  have  action  on 
this  matter  delayed.  The  councilor  on  my  left 
(Coun.  Collins)  was  one  of  the  members  who  voted 
to  have  the  present  ordinance  put  into  effect. 

.  The  Council  did  not  ask  the  Corporation  Counsel’s 
opinion  at  that  time  as  to  whether  they  had  a 
right  to  take  that  action  or  not,  but  went  ahead 
and  did  ft.  This  matter  has  been  before  us  for  a 
long  time,  and  I  see  no  reason  for  postponing  action 
further.  I  think  to-day  is  the  time  for  us  to  decide 
the  thing  one  way  or  another.  If  we  pass  an 
order  that  is  illegal,  the  Corporation  Counsel  can 
come  in  and  the  Mayor  can  send  it  back  to  us 
saying  that  the  order  is  illegal.  We  can  get  the 
Corporation  Counsel’s  opinion  then.  If  we  have 
a  right  to  do  this  the  order  will  go  through  and 
there  is  no  need  of  the  Corporation  Counsel’s 
opinion.  Therefore,  I  am  opposed  to  any  post¬ 
ponement.  I  hope  the  ordinance  will  be  passed 
upon  to-day  and  that  the  Council  will  not  adjourn 
to  Thursday. 

Coun.  Collins’s  motion,  that  a  special  meet¬ 
ing  be  held  on  Thursday  next  at  11  o’clock 
a.  m.,  to  consider  the  matter  of  the  ordinance 
concerning  members  of  the  Fire  Department,  was 
declared  lost.  Coun.  COLLINS  doubted  the  vote 
and  asked  for  the  yeas  and  nays. 

The  motion  was  carried,  yeas  5,  nays  4: 

Yeas — Coun.  Ballantyne,  Collins,  Coulthurst, 
Kenny,  Watson — 5. 

Nays — Coun.  Attridge,  Coleman,  McDonald. 
Woods — -4. 

Coun.  KENNY — -Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
with  unanimous  consent  to  say  a  word.  I  did  not 
want  to  interfere  with  the  arrangement  being 
entered  into  here,  because  I  thought  if  I  broke  in 
it  might  possibly  interfere  with  the  plans  that  were 
being  made  for  the  meeting  on  Thursday.  But  I 
want  to  say  just  this,  that  my  understanding  is 
not  that  we  are  going  to  call  upon  the  Corporation 
Counsel  to  give  us  an  opinion  as  to  the  legality  of 
our  action  here  in  repealing  something.  Rather, 
it  is  to  get  an  opinion  as  to  our  right  to  act  under 
the  statute,  which  we  did  in  1912. 

Coun.  COULTHURST — Mr.  President,  might 
I  ask  unanimous  consent  to  say  a  word?  I  assume 
that  the  question  we  are  going  to  put  up  to  the 
Corporation  Counsel  is  as  to  whether  the  ordinance 
we  passed  is  a  legal  ordinance. 

Later  in  the  session  Coun.  COULTHURST  said: 

Mr.  President,  Coun.  Collins,  before  he  left  us, 
agreed  that  an  order  should  be  drafted  covering 
the  request  to  the  Corporation  Counsel  for  his 
opinion.  I  have  not  got  it  in  form  yet.  If  the 
Council  will  delay  a  moment,  I  would  like  to  comply 
with  his  request.  I  suppose  it  should  be  an  order 
requesting  the  opinion  of  the  Corporation  Counsel. 

Coun.  KENNY — -Mr.  President,  I  trust  that  that 
will  not  be  done.  It  seems  to  me  that  it  will  be 
better  to  call  the  Corporation  Counsel  into  con¬ 
ference.  We  may  each  of  us  have  our  own  theory 
and  idea  of  what  should  be  done,  and  how  we  should 
vote.  Let  us  meet  the  Corporation  Counsel  and 
each  of  us  put  to  him  questions  that  we  wish  in 
regard  to  the  matter.  I  hope  that  is  the  course  that 
will  be  taken. 

Coun.  COULTHURST — Rather  than  getting 
his  written  opinion? 

Coun.  KENNY— Yes. 
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CONSTRUCTION  OF  NEPTUNE  ROAD. 

President  McDONALD  offered  an  order — That 
the  Board  of  Street  Commissioners  be  requested 
to  lay  out  and  construct  as  a  public  street  Neptune 
road  from  Bennington  street  to  Wood  Island  Park. 

President  McDONALD — The  Chair  wishes  to 
state  that  he  introduces  that  order  for  Mr.  Giblin, 
Mr.  Thomas  J.  Giblin  of  W  ard  1,  who  is  very  much 
interested  in  that  road.  He  asked  me  to  put  the 
order  in  requesting  the  Street  Commissioners  to 
lay  it  out. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  was  wonder¬ 
ing  whether  this  demand  or  request  was  from  more 
than  one  citizen  of  East  Boston,  whether  the 
request  is  backed  up  by  any  one  except  Represen- 
tetive-elect  Giblin. 


President  McDONALD — The  Chair  has  put  the 
order  in  for  Representative-elect  Giblin.  He 
handed  it  to  me,  asking  me  to  put  it  in  for  him. 
Coun.  WATSON — All  right. 

The  order  was  passed. 


GENERAL  RECONSIDERATION. 

On  motion  of  Coun.  COLEMAN  a  general 
reconsideration  of  all  action  taken  to-day  was 
refused. 


Adjourned,-  on  motion  of  Coun.  KENNY,  at 
0.24  p.  m.,  to  meet  on  Thursday,  October  29,  at 
11  a.  m. 
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Proceedings  of  City  Council. 


Thursday,  October  29,  1914. 

Adjourned  special  meeting  of  the  City  Council, 
held  in  the  Council  Chamber,  City  Hall,  at  eleven 
o’clock  a.  m.,  President  McDONALD  in  the 
chair.  Absent,  Coun.  Coleman. 

The  meeting  was  held  subject  to  adjournment, 
and  to  consider  the  proposed  ordinance  reported 
at  the  last  meeting  of  the  City  Council  repealing 
the  ordinance  of  1912  in  regard  to  qualifications 
for  membership  in  the  Fire  Department. 

Coun.  KENNY — Mr.  Chairman,  I  move  that 
we  take  a  recess  subject  to  the  call  of  the  Chair. 

Coun.  WATSON — -Mr.  Chairman,  I  am  not 
acquainted  with  the  reason  for  this  proposed 
recess,  but  I  have  an  idea  that  it  is  for  the  purpose 
of  discussing  the  legality  of  some  phases  of  this 
question  concerning  the  height  of  firemen.  It 
seems  to  me  that  whatever  takes  place  concerning 
this  matter  ought  to  take  place  in  open  session 
and  be  made  a  matter  of  record.  The  Law  Depart¬ 
ment  is  here,  represented  by  Mr.  Sullivan,  at  the 
request  of  the  Council,  to  answer  certain  questions 
concerning  the  legal  aspect  of  this  matter.  I 
would  have  preferred  an  opinion  from  the  Cor¬ 
poration  Counsel  in  writing,  but,  in  order  to 
facilitate  matters,  I  think  it  was  universally  agreed 
upqn  among  the  members  that  Mr.  Sullivan  should 
come  here  in  person  in  order  that  we  might  push 
this  matter  along,  so  that  whatever  action  we 
might  take  would  become  effective;  so  that,  if  the 
proposed  ordinance  is  passed,  certain  applicants 
for  positions  as  firemen  may  have  an  opportunity 
to  take  out  their  papers  and  take  the  examination 
on  or  before  a  certain  date.  I  would  like  to  have 
-  this  made  a  matter  of  record.  If  we  have  any 
hearing  in  executive  session,  what  is  said  and  done 
there  becomes  a  question  of  veracity  between  the 
different  members,  and  there  might  be  a  con¬ 
troversy  later  as  to  the  opinion  of  the  Law  Depart¬ 
ment.  We  are  a  happy  little  family  here  for  a 
while  longer  at  least,  considerably  longer,  I  hope, 
and  I  think  we  ought  to  take  the  matter  up  in  the 
open.  In  the  executive  session  there  is  nobody 
present  but  the  members  and  the  reporters,  and 
I  think  it  should  be  made  a  matter  of  public  record. 
For  that  reason  I  certainly  trust  that  no  recess 
will  be  taken  for  the  purpose  of  having  the  opinion 
of  the  Law  Department  in  this  matter  in  executive 
session,  where  there  will  be  no  record  made  of  it. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE— Mr.  President,  I  have 
no  objection  to  this  being  threshed  out  in  open 
board.  I  understand,  however,  that  several 
members  think  it  would  be  unfair  to  the  Corpora¬ 
tion  Counsel  to  have  him  come  in  here  and  have 
every  word  that  is  passed  placed  upon  the  records, 
without  his  having  had  proper  notice  beforehand 
as  to  just  what  is  wanted  of  him.  I  am  going  to 
leave  the  matter  entirely  in  the  hands  of  the  man 
who  asked  for  the  postponement.  Coun.  Collins 
asked  for  the  postponement  at  the  last  meeting, 
and  I  am  going  to  leave  it  with  him.  If  he  prefers 
to  have  whatever  is  said  said  here  in  open  session, 
I  will  agree  with  him  in  that;  if  in  executive  session, 
I  will  agree  to  that. 

Coun.  COLLINS — -Mr.  President,  in  matters  of 
this  kind,  which  may  come  before  the  body,  it  has 
been  our  practice  at  some  meeting  previous  to  the 
one  held  for  final  discussion  of  a  matter  to  have 
questions  put  to  the  Corporation  Counsel,  giving 
to  the  Corporation  Counsel  ample  opportunity  to 
give  an  answer  in  writing.  That  has  not  been 
done  in  this  case.  When  there  has  not  been  that 
opportunity,  it  has  been  the  custom  to  have  the 
Corporation  Counsel  appear  before  us  in  executive 
session.  Accordingly,  I  see  no  reason  for  departing 
from  our  practice  of  having  meetings  in  executive 
session,  at  which  the  reporters  are  present,  and  if 
the  Council  sees  its  way  clear  to  do  so  the  stenog¬ 
rapher  can  be  called  in  and  questions  can  be  put 
to  the  Corporation  Counsel,  to  be  answered  by 
him,  and  to  be  made  a  matter  of  record.  I  see  no 
reason  for  having  the  questions  and  answers  put 
here  in  open  board.  In  my  opinion  it  will  save 
time  for  us  to  have  it  done  in  executive  session. 
I  believe  we  will  make  more  progress  by  having  it 
done  in  our  executive  meeting. 


Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  if  the  Council 
will  vote  for  a  motion  that  I  will  make,  providing 
the  motion  to  have  a  recess  is  withdrawn, — for 
the  moment, — that  a  record  of  what  takes  place 
in  executive  session  be  kept  by  the  official  ste¬ 
nographer  for  the  benefit  of  the  Council^  not  to 
be  made  a  matter  of  public  record  except  for  our 
own  special  benefit, — I  will  agree  to  that.  I 
believe  that  request  of  mine  is  a  reasonable  one. 
I  believe  I  will  be  voted  down  on  the  question  of 
taking  a  recess,  but  I  believe  in  granting  a  cour¬ 
teous  and  reasonable  request  of  every  member. 
Such  a  request  as  I  now  make  is,  I  think,  a  reason¬ 
able  one.  The  fact  that  the  reporters  are  going 
to  be  present  in  executive  meeting  does  not  mean 
that  everything  that  is  said  or  done  will  appear 
in  the  public  press.  It  simply  means  that  they 
will  state,  as  they  interpret  it,  the  opinion  of 
the  head  of  the  Law  Department  on  this  question. 
I  think  it  is  of  some  consequence  to  have  an 
opinion,  and  to  have  it  made  a  matter  of  record, 
and  I  think  it  should  be  taken  down  by  the  ste¬ 
nographer.  Of  course,  I  shall  vote  against  a  recess, 
believing  that  we  should  consider  the  matter  in 

'  open  board  here,  in  order  that  we  may  have  an 
official  record  of  what  is  best.  But  if  the  member 
who  moved  the  recess,  Coun.  Kenny,  will  with¬ 
draw  his  motion,  and  then  allow  me  to  make  a 
motion — -if  the  Chair  will  entertain  it — that  the 
official  stenographer  be  called  in  and  make  a 
verbatim  report  of  what  transpired  there,  in  order 
that  we  may  have  his  statement  of  the  legal 
aspect  of  the  matter  for  our  own  benefit,  if  any 
question  arises  now  or  later,  I  will  be  satisfied  to 
vote  for  the  recess  immediately  afterwards. 
Otherwise  I  shall  vote  “No”  on  the  question  of 
taking  a  recess  for  the  reason  given. 

Coun.  KENNY- — -Mr.  President,  it  seems  to 
me  we  are  making  a  mountain  out  of  a  molehill 
in  this  matter.  We  have  already  debated  this 
very  simple  question  nearly  fifteen  minutes. 
This  meeting  was  called  for  the  purpose  of  con¬ 
ferring  with  the  Corporation  Counsel.  It  may 
not  be  so  important  a  matter  as  the  member  who 
has  just  taken  his  seat  would  lead  us  to  believe. 
It,  of  course,  should  be  transacted  carefully  and 
accurately.  The  Corporation  Counsel  has  been 
invited  to  confer  with  us.  I  presume  he  is  going 
to  discuss  the  law  question  with  some  of  the  lay¬ 
men  on  the  Board,  and  there  may  be  suggestions 
that  he  will  have  to  make.  His  suggestions  and 
explanations  may  be  misunderstood,  and  may 
have  to  be  explained.  It  is  entirely  improper, 
under  those  circumstances,  to  ask  the  Corpora¬ 
tion  Counsel  to  come  in  here  to  a  conference  in 
open  session  with  all  the  members.  That  is  not 
the  purpose  for  which  this  meeting  was  called,  and 
I  hope  my  motion  will  prevail. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President.  I  am  going 
to  take  up  just  a  minute  longer.  I  believe  eleven 
minutes  have  already  been  taken  up,  and  I  have 
taken  one  or  two  minutes  in  discussing  the  propo¬ 
sition.  If  it  had  not  been  for  my  vote  at  the  last 
meeting  this  matter  would  have  been  settled  then 
and  would  not  be  up  before  us  here  to-day.  But 
I  took  the  ground  that  the  members  who  wanted 
more  light  should  have  an  opportunity  to  obtain 
it  and  that  an  opportunity  for  a  continuance 
should  be  given.  My  vote  would  have  killed  the 
attempt  to  postpone  action.  I  think  my  request 
that  we  have  an  official  record  kept  of  this  con¬ 
ference  ought  to  be  granted,  but  I  am  satisfied 
that  I  will  get  my  own  vote  on  this  proposition,  and 
that  is  all. 

Coun.  Kenny’s  motion  to  take  a  recess,  subject 
to  the  call  of  the  Chair,  was  declared  carried. 
Coun.  WATSON  doubted  the  vote  and  asked 
for  the  yeas  and  nays.  The  motion  was  carried, 
yeas  7,  nays  1,  Coun.  WATSON  voting  nay. 

The  members  retired  into  executive  session 
at  11.34  a.  m.,  and  reconvened  in  the  Council 
Chamber  and  were  called  to  order  by  President 
McDonald  at  12.27  p.  m. 

The  following  opinion  of  the  Corporation 
Counsel  was  read: 

Boston,  October  29,  1914. 
To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — In  reply  to  your  request  I  state 
that  it  is  my  opinion  that  an  ordinance  passed 
in  1912  fixing  the  height  of  firemen  at  a  minimum 
of  5  feet  7  inches,  as  a  condition  of  eligibility  for 
the  Fire  Department,  is  not  valid,  as  it  is  in 
conflict  with  Revised  Laws,  chapter  19,  section  11, 
which  establishes  the  right  to  admission  to  the 
Fire  Department  of  any  person  5  feet  5  inches 
in  height  who  is  otherwise  qualified.  This  right 
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in  my  opinion  was  not  taken  away  by  Statutes  of 
1904,  chapter  194,  as  amended  by  Statutes  of 
1911,  chapter  352.

The  opinion  was  placed  on  file. 

The  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the  ordi¬ 
nance  reported  at  the  last  meeting,  which  was  as 
follows: 

An  Ordinance  Concerning  Members  of  the  Fire 
Department. 

Be  it  ordained,  etc.: 

Section  1.  Chapter  four  of  the  Ordinances  of 
1912  and  chapter  one  of  the  Ordinances  of  1913 
are  hereby  repealed. 

The  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the  ordi¬ 
nance. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE — -Mr.  President,  this 
matter  was  up  for  discussion  at  adjournment  of 
the  last  meeting  of  the  Council.  I  occupied  some 
little  time  upon  it  at  that  meeting,  and  I  am 
going  to  take  but  a  moment  at  this  time.  I  want 
to  say  that  I  gladly  agreed  to  postpone  action 
last  Monday,  for  the  purpose  of  allowing  my 
brother  on  the  opposite  side  (Coun.  Collins)  to 
obtain  an  opinion  of  the  Corporation  Counsel  as 
to  the  legality  of  the  ordinance,  stating  that  I 
was  not  afraid  of  the  opinion  that  the  Corporation 
Counsel  would  render.  I  am  perfectly  satisfied 
with  the  opinion  rendered  to-day,  and  have  nothing 
further  to  say  on  the  subject  other  than  this, 
that  I  am  going  to  vote  for  the  repeal  of  the 
ordinance,  that  I  am  going  to  vote  for  this  ordi¬ 
nance,  repealing  chapter  4  of  the  Ordinances  of 
1912  and  chapter  1  of  the  Ordinances  of  1913. 

Coun.  KENNY — Mr.  President,  I  shall  vote 
against  the  repeal.  I  think  I  have  always  made 
it  clear,  since  I  came  into  this  Council,  that  on 
legal  questions  it  is  the  duty  of  members  of  the 
Council  to  consult  with  the  city  Corporation 
Counsel,  where  there  appears  to  be  some  doubt 
as  to  our  action.  But  there  have  been  times, 
Mr.  President,  where  members  of  the  Council, 
starting  out  with  that  desire,  have  felt  obliged  to 
differ  with  the  opinion  of  the  Corporation  Counsel. 
When  we  reach  a  point  where  we  find  ourselves 
unable  to  agree  with  his  opinion,  I  think  it  then 
becomes  our  duty  to  stand  upon  our  own  judgment, 
much  as  I  regret  having  to  do  so.  That  in  the 
position  in  which  I  find  myself  this  morning.  I  differ 
with  the  opinion  of  the  Corporation  Counsel. 

I  cannot  concur  with  him  in  his  opinion,  which 
has  just  been  read  here,  that  the  ordinance  passed 
by  this  Council  in  June,  1912,  is  illegal — I  think 
he  is  wrong.  Therefore,  I  am  going  to  act  upon 
my  own  judgment  and  am  going  to  vote  against 
the  repeal  of  the  ordinance.  I  do  not  suppose 
there  is  any  special  object  now  to  be  gained  in 
discussing  the  law  in  this  matter.  My  friend 
from  Roxbury,  if  I  may  mention  his  name,  Coun. 
Ballantyne,  I  have  no  doubt  had  a  conference 
with  the  Corporation  Counsel  before  he  came  here 
last  Monday,  and  no  doubt  they  discussed  the 
matter  to  his  satisfaction.  In  view  of  what  has 
happened  the  member  from  Roxbury,  who  is  not 
a  lawyer,  would  hardly  have  come  in  here  and 
undertaken  to  discuss  these  statutes  and  given 
his  opinion,  as  he  did,  without  having  been  in 
conference  with  the  Corporation  Counsel.  I  say 
that — — 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE — Mr.  President,  I  would 
like  to  rise  to  make  a  correction.  I  would  state 
to  my  brother  on  the  right  that  I  had  no  conference 
with  the  Corporation  Counsel  previdus  to  the 
meeting  last  Monday,  but  some  time  previous  to 
that  I  stated  my  opinion  to  the  Corporation 
Counsel  and  asked  him  to  read  over  the  law  and 
consider  it  and  be  prepared  to  give  an  opinion. 
He  gave  no  opinion  then,  expressed  no  opinion  at 
the  time. 

Coun.  KENNY — Mr.  President,  I  did  not  offer 
those  remarks  as  a  criticism  of  the  gentleman. 
On  the  contrary  ,  I  think  he  would  be  quite  w’ithin 
his  rights  in  going  to  the  Corporation  Counsel  in 
the  matter.  But  I  think  most  of  us  at  the  last 
meeting  were  somewhat  amused  by  the  offhand 
manner  in  which  our  friend  discussed  the  statutes, 
when  after  all  it  appears  to  have  been  a  matter  of 
considerable  doubt  to  the  Corporation  Counsel 
himself,  because  within  ten  minutes  of  our  re¬ 
assembling  in  this  Chamber  this  morning  he 
stated  to  us  outside  that  it  was  a  matter  where 
there  was  considerable  doubt.  However,  I  have 
no  criticism  to  offer  of  the  member’s  position.  In 
acting  as  he  did  he  was  perfectly  within  his  rights 


and  was  acting  as  he  should  have  done  under  the 
circumstances  if  he  desired  the  assistance  of  the 
Corporation  Counsel.  As  I  have  stated,  I  do  not 
propose  to  discuss  the  law,  but  it  must  be  manifest 
to  every  fair-minded  man  who  examines  into  this 
question  that  it  was  at  least  the  intention  of  the 
Legislature  in  the  spring  of  1911,  when  it  passed 
chapter  352,  to  give  this  Council  the  right  to  deter¬ 
mine  the  height  and  weight  of  men  who  might  be 
called  on  to  render  service  to  our  Fire  Depart¬ 
ment.  That  statute  was  a  ratification  or  re¬ 
affirmation  of  the  Statute  of  1904,  chapter  194. 
Mr.  President,  it  is  well  known  to  everybody,  it 
is  a  matter  of  common  knowledge,  that  in  1910 
an  agitation  sprung  up  in  favor  of  what  might  be 
called  the  “shorties”  for  appointment  in  the  Fire 
Department.  The  then  Fire  Commissioner  had 
declined,  acting  under  the  Statute  of  1904,  chapter 
194,  to  make  appointments  to  the  Fire  Depart¬ 
ment  of  men  who  were  under  5  feet  7  inches  in 
height,  and  he  rested  his  right  upon  that  Statute 
of  1904.  Thereupon  the  agitation  arose.  I 
remember,  we  must  all  recall,  the  newspaper  arti¬ 
cles  upon  the  subject,  the  members  of  the  Senate 
who  had  violent  discussions  with  the  Governor  at 
that  time,  because  he  declined  to  sign  a  bill,  as  I 
remember,  making  it  arbitrary  for  the  Fire  Com¬ 
missioner  to  make  appointments  of  men  under 
5  feet  7  inches  in  height.  Chapter  352  of  the  Acts 
of  1911  was  a  compromise  measure,  the  Governor 
taking  the  position  that  the  City  Council  should 
have  the  right  to  determine  the  qualifications  as  to 
height  and  weight.  A  bill  or  measure  had  been 
before  the  Legislature,  which  passed  and  went 
back  from  the  Governor  for  reenactment  and 
finally  became  a  law.  That  was  the  result  and 
that  wras  brought  about  with  the  new  modifications 
after  a  compromise.  They  were  trying  to  force 
the  Fire  Commissioner  into  appointing  men  to  the 
Fire  Department  who  were  less  than  5  feet  7 
inches  in  height.  By  this  legislation  they  intended 
to  accomplish  this  in  another  way,  otherwise  why 
did  they  pass  this  act  at  all?  Why  the  agitation? 
Why  the  effort  to  have  men  under  5  feet  7  inches 
in  height  appointed  if  they  did  not  regard  the 
Statute  of  1904  as  being  preventative?  It  seems, 
according  to  Corporation  Counsel  Sullivan,  that 
the  Fire  Commissioner,  being  bound  by  the  Statute 
of  1896,  reaffirmed  in  the  Revised  Laws,  chapter 
19,  had  not  a  right  to  exclude  a  man  necessarily  if 
he  failed  to  measure  to  a  height  in  excess  of  5  feet 
5  inches.  It  comes  right  down  after  all,  Mr. 
President,  in  the  last  analysis,  to  the  question  of 
efficiency  or  inefficiency.  Coming  to  the  merits 
of  the  proposition,  I  suppose  there  has  been  no 
matter  before  the  City  Council  in  the  past  four 
or  five  years  that  has  been  made  a  football  of  more 
than  this  matter.  I  suppose  there  has  been  no 
matter  of  a  public  character  that  has  been  more 
misunderstood  than  this  very  matter  of  the 
height  and  weight  of  firemen.  In  1910,  when  the 
agitation  started,  the  present  Mayor  of  Boston 
was  a  member  of  this  Council,  and  he  was  in  favor 
of  the  short  fireman.  He  made  a  speech  here  on 
the  16th  of  May,  1910.  I  will  read  from  page  152 
of  the  minutes  of  that  year.  He  was  replying  to 
remarks  by  Coun.  Collins.  He  was  advocating  an 
order  in  favor  of  short  firemen,  the  height  suggested 
at  that  time  being  5  feet  5  inches.  We  have  had 
a  resolution  here  from  him  at  one  time,  also,  in 
favor  of  a  height  of  5  feet  4  inches.  An  ordinance 
to  that  effect  was  introduced  by  the  present  Mayor 
in  April,  1911,  suggesting  a  height  of  5  feet  4 
inches  and  a  weight  of  130  pounds.  You  will 
find  that  on  page  125  of  the  minutes  of  1911.  The 
present  Mayor  on  May  16,  1910, — and  I  will  quote 
him  literally, — said: 

“This  is  the  only  fire  department  in  the  entire 
state  of  Massachusetts,  or,  that  I  know  of,  in  the 
United  States,  where  a  5  foot  7  limit  is  established.” 

I  am  not  reviewing  this  for  the  purpose  of  mak¬ 
ing  any  strictures  upon  or  criticisms  of  the  Mayor, 
but  I  am  only  referring  to  it  to  show  that  the 
question  has  been  misunderstood,  that  the  people 
who  should  be  cognizant  and  in  possession  of  the 
facts  have  not  been  and  are  not  in  possession  of 
the  facts  to-day  I  fear.  At  that  particular  time, 
when  Mayor  Curley  made  that  statement,  or 
rather  a  little  later  in  the  year,  on  August  22,  1910, 
we  had  a  communication  from  the  then  Fire  Com¬ 
missioner,  Francis  M.  Carroll.  This  is  what  Mr. 
Carroll  said  in  his  response  to  the  City  Council  to 
a  resolution  from  this  Council  on  this  particular 
matter: 

“Under  the  present  law” — he  was  referring  then, 
Mr.  President,  to  the  Statute  of  1904 — “the  Fire 
Commissioner  has  the  authority  to  fix  the  height 
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regulation,  and  the  minimum  has  been  placed  at 
5  feet  7  inches.  From  this  fact  and  from  the  fur¬ 
ther  fact  that  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  in 
examining  applicants  for  the  Fire  Department 
do  not  reject  candidates  because  of  failure  in  height 
requirements  a  heavy  burden  has  been  put  upon 
this  office  to  make  explanation  of  our  refusal  to 
appoint  men  under  5  feet  7  inches  in  height  who 
were  on  the  Civil  Service  list.  The  commissioner 
has  also  received  innumerable  requests  that  the 
height  limit  be  reduced. 

“It  therefore  becomes  advisable,  in  .order  that 
there  may  be  a  satisfactory  understanding  of  what 
the  attitude  of  this  department  shall  be,  that  a 
definite  statement  of  policy  in  this  regard  should 
be  made.  Having  this  purpose  in  mind,  I  have 
investigated  the  requirements  and  tests  to  which 
the  more  important  cities  of  the  United  States 
subject  their  candidates  for  the  fire  department, 
and  as  a  result  of  this  investigation,  and  of  what 
I  have  myself  observed,  I  have  come  to  the  con¬ 
clusion  that  it  would  be  imprudent  and  perhaps 
dangerous  to  change  the  present  minimum  require¬ 
ment  as  to  height  for  probationers  in  this  depart¬ 
ment.” 

And  then,  farther  along  in  this  communication, 
he  says: 

“In  the  absence,  however,  of  a  well  worked  out 
system  based  upon  tests  for  brawn,  speed  and 
agility,  the  best  practical  results  are  obtained  by 
setting  a  height  standard,  and  if  such  a  standard 
is  set  it  cannot  wisely  be  set  at  less  than  5  feet 
7  inches,  though  some  of  our  older  and  best  men 
would  not  now  be  in  the  department  if  the  present 
minimum  had  applied  at  the  time  of  their  admis¬ 
sion. 

“In  New  York  the  minimum  requirement  is 
5  feet  7J  inches  for  ordinary  firemen,  and  Chief 
Crocker  recently  advised  me  that  he  was  in  favor 
of  even  larger  men;  and  that  for  ladder  service 
the  rule  of  the  New  York  department  makes  the 
minimum  5  feet  9  inches. 

“  In  Chicago  the  minimum  limit  is  5  feet  8  inches, 
while  5  feet  7  inches  is  the  standard  for  St.  Louis, 
Baltimore,  Cleveland,  Buffalo,  Detroit,  Cincinnati, 
Milwaukee  and  Washington..  In  fact,  Philadelphia 
is  the  only  large  city  in  the  country  where  a  lower 
standard  obtains.  Appended  hereto  is  a  summary 
of  the  height  and  weight  requirements  in  fourteen 
cities. 

“There  are  frequently  met  cases  of  hardship 
where  men  are  one-fourth,  one-fifth,  one-eighth 
or  even  one-sixteenth  of  an  inch  under  the  height 
requirements.  Of  course,  as  a  practical  matter, 
such  slight  differences  would  not  affect  a  man’s 
efficiency  for  fire  service.  But  while  the  rule 
obtains,  it  must  be  respected.  Nor  will  a  change 
in  the  present  regulations  eliminate  this  hardship; 
for  at  whatever  arbitrary  limit  this  minimum  may 
be  fixed  we  shall  always  find  the  same  sort  of  hard 
cases  as  we  do  at  the  present  time.  The  standard 
for  Boston  should  not  be  lower  than  for  other 
great  cities. 

“For  these  reasons  I  do  not  think  it  expedient 
to  reduce  the  present  height  limit” - 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  will  the 
gentleman  yield  for  a  question? 

Coun.  KENNY — I  would  rather  not  at  this 
time.  The  gentleman  will  be  afforded  an  op¬ 
portunity  when  I  have  finished,  and  I  suggest  that 
he  make  a  minute  of  what  he  wishes  to  ask  and 
ask  it  when  I  get  through.  I  will  be  glad  to 
answer. 

Coun.  WATSON — I  have  got  a  minute  already 
made. 

Coun.  KENNY  (Quoting) — “For  these  reasons 
I  do  not  think  it  expedient  to  reduce  the  present 
height  of  5  feet  7  inches,  and  therefore  I  am  unable 
to  comply  with  the  request  of  the  City  Council.” 

Commissioner  Carroll  was  not  the  only  com¬ 
missioner  who  adopted  that  position  and  that 
attitude.  Fire  Commissioner  Wells  for  a  number 
of  years  administered  the  office  of  Fire  Commis¬ 
sioner  with  great  ability  and  was  looked  upon  as  a 
man  perhaps  as  well  versed  in  fire  fighting  as  any 
man  in  the  country  outside  of  Chief  Croker.  Mb 
Wells  came  before  this  Council  and  advised  us 
not  to  reduce  the  height  below  5  feet  7  inches  or 
the  weight  below  140  pounds.  Other  fire  com¬ 
missioners  also  adopted  that  attitude.  That  was 
the  policy  of  Fire  Commissioner  Parker.  Fire 
Commissioner  Daly  took  the  same  position. 

So  in  June,  1912 — not  because  we  were  at  all 
expert  in  the  matter  of  determining  the  matter  of 
height  and  weight  of  firemen,  as  I  believe  none  of 
us  would  have  made  that  claim,  but  because  it 
seemed  to  us  that  the  Legislature  had  imposed. 


upon  this  Council  the  duty  of  determining  the 
matter — we  looked  about  for  assistance,  called  to 
our  aid  the  Fire  Commissioner  of  Boston  and  his 
predecessors,  went  to  New  York  for  Fire  Com¬ 
missioner  Croker’s  opinion,  looked  over  the  entire 
country  and  saw  that,  taking  the  fifteen  larger 
cities  of  the  country,  with  the  exception  of  one, 
every  city  called  for  a  height  requirement  of  at 
least  5  feet  7  inches,  and  in  the  case  of  Chicago, 
Brooklyn  and  New  York  even  more  than  5  feet  7 
inches — -and  with  that  advice  and  assistance  and 
light,  this  Council  passed  the  ordinance  which  it 
did  in  June,  1912,  establishing  the  height  at  5  feet 
7  inches  and  the  weight  at  140  pounds.  There 
was  no  politics  in  that;  it  was  done  in  the  interests 
of  an  efficient  Fire  Department.  If  there  is  any 
one  department  in  our  municipal  government 
which  should  be  free  from  political  influence,  it  is 
the  Fire  Department;  if  there  is  any  one  depart¬ 
ment  that  should  be  free  from  political  pressure  and 
allowed  to  rest  its  standards  upon  efficiency,  it  is 
the  Fire  Department.  The  Fire  Department 
protects  the  lives  and  property  of  all  the  citizens 
of  Boston,  and  is  the  one  great  department  to 
which  the  city  must  and  does  look  to  have  its 
affairs  administered  in  such  a  way  as  to  command 
the  respect  of  the  entire  citizenship.  Therefore,  I 
say  that  the  Fire  Department,  above  all  depart¬ 
ments,  should  be  the  one  free  from  any  charge  of 
contamination  or  political  influence,  that  its  work 
should  be  done  solely  upon  merit,  that  the  members 
of  the  department  should  be  recognized  through 
only  one  channel,  and  that,  merit.  Acting  upon 
that  theory,  the  Council  of  1912  passed  that  ordi¬ 
nance.  A  year  later  another  Council  changed  the 
ordinance.  The  personnel  of  the  Council  was 
different  in  1913,  and  the  “shorties”  had  a  new 
advocate  in  our  membership.  So,  as  I  say,  this 
matter  has  been  made  a  football  of  since  this 
Council  came  into  being.  But  the  Mayor  of  Boston 
at  that  time,  Mayor  John  F.  Fitzgerald,  was  big 
enough,  broad  enough,  fair  enough  and  sufficiently 
realized  his  obligations  to  the  City  of  Boston  to 
stand  up  and  veto  that  ordinance.  I  am  going  to 
read  his  veto.  The  City  Council  in  May,  1913, 
amended  the  ordinance  so  that  a  height  of  5  feet 
6  inches  should  be  established,  with  a  weight  of 
138  pounds.  That  was  passed  by  a  majority  of 
the  members  of  the  Council  at  that  time,  the  per¬ 
sonnel  of  the  body  having,  as  I  say,  changed,  and 
some  new  member  or  members  of  the  Council 
voting  in'  favor  of  it.  The  Mayor’s  veto  message 
was  as  follows: 

City  of  Boston, 

Office  of  the  Mayor,  June  11,  1913. 

To  the  City  Council: 

I  return  herewith  without  my  approval  an 
ordinance  passed  by  your  honorable  body  at  its 
meeting  of  May  29,  1913,  amending  chapter  4  of 
the  Ordinances  of  1912,  in  regard  to  the  height  and 
weight  of  firemen.  I  find  upon  investigating  the 
question  the  following  facts: 

In  the  following  cities  the  minimum  height  is 
5  feet  7  inches:  Detroit,  Cleveland,  St.  Louis,  San 
Francisco  (hosemen),  Milwaukee,  Cincinnati, 
Buffalo,  Washington  and  Baltimore. 

In  New  York  City  the  minimum  height  is  5  feet 
7\  inches. 

In  Chicago  the  minimum  height  is  5  feet  8 
inches. 

In  San  Francisco  the  minimum  height  of  ladder- 
men  is  5  feet  9  inches. 

In  the  following  cities  the  minimum  weight  is 
140  pounds:  New  York,  Cleveland,  San  Franc’sco, 
Baltimore. 

In  Detroit  and  Washington  the  minimum  weight 
is  145  pounds. 

In  Chicago  and  Milwaukee  the  minimum  weight 
is  150  pounds. 

The  Fire  Commissioner  [at  that  time  Fire  Com¬ 
missioner  Cole]  reports  to  me  that  since  the  mini¬ 
mum  height  of  5  feet  7  inches  and  a  minimum 
weight  of  140  pounds  has  been  in  force  in  Boston 
the  men  appointed  under  this  standard  have  been 
exceptionally  good  from  a  physical  standpoint. 

While  my  refusal  to  sign  the  amendment  will 
work  an  injustice  to  a  few  men,  I  think  it  will  serve 
the  interests  of  the  general  public,  whose  rights 
should  be  our  chief  concern,  It  is  the  business  of  a 
fireman  to  protect  life  and  property  and  there  is  a 
limit  of  physique  below  which  life  and  property 
are  rendered  too  insecure.  I  think  the  present 
height  of  5  feet  7  inches  and  the  weight  of  140 
pounds  is  the  minimum  for  the  character  of  service 
which  the  citizens  have  a  right  to  expect.

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Mr.  President,  that  closed  the  question  of  the 
height  and  weight  of  firemen  until  the  present 
year,  when  the  Council  again  received  a  new  acqui¬ 
sition  in  the  form  of  a  member  who  was  willing  to 
support  the  “shorties.”  Because  of  that  fact, 
because  there  are  now  in  the  Council  a  majority  of 
members  who  are  willing  to  go  back  to  the  ordinance 
as  it  was  amended  in  1913,  we  are  here  discussing 
this  matter  to-day,  and  not  because  the  ordinance  of 
1912  was  illegal.  That  is  an  eleventh  hour  propo¬ 
sition;  it  has  come  to  us  to-day  for  the  first  time. 
The  Fire  Department  of  the  City  of  Boston  and 
the  various  departments  throughout  the  Common¬ 
wealth  have  been  acting  for  ten  years  under  the 
Statute  of  1904,  and  wfith  all  due  respect  and  defer¬ 
ence,  Mr.  President,  to  Mr.  Sullivan,  the  Corpo¬ 
ration  Counsel,  I  must  disagree  with  him.  Being 
of  that  opinion,  I  am  going  to  vote  against  the  repeal 
of  this  ordinance. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  it  was  my 
intention  before  the  councilor  opposite,  who  has 
just  taken  his  seat,  took  the  floor  to  speak  on  this 
proposition,  to  remain  silent,  in  order  that  we  might 
complete  our  business  and  leave  this  Chamber. 
But  he  has  made  certain  statements,  upon  one  of 
which  I  desired  to  ask  him  a  question  during  the 
discussion,  in  order  that  I  might  not  have  to  speak 
now.  That  privilege  he  denied  me,  so  I  wish  to 
say  just  a  word  at  this  time.  I  am  but  a  layman, 
and  do  not  presume  to  think  or  believe  for  a  mo¬ 
ment  that  I  know  much,  if  anything,  about  law. 
But  there  is  a  common-sense  point  of  view  or  angle 
from  which  I  am  looking  at  this  proposition.  I 
heard  the  gentleman  opposite,  who  has  just  taken 
his  seat,  refer  to  the  Fire  Commissioners  who  have 
held  office  prior  to  the  present  commissioner, 
under  other  administrations,  and  quote  them.  It 
is  strange  that,  of  those  he  mentioned,  not  one — 
Wells,  Parker,  Carroll  or  Cole — could  be  consid¬ 
ered  practical  fire  fighters  or  firemen,  so  far  as 
active  participation  in  the  work  was  concerned. 
I  don’t  think  that  their  opoinin  is  much  better 
than  my  own  or  than  that  of  some  of  the  other 
laymen  here,  but  it  is  a  trifle  better  perhaps  than 
that  of  one  or  two  whom  I  have  in  mind.  I  have 
been  particularly  fair  in  action  on  this  ordinance. 
There  is  no  member  of  this  Council  who  dislikes 
to  disagree  with  the  gentleman  who  has  just  taken 
his  seat  more  than  I  do.  He  is  seldom  wrong,  but 
he  is  not  perfect.  Therefore,  I  must  sav  that,  in 
my  opinion,  he  is  wrong  now.  As  far  as  I  am  con¬ 
cerned,  I  don’t  care  whether  the  ordinance  passed 
in  1912  is  legal  or  illegal.  That  is  of  minor  im¬ 
portance,  so  far  as  I  am  concerned  The  impor¬ 
tant  consideration  that  I  have  in  mind  and  that  I 
desire  to  have  cleared  up  to-day  is  the  question 
of  allowing  certain  of  our  fellow  citizens  who  may 
be  of  a  height  below  5  feet  7  inches  and  more  than 
5  feet  5  inches  to  qualify  as  firemen.  I  am  in¬ 
terested  in  their  behalf.  Reference  has  been  made 
to  the  action  of  one  of  our  previous  mayors,  ex- 
Mayor  Fitzgerald,  when  he  vetoed  this  measure. 
He  vetoed  the  measure  in  all  probability  on  the 
recommendation  of  Francis  M.  Carroll,  who  was 
then  Fire  Commissioner.  He  had  had  three 
months’  experience  as  Fire  Commissioner,  and  his 
other  profession  was  that  of  the  law.  I  have 
been  corrected  and  am  told  that  it  was  Fire  Com¬ 
missioner  Cole.  But  the  gentleman  who  just 
took  his  seat  referred  to  Fire  Commissioner  Carroll, 
and  I  may  have  become  confused.  I  am  being 
coached,  by  the  way,  by  an  opponent  to  my  side  of 
the  case,  and  perhaps  I  am  taking  his  correction 
■when  I  should  not  take  it  literally.  I  do  want  to 
say,  however,  that  it  does  not  matter  to  me  whether 
the  ordinance  passed  in  1912  was  legal  or  not.  Of 
course,  we  want  to  have  an  efficient  Fire  Depart¬ 
ment.  Do  any  of  us  believe  that  men  under  5  feet 
7  will  not  make  good  firemen?  I  know  a  fireman 
who  is  6  feet  5$,  and  the  captain  he  was  under 
said  he  wished  to  get  rid  of  him.  If  you  want  to 
make  the  Fire  Department  of  Boston  efficient, 
why  not  go  to  the  Legislature  and  get  a  statute 
passed  limiting  the  height,  and  doing  away  with 
the  giants  as  well  as  the  shorties,  if  you  are  looking 
for  efficiency?  There  is  another  thing  I  would 
like  to  refer  to,  and  that  is  the  disagreement  be¬ 
tween  the  two  very  learned  attorneys  who  are 
members  of  the  Council.  About  45  or  50  minutes 
ago,  when  I  was  taking  up  some  of  the  Council’s 
time  and  some  of  the  lead  in  the  pencil  of  the 
official  stenographer,  Coun.  Kenny  arose  and  said, 
“This  is  a  matter  of  no  importance.”  Then  along 
came  the  learned  councilor  from  Dorchester,  if  I 
may  so  refer  to  him,  and  said,  “This  is  a  very  im¬ 
portant  matter.”  I  agree  with  both  of  them,  for 
the  sake  of  argument.  It  is  an  important  matter 


to  some  and  is  not  important  to  others.  It  is  a 
very  important  matter  to  each  and  every  red 
blooded  young  man  in  Boston  who  may  be  5  feet 
5  inches  in  height  and  under  5  feet  7  inches,  and 
who  may  want  to  be  occupied  in  a  very  honest 
though  dangerous  occupation.  I  say — -and  I  say 
this,  although  I  am  not  a  lawyer,  but  I  say  it  as  a 
sensible  man,  or  partly  sensible  at  times — that  I 
believe  we  are  interfering  with  the  constitutional 
rights  of  citizens  of  Boston,  who  may  desire  to 
become  members  of  the  Boston  Fire  Department, 
when  we  undertake  to  limit  the  height  to  a  pomt 
under  5  feet  7  inches.  I  have  taken  a  longer  time 
than  I  intended,  but  will  be  through  in  a  few 
moments.  As  I  have  said,  I  dislike  to  disagree 
with  the  councilor  who  preceded  me.  I  think  he  is 
one  of  the  most  conscientious  members  of  this  body 
or  of  any  legislative  body  in  this  Commonwealth. 
I  know  he  takes  his  stand  on  absolutely  sound 
ground,  from  his  point  of  view.  But,  as  I  said 
awhile  ago,  he  errs  in  this  particular  case.  I 
heard  him  in  executive  session  trying  to  interrogate 
the  Corporation  Counsel  as  to  the  intent  of  the 
Legislature — not  what  the  Corporation  Counsel 
thought  was  the  intent  of  the  Legislature  when  it 
passed  a  certain  question,  but  what  was  the  intent 
of  the  Legislature.  That  sounded  ridiculous  to 
me.  How  could  the  Corporation  Counsel  know 
what  was  the  intent  of  any  of  the  members  of  the 
Legislature  when  that  particular  statute  was  under 
consideration?  Anything  of  the  sort  must  be 
merely  a  matter  of  opinion,  until  it  is  passed  upon 
by  the  Supreme  Court — and,  while  we  have  near 
members  of  the  Supreme  Court  here,  we  have  no 
real  members  of  the  Supreme  Court  who  can  aid 
us  in  the  matter.  The  gentleman  opposite  will 
remember  that  I  was  pretty  broad-minded  in  the 
matter  of  postponing  action  upon  the  repeal  of 
this  ordinance,  because  at  his  suggestion  I  voted 
with  him  before  he  went  abroad  to  try  to  settle  the 
war  which  he  anticipated.  I  agreed  not  to  take 
action,  to  wait  until  he  got  back,  so  that  he  might 
obtain  information,  and  I  now  find  that  he  already 
had  a  lot  of  information  that  I  never  knew  about 
until  to-day  as  to  the  height  of  firemen.  So  the 
gentleman  took  advantage  of  me.  Whether  he 
intended  to  do  so  or  not  I  don’t  know.  My  vote 
the  other  day  was  a  vote  of  postponement  on  this 
matter  for  him,  and  him  alone.  In  conclusion,  I 
will  say  that  I  am  going  to  vote  to  give,ihe  so-called 
“shorties”  a  chance,  and  I  regret  the  fact  that  the 
gentleman  who  preceded  me  cannot  see  it  in  the 
same  light  that  I  do.  I  only  hope  that  some  of  the 
members  who  follow  me  will  move  the  previous 
question,  because  I  think  we  are  all  tired  of  having 
so  much  said  upon  the  matter,  when  it  has  now 
come  to  a  question  of  votes.  What  is  the  use  of 
bothering  with  more  extended  discussion? 

Coun.  COLLINS — -Mr.  President,  the  opinion 
of  the  Corporation  Counsel  is  given  for  the  purpose 
of  trying  to  help  any  member  of  this  body  or  any 
head  of  a  department.  In  my  previous  experience 
in  this  body  I  have  disagreed  with  the  Corporation 
Counsel  on  different  matters.  To-day  I  disagree 
with  the  opinion  of  the  present  Corporation  Coun¬ 
sel  in  this  matter.  Mr.  President,  we  all  hold  our 
commissions  from  the  people.  We  are  all  respon¬ 
sible  to  the  people.  I  have  given  this  matter  as 
much  attention  as  I  could,  have  arrived  at  a  con¬ 
clusion  and,  as  far  as  I  am  concerned,  that  is  final — 
that  the  lawr  of  1911,  framed  as  it  was,  was  put 
through  for  the  express  purpose  and  the  intention, 
expressed  or  implied,  of  superseding  the  preceding 
statute.  The  Corporation  Counsel  to-day  agreed 
that  a  later  statute  which  is  in  conflict  with  a 
preceding  statute  may  expressly  or  impliedly 
revoke  or  repeal  the  previous  statute.  That  is 
fundamental.  On  the  point  of  repealing  a  pre¬ 
existing  statute,  what  does  the  Statute  of  1911, 
which  is  a  short  one,  say?  It  reads — and  this  is 
chapter  352— as  follows: 

“Section  1.  Chapter  one  hundred  and  ninety- 
four  of  the  acts  of  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and 
four  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  section 
one  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 
Section  1.  No  regulations  concerning  the  height 
or  weight  of  persons  who  shall  be  eligible  to  become 
members  of  the  fire  department  in  any  city  or  town 
shall  be  made  or  enforced  except  by  the  city  council 
of  the  city  or  by  the  selectmen  of  the  town. 

“Section  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its 
passage.” 

The  gentleman  from  South  Boston  (Coun. 
Kenny)  referred  to  an  agitation  which  had 
taken  place  just  before  the  passing  of  the  statute. 
That  is  interesting  only  as  showing  the  circum¬ 
stances  under  which  the  statute  was  passed  and  in 
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helping  us — and  this  is,  as  admitted  by  the  Corpora¬ 
tion  Counsel,  a  somewhat  doubtful  question — by 
throwing  some  light  upon  the  situation,  showing 
how  the  statute  was  passed  and  what  the  intention 
of  the  Legislature  was  when  it  passed  it.  Mr. 
President,  this  statute  of  1911  in  general  terms 
repeals  a  pre-existing  statute.  In  1904  there  was 
a  statute,  which  I  shall  read.  It  is  chapter  194  of 
the  Acts  of  1904: 

“Section  1.  No  regulations  concerning  the 
height  or  weight  of  persons  who  shall  be  eligible 
to  become  members  of  the  fire  department  in  any 
city  or  town  shall  be  made  or  enforced  except  by 
the  city  council  of  such  city,  by  the  selectmen  of 
such  town,  or  by  the  board  or  officer  having  author¬ 
ity  to  make  appointments  in  the  fire  department 
of  such  city  or  town. 

“Section  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its 
passage.” 

That  is  interesting  as  showing  that  the  commis¬ 
sioner  in  1911  was  acting  under  that  statute.  He 
was  using  his  discretion,  and  in  the  exercise  of  that 
discretion  he  saw  his  way  clear  to  permit  men  who 
were  5  feet  7  inches  in  height  and  140  pounds  in 
weight  to  be  admitted  to  the  Fire  Department. 
Isn’t  it  interesting  that  for  all  these  years  which 
have  preceded  the  present  one,  when  all  this  agita¬ 
tion  was  going  on  in  1910.  1911  and  before,  a 
question  was  never  raised  in  regard  to  the  old 
statute  in  the  Revised  Laws — namely,  chapter  19, 
section  11.  Isn’t  it  interesting  to  learn,  if  there 
was  a  decided  difference  of  opinion  and  it  was  so 
clear  that  these  statutes  of  1904  and  1911  were  in 
conflict  with  that,  that  nobody  tested  the  question 
in  the  courts?  The  court  of  last  jurisdiction  in 
these  matters  is  the  Supereme  Court  of  this  Com¬ 
monwealth,  and  whenever  the  Corporation  Coun¬ 
sel  sets  forth  an  opinion  which  I  believe  is  an 
error- 1  shall  disagree  with  him.  I  believe  it  is 
my  duty,  holding  my  commission  from  the  people, 
to  do  so,  and  to  permit  the  courts  to  determine 
what  is  right  and  what  is  wrong.  It  is  particu¬ 
larly  significant  that  in  all  these  years  this  question 
was  never  tested  or  tried  out  in  the  courts.  The 
gentleman  from  South  Boston  read  an  excerpt 
from  the  communication  from  the  then  Fire  Com¬ 
missioner  Carroll  of  August  13,  1910,  and  I  shall 
ask  that  the  entire  letter  of  that  time,  with  the 
accompanying  memoranda,  be  made  a  part  of  this 
record.  He  did  consult  experts.  He  consulted 
Chief  Croker,  the  man  who  perhaps  above  all 
others  in  this  country  was  recognized  as  having 
the  highest  standing  in  considering  a  question  of 
this  kind;  and  on  the  basis  of  the  report  which  he 
succeeded  in  getting  from  Mr.  Croker  and  other 
data,  he  concluded  that  the  minimum  height 
should  be  5  feet  7  inches  and  the  minimum  weight 
140  pounds.  Following  along  this  line,  every  com¬ 
missioner  since,  including  Mr.  Wells,  has  stood  by 
that  rule  and  regulation — -that  the  minimum 
height  should  be  5  feet  7  inches  and  the  minimum 
weight  140  pounds.  The  small  city  of  Worcester, 
less  than  one-quarter  the  size  of  Boston,  at  present 
has  a  minimum  height  regulation  of  5  feet  7  inches. 
Mr.  President,  this  is  a  question  on  which  men  may 
reasonably  differ.  Personally  the  easier  thing  for 
me  to  do  would  be  to  vote  to  repeal  this  ordinance. 
It  is  more  difficult  to  stand  up  and  follow  the  great 
weight  of  authority — and  the  weight  of  authority 
unquestionably  is  on  the  side  of  maintaining  a 
height  of  at  least  5  feet  7  inches  and  a  weight  of  at 
least  140  pounds.  There  is  another  question  which 
has  not  been  discussed  here,  and  which,  if  this 
ordinance  is  repealed,  will  present  itself.  The 
Corporation  Counsel  did  not  contend  that  the 
regulations  as  to  weight  were  eliminated.  The 
proposed  repeal  of  the  ordinance  contemplates  the 
wiping  out  of  any  weight  requirement.  The 
Civil  Service  Commission  that  has  to  pass  on  these 
questions  in  accordance  with  law,  refuses,  I  under¬ 
stand,  at  present  to  accept  any  regulations  as  to 
height  and  weight  unless  they  are  set  forth  by  the 
City  Councils  in  the  respective  cities  and  the 
selectmen  in  the  various  towns,  under  the  statute  of 
1911.  Mr.  President,  it  is  an  easy  thing  to  drop  the 
bars;  it  is  a  harder  thing  to  maintain  the  standard. 
Since  this  question  has  been  before  us,  the  past 
four  years,  my  heart  has  been  entirely  one  way. 
I  wanted  to  drop  the  bars  if  I  felt  that  I  ought  to, 
but  after  the  fullest  consideration  I  believe  it 
would  be  wrong  to  do  so.  It  would  tend  toward 
demoralization,  producing  inefficiency  in  our  Fire 
Department.  I  am  thoroughly  convinced  that 
if  this  thing  continues,  some  day- — perhaps  not 
this  year  or  next  year,  but  some  time  in  the  near 
future — those  who  are  insistent  to-day  upon 
dropping  the  bars  may  not  be  praised. 


The  letter  of  Francis  M.  Carroll,  Temporary 
Fire  Commissioner,  under  date  of  August  22,  1910, 
with  accompanying  memoranda,  which  Coun. 
Collins  was  allowed  by  unanimous  consent  to 
have  inserted  in  the  record,  was  as  follows: 

City  of  Boston, 

Fire  Department,  Boston,  August  13,  1910. 
Hon.  John  F.  Fitzgerad,  Mayor: 

Sir, — On  May  16  the  City  Council  passed 
the  following  resolution,  which  was  duly  forwarded 
from  the  Mayor’s  office  to  the  Fire  Commissioner: 

“Ordered,  That  the  Fire  Commissioner,  through 
his  Honor  the  Mayor,  be  requested  to  reduce  the 
height  limit  for  applicants  for  fire  service  to  5  feet 
5  inches.” 

Under  the  present  law  the  Fire  Commissioner 
has  the  authority  to  fix  the  height  regulation,  and 
the  minimum  has  been  placed  at  5  feet  7  inches. 
From  this  fact  and  from  the  further  fact  that  the 
Civil  Service  Commissioners  in  examining  appli¬ 
cants  for  the  Fire  Department  do  not  reject  candi¬ 
dates  because  of  failure  in  height  requirements  a 
heavy  burden  has  been  put  upon  this  office  to 
make  explanation  of  our  refusal  to  appoint  men 
under  5  feet  7  inches  in  height  who  were  on  the 
civil  service  list.  The  commissioner  has  also 
received  innumerable  requests  that  the  height 
limit  be  reduced. 

It  therefore  becomes  advisable,  in  order  that 
there  may  be  a  satisfactory  understanding  of  what 
the  attitude  of  this  department  shall  be,  that  a 
definite  statement  of  policy  in  this  regard  should 
be  made.  Having  this  purpose  in  mind,  I  have 
investigated  the  requirements  and  tests  to  which 
the  more  important  cities  of  the  United  States 
subject  their  candidates  for  the  fire  department, 
and  as  a  result  of  this  investigation,  and  of  what 
I  have  myself  observed,  I  have  come  to  the  con¬ 
clusion  that  it  would  be  imprudent  and  perhaps 
dangerous  to  change  the  present  minimum  require¬ 
ment  as  to  h«ight  for  probationers  in  this 
department. 

This  decision  is  reached  not  because  I  believe 
that  there  is  any  peculiar  sanctity  in  this  particu¬ 
lar  standard,  for  there  may  be  better  methods  of 
examining  the  fitness  of  candidates  than  by  the 
height  test.  While  size  and  height  may  be  very 
important  qualifications  in  a  police  officer,  whose 
physical  appearance  may  have  much  to  do  with 
his  efficiency,  this  is  not  necessarily  true  of  firemen, 
with  whom  agility  and  brawn  may  be  of  much 
more  importance  than  height. 

In  the  absence,  however,  of  a  well  worked  out 
system  based  upon  tests  for  brawn,  speed  and 
agility,  the  best  practical  results  are  obtained  by 
setting  a  height  standard,  and  if  such  a  standard 
is  set  it  cannot  wisely  be  set  at  less  than  5  feet 
7  inches,  though  some  of  our  older  and  best  men 
would  not  now  be  in  the  department  if  the 
present  minimum  had  applied  at  the  time  of  their 
admission. 

In  New  York  the  minimum  requirement  is  5 
feet  7\  inches  for  ordinary  firemen,  and  Chief 
Crocker  recently  advised  me  that  he  was  in  favor 
of  even  larger  men;  and  that  for  ladder  service 
the  rule  of  the  New  York  department  makes  the 
minimum  5  feet  9  inches. 

In  Chicago  the  minimum  limit  is  5  feet  8  inches, 
while  5  feet  7  inches  is  the  standard  for  St.  Louis, 
Baltimore,  Cleveland,  Buffalo,  Detroit,  Cincinnati, 
Milwaukee  and  Washington.  In  fact,  Philadelphia 
is  the  only  large  city  in  the  country  where  a  lower 
standard  obtains.  Appended  hereto  is  a  summary 
of  the  height  and  weight  requirements  in  fourteen 
cities. 

There  are  frequently  met  cases  of  hardship 
where  men  are  one-fourth,  one-eighth  or  even  one- 
sixteenth  of  an  inch  under  the  height  requirements. 
Of  course,  as  a  practical  matter,  such  slight  differ¬ 
ence  would  not  effect  a  man’s  efficiency  for  fire 
service.  But  while  the  rule  obtains,  it  must  be 
respected.  Nor  will  a  change  in  the  present  regu¬ 
lations  eliminate  this  hardship;  for  at  whatever 
arbitrary^  limit  this  minimum  may  be  fixed  we 
shall  al ways  find  the  same  sort  of  hard  cases  as 
we  do  at  the  present  time.  The  standard  for 
Boston  should  not  be  lower  than  for  other  great 
cities. 

For  these  reasons  I  do  not  think  it  expedient 
to  reduce  the  present  height  limit  of  5  feet  7  inches, 
and  therefore  I  am  unable  to  [comply  with  the 
request  of  the  City  Council.

Coun.  ATTRIDGE — Mr.  President,  I  am  going 
to  vote  to  pass  this  ordinance,  repealing  our  action 
of  1912  and  1913,  because  I  believe  that  inches  do 
not  make  a  man.  The  gentleman  on  the  other 
side  of  the  Chamber  said  at  the  last  meeting  of  the 
committee  that  Fire  Commissioner  Wells  did  not 
appoint  short  men  to  the  department,  as  I  remem¬ 
ber  it.  Nevertheless,  Fire  Commissioner  Wells 
did  make  an  appointment  of  a  man  who  was  but 
5  feet  5  inches  to  the  position  of  lieutenant  in  the 
Fire  Department.  The  man  who  has  been  claimed 
to  be  the  best  Fire  Commissioner  Boston  ever  had, 
Commissioner  Russell,  appointed  men  to  the  fight¬ 
ing  force  of  the  city  who  were  under  5  feet  7  inches 
in  height.  Fire  Commissioner  Cole  did  the  same 
thing.  I  have  a  letter  here  from  the  office  of  the 
Civil  Service  Commission,  under  date  of  January 
28,  1913,  which  contains  a  list  of  men  under  140 
pounds  in  weight  and  under  5  feet  7  inches  in 
height,  who  were  appointed  by  Commissioner  Cole 
to  the  Fire  Department.  Commissioner  Daly 
stated  at  a  hearing  in  the  Aldermanic  Chamber, 
below,  that  in  his  opinion  men  under  5  feet  7  inches 
in  height  made  good  firemen.  I  believe  that  a 
short  man,  if  otherwise  qualified  under  the  law, 
passing  the  mental  and  physical  tests,  has  the  same 
right  to  be  appointed  to  the'  fire-fighting  force  of 
Boston  as  a  man  5  feet  7  inches  in  height  or  over. 
I  am  going  to  cite  the  case  of  one  man  who  was 
appointed  to  the  Fire  Department,  who  was  under 
5  feet  7  inches  in  height,  and  who  made  a  record  in 
that  department.  If  at  the  time  when  he  was 
appointed  the  5  foot  7  ordinance  was  in  force  he 
never  would  have  been  appointed  to  the  depart¬ 
ment.  That  man  was  appointed  by  Fire  Com¬ 
missioner  Russell.  He  was  5  feet  5  inches  in  height. 


He  was  promoted  to  be  lieutenant  under  the  admin¬ 
istration  of  Fire  Commissioner  Wells.  This 
“shorty”  was  appointed  drill  master  under  Fire 
Commissioner  Parker,  and  under  Fire  Commis¬ 
sioner  Daly  he  was  put  in  charge  of  the  autos  in  the 
Boston  Fire  Department,  being  sent  by  the  com¬ 
missioner  to  New  York  to  study  the  manufacture 
and  operation  of  fire  department  automobiles. 
U  nder  Commissioner  Daly  this  man  was  promoted 
to  a  captaincy,  and  when  he  took  his  examination 
for  promotion  with  other  men  this  “shorty” 
received  a  mark  which  I  believe  had  never  before 
been  received  by  any  man  in  the  department  for 
promotion,  99.92  per  cent.  This  same  “shorty”  is 
on  the  roll  of  the  Boston  Fire  Department  as  a 
medal  of  honor  man.  Nevertheless,  if  a  5  foot  7 
ordinance  was  in  effect  at  the  time  when  this  man 
was  appointed  under  Commissioner  Russell,  who  is 
claimed  to  bo  the  best  Fire  Commissioner  Boston 
ever  had,  he  would  never  have  been  appointed  to 
the  Fire  Department.  At  the  time  of  the  Arcadia 
fire  there  was  one  member  of  the  Fire  Department 
who  was  commended  by  the  Grand  Jury  who 
investigated  that  fire,  and  that  man  was  only  5  feet 
5  inches  in  height.  I  will  read  an  extract  from  the 
report  of  the  Grand  Jury  statement  from  District 
Attorney  Pelletier  to  the  Press  on  December  15, 
1913.  And,  mind  you,  this  man  was  5  feet  5  inches 
in  height. 

“The  Grand  Jury  paid  particular  attention  to 
the  service  of  the  Fire  Department  and  feels  justi¬ 
fied  in  expressing  the  opinion  that  the  department 
responded  with  .commendable  promptness  and 
worked  most  efficiently  in  fighting  the  fire  and  in 
saving  human  life.  The  rescue  of  an  old  man 
from  the  coping  at  the  rear  of  the  building  by 
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James  P.  Rose  of  Engine  22  was  a  deed  of  heroism 
rarely  surpassed,  and  the  Grand  Jury  is  proud  to 
publicly  commend  this  young  man  who  risked  his 
life  to  save  another.” 

That  member  of  the  Fire  Department  was  not 
5  feet  7  inches  in  height,  and  does  not  weigh  140 
pounds.  That  young  man  has  served  in  the 
United  States  Army,  where  the  requirement  is 
but  5  feet  4  inches,  serving  in  the  Philippines 
before  entering  the  service  of  the  city.  The 
5  foot  7  ordinance  has  worked  a  hardship  upon 
young  men  in  this  city  who  desire  to  become 
members  of  the  department,  and  in  my  opinion 
with  short  men  who  are  not  5  feet  7  inches  in 
height  the  department  can  be  just  as  efficient  as 
with  tall  men.  I  want  to  call  to  the  attention  of 
the  Council  the  action  of  one  young  man  from 
South  Boston  who  was  on  the  civil  service  list 
but  could  not  be  appointed  because  of  the  5  foot  7 
requirement.  Nevertheless,  that  same  young  man 
— who,  by  the  way,  was  appointed  as  captain  of 
the  Life  Saving  Service  in  South  Boston — could 
not  be  appointed  to  the  fire  fighting  force  of 
Boston.  I  have  here  a  copy  of  the  Sunday 
Herald ,  under  date  of  August  2,  1914,  and  the 
caption  says,  ‘‘Rose  from  deckhand  to  captain 
in  nine  years.”  The  young  man’s  picture  is 
here.  I  have  seen  him  personally,  and  I  know  he 
is  as  fine  an  example  of  an  athlete  as  one  would 
want  to  see.  But  he  has  been  prevented  from 
getting  into  the  service  of  the  city  because  of 
the  fact  that  he  is  not  5  feet  7  inches  in  height. 
He  is  below  the  height  required  for  entrance  into 
the  Fire  Department.  Nevertheless,  that  young 
man  is  appointed  by  the  United  States  Govern¬ 
ment  to  save  lives,  and  there  are  recorded  here 
a  number  of  cases  where  he  took  part  in  South 
Boston  and  Dorchester  bay  in  helping  save 
human  lives.  But  this  young  man.  who  is  a 
perfect  specimen  of  physical  manhood,  is  barred 
from  entrance  into  the  Boston  Fire  Department. 
Men  appointed  in  the  olden  days,  under  Fire 
Commissioner  Russell,  were  good  men,  although 
short  men.  Former  District  Chief  Keyes,  in  my 
opinion,  was  a  good  fireman,  even  although  he 
was  not  5  feet  7  inches  in  height,  and  other  men 
who  have  become  district  chiefs  were  not  5  feet 
7  inches  in  height.  They  would  have  been 
barred  in  the  early  days  if  the  5  foot  7  ordinance 
was  in  existence.  I  say  if  those  men  are  other¬ 
wise  qualified,  passing  the  mental  and  physical 
tests,  they  should  not  be  barred  by  reason  of  the 
fact  that  they  are  one-quarter  of  an  inch,  half  an 
inch,  or  one  or  two  inches  too  short.  As  far  as 
the  efficiency  of  the  department  is  concerned, 
the  Fire  Commissioner,  even  if  this  ordinance  is 
repealed,  still  has  the  power  of  selection.  He 
still  has  the  choice  of  men.  If  three  men  are  sent 
to  his  office  from  the  Civil  Service  Commission  for 
appointment,  and  one  of  them  is  5  feet  7  inches 
in  height,  and  the  other  two  5  feet  5  inches,  he 
can  use  his  discretion  and'  select  the  man  who  in 
his  opinion  will  be  the  best  man  for  the  department. 
I  say  that  we  should  give  to  these  men  a  chance 
to  be  appointed  to  the  fire  fighting  force  of  the 
City  of  Boston,  arid  I  am  not  afraid  on  the  question 
of  efficiency  or  inefficiency.  We  amended  the 
ordinance  which  was  passed  a  year  or  so  ago  so 
as  to  allow  the  young  men  who  had  taken  an 
examination  previous  -  to  action  by  this  Council 
in  June,  men  who  were  under  5  feet  7  inches  in 
height,  to  be  appointed  to  the  fire  fighting  force. 
I  saw  and  talked  with  some  of  those  young  men 
personally,  and  I  say  that  they,  in  my  opinion, 
would  make  as  efficient  firemen  as  men  5  feet  7 
inches  or  more  in  height.  I  think,  as  a  matter  of 
fairness,  we  should  repeal  this  ordinance  and  give 
to  a  young  man  who  possesses  the  other  quali¬ 
fications  and  requisites  the  opportunity  to  become 
a  member  of  the  Boston  Fire  Department.  These 
men  are  entitled,  in  my  opinion,  to  the  same 
chance  that  a  tall  man  has  to  be  appointed  to  the 
service  of  the  city.  I  shall,  therefore,  vote  for 
the  repeal  of  this  ordinance,  because  I  believe 
we  should  be  fair  to  these  “  shorties,”  as  they  are 
termed,  giving  them  an  even  and  equal  chance 
with  other  men  to  take  the  civil  service  examina¬ 
tion  and  be  appointed  to  the  Fire  Department. 

Coun.  COULTHURST— Mr.  Chairman,  I  have 
been  in  grave  doubt  as  to  what  action  I  should  take 
to-day,  after  listening  to  the  opinion  of  the  Cor¬ 
poration  Counsel  upon  the  legal  phases  of  the 
situation,  because  we  have  adopted  the  policy 
generally  of  accepting  the  opinion  of  the  Corpora¬ 
tion  Counsel  as  to  the  scope  of  our  powers  and  the 
legality  of  our  actions.  But  I  have  decided,  inas¬ 
much  as  we  passed  this  ordinance  in  1912,  assuming 


that  we  had  the  power  then  to  do  so,  and  it  having 
been  in  force  for  two  years,  that  it  is  not  for  us, 
merely  on  the  say-so  of  the  Corporation  Counsel, 
to  repeal  that  act.  It  is  not  necessary  in  order  to 
protect  the  rights  of  the  individuals  involved  for 
us  to  take  that  action.  If  the  opinion  of  the  Cor¬ 
poration  Counsel  is  correct,  and  that  ordinance  is 
illegal,  the  young  men  who  are  not  5  feet  7  inches 
in  height  have  their  constitutional  and  legal 
rights  fully  protected  in  the  courts.  They  have  a 
right  to  go  to  court  to  compel  the  Civil  Service 
Commission  to  permit  them  to  take  the  examina¬ 
tion  and  have  the  further  right  to  compel  the  Fire 
Commissioner  to  consider  them  fairly  and  legally, 
if  their  names  come  down  for  his  consideration. 
So,  Mr.  President,  I  am  not  going,  so  far  as  my 
vote  is  concerned,  to  make  this  matter  a  further 
football  in  this  Council.  I  am  going  to  vote  “no” 
upon  the  question  of  repealing  the  ordinance. 
As  to  the  merits  of  the  case  I  have  no  opinion  on 
the  question  of  whether  a  man  5  feet  5  inches  in 
height  is  qualified  to  be  an  efficient  fireman,  any 
more  than  I  have  an  opinion  whether  a  chap  5  feet 
tall  would  be  an  efficient  fireman.  Of  course,  it 
is  a  hardship  upon  the  fellow  5  feet  5  inches  in 
height  or  5  feet  tall,  who  may  weigh  98  pounds 
or  120  pounds,  not  to  be  able  to  get  a  position 
as  fireman  in  the  City  of  Boston.  It  is  one  of  the 
best  paying  jobs  in  the  country,  $1,400  a  year 
being  the  maximum  salary  that  a  common,  fireman 
can  aspire  to,  and  he  £ets  that  during  his  produc¬ 
tive  years,  followed  by  a  pension  of  one-half  that 
amount  for  the  rest  of  his  life.  There  is  also  a 
pension  in  case  of  disability  or  illness.  So  it  is  one 
of  the  best  jobs  that  a  young  man  can  possibly 
aspire  to,  Mr.  President.  But  the  public  interest 
requires  that  the  men  who  go  into  the  Fire  Depart¬ 
ment  should  be  the  best  men  in  the  city,  the  pick 
of  the  city;  and,  while  it  is  a  hardship  upon  the 
individuals  involved  to  be  debarred  from  this 
employment,  the  public  interest  requires  that  we 
should  have  the  best  possible  men  there  are  in  the 
Fire  Department.  And  there  are  enough  men 
5  feet  7  inches  in  height  and  more  who  are  willing 
to  take  the  positions  to  fill  all  the  possible  jobs. 
Certainly  we,  acting  in  the  performance  of  our 
public  duty,  cannot  take  individual  cases  into 
consideration.  We  have  to  act  on  averages.  I 
could  not  qualify  in  taking  out  a  life  insurance 
policy  at  the  present  time.  I  do  not  for  a  moment 
think  I  am  going  to  die  in  the  next  15,  20  or  25 
years,  but  10,000  men  having  rheumatism,  in  my 
condition,  have  not  the  same  chance  of  life  that 
the  same  individuals  not  having  rheumatism  have. 
It  is  averages  that  we  must  consider.  In  life 
insurance  they  cannot  consider  individual  cases; 
neither  should  we  consider  individual  cases,  but 
averages,  in  passing  on  the  requirements  of  the 
firemen  of  the  Fire  Department  of  the  City  of 
Boston.  The  individual  cases  brought  up  by  the 
gentleman  from  the  South  End  should  not  decide 
a  question  of  this  kind.  As  I  said  before,  I  have 
no  opinion  as  to  the  necessary  height  or  weight  for 
a  fireman;  but  I  find  that  since  1896  at  least 
every  Fire  Commissioner  of  the  City  of  Boston 
has  insisted  that  applicants  for  positions  in  the 
department  shall  be  5  feet  7  inches  in  height  or 
more,  and  I  find,  going  throughout  the  entire 
country,  that  the  same  rule  is  applied  in  all  the 
large  cities  at  least.  That  is  sufficient  data  for  me 
to  base  my  action  upon — not  my  expert  action 
but  my  official  action.  Let  us  let  well  enough  alone; 
let  us  not,  because  twenty,  thirty  or  forty  indi¬ 
viduals,  young  fellows  who  have  the  making  of 
good  citizens,  come  hammering  at  our  doors  year 
after  year,  go  to  the  Legislature  and  monkey  with 
the  statutes  of  the  Commonwealth.  Because  these 
things  are  brought  to  our  attention,  let  us  not 
interfere  with  the  proper  conduct  of  the  affairs  of 
the  City  of  Boston  as  far  as  the  Fire  Department  is 
concerned.  To  my  mind,  looking  back  and 
analyzing  the  statutes  of  1896,  1904  and  1911,  it 
is  clear  that  all  those  statutes  were  passed  in  the 
Legislature  by  a  little  group  of  individuals  who  got 
together  in  those  three  years  and  who  put  three 
fool  statutes  on  the  books.  Not  one  of  them  has 
a  right  to  be  there.  If  the  Mayor  does  his  duty  he 
will  go  to  the  Legislature  next  year  and  say, 
“Gentlemen,  there  is  a  mess  of  three  statutes. 
Repeal  them,  and  leave  the  matter  to  the  proper 
authorities  of  the  City  of  Boston  to  determine 
what  the  height  and  weight  of  firemen  and  their 
qualifications  shall  be.”  That  is  what  should  be 
done.  We  do  not  know  where  we  are  at  the  present 
time.  So  I,  for  one,  am  going  to  stand  pat  and 
vote  against  this  proposed  action  to-day.  If 
anybody  is  aggrieved  by  my  vote  or  by  the  action 
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of  the  City  Council,  if  it  acts  as  I  trust  it  will,  let 
them  go  to  the  courts  and  protect  their  constitu¬ 
tional  rights. 

Coun.  WOODS — Mr.  President,  I  did  not  intend 
to  tak  e  a  minute  of  the  Council’s  time  until  I 
heard  the  remarks  of  the  speaker  who  has  just  sat 
down.  He  says,  “Let  these  men  fight  for  their 
constitutional  rights.  There  will  be  no  hardship 
on  these  young  men  in  doing  that.”  I  ask  the 
councilor  who  has  just  spoken  what  right  has  a 
young  man,  or  what  chance  has  he  to  take  to  court 
the  question  of  the  constitutionality  of  a  law  which 
says  that  from  the  ages  of  twenty-two  to  thirty 
he  can  apply  for  an  examination,  after  perhaps  a 
year  has  gone  by  and  he  has  got  over  the  thirty- 
year  limit?  What  redress  has  he  got?  They 
should  not  be  expected  to  fight  such  matters  in 
the  courts.  They  should  be  settled  right  here. 
I  want  to  see  this  foolhardy  ordinance  wiped  off 
the  books.  Therefore,  I  shall  vote  to  repeal  it. 

Coun.  COLLINS — Mr.  President,  the  gentleman 
from  the  South  End  on  the  other  side  of  the 
Chamber  (Coun.  Attridge)  made  a  mistake  w'hen 
he  said  I  said  that  Commissioner  Wells  appointed 
men  who  were  5  feet  4  inches  in  height.  What 
I  did  say  was  this,  that  Commissioner  Wells  came 
before  a  committee  of  this  city  government  and 
expressed  his  opinion  substantially  as  follows: 
That  the  minimum  height  should  be  5  feet  7  inches 
and  the  minimum  weight  140  pounds.  The 
gentleman  quotes  a  number  of  individual  cases. 
He  ought  to  know  that  by  the  citing  of  a  few 
individual  cases  he  does  not  prove  his  case.  How 
do  we  know  whether  they  are  the  exception  or  the 
rule?  This  statute  has  come  to  us,  as  the  gentle¬ 
man  from  West  Roxbury  has  stated,  without  our 
invitation.  They  have  placed  a  duty  upon  us. 
Although  I  disagree  with  the  Corporation  Counsel, 
as  I  have  already  stated,  I  have  not  heard  any  of 
the  members  here  stand  up  and  defend  their 
attitude  on  the  question  of  making  no  regulation 
as  to  weight.  He  said  clearly  that  that  was  taken 
out  of  the  hands  of  the  Fire  Commissioner  and 
was  not  discretionary  with  me.  The  gentleman 
from  the  South  End  suggests  that  when  names  are 
sent  down  from  the  civil  service  list  the  Com¬ 
missioner  can  reject  No.  2,  No.  3  or  No.  1,  because 
a  man  may  not  be  up  to  the  requirements  as  to 
weight  or  height.  I  ask,  Mr.  President, — — — 


Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  will  the 
gentleman  yield  for  a  question? 

Coun.  COLLINS— Yes. 

Coun.  WATSON — I  would  like  to  ask  the 
councilor  who  now  has  the  floor — nr  who  had  it 
before  I  interrupted  him — if  he  can  explain  how 
it  is  that  whenever  the  Corporation  Counsel  agrees 
with  his  views  he  always  says,  “Stand  by  the 
Corporation  Counsel,”  and  whenever  there  is  some 
doubt  in  his  mind  about  the  views  of  the  Cor¬ 
poration  Counsel  he  always  wants  to  kick  the  view 
out  of  the  window? 

Coun.  COLLINS— Mr.  President,  in  answer  to 
the  gentleman  who  has  just  spoken,  I  beg  to  say 
that  I  have  disagreed  with  the  Corporation 
Counsel  on  more  than  one  occasion.  If  he  will 
look  over  the  records  he  will  come  to  the  conclusion 
that  if  I  do  not  believe  the  Corporation  Counsel 
is  right  I  stand  up  and  vote  against  his  contention 
or  opinion.  In  this  particular  case,  pertaining  to 
the  height  of  firemen,  I  believe  he  is  in  error. 
But  as  to  the  question  of  weight  of  firemen,  no¬ 
body  here  has  contended  that  there  should  not  be 
some  regulation  made  by  this  Council  as  to  weight. 
The  statute  clearly  fixes  the  responsibility  on  us, 
and  to  dodge  it  avoids  the  issue.  To  say  that  the 
Fire  Commissioner  can  go  forward  and  reject  a 
man  because  he  does  not  come  up  to  weight  is 
placing  the  Fire  Commissioner  in  a  position  of 
chicanery  and  trickery  to  an  honest  applicant 
It  is  not  fair  or  just.  I  submit  that  this  ordinance 
ought  to  stand.  It  has  been  here  over  two  years. 
Nobody  has  tested  it  in  the  courts.  The  duty  is 
upon  us  and  we  ought  to  shoulder  our  responsi¬ 
bility. 

The  ordinance  was  declared  passed.  Coun. 
BALLANTYNE  doubted  the  vote  and  asked  for 
the  yeas  and  nays. 

The  ordinance  was  passed,  yeas  5,  nays  3:

RIGHTS  OF  UNION  FREIGHT  RAILROAD 
COMPANY. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 

Law  Department,  November  5,  1914. 
To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — I  submit  the- following  in  compli¬ 
ance  with  the  request  contained  in  the  order  of  the 
City  Council,  to  wit: 

Ordered,  That  the  Corporation  Counsel  be 
hereby  requested  to  make  an  investigation  of  the 
franchise  of,  and  the  various  grants  of  locations 
made  to,  the  Union  Freight  Railroad  Company 
and  its  predecessors,  and  inform  the  City  Council 
whether  or  not  the  use  of  streets  by  the  said 
company  can  be  regulated,  or  the  locations  revoked, 
and  in  what  body,  if  any,  the  authority  exists  for 
such  regulation  or  revocation;  also  whether  or  not 
said  company  has  the  right  to  occupy  or  use  its 
tracks  and  operate  cars  on  Atlantic  avenue  at  the 
junction  of  Summer  street,  in  the  daytime. 

I  think  the  question  of  the  rights  granted  to  the 
predecessors  of  the  Union  Freight  Railroad  Com¬ 
pany  is  now  of  little,  if  any,  importance,  as  both  of 
its  predecessors,  viz.,  the  Commercial  Freight 
Railway  Company  and  the  Marginal  Freight 
Railway  Company,  have  gone  out  of  existence,  and 
the  locations  used  by  the  Union  Freight  Railroad 
Company  have  been  granted  directly  to  it  either 
by  act  of  the  Legislature  or  action  of  the  Board  of 
Aldermen,  and  have  not  come  to  it  by  a  transfer 
of  the  locations  of  either  of  its  predecessors.  The 
Union  Freight  Railroad  Company  was  required  by 
a  provision  of  its  charter  to  take  the  tracks  of  the 
Marginal  Freight  Railway  Company  and  to  com¬ 
pensate  the  company  for  such  taking,  but  this 
provision  gave  no  rights  to  the  locations,  previously 
granted  to  the  Marginal  Freight  Railway  Company. 

The  charter  of  the  Marginal  Freight  Railway 
Company — Statute  1867,  chapter  170 — was  re¬ 
pealed  by  Statute  1872,  chapter  342,  section  7. 
Prior  to  the  incorporation  of  the  Union  Freight 
Railroad  Company  the  Commercial  Freight  Rail¬ 
way  Company,  which  had  been  incorporated  by 
Statute  1866,  chapter  267,  had  sold  its  property  to 
the  Marginal  Freight  Railway  Company. 

The  act  incorporating  the  Union  Freight  Rail¬ 
road  Company,  Statute  1872,  chapter  342,  was 
passed  because  the  predecessors  of  the  Union 
Freight  Railroad  Company  had  failed  to  furnish 
the  service  which  the  Legislature  intended  should 
be  performed.  The  Union  Freight  Railroad  Com¬ 
pany  was  authorized  to  locate,  construct,  main¬ 
tain  and  operate  a  railroad  for  public  use  in  the 
conveyance  of  freight  only,  with  convenient 
single  or  double  tracks,  between  the  terminal 
points  of  the  several  steam  railroads  entering  the 
City  of  Boston,  extending  through  certain  streets 
designated  by  section  1  of  the  act,  and  such  other 
streets  as  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of 
Boston  might  from  time  to  time  determine  on  the 
petition  of  the  corporation.  Rights  were  given 
also  to  construct,  use  and  maintain  side  tracks 
from  the  corporation’s  main  tracks  to  wharves  or 
warehouses  on  request  of  the  owners  or  occupants 
of  such  wharves  or  warehouses,  such  side  tracks 
to  be  laid  in  a  public  street  only  upon  approval 
of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  who  also  were  author¬ 
ized  to  prescribe  the  pattern  for  the  rails  of  all 
tracks  so  that  they  would  be  suitable  for  railway 
freight  cars  in  common  use.  The  corporation  was 
authorized  also  to  enter  upon  and  use  any  part 
of  the  tracks  for  street  railways  in  the  streets  or 
parts  of  streets  within  which  the  Union  Freight 
Railroad  Company  was  authorized  to  operate,  and 
to  strengthen  such  tracks  so  as  to  accommodate 
its  heavy  cars.  By  section  2  of  the  Act  of  Incor¬ 
poration,  as  amended  by  section  2  of  chapter  229, 
Statute  1876,  it  was  provided  that  any  railroad 
corporation  whose  road  meets  the  road  of  the  Union 
Freight  Railroad  Company  may,  in  the  manner 
prescribed  by  the  Aldermen,  make  connections 
with  and  use  the  road  of  the  Union  Freight  Rail¬ 
road  Company  for  the  transportation  of  freight, 
and  it  was  also  provided  that  the  cars  of  the  Union 
Freight  Railroad  Company  might  be  drawn  by 
steam  power,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  aider- 
men. 

The  act  of  incorporation  limited  the  capital 
stock  of  the  company  to  $500,000,  and  limited 
the  rates  it  could  charge  for  the  service  performed 
to  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  the  reasonable  and 
necessary  expenses  of  the  corporation  and  a 
dividend  of  5  per  cent  semiannually  upon  the  cost 
of  construction  and  equipment.  The  dividend 


rate  was  subsequently  cut  to  3£  per  cent  semi¬ 
annually  by  Statute  1876,  chapter  229,  section  4. 

The  act  of  incorporation  by  section  1  gave  the 
company  all  the  powers  and  privileges,  and  made 
it  subject  to  all  the  duties,  restrictions  and  liabili¬ 
ties,  provided  by  the  general  laws  relating  to  street 
railway  corporations  and  other  railroad  corpora¬ 
tions  so  far  as  the  same  were  applicable. 

Statute  1873,  chapter  235,  authorized  and 
required  the  company  to  receive  and  deliver 
passenger  cars  at  each  of  its  connections  with  the 
tracks  of  other  railroad  corporations,  and  to  haul 
such  cars  at  its  established  rates. 

Statute  1876,  chapter  229,  made  certain  changes 
already  referred  to,  and  also  provided  for  the  pur¬ 
chase  of  stock  in  the  Union  Freight  Railroad  Com¬ 
pany  by  any  railroad  company  having  a  terminus 
in  Boston,  such  railroads  purchasing  stock  not  to 
be  given  any  preference  in  rates  by  the  Union 
Freight  Railroad  Company. 

In  the  act  of  incorporation  certain  streets  were 
designated  upon  which  the  Union  Freight  Railroad 
Company  was  authorized  to  operate  its  cars,  viz.: 
Lowell,  Brighton,  Causeway,  Minot,  Nashua, 
Commercial,  Prince,  Hanover,  Fleet,  India,  Broad, 
Atlantic  avenue,  Federal,  Kneeland,  Cove,  Lincoln 
and  Eliot  streets.  By  Statute  1901,  chapter  430, 
certain  streets  were  eliminated,  viz.:  Brighton, 
Minot,  Nashua,  Prince,  Hanover,  Fleet,  India, 
Broad,  Federal,  Kneeland,  Lincoln  and  Eliot 
streets.  This  amendment  of  the  charter  of  the 
company  left  only  five  streets  specifically  designated 
by  statute  as  streets  upon  which  the  company 
could  operate,  viz.:  Lowell,  Causeway,  Commercial 
and  Cove  streets  and  Atlantic  avenue.  The 
Statute  of  1901  also  provided  that  Lowell  street 
and  that  part  of  Causeway  street  lying  between 
Haverhill  and  Lowell  streets  should  be  used  only 
between  the  hours  of  twelve  o’clock  midnight  and 
five  o’clock  in  the  morning  except  when  perishable 
freight  was  to  be  transported.  The  company  has 
the  right  to  operate  its  railroad  for  the  transporta¬ 
tion  of  perishable  freight  at  any  hour  of  the  day 
or  night  under  such  permission  as  may  be  granted 
by  the  Public  Service  Commission. 

The  company  was  authorized  by  vote  of  the 
Board  of  Aldermen  on  May  5,  1873,  to  use  steam 
as  a  motive  power  between  the  hours  of  six  p.  m. 
and  six  a.  m. ;  and  on  April  20,  1874,  it  was  author¬ 
ized  by  vote  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  to  use  a 
dummy  engine  on  its  tracks  in  the  day  time  until 
otherwise  ordered. 

In  answer  to  the  question  whether  or  not  the 
use  of  streets  by  the  Union  Freight  Railroad  Com¬ 
pany  can  be  regulated  or  the  locations  revoked, 
and  in  what  body,  if  any,  the  authority  exists  for 
such  regulation  or  revocation,  I  submit  the  fol¬ 
lowing  as  my  opinion: 

1.  That  the  powers  given  to  the  aldermen  by 
Statute  1872,  chapter  342,  and  by  Statute  1876, 
chapter  229,  viz.:  To  determine  the  streets,  other 
than  those  designated  by  the  statute,  upon  which 
the  company  should  be  permitted  to  operate;  to 
approve  or  disapprove  of  the  laying  of  side  tracks 
upon  public  streets;  to  provide  for  the  pattern  of 
tracks,  and  to  authorize  the  use  of  steam  as  a 
motive  power,  have  passed  to,  and  may  be  exer¬ 
cised  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  as  provided 
in  Statute  1909,  chapter  486,  section  1. 

2.  That  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  may  also 
exercise  the  power  to  regulate  the  speed  of  the 
company’s  cars  and  the  manner  in  which,  and  the 
extent  to  which,  it  may  use  its  tracks.  (See 
Statute  1906,  chapter  463,  Part  III.,  section  74.) 

3.  That  any  locations  granted  by  the  Board 
of  Aldermen  may  be  revoked  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council.  This  does  not  include,  however, 
the  right  to  revoke  locations  granted  by  the  Legis¬ 
lature  on  Lowell,  Causeway,  Commercial  and 
Cove  streets  and  Atlantic  avenue.  (Statute  1901, 
chapter  430,  section  1.) 

4.  That  the  exercise  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  authority  to  regulate  the  speed  of  the 
company’s  cars,  and  the  manner  and  extent  of  the 
use  of  its  tracks,  and  of  the  authority  to  revoke 
locations  granted  by  the  aldermen,  with  the  ex¬ 
ceptions  above  noted,  are  both  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Public  Service  Commission. 
(Statute  1906,  chapter  463,  Part  III.,  sections  74 
and  66.) 

Your  question,  whether  the  company  has  the 
right  to  occupy  or  use  its  tracks  and  operate  cars 
on  Atlantic  avenue  at  the  junction  of  Summer 
street,  in  the  day  time,  should,  in  my  opinion,  be 
answered  in  the  affirmative.  The  company  seems 
to  have  the  right  to  operate  its  cars  on  any  of  its 
locations  at  any  time  of  the  day  or  night  except 
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on  Lowell  street  and  that  part  of  Causeway  street 
which  lies  between  Haverhill  and  Lowell  streets. 
In  these  restricted  places  operation  must  be  con¬ 
fined  to  the  hours  between  twelve  o’clock  midnight 
a.nd  five  o’clock  a.  m.  The  Public  Service  Commis¬ 
sion,  however,  has  authority  to  permit  the  use  by 
the  company  of  its  tracks  in  such  restricted  places 
at  any  time  of  the  day  or  night  for  the  transporta¬ 
tion  of  perishable  freight. 

A  list  of  locations  granted  to  the  company  up 
to  the  present  time  is  hereto  appended.

FINANCE  REPORT,  BUDGET  SYSTEM. 

The  following  was  received: 

Boston  Finance  Commission, 

October  31,  1914. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — The  City  Council  has  requested 
the  Finance  Commission  “to  study  the  budget 
systems  of  the  principal  cities  and  states  of  the 
United  States,  and  make  comparisons  between  the 
systems  in  use  in  other  cities  and  states  and  that 
in  use  in  Boston.” 

The  Finance  Commission  assumes  that  the  City 
Council  in  making  this  request  desires  not  so  much 
a  digest  of  the  budget  practices  obtaining  in  the 
cities  and  states  of  the  United  States,  as  a  report 
based  upon  the  best  experience  available,  which 
should  contain  specific  recommendations  for  the 
improvement  of  the  method  now  employed  in 
preparing  the  Bostombudget. 


The  commission  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  expe¬ 
rience  of  the  city  of  New  York  in  the  matter  of 
budget  preparation  offers  the  most  valuable  sug¬ 
gestions  for  the  improvement  of  the  Boston  budget. 
Since  1909,  when  the  segregated  budget  was  first 
•  adopted  by  New  York  City,  constant  effort  has 
been  made  to  perfect  the  form  of  the  budget,  and 
while  it  has  made  great  progress,  New  York  is 
still  at  work  further  developing  budget  procedure. 
The  commission  accordingly  submits,  in  response 
to  the  request  of  the  City  Council,  a  report  setting 
forth  first,  the  development  of  the  New  York  idea 
in  budget  making;  second,  the  Boston  budget  as 
it  now  is  formulated;  and  third,  recommendations. 

1.  The  New  York  Budget. 

The  procedure  in  the  preparation  of  the  New 
York  budget  is  as  follows: 

In  the  summer  of  each  year  the  department  of 
finance  distributes  to  all  the  department’s,  bureaus, 
boards  and  commissions  for  whose  support  money 
is  appropriated  by  the  city,  a  supply  of  estimate 
■forms.  These  forms  call  for  detailed  information 
in  support  of  the  requests  to  be  made  thereon  for 
appropriations  for  the  ensuing  fiscal  year.  Oppor¬ 
tunity  is  afforded  by  these  forms  for  indicating 
not  only  the  actual  expenditures  of  the  depart¬ 
ment  for  the  preceding  six  months,  and  for  the 
preceding  fiscal  year,  but  also  the  actual  consump¬ 
tion  of  supplies  and  materials.  For  the  purpose 
of  obtaining  a  uniform  basis  for  the  comparison 
of  expenditures  and  consumption  between  certain 
definite  periods  of  time  and  the  estimated  expendi¬ 
ture  and  consumption  for  the  ensuing  fiscal  year, 
a  uniform  classification  of  objects  of  expenditure 
has  been  devised. 

Examples  of  the  classifications  used  in  New  York 
are  as  follows:

Departmental  estimates  drawn  up  in  conformity 
with  this  plan  of  expense  classification  must,  under 
the  law,  be  returned  to  ’the  department  of  finance 
before  September  10.  Upon  their  receipt  by  the 
bureau  of  municipal  investigation  and  statistics  of 
the  department  of  finance,  they  are  distributed  for 
study  and  report  to  examiners  familiar  each  with 
the  needs  of  the  department '  or  departments 
assigned  to  him.  For  a  month  this  bureau  works 
studying  these  requests,  conferring  with  represen¬ 
tatives  of  the  departments  and  determining,  so 
far  as  possible,  the  irreducible  minimum  for  which 
the  several  departments  can  be  efficiently  admin¬ 
istered.  Based  upon  the  results  of  this  month’s 
work,  and  upon  previous  intimate  knowledge  of 
departmental  needs,  the  examiners  make  recom¬ 
mendations  to  the  budget  committee  of  the  Board 
of  Estimate  and  Apportionment.  The  budget  com¬ 
mittee  then  holds  hearings  on  the  appropriations 
for  each  department;  these  hearings  are  attended 
by  representatives  of  the  department  whose  appro¬ 
priations  are  under  consideration,  as  well  as  by  the 
examiner  who  has  reported  thereon.  The  depart¬ 
ment  head  defends  his  original  request  in  the  hope 
that  the  budget  committee  may  override  the  recom¬ 
mendations  of  the  examiner;  the  examiner,  on  the 
other  hand,  offers  proof  in  substantiation  of  his 
recommendations.  The  budget  committee,  acting 
as  judge,  allows  or  disallows  in  whole  or  in  part 
the  recommendations  of  the  examiners.  The 
allowances  made  by  the  budget  committee  com¬ 
prise  the  “  tentative  budget,”  which  is  printed  in 
book  form  and  distributed  free  on  application. 

Shortly  after  the  publication  of  the  ‘‘tentative 
budget”  a  series  of  public  hearings  is  given  by 
the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  as  a 
whole.  At  these  hearings  any  interested  taxpayer 
may  appear  to  plead  for  increased  appropriations 
for  those  municipal  activities  which  he  feels  to  be 
insufficiently  supplied  with  funds,  or  to  oppose,  as 
excessive  or  unnecessary,  appropriations  made  for 
purposes  with  which  he  is  not  in  sympathy.  After 
these  hearings  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Appor¬ 
tionment  makes  the  budget  in  accordance  with  its 
best  judgment.  Under  the  law  the  budget  must 
be  passed  by  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportion¬ 
ment  prior  to  November  1.  .* 

The  budget  as  passed  is  then  transmitted  to  the 
Board  of  Aldermen,  who,  under  the  charter,  have 
power  to  reduce  but  not  to  increase  items  in  the 
budget.  The  aldermen  are  allowed  twenty  days 
for  the  consideration  of  the  budget  as  submitted  to 
them,  and  at  the  end  of  that  period  are  required 
to  transmit  to  the  mayor  the  budget  as  amended 
by  them.  The  mayor  has  power  only  to  veto  the 
action  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen;  should  he  exercise 
this  veto,  it  can  be  overridden  by  a  three-quarters 
vote  of  the  aldermen.  The  budget,  as  finally 
approved  and  adopted,  must  be  certified  by  the 
mayor,  comptroller,  and  city  clerk  prior  to  Decem¬ 
ber  25,  wffiereupon  the  several  amounts  indicated 
in  the  budget  are  appropriated  to  their  several 
purposes.  On  or  before  December  31  the  budget 
must  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  comptroller  and 
published  in  the  City  Record,  and  on  January  1 
commences  the  fiscal  year  for  which  the  appro¬ 
priations  have  been  made. 

Among  the  positive  results  claimed  to  be  attained 
by  the  adoption  of  a  budget  framed  on  the  New 
York  plan  are  the  following: 

1.  Appropriations  are  made  for  such  specific 
purposes  that  it  is  possible  at  any  time  to  compare 
the  program  of  expenditure  as  outlined  at  the  time 
of  budget  preparation  with  actual  expenditures 
after  the  allowance  of  the  appropriations. 

2.  The  schedule  supporting  the  appropriations 
for  salaries  and  wages  prevents  the  diversion  from 
or  to  pay  roll  purposes  of  funds  appropriated  for 
other  purposes,  and  also  prevents  the  manipulation 
of  pay  rolls  to  meet  the  exigencies  of  political 
considerations. 

3.  By  affording  the  basis  for  a  uniform  system 
of  accounting  procedure,  the  budget  makes  possible 
accurate  comparisons  of  expenditures  for  the  same 
purpose  from  year  to  year. 


4.  Careful  distinction  can  be  drawn  between 
expenditures  from  current  revenue  for  current 
purposes  and  expenditures  from  bond  issues  for 
permanent  improvements. 

5.  Almost  complete  control  is  had  of  appro¬ 
priations. 

6.  The  public  is  informed  as  to  precisely  what 
use  is  being  made  of  public  moneys. 

II.  The  Boston  Budget. 

When  compared  with  the  system  of  budget 
preparation  followed  in  New  York,  the  Boston 
method  affords  a  striking  contrast.  New  York 
took  steps  in  1906  to  do  away  with  the  lump  sum 
budget  then  in  operation,  but  Boston  still  follows 
that  form.  The  auditor’s  report  for  the  year 
1824-25  contains  for  the  first  time  the  appro¬ 
priation  bill  of  the  City  of  Boston.  In  form  this 
appropriation  bill  differs  very  slightly  from  the 
form  of  appropriation  bill  passed  to  meet  the 
expenses  of  the  city  for  the  year  1914-15. 

In  1824  the  total  appropriations  were  only 
about  $350,000.  The  appropriation  from  taxes 
and  current  revenue  for  citv  and  county  purposes 
in  1914-15  was  $27,727,040.89. 

Although  no  change  has  been  made  in  the  form 
of  the  annual  budget,  some  attempt  has  recently 
been  made  to  change  the  method  of  preparation. 
In  the  early  years  of  the  city’s  history,  little 
attention  was  paid  to  the  supporting  details  of 
the  appropriations.  This  subject  later  on  received 
more  attention,  however,  and  as  a  result  the 
department  estimates  have  for  many  years  been 
printed  in  greater  detail  as  a  city  document;  but 
even  though  made  in  such  detail,  the  estimates 
have  differed  so  much  from  year  to  year,  and  the 
forms  followed  by  the  several  departments  have 
varied  so  greatly,  that  adequate  consideration  of  the 
departmental  requests  is  difficult. 

In  the  last  annual  report  of  the  Finance  Com¬ 
mission  attention  was  called  to  the  defects  of  the 
present  budget  system.  The  Finance  Commission 
then  stated: 

“In  the  years  1908-09  and  1909-10  steps  were 
taken  to  improve  the  budget  and  considerable 
improvement  was  made.  Forms  of  estimate  were 
required  which  provided  for  a  better  system  of 
classifications  and  for  much  greater  detail  in  the 
statement  of  estimated  expenditures.” 

In  speaking  of  the  effect  of  the  charter  amend¬ 
ments  of  1909  upon  the  method  of  preparing  the 
budget,  the  Finance  Commission  called  attention 
to  the  opportunities  afforded  the  Mayor,  under  the 
amendments,  for  making  radical  improvement  in 
the  form  of  budget.  The  commission  stated: 

“By  the  proper  exercise  of  the  power  thus  con¬ 
ferred  upon  him  the  Mayor  could  have  made 
an  intelligent  study  of  the  needs  of  the  depart¬ 
ments,  but  at  no  time  since  the  adoption  of  the 
charter  amendments  has  he  grasped  this  oppor¬ 
tunity.  He  did,  however,  cause  improved  forms 
of  estimates  to  be  made  by  his  secretary,  working 
in  conjunction  with  a  representative  of  the  Finance 
Commission.  This  was  a  step  in  the  right  direc¬ 
tion.”  . 

The  present  method  of  preparing  the  annual 
budget  is  as  follows: 

In  the  late  fall  or  early  winter  the  Mayor’s 
office  sends  to  all  departments  and  branches  of  the 
City  Government  receiving  money  from  the  city 
treasury  a  supply  of  blank  estimate  sheets.  T  hese 
forms  call  for  a  certain  amount  of  information,  but 
not  so  specific  as  is  called  for  in  the  New  York 
forms.  The  estimate  forms  are  drawn  up  as  follows: 

Form  1  calls  for  “A  brief  statement  to  be  signed 
by  the  head  of  the  department,  pointing  out  its 
needs  for  the  incoming  year,  together  with  the 
general  reasons  for  any  increase  of  appropriation 
that  may  be  required.” 

Form  2  calls  for  “Expenditure  and  Revenue  for 
Five  Years”  in  totals  only;  also  the  “Expenditures 
for  Three  Years — Grouped.”  It  should  be  noted, 
however,  that  whenever  comparisons  are  made  of 
yearly  expenditures,  the  estimated  expenditures  for 
the  current  year  occupy  one  of  the  columns  pro¬ 
vided  and  the  estimated  expenditures  for  the 
ensuing  year  (in  fact,  the  request  for  appropriation) 
in  another  column.  The  grouping  is  according  to 
the  following  classes  of  expenditure: 

“Office  Expenses  (Central  Administration  and 
Divisions),  not  including  pay  rolls. 

“Pay  Rolls  (other  than  for  construction). 

“Pensions  (total  payments). 

“General  expenses  (other  than  office  expenses). 

“Construction  (a)  Pay  Rolls, 

(b)  Materials  and  Supplies.” 
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Provision  is  also  made  on  this  form  for  show¬ 
ing  expenditures  for  three  years  by  departmental 
divisions.  These  figures  are  given  in  total  only. 

Form  3  provides  for  showing  the  expenditures 
for  three  years  for  office  expenses,  pay  rolls,  etc. 
(as  quoted  above),  of  each  division  of  the  depart¬ 
ment,  one  form  being  used  for  each  division.  A 
blank  space  about  9  inches  by  6  inches  at  the 
bottom  of  the  sheet  is  reserved  under  the  caption, 
“In  this  space  specific  reasons  should  be  given 
for  any  increases  asked  for.” 

Form  4  is  headed  “Central  Office  Division, 
Office  Expenses— Itemized,  Comparative  Table.” 
Three  columns  provide  for  indicating  the  expendi¬ 
tures  for  three  years,  i.  e.,  the  preceding  year,  the 
estimates  for  the  current  year,  and  the  estimates 
for  the  ensuing  year,  according  to  the  following 
“  Itemization”:

Postage. 

Stationery. 

Telephone.

(a)  Purchase. 

(b)  Maintenance. 

This  form  allows  a  space  of  about  9  inches  by 
4  inches  for  “specific  reasons  for  any  increases 
asked  for.” 

Form  5  gives  a  comparative  list  of  regular  em¬ 
ployees  paid  on  an  annual  basis,  but  the  average  * 
number  of  employees  in  each  of  the  three  years 
with  wage  totals  is  the  only  information  called  for. 

Form  5A  corresponds  wfith  Form  5,  but  is  used 
only  for  those  employees  paid  at  a  daily  rate. 

Form  6  gives  general  information  relative  to 
payments  made  to  temporary  employees. 

Form  7  is  headed  “Construction  (Material  and 
Supplies)  and  General  Expenses — Itemized.  Fol¬ 
low  Classification  in  Auditor’s  Report.”  With 
the  exception  of  columnar  division  giving  space 
for  listing  the  items,  the  expenditures  for  the  pre¬ 
ceding  year,  the  estimated  expenditures  for  the 
current  year  and  the  estimated  expenditures  for 
the  ensuing  year,  the  sheet  is  blank. 

These  estimate  sheets  are  filled  out  as  best  may 
be  by  the  departments  to  whose  use  they  seem 
adapted.  Certain  departments  do  not  use  these 
forms  on  the  ground  that  they  do  not  meet  their 
requirements.  Once  compiled,  however,  the 
departmental  requests,  whether  made  in  the  pre¬ 
scribed  form  or  in  some  other  form,  are  sent, 
usually  in  January,  to  the  Mayor,  and  by  courtesy 
to  the  Finance  Commission,  and  are  printed  in 
pamphlet  form. 

Upon  the  receipt  of  the  estimates,  therefore,  it 
is  the  Mayor’s  duty  to  consider  the  needs  of  the 
departments  as  evidenced  by  their  requests  and 
to  make  the  budget  in  accordance  with  his  best 
judgment.  Due  consideration  of  the  matter 
seems  never  to  have  been  given.  In  the  last 
annual  report  the  Finance  Commission  stated: 

“The  Mayor,  however,  has  never  fully  examined 
the  department  heads  as  to  their  estimates,  nor 
has  he  caused  competent  analyses  to  be  made  of 
such  estimates.  His  interviews  with  department 
heads  have  been  too  brief,  and  his  examination 
of  the  estimates  has  been  generally  with  reference 
to  their  totals  only  and  not  to  the  items  in  detail. 
The  information  thus  obtained  by  the  Mayor 
has  been  inadequate,  and  because  he  has  not 
known  what  items  to  cut  out  or  reduce  he  has 
made  horizontal  cuts  in  the  totals  of  department 
estimates  and  has  then  sent  to  the  City  Council 
an  unitemized  appropriation  bill  providing  lump 
sums  for  the  departments.  This  created  the 
semblance  of  a  desire  to  economize,  but  it  left  the 
heads  of  departments  and  the  City  Council  in  a 
state  of  confusion,  as  they  could  not  know  to  what 
items  the  reductions  should  be  applied.” 

It  has  often  happened  that  the  Mayor  has  not 
deemed  it  necessary  to  consult  the  department 
heads  at  all  wfith  reference  to  their  requests,  but 
has  made  his  horizontal  cuts  in  the  most  summary 
fashion. 

After  an  examination  of  the  annual  budget  the 
Mayor  sends  to  the  City  Council  his  recommenda¬ 
tions  in  the  form  of  an  appropriation  bill,  allowing 
certain  lump  sums  to  each  of  the  city  departments 
under  his  control.  To  support  and  explain  this 
appropriation  bill  the  City  Council  has  before  it 
only  the  estimates  originally  submitted  to  the 
Mayor  by  the  several  departments;  the  total  of 
these  estimates  agreeing  in  no  respect  with  the 
Mayor’s  budget.  Neither  the  City  Council  nor 


the  department  heads  know  what  items  in  the 
estimates  have  been  reduced  or  rejected  by  the 
Mayor.  The  Committee  on  Appropriations  of 
the  City  Council,  a  committee  of  the  whole,  holds 
public  hearings  on  the  budget  in  an  endeavor 
to  obtain  some  light  on  the  situation.  These 
hearings  are  not,  however,  attended  by  the  public. 
The  questions  which  the  committee  directs  to  the 
department  heads  must  be  general  in  scope, 
because  there  is  not  any  definite  information  in  the 
possession  of  the  City  Council.  It  would  be 
necessary  for  the  Committee  on  Appropriations 
to  request  the  department  heads  to  submit  entirely 
new  sets  of  budget  estimates  which  would  agree  in 
their  totals  with  the  recommendations  made  by  the 
Mayor,  if  it  were  desired  by  the  committee  to 
make  a  competent  study  of  the  annual  budget. 
No  such  request,  however,  is  made.  The  commit¬ 
tee  confines  itself  to  general  questions  which  are 
concerned  chiefly  with  the  adequacy  of  the  appro¬ 
priation  recommended  by  the  Mayor.  In  view 
of  the  fact  that  the  City  Council  has  not  before 
it  sufficient  information  upon  which  to  base  its 
inquiry,  it  cannot  properly  exercise  the  duty 
imposed  upon  it  by  the  charter  amendments  of 
reducing  the  items  in  the  Mayor’s  budget.  An 
important  purpose  of  the  framers  of  the  charter 
is  thus  defeated,  for  the  City  Council  does  not  act 
as  a  competent  check  upon  the  Mayor. 

The  installation  of  a  scientifically  made  budget, 
according  to  the  New  York  Bureau  of  Municipal 
Research,  would  require  among  others  the  adoption 
of  the  following  improvements  which  are  not  used 
in  the  Boston  budget: 

1.  Installation  of  unit  costs  systems,  expense 
and  liability  accounting,  central  financial  control, 
time  reports,  proper  pay  roll  methods  and  an  effec¬ 
tive  organization  for  audit. 

2.  Adoption  of  definite  and  adequate  classifica¬ 
tions  or  appropriation  titles,  making  them  standard 
and  adhering  to  their  use  from  year  to  year. 

3.  Preparation  of  the  budget  estimates  on 
uniform  schedules,  w'hich  provide  for  showfing  in 
detail  all  information  necessary  as  a  basis  for  judg¬ 
ment  in  determining  the  amounts  which  should  be 
appropriated  for  each  function  or  purpose. 

4.  Preparation  of  the  budget  estimates  suffi¬ 
ciently  in  advance  of  the  time  of  adoption  of  the 
budget  and  careful  examination  thereof  by  the 
proper  authorities . 

5.  Adoption  and  publication  of  a  tentative 
budget  and  holding  of  public  hearings  thereon. 

6.  Inclusion  in  the  budget  ordinance  or  resolu¬ 
tion  of  such  restrictions  as  wfill  ensure  its  adminis¬ 
tration  for  the  functions  and  purposes  for  which 
the  appropriations  were  requested. 

The  present  budget  system  of  Boston  as  it  is 
carried  out  in  practice  has  not  sufficient  protection 
against  any  of  the  following  abuses: 

1.  The  use  of  funds  for  purposes  other  than 
those  for  which  they  were  granted. 

2.  The  incurring  of  liabilities  in  excess  of  appro¬ 
priations. 

3.  The  charging  to  bond  issue  of  labor  and 
materials  employed  on  maintenance  work. 

4.  The  running  of  departments  at  a  relatively 
low  rate  of  expenditure  for  a  considerable  portion 
of  the  year  in  order  that  a  part  of  the  annual  appro¬ 
priation  may  be  available  for  increasing  the  com¬ 
pensation  of  favorites  just  prior  to  the  close  of  the 
fiscal  year  and  making  these  increases  the  basis 
for  the  next  year’s  allowance. 

5.  The  running  of  departments  at  a  relatively 
high  rate  of  expenditure  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year,  thereby  exhausting  appropriations  before 
the  year  is  ended  and  forcing  the  transfer  of 
moneys  from  the  Reserve  Fund  to  meet  the 
unnecessarily  created  emergency. 

6.  The  expenditures  of  year-end  balances  of 
appropriations  in  a  wasteful  manner,  instead  of 
permitting  these  balances  to  revert  to  the  treasury. 

7.  The  consideration  by  department  heads  of 
all  funds  appropriated  to  their  departments  as 
subjects  of  unlimited  official  discretion. 

The  Finance  Commission  is  of  the  opinion  that 
the  adoption  of  a  budget  similar  to  that  of  New 
York  may  eventually  be  of  advantage  to  Boston. 
Its  installation,  however,  in  Boston  would  neces¬ 
sitate  many  and  varied  changes  in  the  present 
budget  system.  Among  these  changes  would  be 
that  of  the  system  of  accounting  in  the  City 
Auditor’s  office,  the  formation  of  a  bureau  of 
municipal  investigation  and  statistics,  the  changing 
of  the  forms  of  estimates,  and  various  other 
changes  not  only  far  reaching  but  expensive.  The 
commission  believes  that  the  adoption  of  the  New 
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York  budget  system  as  a  whole  for  this  year  would 
be  too  sudden  and  radical. 

The  Mayor  of  Boston,  under  the  charter,  has 
the  power  to  follow  many  of  the  advantageous 
features  of  the  New  York  budget  without  intro¬ 
ducing  a  new  system. 

III.  Recommendations. 

The  Finance  Commission  recommends: 

1.  That  the  Mayor  make  a  study  of  the  needs 
of  the  departments. 

2.  That  the  Mayor  have  an  analysis  of  the 
estimates  made  by  a  competent  person  other  than 
a  department  head. 

3.  That  the  Mayor,  basing  his  judgment  upon 
such  information,  cut  or  reduce  the  items  of  the 
estimates. 

4.  That  the  Mayor  shall  not  make  horizontal 
reductions  in  the  totals  of  the  departmental 
estimates. 

5.  That  the  Mayor,  in  making  his  budget 
recommendations  to  the  City  Council,  indicate 
precisely  the  disallowances  and  changes  he  has 
made  in  the  departmental  estimates. 

6.  That  the  Mayor  in  framing  the  appropria¬ 
tion  bill  for  the  year  1915-16  adopt  classification 
titles  similar  to  those  of  the  city  of  New  York, 
and  the  City  Council,  in  conformity  wdth  this 
appropriation  bill,  appropriate  the  amount  of 
money  for  each  function  of  the  department,  item 
by  item. 

7.  That  the  preparation  of  the  budget  forms 
for  and  the  investigation  of  the  requested  appro¬ 
priation  of  one  department  of  the  city  be  given 
to  the  Finance  Commission,  so  that  the  utility  of 
the  scheme  for  Boston  may  be  demonstrated, 
according  to  the  New  York  budget  system.

2.  Action  on  appointments  submitted  by  the 
Mayor  October  26,  of  John  F.  Ahern  and  A.  J. 
Barbour  to  be  Weighers  of  Coal. 

The  question  came  on  confirmation.  Committee, 
— Coun.  Watson  and  Woods.  Whole  number  of 
votes  cast  7,  yeas  7,  and  the  appointments  wrere 
confirmed. 


REPORTS  ON  CLAIMS. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE  called  up  unfinished 
business,  No.  3,  viz.: 

3.  Ordered,  That  there  be  allowed  and  paid  to 
Henry  F.  Brady  the  sum  of  $916.95,  being  the 
amount  of  wages  lost  by  said  Brady  from  August 
3,  1913,  to  April  10,  1914,  on  account  of  injuries 
received  while  a  member  of  the  Fire  Department, 
the  amount  so  paid  to  be  charged  to  the  Reserve 
Fund. 

The  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  KENNY — Mr.  President,  may  I  suggest 
— not  being  a  member  of  the  committee  reporting 
this  appropriation — that  the  chairman  explain  to 
the  Council  the  facts  in  relation  to  the  matter? 

Coun.  COLEMAN — Mr.  President,  I  recall  that 
case  very  well.  Y"ou  will  remember  that  I  was 
sitting  with  the  committee.  At  the  time  the  man 
came  before  us  he  had  suffered  from  an  accident, 
from  which  he  possibly  recovered  sufficiently  to 
go  back  to  the  service,  but  he  was  not  able  to  re¬ 
main  in  the  service  owing  to  some  trouble  in  his 
head,  which  resulted  in  dizziness,  making  it  not 
only  unsafe  for  himself  but  for  other  firemen  with 
whom  he  wmrked.  He  received  compensation 
from  the  city  for  his  wages  during  the  time  he  was 
in  the  employ  of  the  department,  but  before  he  was 
given  a  pension  there  was  an  interim  during  which 
he  did  not  receive  any  pay  from  the  city  or  any 
pension.  That  is  the  portion  of  the  time  for  which 
he  is  asking  remuneration.  He  came  before  us  and 
his  condition  was  manifestly  pitiable.  He  could 
hardly  control  himself,  although  he  was  a  man  of 
more  than  average  intelligence.  He  was  a  man 
who  gave  faithful  service  to  the  city.  He  has  a 


wife  and  two  small  children  and  we  all  felt  un¬ 
qualifiedly  that  he  w'as  undoubtedly  entitled  to 
what  he  was  asking  for. 

Chairman  BALLANTYNE— The  Chair  remem¬ 
bers  the  case  very  well  and  coincides  with  every 
word  Coun.  Coleman  has  said.  It  is  a  very,  very 
worthy  case. 

Coun.  KENNY — Mr.  President,  I  desire  to  say 
that  I  am  quite  content  with  the  explanation. 

The  order  was  passed. 

Coun.  BALLANTYrNE  called  up  unfinished 
business,  No.  4. 

4.  Ordered  That  under  the  provisions  of 
chapter  178  of  the  Acts  of  1887,  an  annuity  be 
paid  to  Margaret  M.  Callahan,  wddow  of  John  J. 
Callahan,  formerly  a  member  of  the  Police  Depart¬ 
ment,  the  amount  of  said  annuity  not  to  exceed 
$300,  to  be  determined  by  the  Police  Commissioner, 
and  to  be  charged  to  the  appropriation  for  Police 
Department,  Pensions. 

The  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Chairman  BALLANTYNE — Does  any  member 
desire  any  further  explanation? 

Coun.  KENNY — Mr.  President,  I  ask  to  have 
that  explained  also,  as  I  see  that  it  is  a  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Claims. 

Chairman  BALLANTYNE — Coun.  Coleman 
also  sat  on  that  case. 

Coun.  COLEMAN — Mr.  President,  I  do  not 
recall  as  clearly  as  in  the  other  case  the  details, 
but  I  wms  there  and  listened  to  the  statement  of 
the  wddow.  I  remember  that  I  was  fully  persuaded 
that  it  was  an  honest,  legitimate  and  worthy  case, 
but  I  cannot  give  the  details  of  :t  as  accurately 
as  in  the  other  case. 

Chairman  BALLANTYNE — The  Chair  will  say 
that  he  was  present  and  sat  on  the  case.  If  any 
other  member  of  the  committee  is  present  and 
can  explain  the  case  I  would  rather  have  him  do  so. 
But  I  wril!  say  that  this  man  was  a  member  of  the 
police  force  and  suffered  an  injury  in  South  Boston 
sometime  ago  by  reason  of  a  gate  falling  on  his 
right  foot.  It  afterward  developed  into  very 
serious  trouble  which  was,  really,  according  to  the 
statement  of  the  doctor,  the  remote  cause  of  his 
death.  So  the  doctor  was  perfectly  willing  to  go 
on  record  as  saying  that  he  died  of  injuries  received 
in  the  discharge  of  his  duty.  I  think  it  is  a  very 
worthy  case. 

Coun.  KENNY- — Mr.  President,  I  am  quite 
content  with  the  explanation. 

The  order  was  passed. 


FIRE  ESCAPES,  CITY  HALL. 

Coun.  WATSON  offered  an  order — That  the 
Building  Commissioner,  through  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  inform  the  Council  whether  or  not  City 
Hall  is  equipped  with  fire  escapes  and  egresses  as 
called  for  by  law. 

Referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 


RECESS  TAKEN. 

The  Council  voted  at  3.22  p.  m.,  on  motion  of 
Coun.  COLLINS,  to  take  a  recess  subject  to  the 
call  of  the  President. 

The  members  of  the  Council  reassembled  in  the 
Council  Chamber  and  were  called  to  order  by  the 
President  at  3.58  p.  m.

Coun.  ATTRIDGE — Mr.  President,  I  simply 
desire  to  say  for  the  benefit  of  the  committee  that 
Michael  O’Keefe  was  employed  in  the  Sewer  Divi¬ 
sion  of  the  Public  Works  Department  and  on 
September  10,  1912,  was  injured.  Two  qf  his  toes 
were  cut  off.  Because  of  the  injury  he  was  com¬ 
pelled  to  pay  $80  to  doctors  for  two  operations 
performed,  and  he  also  lost  in  back  pay  $180.  This 
particular  order  is  for  the  purpose  of  making  him 
whole  for  the  money  which  he  really  lost.  He 
received  from  the  city  thirty  days’  pay,  as  pro¬ 
vided  by  law,  and  this  order  to  pay  him  $250  is 
simply  to  make  him  whole  for  the  money  he  ex¬ 
pended  for  the  two  operations  and  also  for  the  lost 
pay.  .  , 

Chairman  B ALLANT YNE — ’This  order,  involv¬ 
ing  an  expenditure  of  money,  will  under  the  rule 
lie  over  for  one  week. 

The  order  was  laid  over  under  the  rules. 

(4)  Report  on  order  (referred  to-day)  concern¬ 
ing  fire  escapes  on  City  Hall — that  the  order 
ought  to  pass. 

Report  accepted;  order  passed. 

(5)  Report  on  the  ordinance  (referred  October 
26)  relative  to  permits  for  street  openings — that 
the  same  ought  not  to  pass. 

Report  accepted;  said  ordinance  rejected. 

(6)  Reports  on  petitions  of  Edward  Dillon, 
Michael  Jackson,  George  Hill  (referred  to-day), 
for  retirement  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  765 
of  the  Acts  of  1914 — recommending  the  passage 
of  the  following:

PERMIT  FOR  STREET  OPENINGS. 

Coun.  KENNY — Mr.  President,  this  afternoon 
the  Executive  Committee  returned  to  the  Council 
an  ordinance  relating  to  permits  for  street  openings, 
and  under  the  vote  of  the  Council  that  ordinance 
has  been  rejected.  As  I  understand  the  situation, 
that  action  was  taken  in  executive  session  in 
contemplation  of  the  Council  this  afternoon 
reporting  favorably  upon  a  new  draft  of  the 
ordinance,  being  the  same  ordinance  with  a  slight 
amendment,  so  that  it  shall  read  as  follows: 

An  Ordinance  Relating  to  Permits  for  Street 
Openings. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council,  etc.: 

Section  1.  Section  nine  of  chapter  nine  of  the 
ordinances  of  1910  is  hereby  amended  by  sub¬ 
stituting  the  following  new  section: 

Sect.  9.  The  commissioner  may  issue  permits 
to  persons  having  authority  in  the  premises  to 


open,  occupy,  obstruct  and  use  portions  of  the 
streets.  Such  permits  shall  specify  the  time, 
place,  size  and  use  of  such  opening,  occupation  or 
obstruction,  and  shall  be  granted  upon  a  condi¬ 
tion,  the  terms  of  which  shall  be  those  stated  in 
section  twenty-one  of  chapter  three  of  the  Revised 
Ordinances  of  1898,  and  upon  further  conditions 
as  follows: 

1.  That  the  restoration  of  the  paving  or  other 
surface  of  such  streets  shall  be  effected  by  the 
city  as  directed  by  the  commissioner,  the  work  to 
be  done  by  city  employees  or  by  contract  (or 
otherwise)  at  his  discretion,  the  standard,  type  and 
extent  of  the  repairs  necessary  to  effect  such 
restoration  to  be  determined  by  him  and  to  be 
paid  for  by  the  person  receiving  the  permit,  such 
payment  to  be  made  in  advance  on  the  basis  of 
the  commissioner’s  estimate  or  during  the  progress 
or  after  the  completion  of  the  restoration  as  the 
commissioner  may  elect. 

2.  That  the  person  receiving  the  permit  shall 
place  and  maintain  from  the  beginning  of  twilight, 
through  the  whole  of  every  night,  over  or  near  the 
place  so  occupied,  opened,  obstructed  or  used,  and 
over  or  near  any  dirt,  gravel  or  other  material 
placed  in  or  near  such  place,  a  light  or  lights 
sufficient  to  protect  travelers  from  injury;  shall 
place  and  maintain  a  safe  and  convenient  way,  sat¬ 
isfactory  to  the  commissioner,  for  the  use  of  foot 
travelers  and  for  vehicles  around  or  over  such  place; 
shall  protect  such  trees  as  shall  be  designated  by  the 
Park  and  Recreation  Department  in  such  manner 
as  said  department  shall  specify;  shall  provide 
suitable  sanitary  accommodations  for  his  em¬ 
ployees,  and  shall  deliver  the  coupon  attached  to 
the  permit  to  an  officer  of  the  police  force  of  said 
city  on  or  before  the  expiration  of  the  time  fixed  in 
the  permit  for  completing  the  work,  such  coupon 
to  be  returned  by  said  officer  to  the  Public  Works 
Department. 

3.  That  the  commissioner  may  detail  an  in¬ 
spector,  at  the  expense  of  the  person  receiving  the 
permit,  to  supervise  said  opening,  occupation  and 
use,  and  to  see  that  the  backfilling  is  properly  done. 

4.  That  the  commissioner  may  require  the 
person  receiving  the  permit  to  inclose  the  place  in 
the  streets  so  opened,  occupied  or  used,  with  a 
rail,  fence  or  other  guard  as  specified  by  the  com¬ 
missioner. 

All  amounts  paid  to  the  city  under  the  provi¬ 
sions  of  this  section  shall  be  credited  to,  and  used 
as  a  part  of,  the  appropriation  for  the  Public 
Works  Department. 

Paragraph  1,  section  9,  of  chapter  9  of  the 
Ordinances  of  1910.  “That  the  restoration  of  the 
paving  or  other  surface  of  such  streets  shall  be 
effected  by  the  city  as  directed  by  the  commis¬ 
sioner,  the  work  to  be  done  by  city  employees  or 
by  contract,”  and  that  the  words  “or  otherwise” 
be  added  at  that  point.  I  now  offer  an  ordinance 
in  the  form  in  which  the  rejected  ordinance  has 
been  before  this  Council  to-day,  with  that  amend¬ 
ment.  The  amendment  is  the  insertion  of  the 
words  “or  otherwise”  after  the  word  “contract” 
in  the  first  paragraph  of  section  9.  Inasmuch  as 
the  Council  has  through  hearings  and  conferences 
examined  into  the  ordinance,  has  reviewed  it  and 
been  over  it  the  past  two  months  on  various 
occasions,  I  offer  it,  hoping  that  it  will  be  passed 
to-day.  The  object  of  the  Council  in  rejecting 
the  old  ordinance  was  this.  Under  the  law  any 
ordinance  or  loan  order  introduced  here  by  the 
Mayor  becomes  a  law  in  sixty  days  unless  the 
Council  takes  action  thereon.  Under  that 
statute  the  Mayor’s  ordinance  would  have  become 
effective  on  Sunday  or  Monday  next.  So  if  we 
amend  the  ordinance  with  the  words  “or  other¬ 
wise,”  it  is  not  giving  to  the  Commissioner  of 
Public  Works  the  right  to  determine  how  this 
work  shall  be  done.  The  Mayor  might  veto  the 
ordinance,  as  we  passed  it,  with  those  words,  and 
in  that  event,  if  we  had  not  rejected  the  ordinance 
which  he  himself  introduced,  it  might  be  claimed 
that  that  became  a  law,  not  having  been  rejected 
by  the  Council  under  the  statute.  In  order  to 
save  that  question,  and  in  order  that  we  may  put 
that  ordinance  into  effect  without  any  question, 
I  now  offer  the  ordinance  with  the  inclusion  of 
the  words  “or  otherwise,”  and  ask  for  a  suspen¬ 
sion  of  the  rules. 

Coun.  COLLINS — Mr.  President,  I  hope  that 
suspension  will  prevail.  The  Council  has  given 
much  attention  to  this  matter.  We  have  had 
interviews  and  conferences  with  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  the  Corporation  Counsel  and  the  Com¬ 
missioner  of  Public  Works,  and  we  believe  sub- 
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stantially  that  it  is  a  very  good  ordinance.  We 
did,  however,  see  fit  to  put  in  the  words,  “or 
otherwise,”  as  suggested  by  the  gentleman  who 
has  just  taken  his  seat.  Of  course,  any  ordi¬ 
nance  which  is  offered  by  the  executive  becomes 
operative  within  sixty  days  unless  acted  upon. 
This  may  be  acted  upon,  either  affirmatively  or 
through  a  motion  that  the  ordinance  ought  not 
to  pass,  without  prejudice,  or  by  substitution  of 
another  ordinance  in  a  new  draft.  It  may  also 
be  done,  as  is  suggested  by  the  gentleman  who 
has  just  spoken,  by  the  substitution  of  a  brand 
new  ordinance.  The  point  is  simply  this,  that 
the  Mayor’s  ordinance  does  become  operative 
and  cannot  in  itself  be  amended,  although  a 
new  draft  thereof  may  be  made.  It  has  been 
rejected  to-day,  and  the  ordinance  offered  by 
the  gentleman  who  has  just  spoken  simply  con¬ 
templates  the  addition  of  a  very  innocent  amend¬ 
ment  which  we  believe  is  important.  It  is  to 
protect  our  rights  and  carry  out  our  intentions 
that  this  new  ordinance  is  put  in.  I  hope  sus¬ 
pension  of  the  rule  will  prevail,  and  that  this  new 
ordinance  will  take  its  passage  to-day. 

The  rule  was  suspended  and  the  ordinance  was 
passed.

BALLANTYNE  offered  an  order — That 
a  special  committee,  to  consist  of  all  the  members 
of  the  City  Council,  with  the  President  as  chair¬ 
man,  be  appointed  to  prepare  and  submit  to  the 
City  Council  a'n  ordinance  for  a  new  division  of 
the  city  into  wards,  in  accordance  with  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  chapters  630  and  676  of  the  Acts  of  1914; 
and  said  committee  is  hereby  authorized  to  incur 
such  expense  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  foregoing 
purpose,  the  same  to  be  charged  to  the  appropria¬ 
tion  for  City  Council,  Incidental  Expenses.

DRAFT  OF  REVISED  ORDINANCES. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston,  Law  Department, 
November  16,  1914. 

To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — I  transmit  herewith  a  draft  of  the 
Revised  Ordinances  of  1914,  which  has  been  pre¬ 
pared  pursuant  to  the  vote  of  the  City  Council  on 
August  24,  1914.  The  last  revision  was  made  in 
1898,  since  which  time  many  ordinances  have  been 
passed,  the  entire  number  not  being  bound  in  any 
single  volume,  and  owing  to  the  numerous  amend¬ 
ments  and  additions  it  had  become  difficult  to 
find  what  the  ordinances  provided  as  to  any  given 
question.  The  accumulated  ordinances,  including 
the  regulations  of  the  board  of  aldermen,  have  been 
revised  under  the  common  name  of  ordinances, 
the  distinction  between  ordinances  and  regulations 
having  ceased  to  be  of  any  importance  since  the 
discontinuance  of  the  bicameral  system  and  the 
establishment  of  a  single  legislative  body  under  the 
charter  amendments  of  1909. 

The  revision  has  been  brought  up  to  the  present 
date  and  can  be  printed  in  a  small  volume  which, 
with  the  index,  need  not  contain  more  than  one 
hundred  pages.  The  work  has  been  done  by  the 
members  of  the  Law  Department  without  any  aid 
except  that  of  the  Assistant  City  Clerk,  whose 
familiarity  with  the  history  and  the  meaning  of  the 
ordinances  has  made  his  friendly  and  gratuitous 
service  exceedingly  valuable;  and  the  only  expense 
which  the  city  will  have  to  pay  is  for  printing  and 
binding.  .  • 

The  plan  of  the  revision  has  been  simple,  viz., 
to  eliminate  all  ordinances  and  regulations  which 
have  been  repealed  or  rendered  obsolete  by  statute 
or  by  changed  conditions,  to  consolidate  the  living 
material  into  new  forms  presented  in  logical  order 
without  unnecessary  verbiage,  and  without  alter¬ 
ing  the  meaning  of  the  surviving  law.  In  a  very 
few  instances,  which  on  a  hearing  wall  be  called 
directly  to  the  attention  of  the  City  Council, 
slight  changes  have  been  made  which  seem  to  be 
necessary  under  present  conditions,  and  which  it  is 
confidently  expected  will  meet  with  your  approval.

CITY"  PROPERTY  OCCUPIED  BY  THE 
ASSOCIATED  CHARITIES. 

Coun.  WATSON  offered  an  order — That  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested  to  furnish  to  the 
Council  full  information  concerning  the  number 
of  rooms  occupied  by  the  Associated  Charities  at 
30  Hawkins  street  and  on  other  city  property,  the 
cost  for  the  maintenance  of  the  same,  the  total  cost 
to  the  city  for  any  and  all  assistance  provided  for 
said  society,  the  date  of  the  privilege  granting  to 
the  society  the  use  of  said  city  property,  together 
with  such  other  information  as  he  may  be  able  to 
furnish  this  body  as  may  have  bearing  on  the  above 
subject. 

The  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  beg  the 
indulgence  of  the  members  of  the  Council  for  a  spell 
while  I  call  to  the  attention  of  the  members,  and 
indirectly  to  the  attention  of  the  people  of  Boston — 
more  particularly  those  who  are  subscribers  and 
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donators  to  the  Associated  Charities  fund — certain 
facts  in  my  possession  concerning  the  mismanage¬ 
ment  of  the  donations  and  the  misapplication  of 
so-called  charity  by  the  officials  of  that  society  as 
it  is  managed  to-day  and  as  its  work  affects  the 
citizens  of  Boston.  I  beg  the  serious  attention  of 
each  member  of  the  Council  while  I  present  some 
data  which  I  am  positive  cannot  be  refuted  in  any 
way,  shape  or  manner  by  those  who  may  be  op¬ 
posed  to  my  views  on  this  subject.  I  have  paid 
considerable  attention  to  so-called  minor  details 
that  have  to  do  with  the  unfortunate  citizens  of 
Boston,  for  a  period  of  perhaps  at  least  twenty 
years.  I  have  been  what  some  people  consider  a 
busybody;  I  have  been  accused  of  exploiting 
unfortunates  for  my  own  self-advertisement.  It 
has  never  been  my  purpose,  Mr.  President,  to 
exploit  any  unfortunate  for  my  own  personal  gain, 
either  in  the  matter  of  publicity  or  financially. 
I  admit  that  at  times,  being  impetuous,  I  err,  like 
other  human  beings.  But  1  am  glad  to  say  I  am 
satisfied  that  my  errors  are  usually  made  on  the 
side  of  the  unfortunate,  to  whom  the  ordinary 
man  to-day  is  unable  to  lend  a  helping  hand.  I 
only  wish  that  the  high  officials  of  the  daily  Press 
were  present  here  to-day;  the  figures  and  the  facts 
I  will  present  as  they  have  a  bearing  on  professional 
charity  givers  in  Boston.  I  am  satisfied  that  the 
high  officials  on  the  Herald,  the  Journal,  in  fact, 
on  all  the  metropolitan  dailies,  would  pay  strict 
attention  and  would  at  least  try  to  find  out  whether 
my  facts  as  submitted  were  true,  and,  if  true,  give 
publicity  to  them,  placing  certain  misguided 
people  on  the  right  road  in  the  matter  of  assisting 
unfortunates.  The  Associated  Charities  of  Boston 
are  occupying  city  property  through  the  courtesy 
of  some  past  city  government.  That  privilege  is 
given  to  the  Associated  Charities  by  chapter  27 
of  the  City  Ordinances,  section  1,  which  reads  as 
follows: 

“Section  1.  The  overseeing  of  the  poor  depart¬ 
ment  shall  be  under  the  charge  of  the  overseers  of 
the  poor  in  the  city  of  Boston,  consisting  of  twelve 
overseers,  who,  in  addition  to  the  duty  of  caring 
for  the  poor  imposed  upon  them  by  law,  shall  have 
charge  of  the  Charity  building  and  temporary 
home  on  Chardon  street,  and  the  Lodge  for  Way¬ 
farers  on  Hawkins  street,  and  may  make  and 
enforce  all  such  rules  and  regulations  as  they  may 
deem  expedient  in  relation  thereto;  shall,  from 
time  to  time,  determine  what  charitable  societies 
shall  be  permitted  to  occupy  said  Charity  building, 
and  on  what  terms  and  for  what  length  of  time, 
and  what  proportion  of  the  current  expenses  of 
managing,  heating,  and  lighting  the  same,  and  of 
all  other  expenses,  except  rent,  shall  be  paid  by 
each;  but  no  such  rule  or  regulation  shall  be  in 
force,  and  no  society  shall  be  permitted  to  occupy 
the  building,  after  the  city  council  has  otherwise 
prdered.” 

Therefore,  Mr.  President,  the  Associated 
Charities,  a  private  so-called  charitable  organiza¬ 
tion,  presumed  by  the  donators  and  the  public 
in  general  to  dispense  charity  to  the  worthy  poor 
of  Boston,  are  occupying  through  the  courtesy  of 
the  City  Council  certain  public  'buildings,  and  the 
city  is  paying  the  freight.  Td-day  I  had  an 
interview  with  a  high  official  of  the  Associated 
Charities.  I  will  not  use  his  name,  because  he 
desires  a  further  interview  with  me  in  order  that 
he  may  show  me  some  facts  which  he  said  he  wished 
to  present.  For  that  reason  I  do  not  intend  to 
use  his  name.  But  it  is  sufficient  to  say  that  he  is 
the  gentleman  who  referred  to  me  in  an  interview 
Saturday  in  a  prominent  metropolitan  daily  as 
“Jerry  Watson,”  and  commented  on  certain 
things  I  was  doing  as  they  had  relation  to  a  certain 
unfortunate  man  and  woman  who  are  residents  of 
this  city.  Perhaps  the  members  may  be  tired  of 
hearing  my  statement,  but  I  have  prepared  what  I 
have  here  very,  very  carefully  for  the  last  forty- 
eight  hours.  I  have  balanced  and  checked  up 
figures  in  the  reports  of  the  Associated  Charities 
for  the  last  two  years,  and  I  have  prepared  what  I 
wish  to  show  here  with  what  I  consider  great 
thoroughness.  Never  in  my  life  have  I  been 
more  sincere  or  desirous  of  regulating  an  injustice 
and  imposition  on  the  public,  both  to  the  rich  who 
donate  and  the  poor  who  sometimes  are  the 
beneficiaries,  than  at  this  moment.  For  that 
reason,  while  my  remarks  will  be  lengthy,  it  will  be 
because  I  am  interested  in  the  subject,  and  I  am 
satisfied  that  my  other  eight  colleagues  will  be  just 
as  much  interested  when  I  am  through  as  I  am  now. 

On  October  18  I  sat  in  the  anteroom  of  the  City 
Council.  On  that  date  I  saw  a  couple  come 


through  the  Council  antechamber,  Room  56,  and 
walk  towards  the  office  of  Mr.  Dever,  our  genial 
Clerk  of  Committees,  and  have  a  conversation 
with  that  gentleman.  I  overheard  part  of  the 
conversation,  but  it  was  none  of  my  business  and  I 
said  nothing  at  the  time.  I  did  hear,  however, 
that  the  couple  had  been  down  to  the  Mayor’s 
office,  and  for  some  reason,  which  was  sufficient 
in  all  probability,  they  were  denied  an  opportunity 
of  seeing  the  Mayor,  whom  the  man  said  he  knew 
since  the  Mayor’s  childhood.  I  saw  them  turn 
from  Mr.  Dever  and  go  out,  walking  out  the  way 
they  came  in.  Rather  than  offend  Mr.  Dever  or 
interfere  in  what  was  perhaps  his  business,  I  said 
nothing  at  the  time  but  followed  them  into  the 
corridor,  near  the  elevator.  I  saw  that  both  of 
them  had  tears  in  their  eyes;  I  noted  that  both  of 
them  were  positively  sober.  Mr.  President,  I 
insist  upon  courteous  treatment  from  the  Press. 
I  found  that  both  the  old  gentleman  and  the  old 
lady  were  absolutely  sober.  I  talked  with  them 
and  had  an  ODportunity  to  satisfy  myself  whether 
or  not  they  had  liquor  aboard,  and  I  was  satisfied 
that  neither  of  them  was  intoxicated.  In  fact,  I 
was  satisfied  that  they  had  little,  if  any,  liquor 
aboard.  I  noted  that  the  woman  was  blind  in  one 
eye.  I  did  note,  however,  that  the  old  gentleman 
was  particularly  clean.  While  he  had  no  collar 
on,  he  was  clean  as  far  as  his  wearing  apparel  was 
concerned,  so  far  as  I  could  see.  I  asked  them 
their  trouble.  The  man  recognized  me  and  told 
me  that  he  knew  me  twenty-five  years  ago  in 
Roxbury.  He  told  me  that  his  name  was  so-and- 
so,  although  I  will  not  make  a  record  of  the  name 
in  the  Council  minutes.  He  told  me  that  he 
lived  at  38  Village  street,  South  End,  and  that  he 
paid  $1.25  a  week  for  two  basement  rooms;  that  he 
had  gone  to  the  Mayor’s  office  to  see  if  he  could  be 
temporarily  tided  over,  so  that  his  belongings 
would  not  be  placed  on  the  street.  Tasked  him 
how  much  behind  he  was  in  his  rent,  and  he  said 
two  weeks;  that  he  had  tried  to  see  the  Mayor 
because  he  thought  he  would  help  him,  and  that  he 
knew  Mr.  Dever,  but  that  he  could  not  help  him. 
I  said,  “Are  you  telling  me  the  truth,  absolutely?” 
He  said  that  he  was  and  that  he  had  received  an 
ejectment  notice — -one  of  these  notices  under  a 
bluff  lease,  where  they  let  the  property  over 
people’s  heads  and  then  eject  them  when  they 
want  to  get  rid  of  them.  He  told  me  that  two  of 
the  doors  had  been  taken  out  of  their  basement 
rooms  by  the  landlord,  leaving  them  without 
doors  in  their  two  rooms,  and  that  they  had  had 
to  put  up  sheets  in  the  doorways  for  protection, 
and  that  if  they  did  not  get  relief  within  a  few 
days,  their  belongings  would  be  set  out  on  the 
street. 

Not  being  satisfied  with  the  mere  statement,  I 
said  to  the  man,  “Do  you  remember  me?”  He 
said,  “Yes,  I  remember  you  twenty-five  or  thirty 
years  ago,  when  you  lived  back  in  Gurney  street 
and  when  I  took  care  of  property  on  Taber  street. 
I  had  charge  of  an  estate  there  for  a  number  of 
years.”  I  recalled  that  I  had  heard  of  him  at 
least  once  or  twice  in  the  past.  I  said,  “I  will 
go  over  and  see  if  you  are  telling  the  truth,”  and 
I  gave  something  for  temporary  relief,  as  far  as 
my  pocketbook  would  allow.  I  agreed  to  meet 
him  at  one  o’clock  at  38  Village  street,  so  I  secured 
a  city  automobile  and  went  to  38  Village  street. 
I  found  that  their  statement  was  true,  that  they 
occupied  two  rooms  in  a  basement  and  owed  two 
weeks’  rent  and  that  they  were  to  be  put  out  on 
the  street  if  they  did  not  pay,  and  I  found  it  was 
true  that  both  doors  were  off,  as  he  had  told  me, 
and  that  sheets  were  up  in  lieu  of  doors.  I  called 
up  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  and  my  conversa¬ 
tion  with  them  was  very  unsatisfactory.  I  pro¬ 
pose  to  take  care  of  that  organization  through  his 
Honor  the  Mayor,  because  we  have  some  power 
there.  I  found  out  that  the  couple  had  applied 
to  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor  for  aid  more  than  a 
month  previously;  that  there  had  been  some 
delay  because  of  the  man’s  past  record,  he  having 
been  arrested  at  one  time  for  drunkenness,  and 
that  on  September  14,  or  a  month  and  four  days 
before  this  time  when  I  saw  the  couple,  they  had 
been  given  $1.50  by  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor 
and  had  been  told  to  get  a  tenement  and  that 
they  would  give  them  $2  to  move.  Just  think  of 
that  for  this  poor  couple,  for  a  month  and  four 
days.  So  much  for  aid  given  by  the  Overseers  of 
the  Poor. 

I  found  out  that  while  they  had  been  trying  to 
got  aid  from  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor  they  had 
had  their  things  set  out  on  the  street,  that  they  had 
gone  to  some  tenement  on  Seneca  street,  Ward  9, 
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and  stayed  there  only  a  week,  because  of  the 
hounding  they  got  from  the  Associated  Charities; 
that  later,  a  week  ago  to-morrow,  the  wife  was  ill 
and  was  treated  in  the  hospital;  that  she  is  suffer¬ 
ing  from  an  accident  she  received  on  the  Elevated 
road  and  that  her  case  is  pending,  and  that  both 
of  them  had  been  sick  and  had  been  treated  at 
hospitals.  Last  Tuesday  the  wife  appeared  at  my 
home  at  7.30  o’clock  in  the  morning,  absolutely 
sober,  crying.  She  told  my  wife  and  myself  that 
they  were  living  at  9  Nawn  court,  sleeping  on  a 
mattress  on  the  floor,  that  their  belongings  were 
kept  by  the  landlord  at  Seneca  street  for  non¬ 
payment  of  rent.  I  did  something  for  her  at  that 
time,  and  I  am  not  exploiting  that,  either.  She 
told  me  that  two  weeks  ago  to-day  her  husband 
had  secured  temporary  employment  in  Newton  to 
do  some  semi-mason  work.  He  is  not  a  mason  or 
bricklayer,  but  is  a  near  mason  or  bricklayer. 
His  feet  were  on  the  ground,  and  he  went  to  the 
Overseers  of  the  Poor,  and  in  some  way  landed  in 
the  department  at  30  Hawkins  street  called  the 
Joint  Department  for  Homeless  Men,  affiliated 
with  the  Associated  Charities.  He  asked  for  shoes 
and  was  told  to  wait  a  moment  on  a  bench  at  30 
Hawkins  street,  city  property,  where  the  Associated 
Charities  are  interlopers. 

While  waiting  for  the  answer  to  his  plea  for  a 
pair  of  shoes  Mr.  Calley,  the  son  of  Minister 
Calley  of  Jamaica  Plain,  sent  for  officer  Hurley 
of  Station  3  and  had  the  man  arrested  for  va¬ 
grancy.  Being  dazed  that  day,  not  knowing  what 
to  do,  he  was  convicted  of  vagrancy  on  the  plea 
of  somebody,  in  the  lower  court  in  Pemberton 
square,  and  given  nine  months  at  Bridgewater, 
while  his  poor,  helpless  wife  was  sleeping  on  a 
mattress  at  9  Nawn  court.  When  I  heard  of 
that  I  at  once  investigated  and  found  that  what 
I  had  heard  was  true,  that  Mr.  Calley  had  sent 
out  to  Station  3  for  an  officer  and  that  the  lower 
court  had  convicted  this  man  for  vagrancy  and 
sentenced  him  to  nine  months  at  the  State  Farm. 
Is  that  charity?  Is  that  economy?  One  dollar 
and  a  half  a  week  given  by  the  leading  philan¬ 
thropists  of  Boston,  by  the  worthy  Overseers  of 
the  Poor,  to  pay  the  rent  of  such  people  and  keep 
them  somewhere  in  a  little  hovel,  where  they  are 
compelled  to  sleep  on  a  mattress  on  the  floor? 
One  of  the  head  officers  of  this  great,  big,  powerful 
society  admitted  to  me  to-day  that  their  position 
in  Boston  is  not  that  of  aiding  by  giving  to  the 
poor;  that  it  is  merely  to  protect  willing  people 
from  giving  to  those  who  are  not  deserving.  That 
is  the  position  of  this  society  with  relation  to  the 
willing  and  philanthropic  people  of  Boston  who 
maintain  it.  In  my  opinion,  the  society  as  now  con¬ 
ducted  is  the  biggest  farce,  as  far  as  aiding  unfor¬ 
tunate  or  poor  people  is  concerned,  that  exists  in 
any  city  in  the  United  States.  Again  I  say  that  I 
apologize  for  being  lengthy  in  my  remarks,  but  I  am 
going  to  finish  them  if  it  takes  all  night.  I  propose 
to  have  the  facts  that  I  have  in  my  possession  made 
a  matter  of  record  in  a  city  document,  where  the 
authorities  and  any  member  of  the  public  can 
see  them,  not  depending  on  the  sayso  of  this  or 
that  person  in  the  Herald,  Globe,  or  some  other 
paper,  where  many  of  the  important  facts  are 
omitted,  facts  that  would  prove  the  case  that  I 
am  making  here.  That  is  my  purpose.  Mr. 
President,  nine  months  at  the  State  Farm  at 
Bridgewater  means  what?  The  per  capita  cost  of 
keeping  a  man  at  the  State  Farm  at  Bridgewater 
is  close  to  $2.90  per  week,  and  the  City  of  Boston 
pays  its  proportionate  share  of  that  expense. 
Nine  months  at  $2.90  a  week  at  the  State  Farm 
would  at  least  furnish  these  people  with  a  little 
home  and  something  to  go  with  it,  because  the 
man  can  work  occasionally.  But  in  this  case  in 
particular  the  Associated  Charities  have  placed  a 
burden  on  the  taxpayers  of  Boston  which  they 
never  should  have  placed,  doing  something  they 
never  would  have  done  if  they  had  been  open 
hearted,  warm  hearted  and  humane.  Further¬ 
more,  the  man  appealed  his  case  and  he  now  lies 
in  the  Charles  Street  Jail  waiting  for  somebody  to 
bail  him,  furnishing  the  $200  required,  so  that  he 
may  prosecute  his  appeal  in  the  Superior  Criminal 
Court,  December  term.  Had  he  been  arrested  on 
Friday  or  Saturday,  the  30th  or  31st  of  October, 
his  case  might  have  been  disposed  of  in  the  Novem¬ 
ber  term,  but  he  appealed  his  case  November  2, 
and  unless  he  is  bailed  he  must  stay  there  in  the 
Suffolk  County  Jail,  where  the  taxpayers  of  Boston 
are  obliged  to  pay  $5.65  a  week  for  his  keep, 
amounting  to  over  $22  for  the  month.  I  have 
written  this  letter,  Mr.  President,  to  the  District 
Attorney  of  Suffolk  County: 


Boston,  November  15,  1914. 
Hon.  Joseph  C.  Pelletier, 

District  Attorney,  Suffolk  County: 

My  dear  Mr.  Pelletier, — I  have  tried  for  two 
days  to  see  you  concerning  one - . 

-  is  now  at  Charles  Street  Jail  waiting 

an  opportunity  to  prosecute  his  appeal  from  a 
nine  months’  sentence  given  by  the  lower  court  for 
vagrancy.  He  was  sentenced  by  the  lower  court 
on  November  2,  and  in  consequence  of  his  appeal 
will  not  be  brought  into  court  until  the  first  week 
in  December. 

I  feel  reasonably  sure  that  when  his  case  is 
heard  by  you  at  that  time  you  will  agree  with  me 
that  he  is  the  victim  of  an  injustice.  In  the 

meantime - ,  unless  he  can  furnish  bail  in  the 

sum  of  $200,  must  stay  in  jail.  The  cost  of  keep¬ 
ing  -  at  the  jail  will  amount  to  more  than 

$5  per  week,  and  if  the  sentence  of  the  lower  court 
is  confirmed  it  will  cost  about  three  per  week  for 
his  keep  at  the  State  Farm  for  nine  months. 

This  expense  and  what  I  term  an  injustice  is  the 
direct  result  of  a  mean  act  on  the  part  of  a  sub¬ 
ordinate  in  the  employ  of  the  Associated  Charities. 
The  story  of  his  arrest,  to  make  a  long  story 

short,  is  that  -  applied  to  the  Associated 

Charities  for  a  pair  of  shoes  to  enable  him  to  go 
to  a  job  he  had.  When  he  applied  for  the  shoes 
of  a  charity  that  is  presumed  to  aid  the  unfortunate, 
he  was  arrested  upon  the  orders  of  a  man  in  the 
employ  of  the  Associated  Charities. 

Will  you  cut  the  red  tape  surrounding  this  case 
and  dispose  of  it  before  the  first  week  in  December? 
By  doing  so  you  will  undo  a  wrong  done  an  un¬ 
fortunate  and  save  the  city,  county  and  state  an 
unnecessary  financial  burden.

The  District  Attorney  has  that  letter  and  I 
believe  he  will  act  humanely,  which  the  Asso¬ 
ciated  Charities  did  not.  Mr.  L  resident,  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  the  City  Council,  the  Board 
of  Aldermen  or  some  branch  of  the  city  govern¬ 
ment  granted  to  this  humane  society, — humane, 
oh,  what  a  commentary  on  the  name! — this 
society  that  interferes  with  more  poor  families’ 
rights,  religious  and  otherwise,  than  any  old 
busybody  who  ever  was  born  on  this  earth,  there 
being  nothing  humane  about  it,  a  society  that 
has  been  conducted  since  its  inception  for  the 
purpose  alone  of  meddling  with  other  people’s 
affairs — I  would  like  to  bring  out  a  few  facts  in 
regard  to  the  society.  The  people  in  its  employ 
are  well  paid,  and  .1  am  going  to  submit  some 
figures  for  the  benefit  of  the  donators  to  this  fund, 
and  for  the  benefit  of  the  Council  and’  the  public 
generally,  that  will  show  why  this  organization 
runs  and. will  show  its  excuse  for  running. 

I  have  in  my  hand  the  Associated  Charities’ 
report  for  the  year  ending  October  31,  1912. 

I  have  also  the  report  for  1913.  They  are  very 
similar,  but  I  am  going  to  quote  my  figures  from 
the  1912  report.  The  total  donations  to  the 
Associated  Charities  for  the  year  1911-12,  by  the 
public-spirited  citizens  of  Boston  and  vicinity, 
as  shown  on  pages  54  to  64,  inclusive,  in  the  report 
for  the  year  ending  October  31,  1912,  are  $31,- 
736.45.  I  want  it  understood,  fellow  members, 
that  I  offer  no  criticism  whatever  of  the  public- 
spirited  and  well-meaning  people  who  are  donators 
to  this  fund.  They  are  giving  to  what  they  con¬ 
sider  a  worthy  charity  and  assume  probably  that 
the  money  is  being  used  in  a  proper,  humane 
and  worthy  way.  But  I  am  going  to  furnish  some 
figures  for  the  donors  to  consider  in  the  future, 
when  they  are  subscribing  to  this  monumental 
fake  charitable  organization.  I  am  much  more 
conservative  in  my  reference  to  this  organiza¬ 
tion  than  I  would  be  if  I  spoke  the  feelings  of  my 
true  self.  I  am  holding  myself  down  a  trifle. 

I  am  too  conservative,  with  the  facts  at  my  dis¬ 
posal.  The  total  donations  to  this  fund  for  the 
year  ending  November  1,  1912,  amounted  to 
$31,736.45.  The  total  expenses  for  the  same 
period  of  this  society  wrere  $48,036,  showing  a 
deficit  so  far  as  donations  are  concerned,  as  com¬ 
pared  with  expenses,  of  about  $17,000.  But  I 
find  that  the  amount  of  interest  on  accounts  in 
the  bank,  special  donations,  income  on  invest¬ 
ment  of  trust  funds  and  other  small  items  bring 
up  the  total  amount  of  receipts  to  about  $40,000. 
There  was  a  deficit  for  the  year  ending  November 
1,  1912,  of  over  $7,000,  which  was  made  up  in 
some  way.  But  I  find  from  the  records  that 
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there  was  spent,  including  donations  from  well- 
meaning  citizens,  interest,  income  on  investment 
of  trust  funds,  amount  of  interest  on  accounts  in 
the  bank  and  special  donations,  $48,036.  How 
was  the  $48,036  spent?  Thirty-seven  thousand 
of  it  for  salaries.  That  will  be  found  on  page 
49.  Seven  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty- 
nine  dollars  and  fifty-six  cents  was  spent  for  sala¬ 
ries  or  wages  of  seven  persons  in  the  administra¬ 
tion  department.  Six  thousand  two  hundred 
twenty-one  dollars  and  ninety-two  cents  was  spent 
for  salaries  and  wages  of  ten  persons  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  confidential  exchange  of  information. 
For  salaries  and  wages  of  field  staff  working  in 
the  homes  of  the  needy  there  was  spent  $20,134.72. 
The  difference  between  the  $37,000  paid  for 
salaries  and  wages  and  the  $48,036  is  made  up, 
for  the  year  1911-12,  of  rent  and  care  of  seven¬ 
teen  district  offices,  fuel,  light  and  care  of  admin¬ 
istrative  offices,  fuel  and  light,  district  offices, 
telephone,  including  seventeen  districts,  all 
central  departments  and  the  confidential  exchange, 
printing,  stationery  and  postage,  office  equip¬ 
ment  and  a  miscellaneous  item  of  $1,096.80. 
There  are  also  items  for  filing  cases  and  supplies, 
fuel,  light  and  care  of  offices,  joint  committee 
on  homeless  men,  salaries  and  expenses  for  solicit¬ 
ing,  etc.,  making  up  the  $48,036,  the  entire  amount 
of  money  that  was  expended,  donated  in  large 
part  by  the  good,  public-spirited  citizens  of  Bos¬ 
ton,  presumably  for  charity,  and  including  income 
from  investment  of  trust  funds,  special  donations, 
etc.  That  $48,036  includes  the  deficit  I  have 
referred  to  of  $7,000,  made  up  somehow.  Almost 
all  that  amount  was  spent  for  office  hire,  clerks, 
filing  cabinet,  telephone,  heat  and  rental. 

How  many  members  of  this  Board  know,  what 
I  knew  for  the  first  time  to-day,  that  the  Associated 
Charities  of  Boston  are  not  dispensers  of  charity? 
I  did  not  know  that  until  to-day,  when  a  high 
official  asked  of  me  an  interview,  begging  another 
one  for  to-morrow,  because  I  tried  to  right  a  wrong 
that  they  had  inflicted  on  an  unfortunate  couple, 
He  told  me  to-day  that  they  do  not  act  as  dis¬ 
tributing  agents  to  the  poor.  They  merely  get 
information  and  then  act  in  coordination  with 
the  charitable  societies,  the  Roxbury  Charitable 
Society  and  others,  and  in  so  doing  they  spent  in 
that  year  about  $48,000,  and  I  find  that  the 
society  did  spend  about  $28,000  above  that  men¬ 
tioned  here  that  was  raised  in  some  mysterious 
way  to  aid  those  it  felt  inclined  to  help.  I  find 
that  in  round  figures  they  aided  about  4,500 
families,  making  about  $6  per  family,  for  the 
entire  year,  and  they  spent  close  to  $16  for  each 
and  every  family  they  investigated,  in  salaries 
and  other  expenses.  In  other  words,  out  of  every 
$4  given  to  the  Associated  Charities  directly  and 
indirectly,  to  aid  the  deserving  poor  of  Boston, 
they  spend  $3  in  taking  care  of  some  pets  of  theirs 
and  the  other  $1  goes  to  help  some  of  the  worthy 
poor,  after  they  have  exploited  them  to  the  fullest 
extent.  That  was  the  situation  for  1912.  The 
same  thing  holds  true  of  the  report  for  1913, 
excepting  that  they  have  a  new  executive  secretary. 
He  came  to  me  to-day;  told  me  that  he  was  twenty- 
nine  years  of  age,  a  graduate  of  the  University  of 
Minnesota,  that  he  came  from  within  thirty  miles 
of  Winona,  Minnesota,  that  he  had  done  charitable 
work  in  Kansas  City,  from  there  migrated  to 
Bridgewater,  and  from  Bridgewater  to  Boston. 
So  they  brought  on  a  man  from  the  far  West,  from 
Minnesota  and  Kansas  City,  to  Bridgewater  and 
then  to  Boston.  Boston  is  to  be  the  goat  for  all 
this  sort  of  thing.  He  is  twenty-nine  years  of  age 
and,  except  from  the  theoretical  standpoint,  does 
not  know  anything  more  about  helping  the  worthy 
needy  poor  than  my  daughter  at  home — or  so 
much,  for,  thank  God,  she  has  a  heart.  He  gets 
$3,000  a  year.  He  may  be  worth  it.  He  is  a  very 
intelligent  person;  I  wish  I  had  his  education,  with 
my  desires  and  my  energy. 

I  am  going  to  conclude  by  reading  for  the  benefit 
of  the  Council  a  case  brought  to  my  attention  by 
a  worthy  individual,  a  charity  worker  whose  name 
never  gets  in  the  public  Press,  who  begged  me 
almost  on  her  knees  not  to  use  her  name.  She 
has  been  interested  in  charity  work  in  her  partic¬ 
ular  locality  since  she  was  nineteen  years  of  age, 
and  I  believe  she  has  been  at  it  now  for  about 
twenty-one  years.  She  tries  to  bring  together 
families,  keeping  the  children  and  mother  together 
when  the  father  goes  wrong,  and  keeping  the  chil¬ 
dren  and  the  father  together  when  the  mother  goes 
wrong.  She  always  respects  the  religious  beliefs 
of  the  children  whether  they  are  her  beliefs  or  not. 
She  first  noticed  in  her  particular  district  a  woman 


wearing  a  $50  hat  nosing  around  a  certain  locality 
at  half-past  seven  in  the  morning,  a  woman  under 
twenty-five  years  of  age.  She  found  that  that 
woman  was  interfering  with  the  rights  of  minor 
children,  eight  or  nine  of  them,  with  a  mother  who 
had  been  left  without  her  husband,  either  because 
he  was  arrested,  had  died  or  for  some  other  reason. 
She  found  that  the  woman  was  over  there  at  that 
early  hour  in  the  morning,  not  trying  to  help  that 
family  to  keep  together,  not  inquiring  what  their 
religious  leanings  were,  not  going  into  anything 
except  to  say,  “We  must  look  out  for  the  children’s 
future,  and  these  two  will  go  there,  these  three 
there,  and  these  four  here,”  and  so  on,  separating 
the  family.  God  knows  that  is  a  cruel  thing  to 
do.  This  woman  took  an  interest  in  the  matter, 
and  found  out  that  that  woman,  young  as  she  was, 
was  very  closely  affiliated  with  the  Associated 
Charities,  a  voluntary  worker,  one  of  the  worst 
kind  of  busybodies,  anienable  to  nobody,  respon¬ 
sible  to  nobody.  This  lady  of  whom  I  speak- — 
and  whose  name  I  will  keep  quiet  for  the  time 
being,  although  the  Council  may  have  it  in  secret 
session  if  they  care  to  do  so — called  me  up  on  the 
telephone  and  talked  to  me.  This  is  what  I  found 
out: 

“  In  the  latter  part  of  January,  1914,  I  happened 
to  hear  a  case  discussed,  in  fact,  a  difficult  problem 
was  evidently  being  solved.  I  was  asked  why  I 
did  not  do  something  for  the  social  service  as  they 
had  heard  I  had  done  that  kind  of  work  in  my 
own  district  some  years  ago,  but  in  these  days  it 
was  considered  unkind  to  discuss  the  poverty  of 
others  and  not  to  make  known  when  or  by  whom  it 
was  alleviated.  I  told  them  I  would  do  anything 
for  the  good  of  the  community,  but  did  not  like 
the  present  method.  Associated  Charity  methods 
did  not  appeal  to  me  and  I  failed  to  see  what  good 
they  were  doing  here.  A  case  was  cited  and  on 
hearing  the  circumstances  and  the  locality,  not  a 
block  away  from  my  own  home,  I  asked  where  the 
Associated  Charities  were  now  that  they  were 
needed,  and  I  knew  they  had  dealings  with  this 
family  before.  Consented  to  help  provided  that 
the  Associated  Charities  were  not  to  do  any  work 
until  I  had  made  the  investigation.  (Here  I  will 
say  that  there  are  in  contemplation  now  certain 
laws  which  are  to  be  given  to  the  Legislature  which 
will  prevent  anyone  from  investigating  if  another 
organization  has  already  investigated.  This  or¬ 
ganization  is  to  be  the  one  recognized  by  the  state, 
therefore  its  report  to  be  final.) 

“On  visiting  Mrs.  A,  found  that  she  was  ill  and 
needed  hospital  treatment  which  would  take  her 
from  her  family  for  several  weeks.  This  was 
really  a  City  Hospital  case,  but  when  I  presented 
the  case  to  a  local  hospital  they  took  it  on  its  own 
merits,  taking  into  consideration  the  fact  that  this 
woman  was  the  mother  of  a  large  family  and 
wished  to  be  near  them  and  for  other  reasons 
which  I  cannot  mention  here.  In  May  or  June  her 
husband  was  taken  to  the  Psychopathic  Hospital, 
from  there  to  Pierce  Farm  (he  had  been  subject 
to  epileptic  fits  for  eight  years,  but  worked  in 
the  meantime,  receiving  $15.95’per  week) .  This  man 
took  care  of  his  family  to  the  best  of  his  ability. 
The  father’s  illness  and  incapability  of  ever 
working  again  left  this  mother  of  eight  in  a  dilemma 
and  a  neighbor  advised  her  to  seek  the  aid  or 
advice  of  the  St.  Vincent  de  Paul.  Of  course  this 
woman  was  entitled  to  aid  under  chapter  763,  and 
she  was  told  of  it.  Someone  told  me  of  Mrs.  A’s 
plight,  but  she  thought  I  was  through  with  her 
affairs  after  she  left  the  hospital,  but  I  knew  that 
in  a  few  months  she  would  have  to  go  back  again 
but  did  not  wish  to  tell  this  fact  to  anyone.  In 
the  investigation  I  found  the  other  organization 
were  very  busy,  and  as  I  had  warned  this  woman 
that  if  she  accepted  anything  from  them  I  could 
have  nothing  to  do  with  her  affairs,  as  she  could 
stand  on  her  own  resources.  There  was  a  young 
married  daughter  in  this  family  who  was  in  dis¬ 
tress  through  the  mother’s  illness  and  neglect 
on  the  husband’s  part  to  support  her.  This  state 
of  affairs  was  an  obstacle  to  the  Mother’s  Aid.” 

She  referred,  Mr.  President,  to  the  Mother’s 
Aid  Act,  referring  to  dependent  children.  Under 
that  act,  if  one  receives  assistance  from  any  society, 
the  Associated  Charities  or  otherwise,  she  is 
debarred  from  receiving  the  mother’s  aid,  so-called 
under  the  law. 

“  I  found  the  young  man  was  willing  to  work. 
He  was  then  on  probation.  I  made  a  call  on  the 
probation  officer  who  was  handling  the  case  and 
on  stating  my  business  my  visit  was  justly  re¬ 
sented,  but  when  I  explained  matters  everything 
was  satisfactory.  A  few  days  previous  to  this 
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time  the  probation  officer  was  called  on  the  ’phone 
by  one  of  the  Associated  Charities  but  was  told 
that  the  case  was  in  the  hands  of  the  Superior 
Court  and  that  was  sufficient.  (This  lady  is 
awake  to  the  tactics  of  the  Associated  Charities 
and  most  likely  prevented  another  arrest.)  The 
young  man  had  made  an  application  for  work 
in  the  concern  where  his  father-in-law  had  been 
employed,  so  I  called  on  the  superintendent  and 
asked  him  if  he  would  give  him  work.  He  is  a 
good,  kind  hearted  man  and  told  me  he  would 
put  this  young  man  to  work  provided  if  it  was  in 
my  power  that  I  would  promise  that  the  family 
would  be  putin  proper  homes  and  never  seek  aid 
from  the  concern  again.  I  told  him  that  no  home 
or  family  would  ever  be  broken  up  if  it  were 
possible  to  keep  it  intact  as  long  as  I  had  any¬ 
thing  to  do  with  the  family,  and  there  was  no 
reason  why  this  family  should  be  separated  at 
present,  there  was  no  condition  there  that  would 
necessitate  such  proceeding,  but  I  explained  to 
him  (to  the  best  of  my  ability)  chapter  763. 
Everything  was  satisfactory,  so  I  went  to  the 
probation  officer  and  reported  the  result,  and  found 
that  the  Associated  Charities  had  telephoned 
to  them  that  they  had  obtained  work  for  the 
young  man.  I  did  not  mind  this  incident  per¬ 
sonally,  but  it  goes  to  show  that  their  reports 
are  not  authentic,  and  have  since  found  out  that 
the  same  statement  was  made  to  the  visitor  of 
the  overseers,  and  if  this  young  man  knew  that 
the  Associated  Charities  had  his  name  on  their 
records  as  doing  anything  for  him  he  would  prefer 
to  surrender  himself.  The  Associated  Charities 
were  also  told  not  to  do  any  work  on  this  family 
until  after  the  members  of  the  St.  Vincent  de  Paul 
Society  had  their  meeting.  They  did  not  do  it 
but  had  someone  else  do  so.  Took  three  of  the 
family  to  the  Psychopathic  Hospital  for  examina¬ 
tion,  and  they  would  attract  less  attention  if 
they  spent  the  money  expended  on  gasolene  to 
pay  car  fares,  as  it  is  not  edifying  to  see  a  touring 
car  going  into  an  alleyway  to  take  little  children 
for  a  ride,  especially  when  they  are  being  visited 
by  ‘Chanty  Workers.’  One  boy  needed  a  pair 
of  shoes  and  was  told  by  a  kind  hearted  woman 
that  she  had  some  but  when  the  boy  applied  for 
them  they  were  all  gone,  but  she  made  a  mistake 
by  informing  the  Associated  Charities.  They 
immediately  asked  the  father’s  employer  for  the 
shoes,  which  of  course  were  given,  but  through 
the  Associated  Charities.  I  reprimanded  the 
mother  for  asking  or  accepting  things  from  them 
as  it  would  deprive  her  of  the  aid  under  chapter 
763.  She  denied  that  she  asked  for  anything; 
in  fact,  refused  to  take  anything  until  she  was 
impressed  not  directly  by  the  Associated  Chari¬ 
ties  but  indirectly  that  she  must  accept  the  rent. 
A.  11  this  I  can  prove  and  this  is  a  mere  synopsis 
of  only  one  case.” 

Mr.  President,  I  will  conclude  in  a  moment  or 
two.  That  letter  was  handed  to  me  by  a  public 
spirited  lady  of  considerable  means,  who  is  aiding 
unfortunates  every  day  in  the  year.  She  is  not 
confining  her  work  to  aiding  those  of  any  particular 
creed,  but  is  a  broad,  liberal  woman  of  my  faith. 
She  is  not  proselyting,  because  she  is  not  built  that 
way.  She  is  willing  that  her  name  should  be 
mentioned,  if  necessary.  She  said  to  me  yester¬ 
day,  “Among  my  friends  I  am  known  as  a  fire¬ 
cracker,  perhaps,  and  they  tell  me  that  you  are 
more  or  less  of  a  firecracker,  Mr.  Watson.  If  two 
firecrackers  go  off  together,  there  is  apt  to  be  a 
noise.”  I  very  quickly  satisfied  her,  Mr.  President, 
and  members  of  the  Council,  that  I  am  not  exploit¬ 
ing  the  unfortunates  for  any  self-advertising.  I 
also  satisfied  her  that  my  acts  in  the  majority  of 
cases  are  well  intended.  I  satisfied  her  that, 
notwithstanding  the  fact  that  I  am  belittled  in  the 
public  Press  of  Boston,  in  order  that  the  long 
pencil  of  somebody  may  be  worn  out  in  earning 
salaries,  nevertheless  I  am  sincere  in  the  great 
majority  of  cases  when  I  get  at  them  in  a  public 
manner.  In  conclusion  I  want  to  impress  upon 
the  members  of  this  Council  again,  and  upon  the 
public,  if  possible,  through  the  Press,  if  they  will 
print  it,  the  fact  that  the  donators  to  the  Associated 
Charities  fund  are  yearly  giving  three-fourths  of 
their  contributions  to  payment  of  the  expenses  of 
a  lot  of  drones  who  work  in  that  place  and  rest 
when  they  please  during  working  hours,  who  sit 
down  in  city  property  and  when  a  worthy  or 
unworthy  person  applies  for  aid,  treat  them  worse 
than  they  would  treat  a  mongrel  dog  that  came 
into  those  quarters.  If  a  mongrel  dog  wandered 
into  30  Hawkins  street,  and  got  to  the  Wayfarers’ 
Lodge,  where  Mr.  Calley  sits  at  a  desk  provided 


by  the  city,  and  whined,  Mr.  Calley  would  not  say 
to  the  dog,  “Get  out  of  here,”  and  kick  him  out. 
He  would  drop  some  unfortunate  who  might  be 
applying  for  help  and  get  for  the  dog  a  drink  of 
water,  or,  if  he  found  that  he  did  not  need  a  drink, 
would  get  him  a  bone  or  something  to  eat.  He 
would  find  out  what  the  mongrel  dog  wanted,  but 
the  next  moment  would  let  an  unfortunate  human 
being  suffer  and  would  drag  family  skeletons  from 
the  closet.  I  want  to  say  to-day  publicly  that 
thirty-one  years  ago,  because  of  my  father  being 
the  unfortunate  victim  of  liquor,  I  was  obliged  to 
go  to  the  Roxbury  Charitable  Society  with  my 
basket  to  bring  home  a  day’s  meal  to  my  mother, 
assisting  the  family.  You  will  find  that  because 
of  that  my  history  is  there,  ready  to  be  brought 
out  and  exploited  whenever  a  good  chance  offers. 
I  have  waited  for  a  good  many  years  to  express 
myself  concerning  this  association,  which  does  not 
do  for  the  unfortunates  but  which  does  them.  I 
only  trust  that  someone  more  influential  than  I 
will  put  his  shoulder  to  the  wheel  and  call  to  the 
attention  of  the  donors  to  this  Associated  Chari¬ 
ties  fund  the  fact  that  that  society  does  not  help 
the  poor,  but  keeps  them  down.  When  that  is 
done  we  will  have  less  cases  in  court  and  will  have 
fewer  unfortunates  tramping  the  streets  or  sleep¬ 
ing  on  mattresses,  as  I  know  that  poor  woman  is 
doing  at  9  Nawn  court  to-day.  To-morrow  morn¬ 
ing,  with  my  friend,  a  fellow  councilor,  in  all 
probability  we  will  have  that  poor  old  woman 
whose  husband  is  in  Charles  Street  Jail,  because 
of  Mr.  Calley’s  inhuman  act,  taken  in  an  ambulance 
to  the  City  Hospital,  because  she  has  an  incipient 
case  of  pneumonia  now,  from  sleeping  on  a  mattress 
on  the  floor  at  9  Nawn  court.  I  think  I  have 
proved  my  sincerity  in  the  matter.  I  am  sorry 
to  give  way  to  my  feelings,  but  I  cannot  help  it, 
because  thirty-one  years  ago  I  was  a  victim  to 
their  inquisitiveness.  I  thank  the  Council  for 
their  attention. 

The  order  was  passed. 


SIDEWALK  ORDERS. 

Coun.  WATSON  offered  an  order — That  the 
Commissioner  of  Public  Works  make  a  sidewalk 
along  the  westerly  side  of  Bryant  street,  between 
Huntington  avenue  and  Hemenway  street,  Ward 
19,  in  front  of  the  estates  bordering  thereon,  said 
sidewalk  to  be  from  3  to  10  inches  above  the  gutter 
adjoining,  to  be  from  5  to  12  feet  in  width,  and  to 
be  built  of  gravel  with  granite  edgestones,  under 
the  provisions  of  chapter  437  of  the  Acts  of  1893. 

Massed 

Coun.  WOODS  offered  an  order — That  the 
Commissioner  of  Public  Works  make  a  sidewalk 
along  ,the  westerly  side  of  Lake  street,  between 
Appleton'  road  and  the  entrance  to  St.  John’s 
Seminary,  Ward  25,  in  front  of  the  estates  border¬ 
ing  thereon,  said  sidewalk  to  be  from  3  to  10  inches 
above  the  gutter  adjoining,  to  be  from  5  to  12  feet 
in  width,  and  to  be  built  of  artificial  stone  with 
granite  edgestones,  under  the  provisions  of  chapter 
437  of  the  Acts  of  1893.

VISITORS,  CHILDREN’S  INSTITUTIONS 
DEPARTMENT. 

Coun.  WOODS  offered  an  order — That  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  be  requested  to  arrange  so  visitors 
to  the  Children’s  Institutions  Department  may 
have  a  reasonable  time  to  call  upon  those  whom 
they  wish  to  see. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE  moved  reference  of  the 
order  to  the  Committee  on  Prisons. 

Coun.  WOODS — Mr.  President,  I  will  only  say 
in  reference  to  this  order  that  I  paid  a  visit  to 
Rainsford  Island  last  week  and  stopped  there  over 
night,  to  see  how  the  visitors  arrived  at  the  island. 
I  found  that  the  boat  made  only  a  short  stop, 
reaching  there  about  twenty  minutes  past  three. 
The  children  were  brought  from  the  school  and 
lined  up  at  the  end  of  the  wharf.  They  have  two 
visiting  days.  On  one  day  the  boys  whose  names 
begin  alphabetically  from  A  to  M  have  their 
friends  and  relatives  visit  them,  and  the  other  day 
the  boys  from  M  to  Z.  They  march  down  to  the 
wharf  and  stand  at  the  end  of  the  wharf  and  a 
very  short  visit  is  made.  The  boat  landed  at 
twenty  minutes  past  three,  and  eighty-five  parents 
and  friends  got  off  to  visit  the  children.  Each 
had  a  visiting  card,  and  they  went  to  the  line  and 
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picked  out  those  whom  they  wished  to  visit.  Those 
unfortunates  who  had  nobody  to  see  them  had  to 
go  back  empty  handed.  They  all  stayed  at  the 
wharf  in  a  little  space  there,  things  being  crowded 
and  the  arrangements  not  being  at  all  proper  or 
satisfactory,  and  after  the  boat  had  been  there, 
I  think,  twenty-two  minutes,  the  whistle  blew  and 
everybody  had  to  get  aboard.  In  talking  with  the 
superintendent  there  he  said  they  were  unable  to 
get  a  boat  and  arrange  the  thing  differently,  but 
I  talked  with  Commissioner  Gore  and  he  said  that 
he  could  give  them  a  boat  at  nine  o’clock  in  the 
morning,  they  could  get  there  at  half  past  nine; 
they  could  then  go  to  the  boys’  place  that  they  have 
for  their  playroom,  a  good  visit  could  be  made  to 
the  boys  in  a  place  where  they  are  sheltered,  and 
a  proper  time  could  be  given  for  it,  so  that  the 
present  conditions  would  be  remedied.  Winter  is 
coming  on  and  I  have  put  the  order  in,  trusting 
that  the  Commissioner  of  Frisons  will  give  some 
attention  to  it.  Something  has  got  to  be  done 
right  away.  "Commissioner  Gore  said  he  would 
willingly  give  them  a  boat,  so  that  visitors  could  stay 
there  on  their  visits  to  the  island  for  two  hours. 
That  is  the  reason  why  I  have  introduced  the  order. 

Coun.  KENNY — Mr.  President,  the  Committee 
on  Frisons,  of  which  I  have  the  honor  to  be  the 
chairman,  have  had  this  very  matter  under  advise¬ 
ment  within  two  months.  At  the  latter  part  of 
September  the  committee  visited  Rainsford  Island 
and  conferred  with  the  superintendent  with  a  view 
to  bringing  about  better  facilities  so  that  parents 
and  friends  might  go  to  the  island  and  have  a 
reasonable  time  to  see  the  inmates  there.  The 
committee  subsequently  took  the  matter  up  with 
the  Penal  Commissioner,  Mr.  Gore,  and  arranged 
for  a  new  schedule.  The  new  schedule  provided, 
I  think,  that  the  boat  should  go  there  twice  a  month 
and  stay  there  long  enough  to  permit  visitations, 
I  think,  lasting  two  hours,  as  the  councilor  has 
stated.  I,  as  chairman  of  the  committee,  trans¬ 
mitted  that  desire  of  Mr.  Gore’s  to  help  out  in  the 
matter  to  the  superintendent  of  the  Rainsford 
Island  institution,  Mr.  Ryan,  and  I  thought  he 
was  rather  favorably  disposed  towards  it.  He 
notified  me  later  that  the  trustees  had — I  will  not 
say  pigeonholed  it — but  the  trustees  were  not 
prepared  to  adopt  Mr.  Gore’s  schedule,  and  in  the 
meantime  they  were  willing  to  allow  the  visitors  to 
see  the  boys,  as  has  been  referred  to,  I  think  the 
order  is  a  very  meritorious  one.  The  Committee  on 
Frisons  has  the  order  under  advisement.  I  sent 
to  the  committee  the  papers,  so  that  the  members 
might  examine  them  and  see  the  correspondence 
I  had  with  Mr.  Ryan  and  Mr.  Gore  in  regard  to 
this  very  matter  that  has  been  referred  to.  I  see 
no  objection  to  the  order  passing,  nor  do  I  see  any 
objection  to  its  being  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
F  risons.  The  matter  is  a  very  important  one  and 
should,  I  think,  receive  the  attention  of  the  trustees. 
There  is  where  the  trouble  is,  with  the  trustees  of 
Rainford  Island.  We  have  done  all  We  could  up 
to  the  present  time.  I  told  Mr.  Ryan  I  did  not 
think  the  committee  would  be  inclined  to  allow 
the  matter  to  be  pigeonholed,  but  felt  that  action 
should  be  taken  upon  it,  and  I  thought  that  they 
were  inclined  to  have  action  taken  upon  it  within 
a  short  time.  I  see  no  objection  to  the  order,  but 
I  think  it  should  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Prisons. 

Coun.  WOODS — Mr.  President,  I  don’t  care 
much  whether  this  is  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Prisons  or  not.  I  know  that  the  Committee  on 
Prisons  went  to  the  limit  and  that  they  will  go 
to  the  limit  in  taking  care  of  the  matter.  But  I 
know  nothing  has  been  done  upon  it  because  the 
Children’s  Institutions  Trustees  are  opposed  to  it. 
This  order  provides,  as  you  will  see,  that  the  Mayor 
shall  take  action  in  the  matter.  I  do  not  refer 
in  the  order  to  the  trustees  but  to  the  Mayor,  so 
that  the  Mayor  will  take  action.  I  had  just  as 
soon  have  it  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Prisons, 
but  I  thought  the  committee  did  their  full  duty. 
I  did  not  want  to  take  any  honor  from  them, 
because  I  know  they  are  in  full  accord  with  me  in 
the  matter.  I  hope  the  order  will  pass,  and  I 
know  the  Mayor  will  take  it  up  right  away. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE — Mr.  President,  my 
reason  for  moving  reference  to  the  Committee  on 
Prisons  is  this.  I  know  that  every  member  of  the 
committee  is  very  much  interested  in  regard  to 
having  something  done  in  connection  with  improv¬ 
ing  the  visits  of  fathers,  mothers,  friends  to  the 
boys  at  Rainsford  Island.  That  committee  has 
made  recommendations  year  after  year,  but  no 
committee  has  been  so  active  as  that  of  the  present 


year.  Our  chairman,  the  councilor  on  the  right, 
has  been  more  than  active,  and  I  am  sure  that  he 
is  not  through  with  his  activity  on  the  proposition 
this  year.  If  the  order  is  referred  to  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Prisons  I  am  sure  that  before  the  present 
year  is  out  the  committee  will  see  that  something 
is  done,  through  the  committee  or  in  some  other 
way. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  last  year,  my 
first  year  in  the  Council,  I  paid  a  visit  to  Rainsford 
Island  with  the  Committee  on  Prisons.  I  believe 
Coun.  Attridge  was  chairman  last  year.  It  was 
agreed  then  by  Mr.  O’ Hare  that  they  would 
provide  a  waiting  place  if  they  could  and  also  make 
other  arrangements  in  regard  to  visiting  hours. 
The  Committee  on  Prisons  this  year,  as  has  been 
well  said  by  the  two  preceding  speakers,  the 
gentleman  from  South  Boston  and  the  gentleman 
from  Roxbury,  has  been  active  in  trying  to  have 
something  done  in  the  way  of  lengthening  the  stay 
that  parents  of  the  boys  can  make  on  their  visits. 
I  think  the  proper  thing  to  do  is  to  refer  the  order 
to  the  Committee  on  Prisons.  If  Mr.  Woods  feels 
that  it  is  a  matter  for  the  Mayor  only,  there  is  no 
difficulty  in  his  bringing  the  Mayor’s  attention  to 
it  personally.  I  think  he  would,  have  as  much 
influence  with  the  Mayor  by  going  to  him  and 
telling  him  what  ought  to  be  done  as  by  putting  in 
an  order  here.  I  know  that  the  Committee  on 
Prisons  are  going  to  do  something  shortly. 

President  McDONALD — The  question  is  on 
reference  of  the  order  to  the  Committee  on  Prisons. 

Coun.  WOODS — Mr.  President,  I  accept  that 
reference. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Prisons. 


MOVING  PICTURES,  CHILDREN’S 
INSTITUTIONS. 

Coun.  WOODS  offered  an  order — That  the 
Trustees  of  the  Children’s  Institutions  be  re¬ 
quested,  through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  report 
upon  the  feasibility  of  maintaining  a  moving  picture 
apparatus  for  the  education  of  the  children  under 
their  charge. 

Coun.  WOODS — Mr.  President,  I  have  intro¬ 
duced  this  order  following  my  visitation  to  the 
institution,  where  I  saw  120  boys  gathered  there 
in  the  chapel  the  other  evening,  some  reading, 
some  without  anything  to  do,  looking  for  a  little 
fun,  and  some  apparently  "without  any  idea  of 
doing  anything  at  all.  I  claim  that  the  right  way 
to  correct  boys  in  institutions  of  this  kind  is  to 
keep  their  attention  attracted  all  the  time.  I 
think  that  object  can  be  accomplished  in  large  part 
by  having  a  moving  picture  machine  installed  in 
the  institution  wfith  educational  films,  which  would 
mean  a  good  deal  in  helping  along  reform  of  those 
boys. 

Each  of  the  boys  costs  the  city  $6  a  week  in  that 
institution.  I  know  the  humane  superintendent, 
Mr.  Ryan,  is  trying  to  do  all  he  can  to  help  the 
boys,  and  I  know  if  the  members  of  the  Council 
will  take  the  same  interest  that  I  do  in  that  insti¬ 
tution  we  may  reduce  the  number  of  inmates  in  the 
institution  30  per  cent  at  least  in  the  next  six 
months,  thereby  greatly  reducing  the  expense  to 
the  city.  The  cost  of  installing  the  apparatus  will 
be  something  like  $300.  I  am  informed  by  the 
superintendent  that  this  year  they  will  have  a  little 
money  left  to  turn  back.  I  talked  with  Mr.  Ran¬ 
dall  the  other  day,  and  he  thought  it  would  be  an 
excellent  thing  to  have  something  of  the  kind,  to 
keep  the  boys’  attention  attracted.  I  know  myself 
that  the  boys  down  there  are  not  a  very  bad  lot. 
I  think  some  of  them  are  committed  unjustly.  I 
do  not  wish  to  criticise,  but  when  they  send  boys 
to  Rainsford  Island  for  breaking  open  a  polling 
booth  to  use  for  a  club  room,  I  think  it  is  going  a 
little  too  far.  One  young  boy  down  there,  charged 
with  being  idle  and  disorderly,  worked  eleven 
months  for  one  man,  receiving  $2  a  week,  left 
because  he  could  not  get  more,  and  the  week  fol¬ 
lowing  was  sent  down  there.  There  are  a  number 
of  cases  of  that  sort.  One  of  the  boys  there  is  ten 
years  of  age  and  I  asked  what  he  was  arrested  for. 
I  was  told,  “Larceny.”  “What  did  he  steal?” 
“Some  pigeons.”  He  is  there  and  has  got  to  go 
through  the  seven  months  and  has  got  to  get  his 
700  credits.  There  ought  to  be  something  done 
down  there.  I  told  the  boys  the  other  evening 
when  I  was  there  that  the  best  way  to  get  out  of 
the  institution  was  to  behave  properly.  When  I 
told  them  that  it  was  costing  the  city  $6  a  week  to 
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have  them  there  and  that  if  we  had  that  $6  we 
could  do  a  great  deal  more  for  the  poor  people  of 
Boston  they  did  not  know  what  to  make  of  it. 
They  apparently  thought  it  did  not  cost  the  city 
anything.  But  in  my  talk  I  think  I  made  a  little 
impression  on  the  boys.  I  told  them  that  I  pro¬ 
posed  to  visit  them,  if  possible,  once  or  twice  a 
month,  and  that  if  there  was  anything  I  could  do 
to  help  improve  their  condition  and  help  them  to 
behave  themselves  better  I  was  going  to  do  it. 
This  order  is  simply  for  the  trustees  to  consider 
the  possibility  of  this  thing.  I  don’t  know  whether 
they  have  considered  it  or  not,  but  I  would  like  to 
have  them  look  into  it  and  have  them  see  whether 
or  not  it  is  a  proper  thing  to  be  done.  I  hope  the 
order  will  pass  and  that  the  trustees  will  act  upon  it. 
■  The  order  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Prisons. 


PAYMENT  TO  MICHAEL  O’KEEFE. 

President  McDONALD  called  up  No.  1,  un¬ 
finished  business,  viz.: 

1.  Ordered,  That  under  the  provisions  of 
chapter  228  of  the  Acts  of  1914  there  be  allowed 
and  paid  to  Michael  O’Keefe  the  sum  of  two 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars  in  compensation  for 
injuries  received  while  in  the  discharge  of  his  duty 
as  an  employee  of  the  city,  said  sum  to  be  charged 
to  the  Reserve  Fund. 

Passed. 


OPERATION  OF  UNION  FREIGHT 
RAILROAD  COMPANY. 

Coun.  KENNY  offered  an  order — That  Atlantic 
avenue  shall  be  used  for  the  operation  of  the 
LTnion  Freight  Railroad  Company  only  between 
the  hours  of  9  p.  m.  and  6  a.  m.,  provided  that  said 
company  may  operate  on  Atlantic  avenue  for  the 
transportation  of  perishable  freight  at  any  time 
except  between  the  hours  of  7  and  9  a.  m.,  and 
hetween  5  and  7  p.  m. 

Coun.  KENNY — Mr.  President,  that  order  re¬ 
lates  to  the  operation  of  freight  cars  on  the  Union 
Freight  Railway  on  Atlantic  avenue.  This  is  a 
matter  that  has  already,  I  think,  had  the  attention 
of  the  Council.  At  the  last  meeting  we  had  an 
opinion  from  the  Corporation  Counsel  as  to  our 
right  to  regulate  the  transportation  of  freight 
through  Atlantic  avenue  during  the  daytime. 

‘The  statutes  and  the  ordinances  under  which  this 
corporation  is  acting  are  more  or  less  involved. 
That  is  to  say,  the  road  is  operating  both  under 
the  statutes  of  the  Commonwealth  and  under  city 
ordinances.  But  I  think  it  will  be  determined  that 
the  Council  has  the  right  to  regulate  the  traffic 
in  the  daytimfe.  Therefore,  I  shall  ask  to  have 
this  order  referred  this  afternoon  to  the  Executive 
Committee  in  order  to  save  time.  Eventually,  I 
take  it,  the  matter  will  be  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Ordinances.  But  the  Corporation  Counsel  is 
coming  down  this  afternoon  to  confer  with  us,  and 
I  should  like  to  have  the  matter  before  us  in  the 
committee  room  at  that  time,  that  we  may  ask 
him  sone  questions  in  regard  to  it.  I  ask  that  the 
matter  be  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee. 


TRACKS  ON  PLEASANT  STREET. 

Coun.  KENNY  offered  the  following: 

Resolved,  That,  in  the  opinion  of  the  City 
Council  of  the  City  of  Boston,  the  transit  facili¬ 
ties  between  the  city  proper  and  South  Boston 
and  Dorchester  would  be  greatly  improved  by  the 
construction  of  street  railway  tracks  through 
Pleasant  street,  connecting  the  surface  tracks 
from  South  Boston  with  the  subway. 

Ordered,  That  the  Public  Service  Commission 
be  hereby  requested  to  consider  the  matter  of  thus 
improving  the  car  service  with  South  Boston,  and 
to  take  such  action  as  they  may  deem  advisable. 

Coun.  KENNY — Mr.  President,  this  is  a  matter 
which  vitally  interests  hundreds  of  thousands 
of  people  in  Boston.  In  1911  the  Legislature 
authorized  the  City  of  Boston  to  widen  Pleasant 
street  and  to  finance  it  outside  of  the  debt  limit. 
The  real  object  and  purpose  of  that  legislation 
was  largely  to  open  up  rapid  transit  to  South 
Boston.  The  Tremont  Street  Subway  had  been 
up  to  that  time  utilized  for  the  transportation 
of  cars  coming  from  Shawmut  avenue  into  Tremont 


street.  But  when  the  so-called  Washington 
Street  Tunnel  was  completed  that  left  quite  a 
period  of  time  during  the  day  when  the  subway 
was  not  subjected  to  so  much  or  so  great  use  as 
it  had  been.  As  I  have  already  stated,  the  widen¬ 
ing  of  Pleasant  street  was  intended  largely  to 
open  up  transit  facilities  for  the  100,000  people 
of  South  Boston  and  the  100,000  people  of  Dor¬ 
chester.  The  operation  of  the  street  cars  through 
Broadway  and  over  the  extension,  at  the  so-called 
Fort  Point  channel,  into  Washington  street, 
brings  cars  almost  within  a  stone’s  throw  of  the 
entrance  to  the  subway.  At  present  cars  entering 
the  subway  proceed  along  Broadway  to  Dor¬ 
chester  avenue,  thence  southerly  to  Fourth 
street,  thence  southerly  to  Dover  street,  thence 
through  Dover  street  to  Washington  street,  to 
Tremont  street,  thence  down  Tremont  street 
in  a  northerly  direction  to  the  subway,  thence 
through  the  subway  to  the  N  orth  Station.  If 
Pleasant  street  could  be  used  for  the  purpose  of 
accommodating  the  tracks  thereon  from  the 
corner  of  Washington  street  and  Broadway  to  the 
subway,  a  distance,  as  I  say,  of  only  a  stone’s  throw, 
it  would  mean  that  that  great  roundabout,  cir¬ 
cuitous  trip  through  Dorchester  avenue,  through 
Dover  street  and  through  Tremont  street  would 
be  avoided,  saving  the  traveling  over  that  dis¬ 
tance  by  people  going  to  and  from  South  Boston 
and  Dorchester.  Once  they  reached  the  foot  of 
Broadway  they  would  be  enabled  to  pass  from  the 
extension  into  the  subway  and  alight  either  at 
Boylston  street  or  hark  street,  or  continue  to  the 
North  Station,  in  a  very  few  minutes.  It  would 
be  real  rapid  transit;  it  would  accommodate 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  people;  it  would  solve 
the  question  of  rapid  transit  from  the  north  of  the 
city  into  Dorchester  and  South  Boston  to  a  large 
extent.  The  Legislature  in  1911  passed  an  enab¬ 
ling  act,  but  under  the  terms  of  that  act  the  Ele¬ 
vated  Railroad,  if  it  uses  the  street  for  its  tracks, 
is  obliged  to  come  in  and  contribute  a  share  towards 
the  construction  of  the  street.  They  had  six 
months  from  the  time  when  the  act  was  passed  to 
communicate  their  intention  to  operate  street 
cars  in  Pleasant  street.  They  have  not  done  so. 
Not  having  done  so,  they  are  still  subjected  to 
that  liability  if  they  come  in  now.  Under  the 
apportionment  by  the  Street  Commissioners  they 
must  pay  either  a  portion  of  the  construction 
work  or  for  the  widening  itself,  with  the  damages 
incidental  to  the  widening.  As  I  read  the  Statute 
of  1911,  it  is  a  question  if  the  railroad  should  pay 
a  portion  of  the  construction  work  and  a  portion 
of  the  damages  of  the  construction,  paying  on  the 
entire  improvement.  I  should  say  from  reading 
the  statute  that  they  would  be  liable  to  pay  only 
for  a  portion  of  the  construction  work.  The  cost 
of  the  construction  work,  I  understand,  would 
be  somewhere  between  $50,000  and  $60,000; 
the  improvfement  itself  was  a  matter  of  $700,000. 
The  railroad  company  has  not  seen  fit  to  come  in 
under  the  statute  and  avail  itself  of  the  right  to 
lay  tracks  in  Pleasant  street,  and  I  am  frank  to 
say  I  do  not  blame  them  for  not  having  done  so. 
To  begin  with,  I  can  readily  see  their  objection 
to  establishing  a  precedent  of  that  character. 
In  the  next  place,  in  view  of  the  recent  financial 
difficulties  with  which  the  road  has  been  con¬ 
fronted,  they  probably  have  not  had  the  money 
to  do  it.  Pleasant  street,  to  the  railroad  company, 
is  like  any  other  street  in  Boston,  if  it  is  utilized 
for  the  operating  of  its  cars,  the  making  of  money 
and  the  furnishing  of  employment.  I  can  very 
readily  see  that  the  railroad  will  probably  for  all 
time  omit  to  avail  itself  of  the  act,  under  the 
circumstances.  But  that  does  not  help  the  people 
of  Boston.  Here  is  this  great  public  improve¬ 
ment,  the  widening  of  Pleasant  street.  Just 
think  what  it  would  mean,  as  I  have  already 
stated,  to  South  Boston  and  Dorchester.  We 
want  the  tracks  put  into  Pleasant  street;  we  want 
cars  operated  through  Pleasant  street  into  the  sub¬ 
way,  bringing  us  downtown.  We  want  the  road 
to  go  forward  and  do  it;  we  want  means  devised 
whereby  they  can  do  it.  It  may  be  that  the 
L  ublic  Service  Commission  will  see  fit  to  go  to 
the  Legislature  next  year,  and  have  this  act, 
chapter  591  of  the  Acts  of  1911,  amended.  So 
far  as  the  Elevated  Road  is  concerned,  I  have 
not  given  the  financial  part  of  this  problem  any 
study,  but  I  want  to  be  fair  with  the  road.  So 
far  as  I  have  gone,  I  can  see  that  their  objections 
are  founded  on  good  sense  and  business  principles, 
in  objecting  to  pay  what  they  would  have  to  pay 
for  the  privilege  of  running  the  cars  through 
Pleasant  street.  But  that  does  not  satisfy  the 
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public  of  South  Boston  or  Dorchester.  We 
want  the  cars  put  into  Pleasant  street;  and, 
although  it  may  involve  repealing  certain  portions 
of  chapter  591  of  the  Acts  of  1911,  I  still  think, 
even  if  it  does,  the  City  of  Boston  would  be  better 
satisfied,  taking  Pleasant  street  as  it  is,  to  have 
the  road  given  that  privilege.  It  means  every¬ 
thing  to  South  Boston  and  Dorchester.  It  is  a 
matter  of  great  importance,  and  I  offer  the  reso¬ 
lution  hoping  that  the  State  Board  will  take  the 
matter  up  and  take  action  resulting  in  having  the 
cars  placed  in  Pleasant  street. 

The  resolution  was  passed. 


RECESS  TAKEN. 

The  Council  voted  at  5.01  p.  m.,  on  motion  of 
Coun.  BALLANTYNE,  to  take  a  recess  subject 
to  the  call  of  the  President. 

The  members  of  the  Council  reassembled  in  the 
Council  Chamber  and  were  called  to  order  by  the 
President  at  5.48  p.  m.

Agreement  for  Electric  Street  Lighting 
Service. 

The  City  of  Boston,  through  its  duly  authorized 
representative,  hereby  applies  to  The  Edison 
Electric  Illuminating  Company  of  Boston  for  all 
its  Electric  Street  Lighting  Service  for  a  period 
of  ten  years,  the  service  to  be  rendered  by  said 
Company  pursuant  hereto  and  subject  to  the 
Street  Lightitig  Terms  and  Conditions,  printed 
herewith,  all  things  to  be  furnished  or  done  to  the 
reasonable  satisfaction  of  the  Commissioner  of 
Public  Works. 

Location  of  Lamps. 

~  As  now  installed  in  the  City  of  Boston,  or  as 
hereafter  ordered  in  by  the  proper  authority. 

Description  of  District  Supplied. 

All  parts  of  the  City  of  Boston  except  Charles¬ 
town,  and  including  Charlestown,  if  and  when 
said  Company  shall,  during  the  continuance _  of 
this  Agreement,  purchase  the  electric  distributing 
system  located  therein,  at  which  time  the  public 
lamps  then  installed  in  said  Charlestown  shall  be 
added  to  the  number  of  lamps  then  installed  under 
this  Agreement  and  shall  come  under  the  opera¬ 
tion  of  this  Agreement. 

Description  of  Service. 

40  candle  power  Inc.  lamp;  60  candle  power  Inc. 
lamp;  80  candle  power  Inc.  lamp;  100  candle 
power  Inc.  lamp;  200  candle  power  Inc.  lamp; 
320  candle  power  Inc.  lamp;  400  candle  power  Inc. 
lamp;  425  watt  A.  V.  arc  lamp;  8Q0  candle  power 
Magnetite  500  watt  D.  C.  arc  lamp;  1,600  candle 
power  Thor  an  500  watt  D.  C.  arc  lamp.

Unless  either  party  has  at  least  sixty  days  before 
the  end  of  the  ten-year  period  provided  herein 
notified  the  other  in  writing  of  its  election  to 
terminate  this  Agreement  at  the  end  of  the  tenth 
year  this  Agreement  shall  continue  in  full  force 
and  effect  until  sixty  days  after  written  notice  of 
election  to  terminate  has  been  given  by  either 
party. 

This  Agreement  shall  take  effect  upon  the  date 
of  its  approval  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council, 
as  provided  by  law,  is  subject  to  appropriations 
for  street  lighting,  and  is  in  substitution  for  and 
in  termination  of  all  existing  agreements  for  street 
lighting  between  the  parties.

First  Deduction. — A  rate  of  lc.  per  hour  for 
lamps  of  100  candle  power  or  less  and  5c.  per  hour 
for  all  other  lamps  will  be  allowed  for  all  outages 
in  any  month,  provided  written  notice  of  same  is 
received  by  the  Company  on  or  before  the  5th 
of  the  succeeding  month. 

Second  Deduction. — When  agreements  are  made 
for  periods  longer  than  one  year,  a  discount  of 
one  per  cent  per  year  will  be  allowed  for  each  year 
up  to  ten. 

Street  Lighting  Terms  and  Conditions. 

The  foregoing  Agreement  is  subject  to  the  fol¬ 
lowing  Terms  and  Conditions: 

1.  The  lamps,  poles,  wires,  fixtures  and  other 
apparatus,  appliances  and  materials  necessary  for 
the  performance  of  this  Agreement,  except  posts 
for  incandescent  lamps  supplied  from  under¬ 
ground  circuits,  shall  be  furnished  by  the  Com¬ 
pany  and  kept  in  good  order  and  condition  by  it. 
The  lamps  shall  give  a  clear  and  steady  light.  The 
Company  shall  furnish  electrodes  (carbons)  for 
and  trim  all  arc  lamps,  and  will  renew  incandescent 
lamps  whenever  they  become  dim,  broken  or 
j  burned  out. 
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2.  Payments  hereunder  shall  be  made  monthly 
on  the  regular  pay  day  of  the  Municipality. 

3.  The  parties  to  this  Agreement  shall  forth¬ 
with  upon  its  approval,  jointly  request  the  Board 
of  Gas  and  Electric  Light  Commissioners,  in 
writing,  to  investigate  and  decide  whether  the 
prices  named  in  Schedule  E  herein  are,  as  a  whole, 
fair,  taking  into  account  the  length  of  the  term, 
the  discount,  and  all  other  matters  pertinent  to 
such  question.  If,  as  a  result  of  the  investigation, 
the  Board  shall  determine  that  a  fair  price  for  the 
entire  service  applied  to  the  Municipality  is  less 
than  the  total  amounts  to  be  paid  according  to 
Schedule  E,  one  or  more  of  the  rates  charged 
according  to  Schedule  E  may  be  reduced  by  the 
Board  in  such  manner  that  the  reduced  rate  or 
rates  shall  not  be  unfair  and  that  the  total  pay¬ 
ments  by  the  Municipality  shall  not  be  less  than 
the  fair  price  for  the  entire  service  as  determined 
by  the  Board.  If  rates  are  reduced  in  the  manner 
herein  provided  such  reduced  rates  shall  be  sub¬ 
stituted  from  the  beginning  of  the  agreement  for 
the  corresponding  rates  named  in  Schedule  E. 

At  the  end  of  five  years  from  the  date  when  this 
Agreement  becomes  effective  both  parties  shall 
forthwith  jointly  request  the  Board  to  investigate 
the  fairness  of  the  prices  named  in  Schedule  E 
as  they  may  have  been  fixed  by  the  first  investi¬ 
gation  of  said  Board  or  as  they  may  have  been 
reduced  under  the  provisions  of  Article  4  of  this 
Agreement,  and  determine  whether  or  not  they 
are  as  a  whole  still  fair,  taking  into  account  the 
matters  mentioned  in  the  preceding  paragraph 
and  all  other  matters  pertinent  to  such  question. 

If  the  Board  shall  determine  as  a  result  of  this 
second  investigation  that  the  total  payments  to. 
the  Company  according  to  the  prices  named  in 
Schedule  E  as  they  may  have  been  fixed  by  the 
Board  as  the  result  of  its  first  investigation  or  as 
they  may  have  been  reduced  as  aforesaid  should 
be  increased  or  decreased,  it  shall  fix  the  prices 
in  accordance  with  such  determination,  and 
they  shall  be  applicable  from  the  beginning  of  the 
sixth  year  of  the  Agreement.  The  prices  fixed  by 
the  Board  in  the  first  or  second  investigation  shall 
be  subject  to  reduction  as  hereinafter  provided  in 
Article  4  of  this  Agreement. 

4.  The  Company  will  give  the  Municipality 
the  benefit  of  any  lower  prices  for  service  such  as 
that  herein  provided  for,  or  of  any  better  quality 
or  efficiency  of  service,  which  may  at  any  time 
during  the  continuance  of  this  Agreement  be 
enjoyed  by  any  Municipality  served  by  it,  such 
relative  prices,  quality  and  efficiency  to  be  deter¬ 
mined  by  taking  into  consideration  all  the  cir¬ 
cumstances  and  conditions  in  both  cases.  Upon 
written  demand  by  the  Municipality  at  any  time 
or  tinies  during  the  term  of  this  Agreement  the 
Company  shall  thereafter  give  to  the  Manicipality 
the  benefit  of  three-f  ourths  of  any  general  reduction 
in  the  present  cost  to  the  Company,  including 
depreciation  and  interest  on  investment,  of 
supplying  the  service  called  for  by  this  Agreement, 
but  only  so  long  as  and  to  the  extent  that  such 
decreased  cost  shall  continue.  If  at  any  time 
during  the  continuance  of  this  Agreement  the 
Company  and  the  Municipality  shall  disagree 
upon  any  matter  embraced  in  this  paragraph, 
it  shall  be  referred  to  the  arbitration  of  three 
disinterested  persons,  selected  one  by  the  Munici¬ 
pality,  one  by  the  Company,  and  the  third  by  the 
other  two;  every  decision  of  a  majority  of  the 
arbitrators  shall  be  binding  upon  the  parties 
unless  a  court  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massa¬ 
chusetts  of  competent  jurisdiction  shall  determine 
that  it  amounts  to  a  taking  of  the  property  of  the 
Company  without  due  process  of  law.  Each 
party  shall  pay  for  the  services  of  its  own  arbitrator 
and  shall  divide  equally  the  expense  and  com¬ 
pensation  of  the  third. 

The  Company,  upon  demand  of  the  Com¬ 
missioner  of  Public  Works,  shall  once  in  each 
year  of  the  term  of  the  Agreement  furnish  a  state-  ^ 
ment  of  the  cost  to  the  Company,  including  / 
depreciation  and  interest  on  investment,  of  supply¬ 
ing  the  service  called  for  in  this  Agreement,  the 
statement  to  be  in  such  form  and  in  such  detail 
as  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  shall  require. 

5.  The  Company  shall  indemnify  and  save 
harmless  the  Municipality  against  any  and  all 
claims  for  damages,  loss,  cost  and  expense  on 
accou®  of  injury  to  persons  or  property  arising 
in  any  way  out  of  the  erection,  construction, 
maintenance  or  use  of  any  of  the  lamps,  poles, 
wires,  fixtures  and  other  apparatus  and  appliances 
furnished  by  the  Company,  hereunder,  except 
where  such  injury  is  the  result,  in  whole  or  in 


part,  of  the  fault  or  neglect  of  the  Municipality, 
its  officers,  servants  or  agents,  while  acting  as 
agents  of  the  Municipality;  and  against  any 
and  all  claims  for  damages  by  reason  of  any 
alleged  infringement  of  patent  rights  in  the  use 
of  iamps,  poles,  wires,  fixtures,  machinery  and 
other  apparatus,  appliances  and  material  supplied 
by  the  Company  hereunder;  and  will,  at  its 
own  expense,  assume  the  defence  of  all  actions 
at  law  or  in  equity  which  may  be  brought  against 
the  Municipality  upon  any  claims  as  aforesaid; 
and  also  against  all  decrees,  judgments  and  orders 
of  any  court  based  thereon. 

6.  The  Municipality  may  at  all  times,  with 
or  without  the  Company’s  knowledge,  employ  a 
competent  person  to  examine  and  test  the  elec¬ 
trical  currents  and  apparatus  employed  in  fur¬ 
nishing  the  lighting  service  herein  provided  for, 
to  ascertain  whether  or  not  the  Company  is 
complying  with  the  terms  of  this  Agreement,  and 
for  such  purpose  the  Company  agrees  that  such 
person  may  have  access  at  all  reasonable  times 
to  said  lamps,  poles,  wires,  fixtures  and  other 
apparatus  of  the  Company  used  in  carrying  out 
this  Agreement. 

The  Municipality  will  indemnify  and  save 
harmless  the  Company  against  any  and  all  claims 
for  damages,  loss,  cost  and  expense  on  account 
of  injury  to  persons  or  property  arising  in  any 
way  out  of  the  employment,  act  or  neglect  of 
any  such  person,  except  such  as  may  arise,  in 
whole  or  in  part,  from  the  fault  or  neglect  of  the 
Company,  its  agents  or  servants,  while  acting  as 
agents  of  the  Company. 

In  case  two  tests  of  any  circuit  or  lamp  shall  be 
made,  separated  by  an  interval  of  not  less  than 
one  hour,  during  any  one  night,  and  both  of  said 
tests  shall  prove  that  the  Company  is  not  fur¬ 
nishing  the  electrical  energy  or  light  required 
by  this  Agreement,  then  such  circuit  or  such  lamp 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  outages  as  provided  herein 
and  the  Company  shall  pay  the  cost  of  both  of 
said  tests. 

7.  Such  additional  lamps  shall  be  installed, 
without  charge  to  the  Municipality,  as  may  be 
designated  by  the  Municipality  at  any  time  before 
notice  is  given  to  terminate  this  Agreement,  pro¬ 
vided  the  Company  shall  not  be  required  to  extend 
its  lines  more  than  four  hundred  feet  overhead,  or 
in  localities  served  by  underground  construction 
more  than  one  hundred  feet  underground,  to  reach 
any  lamp;  but  the  Municipality  may  require 
extension  of  lines  for  additional  lamps  at  any  time 
during  the  term  of  this  Agreement,  by  paying  the 
cost  of  so  much  of  the  extension  as  exceeds  that 
herein  required  to  be  made  by  the  Company,  such 
payments  to  apply  as  credits  on  future  bills  for 
lighting  on  such  additional  lines.  Whenever 
requested  by  the  Municipality,  the  Company  will 
change  the  location  of  any  lamps  at  the  expense  of 
the  Municipality,  not  exceeding,  however,  five 
dollars  for  each  arc  lamp  and  three  dollars  for  each 
incandescent  lamp  so  moved,  unless  an  extension 
of  lines  or  new  lamp-posts  are  required. 

8.  The  discontinuance  of  any  street  or  highway 
shall  have  the  effect  of  discontinuing  whatever 
lamps  may  have  been  located  on  such  street  or 
way.  The  Municipality  may  at  any  time  discon¬ 
tinue  a  lamp  or  lamps  for  reasonable  cause,  but  the 
number  of  lamps  of  any  type  in  service  at  any  time 
shall  not,  except  as  hereinbefore  provided,  be  less 
than  ninety-five  per  cent  of  the  maximum  number 
of  such  lamps  in  service  under  this  Agreement  at 
any  time  prior  thereto.  In  case  of  such  discontin¬ 
uance  the  installation  of  any  lamps  at  other  loca¬ 
tions  shall  be  charged  for  the  same  as  changes  of 
locations  under  Article  7  hereof  until  the  original 
number  installed  shall  again  have  been  reached. 

Lamps  of  any  type  may  be  substituted  and 
resubstituted  for  lamps  of  any  other  type  if  the 
Municipality  pays  the  total  net  expense  to  the 
Company  of  making  the  changes  (credit  being 
allowed  the  Municipality  for  the  then  market 
value  of  the  property  which  is  displaced),  and  if 
the  candle  power  of  the  substituted  lamps  ((Com¬ 
parative  candle  power  being  measured  in  terms 
of  mean  lower  hemispherical  values  of  the  lamps 
as  they  are  equipped  for  actual  use)  is  not  sub¬ 
stantially  less  than  that  of  those  displaced.  The 
fixed  costs  price  of  such  substituted  lamp  shall 
be  the  same  as  that  of  the  lamp  displaced  and  the 
running  costs  price  shall  be  determined  by  agree¬ 
ment  between  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works 
and  the  Company, — both  fixed  and  running  costs 
prices  being  subject  to  subsequent  reductions,  as 
provided  in  Article  4.  If  the  parties  cannot 
agree  on  the  amounts  to  be  paid  by  the  Munici- 
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pality  to  the  Company  for  making  the  changes 
and  for  the  running  costs  price  of  the  new  lamp 
or  for  either  item,  arbitrators  shall  be  chosen  as 
provided  in  Article  4  with  power  to  fix  these 
amounts. 

When,  however,  standard  incandescent  lamps 
of  candle  power  (measured  as  provided  above) 
equal  to  the  Magnetite  lamps  named  in  Schedule 
E  have  been  so  improved  that  they  can  without 
increase  in  watts  be  operated  on  the  same  kind  of 
circuits  as  said  Magnetite  lamps,  the  Company 
will,  if  the  maintenance  cost  to  it  is  not  increased, 
upon  demand  of  the  Municipality  and  without 
charge  for  making  the  change  substitute  such  an 
incandescent  lamp  for  any  Magnetite  lamp  at 
the  price  provided  herein  or  established  by  the 
Board  of  Gas  and  Electric  Light  Commissioners 
under  the  provisions  of  Article  3  for  Magnetite 
lamps;  or  if  under  the  provisions  of  Article  4 
the  Municipality  is  entitled  to  a  reduction  in  price 
because  of  the  decreased  cost  to  the  Company 
caused  by  the  use  of  such  incandescent  lamps, 
then  at  such  reduced  price. 

9.  The  Company  shall  give  preference  in  em¬ 
ployment,  first,  to  citizens  of  Massachusetts, 
second,  to  other  citizens  of  the  United  States;  and 
shall  allow  all  employees  on  said  work  to  lodge, 
board  and  trade  where  they  choose  and  shall  not 
obstruct  any  other  person  in  doing  work  for  the 
Municipality;  and  shall  conform  to  all  the  labor 
laws  of  the  Commonwealth;  and  no  laborer,  work¬ 
man  or  mechanic  working  within  this  Common¬ 
wealth  in  the  employ  of  the  Company,  sub-con- 
tractor  or  other  person  doing  or  contracting  to  do 
the  whole  or  a  part  of  the  work  provided  by  this 
Agreement  shall  be  requested  or  required  to  work 
more  than  eight  hours  in  any  one  calendar  day. 
This  Agreement  is  made  subject  to  all  the  laws  of 
the  Commonwealth,  and  if  any  clause  thereof  does 
not  conform  to  such  law  such  clause  shall  be  void 
and  such  law  operative  in  lieu  thereof. 

10.  Should  the  Municipality  at  any  time  find 

that  the  Company  is  not  complying  fully  with  the 
terms  and  requirements  of.  this  Agreement,  the 
Municipality  shall  immediately  notify  the  Com¬ 
pany  of  such  fact,  and  the  Company  shall  at  once 
remedy  the  fault,  but  failure  to  give  such  notice 
shall  not  impair  any  obligation  of  the  Company. 
But  the  Company  shall  not  be  responsible  for  any 
failure  to  supply  electricity  if  such  failure  is  without 
default  or  neglect  on  its  part.  , 

11.  If  the  Municipality  shall  at  any  time 
during  the  continuance  of  this  Agreement  be 
required  to  purchase  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the 
plant  of  the  Company  located  within  the  limits 


of  said  Municipality,  under  the  provisions  of  law 
then  in  force,  the  Municipality  shall  not  be  holden 
for  the_  unexpired  term  of  this  Agreement,  nor 
shall  this  Agreement  or  the  unexpired  term  thereof 
be  in  any  way  considered  as  an  element  of  value 
in  such  purchase;  provided,  however,  that  in  case 
of  such  purchase  the  Municipality  shall  not  be 
entitled  to  the  full  discount  provided  for  in  this 
Agreement,  unless  it  shall  have  been  in  operation 
for  the  full  period  thereof.  If  the  Agreement  shall 
not  have  been  in  operation  for  the  full  period 
thereof,  because  of  such  purchase,  the  accounts 
between  the  Municipality  and  the  Company  shall 
be  adjusted  so  as  to  make  the  total  net  payments 
by  the  Municipality  to  the  Company  what  they 
would  have  been  if  the  Agreement  had  been  made 
for  the  period  during  which  it  was  actually  in 
operation. 

In  connection  with  the  above,  Chairman 
BALLANTYNE  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  section  6  of  chapter  486  of  the  Acts  of  1909, 
public  hearing  be  given  by  the  City  Council,  on 
Tuesday,  December  1,  1914,  at  seven  o’clock  p.  m., 
on  the  proposed  agreement  with  the  Edison  Elec¬ 
tric  Illuminating  Company  of  Boston,  for  street 
lighting  transmitted  to  the  City  Council,  November 
18,  1914:  and  the  City  Clerk  is  hereby  directed 
to  give  notice  of  said  hearing  by  advertising  the 
same  in  the  ten  daily  newspapers,  and,  at  least 
seven  days  before  the  date  of  said  hearing,  in  the 
City  Record ,  the  expense  of  such  hearing  and 
advertising  to  be  charged  to  the  appropriation  for 
City  Council,  Incidental  Expenses.

Dear  Sir,— Replying  to  the  inclosed  communica¬ 
tion,  wherein  the  City  Council  requested,  through 
his  Honor  the  Mayor,  certain  information  con¬ 
cerning  the  occupancy  of  the  city  buildings  by 
the  Associated  Charities,  I  beg  leave  to  submit 
the  following: 

Regarding  30  Hawkins  street,  specified  in  the 
request,  I  would  say  that  this  department  has  no 
jurisdiction  over  this  building,  with  the  exception 
of  making  general  repairs.  The  occupancy  of  the 
same  is  under  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor  Depart¬ 
ment.  I  have,  however,  elicited  the  fact  from  the 
Overseers  of  the  Poor  that  the  Associated  Charities 
do  occupy  several  rooms  in  said  building  for  their 
different  conferences.  They  pay  for  the  light, 
heat  and  janitor  service.  The  light  directly  to  the 
Edison  Electric  Illuminating  Company  and  the 
heat  and  janitor  service  to  the  Overseers  of  the 
Poor  Department. 

The  only  other  building  belonging  to  this 
department  in  which  any  accommodations  are 
furnished  the  Associated  Charities  is  the  Old 
Town  Hall,  Brighton.  They  have  for  a  number 
of  years  occupied  a  room  in  this  building.  Of 
course,  we  provide  the  heat  and  janitor  service  in 
a  general  way,  as  we  are  obliged  to  heat  the  whole 
building.  The  question  of  cost  of  same  would 
only  be  nominal  and  there  would  be  practically  no 
saving  to  the  city  were  they  not  occupants.

Coun.  COLEMAN — Mr.  President,  after  hear¬ 
ing  what  Coun.  Watson  stated  at  the  meeting  two 
weeks  ago  in  reference  to  this  organization  I  took 
pains  to  get  into  direct  touch  with  Secretary 
Johnson  of  the  organization  and  put  to  him  a 
number  of  questions  concerning  the  character  of 
his  work.  The  criticisms  that  we  heard  here  at 
the  last  meeting  of  the  Council  are  such  as  I  have 
heard  in  substance  and  in  scope  from  various 
quarters,  and  repeatedly.

I  do  not  stand  here  to-day  as  one  holding  a  brief 
for  that  organization,  nor  as  desiring  to  explain 
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away  the  criticisms  that  have  been  brought  against 
it,  but  to  express  my  fundamental  conviction  that 
an  organization  as  well  established  as  that  is  and 
officered  by  the  responsible  people  in  the  City  of 
Boston  who  conduct  its  affairs,  cannot  possibly  be 
as  mistaken  in  its  methods  and  certainly  not  as 
wrong  in  its  spirit  as  would  seem  to  be  the  case 
from  the  statements  that  have  been  brought  to 
our  attention.  So  I  asked  the  secretary  of  the 
organization,  Mr.  Johnson,  after  having  talked  to 
him  in  detail,  if  he  would  place  in  brief  form  in 
writing  a  statement ,  that  might  clarify  its  posi¬ 
tion,  especially  with  reference  to  the  criticism 
that  has  been  made  of  the  organization.  I  told 
him  in  my  conversation  with  him  that  I  thought 
the  organization  was  very  unfortunate  in  the 
beginning  in  the  name  it  had.  This  friend  of 
mine,  who  wrote  me  this  letter  that  I  refer  to,  said 
the  name  itself  is  a  lie.  I  think  perhaps  that  is  a 
correct  statement,  but  I  think  perhaps  the  excellent 
people  who  know  nothing  about  the  organization, 
except  what  they  gather  from  its  name,  will  be 
interested  in  finding  out  what  I  found  in  talking 
with  the  secretary,  that  the  name  is  something 
that  has  come  down  through  long  years  of  history. 
It  is  an  incorporated  name  and  involves  bequests 
and  various  legal  matters  that  would  make  it  very 
difficult,  if  not  well  nigh  impossible,  to  change  the 
name  of  the  organization.  I  also  found  in  talking 
with  them  that  their  chief  misfortune  is  not  in 
what  they  are  attempting  to  do,  nor  in  the  way 
they  are  attempting  to  do  it,  but  in  their  lack  of 
proper  publicity  facilities  in  putting  before  the 
public  the  real  purpose  and  nature  of  their  work. 
In  other  words,  they  are  misrepresenting  them¬ 
selves  unintentionally,  so  that  many  people, 
including  the  councilor,  have  received  an  unfortu¬ 
nate  impression  regarding  the  character  of  the 
work  they  do  and  the  spirit  in  which  they  do  it. 
I  would  like  to  read  to  the  members  of  the  Council 
this  brief  letter  and  ask  that  it  be  incorporated  in 
the  record,  as  it  represents  concretely  and  explic¬ 
itly  just  what  this  organization,  called  the  Associ¬ 
ated  Charities,  is  trying  to  do.  The  letter  is 
dated  November  30  and  is  addressed  to  myself. 

Boston,  Mass.,  November  30,  1914. 
George  W.  Coleman,  Esq., 

177  West  Brookline  Street: 

My  dear  Mr.  Coleman, — In  compliance  with 
your  request  I  am  sending  you  the  following  state¬ 
ment  briefly  outlining  the  work  of  the  Associated 
Charities  of  Boston. 

The  primary  purpose  of  our  society  is  to  pro¬ 
vide  friendly  service  for  the  poor  of  the  community. 
Such  service  may  consist  in  helping  to  obtain  work 
for  the  unemployed;  procuring  medical  aid  for  the 
sick;  securing  material  relief  for  families  in  need 
of  such  help  by  interesting  relatives,  employers, 
friends,  churches  or  relief  societies  in  their  behalf; 
providing  institutional  care  when  such  treatment 
is  necessary  and  in  many  other  kinds  of  service 
which  the  peculiar  needs  of  the  individual  families 
may  require.  We  try  to  help  families  out  of  their 
poverty  by  aiding  them  to  develop  their  possibilities 
for  self-support. 

To  do  this,  we  maintain  seventeen  district 
offices  in  Boston,  each  in  charge  of  a  paid  secretary, 
specially  trained  for  work  of  this  character.  The 
work  of  the  paid  secretaries  is  supplemented  by  a 
large  corps  of  volunteer  visitors  who  give  freely 
of  their  time  for  the  benefit  of  the  community. 

The.  Associated  Charities  is  not  primarily  an 
investigating  agency.  The  discovery  of  fraud 
and  efforts  to  distinguish  the  ‘worthy’  and  the 
‘unworthy’  are  altogether  secondary  to  such 
friendly  service  as  will  help  families  in  ways  which 
will  be  most  truly  beneficial  to  them. 

The  Associated  Charities  is  not  itself  a  relief¬ 
giving  agency.  When  word  comes  to  us  that  a 
family  is  in  need  our  district  secretaries  have  funds 
on  hand  to  meet  emergencies  until  the  family  may 
be  helped  permanently.  More  often  than  not 
relief  in  money  is  not  the  assistance  which  will  do 
most  good,  but  the  society  last  year  received  from 
others — relatives,  friends,  employers,  benevolent 
individuals,  organizations — and  spent  in  relief  of 
families  the  sum  of  $35,000.92.  In  addition,  it 
obtained  substantial  amounts  where  the  help  given 
did  not  pass  through  the  hands  of  our  agents. 

The  Associated  Charities  in  common  with  nine 
other  private  charities  has  quarters  in  the  Charity 
Building  at  43  Hawkins  street,  rent-free,  except 
that  it  pays  for  heat  and  light.  This  arrangement 
has  been  in  force  since  the  society  was  organized 
thirty-five  years  ago.  The  building  was  erected 
in  1869,  by  funds  raised  partly  by  private  sub¬ 


scription  and  partly  provided  by  the  City  of  Boston 
with  the  understanding  that  the  principal  private 
charities  of  the  city  should  have  quarters  in  the 
building  rent-free.  In  addition  to  these  quarters 
in  the  Charity  Building,  the  agent  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  for  Homeless  Men,  maintained  by  the  Asso¬ 
ciated  Charities  jointly  with  the  Provident  Associa¬ 
tion,  occupies  desk  room  in  the  Wayfarers’  Lodge 
by  invitation  of  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor. 

In  this  statement  I  have  tried  to  be  brief  and, 
if  I  have  omitted  anything  which  may  seem  of 
consequence  either  to  you  or  to  the  other  members 
of  the  City  Council,  I  shall  be  obliged  to  you  if 
you  will  let  me  know.

Mr.  President,  I  would  have  some  reason  on 
my  own  account  to  take  a  critical  attitude  towards 
this  organization,  because  of  what  seemed  to  me 
the  narrow  and  critical  attitude  it  assumed  last 
winter  towards  a  public  charity  in  which  I  myself 
and  my  friends  were  very  much  interested,  having 
for  its  object  the  temporary  relief  of  the  immediate 
distress  of  men  out  of  work.  In  that  connection 
we  established  what  is  familiarly  known  as  a  soup 
kitchen,  operating  on  Avery  street.  The  Associ¬ 
ated  Charities  were  entirely  opposed  to  our  efforts 
in  that  line — a  matter  upon  which  I  agree  entirely 
with  them  in  principle,  only  differing  in  believing 
that  there  are  exceptions  to  all  rules,  and  that 
that  was  one  of  the  exceptions.  The  chief  criti¬ 
cism  raised  against  them  by  those  having  perhaps 
the  fullest  knowledge  of  their  work  is  that  a  very 
large  part  of  their  budget  of  $50,000,  $75,000, 
$80,000,  or  whatever  it  may  be,  is  spent  in  salaries. 
But  when  you  realize  the  character  of  their  work 
— that  they  are  intermediaries  betweep  the  people 
who  desire  help  and  the  organization  which  have 
treasuries  with  which  to  help  them,  that  they  have 
seventeen  districts  in  the  city,  with  offices  and 
officers  whose  business  it  is  to  assume  a  friendly 
relationship  to  such  people,  look  up  the  facts  and 
go  through  all  the  legal  paraphernalia,  helping  to 
bring  this  family  or  that  individual  to  a  successful 
and  happy  plane  of  living,  you  can  readily  under¬ 
stand  that  a  very  large  percentage  of  the  money 
would  necessarily  go  for  the  services  of  individuals 
thus  devoting  themselves  to  the  welfare  of  those 
people,  and  that  to  hand  out  money  indiscrimin- ' 
ately  woud  not  only  be  useless  but  in  some  cases 
worse  than  useless.  I  cannot  give  you  the  details 
with  reference  to  a  certain  case  that  Mr.  Johnson 
brought  to  my  attention,  but  a  reference  to  it  will 
illustrate  the  great  difficulty  they  had  in  some 
instances  in  bringing  needed  relief  to  people.  I 
can  give  you  roughly  an  idea  of  it.  It  was  the 
case  of  a  man  who  was  left  a  widower  with  four 
children.  He  had  a  good  job  and  was  perfectly 
able  to  take  care  of  them  financially.  It  was 
necessary  for  him  to  have  a  housekeeper.  He  had 
a  succession  of  three  or  four  housekeepers,  until 
he  found  one  who  seemed  to  take  proper  care  of 
the  children.  This  housekeeper  who  finally  did 
fill  the  bill  satisfactorily  was  herself  a  woman  with 
four  children,  a  woman  whose  husband  was  worth¬ 
less.  There  arose  a  complication,  resulting  in  a 
ninth  child  coming  into  the  family,  and  the  situa¬ 
tion  required  the  looking  up  of  the  rights  of  a 
married  man  to  a  divorce  under  the  particular 
circumstances.  His  wife  had  not  died,  but  was  in 
an  insane  asylum.  There  was  also  the  question  of 
divorce  in  connection  with  this  woman  who  had 
four  children  and  who  had  a  worthless  husband. 
There  was  the  question  of  bringing  those  two 
people  together,  if  they  could  properly  be  brought 
together,  having  them  support  and  father  and 
mother  all  nine  children.  They  succeeded  in  doing 
it.  Don’t  you  see,  that  was  not  a  question  at  all 
of  giving  this  man  $50,  $100  or  $500?  He  did  not 
need  the  money,  but  he  did  need  terribly  the 
guidance,  the  friendly  help  of  some  one  who  would 
unravel  the  tangle  into  which  he  had  brought 
himself.  I  speak  of  that  as  only  one  illustration 
of  the  kindly  services  which  they  render,  ca’ling 
for  the  expenditure  of  time,  energy,  devotion  and 
feeling.  Of  course,  individuals  must  be  supported 
while  they  are  doing  that  work.  Then  there  must 
be  credited  to  the  association  a  large  number  of 
volunteer  workers  who  help  them  in  their  work 
and  who  are  not  paid  at  all. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  the  very  last 
statement  made  by  the  councilor  who  has  just 
taken  his  seat  ^contradicts,  in  one  particular,  at 
least,  the  gentleman  who  sent  him  the  letter,  who 
I  presume  is  Mr.  Johnson.  He  states  that  we  do 
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not  take  into  consideration  the  great  number  of 
volunteer  workers  who  aid  in  investigating  without 
charging  anything  for  their  services.  Mr.  Johnson 
says  that  their  organization  is  not  primarily  an 
investigating  organization.  I  disagree  with  him. 
It  is  entirely  an  investigating  organization,  and 
he  so  told  me  here  in  this  Chamber  an  hour  before 
the  meeting  two  weeks  ago  to-day,  that  that  was 
the  purpose  and  the  prime  and  immediate  purpose 
of  the  work  of  the  organization.  I  only  wish  I 
could  draw  from  the  councilor  who  has  just  taken 
his  seat  an  acceptance  of  the  challenge  that  I  will 
now  make,  that  he  read  and  spread  on  the  records 
of  this  Council  the  letter  he  received  from  the 
gentleman  he  referred  to  a  moment  ago,  without 
naming  him.  It  is  a  letter  from  a  public-spirited 
citizen  who  is  editor-in-chief  of  a  Protestant 
journal  which  is  the  official  organ  of  a  great  reli¬ 
gious  organization  in  New  England,  in  which  that 
gentleman  indorses  in  toto  every  word  practically 
that  I  uttered  against  the  Associated  Charities  two 
weeks  ago.  I  will  not  mention  the  gentleman’s 
name,  but  I  will  say  this, — and  it  is  not  betraying 
confidence, — -that  one  sentence  in  that  letter  says, 
in  as  forcible  language  as  could  be  penned,  that  the 
Associated  Charities  had  records  that  they  knew 
to  be  falsehoods.  In  other  words,  he  said  that 
the  Associated  Charities  was  an  organization  that 
dealt  in  falsehoods.  That  is  the  interpretation 
that  I  drew  from  the  article,  and  I  think  that  I 
am  not  betraying  any  confidence  when  I  say  that 
that  is  the  same  interpretation  that  is  placed  upon 
it  by  the  councilor  who  has  just  taken  his  seat. 
The  councilor  has  made  a  statement  of  an  indi¬ 
vidual  case  which,  it  is  true,  shows  that  the  organ¬ 
ization  in  one  case  has  done  something  to  earn  at 
least  from  the  ordinary  man  a  little  respect,  if 
true.  But  the  statement  was  made  at  a  meeting 
where  Mr.  Johnson  was  invited  to  state  his  side 
of  this  controversy,  and  he  rolled  off  this  story 
that  the  councilor  has  just  stated  to  the  body.  I 
want  to  say  that  my  experience  is  such  that  I  prefer 
to  have  those  statements  under  oath,  or  at  least 
indorsed  by  some  reputable  concern  other  than 
the  organization  itself.  I  am  going  to  cite  again, 
a  little  more  in  detail,  the  case  of  an  unfortunate 
who  was  placed  in  Charles  Street  Jail  because 
of  the  conduct  of  a  petty  official,  backed  up  by 
a  high  official  of  the  Associated  Charities,  which 
entirely  takes  all  the  virtue,  if  there  is  virtue 
in  the  last  case  mentioned,  away  from  it.  That 
is  the  case  where  a  man  went  to  certain  officials 
who  have  to  do  with  unfortunates,  and  finally 
landed  at  the  desk  of  a  mere  boy,  without  ability, 
without,  in  my  opinion,  a  proper  balance,  swelled 
with  his  own  importance,  occupying  a  position 
where  he  might  interrogate  unfortunates  who 
would  perhaps  be  better  than  he,  if  given  a  chance. 
This  man,  because  of  the  attitude  of  that  petty 
official,  was  taken  to  the  police  court  because 
of  the  action  of  this  young  man,  Calley,  and 
landed  in  the  Charles  Street  Jail,  and  it  required 
my  good  offices,  if  I  may  call  them  such, — -the 
offices  of  the  firebrand,  the  disturber  and  butter- 
in, — with  the  good  .offices  of  the  District  Attor¬ 
ney,  whom  I  went  to  see  in  regard  to  the  matter, 
to  do  anything  for  him.  When  I  went  to  see 
the  District  Attorney  he  said  to  me,  “Jerry, 
you  have  picked  out  a  pretty  bad  case.  I  am  told 
by  those  who  know  that  the  man  you  are  interested 
in  has  a  great  many  convictions  against  him.”  I 
asked,  “How  many?”  He  said,  “I  am  not  able 
to  tell  you  how  many.”  I  said,  “Have  you  any 
idea  how  many,  Mr.  Pelletier?”  He  said,  “I 
understand  it  is  a  great  number.”  I  said,  “Let 
us  see  his  record.”  They  sent  for  it  and  found 
that  he,  a  man  of  sixty  years  of  age,  had  been  in 
the  police  court  three  times,  twice  for  vagrancy 
and  once  for  larceny.  But  that  was  the  story  they 
tried  to  hand  District  Attorney  Pelletier,  in  order 
that  he  might  not  be  charitable  towards  this  poor 
unfortunate.  Truthful?  No.  Occasionally,  when 
there  is  danger  of  somebody  inquiring,  as  I  in¬ 
quired,  about  them,  as  to  what  they  do  or  say. 
It  took  the  good  offices  of  myself,  my  labor  and 
energy,  and  I  might  say  some  little  of  my  health, 
because  these  things  worry  me  somewhat.  I  take 
things  too  seriously  sometimes,  I  am  told  by  my 
friends.  It  took  my  efforts,  the  efforts  of  the  good 
City  Messenger,  Mr.  Leary, — who  after  the  Dis¬ 
trict  Attorney  made  arrangements  to  have  the 
man  freed  by  a  writ  of  habeas  corpus,  saved  the 
payment  of  a  $2  fee  to  the  bail  commissioner  by 
going  bail  for  him  in  $50,  for  his  appearance  in 
court  the  first  Monday  in  December.  I  am  going 
to  give  credit  where  credit  is  due.  They  talk 
about  politicians  and  men  in  public  life.  Many 


of  us  are  criticised,  and  deservedly  so.  But  one 
thing  I  will  say  about  the  so-called  politicians  that 
cannot  be  said  about  the  Associated  Charities  and 
some  of  the  reformers  in  this  town,  whom  I  will 
not  mention, — that  at  least  we  have  a  heart  that 
beats  for  our  fellowman  and  are  always  ready  to 
listen  to  a  story  of  misfortune.  There  was  a  man, 
who  if  he  had  got  a  $2  pair  of  shoes  through  the 
Associated  Charities,  might  have  gone  to  work  in 
Newton  and  have  given  to  his  wife  the  things  that 
she  needed.  But  he  was  arrested,  and  it  took  the 
efforts  of  myself,  the  City  Messenger,  the  District 
Attorney  and  the  Mayor  of  Boston — and  I  am 
going  to  give  him  credit  for  it — to  do  something 
for  this  man.  The  Mayor  of  Boston  provided  our 
unfortunate  couple  with  a  Thanksgiving  basket. 
It  seems  that  the  fates  were  against  them  and  that 
f  or  some  reason  it  went  astray.  But  they  are 
going  to  have  it  to-morrow,  I  believe,  instead. 
That  was  the  result  of  the  work  of  this  subordinate, 
this  small  man,  this  contemptible  little  piece  of 
human  nature,  the  so-called  man,  Calley,  backed 
up  by  the  fellow  from  Minnesota,  nineteen  years 
of  age,  inexperienced  in  matters  in  the  East.  All 
the  knowledge  he  has  is  f  rom  the  West.  He  comes 
from  the  West;  and  because  of  the  efforts  of  Calley, 
backed  up  by  this  man  from  the  West,  to  whom 
wages  are  paid  here,  that  poor  man  was  put  in 
Charles  Street  Jail.  That  offsets  the  case  that 
the  councilor  referred  to,  if  that  is  the  only  case  he 
can  refer  to.  My  fellow  members,  I  appreciate 
the  great  disadvantage  I  am  laboring  under.  I 
have  no  paid  secretaries  or  paid  workers  or  volun¬ 
teers  who  will  go  out  and  help  me.  This  effort  has 
been  started  year  after  year.  This  is  not  the  first 
time  in  City  Hall  that  the  Associated  Charities 
have  been  called  to  account.  It  has  been  done 
many,  many  times.  But  there  is  a  flash  in  the 
pan,  and  then  it  is  all  over.  But,  my  friends, 
fellow  members,  I  am  going  to  keep  hammering 
and  hammering  away  until  some  good  results  come 
from  my  attempts  to  show  to  the  public  that  cer¬ 
tain  so-called,  so-labeled  charitable  societies,  are 
not  charitable,  but  are  societies  for  the  purpose  of 
inquisition,  and  that  alone.  Let  me  read  a  letter. 

I  think  I  will  not  use  the  lady’s  name,  although  I 
might  do  so.  It  is  dated  November  17,  1914.  It 
reads  as  follows: 

City  Councilor  James  A.  Watson, 

Boston,  Massachusetts: 

Dear  Sir, — I  congratulate  you  upon  your 
courageous  fight  against  the  infamous  Associated 
Charities.  This  organization,  coupled  with  the 
Society  for  the  Promotion  of  Cruelty  to  Children 
and  the  State  Board  of  Cruelties,  are  a  blight  on 
Massachusetts.  We  will  look  to  you  for  aid  when 
our  bill  comes  up  next  year.  (Senate  94.)  If  this 
bill  is  not  placed  upon  our  statute  books  by  our 
next  General  Court  it  will  not  be  for  lack  of  evidence, 
for  we  have  overwhelming  facts  to  substantiate  the 
need  of  it. 

Very  sincerely  yours. 

I  will  not  read  the  name,  because  I  have  not 
really  got  the  right  to  do  so,  but  she  is  a  high 
official  in  the  so-called  Patriot  Dames.  I  have  also 
a  letter,  commending  me,  from  one  of  the  leading 
musicians  of  Boston.  I  read  the  letter  to  the 
councilor  opposite,  who  just  took  his  seat,  and  he 
tells  me  that  man  is  a  grand  man.  I  have  another 
letter  from  another  party  in  Somerville,  citing  three 
cases  that,  if  I  were  connected  with  them  and  were 
responsible  for  the  distress  and  suffering  which 
came  because  of  my  inactivity,  as  a  busybody,  so 
to  speak,  as  the  Associated  Charities  has  been, 
would  make  me  hang  my  head  in  shame.  Just  a 
word  about  the  communication  that  has  been 
read  here  concerning  the  use  of  public  buildings 
by  the  Associated  Charities.  Do  the  members 
know  that  the  Associated  Charities,  who  do  not, 
according  to  their  report,  give  one  dollar’s  worth 
of  aid  to  unfortunates  out  of  the  $48,000  con¬ 
tributed,  occupy  more  floor  space  in  the  Chardon 
street  building  than  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor, 
who  spend  more  than  $300,000  a  year  in  relief? 
Do  you  know,  gentlemen,  that  there  are  large 
charitable  societies  in  this  town — one,  St.  Vincent 
de  Paul  Society  and  another  the  Jewish  Federa¬ 
tion — who  do  not  seek  aid  of  the  Associated  Chari¬ 
ties  or  give  them  information.  The  Providence 
Society  and  the  Roxbury  Charitable  give  and 
interchange  information  concerning  people  with 
the  Associated  Charities.  I  only  wish  there  might 
be  some  law  that,  would  compel  the  Associated 
Charities  to  destroy  every  single  slip  of  paper  with 
the.  record  upon  it  concerning  the  unfortunate 
position  of  any  man  or  woman  in  the  community.

CITY  COUNCIL 


It  has  been  suggested  that  they  be  not  allowed 
to  keep  the  report  they  get  after  investigating, 
unless  they  render  aid.  Why  should  the  Associ¬ 
ated  Charities,  a  private  concern,  have  a  right  to  go 
to  your  closet  or  mine  and  take  out  skeletons  and 
rattle  their  bones  over  the  pavements  of  the  City 
of  Boston?  Why  should  they  be  allowed  to  cap-' 
italize  other  people’s  misfortunes?  As  I  have 
said,  they  glory  in  it.  We  see  women  with  $50 
hats  going  in  automobiles  to  the  houses  of  poor 
families  where  there  is  some  one  unfortunate  or 
defective.  This  talk  of  handling  unfortunates, 
poor  and  criminals,  in  a  scientific  manner,  is  getting 
close  to  the  line.  The  public  is  getting  aroused 
over  it.  You  go  to  your  State  Board  of  Charity 
and  you  find  there  enumerated  the  names  brought 
to  the  attention  of  the  Associated  Charities.  You 
go  to  your  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty 
to  Children  or  the  Children’s  Aid  Society  and  you 
find  there  interlocking  directors.  Let  me  say 
this,  Mr.  President  and  fellow  members,  I  read 
considerably.  I  may  not  appear  to  be  as  intelligent 
as  the  majority  of  the  members  of  this  Board.  I 
am  not  as  well  equipped  mentally  as  many  here. 
I  know  I  have  not  the  education  that  many  of  you 
have,  as  far  as  actual  schooling  is  concerned.  But 
I  have  had  an  experience  covering  over  twenty- 
eight  years  in  Boston — I  will  say  twenty-five 
years,  which  brings  me  back  to  the  age  of  seven¬ 
teen.  From  seventeen  until  this  tijpe  I  have  had 
a  daily  experience  equal  to  that  of  any  man  in 
Boston  as  to  all  sides  of  life — poverty,  success  and 
all  things  that  go  to  make  up  life.  I  do  not  take 
a  back  seat,  so  far  as  the  school  of  hard  knocks 
and  bona  fide  experience  is  concerned,  from  any 
man  in  this  body  or  in  the  City  of  Boston.  Thank 
God,  I  have  been  able  to  withstand  the  pressure. 
Thank  God,  I  have  not  been  one  who  has  been  a 
slave  to  drink.  If  I  had  been  unfortunate  in  that 
respect,  had  shown  poor  judgment  in  the  past,  I 
would  to-day  be  a  human  wreck,  probably  seeking 
aid  at  the  hands  of  Mr.  Calley  at  the  Hawkins 
Street  Home.  I  thank  God  that  I  have  been  able 
to  withstand  the  temptation  to  do  things  that 
would  not  be  to  my  credit.  I  sympathize  with  the 
most  common  wreck  who  walks  the  street.  My 
heart  goes  out  to  the  man  who  serves  twenty-five 
years  in  States  Prison  for  the  most  horrible  crimes 
and  who  comes  out  to  start  life  anew.  I  have  a 
little  of  thfc  Christian  spirit  in  my  body,  thank 
God,  so  that  I  do  not  turn  my  back  on  any  man 
who  appeals  to  me  for  assistance,  although  my 
means  are  limited.  I  am  proud  of  the  fact  that 
that  is  so.  The  proudest  moment  of  my  life  is 
when  my  fellowman  comes  to  me  in  rags,  perhaps 
under  the  influence  of  liquor,  or  sober,  hungry, 
perhaps  disease-ridden,  and  asks  me  for  advice  or 
some  other  help.  I  am  proud  of  it.  It  is  the 
proudest  moment  of  my  life  when  I  know  that  my 
fellowman,  no  matter  how  far  down  he  has  gone 
on  the  ladder  of  life,  comes  to  me  at  least  for  a 
kind  word.  Good  friends,  I  am  going  to  hammer 
away  at  this  proposition  until  the  public  is  aroused. 
It  is  unfortunate  that  I  must  take  the  time  of  the 
newspaper  men  and  of  the  members  of  this  body, 
but  I  intend  to  bring  about  some  reform,  if  possible. 
While  I  know  that  we  have  no  legal  rights  to 
interfere  with  their  workings,  nevertheless,  my 
position  here  at  least  gives  an  official  stamp  to  my 
statement,  and  that  is  my  purpose.  The  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Board,  I  know,  will  bear  with  me. 
Each  member,  from  the  President  down  the  line 
on  each  side,  I  do  not  omit  one,  knows  in  the 
bottom  of  his  heart  that  conditions  are  wrong. 
You  know  to-day  that  an  unfortunate  is  not  given 
the  chance  that  a  dog  is  given  in  this  city  or  in 
any  other  city."  Think  of  it!  They  hold  their 
meetings  in  regard  to  child  hygiene  and  tell  about 
the  terrible  infant  mortality,  that  children  are 
dying  very  early  in  life.  They  claim  to  be  trying 
to  produce  means  to  keep  them  alive,  and  yet 
when  people  in  bad  circumstances  from  the  very 
same  homes  go  to  them  for  assistance,  where  there 
is  perhaps  trouble  from  the  husband  drinking  or 
something  of  the  sort,  they  advise  them  in  the 
same  breath,  "Keep  your  family  small.”  Such 
bunk,  such  buncomb!  They  ought  to  be  arrested 
for  giving  such  advice.  The  religious  sect  of 
which  I  am  a  member  is  opposed  to  taking  the 
lives  of  children  at  any  period.  It  does  not  wait 
until  they  get  to  the  cradle  to  protect  them,  but 
from  the  very  moment  that  conception  takes  place 
it  protects  them.  I  want  to  ask  the  Associated 
Charities  by  what  standard  of  Christianity  and 
morality  do  you  send  your  unpaid  workers  and 
your  paid  workers  into  the  homes  of  people  who 
agree  with  me  and  worship  at  the  same  altar 


that  I  do  and  advise  them  to  keep  their  families 
small?  You  have  got  to  reckon  sooner  or  later 
with  every  Christian  man,  woman  and  child  in 
Boston.  You  have  got  to  stop  advising  people 
to  do  something  that  you  preach  against  in  other 
cases.  You  have  to  begin  your  moral  conduct 
with  yourselves;  you  have  got  to  stop  your  muck 
raking  with  the  unfortunates;  you  have  got  to 
stop  exploiting  the  unfortunate  mothers  of  this 
city;  you  have  got  to  live  a  proper  life  or  you  are 
going  to  be  judged  by  your  conduct  hereafter. 
Thank  God,  I  have  the  fear  of  God  in  my  heart. 
Thank  God,  I  believe,  as  I  am  here,  that  every 
mean  act  I  deliberately  commit  I  must  atone  for 
later;  and  the  sooner  the  Associated  Charities  and 
their  coworkers,  their  paid  workers  and  unpaid 
workers,  the  volunteers,  recognize  that  the  sooner 
life  on  this  earth  will  be  such  as  the  Creator  in¬ 
tended.  I  have  talked  longer  than  I  intended, 
but  I  could  talk  on  this  subject  all  night.  If  it 
were  not  for  my  good  wife,  my  daughter,  my 
father  and  mother,  I  would  devote  my  future  life 
to  going  right  down  into  the  muck  and  mud  and 
helping  every  unfortunate  I  could.  I  am  proud 
of  my  feeling  towards  the  unfortunates;  I  am 
proud  of  it;  it  is  a  work  that  I  like  to  do;  and  the 
sooner  some  of  these  philanthropic  individuals, 
these  people  of  large  means,  who  like  to  exploit 
the  unfortunates,  get  a  little  breath  of  the  true 
Christian  spirit  blown  into  their  souls  the  better, 
and  the  less  trouble  and  hardship  you  will  find  in 
our  community.  I  am  perfectly  satisfied  to  have 
this  resolution  placed  on  file.  I  must  refer  again 
to  the  fact  that  later  on  I  intend  to  find  out 
whether  or  not  the  City  of  Boston,  which  is 
crowded  for  room,  must  continue  to  foster  and  keep 

\  at  the  Chardon  street  or  charity  building ,  so  called , 
a  society  that,  according  to  its  own  records,  does 
not  spend  more  than  $500  a  year,  out  of  $48,000 
contributed  to  it,  to  benefit  or  help  the  unfortu¬ 
nates. 

Coun.  COLEMAN — Mr.  President,  I  would 
simply  like  to  say  that  the  letter  to  which  my  friend 
the  councilor  who  has  just  spoken  referred,  was 
placed  in  his  hands  with  permission  to  use  it,  if 
he  so  elected,  and  that  he  could  have  used  the 
letter,  could  have  presented  it  to  the  Council  and 
have  had  it  spread  on  the  record.  I  would  have 
done  that  myself  were  it  not  for  the  fact  that  the 
statements  in  the  letter  are  simply  a  corroboration 
practically  of  what  the  councilor  has  already 
said,  and  therefore  we  were  given  no  additional 
information.  The  only  other  point  I  would  like 
to  make  is  this.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  coun¬ 
cilor  is  so  sweeping  and  drastic  in  his  criticisms, 
evidently  intending  to  push  the  matter  to  action, 
I  think  the  very  least  we  ( can  do  as  a  Council, 
before  we  give  very  much  more  public  discussion 
to  the  matter,  is  to  invite  the  officials  of  the 
Associated  Charities  here  and  also  the  public 
officials  of  the  city  interested  in  similar  work, 
and  have  a  conference  with  them,  finding  out  what 
the  facts  are  and  seeing  whether  they  are  entitled 
to  the  space  they  are  using  in  the  city’s  buildings, 
or  whether  they  are  getting  too  much  space. 
It  seems  to  me  we  owe  it  to  them  to  get  that  side 
of  the  case  before  we  spend  too  much  time  in 
bringing  these  charges  against  them. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  for  the 
information  of  the  councilor  who  has  just  taken 
his  seat,  I  will  say  that  I  intend  to  present  an  order 
at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Council  to  bring  them 
up  here  to  give  us  more  light. 

The  report  was  accepted.

AID  FOR  UNFORTUNATE  FAMILY. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  ask  unani¬ 
mous  consent  to  make  a  statement. 

President  McDONALD — If  there  are  no  objec¬ 
tions  you  may  proceed,  Coun.  Watson. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  while  I  was 
passing  around  compliments  in  regard  to  the 
assistance  given  to  the  couple  in  whom  I  am  inter- 
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ested — one  of  the  many  unfortunate  couples  in 
whom  I  am  interested — I  failed  to  pay  a  tribute 
which  I  now  desire  to  spread  on  the  records. 
I  wish  to  say  that  each  member  of  the  Council, 
the  City  Clerk,  the  City  Messenger  and  some 
others,  have  contributed  enough — $20 — to  set 
these  people  up  in  a  little  home  for  a  month  and 
give  them  a  fresh  start  in  life.  I  wish  to  give 
those  who  have  so  contributed  credit  for  it. 


MUNICIPAL  ELECTION. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE  offered  an  order — That 
meetings  of  the  male  citizens  of  this  city  qualified 
to  vote  for  city  officers  be  held  in  the  several 
polling  places  designated  for  the  purpose  by  the 
Board  of  Election  Commissioners,  on  Tuesday, 
the  fifteenth  day  of  December,  1914,  to  give  in 
their  votes  for  three  members  of  the  City  Council, 
and  for  two  members  of  the  School  Committee;

Ordered,  That  the  City  Clerk  be  directed  to 
give  notice  of  said  meetings  by  advertising  the 
same  as  required  by  law. 

Passed. 


BATH  HOUSE,  OLD  STATION  6. 

Coun.  KENNY  offered  an  order — That  the 
Superintendent  of  Public  Buildings  be  requested, 
through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  furnish  the  City 
Council  with  an  estimate  of  the  cost  of  putting 
the  building  soon  to  be  vacated  and  now  occupied 
for  Police  Station  6  in  condition  for  use  as  a 
public  bath  house,  and  of  furnishing  equipment 
therefor  substantially  similar  to  that  of  the 
Dover  Street  Bath  House. 

Coun.  KENNY — Mr.  President,  I  offer  that 
order  for  this  reason.  The  old  Police  Station  6, 
which  for  a  great  many  years  was  located  on 
Broadway,  between  C  and  D  streets,  is  about  to 
be  removed  or  vacated,  and  the  officials  are 
about  to  occupy  the  new  station  on  B  street, 
thus  leaving  the  old  building  in  the  hands  of  the 
city.  The  people  of  that  part  of  South  Boston 
are  without  any  public  accommodations  what¬ 
ever  for  bathing,  such  facilities  as  are  given  to 
people  at  Dover  street  and  in  the  new  building 
on  the  hill.  It  seems  to  me  the  city  might  well 
consider  changing  that  old  building  into  a  building 
fitted  up  with  bathing  facilities  for  the  people 
of  that  section  of  the  city.  With  that  in  view  I 
offer  the  order.

Public  Works  Commissioner  L.  K.  Rourke  and 
Corporation  Counsel  John  A.  Sullivan,  on  behalf 
of  the  City  of  Boston,  explained  the  proposed  con¬ 
tract  and  showed  its  advantages  in  the  matter  of 
price,  illumination,  and  chances  from  time  to  time 
to  get  a  reduction  in  price  because  of  improvements 
in  the  art,  as  compared  with  the  old  contract. 

Mr.  Howard  Whitmore,  executive  secretary  of 
the  United  Improvement  Association,  submitted 
the  following:

The  United  Improvement  Association,  upon  the 
recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Streets,  has 
voted  to  urge  the  City  Council  to  approve  the 
proposed  street  lighting  contract  between  the  City 
of  Boston  and  the  Edison  Electric  Illuminating 
Company  which,  in  its  new  form,  contains  the 
provision  specifically  recommended  by  this  associa¬ 
tion  in  its  report  to  the  City  Council  of  April  29, 
1914,  namely,  that  the  Board  of  GaS  and  Electric 
Light  Commissioners  shall  investigate  and  decide 
whether  the  prices  named  in  said  contract  are  fair.

Mr.  Amasa  C.  Gould,  representing  the  Boston 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  submitted  the  following: 

Boston  Chamber  of  Commerce, 

177  Milk  Street,  December  1,  1914. 

To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council: 

The  Boston  Chamber  of  Commerce,  through  its 
Committee  on  Municipal  and  Metropolitan  Affairs, 
desires  to  take  the  occasion  of  the  public  hearing 
on  December  1,  assigned  for  the  consideration  of 
the  proposed  new  contract  for  lighting  the  streets 
of  Boston  with  electricity,  to  record  its  approval 
of  the  form  of  contract  with  the  Edison  Electric 
Illuminating  Company  submitted  to  your  honor¬ 
able  body  by  the  Mayor  on  November  18,  provided 
the  same  is  dated  back  to  July  1,  1914,  and  the 
new  prices  made  effective  from  that  date. 


This  draft  of  the  contract  incorporates  the 
various  suggestions,  including  compulsory  arbi¬ 
tration  of  the  fairness  of  prices  at  the  end  of  five 
years,  a  definite  and  stated  method  of  measuring 
candle  power,  and  sundry  changes  in  the  wording 
of  the  contract,  urged  by  the  committee  as  desirable 
before  the  approval  of  the  contract  by  the  City 
Council,  as  described  in  detail  in  the  supplementary 
report  (dated  October  21,  1914)  submitted  to 
your  honorable  body,  upon  request,  by  the  Boston 
Chamber  of  Commerce.  The  only  recommen¬ 
dation  in  this  report  not  adopted  in  the  form  of 
contract  now  under  consideration  is  that  for  ante¬ 
dating  the  contract  to  July  1,  1914,  and  the  com¬ 
mittee  is  still  of  the  opinion,  as  expressed  in  its 
report,  that  the  city  should  have  the  benefit  of  the 
reduced  prices  therein  provided  from  that  date.

In  regard  to  the  suggestion  that  the  contract  be 
dated  back  to  July  1,  Corporation  Counsel  Sul¬ 
livan  stated  that  there  were  legal  difficulties  in 
the  way  of  doing  this,  but  that  there  was  still 
reasonable  hope  that  that  would  be  the  practical 
outcome  of  the  negotiations  between  the  city  and 
the  company. 

Coun.  Coulthurst  feared  that  there  might  under 
the  wording  of  the  contract  be  difficulties  in  the 
way  later  of  the  city  getting,  if  it  wished  them,  the 
4.4-ampere  lights  which  had  been  worked  success¬ 
fully  in  various  places,  instead  of  6- ampere  lights; 
but  Mr.  F.  M.  Ives,  representing  the  Edison 
Company,  said  that  undoubtedly  the  only  objec¬ 
tion  made  by  the  company  would  be  to  a  change 
which  reduced  the  candle  power  furnished  to  the 
city  under  the  contract,  and  that  any  proposition 
which  did  not  do  this  could  probably  be  worked 
out  without  difficulty. 

Messrs.  H.  M.  Comerford  of  the  Steamfitters 
and  Electrical  Workers,  Jonathan  Perry,  Michael 
Birmingham  of  the  Electrical  Workers  and  James 
Fee  of.  Engineers  and  Firemen’s  Local  559, 
representing  union  labor,  approved  the  contract 
as  one  that  was  in  the  interests  of  the  citizens, 
but  regretted  the  stand  taken  by  the  company 
toward  union  labor.  They  all  deplored  the  fact 
that  at  present  a  man  applying  for  work  with  the 
company  has  to  state  on  the  blank  he  fills  out 
whether  he  is  or  is  not  a  union  man,  the  only 
possible  object  of  such  a  requirement  being  to 
discriminate  against  union  labor.  Mr.  Birming¬ 
ham  strongly  regretted  the  fact  that  Mr.  Edgar, 
the  president  of  the  company,  had  been  unwilling 
to  receive  a  deputation  which,  regardless  of  union 
matters,  wished  to  place  before  him  certain  things 
which  might  eliminate  danger  to  the  men  and 
result  in  economies  to  the  company,  and  there 
was  a  feeling  that  any  employees  wffio  appeared  at 
hearings  like  these  did  so  at  their  own  risk. 

It  was  stated  by  several  of  the  councilors  present 
that  the  Council  had  done  its  utmost  to  remove 
the  objectionable  features  as  far  as  labor  was  con¬ 
cerned,  and  that  there  is  still  a  hope,  through  the 
Mayor  and  the  City  Council,  that  the  requirements 
referred  to  in  filling  out  applications  for  employ¬ 
ment  would  be  done  away  with.  Mr.  J.  A.  Nash 
of  the  Engineers’  Union  felt  that  there  should  be 
competition  in  Boston;  that  it  wmuld  result  in 
lower  prices  and  greater  satisfaction;  but  he 
admitted  that  the  contract  is  better  than  the  one 
preceding  it. 

Nobody  opposed  the  contract  as  a  whole. 

This  closed  the  hearing,  and  the  City  Council 
adjourned  to  meet  on  Monday,  December  7,  at 
three  o’clock  p.  m.

Voted,  That  the  communication  of  the  City 
Council  be  respectfully  acknowledged,  and  that  it 
be  advised  that,  after  much  consideration  and 
some  tentative  investigation,  it  is  the  conclusion 
of  the  Planning  Board  that  it  is  not  possible  to 
make  piecemeal  recommendations  in  regard  to 
the  market  situation  in  Boston.  It  is  the  opinion 
of  the  Board  that  the  only  report  which  would  be 
of  value  is  one  which  would  involve  the  whole 
question  of  whether  the  aim  should  be  to  bring 
the  producer  directly  in  contact  with  the  con¬ 
sumer  by  cutting  out  all  middlemen;  whether  the 
creation  of  new  city  markets  on  a  large  scale  is 
demanded  or  would  greatly  help  the  situation; 
the  method  by  which  food  supplies  are  brought 
into  the  city  and  how  they  are  ultimately  delivered 
to  the  consumers,  which  means  a  study  of  the  proper 
scope  and  limitation  of  itinerant  vending;  how 
far  the  development  of  cooperation  would  help; 
and  whether,  or  how  far,  it  can  be  stimulated  by 
public  action. 

It  is  therefore  the  purpose  of  the  Planning 
Board,  unless  otherwise  directed,  to  call  together

Gentlemen, — Complying  with  your  request 
would  say  that  the  most  desirable  division  of  the 
city,  for  the  purpose  of  taxation,  would  be  to  make 
an  equal  number  of  wards  and  assessment  districts. 
Such  a  division  would  simplify  the  work  of  the 
assessors,  affording  an  easy  method  of  record  and 
description.  The  department  would  save  time 
and  money.  As  it  is  impossible  under  the  present 
law  to  bring  about  such  equal  assessment  districts 
and  wards — chapter  676  of  the  Acts  of  1914,  pro¬ 
viding  that  the  wards  must  be  divided  upon  a 
basis  of  the  number  of  registered  voters- — we  beg 
to  submit  that  the  assessors  be  granted  the  author¬ 
ity  to  divide  the  city  into  convenient  assessment 
districts,  irrespective  of  wards. 


Under  chapter  115  of  the  Acts  of  1889  the 
assessors  may  divide  any  ward  into  convenient 
assessment  districts.  If  the  ward  limitation  were 
removed  and  the  assessors  allowed  to  divide  the 
city  into  assessment  districts,  so  that  the  work 
might  be  easily  apportioned,  it  would  prove  of 
much  benefit  to  the  department,  and  we  earnestly 
suggest  that  we  be  granted  such  authority. 

We  recommend,  therefore,  that  the  City  Council 
petition  the  Legislature  to  amend  chapter  115  of 
the  Acts  of  1889  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

“Chapter  115  of  the  Acts  of  1889  is  hereby 
amended  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof  the  follow¬ 
ing  words:  ‘The  assessors  of  the  City  of  Boston 
may  in  any  year  divide  said  city  into  convenient 
assessment  districts.’  ” 

We  recognize  the  fact  that  you  are  controlled 
entirely  in  your  labor  by  section  216  of  chapter  835, 
Acts  of  1913,  and  amendments  thereto,  and  that 
said  section  provides  for  a  purely  political  division, 
and  you  are  confined  to  a  well-defined  limit  to 
each  ward  and  an  equal  number  of  voters. 

We  realize  that  the  downtown  wards  lacking 
the  number  of  voters  must  be  merged,  making 
larger  wards;  and  that  the  suburban  wards — like 
Dorchester,  West  Roxbury  and  Brighton — should 
be  subdivided  and  made  smaller.  Anticipating, 
as  we  do,  the  future  growth  of  the  city  your  work 
will  assist  us  a  great  deal,  because  we  will  have 
better  defined  units  of  wards  than  at  present.

REORGANIZATION  OF  HEALTH 
DEPARTMENT. 

The  following  was  received:

I  hereby  submit  an  ordinance  for  the  reorganiza¬ 
tion  of  the  Health  Department  and  respectfully 
recommend  its  passage. 

I  believe  that  the  department  cannot  attain  the 
efficiency  which  is  required  in  the  public  interest 
until  it  is  put  in  charge  of  a  single  officer,  who  may 
be  held  solely  responsible  for  the  conduct  of  the 
department.  This  principle  has  been  recognized 
in  the  reorganization  of  the  State  Board  of  Health 
and  has  been  approved  by  the  leading  members  of 
the  medical  profession.

An  Ordinance  to  Reorganize  the  Health  Depart¬ 
ment. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  etc. : 

Section  1.  The  health  department  shall  be 
under  the  charge  and  control  of  a  Health  Commis¬ 
sioner,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor  under 
the  provisions  of  sections  nine  and  ten  of  chapter 
four  hundred  and  eighty-six  of  the  Acts  of  the  year 
1909,  and  who  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of 
seventy-five  hundred  dollars. 
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Sect.  2.  The  Health  Commissioner  shall  exer¬ 
cise  the  powers  and  perform  the  duties  conferred 
or  imposed  by  law  upon  the  Board  of  Health  of  the 
City  of  Boston  or  upon  the  chairman  thereof. 

Sect.  3.  The  Health  Commissioner  shall  estab¬ 
lish  the  following  divisions  of  the  health  depart¬ 
ment:  Medical  division,  sanitary  division,  food 
inspection  division,  clerical  division  and  quarantine 
division.  Each  division  shall  be  in  charge  of  a 
deputy  commissioner,  qualified  by  education,  train¬ 
ing  or  experience,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Health  Commissioner.  The  salaries  of  the  deputy 
commissioners  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Health  Com¬ 
missioner  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Mayor. 

Sect.  4.  All  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances 
inconsistent  herewith  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sect.  5.  The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  relat¬ 
ing  to  the  appointment  of  the  Health  Commis¬ 
sioner  shall  take  effect  upon,  its  passage  and  all 
other  provisions  shall  take  effect  when  such  appoint¬ 
ment  becomes  operative.

Abolishing  the  Quarantine  Service  of  the  Board  of 
Health. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  All  the  powers  and  duties  of  the 
Board  of  Health  relative  to  the  maintenance  of  the 
quarantine  service  in  the  port  of  Boston  shall  be 
abolished  upon  the  transfer  to  the  United  States  of 
America  of  the  property  used  in  said  service. 


Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  and 
hereby  is  authorized  in  the  name  and  behalf  of  the 
city  to  convey  to  the  United  States  of  America  for 
quarantine  purposes,  by  a  suitable  quitclaim  deed, 
the  island  in  Boston  Harbor  known  as  Gallop’s 
Island,  together  with  the  buildings  thereon  and  all 
other  property  used  in  connection  with  the  quar¬ 
antine  service  hitherto  performed  by  the  city, 
upon  such  terms  as  may  be  agreed  upon  between 
the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston  and  the  Secretary 
of  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States,  such  con¬ 
veyance  to  be  made  upon  the  condition  that  the 
United  States  shall,  upon  reasonable  terms  and 
conditions,  receive  for  treatment  upon  said  island 
persons  afflicted  with  smallpox  or  other  quaran- 
tinable  diseases  who  may  be  sent  thereto  by  the 
City  of  Boston. 

The  message  was  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee. 

Later  in  the  session  Coun.  KENNY  said: 

Mr.  President,  I  move  a  reconsideration  of  the 
reference  of  the  quarantine  matter  to  the  Execu¬ 
tive  Committee.  As  I  understand,  it  is  an  ordi¬ 
nance,  and  I  therefore  ask  to  have  it  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Ordinances. 

Reference  to  the  Executive  Committee  was 
reconsidered  and,  on  motion  of  Coun.  Kenny,  the 
ordinance  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Ordinances. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  it  seems  to  me 
a  little  late  to  take  that  action.  I  don’t  see  why 
the  ordinance  cannot  be  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee  and  reported  back  and  we  can  then 
refer  it,  if  necessary,  to  the  Committee  on  Ordi¬ 
nances.  I  think  the  councilor  was  absent  from 
a  little  meeting  we  had  to-day.  Every  other 
member  of  the  Council  was  present,  and  heard 
Surgeon  General  Blue,  and  the  chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Health  explain  the  matter  thoroughly. 
Perhaps  the  gentleman  will  not  want  it  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Ordinances  after  he  has  heard 
the  facts  in  executive  session.  If,  however,  he  is 
not  then  satisfied  I  shall  be  perfectly  willing  to 
have  the  matter  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Ordinances.  I  now  move  reconsideration  of  the 
last  vote  whereby  it  was  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Ordinances.

SPUR  TRACK,  MEDFORD  STREET. 

The  following  was  received: 

Boston  Finance  Commission, 

December  21,  1914. 
To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, —  The  Finance  Commission  submits 
its  report,  as  requested  by  your  honorable  body,  on 
the  offer  made  by  William  A.  Gaston  et  al.,  trustees, 
of  $250  for  the  perpetual  right  to  lay,  maintain  and 
use  a  spur  track  from  the  Boston  &  Lowell  Railroad 
across  the  dock  and  land  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
used  as  a  yard  and  situated  on  Medford  street, 
Charlestown. 

The  area  of  the  land  and  dock  is  44,530  square 
feet. 

The  assessed  value  of  the  land,  exclusive  of  build¬ 
ings,  is  $37,200. 

The  approximate  value  per  square  foot  is  83  ^ 
cents. 

The  area  of  the  strip  of  land  which  is  to  be  used 
by  the  proposed  spur  track  is  1,500  square  feet. 

The  land  borders  on  navigable  water  and  the 
Boston  &  Lowell  Railroad.  It  is  thus  easy  of 
access  both  by  railroad  and  by  water  and  is  specially 
adapted  for  use  as  a  city  yard  in  Charlestown. 

The  property  in  question  is  so  situated  that  none 
of  the  Medford  street  wharves  on  the  reserve  chan¬ 
nel  can  have  a  spur  track  without  crossing  it. 
There  is  another  city  yard  on  Rutherford  avenue  in 
Charlestown  which  is  without  access  to  navigable 
waters  and  a  portion  of  which  is  not  used.  This 
yard  may  be  sold  and  all  the  work  centered  in  the 
yard  on  Medford  street. 

The  City  of  Boston  will  receive,  as  payment  for 
this  perpetual  right  to  lay,  maintain  and  use  the 
spur  track,  $250,  the  right  to  use  the  track,  and  the 
increased  taxes  resulting  from  the  improvements 
to  be  made  by  William  A.  Gaston  et  al.  upon  their 
adjoining  land. 

As  the  city  property  on  Medford  street  adjoins 
the  Boston  &  Lowell  Railroad,  the  city  can  have 
an  independent  spur  track  located  more  favorably 
to  the  development  of  its  property  than  the  pro¬ 
posed  track  of  the  petitioners.  Because  of  this 
advantageous  location,  and  the  fact  that  the  sum 
of  $250  offered  is  so  small  as  compared  with  the 
total  value  of  the  property,  the  only  real  compen¬ 
sation  offered  is  the  amount  of  increased  taxes. 

With  a  spur  track  perpetually  located  on  the 
property,  and  the  right  to  use  this  track  by  parties 
other  than  the  City  of  Boston,  there  are  two 
aspects  from  which  to  consider  the  Medford 
street  property;  first,  its  retention  and  improve¬ 
ment  by  the  city,  and  second,  its  possible  sale. 

The  retention  of  the  property  may  result  in 
great  benefit  to  Boston;  for  example,  the  Sanitary 
Service  can,  if  it  is  retained,  change  the  present 
system  of  collecting  ashes  and  paper  in  Charles¬ 
town.  The  ashes  and  paper  are  now  hauled  to 
Fort  Hill  Wharf.  Approximately  50  per  cent  of 
the  cost  of  collection  and  disposal  is  on  account 
of  the  cost  of  hauling  from  Charlestown  Bridge  to 
Fort  Hill  Wharf.  If  a  scow  for  receiving  the 
ashes  and  paper  w’ere  placed  in  the  dock  at  the 
Medford  street  property,  the  following  advantages 
would  be  gained: 

1.  A  saving  in  the  collection  and  disposal  of 
refuse  of  approximately  $25,000  a  year. 

2.  A  saving  to  the  contractor  of  7,000  feet  in 
towing  barges  to  the  present  place  of  disposal. 

3.  Less  congestion  along  Atlantic  avenue  by 
city  teams. 

4.  Less  congestion  at  the  disposal  station  at 
Fort  Hill  Wharf. 

It  might  be  claimed  that  trouble  with  the  ice 
during  the  winter  would  interfere  with  this  proj¬ 
ect,  but,  owing  to  the  large  traffic  in  the  reserve 
channel,  the  possibility  of  such  trouble  is  remote. 

A  real  estate  expert  representing  the  commis¬ 
sion  has  reported  that  the  present  value  of  the 
city  property,  exclusive  of  buildings,  is  at  least 
the  assessed  valuation,  namely,  $37,200.  He 
further  says  that,  because  it  can  be  so  easily 
reached  both  by  rail  and  by  water,  a  higher  price 
might  be  obtained.  He  estimates  the  value  of  the 


same  property,  if  encumbered  by  the  perpetual 
right  to  maintain  a  spur  track,  as  petitioned  for, 
at  $18,600,  a  depreciation  of  50  per  cent. 

The  Finance  Commission  believes  that  the 
location  of  the  spur  track  petitioned  for  across  the 
Medford  street  dock  and  yard  would  result  in  the 
following  disadvantages: 

1.  A  large  financial  loss,  if  the  Sanitary  Service 
does  not  use  this  property  as  suggested,  amounting 
to  at  least  $25,000  yearly  to  the  city,  which  is  not 
offset  by  the  inducement  offered  of  extra  taxes 
and  business  resulting  from  the  development  of 
the  property  of  the  petitioners. 

2.  The  destruction  of  the  present  docking 
facilities  and  the  prevention  of  its  full  develop¬ 
ment  in  future  for  other  city  purposes. 

3.  If  the  City  of  Boston  ever  sold  the  property 
encumbered  with  this  spur  track,  it  would  not 
receive  anything  like  its  present  value. 

4.  The  granting  of  the  franchise  might  prevent 
the  full  development  of  all  the  property  bordering 
on  the  south  reserve  channel  of  the  Mystic  river 
on  Medford  street,  between  the  property  of  the 
petitioners  and  Chelsea  Bridge,  unless  provisions 
were  made  to  extend  the  track  across  all  the 
properties. 

The  Finance  Commission  recommends: 

1.  That  the  petition  of  William  A.  Gaston 
et  al.  for  the  right  to  lay,  maintain  and  use  a  spur 
track  across  the  city  land  and  dock  on  Medford 
street,  Charlestown,  be  not  granted. 

2.  That  if  it  becomes  necessary  for  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  the  port  of  Boston  that  spur  track  privi¬ 
leges  be  given  on  this  property,  the  city  should 
sell  its  yard  and  wharf,  rather  than  spoil  it  by 
granting  this  franchise  across  its  land  and  dock. 

3.  That  if  it  becomes  essential  that  this  yard 
should  be  sold  for  the  development  of  the  adjoin¬ 
ing  properties  on  the  Medford  street  waterfront, 
the  city  should  ask  a  fair  market  value,  and  not  an 
exorbitant  price  which  a  private  owner  might 
demand  who  realized  the  peculiar  advantages 
which  its  location  affords. 

4.  That  if  the  property  be  not  sold,  the  Public 
Works  Department  should  consider  the  use  of  the 
yard  and  wharf  for  the  Sanitary  Service  of  the 
Charlestown  district,  as  suggested  in  this  report.

The  order  was  given  its  first  reading  and  laid 
over  a  week  under  the  rules. 


REVISED  ORDINANCES  OF  1914. 

Coun.  KENNY — Mr.  President,  on  behalf  of 
the  Committee  on  Ordinances  I  submit  for  adop¬ 
tion  by  the  City  Council  the  Revised  Ordinances 
of  1914,  being  the  thirteenth  revision.  These  re¬ 
vised  ordinances  are  placed  before  you  in  pursuance 
of  a  vote  of  the  City  Council  of  August  24,  1914. 
This  work  was  prepared  by  the  Hon.  John  A. 
Sullivan,  Corporation  Counsel  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  and  by  the  legal  gentlemen  associated  with 
him  in  the  Law  Department,  assisted  also  by  the 
Assistant  City  Clerk  of  Boston,  and  all  under  the  . 
direction  of  the  Committee  on  Ordinances.  The 
last  revision  was  made  in  1898.  In  the  course  of 
the  past  sixteen  years  the  ordinances  have  naturally 
undergone  many  changes  by  way  of  amendment, 
addition  and  repeal.  As  heretofore  stated  to  the 
Council,  the  intended  purpose  of  the  plan  of 
revision  looked  to  the  elimination  of  all  ordinances 
and  regulations  which  have  been  in  fact  repealed 
or  rendered  obsolete  by  statute  or  changed  condi¬ 
tions,  and  to  bring  forward,  merge  and  consolidate 
all  the  ordinances  now  actually  hi  force  in  their 
proper  order,  without  unnecessary  verbiage  and 
without  altering  the  meaning  of  the  surviving  law, 
excepting  in  a  few  instances  where  the  Council 
has  now  reviewed  and  passed  upon  the  same.  In 
the  further  preparation  and  completion  of  this 
work  the  Committee  on  Ordinances  has  arranged 
to  have  printed  an  appendix  to  be  placed  at  the 
end  of  this  thirteenth  revision,  which  will  show  the 
amendments  and  eliminations  in  the  ordinances  of 
1898,  and  subsequent  ordinances,  and  also  show 
where  the  same  have  been  repealed  or  rendered 
obsolete  by  statute.  With  these  remarks  and 
extending  my  congratulations  to  the  Council  upon 
the  accomplishment  of  this  work,  I  offer  the 
ordinances  of  1914  and  move  their  adoption. 

Coun.  KENNY  submitted  the  following: 

The  Committee  on  Ordinances,  to  whom  was 
referred  November  16,  1914,  the  communication 
from  the  Corporation  Counsel  transmitting  a 
draft  of  a  revision  of  the  ordinances  of  the  City 
of  Boston,  having  considered  the  subject,  respect¬ 
fully  report  that  the  same  ought  to  pass. 

(Appended  were  the  ordinances  referred  to.) 

Report  accepted,  ordinances  as  reported  passed, 
yeas  9,  nays  0. 

Coun.  KENNY  offered  an  order — That  the 
City  Clerk  be  directed  to  have  printed  and  bound 
an  edition  of  3,000  copies  of  the  Revised  Ordi¬ 
nances  of  1914,  the  expense  to  be  charged  to  the 
appropriation  for  City  Documents;  500  copies 
to  be  distributed  under  the  direction  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Ordinances,  and  the  remaining  copies 
to  be  sold  for  the  price  of  50  cents  per  copy  by 
the  City  Messenger  under  the  direction  of  the 
Superintendent  of  Printing,  the  income  received 
from  such  sale  to  be  paid  to  the  City  Collector 
each  month,  and  to  be  credited  to  the  appropriation 
for  City  Documents. 

The  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  KENNY — Mr.  President,  you  will  observe 
from  the  wording  of  the  order  that  it  is  expected 
and  intended  that  we  shall  charge  the  citizens 
merely  the  nominal  price  of  fifty  cents  each  for 
copies  of  these  new  ordinances.  I  would  like  to  say 
in  this  connection  that  when  the  ordinances  were 
revised  sixteen  years  ago  the  city  imposed  a  charge 
of  one  dollar  each  on  those  who  desired  copies.  But 
after  a  conference  with  the  Printing  Department 
we  find  that  by  printing  3,000  copies  the  city  can 
turn  them  out  at  a  cost  of  about  fifty  cents  each. 
Therefore,  not  desiring  to  make  any  money  out  of 
it  but  with  the  idea  that  everybody  who  wishes  it 
may  have  a  copy,  we  have  set  the  price  at  fifty 
cents  each,  which  is  sufficient  to  cover  the  expense. 

The  order  was  passed. 


SOLDIERS’  RELIEF. 

Coun.  WATSON,  for  the  Committee  on  Soldiers’ 
Relief,  submitted  a  report  recommending  the 


passage  of  an  order  for  the  payment  of  aid  to 
soldiers  and  sailors  and  their  families  in  the  City  of 
Boston  for  the  month  of  December.

CITY  QUARANTINE  STATION.

I  transmit  herewith  communications  relative  to 
the  Health  Department  of  the  City  of  Boston  and 
the  quarantine  station  maintained  by  the  city.

Mayor  of  Boston: 

Dear  Sir, — The  Board  of  Health  is  of  the  opinion 
that  it  should  submit  for  your  information  (in 
connection  with  the  preparation  of  the  annual 
budget)  a  review  of  facts  with  regard  to  the  quar¬ 
antine  service  as  now  maintained  by  the  city.  In 
directing  this  subject  to  your  attention  the  Board 
desires  to  emphasize  that  it  is  not  its  purpose  to 
evade  any  responsibility.  After  careful  consid¬ 
eration  the  Board  has  arrived  at  a  definite  con¬ 
clusion  upon  the  matter,  and  believes  it  should 
place  its  findings  before  you  in  order  that  proper 
action  may  be  taken  in  the  interest  of  both  efficiency 
and  economy  and  to  safeguard  the  health  of  the 
people. 

The  Franco-Prussian  War  and  the  famine  in 
Ireland  were  the  direct  causes  of  bringing  an 
enormous  number  of  immigrants  to  this  country, 
and  it  is  the  consensus  of  opinion  on  the  part  of 
all  persons  in  a  position  to  appreciate  conditions 
that  the  ending  of  the  present  war  will  mean  an 
exodus  of  immigrants  from  all  parts  of  Europe. 
When  conditions  are  normal,  and  with  every  pos¬ 
sible  precaution  taken  by  foreign  governments, 
the  United  States  government  and  the  steamship 
companies,  the  danger  of  contagion  was  recognized 
and  every  effort  to  prevent  any  person  afflicted 
with  epidemic  disease  from  entering  the  country 
was  made.  With  the  abnormal  conditions  that 
will  prevail  in  Europe  at  the  close  of  the  war,  we 
cannot  expect  the  same  standard  of  inspection  that 
has  obtained  in  the  past.  In  addition  to  this 
situation,  the  facts  that  the  preventive  sanitary 
measures  formerly  insisted  upon  in  European 
countries  will  not  be  rigidly  enforced  and  that  the 
conditions  arising  from  the  war  will  undoubtedly 
result  in  the  creation  and  spread  of  communicable 
disease  must  be  considered.  It  is  therefore  appar¬ 
ent  that  we  must  make  every  possible  preparation 
in  advance  to  prevent  the  admission  into  this 
country  of  persons  afflicted  with  disease.  For 
your  further  information,  we  submit  herewith  a 
table  giving  the  number  of  cases  of  and  deaths 
from  cholera,  yellow  fever,  smallpox  and  plague 
reported  from  European,  South  American  and 
Asiatic  countries  from  June  27  to  December  4, 
191,4.  We  would  also  advise  you  that  a  number 
of  cases  of  smallpox  were  taken  from  one  of  the 
incoming  vessels  in  November  and  treated  at  the 
Gallop’s  Island  station. 

A  careful  study  of  these  conditions  has  forced  the 
Board  of  Health  to  the  conclusion  that  the  present 
quarantine  force  and  equipment  would  be  inade¬ 
quate  to  care  for  the  emergencies  which  are  sure 
to  present  themselves  within  the  next  few  years. 
For  example,  if  we  compelled  any  one  of  the 
larger  ships  now  entering  Boston  to  land  its 
passengers  for  examination  or  observation,  and 
if  we  were  obliged  to  maintain  them  for  any 
length  of  time,  our  station,  which  is  equipped  for 
but  five  hundred  persons,  would  fall  far  short 
of  meeting  the  situation,  as  these  ships  accommo¬ 
date  some  2,000  third-class  passengers  alone. 

It  is  generally  recognized  that  a  fully  equipped 
quarantine  station  should  have  adequate  provision 
for  boarding  and  inspection;  apparatus  for  the 
mechanical,  cleansing  of  vessels;  apparatus  for 
disinfection  by  steam,  by  sulphur,  by  formaldehyde, 
or  by  disinfecting  solutions;  a  clinical  laboratory; 
hospitals  for  contagious  and  doubtful  cases;  a 
steam  laundry;  detention  barracks  for  suspects; 
bathing  facilities;  a  crematory  and  a  proper  system 
for  the  disposal  of  sewage.  The  cost  of  equipping 
the  present  station  to  conform  to  these  require¬ 
ments  and  to  handle  the  number  of  persons  it 
will  undoubtedly  be  called  upon  to  care  for  has 
been  variously  estimated  at  from  $50,000  to  $250,- 
000,  depending  upon  the  size  of  the  plant,  the 
class  of  construction  proposed  and  its  general 
equipment. 

In  view  of  the  facts  recited  above,  in  the  interest 
of  efficiency  and  because  of  the  large  financial 
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outlay  necessary  to  bring  the  present  station  up 
to  a  proper  standard,  and  to  maintain  it  when  it  is 
properly  equipped,  the  Board  of  Health  desires 
to  be  recorded  in  favor  of  the  transfer  of  the 
Boston  Quarantine  Station  from  local  to  Federal 
control.  As  you  are  aware,  it  is  estimated  that 
from  20  to  25  per  cent  of  the  arrivals  in 
Boston  locate  here  while  the  remainder  find 
their  way  to  different  sections  of  the  country. 
This  fact  of  itself  would  warrant  the  transfer  of 
this  service  to  the  United  States  Government, 
but  in  addition  to  this  the  city  is  at  the  present 
time  in  a  position  to  receive  ample  remuneration 
for  the  present  equipment,  whereas  the  govern¬ 
ment  could,  if  it  were  so  disposed,  establish  its 
own  quarantine  station  on  any  of  the  islands  in 
the  harbor  now  under  its  control. 

To  further  support  its  position  the  Board  desires 
to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  it  is  the 
duty  of  the  United  States  Public  Health  Service 
to  make  and  enforce  regulations  to  prevent  the 
introduction  into  the  United  States  of  plague, 
cholera,  yellow  fever,  smallpox  and  all  quarantin- 
able  diseases.  The  service  is  in  touch,  through 
its  agents  and  officers,  with  all  parts  of  the  world, 
is  at  all  times  equipped  with  the  necessary  in¬ 
formation  regarding  sanitary  conditions  at  the 
different  ports,  and  it  can  take  prompt  measures 
to  prevent  the  entrance  of  any  of  these  quarantin- 
able  diseases  into  any  port  in  possession  of  the 
United  States.  The  government  has  at  the  prin¬ 
cipal  ports  medical  officers  who  examine  all 
aliens  before  they  are  allowed  to  embark;  they 
obtain  a  complete  medical  history  of  each  and 
every  individual.  Since  the  advent  of  wireless 
communication  any  suspicious  case  aboard  ship 
can  be  reported  either  to  the  local  officer  at  the 
port  of  destination  or  the  surgeon  general  in 
Washington,  after  which  necessary  measures  may 
be  taken  for  the  care  of  any  infected  ship  or 
passengers.  These  methods  are  in  vogue  at  the 
present  time  in  all  the  principal  ports  of  the 
United  States,  excepting  Boston,  New  York,  New 
Orleans  and  San  Francisco. 

The  quarantine  at  this  port  has  been  maintained 
by  the  town  and  city  since  1720.  Necessarily, 
changed  conditions  now  require  the  best  service 
obtainable  for  the  protection  of  the  inhabitants  of 
the  city  and  of  the  United  States;  and  we  believe 
that  one  central  authority  should  be  in  charge  of 
quarantine.  The  United  States  Public  Health 
Service,  through  its  offices  in  the  principal  ports 
of  this  country  and  the  world,  is  without  question 
better  equipped  than  any  other  agency  to  carry  on 
this  important  work. 

The  contention  has  been  set  forth  in  the  past  that 
the  hospitals  and  other  buildings  at  Gallop’s  Island 
should  be  retained  by  the  city  to  be  used  in  case 
of  any  serious  epidemic  or  outbreak  of  disease. 
This  argument  would  have  been  a  plausible  one  up 
to  within  the  past  year,  as  it  often  happened  that 
when  epidemics  occurred  patients  were  obliged  to  be 
sent  to  quarantine  in  order  to  furnish  them  hospital 
accommodations.  An  appropriation  is  now  avail¬ 
able  for  more  than  one  hundred  beds  at  the  South 
Department  for  the  treatment  of  communicable 
diseases,  and  the  buildings  of  the  Parental  School, 
West  Roxbury,  have  been  transferred  to  the  trus¬ 
tees  of  the  City  Hospital.  There  will  therefore  be 
ample  accommodations  to  care  for  all  patients  if  any 
serious  outbreaks  of  disease  should  occur  in  this 
city  for  years  to  come.  It  ha  s  been  a  cause  of  regret 
to  the  medical  officers  connected  with  the  depart¬ 
ment  when  they  were  obliged  to  send  cases  to  the 
quarantine  station  in  the  middle  of  winter;  this 
was  done  with  much  danger  to  the  people  so  trans¬ 
ferred. 

The  Board  of  Health  is  glad  to  now  report 
that  for  the  care  of  smallpox  we  have  a  well 
equipped  hospital  in  the  central  part  of  the  city, 
with  a  capacity  of  eighty  beds,  and  this  is  ample 
to  care  for  this  type  of  disease.  .With  the  knowl¬ 
edge  and  equipment  we  now  have  for  the  care 
and  control  of  smallpox  there  is  no  reason  why 
this  city  should  be  visited  by  any  considerable 
outbreak  or  epidemic  of  this  disease. 

The  Treasury  Department  is  authorized  by 
Acts  of  Congress,  approved  February  15,  1903, 
and  June  10,  1906,  to  accept' title  to  the  island 
and  other  equipment  now  owned  by  the  city  and 
used  in  connection  with  the  maintenance  of  a 
maritime  quarantine  station.  It  is  understood 
by  the  Board  of  Health  that  the  Treasury  Depart¬ 
ment  of  the  United  States  will  agree  and  covenant 
in  consideration  of  the  transfer  of  this  property 
to  the  following  named  conditions: 


1.  To  pay  to  the  city  a  sum  to  be  determined 
after  appraisal  of  the  above  named  property  in  a 
manner  to  be  agreed  upon. 

2.  To  agree  to  take  such  measures  with  respect 
to  the  passengers,  crews  and  cargoes  of  vessels 
arriving  as  may  be  necessary  to  prevent  the 
introduction  and  spread  not  only  of  diseases  which 
may  be  specified  as  quarantinable  by  Federal 
quarantine  regulations  but  such  other  contagious 
diseases  as  (for  example)  scarlet  fever,  measles, 
diphtheria,  cerebro-spinal  meningitis,  or  any 
other  contagious  disease  which  now  is  or  in  the 
future  may  be  declared  quarantinable  by  the 
municipal  ordinances  of  the  City  of  Boston,  and 
further  that  the  United  States  shall  make  suitable 
provisions  for  the  necessary  medical  care  and 
treatment  of  persons  removed  from  arriving  ships 
suffering  from  any  of  these  contagious  diseases; 
provided,  that  the  United  States  shall  be  reim¬ 
bursed  by  the  City  of  Boston  for  the  actual  cost 
of  care  and  treatment  of  such  persons  suffering 
from  contagious  diseases  which  may  not  be  specifi¬ 
cally  declared  to  be  quarantinable  by  the  Federal 
quarantine  regulations. 

3.  That  in  the  event  of  any  epidemic  of  con¬ 
tagious  disease  in  the  City  of  Boston,  upon  request 
of  the  duly  authorized  officials  of  the  Health  De¬ 
partment  of  the  city,  the  United  States  shall,  so 
far  as  room  may  be  available,  receive  and  furnish 
with  suitable  medical  care  and  treatment  at  the 
quarantine  station  persons  suffering  from  such 
epidemic  diseases;  provided,  that  the  United 
States  shall  be  reimbursed  by  the  City  of  Boston 
for  the  actual  cost  of  medical  care  and  treatment 
of  patients  so  received  upon  request  of  the  city 
officials,  and  further  provided,  that  the  City _  of 
Boston  shall  supply  the  means  of  transportation 
in  such  cases  to  and  from  the  city  and  the  quaran¬ 
tine  station. 

4.  That  the  United  States  shall  take  into  its 
own  service  and  employment  the  Port  Physician 
and  his  assistant  and  such  other  employees  of  the 
City  of  Boston  as  may  be  employed  by  the  city  in 
connection  with  the  maintenance  of  its  maritime 
quarantine  service  at  the  time  when  the  city 
quarantine  property  may  come  into  the  possession 
of  the  United  States. 

5.  That  upon  compliance  on  the  part  of  owners 
of  vessels  with  the  requirements  or  regulations 
definitely  to  be  prescribed  by  the  United  States, 
the  United  States  quarantine  officials  shall,  if 
requested,  board  and  examine  any  such  vessel 
whenever  it  may  arrive  at  any  hour  of  the  day  or 
night,  and  if  found  admissible,  grant  it  at  once 
free  pratique. 

6.  That  upon  obtaining  possession  of  the  Boston 
municipal  quarantine  property  the  Secretary  of 
the  Treasury  shall  at  once  take  such  steps  as  may 
be  necessary  to  provide  the  quarantine  station 
with  the  additional  accommodations  and  equip¬ 
ment  necessary  to  enable  it  to  comply  with  the 
conditions  named  herein  and  to  meet  properly  the 
needs  of  the  increasing  commerce  of  the  port. 

Among  other  stipulations  which  might  be  insisted 
upon  when  the  transfer  is  made  are  the  following. 
These  would  be  incorporated  by  the  Board  of 
Health  to  insure  the  least  possible  delay  in  the 
landing  of  merchandise. 

7.  To  provide  at  the  Boston  Federal  quaran¬ 
tine  station  the  detention  accommodations  neces¬ 
sary  to  properly  house  and  care  for,  at  any  season 
of  the  year,  the  maximum  combined  steerage  and 
second-class  cabin  capacity  of  one  of  the  larger 
ships  now  engaged  in  the  Boston  passenger  _  trade 
(approximately  2,200  people  of  both  sexes)  in  the 
event  it  should  be  found  necessary  to  hold  such 
passengers  at  quarantine  for  purposes  of  examina¬ 
tion  or  observation. 

8.  To  supply  the  necessary  laboratory  staff  and 
laboratory  equipment  to  care  for  examinations  so 
that  no  delays  will  be  due  to  this  cause. 

9.  To  make  necessary  regulations  so  that  if  in 
the  event  of  the  arrival  of  a  ship  there  is  found 
among  the  passengers  a  suspected  case  (for  ex¬ 
ample)  of  cholera  or  smallpox  or  typhus  fever  the 
Federal  quarantine  officer  in  charge  of  the  service 
will  have  complete  authority  to  determine  whether 
the  ship  itself  must  be  held  at  quarantine  or  that 
the  passengers  whom  it  may  be  necessary  to  ex¬ 
amine  or  observe  may  be  removed  to  the  quaran¬ 
tine  station,  so  that  the  matter  need  not  be  referred 
to  Washington. 

10.  To  supply  at  Boston,  for  the  purpose  of 
transferring  from  ships  to  the  quarantine  station,  a 
transfer  boat  having  a  lawful  passenger  capacity  of 
at  least  200  people  a  load. 
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11.  To  furnish  and  keep  at  this  port  a  steamer 
equipped  with  a  coal-gas  disinfecting  apparatus  so 
as  to  enable  the  disinfection  of  a  loaded  ship  for  the 
purpose  of  killing  rats,  without  injuring  or  removing 
cargo. 

12.  To  provide  an  adequate  staff  of  quarantine 
officers,  with  a  view  to  preventing  delays  in  the 
inspection  of  arriving  ships. 

13.  To  continue  the  present  exemption  from 
quarantine  inspection  at  Boston  of  steamers  from 
ports  of  New  Brunswick,  Nova  Scotia,  Prince 
Edward  Island,  Newfoundland  and  Labrador. 

14.  To  put  into  effect  at  ports  of  departure  such 
sanitary  precautions,  in  the  event  of  an  outbreak  of 
epidemic  disease  in  any  of  these  provinces,  as  would 
still  exempt  vessels  leaving  these  ports  from 
quarantine  examination  on  arrival  at  Boston. 

The  Board  of  Health  respectfully  submits  these 
facts  to  your  Honor  and  believes  that  it  would  be 
in  the  public  interest  if  the  City  Council  authorized 
the  transfer  of  Gallop’s  Island  and  all  equipment 
used  In  the  quarantine  service  to  the  Treasury 
Department  of  the  United  States.

To  His  Honor  James  M.  Curley, 

Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston: 

Sir,— At  a  meeting  on  December  22,  1914,  the 
executive  committees  of  the  Suffolk  District  and 
of  the  Norfolk  District  of  the  Massachusetts 
Medical  Society  and  of  the  Boston  Homoeopathic 
Medical  Society,  acting  jointly  for  their  respective 
societies,  passed  the  following  resolutions  and 


recommendations  unanimously.  These  societies 
together  have  a  membership  of  about  1,400 
physicians,  oi  which  more  than  1,000  are  residents 
of  and  practitioners  of  medicine  in  the  City  of 
Boston. 

Resolved,  That  the  best  interests  of  the  citizens 
oi  Boston  demand  a  reorganization  of  the  Health 
Department.  The  plan  of  a  Health  Commissioner, 
as  a  single  officer  responsible  for  the  work  of  the 
department,  would  in  our  opinion  be  the  most 
satisfactory  solution  of  the  problem,  provided  he 
be  a  man  of  national  reputation  and  trained  in 
matters  of  public  health  and  sanitation.  The 
proposed  salary  of  seventy-five  hundred  dollars 
should  make  it  possible  to  secure  the  services  of 
such  a  man. 

We  therefore  recommend  the  passage  of  the 
proposed  ordinance,  now  under  consideration  by 
the  City  Council,  for  the  reorganization  of  the 
Health  Department. 

Since  this  ordinance  provides  for  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  a  quarantine  division,  and  since  his  Honor 
the  Mayor  has  recommended  the  transfer  of  the 
city  quarantine  station  to  the  Federal  service,  we 
feel  that  it  is  appropriate  to  express  an  opinion 
on  this  matter  also. 

It  is  our  conviction  that  the  management  of  the 
quarantine  station  by  the  Federal  authorities 
would  be  conducive  to  the  better  protection  of  the 
health  of  this  city  and  of  the  country  at  large. 

This  is  a  matter  of  the  greatest  importance  in 
view  of  the  greatly  increased  danger  to  lie  expected 
from  diseases  brought  by  immigrants  after  the 
end  of  the  European  war. 

We  therefore  indorse  the  proposition  to  transfer 
the  quarantine  station  to  the  Federal  authorities, 
and  recommend  the  amendment  in  this  particular 
of  the  ordinance  to  reorganize  the  Health  Depart¬ 
ment.

A  QUESTION  OF  PRIVILEGE. 

Coun.  COULTHURST— Mr.  President,  before 
we  proceed  to  consider  the  calendar,  I  desire  to  rise 
to  a  question  of  personal  privilege.  Upon  reading 
some  of  last  Tuesday’s  papers  I  was  somewhat 
surprised  and  almost  shocked  to  see  the  impression 
that  had  been  obtained  by  the  newspaper  men 
here  and  which  had  filtered  into  the  columns  .of 
the  Press,  that  at  the  Mayor’s  luncheon  at  the 
Parker  House  last  Monday,  at  which  Surgeon- 
General  Blue  of  the  Federal  service  was  present, 
and  at  which  the  Mayor  intimated  to  us  that  he 
proposed  to  send  to  us  again  an  ordinance  which 
would  turn  over  the  quarantine  service  to  the 
Federal  authorities,  the  seven  members  of  the 
Council  who  were  present  at  the  luncheon  had 
agreed  to  pass  the  ordinance*that  the  Mayor  was 
going  to  send  in  to  last  Monday’s  session.  Mr. 
President,  that  was  an  absolutely  erroneous  im¬ 
pression  that  was  obtained  by  the  members  of  the 
Press.  I  was  present  at  the  luncheon,  as  were 
five  members  of  the  Council  who  had  previously 
voted  against  the  ordinance  transferring  the 
quarantine  station  at  one  of  our  meetings  last 
spring.  Only  one  of  those  five  members  intimated 
that  he  was  inclined  to  change  his  mind  upon  the 
general  proposition.  None  of  the  other  four, 
except  myself,  made  any  comment  at  the  time, 
and  I  said  that  I  would  insist  upon  a  public  hear¬ 
ing,  so  there  was  no  agreement,  informal  or  other¬ 
wise,  arrived  at  at  thatr  luncheon  last  Monday, 
and  I  know  from  consultation  with  my  colleagues 
that  Messrs.  Ballantyne,  Coleman,  Attridge, 
Collins,  Kenny  and  myself  would  not  under  any 
circumstances  have  voted  for  the  passing  of  that 
ordinance  at  last  Monday[s  meeting.  The  ordi¬ 
nance  did  not  have  a  Chinaman’s  chance  to  go 
through  last  Monday,  under  any  circumstances. 
Looking  at  it  as  a  matter  of  common  sense,  it 
would  have  been  very  strange  for  us,  after  having 
previously  voted  seven  to  two,  if  I  remember 
rightly,  against  the  proposition,  after  a  public 
hearing,  to  have  changed  our  minds  completely 
and  to  have  voted  in  favor  of  the  same  proposi¬ 
tion  within  six  months,  without  giving  the  public 
or  those  who  opposed  the  ordinance  in  the  first 
place  a  chance  to  be  heard.  This  Council  does 
not  want  to  be  brought  and  should  not  be  brought 
into  disrepute  with  the  general  public  by  the 
giving  of  false  impressions  with  regard  to  its 
purposes,  and  therefore  I  simply  wish  to  spread 
upon  the  records  of  this  meeting  these  remarks 
I  have  just  made. 


TRANSFER  OF  QUARANTINE  STATION. 

The  following  was  received: 

Boston  Finance  Commission, 

December  28,  1914. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Committee  on  Ordinances: 

Gentlemen, — On  April  21,  1914,  the  Finance 
Commission  recommended  to  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee  of  the  City  Council  that  the  quarantine 
service  of  the  port  of  Boston  be  transferred  to  the 
United  States  government. 


The  commission  said  in  that  report:  “The 
service  (quarantine)  of  Boston  is  almost  if  not 
quite  as  important  to  adjacent  cities  and  towns, 
to  the  state  and  to  adjoining  states,  if  not  to  the 
entire  country,  as  it  is  to  the  port  of  Boston. 
Recent  acts  of  Congress  have  recognized  the  fact 
that  quarantine  service  is  a  matter  of  national 
concern.  The  Act  of  Congress  of  February  15, 
1893,  provides  that  ‘whenever  the  proper  authori¬ 
ties  of  a  state  shall  surrender  to  the  United  States 
the  use  of  the  buildings  and  disinfecting  apparatus 
at  a  state  quarantine  station,  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  shall  be  authorized  to  receive  them  and 
to  pay  a  reasonable  compensation  to  the  state  for 
their  use  if,  in  his  opinion,  they  are  necessary  to 
the  United  States.’  ”  Under  this  provision  various 
cities  and  states  have  transferred  their  quarantine 
functions  to  the  general  government.  The  only 
cities  of  any  importance  which  have  not  done  so 
are  New  York,  Boston  and  Baltimore. 

While  Baltimore  maintains  its  own^quarantine 
service,  the  Federal  government  also  has  a  station, 
located  at  Cape  Charles,  and  thus  has  direct  con¬ 
trol  over  all  quarantine  cases  before  the  vessels 
reach  Baltimore.  The  only  cities,  therefore,  that 
have  no  Federal  supervision  over  quarantine  cases 
are  New  York  and  Boston,  and  inasmuch  as  the 
commission  understands  that  arrangements  are 
about  to  be  perfected  for  the  transfer  of  the  city 
of  New  York  quarantine  service  to  the  Washington 
government,  Boston  will  be  the  only  city  in  the 
country  that  is  not  under  Federal  control. 

Under  the  Federal  statutes  property  belonging 
to  the  local  service,  when  transferred  to  the  United 
States,  is  paid  for  by  the  latter,  and  if  a  special 
appropriation  of  Congress  is  necessary  before  pur¬ 
chase  a  rental  is  paid  until  such  appropriation  is 
made.  Under  these  provisions  the  quarantine 
station  at  Boston,  including  the  boats  and  other 
property,  may  be  sold  to  the  United  States,  and 
the  competent  men  now  engaged  in  the  local  service 
may,  under  proper  observance  of  civil  service  rules, 
be  transferred  to  the  public  health  and  marine 
hospital  service.  The  transfer  would  make  for 
uniformity  and  efficiency  in  quarantine  work; 
would  free  the  commerce  of  Boston  from  the  pay¬ 
ment  of  quarantine  charges,  and  would  relieve  the 
city  of  a  large  expense. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  the  best  medical  authorities 
that  the  war  conditions  existing  in  Europe  will 
result  in  the  spread  of  contagious  diseases  to  the 
United  States.  Such  a  condition  in  the  near  future 
further  emphasizes  the  recommendation  made  by 
the  Finance  Commission. 

The  present  quarantine  service  of  Boston  is 
inadequate  to  cope  with  the  contagious  diseases 
which  will  soon  reach  the  port  of  Boston,  and  there 
must  be  a  large  and  immediate  expenditure  of 
money  to  equip  the  present  quarantine  service  to 
meet  this  emergency. 

The  personnel  of  the  staff  is  competent,  but  the 
service  of  the  Federal  government  would  be  better, 
because  of  the  fact  that  the  latter  would  b§  enabled 
to  work  in  unity  with  the  quarantine  service  of  the 
whole  country. 

The  Finance  Commission  repeats  its  opinion  as 
contained  in  its  report  of  April  21,  1914,  and  recom¬ 
mends  that  both  the  present  ordinance  abolishing 
the  quarantine  service  of  the  Board  of  Health,  and 
the  order  providing  for  the  transfer  of  the  quaran¬ 
tine  property  to  the  United  States  Government, 
now  pending  before  your  honorable  committee,  be 
reported  favorably.

1.  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  communi¬ 
cations  (referred  December  7)  relative  to  leasing 
of  land  446  Atlantic  avenue — recommending  that 
the  same  be  placed  on  file. 

Report  accepted;  papers  placed  on  file. 

2.  Report  on  messages  of  Mayor  and  commu¬ 
nications  (severally  referred  October  19,  November 
16  and  December  7)  concerning  sale  of  building 
located  at  114  Salem  street — -recommending  the 
passage  of  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  and  he 
hereby  is  authorized  to  sell  at  public  auction  at 
an  upset  price  of  not  less  than  seven  thousand 
five  hundred  dollars  a  parcel  of  land,  including 
building,  at  No.  114  Salem  street,  corner  Jerusalem 
place,  Ward  6,  and  upon  such  sale  his  Honor  the 
Mayor  is  hereby  authorized  in  the  name  and  behalf 
of  the  city  and  by  an  instrument  satisfactory  to 
the  Law  Department  to  convey  said  land  to  the 
purchaser  or  purchasers  thereof. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  question  came 
on  the  first  reading  and  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  ATTRIDGE — Mr.  President,  in  behalf 
of  the  committee  I  desire  to  state  that  this  land  on 
Salem  street,  which  is  used  by  the  Fire  Depart¬ 
ment  for  a  coal  station,  is  assessed  for  $4,400, 
$2,900  on  the  land  and  $1,500  on  the  building. 
The  Mayor  submitted  a  communication,  which 
was  before  the  committee,  stating  that  the  land 
should  be  sold  for  a  price  of  at  least  $5,500.  Later 
he  sent  another  communication  to  the  Council 
stating  that  in  his  opinion  the  land  was  worth  at 
least  $7,500.  Mr.  Beck,  the  real  estate  expert 
of  the  city,  says  the  city  should  get  that  much 
for  the  land,  at  that  particular  place.

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  qestion  came 
on  giving  the  order  its  first  reading  and  passage. 

Coun.  ATTRIDGE — Mr.  President,  in  behalf 
of  the  committee  I  desire  to  state  that  Mr.  John 
Beck,  the  real  estate  expert  of  the  city,  appeared 
before  the  committee  a  number  of  times  in  regard 
to  this  particular  piece  of  property.  The  land  is 
assessed  for  $1.3,600;  the  buildings  are  assessed  for 
$  1 , 100.  Mr.  Beck  said  that  the  buildings  were  prac¬ 
tically  of  no  use  for  any  purpose  whatsoever.  He  said 
the  land  might  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a 
garage  or  possibly  a  theater,  and  he  told  the  com¬ 
mittee  that  if  the  city  could  sell  the  land  and  build¬ 
ings  as  they  stand  now  for  $15,000  it  would  be  a 
good  trade  for  the  city.  That  is  the  provision  of 
the  order,  that  the  land  and  buildings  be  sold  for 
not  less  than  $15,000.  The  opinion  of  Mr.  Beck 
is  also  substantiated  and  borne  out  by  the  opinion 
of  the  assessors  of  the  City  of  Boston.

Ordered,  That  hereafter  the  cars  of  the  Union

schedule: 

From  7  a.  m.  to  7  p.  m.  no  train  consisting  of 
more  than  eight  cars  shall  be  operated  anywhere 
in  the  city.  _ 

From  5.30  to  6.30  p.  m  no  train  shall  be  operated 
on  Atlantic  avenue  between  the  northerly  line  of 
Broad  street  and  East  street. 

From  7  p.  m.  to  7  a.  m.  no  train  consisting  of 
more  than  twenty-five  cars  shall  be  operated  any¬ 
where  in  the  city. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  question  came 
on  the  passage  of  the  order: 

Coun.  KENNY — -Mr.  President,  I  am  going  to 
move  now  that  the  order  lie  over  for  one  week. 
That  will  be  in  accordance  with  the  understanding 
in  the  Committee  on  Ordinances  on  Wednesday 
last,  when  there  were  present  the  following  gentle¬ 
men:  Mr.  Fayette  S.  Curtis,  president  of  the  Union 
Freight  Railroad;  Mr.  Frank  A.  Farnham,  counsel 
for  the  Union  Freight  Railroad;  Mr.  Charles  H. 
Utley,  president  of  the  Quincy  Market  Cold 
Storage  Company;  Mr.  Alton  E.  Briggs,  executive 
secretary  of  the  Boston  Fruit  and  Produce  Ex¬ 
change;  Mr.  Frederick  H.  Smith,  treasurer  of 
Lewis  Wharf,  general  manager  of  Lewis  Wharf, 
treasurer  of  Long  Wharf  and  trustee  of  Tea  Wharf ; 
Mr.  J.  C.  Melvin,  treasurer  of  the  Clinton  Market 
Company;  Mr.  Howard  Whitmore,  an  officer  of 
the  United  Improvement  Association,  and  many 
others.  The  Committee  on  Ordinances,  having 
had  a  conference  with  these  gentlemen  and  many 
others  there  assembled,  is  prepared  to-day  to  sub¬ 
mit  this  order.  It  is  in  the  nature  of  a  compromise. 
The  order,  as  you  have  already  observed,  provides 
that  between  the  hours  of  seven  o’clock  in  the 
morning  and  seven  o’clock  at  night  there  shall  be 
no  train  of  cars  consisting  of  more  than  eight  cars 
operated  over  the  entire  system;  that  from  seven 
o’clock  in  the  evening  until  seven  o’clock  in  the 
morning  there  shall  be  no  train  consisting  of  more 
than  twenty-five  cars  operated  anywhere  in  the 
city;  and  that  from  half  past  five  to  half  past  six 
o’clock  in  the  afternoon,  the  rush  hour,  there  shall 
be  no  trains  whatever  operated  on  Atlantic  avenue, 
between  the  northerly  line  of  Broad  street  and  East 
street,  which  is  at  the  Essex  Hotel.  I  understand, 
Mr.  President,  that  the  officials  admit  that  there 
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have  been  trains  during  the  daytime  of  twenty-five 
or  thirty  cars  at  a  time,  and  that  there  have  been 
trains,  of  fifty  or  sixty  cars  operated  at  times  during 
the  night.  This  order  is  a  modification  of  that 
custom  or  schedule,  whatever  you  may  wish  to 
call  it.  I  would  like  to  say  on  behalf  of  the  officials 
and  on  behalf  of  the  gentlemen  present  that  they 
seemed  desirous  of  meeting  the  city  in  the  true 
spirit  of  Boston  merchants,  who,  of  course,  recog¬ 
nize  that  there  are  vested  interests  along  Atlantic 
avenue  that  should  be  respected;  who  recognize 
also  that  it  is  not  the  intention  of  this  Council  to 
do  any  violence  to  those  vested  interests,  and  who 
are  willing  to  make  concessions  which  will  meet  the 
requirements  of  public  convenience  and  necessity. 
I  think  those  gentlemen  are  to  be  congratulated 
as  well  as  the  members  of  the  Council.  I  think  it 
only  proper  that  I  should  mention  this,  because  it 
was  the  fact  that  all  the  gentlemen  who  appeared 
entered  into  the  conference  with  the  spirit  of 
meeting  us  half  way.  I  move  the  assignment  of 
the  order  to  the  next  meeting  of  the  Council,  when 
it  will  come  up  for  action.

KENNY,  for  the  Committee  on  Re¬ 
division  of.  Wards,  submitted  the  following: 

In  the  Year  One  Thousand  Nine  Hundred 
and  Fourteen. 

A  New  Division  of  the  Territory  of  the  City 
of  Boston  into  Wards. 

Acting  Under  the  Authority  of  Chafter  Six  • 
Hundred  and  Thirty  of  the  Acts  of  the 
General  Court  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  in  the  Year  Nineteen 
Hundred  and  Fourteen,  the-  City  Council 
of  Boston  Hereby  Makes  a  New  Division 
of  the  Territory  of  the  City  of  Boston 
into  Wards  and  Hereby  Establishes  the 
Following  Ward  Lines  for  Twenty-six 
Wards  to  be  Designated  as  Follows: 

Throughout  the  following  descriptions  the  term 
“intersection”  of  streets,  railroad  locations, 
bridges,  or  the  like,  shall  mean  the  intersection  of 
middle  lines  unless  otherwise  clearly  appearing; 
the  phrase  “through”  or  “to”  a  street,  bridge, 
railroad,  location,  or  the  like,  shall  mean  through 
or  to  middle  lines  unless  otherwise  clearly  appear¬ 
ing;  and  where  (if  at  all)  lines  are  mentioned  as 
meeting  or  intersecting  which  do  not  technically 
meet  or  intersect,  it  shall  be  intended  that  such 
lines  shall  be  extended  for  the  purposes  of  these 
descriptions  until  they  do  so  meet  or  intersect. 

Throughout  the  following  descriptions  the  words 
“shore  line  of  the  City  of  Boston”  shall  mean  the 
line  beyond  which  building  or  wharfing  out  may 
for  the  time  being  be  legally  forbidden  when  such 
line  has  been  or  shall  hereafter  be  established,  and 
otherwise  extreme  low  water  mark. 

Ward  One. 

Beginning  at  the  intersection  of  the  shore  line  of 
the  City  of  Boston  and  the  division  line  between 
the  property  now  or  late  of  Alonzo  Crosby  heirs 
and  the  property  now  or  late  of  Richard  F.  Green 
(said  division  line  being  the  same  division  line  as 
established  by  the  “Ordinance  Making  a  New 
Division  of  the  City  into  Wards,”  passed  by  the 
city  government  of  Boston  in  the  year  1895) ; 
thence  by  said  shore  line  to  the  boundary  line 
between  Boston  and  Chelsea;  thence  by  the 
boundary  line  between  Boston  and  Chelsea  and

or  Brooks  street,  to  the  location  of  the  tracks  of 
the  Boston,  Revere  Beach  &  Lynn  Railroad; 
thence  through  said  track  location  to  Prescott 


street,  or  the  line  thereof  extended;  thence  through 
Prescott  street  to  Princeton  street;  thence  through 
Princeton  street  to  Meridian  street;  thence 
through  Meridian  street  to  Lexington  street; 
thence  through  Lexington  street  to  Border  street; 
thence  through  Border  street  to  the  division  line 
between  the  property  now  or  late  of  Alonzo  Crosby 
heirs  and  the  property  now  or  late  of  Richard  F. 
Green;  thence  by  said  line  to  the  point  of  beginning. 

Ward  Two. 

Beginning  at  the  intersection  of  the  shore  line 
of  the  City  of  Boston  and  the  division  line  between 
the  property  now  or  late  of  Alonzo  Crosby  heirs 
and  the  property  now  or  late  of  Richard  F.  Green 
(said  division  line  being  the  same  division  line  as 
established  by  the  “Ordinance  Making  a  New 
Division  of  the  City  into  Wards,”  passed  by  the 
city  government  of.  Boston  in  the  year  1895); 
thence  by  said  division  line  to  Border  street; 
thence  through  Border  street  to  Lexington  street; 
thence  through  Lexington  street  to  Meridian

thence  by  said  boundary  line  to  the  boundary  line 
between  Boston  and  Everett;  thence  by  said 
boundary  line  to  the  extension  of  the  easterly 
line  of  a  wharf  now  or  formerly  known  as  Brooks 
wharf  (said  line  being  the  same  line  as  established 
between  Wards  Three  and  Four  by  the  “Ordinance 
Making  a  New  Division  of  the  City  into  Wards,” 
passed  by  the  city  government  of  Boston  in  the 
year  1895);  thence  by  said  line  to  Medford  street; 
thence  through  Medford  street  to  Everett  street;

or  the  line  thereof  extended  to  the  location  of 
the  tracks  of  the  Boston  &  Albany  Railroad; 
thence  through  said  track  location  to  the  middle 
line  of  an  old  creek  which  formerly  formed  the 
boundary  line  between  Brookline  and  Brighton; 
thence  by  the  middle  line  of  said  creek  to  its 
intersection  with  the  ■  boundary  line  between 
Boston  and  Cambridge  in  the  Charles  river; 
thence  by  said  boundary  line  to  the  point  of 
beginning. 

Ward  Twenty-Six. 

Beginning  at  the  intersection  of  Nonantum 
street  and  the  boundary  line  between  Boston  and 
Newton;  thence  through  Nonantum  street  to 
Washington  street;  thence  through  Washington 
street  and  through  Cambridge  street  to  Dustin 
street;  thence  through  Dustin  street  to  North 
Beacon  street;  thence  through  North  Beacon  street 
to  Everett  street;  thence  through  Everett  street 
or  the  line  thereof  extended  to  the  location  of  the 
tracks  of  the  Boston  &  Albany  Railroad;  thence 
through  said  track  location  to  the  middle  line 
of  an  old  creek  which  formerly  formed  theboundary 
line  between  Brookline  and  Brighton;  thence  by 
the  middle  line  of  said  creek  to  its  intersection 
with  the  boundary  line  between  Boston  and 
Cambridge  in  the  Charles  river;  thence  by  the 
boundary  line  between  Boston  and  Cambridge 
and  by  the  boundary  line  between  Boston  and 
Watertown  and  by  the  boundary  line  between 
Boston  and  Newton  to  the  point  of  beginning. 

Before  the  Clerk  had  proceeded  far  with  the 
reading  of  the  proposed  redivision,  Coun.WATSON 
said: 

Mr.  President,  I  move  that  further  reading  of 
the  ordinance  be  dispensed  with,  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  we  are  acquainted  with  it;  and  I  desire 
at  this  time  to  offer  a  substitute. 

The  question  came  on  dispensing  with  reading. 

Coun.  KENNY— Mr.  President,  I  ask  that  that 
motion  do  not  prevail.  It  seems  to  me  proper  that 
this  ordinance  should  be  read  in  its  entirety  and 
that  the  Council  should  have  before  it  the  ordinance 
when  voting  upon  it. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  withdraw. 

President  McDONALD —  Objection  having 
been  made,  the  Clerk  will  complete  the  reading  of 
the  ordinance. 

The  Clerk  completed  the  reading  of  the  ordi¬ 
nance,  and  the  question  came  on  its  adoption. 

Coun.  KENNY — Mr.  President,  the  City  Coun¬ 
cil  has  had  imposed  upon  it  this  year  the  duty  of 
making  a  new  division  of  the  territory  of  the  City 
of  Boston  into  wards,  by  chapter  630  of  the.  Acts 
of  the  General  Court  for  the  year  1914.  This  act 
is  comparatively  brief  and  provides  as  follows: 

“Section  1.  The  city  council  of  the  city  of 
Boston  shall,  before  the  first  day  of  January  in 
the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  fifteen,  make  a 
new  division  of  the  territory  of  the  city  of  Boston 
into  not  less  than  twenty-four  nor  more  that 
thirty-six  wards.  The  boundaries  of  the  wards 
shall  be  so  arranged  that  the  wards  shall  contain, 
as  nearly  as  can  be  ascertained,  and  as  may  be 
consistent  with  well-defined  limits  to  each  ward, 
an  equal  number  of  voters.  .  The  city  clerk  shall 
forthwith  give  notice  in  writing  to  the  secretary 
of  the  commonwealth  of  the  number  and  designa¬ 
tions  of  the  wards  so  established. 

“Sect.  2.  For  all  elections  held  prior  to  the 
annual  state  primary  and  state  election  in  the 
year  nineteen  hundred  and  sixteen,  and  for  the 
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assessment  of  taxes  for  the  year  nineteen  hundred 
and  fifteen,  the  wards,  as  existing  previous  to 
such  redivision,  shall  continue,  and  for  the  said 
purposes  the  election  officers  shall  be  appointed 
and  hold  office,  and  voting  lists  shall  be  prepared 
and  all  other  things  required  by  law  shall  be  done 
as  if  no  such  redivision  had  been  made.  For  all 
other  purposes  the  redivision  shall  take  effect  on 
the  first  day  of  January  in  the  year  nineteen 
hundred  and  fifteen. 

“Sect.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its 
passage.  [Approved  June  6,  1914.” 

Mr.  President,  this  act,  as  you  will  see,  in¬ 
dicates  how  the  City  Council  shall  undertake  this 
duty.  In  the  first  place,  it  says  “There  shall  not 
be  less  than  twenty-four  nor  more  than  thirty-six 
wards.”.  Next  place,  it  says  the  wards  shall 
come  as  near  to  containing  an  equal  number  of 
voters  as  may  be  consistent  with  well  defined 
limits  to  each  ward.  Your  committee  has  inter¬ 
preted  this  to  mean  that  the  Legislature  wished 
to  insure  that  an  individual  vote  in  any  part  of 
the  City  of  Boston  should  count  for  as  much  as 
an  individual  vote  in  any  other  part  of  the  city. 
But,  at  the  same  time,  your  committee  felt  that 
it  was  the  intent  of  the  Legislature  that  while  this 
purpose  should  be  secured  as  nearly  as  possible, 
it  should  not  be  done  at  the  sacrifice  of  the  inter¬ 
ests  of  any  of  the  local  communities  which  to¬ 
gether  constitute  our  city.  And  so  following  the 
great  community  lines  we  have  mapped  out 
twenty-six  wards  which,  to  our  minds,  come  as 
near  as  possible  to  providing  absolute  equality  in 
the  value  of  his  franchise  to  every  citizen.  In 
undertaking  its  work,  your  committee,  of  course, 
first  turned  back  to  find  out  what  had  been  done 
in  the  past.  As  you  know,  there  has  been  no 
division  of  the  city  into  wards  since  1895.  Prior  to 
that  time  there  had  been  no  division  since  1875, 
so  that  in  the  past  forty  years  there  have  only 
been  two  redivisions  of  the  city  into  wards, 
although  the  general  laws  provide  for  the  redivi¬ 
sion  of  each  city  at  ten-year  periods.  In  1885  the 
City  Council  made  a  new  division  of  the  city  into 
wards,  which  was  passed  on  December  23  of  that 
year.  The  Supreme  Judicial  Court,  however,  held 
that  the  reapportionment  of  state  senators  and 
representatives  in  the  General  Court  made  by 
the  Legislature  in  1885  must  refer  to  territorial 
and  other  boundaries  existing  on  May  1,  1885. 
And,  therefore,  chapter  283  of  the  Acts  of  1886 
was  passed,  reestablishing  the  old  ward  lines.  The 
new  division  of  wards  was  thus  set  aside,  and  the 
ward  lines  of  1875  continued  in  effect  until  1895, 
and  in  1895  the  ward  lines  which  are  in  existence 
at  the  present  time  were  established.  In  1905  the 
Board  of  Aldermen  and  the  old  Common  Council 
took  up  the  matter  of  a  new  division  of  the  city 
into  wards  in  the  beginning  of  January,  and  the 
matter  was  under  practically  constant  discussion 
until  the  first  of  May,  when  the  aldermen  in¬ 
definitely  postponed  further  action.  Some  of  you 
may  remember  the  political  pulling  and  hauling 
which  finally  brought  about  this  indefinite  post¬ 
ponement.  The  total  effect  of  it,  however,  was  to 
continue  for  ten  years  longer  the  tremendous 
inequalities  which  the  rapid  change  and  increase 
in  population  had  brought  about  in  the  ten  years 
following  1895.  These  inequalities  are  so  startling 
at  the  present  time  that  it  makes  our  action  on 
this  matter  to-day  of  absolutely  first  importance. 
In  taking  up  the  consideration  of  this  matter 
your  committee  first  made  a  study  of  the  increase 
and  changes  in  the  number  of  registered  voters 
in  the  different  parts  of  the  territory  of  Boston 
during  the  past  ten  years.  We  found  that  present 
Wards  Two,  Three,  Four,  Five  Six,  Seven,  Eight, 
Nine,  Ten,  Eleven,  Twelve,  Thirteen,  Fourteen, 
Fifteen,  Seventeen,  Eighteen  and  Nineteen  had 
all  suffered  more  or  less  substantial  decreases  in 
the  number  of  registered  voters.  We  found  that 
Wards  One,  Sixteen,  Twenty,  Twenty-one,  Twenty 
three,  Twenty-four,  Twenty-five  and  Twenty-six 
had  all  had  more  or  less  substantial  increases  in 
the  number  of  registered  voters.  And  we  found 
that  Ward  Twenty-two,  while  increasing  a  few 
votes,  taking  the  ten-year  period  as  a  whole,  had 
practically  remained  stationary  during  that  time. 

The  total  number  of  registered  voters  had, 
however,  not  increased.  The  number  of  registered 
voters  at  the  state  election  of  1905  was  111,832. 
The  number  of  registered  voters  at  the  State 
Election  of  1914  was  111,166,  and  this  in  spite 
of  the  fact  that  Hyde  Park  has  been  annexed 
during  this  period.  We  found,  therefore,  that  our 
problem  did  not  deal  so  much  with  the  increase  in 
the  number  of  registered  voters  as  with  the  great 


shifting  in  their  residences.  The  practically 
steady  flow  of  voters  from  the  so-called  business 
districts  into  the  so-called  suburban  wards  of 
Boston  had  produced  startling  inequalities. 
Ward  Twenty,  which  in  1895  had  3,650  registered 
voters,  had  increased  so  that  this  year  at  the 
state  election  it  had  12,609  registered  voters. 
Ward  Twenty-three,  which  in  1895  had  3,663 
registered  voters,  had  increased  so  that  at  the 
state  election  this  year  it  had  7,349  registered 
voters.  And  the  same  relative  increases  in  practi¬ 
cally  all  the  suburban  wards  had  proved  just  about 
sufficient  to  set  off  the  great  decreases  in  the  in- 
town  wards.  Taking  representation  in  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Court  for  the  purposes  of  comparison,  the 
result  works  out  something  like  this: 

Ward  Twenty,  with  12,609  registered  voters,  has 
three  members  in  the  General  Court,  or  one  for 
every  4,203  registered  voters. 

Ward  Twenty-three,  with  7,349  registered 
voters,  has  two  members  in  the  General  Court,  or 
one  for  every  3,674  registered  voters. 

On  the  other  hand,  coming  to  the  intown  wards: 

Ward  Six,  with  1,986  registered  voters,  has  two 
members  in  the  General  Court,  or  one  for  every 
993  registered  voters. 

Ward  Seven,  with  1,301  registered  voters,  has 
one  member  in  the  General  Court. 

Ward  Eight,  with  3,053  registered  voters,  has 
two  members  in  the  General  Court,  or  one  for  every 
1,526  registered  voters. 

Just  think  what  this  means.  It  means  that  for 
the  purposes  of  electing  representatives  in  the 
General  Court  a  vote  in  Ward  Six  is  worth  some¬ 
thing  over  four  times  as  much  as  a  vote  in  Ward 
Twenty,  and  something  over  three  and  one-half 
times  as  much  as  a  vote  in  Ward  Twenty-three. 
It  means  that  a  vote  in  Ward  Eight  is  worth  over 
twice  as  much  as  a  vote  in  Ward  Twenty-three, 
and  nearly  three  times  as  much  as  a  vote  in  Ward 
Twenty.  Your  committee,  of  course,  recognized 
that  there  is  no  sound  reason  why,  if  a  man  moves 
with  his  family  into  Dorchester  or  West  Roxbury, 
he  should  find  that  for  many  purposes  his  vote  has 
only  one-quarter  the  power  as  if  he  had  remained 
in  the  North  or  West  End.  With  all  these  con¬ 
siderations  in  mind  your  committee  approached 
this  problem  with  this  point  of  view.  We  recog¬ 
nized  that  we  have  been  elected  by  all  the  people 
of  Boston,  and  are  responsible  to  all  the  people  of 
Boston,  regardless  of  sections.  We  interpreted 
this  to  mean  that  we  should  try,  as  nearly  as  pos¬ 
sible,  to  arrange  the  ward  lines  so  as  to  give  equal 
rights  to  each  individual  voter,  no  matter  in  what 
part  of  our  city  he  happened  to  live.  We  did  not 
approach  the  problem  in  any  petty  partisan  spirit, 
because  we  believe  that  the  people  of  Boston 
consider  fair  treatment  and  equality  of  rights  for 
each  individual  voter  as  entirely  paramount  to 
the  aggrandizement  of  either  of  the  great  political 
parties.  We  have  tried  to  follow  out  the  mandate 
of  the  Legislature  and  while  keeping  in  mind  their 
injunction  requiring  “well  defined  limits  to  each 
ward”  we  have  tried  to  make  these  wards  as 
nearly  equal  as  possible  during  the  ten-year 
period  in  which  our  work  will  remain  in  force. 
And  to  do  this  we  have  not  necessarily  made 
each  ward  arbitrarily  contain  the  same  number  of 
voters  at  the  present  time,  but  keeping  in  mind  the 
steady  flow  of  the  population,  which  we  have  been 
able  to  study,  we  have  made  these  wards  so  that 
we  believe  they  will  remain  substantially  equal 
during  the  ten-year  period  for  which  they  are 
created.  And  we  have  done  this  without  sacri¬ 
ficing  in  any  way  those  local  community  interests 
which  we  each  as  individual  citizens  possess. 
We  have  followed,  as  nearly  as  possible,  the 
natural  lines  of  the  large  number  of  local  com¬ 
munities  which  together  make  up  our  city. 
Mr.  President,  in  1895  the  body  then  charged  with 
the  responsibility  of  redistricting  made  a  return 
and  put  into  force  a  division  which  gave  twelve 
wards  to  one  political  party  and  thirteen  to 
another.  Wards  One,  Four,  Ten,  Eleven,  Twelve, 
Sixteen,  Twenty,  Twenty-one,  Twenty-two, 
Twenty-three,  Twenty-four  and  Twenty-five  were 
Republican  wards,  and  the  other  wards  not 
enumerated  by  me  were  Democratic  wards,  show¬ 
ing  clearly  what  the  spirit  was  that  imbued  the 
gentlemen  who  discharged  the  trust  at  that 
time.  This  committee  of  ours  has  not  under¬ 
taken  to  do  other  than  what  _  it  regarded  as  its 
duty.  We  believe  that  the  citizens  of  Boston  are 
thoroughly  in  accord  with  the  doctrine  of  equal 
privileges,  equal  rights  and  equal  opportunities. 
In  the  course  of  time,  as  has  been  the  custom  in  the 
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past,  when  people  residing  in  these  intown  wards 
move  out  into  the  suburbs,  they  will  readily 
equalize  the  numbers.  There  are  a  number  of 
other  considerations  to  be  kept  in  mind.  The 
lines  of  the  present  congressional  districts  will 
not  be  changed  until  half  the  time  for  which 
these  wards  are  constituted  has  expired.  This 
makes  it  of  first  importance  that  the  new  ward 
lines  should  be  so  arranged  as  not  to  interfere 
with  the  right  of  any  voter  in  the  matter  of  elect¬ 
ing  his  representative  in  Congress.  We  think 
our  plan  meets  this  problem  very  well.  Under 
our  new  plan,  the  Tenth  Congressional  District 
will  be  composed  of  the  new  Wards  One,  Two, 
Three,  Four,  Five,  about  half  of  the  precincts  in 
new  Ward  Six,  and  some  four  precincts  in  the  new 
Ward  Eight.  The  Eleventh  Congressional  Dis¬ 
trict  will  be  composed  of  about  half  the  precincts 
in  new  Ward  Six,  the  whole  of  new  Ward  Seven, 
Ward  Eight,  with  the  exception  of  the  precincts 
noted  above,  one  precinct  in  the  new  Ward  Twelve, 
and  the  whole  of  new  Wards  Thirteen,  Fourteen, 
Fifteen,  Sixteen,  Twenty-two  and  Twenty-three, 
and  one  precinct  in  new  Ward  Twenty-four.  The 
Twelfth  Congressional  District  will  be  composed 
of  the  whole  of  the  new  Wards  Nine,  Ten  and 
Eleven,  all  but  one  precinct  of  new  Ward  Twelve, 
and  the  whole  of  the  new  Wards  Seventeen, 
Eighteen,  Nineteen,  Twenty  and  Twenty-one, 
and  one  precinct  in  new  Ward  Twenty-four.  The 
whole  of  the  new  Wards  Twenty-five  and  Twenty- 
six  will  go  into  the  Thirteenth  Congressional 
District,  and  the  Hyde  Park  precincts  of  the  new 
Ward  Twenty-four  will  go  into  the  Fourteenth 
Congressional  District.  By  carefully  preserving 
the  old  congressional  lines  between  the  new  Wards 
Twelve.,  Thirteen  and  Sixteen  we  feel  that  we 
have  avoided  a  considerable  number  of  difficulties. 
Another  problem  was  to  so  arrange  the  new  ward 
lines  as  not  to  put  two  municipal  buildings  or  two 
wardrooms  into  any  one  of  the  new  wards.  The 


Municipal  Building  at  City  square,  Charlestown, 
will  be  in  new  Ward  Four.  The  City  Building 
at  Norfolk  and  Washington  streets,  Dorchester, 
will  be  in  new  Ward  Twenty-one.  The  Municipal 
Building  at  Jamaica  Plain,  containing  Curtis 
Hall,  will  be  in  new  Ward  Twenty-two.  The  old 
Ward  Sixteen  Municipal  Building  will  be  in  new 
Ward  Seventeen.  The  old  Ward  Twenty  ward¬ 
room,  near  Eaton  square,  on  Meeting  House  Hill, 
will  be  in  the  new  Ward  Eighteen.  The  Municipal 
Building  in  South  Boston  will  be  in  new  Ward  Ten. 
The  Municipal  Building  in  Ward  Seven  will  be 
in  new  Ward  Five.  The  new  Municipal  Building 
in  old  Ward  Seventeen,  at  Vine  street,  will  be 
in  new  Ward  Twelve.  The  so-called  old  Ward 
Twelve  Municipal  Building,  for  which  money 
has  been  provided,  will  naturally  be  built  in 
new  Ward  Six,  which  at  present  has  no  Municipal 
Building.  The  Municipal  Building  at  Roslin- 
dale,  for  wThich  money  has  been  provided,  will, 
when  constructed,  come  into  new  Ward  Twenty- 
three.  This  really  was  not  much  of  a  problem, 
because  the  fact  that  your  committee  tried  to 
follow  the  great  community  lines  brought  about 
a  satisfactory  result  in  this  particular  in  a  per¬ 
fectly  natural  manner  because  these  municipal 
buildings  are  provided  for  the  needs  of  the  local 
communities  in  which  they  are  built.  Your  com¬ 
mittee  did  not  split  these  local  communities,  and 
therefore  did  not  put  two  municipal  buildings 
together  in  any  one  ward.  A  further  problem  to 
which  we  gave  serious  consideration  was  the 
handling  of  the  great  business  district — this  is 
comprised  in  the  present  Wards  Six,  Seven  and 
Eight.  With  the  exception  of  Precinct  Three 
of  the  present  Ward  Eight  and  Precinct  Two 
and  part  of  Precinct  -Five  of  the  present  Ward 
Seven,  new  Ward  Five  comprises  the  present 
Wards  Six,  Seven  and  Eight.  The  number  of 
registered  voters  of  these  three  wards  for  the  past 
ten  years  is  as  follows:

If  this  average  loss  of  the  past  ten  years  con¬ 
tinues  in  the  future  (as  there  is  no  reason  to  doubt 
that  it  will)  it  will  require  only  three  years  of  the 
ten-year  period  for  which  these  ward  lines  are 
constituted  before  new  Ward  Five  will  be  surpassed 
in  numbers  of  registered  voters  by  most  of  the  new 
suburban  wards  created  at  this  time.  If  the  num¬ 
ber  of  registered  voters  in  the  suburban  territory 
continues  to  increase  as  in  the  past  ten  years, 
some  of  the  new  suburban  wards  will  be  larger  than 
new  Ward  Five  within  the  three-year  period.  It 
will  be  possible,  if  the  City  Council  so  determines, 
to  assign  three  representatives  in  the  General  Court 
to  new  Ward  Five  next  year.  During  the  past 
year  present  Ward  Twenty-five  increased  by  nearly 
500  registered  voters.  U  nder  the  present  plan  two 
wards  of  a  little  over  3,000  are  created  out  of 
present  Ward  Twenty-five.  If  the  phenomenal 
increase  of  the  past  year  continues,  these  wards, 
within  the  ten-year  period,  may  well  equal  in  size 
many  of  the  new  wards  hereby  created.  If  this 
occurs,  and  if  new  Ward  Five  continues  to  decrease, 
it  will  be  possible,  within  the  ten-year  period,  if  it 


seems  wise,  to  transfer  the  third  representative  to 
Brighton  so  that  each  of  the  new  Brighton  wards 
may  have  two  members  when  they  attain  the 
proper  size.  This  leeway  in  the  present  plan  has 
been  put  in  after  careful  thought  in  order  to 
insure,  as  nearly  as  possible,  fair  treatment  to  the 
individual  voter  in  every  part  of  Boston,  and  to 
avoid  the  great  unfairness  under  which  the  indi¬ 
vidual  voter  in  the  suburban  districts  of  Boston 
labors  at  the  present  tme.  With  these  remarks, 
Mr.  President  and  gentlemen,  I  submit  to  you  this 
proposed  order  or  ordinance  and  ask  for  its  adop¬ 
tion  by  the  City  Council  to-day. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  move  as  a 
substitute  for  the  ordinance  submitted  by  the 
committee  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  under  the  provisions  of  chapter 
835  of  the  Acts  of  1913  and  chapters  630  and  676 
of  the  Acts  of  1914,  the  City  of  Boston  is  hereby 
divided  into  twenty-six  wards,  each  of  said  wards 
to  consist  of  the  territory  included  within  the 
boundaries  hereinafter  set  forth,  and  said  wards 
to  be  designated  and  described  as  follows: 

Ward  One. 

Beginning  at  the  intersection  of  the  harbor  line 
and  the  centre  line  of  Marion  street  extended 
southerly;  thence  by  said  centre  line  and  the 
centre  of  Marion  street  to  Havre  street; 
thence  through  the  centre  of  Havre  street  to 
Brooks  street;  thence  northerly  through  the 
centre  of  Brooks  street  and  Brooks  street  extended 
to  the  boundary  line  in  Chelsea  creek  between 
Boston  and  Chelsea;  thence  by  said  boundary 
line  and  the  boundary  line  between  Boston  and 
Revere  and  the  boundary  line  between  Boston 
and  Winthrop  to  the  harbor  line;  thence  by  the 
harbor  line  to  the  point  of  beginning.  3,885  voters. 
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Ward  Two. 

Beginning  at  the  intersection  of  the  harbor  line 
and  the  centre  line  of  Marion  street  extended 
southerly;  thence  by  said  centre  line  and  the 
centre  of  Marion  street  to  Havre  street;  thence 
through  the  centre  of  Havre  street  to  Brooks 
street;  thence  northerly  through  the  centre  of 
Brooks  street  and  Brooks  street  extended  to  the 
boundary  line  in  Chelsea  creek  between  Boston 
and  Chelsea;  thence  westerly  by  said  boundary 
line  to  its  junction  with  the  harbor  line;  thence  by 
the  harbor  line  to  the  point  of  beginning.  The 
islands  in  the  harbor  are  also  included  in  this  ward.

When  the  Clerk  began  to  read  the  substitute, 
Coun.  WATSON  said: 

Mr.  President,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  sub¬ 
stitute  I  have  offered  has  been  in  the  hands  of 
each  member  of  the  Council  for  many,  many 
weeks,  and  that  we  are  acquainted  with  the  lines, 
I  move  that  further  reading  be  dispensed  with. 

The  motion  was  carried. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  in  offering 
this  as  a  substitute  for  the  plan  reported  by  the 
committee,  I  wish  to  make  my  position  clear  to 
the  Council  and  to  the  citizens  generally;  and, 
wishing  to  discuss  the  subject  dispassionately  and 
knowing  my  natural  tendency,  in  pressure  of 
debate,  to  express  myself  on  occasions  a  little  more 
vigorously  than  I  intend,  I  have  departed  from 
my  usual  custom  and  have  committed  my  thoughts 
to  writing.  This  matter  of  dividing  the  city  into 
wards,  which  has  engaged  more  or  less  of  the 
Council’s  time  during  the  past  month,  may  be 
approached  from  at  least  two  different  angles,  and 
the  results,  of  course,  will  show  a  wide  divergence. 
On  the  one  hand,  the  new  wards  may  be  arranged 
with  a  strained  effort  to  retain  the  lines  of  the 
district  added  to  the  city  proper  by  annexation, 
and  with  a  due  regard  for  the  demands  of  the 
political  leaders  of  the  city  and  the  connections, 
social  and  otherwise,  of  various  groups  of  citizens; 
or,  on  the  other  hand,  disregarding  these  factors, 
the  wards  may  be  arranged  according  to  a  well- 
conceived  plan,  each  ward  to  contain,  as  nearly  as 
possible,  an  equal  number  of  voters,  as  directed 
by  law,  and  with  due  recognition  of  the  fact  that 
the  wards,  as  we  make  them,  must  be  the  basis 
of  the  representative  districts.  The  latter  method , 
which  may  be  termed  perhaps  ideal,  is  the  basis 
of  the  plan  I  offer  here  to-day  as  a  substitute.  It 
is  the  original  plan,  with  unimportant  changes, 
prepared  by.  the  officers  of  this  body  at  our  request, 
and  since  it  was  submitted  to  the  committee 
several  weeks  ago  not  one  objection  has  been 
made  to  it  that  was  not  based  on  one  of  the  political 
or  social  factors  I  have  just  mentioned.  On 
the  contrary,  the  four  members  of  the  Election 
Board,  consisting  of  two  Republicans  and  two 
Democrats,  have  given  it  their  commendation  and 
approval,  and  most  of  the  members  of  the  Council, 
although  they  have  discarded  it,  have  agreed  that, 
under  the  method  adopted,  it  is  a  logical  and 
scientific  division.  So  it  finally  comes  down  to 
a  question  of  whether  we  will  adopt  what  I  have 
termed  the  ideal  method,  or  whether  we  will 
adopt  the  political-social  method.  Let  us  con¬ 
sider  the  results  of  the  two  methods.  Disregard¬ 
ing  Charlestown  and  East  Boston,  which  are 
separated  from  the  mainland  of  the  city  by  the 
harbor  and  Charles  river,  the  average  number  of 
voters  for  each  of  the  twenty-two  wards  in  the 
remainder  of  the  city  should  be  4,375.  In  the 
plan  I  have  presented  the  number  varies  from 
4,498,  the  largest,  to  3,996,  the  smallest.  Eleven 
wards  in  the  portions  of  the  city  where  growth 
is  practically  at  a  standstill  have  an  average 
number  of  4,475  each.  The  six  wards  in 
the  portions  which  are  built  up  but  still 
growing  have  an  average  number  of  4,380 
each.  The  remaining  five  wards  in  the  out¬ 
lying  districts  of  Dorchester,  West  Roxbury, 
Hyde  Park  and  Brighton,  with  large  areas  of 
unoccupied  territory,  have  an  average  of  4,160 
each.  None  of  these  wards  is  too  large  or  too  small 
to  form  a  reasonable  representative  district  for  the 
election  of  two  representatives.  Of  course  I  do  not 
make  the  claim,  nor  does  anyone  else,  that  this  is 
the  only  plan  that  could  be  devised  with  possibly 
the  same  merits;  but  it  has  become  clearly  evident 
to  those  who  have  studied  the  matter  at  all  that 
any  plan,  whoever  may  be  its  author,  which 
divides  the  city  into  wards  having  a  fairly  equal 
number  of  voters  must  of  necessity  result  in  the 
dismemberment  of  one  or  both  of  two  certain 
intown  wards.  Now,  Mr.  President,  let  us  examine 
the  effect  on  the  general  scheme  of  throwing  out 
the  “life  line’’  to  both  Wards  10  and  11.  In  the 
plan  submitted  by  the  committee,  the  wards  out¬ 
side  of  Charlestown  and  East  Boston  vary  in 
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numbers  of  voters  from  5,514  to  3,015,  a  difference 
of  2,500  votes,  as  against  a  maximum  difference  of 
500  votes  in  the  plan  I  have  submitted.  The 
largest  ward  is  nearly  twice  the  size  of  the  smallest. 
The  next  larger  and  the  next  smaller  have  a 
difference  of  1,745  votes,  and  the  next  larger  and 
the  next  smaller  have  a  difference  of  1,020  votes. 
But  the  compilers  of  the  plan  had  no  alternative. 
Brighton  had  to  be  divided  into  two  ridiculously 
small  wards,  and  the  reason  is  apparent.  If  the 
1,700  or  1,800  voters  in  Brighton  in  excess  of  the 
number  required  for  one  ward  had  been  thrown 
into  the  city  proper,  either  the  present  Ward  10  or 
the  present  Ward  11  would  have  to  be  disrupted; 
and  Ward  10  is  influential  and  Ward  11  is  sacred. 
In  1905  a  similar  situation  arose,  and  Ward  11  was 
in  danger.  What  was  the  result?  The  proposed 
division  was  defeated  and  eight  or  ten  thousand 
Republican  voters  in  Dorchester  and  West  Rox- 
bury  have  been  denied  proper  representation  for 
ten  years.  But  in  those  days  the  City  Council 
was  frankly  political.  Now  we  are  supposed  to 
be  broad-minded  men,  elected  by  the  whole  city  to 
represent  all  the  people.  But  in  spite  of  that,  let 
us  disregard  the  city  as  a  whole,  let  us  sacrifice 
consistency,  let  us  keep  the  hallowed  soil  of  Ward 
11  untrodden  by  the  vandals  of  Ward  8,  to  serve' 
as  an  inspiration  and  a  lesson  in  practical  politics 
to  the  coming  generation  of  voters.  Irrespective 
of  this  phase  of  the  committee’s  plan,  there  is 
another  and  more  serious  consideration.  By  the 
Constitution  of  Massachusetts  it  is  provided  that 
no  ward  shall  be  divided  in  forming  a  representative 
district  and  that  no  district  shall  elect  more 
than  three  representatives.  Taking  the  probable 
representation  of  Suffolk  County  by  the  next 
apportionment,  approximately  every  2,200  voters 
are  entitled  to  one  representative.  Let  us  see 
what  happens  under  the  committee’s  plan. 
Brighton  is  divided  into  two  wards  of  about  3,000 
voters  each.  If  each  ward  is  given  one  repre¬ 
sentative  1,400  voters  have  been  denied  repre¬ 
sentation.  If  each  ward  is  given  two  representa¬ 
tives  2,800  voters  in  some  other  part  of  the  city 
must  suffer,  and  if  the  two  wards  are  combined 
in  one  district  with  three  representatives,  600 
voters  somewrhere  else  must  be  unfairly  treated. 
Let  us  take  new  Ward  5,  composed  of  old  Wards  6, 
7  and  8.  Ward  5  under  the  committee  plan  has 
5,514  voters,  1,100  too  many  for  two  representa¬ 
tives  and  1,100  too  few  for  three  representatives. 
Let  us  take  new  9  and  10,  made  up  from  South 
Boston,  with  9,513  voters;  700  too  many  for  four 
representatives  and  1,500  too  few  for  five  repre¬ 
sentatives.  New  Ward  24  has  700  too  few  for 
two  representatives  and  1,500  too  many  for  one 
representative,  and  so  on.  None  of  these  wide 
variations  appears  in  the  plan  I  have  submitted, 
the  greatest  discrepancy  being  in  West  Roxbury, 
a  fast  growing  district,  which  is  400  voters  less 
than  the  number  required  for  two  representatives. 
When  we  stop  to  consider  that  under  present  form 
of  municipal  government  the  only  reason  for  the 
existence  of  a  ward  is  for  the  election  of  repre¬ 
sentatives  to  the  General  Court  and  that  the  law 
requiring  an  equal  number  of  voters  in  each  ward 
is  mainly  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  equal 
representation,  and  when  we  realize  the  injustice 
which  will  have  to  be  done  under  the  committee 
plan,  due  entirely  to  the  fact  that  it  violates  the 
plain  letter  and  spirit  of  the  law,  I  feel  confident 
that  the  members  of  the  Council  will  adopt  the 
plan  I  have  submitted,  which  is  the  result  of 
mature  thought  and  much  study  and  above  all 
based  on  equity  as  against  the  plan  presented 
by  the  committee,  conceived  in  haste,  born  of 
doubtful  parentage,  baptized  in  no  recognized 
institution  of  justice,  and,  I  predict,  in  the  near 
future  to  be  disowned  by  all  of  its  foster  fathers, 
who  now  fondle,  caress  and  soothe  it.  Mr.  Presi¬ 
dent,  I  move  the  adoption  of  my  substitute  order. 

The  question  came  on  the  adoption  of  the  sub¬ 
stitute,  and  Coun.  KENNY  called  for  the  yeas 
and  nays. 

Coun.  WOODS— Mr.  Chairman,  I  am  going  to 
vote  for  the  substitute  order;  in  doing  so  I  feel 
that  I  am  living  up  to  the  law  as  the  Legislature 
prescribed  it.  I  want  to  say,  with  all  due  defer¬ 
ence  to  brother  councilors  who  know  more  about 
law  than  I  do,  that  I  can.  only  interpret  the  law 
as  it  is  written;  I  cannot  interpret  it  as  they  do. 
It  says  that  the  different  wards  shall  contain  as 
nearly  an  equal  number  of  voters  as  possible. 
The  present  plan  was  brought  to  our  attention 
four  or  five  weeks  ago  and  we  have  had  a  lot  of 
time  to  look  into  it.  While  personally  I  might 
have  liked  to  have  things  left  as  they  were,  still 


I  felt  it  was  only  fair  that  a  new  division  should 
be  made.  I  mean  to  be  fair  in  this  matter  all 
through.  I  want  to  say  that  I  take  the  view  I  do 
of  this  subject  after  due  deliberation;  I  am  pledged 
to  no  party  organization  or  anything  of  the  sort 
in  this  body.  I  was  elected  by  the  citizens  and 
have  no  political  debts  to  pay;  and  I  am  going  to 
vote  here  in  what  I  consider  the  best  interest  of 
all  the  people  in  the  future.  Personally  I  have  no 
complaint  to  make  of  the  present  plan  proposed 
by  the  committee;  I  believe  the  committee  are 
willing  to  bear  the  responsibility  for  it  on  their 
shoulders;  it  is  their  plan.  I  want  also  to  com¬ 
mend  the  committee  for  putting  the  plan  through 
inside  of  one  week,  drafting  all  these  lines  and 
doing  it  without  any  expense  to  the  City  of  Boston. 
When  the  division  was  made  some  twenty  years 
ago  it  cost  the  city  a  pile  of  money;  I  think  the 
committee  has  given  this  matter  a  good  deal  of 
thought,  but  there  are  some  things  to  which  I 
would  like  to  call  their  attention;  I  would  call 
their  attention  to  the  fact  that  there  are  two 
municipal  buildings  in  Ward  4,  Charlestown.  I 
do  not  believe  the  chairman  of  the  committee 
was  listening  when  I  said  this;  I  simply  want  to 
call  the  attention  of  the  chairman  to  the  fact  that 
he  made  a  slight  error;  there  are  two  municipal 
buildings  in  Ward  4.  Of  course,  little  mistakes 
like  that  don’t  amount  to  much.  Still  that  hap¬ 
pened  in  Ward  4.  I  wish  to  say  that  I  am  not 
going  to  enter  into  any  personalities  here;  I  am 
going  to  be  fair  to  the  committee  and  to  the 
Council;  I  am  going  to  be  fair  in  opposing  the 
new  plan  reported  by  the  committee  and  in 
advocating  this  substitute  plan,  because  I  think 
the  substitute  plan  is  the  best  one  presented;  I 
want  to  say,  in  justice  to  the  committee,  that  they 
used  Brighton  fine.  Personally  I  would  be  better 
off  in  Brighton  under  the  new  plan  as  reported  by 
the  committee,  but  I  don’t  think  it  would  be 
doing  justice  to  the  rest  of  the  city.  For  instance, 
I  called  attention  in  committee  to  the  fact  that 
I  thought  East  Boston  was  being  unfairly  treated, 
and  I  asked  for  an  amendment;  I  was  voted 
down.  Of  course  they  had  the  votes,  I  realize 
that;  still,  we  have  a  right  to  our  opinion,  no 
matter  how  the  votes  may  be.  In  closing,  with¬ 
out  taking  up  too  much  of  your  time,  I  simply 
wish  to  say  that  I  am  interested  in  the  whole 
City  of  Boston  without  regard  to  either  party,  and 
that  I  am  going  to  vote  for  the  substitute  plan. 

The  motion  to  adopt  the  substitute  offered  by 
Coun.  WATSON  was  lost,  yeas  3,  nays  6,  Coun. 
MCDONALD,  WATSON  and  WOODS  voting  yea. 

The  division  as  reported  by  the  committee 
was  adopted,  Coun.  KENNY  calling  for  the  yeas 
and  nays,  yeas  6,  nays  3;  Coun.  McDONALD 
WATSON  and  WOODS  voting  nay. 

Coun.  KENNY  moved  to  reconsider;  lost.

(2)  Reports  on  messages  and  orders  from  the 
Mayor  (referred  December  21)  relative  to  leasing 
of  city  land  at  corner  of  Shirley  street  and  Massa¬ 
chusetts  avenue — recomending  the  passage  of  the 
following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Mayor  be  and  hereby  is 
authorized  in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of  the  City  of 
Boston  to  execute  a  lease  in  form  approved  by  the 
Law  Department,  for  a  period  of  thirty  years,  to 
the  Argo  Tile  and  Pottery  Company  of  a  lot  of  land 
containing  thirty  thousand  square  feet,  more  or 
less,  on  the  southeasterly  side  of  Shirley  street, 
being  the  rear  portion  of  the  lot  at  the  corner  of 
Massachusetts  avenue  and  Shirley  street,  as  shown 
on  a  plan  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Street  Laying- 
Out  Department,  dated  December  7,  1914,  the 
lessee  to  pay  a  rental  of  not  less  than  four  per  cent 
of  the  annual  assessed  valuation  of  said  land  and  of 
the  improvements  which  may  be  placed  thereon  as 
estimated  by  the  assessors  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
and  all  other  taxes  and  assessments  and  better¬ 
ments  whatsoever;  said  lease  shall  contain  an 
option  to  the  lessee  to  purchase  said  land  and 
improvements  after  the  expiration  of  fifteen  years 
from  the  date  of  said  lease  at  a  price  to  be  agreed 
upon  by  arbitration  as  hereinafter  provided: 
The  amount  of  rent  for  the  first  fifteen  years  to  be 
fixed  by  arbitrators;  one  to  be  selected  by  the 
Mayor  and  the  other  by  the  lessee,  and  if  unable 
to  agree,  a  third  arbitrator  selected  by  the  two  so 
chosen  shall  be  called  in  and  the  decision  of  a 
majority  of  said  arbitrators  shall  bind  both  the  city 
and  the  lessee.  This  same  procedure  shall  be  had 
at  the  end  of  fifteen  years  to  establish  the  rental 
for  the  balance  of  the  term.  If  the  lessee  elects  to 
purchase  after  the  expiration  of  fifteen  years  from 
the  date  of  said  lease,  the  price  shall  be  fixed  by 


arbitration  the  same  as  in  the  case  of  the  rent 
excepting  the  arbitrators  shall  not  be  affected  by 
the  assessed  valuation.  Said  lease  shall  also  con¬ 
tain  a  provision  that  at  the  expiration  thereof  all 
improvements  shall  pass  to  the  city  and  the  lessee 
shall  always  keep  said  improvements  insured 
against  fire  in  a  sum  equal  at  least  to  their  assessed 
valuation  for  the  benefit  of  the  city,  but  in  the 
event  of  fire  loss,  the  moneys  received  arising  out 
of  such  loss  shall  be  used  to  restore  the  building 
or  buildings. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  question  came 
on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  KENNY — Mr.  President,  the  order  which 
is  presented  is  in  substitution  of  the  order  sub¬ 
mitted  by  the  Mayor  from  the  Law  Department, 
September  7,  1914.  That  is  to  say,  this  present 
order  emanated  from  the  Executive  Committee 
this  afternoon,  and  it  is  intended  to  supersede  the 
other  and  better  protect  the  city  in  the  transaction 
upon  which  we  have  now  passed.  On  September 
28,  1914,  the  Mayor  sent  a  communication  to  this 
Council  with  respect  to  this  proposed  leasehold  on 
Shirley  street.  In  his  communication  the  Mayor 
said: 

“In  my  opinion  this  lot  would  furnish  an  excellent 
site  for  the  establishment  of  a  manufacturing  plant, 
but  the  possibilities  of  values  increasing  rapidly 
in  this  section  are  such  that  it  would  be  inadvisable 
to  sell  the  same.” 

In  the  formal  order  which  he  submitted  to  the 
Council  on  December  7,  1914,  it  is  recited  that  the 
lease  shall  contain  an  option  to  the  lessee  to  pur¬ 
chase  this  land  after  the  expiration  of  ten  years 
from  the  date  of  the  lease  at  a  price  equal  to  the 
assessed  value  of  said  land  at  the  time  of  the  pur¬ 
chase.  I  quite  agree  that  the  value  of  this  property 
is  likely  to  increase,  but  it  is  not  so  very  likely  to 
increase  within  ten  years.  That  is  to  say,  it  is 
more  likely  to  increase  after  ten  years  than  it  is 
within  the  next  ten  years.  For  this  reason  the 
Executive  Committee  has  presented  a  new  order. 
If  we  are  going  into  the  subject  of  leaseholds — and 
I  think  it  is  desirable  that  we  should  do  so — it  is 
important  that  we  should  recognize  the  custom 
affecting  leaseholds  throughout  the  country.  As 
I  understand  it,  it  is  usual  for  a  person  leasing  his 
land  throughout  a  long  term  to  obtain  5  per  cent 
upon  the  appraised  value — not  necessarily  the 
assessed  value— and  that  the  lessee  shall  pay  all 
taxes.  Under  the  order  as  we  have  presented  it 
to-day  there  is  a  provision  that  the  rental  shall  not 
be  less  than  4  per  cent  but  that  it  may  be  5  per  cent 
or  more  and,  in  order  that  this  may  be  determined, 
we  have  left  the  matter  open  for  arbitration.  We 
have  also  divided  the  leasehold  into  two  parts  of 
fifteen  years  each,  and  have  called  for  a  second 
arbitration  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  the 
rental  for  the  last  fifteen  years,  when  fifteen  years 
of  the  lease  have  expired.  This  will  be  a  more 
advantageous  time,  it  seems  to  me,  for  the  city  to 
decide  upon  the  sale  of  the  property  than  at  the 
end  of  ten  years.  We  have  also  included  a  pro¬ 
vision  that  the  lessee  shall  have  the  opportunity 
to  purchase  under  an  arbitration  which  will  not 
be  affected  in  any  way  by  the  assessed  value.  We 
let  the  arbitrators  decide  what  the  value  of  the 
property  is.  Of  course  they  will  be  guided  by 
adjoining  sales  and  will  naturally  consider  assessed 
values  in  their  vicinity.  We  have  also  made  a 
provision  that  the  rights  of  the  city  shall  be  pre¬ 
served  and  protected  in  the  event  of  the  property 
being  improved  or  of  a  fire  loss  occurring.  If  the 
city  is  going  to  lease  the  property  at  a  small  rental, 
it  should  eventually  have  the  benefit  of  the  improve¬ 
ments;  and  it  is  necessary  that  there  should  be 
some  insurance  placed  on  the  property  if  there 
should  be  a  loss.  Of  course  I  assume  that  at  the 
end  of  a  term,  whether  it  be  twenty  years  or  thirty 
years,  everybody  understands  that  whatever 
improvements  are  placed  upon  property  pass  to 
the  landlord,  or  to  the  city  in  this  case. 

The  order  was  passed. 


GENERAL  RECONSIDERATION.

PLAYGROUND  CONDITIONS,  BRIGHTON.

Gentlemen  of  the  City  Council: 

I  am  in  receipt  of  the  inclosed  report  from  the 
City  Planning  Board,  with  reference  to  playgrounds 
in  the  Brighton-Allston  district,  and  while  I  am 
extremely  desirous  that  the  recommendations 
therein  contained  be  adopted,  I  am,  nevertheless, 
reluctant  to  proceed  until  such  time  as  the  City 
Council  has  authorized  the  sale  of  the  properties 
which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Finance  Commission 
and  City  Planning  Board,  should  be  disposed  of. 

Under  an  ordinance  recently  enacted,  assets  of 
the  city  as  represented  by  real  estate  when  con¬ 
verted  to  cash  assets  must  be  applied  to  a  reduc¬ 
tion  of  the  city  debt  and  if,  in  consequence  of  the 
adoption  of  the  recommendations  therein  contained, 
it  is  possible  to  reduce  the  indebtedness  of  the 
city  to  the  amount  specified,  namely,  $418,100, 


I  would  immediately  favor  the  purchase  of  prop¬ 
erties  as  recommended.

Report  of  the  Boston  City  Planning  Board 
on  Playground  Conditions  in  the  Brighton- 
Allston  District. 

December  30,  1914. 

A  personal  inspection  of  the  existing  playgrounds 
in  the  Brighton-Allston  district  having  been  made 
by  the  members  of  the  City  Planning  Board, 
together  with  an  inspection  of  the  municipally 
owned  unused  realty  in  that  district,  a  public 
hearing  was  held  in  the  office  of  the  Board  on 
Monday,  December  14,  1914. 

At  that  hearing  the  Allston  Development  Asso¬ 
ciation,  a  local  voluntary  organization  that  has 
studied  the  needs  of  the  district  for  years,  reported 
that  in  their  opinion  a  public  park  is  needed  in  the 
center  of  their  district,  and  that  the  best  remaining 
tract  of  undeveloped  property  in  a  position  to  be 
of  use  to  the  region  not  now  provided  with  park 
areas  is  that  known  as  the  Hollis  tract,  which  tract 
is  suited  for  play  and  recreative  purposes,  and 
which  has  for  forty  years,  through  the  courtesy  of 
the  owners  and  trustees  of  the  property,  been  used 
for  playground  purposes. 

In  addition  to  the  testimony  unanimously  given 
by  members  of  the  Allston  Development  Associa¬ 
tion  and  other  gentlemen  present  on  behalf  of  this 
particular  piece  of  property,  there  was  presented 
by  Miss  Helen  L.  Duncklee,  president  of  the 
Mother’s  Club,  the  accompanying  petition  bearing 
approximately  300  signatures,  asking  that  the 
Hollis  estate  be  taken  by  the  city  and  set  aside  for 
permanent  playground  purposes. 

There  are  in  the  Brighton  district  nine  parcels  of 
real  estate  owned  by*the  City  of  Boston,  practically 
unused,  all  of  which  have  been  investigated  by  the 
Finance  Commission  and  their  sale  recommended 
in  a  report  under  date  of  June  8,  1914.  These 
parcels,  their  area  and  value,  are  as  follows:

An  offer  is  now  pending  before  the  City  Council 
for  one  of  these  parcels  of  real  estate,  and  while 
future  developments  may  indicate  that  it  would 
be  inadvisable  to  dispose  of  certain  of  them,  the 
revenue  to  be  received  from  the  sale  of  others 
possessing  distinct  advantage  for  immediate 
action  would  be  ample  to  provide  for  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  a  playground  in  the  Allston  district,  where 
1,000  school  children  are  without  recreational 
facilities  except  by  trespass. 

In  order  to  report  advisedly  upon  this  question, 
we  have  had  a  study  made  of  the  district  and  its 
available  lands  by  our  special  investigator,  Mr. 
George  Gibbs,  Jr.,  and  beg  to  submit  herewith 
his  statement  of  the  result  of  such  investigations, 
together  with  plan  and  letters. 
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Statement  to  Accompany  Plan  for  Proposed 
Allston  Street  Playground. 

Boston,  Mass.,  December  28,  1914. 

The  Brighton  district  of  the  City  of  Boston  is 
now  provided  with  public  reservations  along  the 
Charles  river,  at  the  Chestnut  Hill  reservoir  and 
at  Rogers  Park,  as  indicated  upon  the  key  map 
herewith.  Assuming  that'  those  areas  provide 
reasonable  space  for  rest  and  recreation  to  the 
population  living  within  one-quarter  of  a  mile  of 
their  boundaries, — within  the  dotted  line  shown 
on  the  plan, — there  is  still  a  large  central  area 
in  which  there  is  no  public  open  space  suitable 
for  such  purposes. 

In  this  central  area,  in  which  the  population  is 
now  fairly  dense  and  is  rapidly  increasing,  there 
are  still  some  open  areas  of  considerable  extent 
that  might  be  acquired  by  the  city  now,  in  advance 
of  building  operations,  at  reasonable  cost,  and 
without  involving  the  wasteful  destruction  of 
private  improvement  which  will  necessarily  be 
involved  later  if  action  is  postponed. 

Of  the  areas  available  the  tract  most  suitable 
for  acquirement  appears  to  be  that  near  Common¬ 
wealth  avenue,  on  Allston  street,  referred  to  by 
the  Allston  Development  Association,  which  tract 
is  now  held  by  the  Hollis  heirs.  It  is  now  in  a 
very  good  state  of  preservation  and  can  be  main¬ 
tained  at  little  cost  if  acquired  before  it  is  further 
developed.  The  surface  is  varied  in  character 
and  well  suited  to  meet  the  various  needs  of  a 
small  park.  If  not  acquired  by  the  city  this 
area  will  doubtless  be  thrown  upon  the  market  for 
private  occupancy  or  for  quarrying,  purposes  for 
which  it  is  not  especially  well  suited,  and  the 
character  will  be  so  changed  that  it  cannot  later 
be  adapted  to  park  purposes  without  costly 
reconstruction. 

The  Hollis  tract,  including  the  old  house  on 
Griggs  place,  contains  about  13.7  acres.  It  has 
street  frontages  on  the  northeast  and  southeast, 
and  two  street  approaches  on  the  northwest.  It 
contains  a  ridge  and  ledges  almost  entirely  within 
its  boundaries,  affording  pleasant  resting  places 
and  valuable  slopes  for  coasting  and  for  other 
public  amusements,  with  enough  level  space  along 


the  north  side  to  provide  areas  for  games  in  the 
summer  and  for  skating  in  the  winter. 

To  make  this  tract  more  satisfactory  as  a  public 
park  a  small  triangular  space  should  be  added  at 
the  southwest  in  a  way  to  provide  an  additional 
outlet  toward  Commonwealth  avenue,  and  to 
establish  a  boundary  along  that  side  that  will 
make  an  agreeable  outlook  from  the  park,  and  that 
will  inclose  a  bit  of  lowland  at  the  base  of  the 
ridges.  In  order  to  determine  whether  such  an 
addition  could  be  made  without  involving  litiga¬ 
tion,  we  have  communicated  with  the  owners  of 
the  adjacent  land  and  have  discussed  with  them  the 
possibility  of  a  change  in  their  plans  for  subdivi¬ 
sion  in  such  a  way  as  to  provide  a  street  connection 
from  the  street  they  have  already  planned  near 
Commonwealth  avenue  to  connect  directly  with 
Allston  Heights  street,  all  as  shown  on  the  plan 
herewith.  At  present  there  is  no  direct  cross 
street  from  Cambridge  or  North  Beacon  streets  to 
Commonwealth  avenue  for  nearly  three-quarters 
of  a  mile  along  those  streets.  (See  key  map.) 
The  need  for  such  a  cross  street  in  the  city  is  very 
evident.  This  street  can  now  be  put  through 
in  advance  of  building  if  the  land  lines  are  rectified, 
and  it  would  form  a  much  needed  approach  to  the 
proposed  park  as  well  as  an  attractive  frontage 
on  that  side,  and  would  afford  a  good  location  for 
the  development  of  private  property  of  a  high 
value  fronting  on  the  park. 

The  additional  area,  amounting  to  about  1.65 
acres,  would  increase  the  total  proposed  park  area 
to  about  15.35  acres,  a  total  area  none  too  great 
for  the  large  district  to  be  served.  This  area,  if  set 
aside  as  a  single  park,  will  not  interfere  seriously 
with  any  of  the  present  or  future  requirements  for 
thoroughfare  development,  as  it  lies  between  a 
through  street  on  the  southeast  and  the  proposed 
through  street  on  the  west,  and  between  the  rear 
of  the  buildings  along  Commonwealth  avenue  on 
the  south  and  the  ridges  along  the  north.  It  is 
well  situated,  therefore,  to  be  set  aside  as  a  single 
tract  uninterrupted  by  street  crossings. 

We  have  looked  up  the  assessed  valuations  of  the 
properties  in  question  and  find  them  to  be  as 
follows:

In  order  to  obtain  a  more  definite  idea  as  to  the 
probable  cost  of  this  land  we  have  asked  the  Allston 
Development  Association  to  obtain  from  the 
owners  of  the  Hollis  property  a  definite  tender  to' 
the  city  of  the  properties  in  question,  and -we  have 
asked  the  owners  of  the  Warren  street  property  to 
present  a  definite  tender  to  the  City  of  Boston  for 
that  portion  of  their  property  which  we  consider 
desirable  to  complete  the  boundaries  of  the  pro¬ 
posed  park,  and  we  have  further  asked  them  to 
include  in  that  tender  a  proposed  agreement  to  lay 
out  a  street  along  its  west  boundary  to  connect  the 
existing  street  with  the  short  section  which  they 
now  plan  to  construct. 

We  have  received  from  the  owners  of  said 
properties  tenders  as  per  letters  herewith  inclosed,

For  the  area  estimated  to  be  669,433  square  feet 
with  one  building  upon  it,  a  total  cost  of  $91,540, 
an  average  cost  of  about  13§  cents  per  square  foot. 

It  has  been  suggested  that  only  a  portion  of  the 
property  be  taken  at  the  present  time,  and  that 
the  one  large  Hollis  tract  be  acquired  at  a  total 
cost  of  $58,500  as  offered.  Such  a  purchase  would 
be  possible,  and  would  be  far  better  than  none, 
but  would  not  provide  as  complete  a  public  park 
as  wilbmost  certainly  be  needed  in  this  district  in 
question,  and  would  not  provide  so  satisfactory  a 
development  along  and  beyond  the  west  boundary.

Dear  Sir, — I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  here¬ 
with,  on  behalf  of  the  Metropolitan  Park  Commis¬ 
sion,  a  copy  of  a  taking  by  this  Board  made  Decem¬ 
ber  23,  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  chapter  699 
of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1912,  authorizing  the  Board 
to  expend  the  sum  of  $475,000  in  acquiring  land 
for  a  parkway  or  boulevard  from  a  point  at  or 
near  the  crossing  of  Columbia  road  and  the  New 
York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  to  a  point 
near  Neponset  Bridge  in  the  City  of  Boston,  and 
from  a  point  near  Neponset  Bridge  in  Quincy  to 
Quincy  Shore  Reservation  in  the  city  of  Quincy. 
The  taking,  a  copy  of  which  is  sent  you,  is  for  that 
part  of  the  parkway  lying  in  Boston.  In  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  sections  1  and  4  of  chapter 
288  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1894,  under  which  these 
takings  were  made,  the  taking  in  Boston  should 
be  concurred  in  by  the  City  Council  as  successor 
to  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen.

CORRECTION  IN  SHIRLEY  STREET  LAND 
LEASE. 

Coun.  KENNY — Mr.  President,  with  unani¬ 
mous  consent  I  want  to  make  a  slight  correction  in 
the  proceedings  of  last  Monday.  We  had  before 
us  from  the  Executive  Committee  a  report  of  the 
message  and  order  from  the  Mayor  of  December 
21,  relative  to  the  leasing  of  city  land  at  the  corner 
of  Shirley  street  and  Massachusetts  avenue,  and 
the  committee  recommended  the  passage  of  an 
order  in  a  new  draft,  which  order  was  adopted. 
I  was  responsible  for  the  drafting  of  that  order,  and 
consequently  I  take  the  responsibility  for  the  error 
which  crept  into  it.  While  on  the  train  going  to 
New  York  the  following  day  I  looked  at  my  minutes 
and  found  that  I  had  made  a  slight  error  in  the 
wording  of  the  order,  in  connection  with  the 
leasing  of  the  land.  You  will  find  the  order  by 
referring  to  page  302  of  the  minutes  of  December 
28,  1914,  in  the  first  column.  You  will  see  that 
the  order  reads  that  “  the  lessee  pay  a  rental  of 
not  less  than  4  per  cent  of  the  annual  assessed 
valuation  of  said  land  and  of  the  improvements 
which  may  be  placed  thereon  as  estimated  by  the 
assessors  of  the  City  of  Boston.”  I  suggest  that 
these  words  should  be  stricken  out, — ‘‘and  of  the 
improvements  which  may  be  placed  thereon.” 
That  is  to  say,  Mr.  President,  the  order  as  it 
reads  provides  that  the  city  shall  charge  a  rental 
upon  the  real  estate  and  also  upon  the  improve¬ 
ments.  Of  course,  that  would  not  be  fair,  and 
I  did  not  intend  t°  provide  for  any  rental  on  the 
improvements  which  might  be  put  upon  the 
land  by  the  lessee,  but  merely  to  charge  him  a 
rental  for  the  land.  Of  course,  the  duty  will  be 
imposed  upon  him  of  paying  taxes  not  only  on 
the  land  but  upon  the  buildings  or  improvements 
that  may  be  placed  thereon;  but  he  should  not 
be  charged  a  rental  on  the  improvements  which 
he  himself  may  put  on  the  land.  I  called  that 
to  the  attention  of  the  Corporation  Counsel  imme¬ 
diately  when  I  got  back  to  the  city,  and  he  said  it 
would  be  all  right,  that  he  would  prepare  a  lease 
along  the  lines  I  suggested  in  that  respect  and 
send  it  in  immediately.  But,  in  order  to  have  the 
record  correct  and  not  to  have  the  matter  here¬ 
after  misunderstood,  I  merely  wish  to  have  it 
stated  clearly  at  this  time  that  I  did  not  intend  to 
include  in  the  order  a  provision  that  rental  be 
imposed  upon  the  lessee  for  the  improvements 
which  he  might  place  upon  the  land.  That  is  all, 
Mr.  President. 


RECESS  TAKEN. 

The  Council  voted  at  3.27  p.  m.,  on  motion  of 
Coun.  COLLINS,  to  take  a  recess  subject  to  the 
call  of  the  President. 

The  members  of  the  Council  reassembled  in 
the  Council  Chamber  and  were  called  to  order  by 
the  President  at  6.05  p.  m. 


EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  REPORTS. 

Coun.  ATTRIDGE,  for  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee,  submitted  the  following,  viz.: 

(1)  Report  on  petition  of  Dennis  O’Keefe 
(referred  to-day)  to  be  retired  under  the  provi¬ 


sions  of  chapter  765  of  the  Acts  of  1914- — recom¬ 
mending  the  passage  of  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  Retirement  Board  for 
Laborers  be  hereby  authorized  and  requested  to 
retire,  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  765  of  the 
Acts  of  1914,  Dennis  O’Keefe,  employed  in  the 
labor  service  of  the  City  of  Boston  in  the  Public 
Works  Department. 

Report  accepted,  order  passed. 

(2)  Report  on  message  of  Mayor,  communica¬ 
tion  and  preamble  and  order  (referred  to-day) 
concerning  construction  of  the  proposed  South 
Shore  boulevard — that  the  order  ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  question 
came  on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  COLLINS— Mr.  President,  for  the  past 
ten  years  there  has  been  constant  agitation  for 
the  erection  of  a  boulevard  on  the  easterly  side  of 
Dorchester  and  Quincy  to  Columbia  road.  That 
agitation  has  been  crystalized  in  several  reports, 
particularly  the  last  two  reports  of  the  Metro¬ 
politan  Park  Commission.  In  1907  they  set 
forth  some  tentative  plans.  The  result  has  been 
that  since  that  time  there  has  been  ceaseless  striv¬ 
ing  on  the  part  of  the  residents  of  the  Dorchester 
district  and  South  Shore  residents  in  the  neighbor¬ 
ing  communities  of  South  Quincy  and  other  towns 
south  of  us,  to  have  that  boulevard  started. 
Accordingly,  in  1912,  a  statute  was  passed,  chap¬ 
ter  699  of  the  Acts  and  Resolves  of  1912.  Since 
June,  1914,  money  has  been  available  for  the 
taking  of  this  land.  At  present  the  entire  sum  of 
$475,000  is  available  for  the  purpose.  What  has 
been  the  result?  Many  months  ago  the  Metro- 
politarr  Park  Commission,  after  studying  the 
matter,  submitted  plans  to  this  Council  through 
his  Honor  the  Mayor.  At  a  public  hearing  much 
opposition  was  registered  against  the  plans  of  the 
commission  on  various  grounds.  Since  that  time 
I  have  been  in  communication  with  the  Metro¬ 
politan  Park  Commission,  through  the  engineers 
and  commissioners,  for  at  least  fifteen  or  twenty 
times,  to  try  and  see  if  I  could  not  bring  the  con¬ 
flicting  interests  together,  unite  them  on  a  common 
plan.  After  considerable  work  the  Commission 
concluded  that  any  variations  in  the  suggestions 
that  had  been  made  would  involve  the  expendi¬ 
ture  of  much  more  money  than  is  available  under 
the  statute.  Accordingly,  we  were  in  this  position, 
that  we  would  either  have  to  take  the  plan  as 
submitted  by  the  commission  or  have  nothing  at 
all.  At  a  meeting  at  the  Mayor’s  office  some 
months  ago,  at  which  the  three  commissioners — 
Messrs.  De  las  Casas,  Curtis  and  Benton — were 
present,  they  were  unanimously  of  the  opinion 
that  this  was  the  only  plan  which  could  be  carried 
out.  At  that  time  a  representative  of  the  Direc¬ 
tors  of  the  Port  was  present  and  had  sojne  sug¬ 
gestions  to  offer.  After  six  months  of  waiting  we 
finally  get  a  plan  which  is  substantially  the  same 
plan  which  was  heard  some  months  ago.  With  it 
I  am  in  disagreement  in  some  details,  but  I  realize 
that  this  City  Council  can  only  approve.  It  can¬ 
not  start,  cannot  initiate,  such  being  the  duty  of 
the  Metropolitan  Park  Commission.  Being  a 
public  representative  of  the  citizens  of  the  whole 
city,  and  living  in  Dorchester,  I  realize  that  if  we 
do  not  accept  this  plan  we  may  lose  the  entire 
boulevard  for  the  east  side  of  Dorchester.  The 
situation  is,  in  short,  that  we  need  that  boulevard 
very  much.  That  part  of  Dorchester  has  been 
much  neglected;  therefore,  at  this  time  I  earnestly 
trust  that  this  Council  will  unanimously  approve 
the  proposition  before  it.  I  respectfully  ask  that 
the  vote  be  taken  by  roll  call. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  it  was  not  my 
intention  to  say  anything  whatsoever  upon  this 
proposition,  as  the  hour  is  late;  but  after  the  speech 
of  the  councilor  on  my  left  I  feel  that  there  is 
some  danger  of  the  proposition  not  going  through; 
therefore,  I  wish  also  to  ask  the  Council  to  act 
speedily  in  favor  of  this  plan.  We  voted  unan¬ 
imously  in  Executive  Committee  to-day  to  report 
this  order,  and  I  suppose  there  was  no  doubt  of 
its  passing,  that  no  speeches  were  necessary,  that 
it  was  simply  a  matter  of  a  formal  vote  in  favor 
of  the  measure.  I  do  wish  to  say,  however,  in 
view  of  what  I  learn  about  the  situation,  that  I 
trust  the  newspapers  will  not  either  in  their  news 
stories  or  in  their  head  lines  put  forth  scare  heads 
stating  that  the  plan  passed  upon  by  the  City 
Council  means  expenditure  of  $400,000  or  $600,000 
for  work  on  the  new  boulevard  in  Dorchester.  I 
had  an  idea  at  first  myself,  hastily  arrived  at, 
that  this  money  was  to  be  used  for  filling  in,  lay¬ 
ing  out,  and  so  forth;  but  the  fact  is  that  it  is 
simply  for  the  purpose  of  acquiring  land;  it  does 
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not  mean  that  one  single  person  will  go  to  work; 
it  means  that  we  wrill  have  to  get  together,  and 
through  resolutions  and  whatever  action  we  can 
take  try  to  impress  upon  the  Legislature  and 
upon  the  Park  Commissioners  the  necessity  of 
trying  to  start  work  there,  so  that  something  may 
be  done  to  give  work  to  men  who  need  it.  I 
trust,  however,  that  the  papers  will  not  give  the 
impression  to  the  public,  in  connection  with  the 
passage  of  this  order,  that  it  means  in  any  way 
employment  for  the  unemployed,  those  out  of 
work. 

The  order  was  passed,  yeas  9,  nays  0. 

(3)  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  order 
transferring  the  sum  of  $7,000  to  Branch  Library, 
Faneuil — that  the  order  ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  question  came 
on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  KENNY — Mr.  President,  I  am  not  op¬ 
posed  to  the  plan  of  taking  this  property  in  Faneuil 
for  the  purpose  of  a  branch  library.  In  voting 
for  the  order,  however,  I  wish  to  do  so  with  this 
suggestion,  that  I  am  not  thereby  authorizing  by 
my  vote  the  purchase  of  the  Faneuil  property  at 
$7,000.  If  the  Board  having  the  matter  in  charge 
is  satisfied  that  that  is  a  fair  price  and  is  not  able 
to  get  the  property  at  a  lower  price,  I  am  willing 
to  accept  its  judgment.  But  in  voting  for  the  order 
I  do  so  with  the  hope  that  that  Board  will  be  able 
to  get  the  property  at  a  less  price.  I  so  hope  for 
this  reason.  The  building  originally  cost  but 
$6,000  to  construct.  The  land  is  assessed  for 
something  like  $1,000.  I  believe  it  cost  the  church 
people  $1,038,  showing  an  investment  very  slightly 
in  excess  of  $7,000.  The  church  now  has  new 
quarters,  having  bought  land  in  the  vicinity  and 
having  constructed,  or  now  constructing,  a  church, 
to  which  they  have  moved  from  this  property  we 
are  discussing.  Therefore,  this  property  is  now  on 
the  market.  The  building  was  built  for  a  specific 
purpose,  and  it  seems  to  me,  after  having  talked 
with  officials  representing  the  property  this  after¬ 
noon,  one  of  them  in  particular  reiterating  state¬ 
ments  previously  made  to  me,  that  it  may  be  that 
the  city  can  get  this  property  for  something  less 
than  $7,000.  Therefore,  I  hope  that  whoever  has 
the  responsibility  of  negotiating  in  this  matter 
will  be  able  to  get  it  for  a  sum  of  less  than  $7,000. 

The  order  was  given  its  first  reading  and  passage, 
yeas  9,  nays  0,  and  will  come  up  for  second 
reading  and  passage  in  not  less  than  fourteen  days 
from  date.

When  the  matter  was  taken  up  in 
the  Council  my  attention  was  diverted  by  another 
member  of  the  Council.  I  am  not  a  member  of  the 
Committee  on  Claims,  and  I  should  like  to  hear  an 
explanation  of  this  order  from  the  chairman  of  that 
committee.  I  understand  that  it  is  in  the  nature 
of  a  court  judgment,  that  there  was  an  agreement 
that  there  should  be  a  court  judgment  entered.

KENNY— Mr.  President,  I  am  going  to 
ask  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Claims  if 
he  will  kindly  explain  to  the  Council  this  arrange¬ 
ment,  or  give  us  some  idea  in  regard  to  the  matter 
itself — how  and  when  it  was  heard,  and  what  the 
committee  found  out  in  regard  to  it? 

BALLANTYNE — Mr.  President,  this  is 
one  of  the  claims  that  does  not  come  before  the 
committee  until  after  it  is  heard  by  the  Law 
Department.  The  order  states  the  case  very 
clearly — that  this  schooner  was  injured  in  a 
collision  with  the  “Hibbard,”  one  of  the  city’s 
steamers,  and  the  case  was  entered  in  court. 
After  the  Law  Department  had  considered  the 
matter  very,  very  carefully  it  came  to  the  con¬ 
clusion  that  a  settlement  of  $10,000  would  be  a 
very  favorable  settlement  for  the  city  to  make. 
It  therefore  asked  the  approval  of  that  settlement 
by  the  Committee  on  Claims.  That  is  something 
that  is  required  in  all  cases  where  over  $4,000  is 
involved.  We  were,  therefore,  asked  to  give  our 
approval  of  judgment  being  entered  for  that 
amount.  I  have  the  assurance  of  more  than  one 
member  of  the  Law  Department  that  they  consider 
this  a  very  satisfactory  settlement  for  the  city. 

The  order  was  passed.

of  ita  elevated  structure  on  Castle  street  from  the 
junction  of  Washington  street. 

The  present  general  study  and  consideration 
given  to  the  broad  question  of  transportation 
facilities  in  Boston  is  very  likely  to  involve  the  use 
of  the  structure  in  question  for  which  several  plans 
have  been  considered.

It  has  been  my  observation  that  it  is  exceedingly 
difficult,  if  not  impossible,  for  the  city  to  derive 
sufficient  revenue  in  the  form  of  rental  from 
properties  occupied  by  those  in  the  employ  of  the 
city,  and  in  my  opinion  the  recommendations 
therein  contained  with  reference  to  the  sale  or 
removal  of  said  properties  warrant  the  approval 
of  your  honorable  body.

Mayor  of  Boston: 

Dear  Sir, — -In  accordance  with  your  request  I 
have  visited  the  various  properties  belonging  to 
the  Park  and  Recreation  and  the  Cemetery  De¬ 
partments  that  are  occupied  rent  free,  and  report 
as  follows: 

The  practice  of  collecting  rents  from  small 
properties  owned  by  the  city  is  not  successful. 
Therefore  it  is  not  practical  to  hold  them  for 
living  purposes. 

The  two  and  one-half-story  frame  building 
adjacent  to  the  playground  at  381  Chestnut  Hill 
avenue,  Brighton,  should  be  used  by  the  Park 
and  Recreation  Department  for  a  convenience 
station  or  locker  building,  or  sold  at  public  auction 
and  removed  from  the  premises. 

I  believe  that  the  one  and  one-half-story  frame 
house  adjoining  the  Parker  Hill  reservoir,  the 
two-story  frame  house  on  Williams  Farm,  West 
Roxbury,  and  the  two-story  frame  house  num¬ 
bered  260  Highland  street.,  Roxbury,  located  in 
a  corner  of  the  Marcella  Street  Playground,  are  of 
little  or  no  value  to  the  city,  and  should  be  sold 
at  public  auction  and  removed  from  the  premises. 
If  a  sale  is  not  effected  they  should  be  torn  down. 


The  four  rooms  above  the  Strandway  stable, 
Columbia  road,  South  Boston,  are  occupied  by 
Patrick  Daly,  who  is  an  employee  of  the  Park  and 
Recreation  Department.  These  rooms  have  very 
little  value,  and  the  occupant  should  not  be  asked 
to  pay  rent  because  the  city  is  benefited  by  having 
a  watchman  on  the  premises  throughout  the  night. 

The  two  and  one-half-story,  eight-room  frame 
house  and  outbuildings  numbered  151  Adams 
street,  Dorchester,  could  be  sold  without  injury 
to  the  Mt.  Ida  Playground.  This  house  is  well 
located,  and  with  the  land  is  worth  about  83,500. 
Therefore  I  recommend  that  it  be  sold  at  public 
auction. 

The  one  and  one-half  story  frame  house  of  five 
rooms  in  Fairview  Cemetery,  Hyde  Park,  is  of  very 
little  rental  value,  and  as  it  is  necessary  to  have  an 
office  in  connection  wfith  the  cemetery  for  keeping  of 
duplicate  records,  where  an  employee  of  the  Ceme¬ 
tery  Department  can  be  found  throughout  the  day 
or  night,  I  do  not  believe  that  the  present  occupant 
should  be  disturbed. 

The  superintendent’s  house  at  Mt.  Hope  Ceme¬ 
tery  consists  of  a  two  and  one-half  story  frame 
house,  situated  near  the  Harvard  street  side.  It  is 
in  good  condition,  containing  thirteen  rooms  and 
improvements,  as  stated  in  the  Finance  Commis¬ 
sion’s  report  of  September  24,  1914.  As  the  house 
is  distinctly  a  part  of  the  grounds,  it  would  not  be 
feasible  to  have  anyone  live  in  it  unless  he  were  in 
charge  of  the  cemetery.  Owing  to  the  great  size 
of  the  cemetery  and  the  number  of  smaller  cem¬ 
eteries  owned  by  the  city,  I  believe  it  is  an  ad¬ 
vantage  to  have  the  superintendent  live  on  the 
grounds  at  Mt.  Hope,  as  it  undoubtedly  enables 
him  to  devote  more  time  to  the  wants  of  the  public, 
particularly  at  night. 

Although  the  Finance  Commission  in  a  communi¬ 
cation  to  your  Honor,  dated  September  24,  1914, 
state  that  the  superintendent  should  be  required 
to  pay  a  rental  for  the  premises  occupied,  and  that 
the  city  should  refrain  from  giving  him  attendants 
for  his  live  stock  and  providing  him  with  household 
furnishings,  electricity,  heat,  water  and  telephone, 
I  understand  that  the  Finance  Commission  in  a 
report  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council,  signed  by 
Nathan  Matthews,  chairman,  under  date  of 
February  29,  1908,  recommended  that  inasmuch 
as  the  superintendent  of  Mt.  Hope  Cemetery  had 
the  use  of  a  house  with  light  and  fuel,  his  salary  be 
reduced  from  84,000  to  83,000  a  year.  The  salary 
was  subsequently  reduced  to  83,000  a  year.

Extract  from  communication  to  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  relating  to  the  consolidation  of 
departments  and  to  the  reduction  of  salaries  of 
the  Beads  of  departments,  deputies  and  assistants. 
Signed,  the  Finance  Commission  by  Nathan  Mat¬ 
thews,  chairman,  bearing  date  of  February  29, 
1908. 

Cemetery  Department. —  The  superintendent  re¬ 
ceives  a  salary  of  84,000,  besides  a  house  with  light 
and  fuel  and  the  use  of  a  horse  and  stable.  The 
amounts  paid  in  the  private  cemeteries  in  and 
about  Boston  are,  with  a  single  exception,  much 
below  and  in  one  case  only  equal  to  this  amount. 
The  commission  believes  that  83,000,  in  addition 
to  house  rent,  light  and  fuel,  is  an  ample  and  liberal 
salary,  and  that  the  compensation  of  the  superin¬ 
tendent  should  be  reduced  to  this  figure. 

Comments  on  Report  of  Finance  Commission 
to  His  Honor  the  Mayor. 

Mount  Hope  Cemetery. 

Article  V.  of  the  by-laws  of  the  Cemetery 
Department  provides,  as  it  has  for  many  years, 
that  the  superintendent  “shall  reside  on  the  prem¬ 
ises  known  as  Mount  Hope  Cemetery,  and  under 
the  direction  of  the  Commissioners  shall  have  the 
custody  of  said  cemetery  and  the  general  super¬ 
vision  of  all  the  cemeteries  and  burying  grounds 
under  the  control  of  this  Commission;  .  .  . 

“The  compensation  of  the  General  Superin¬ 
tendent  shall  include  the  use  of  the  dwelling-house 
connected  with  Mount  Hope  Cemetery  and  he 
may  also  cultivate  such  portions  of  the  grounds 
of  Mount  Hope  Cemetery  and  keep  such  domestic 
animals  for  his  own  use  as  the  Commission  may 
designate.” 

These  rules  and  conditions  are  not  unusual 
and  are  practically  the  same  as  govern  all  large 
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cemeteries  throughout  the  country,  the  condition 
being  necessary  not  as  any  convenience  to  the 
superintendent  but  in  order  that  he  may  be  avail¬ 
able  to  the  owners  of  burial  rights  and  for  the 
proper  policing  and  supervision  of  the  grounds 
at  all  hours  of  the  day  and  night,  including  Sun¬ 
days  and  holidays.  Orders  for  burials  are  received 
at  all  hours  of  the  day  and  night,  Sundays  and 
holidays,  especially  for  those  whose  deaths  occur 
outside  the  limits  of  the  Commonwealth.  The 
nature  of  the  relations  of  the  lot  owners  to  the 
cemetery  is  such  that  it  is  often  necessary  and 
convenient  to  discuss  matters  pertaining  to  their 
rights  with  the  superintendent  during  evenings, 
Sundays  and  holidays  when  the  various  members 
of  the  family  are  able  to  be  together.  Requests 
are  often  made  and  the  superintendent  is  expected 
to  visit  them  evenings  at  their  homes  out  of  regular 
business  hours. 

The  telephone  is  for  the  use  of  the  lot  owners, 
trustees  and  undertakers,  and  should  not  be 
properly  charged  as  a  convenience  to  the 
superintendent. 

The  automobile  is  not  for  the  use  of  the  super¬ 
intendent  as  a  pleasure  conveyance  or  private 
convenience,  but  is  used  by  him  in  the  execution 
of  the  work  of  the  department. 

The  orchard  of  fruit  trees  referred  to  consists  of  a 
few  ancient,  dilapidated  pear  and  apple  trees 
which  produce  only  sufficient  fruit  to  attract  the 
neighborhood  boys,  and  are  such  a  nuisance  that 
it  was  determined  some  time  ago  to  destroy  them. 

The  reference  to  the  cultivated  areas  and  “farm 
help”  furnished  to  the  superintendent  consists  of 
areas  of  unused  land  which  had  run  out  into  a 
weedy  growth  which  was  a  menace  to  the  depart¬ 
ment  through  the  production  of  seeds  of  noxious 
weeds.  The  land  has  been  cultivated  and  has 
produced  a  large  amount  of  corn,  hay  and  straw 
which  has  been  used  by  the  department.  This 
year  it  amounted  to  over  $800  worth  of  good 
quality  hay  and  $200  worth  of  rye  straw  for  bed¬ 
ding  and  plant  covering. 

There  are  no  employees  of  the  department  doing 
private  work  for  the  superintendent.  Why  it 
should  have  been  necessary  to  drag  the  superin¬ 
tendent’s  wife,  who  is  not  an  employee  of  the  city, 
into  this  matter  is  difficult  to  understand, .especially 
in  a  misrepresentation  of  what  she  said.  It  was 
evidently  a  representative  of  the  Finance  Com¬ 
mission  who  called  at  the  superintendent’s  house 
and  introduced  himself  as  coming  from  the  Mayor’s 
office  and  was  making  an  examination  of  the  city’s 
real  estate,  appeared  extremely  solicitous  for  her 
welfare  and  comfort,  asked  if  a  maid  was  kept,  and 
being  answered  in  the  affirmative  asked  if  the  city 
paid  her  wages,  and  was  informed  that  the  city 
did  not  pay  her  wages  but  that  they  were  paid  by 
the  superintendent.  He  then  said,  “I  think  the 
city  should  pay  them,  don’t  you?”  To  which  she 
replied  in  pleasantry  that  it  would  be  nice.  *No 
reference  was  made  to  any  additional  “assistance” 
which  she  was  already  receiving  from  the  city,  as 
she  was  receiving  none. 

The  analysis  of  the  items  for  furnishings  is  mis¬ 
leading.  The  repairs  upon  the  buildings  are  not 
made  for  the  pleasure  of  the  superintendent  but  for 
the  preservation  of  the  city’s  property.  A  linoleum 
covering  was  laid  over  the  old  floor  as  it  was  found 
to  be  cheaper  than  laying  a  new  floor.  The  carpets, 
etc.,  referred  to  were  purchased  for  and  are  now 
and  always  have  been  in  use  at  the  administration 
building,  and  no  articles  of  furniture  or  furnishings 
of  any  kind  purchased  by  the  city  are  in  use  at  the 
superintendent’s  house. 

The  superintendent  is  permitted  to  keep  a  cow 
and  a  few  hens  as  stated.  The  cost  of  the  grain 
is  paid  by  the  superintendent  personally  and  he  has 
bills  to  show  for  it. 

The  reference  to  the  fact  that  “Mr.  Ross  has 
access  to  a  large  conservatory  maintained  by  the 
city”  might  be  regarded  as  a  favorable  condition 
as  he  is  thus  enabled  by  having  this  access  to 
properly  supervise  the  corps  of  gardeners  employed 
there  in  the  production  and  care  of  the  ornamental 
plants  used  in  the  various  cemeteries  of  the  depart¬ 
ment. 

Had  the  representative  of  the  Finance  Commis¬ 
sion  chosen  to  seek  his  information  from  the  super¬ 
intendent  or  the  trustees,  rather  than  from  hostile 
employees,  he  might  easily  have  ascertained  the 
facts  and  learned  that  the  conditions  complained 
of  are  a  part  of  the  contract  between  the  city  and 
the  superintendent  and  vary  in  no  degree  from  the 
contract  under  which  all  former  superintendents 
have  worked  for  at  least  fifty  years,  or  from  the 
conditions  under  which  superintendents  of  other 


cemeteries  throughout  the  country  are  working, 
with  the  exception  that  the  present  superintendent’s 
salary  is  $1,000  per  year  less  than  was  formerly 
paid. 

It  must  be  remembered  that  the  house  referred 
to  is  in  an  extremely  undesirable  location  as  a 
home;  in  fact  the  superintendent  of  no  large 
cemetery  really  has  a  home  to  himself,  but  this 
arrangement  obtains  in  order  to  be  able  to  render 
that  which  is  recognized  as  adequate  and  proper 
service  to  the  lot  and  grave  owners,  who  in  the 
case  of  Mount  Hope  have  paid  into  the  public 
treasury  for  their  rights  probably  close  to  three 
million  dollars.

Comments  on  Report  of  Finance  Commission 
to  His  Honor  the  Mayor. 

Fairview  Cemetery,  Hyde  Park, 

September  26,  1914. 

The  house  occupied  by  the  custodian  is  within 
the  cemetery  grounds  and  not  outside  as  stated. 
The  former  occupant,  who  paid  rent,  was  a  laborer 
employed  by  the  town  of  Hyde  Park  at  Fairview 
before  annexation,  and  was  without  responsibility 
and  was  not  supposed  to  be  capable  of  giving 
information  or  receiving  instructions  from  lot 
owners.  No  books  or  records  pertaining  to  the 
cemetery  were  kept  at  the  house,  and  it  was 
without  telephone  communication,  as  the  super¬ 
intendent  of  Fairview  lived  at  Hyde  Park  and 
was  easily  available.  The  house  was  in  a  greatly 
dilapidated  condition.  Upon  Donovan’s  appoint¬ 
ment  a  telephone  was  installed  and  an  office 
established  within  the  house  where  the  duplicate 
records  are  kept.  Mr.  Donovan  or  his  wife  are 
available  at  the  telephone  throughout  the  entire 
twenty-four  hours  of  each  day.  Previous  to  our 
acquisition  of  the  property  only  residents  of  Hyde 
Park  were  buried  there.  It  is  now  open  to  the 
public,  the  number  of  burials  have  materially 
increased,  the  amount  of  work  has  multiplied,  and 
the  necessity  for  a  competent  person  to  be  in 
attendance  at  all  hours  of  the  day  is  obvious. 
Mr.  Donovan  is  not  given  the  rent  as  any  favor 
to  him,  but  in  order  that  he  will  be  available  at 
all  times  on  the  grounds.  He  would  much  prefer 
to  live  elsewhere  and  pay  rent  than  to  live  here 
rent  free. 

Under  the  title  of  cost  expended  for  mainte¬ 
nance  and  repairs  the  item  of  $195.80  for  “Fur¬ 
nishings”  is  misleading.  It  might  be  understood 
to  include  furniture,  etc.,  while  as  a  matter  of 
fact  it  was  paid  for  the  furnace  and  attachments 
for  heating  the  house. 

None  of  the  other  custodians  referred  to  who  do 
not  receive  their  house  rent  are  at  all  envious  of 
his  occupancy  of  this  house  and  it  does  not  weaken 
the  discipline  of  the  department  in  any  percep¬ 
tible  degree,  because  none  of  the  other  custodians 
referred  to  have  occasion  to  be  called  upon  after 
working  hours,  Sundays  or  holidays,  and  the 
conditions  are  not  at  all  parallel.

LIBRARY,  FANEUIL. 

President  McDONALD  called  up  unfinished 
business,  No.  4,  viz.: 

4.  Ordered,  That  under  the  provisions  of  chap¬ 
ter  261  of  the  Acts  of  1893  the  City  Auditor  be  and 
he  hereby  is  authorized  to  make  the  following

said  sum  to  be  used  for  the  purchase  of  an  estate  in 
Faneuil  for  a  branch  library. 

On  January  4,  1915,  the  foregoing  order  was  read 
once  and  passed,  yeas  9. 

The  question  came  on  the  second  and  final 
reading  and  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  KENNY — Mr.  President,  I  want  to  say 
just  a  few  words  on  this  matter  before  it  is  voted 
upon,  in  addition  to  that  I  have  already  said. 
I  am  going  to  vote  for  the  order,  but  I  do  so 
with  the  understanding  that,  so  far  as  my  vote  is 
concerned,  I  am  not  willing  that  the  city  should 
pay  $7,000  for  this  property.  That  is  the  asking 
price,  and  that  is  the  price  that  the  parties  have 
been  seeking  to  obtain.  If  it  were  a  question 
to-day  of  paying  that  amount  for  the  property 
I  wrould  vote  against  this  order.  But  under  the 
law,  if  this  property  is  negotiated  for  by  the 
trustees  of  the  Public  Library,  they  cannot  pay 
more  than  $5,500  for  it.  That  is,  the  property 
is  assessed,  buildings  and  land,  at  $4,400,  and 
under  section  31  of  chapter  486  of  the  Acts  of 
1909  the  trustees  of  the  Public  Library  are  not 
permitted  and  will  not  be  permitted  to  pay  more 
than  $5,500  for  the  property.  That  is  25  per  cent 
in  addition  to  the  assessed  value.  If  it  goes  into 
the  hands  of  the  Street  Commissioners  and  they 
take  under  the  law  of  eminent  domain,  they  can 
pay  whatever  they  see  fit  under  the  law.  I  there¬ 
fore  feel  that,  under  those  circumstances,  we  are 
safe  in  authorizing  this  transfer,  with  the  knowl¬ 
edge  that  if  it  is  taken  by  the  Public  Library 
Trustees  it  cannot  cost  the  city  more  than  $5,500. 
That  is  as  much  as  I  would  vote  to  give  the  church 
for  this  property.  Indeed,  if  tney  can  get  $5,000 
for  this  property  it  is  all  I  think  they  should 
receive.  We  expect,  when  dealing  with  church 
people,  much  higher  stondards  than  when  we  are 
dealing  with  the  ordinary  individual,  and  I  am 
sure  we  are  not  going  to  be  disappointed  in  this 
instance.  If  they  have  had  the  property  for 
fourteen  years,  costing  them  originally  $7,000, 
$1,000  for  the  land  and  $6,000  for  the  building, 
they  have  had  the  use  of  it  for  the  purposes  for 
which  it  was  intended  for  a  good  while  and,  as 
its  use  is  limited  only  to  such  a  purpose  as  we 
contemplate,  it  seems  to  me  that  $5,000  would  be 
a  very  fair  price  and  that  they  should  be  only 
too  glad  to  negotiate  with  the  city  on  that  basis. 
It  is  now  on  their  hands  and  cannot  be  converted 
into  dwelling  property  except  at  considerable 
expense,  and  therefore  has  its  limitations.  It  is 
now  being  used  for  a  certain  specific  purpose. 
It  will  answer  the  needs  of  the  city  as  a  branch 
library  all  right.  Nevertheless  I  hope  that 
when  the  time  comes  the  trustees  of  the  Public 
Library  will  not  pay  more  than  $5,000  for  the 
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property.  I  know  that  they  cannot  pay  more 
than  $5,500.  Therefore,  I  am  quite  agreeable 
to  voting  “yes”  on  the  question  of  passing  the 
order,  with  this  explanation. 

Coun.  COLLINS — Mr.  President,  two  or  three 
years  ago  when  the  matter  of  a  branch  library 
for  the  Faneuil  district  came  before  this  body  I  was 
at  the  time  on  the  Committee  on  Libraries.  We 
voted  in  favor  of  a  branch  library  in  that  section. 
As  I  understand  it,  there  are  really  two  questions 
before  us.  The  first  is,  should  this  section  have 
a  branch  library?  My  answer  is  yes,  of  course; 
it  should  have  had  it  long  ago.  The  second  ques¬ 
tion  is,  how  much  money  should  be  available 
for  this  purpose?  Two  weeks  ago  we  gave  a 
first  reading  to  this  order  providing  $7,000  for  the 
purpose.  As  I  understand  it,  we  have  no  right 
to  make  a  bargain  with  the  trustees.  Under  the 
statutes  the  duty  rests  upon  the  library  trustees 
and  his  Honor  the  Mayor  of  negotiating  for  this 
property.  Accordingly,  I  wish  to  make  this  state¬ 
ment.  I  voted  for  $7,000  for  this  library  with 
the  idea  that  that  sum  might  be  available  for  the 
purpose,  but  not  with  the  understanding  that  the 
entire  $7,000  shall  be  so  spent.  When  the  time 
comes  I  believe  that  the  library  trustees  will 
make  a  good  bargain  for  the  city.  Consequently, 
I  shall  vote  again  for  the  order. 

Coun.  COLEMAN — Mr.  President,  I  think  a 
word  should  be  said  in  view  of  the  remarks  of  the 
councilor  on  my  right  (Coun.  Kenny)  as  to  the 
standards  of  church  people  in  business  trans¬ 
actions.  The  trustees  representing  this  property 
came  before  our  committee,  presented  their  case, 
and  I  think  he  will  agree  with  the  rest  of  us  that 
they  did  so  in  a  very  fair  manner.  Although  they 
felt  that  $7,000  was  the  price  they  should  get  for 
the  property,  they  evidenced  an  entire  willingness 
to  enter  into  a  fair  arbitration,  stating  distinctly 
that  they  wanted  to  get  only  such  a  price  for  it 
as  was  a  proper  price  for  the  city  to  pay  after  the 
matter  had  been  fairly  arbitrated. 

Coun.  BALLANTYNE — Mr.  President,  in  vot¬ 
ing  for  this  order  for  $7,000,  I  do  not  consider 
that  I  am  voting  for  the  expenditure  of  $7,000  for 
the  purchase  of  this  church  property.  I  have  not 
seen  the  property  and  don’t  know  the  value  of 
it.  I  do  know  the  assessed  value,  and  I  know 
just  what  the  library  trustees  can  pay  for  it. 
I  am  not  at  all  afraid  of  the  library  trustees 
making  any  bargain  that  will  not  be  satisfactory 
to  the  City  of  Boston  and  I  disagree  with  my 
brother  on  the  right  (Coun.  Kenny)  when  he 
says  that  if  it  gets  into  the  hands  of  the  Street 
Commissioners  they  can  pay  what  they  please. 
Neither  the  Street  Commissioners,  the  Public 
Library  Trustees  nor  any  other  official  of  the  city 
can  pay  one  cent  more  than  $5,500  for  that  prop¬ 
erty.  If  the  trustees  of  the  library  cannot  make 
a  settlement  with  the  trustees  of  the  church  the 
Street  Commissioners  may  be  called  upon  to  take 
the  property  by  right  of  eminent  domain,  and  the 
price  will  then  be  settled  by  the  courts  and  not 
by  the  Street  Commissioners.  So  we  are  perfectly 
safe  in  voting  this  money.  There  is  no  question 
that  only  a  fair  price  will  be  paid  for  the  property. 

I  also  want  to  back  up  my  brother  on  the  right 
(Coun.  Coleman)  when  he  states  that  the  trustees 
who  appeared  before  the  committee  showed  a 
disposition  to  treat  the  city  fairly  and  a  wish  to 
get  only  a  fair  price  for  the  property.  I  simply 
want  to  correct  the  councilor  on  my  right  (Coun. 
Kenny)  when  he  says  in  regard  to  that  one  point 
that  the  Street  Commissioners  can  pay  any  price 
they  please.  The  Street  Commissioners  cannot 
pay  more  than  25  per  cent  in  excess  of  the  assessed 
value. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  my  reason  for 
voting  for  this  order  to-day  is  different  from  the 
reasons  stated  by  many  of  those  who  preceded  me. 

I  am  voting  for  it  unqualifiedly  because  there  is  a 
necessity  for  a  branch  library  in  that  locality  and 
because  the  library  trustees  have  been  renting  the 
building  for  a  year  or  two,  paying  much  more  in 
rental  than  the  interest  on  the  cost  of  the  property 
if  bought  would  be.  Furthermore,  the  library  . 
trustees  have  equipped  this  building  with  shelves 
and  other  equipment,  at  a  cost,  I  believe,  aggrega¬ 
ting  almost  $1,500,  and  if  that  equipment  were 
taken  out  and  put  elsewhere  it  would  be  valueless. 

I  also  know  that  in  my  particular  faith  the  upkeep 
of  a  piece  of  church  property  is  away  ahead  of  any 
other  kind  of  property.  What  I  am  about  to  say 
may  sound  a  bit  ridiculous,  as  I  am  not  a  builder 
and  have  not  seen  the  property,  but  I  believe  if  I 
went  out  there  with  an  expert  builder  and  looked 
at  that  building  we  would  find  to-day  that  it  is  in  as 


practically  as  good,  if  not  better,  condition  than 
on  the  day  it  was  built,  because  there  have  un¬ 
doubtedly  been  added  improvements.  It  is  un¬ 
fortunate,  and  I  am  sorry  to  see  it,  that  there 
should  be  such  collision  of  legal  minds  as  has  been 
shown  here  in  the  difference  of  opinion  on  the 
legality  of  the  matter  by  the  councilor  from  Rox- 
bury  opposite  (Coun.  Ballantyne)  and  the-councilor 
from  South  Boston  (Coun.  Kenny),  but  I  expert 
that  the  Chief  Justice  of  the  body  will  come  to  the 
rescue  and  straighten  the  matter  out.  But  that 
is  neither  here  nor  there.  I  believe  the  City  of 
Boston  should  have  equal  standards  in  buying 
property  as  a  church  organization  in  selling  it. 
That  property  is  surely  worth  to  the  City  of  Boston 
as  much  or  almost  as  much  as  they  have  asked  for 
it,  and  I  think  if  the  church  people  believe  that  it  is 
worth  $7,000  and  the  library  trustees  believe  it  is 
worth  $7,000  to  the  city  to  secure  it,  the  $7,000  is  a 
proper  price  and  should  be  paid.  I  would  vote  for 
it  under  those  circumstances.  It  is  ridiculous  that 
we  should  all  be  talking  on  this  proposition,  be¬ 
cause  we  are  unanimously  in  favor  of  the  passage  of 
the  order.  I  suppose  it  is  pro-campaign  talk  on  the 
part  of  some  and  a  swan  song  on  the  part  of  others. 
I  am  glad  to  vote  for  the  order. 

Coun.  WOODS — Mr.  President,  I  am  glad  that 
my  brother  councilors  want  to  have  their  position 
in  regard  to  this  property  made  so  sure.  I  want  to 
say  that  if  they  have  an  idea  that  if  $7,000  were 
paid  for  that  property  it  would  be  too  much,  their 
minds  should  be  disabused  of  such  an  idea.  I  have 
known  the  property  for  years.  It  is  a  first-class 
piece  of  property  in  a  first-class  location.  I  want 
to  say  that  the  building  to-day  could  not  be  re¬ 
placed  for  $8,000,  to  say  nothing  of  the  land.  I 
wish  to  say  also  for  the  Prudential  Committee, 
so-called,  of  the  church  that  I  have  known 
those  gentlemen  for  years  and  that  they  are  a 
good  first-class,  honest  set  of  men.  So  far  as 
assessed  valuation  is  concerned,  that  is  noth¬ 
ing  to  go  by.  Church  property  at  the  corner 
of  Harvard  avenue  and  Farrington  street  was 
assessed  for  $4,000,  I  offered  $12,000,  and  it  was 
sold  for  $15,000.  I  would  say  also  that  I  bought  a 
church  and  that  I  liye  in  it  myself.  I  bought  the 
church  for  $200  and  it  was  assessed  for  over  $3,000. 

I  got  the  church,  moved  it  over  and  fixed  it  up. 
It  cost  a  great  deal  to  alter  it,  and  I  am  living  there. 
So  I  don’t  want  any  member  to  feel  that  they  are 
doing  wrong  when  they  are  voting  for  this  state¬ 
ment.  This  is  a  straightforward  transaction  and 
there  is  nothing  crooked  about  it.  Nobody  has 
bought  or  bonded  the  church  property,  and  no¬ 
body  is  going  to  do  so.  Nobody  is  negotiating 
for  the  church  with  the  city  but  the  church  com¬ 
mittee.  If  this  were  in  any  other  section,  the 
property  would  have  been  bonded  and  owned  by 
somebody  else,  but  the  church  owns  it,  and  in 
negotiating  for  it  we  are  dealing  only  with  the 
church  people. 

Coun.  KENNY — -Mr.  President,  I  did  not 
intend  to  start  up  a  hornet’s  nest.  I  was  simply 
explaining  why  I  intended  to  vote  for  the  order. 

I  do  not  happen  to  be  in  the  position  of  the  member 
from  Brighton,  who  seems  to  have  certain  relations 
with  the  people  in  the  church,  judging  by  the  way 
he  talks.  I  don’t  know  just  what  those  relations 
are  and  I  don’t  suppose  it  matters  what  they  are. 

I  supposed  he  was  acting  here  as  a  trustee  of  the 
city.  I  made  no  political  speech.  I  left  that  for 
the  member  from  Roxbury  (Coun.  Watson)  who 
has  just  made  one.  He  is  the  only  one  who  has 
made  a  political  speech.  I  suppose  he  is  casting 
an  anchor  to  windward  for  next  year.  I  do  not 
have  to  do  that.  I  merely  explained  my  position. 
As  for  the  member  from  Roxbury  in  this  division 
(Coun.  Ballantyne),  we  all  know  that  he  is  a  very 
superior  lawyer  and  that  his  opinions  on  questions 
of  law  have  a  great  deal  of  weight.  I  simply  leave 
the  legal  question  with  what  I  have  said.  If  this 
land  is  taken  by  eminent  domain  it  is  open  to  the 
Street  Commissioners  to  negotiate  for  and  purchase 
the  land  at  any  price  they  are  willing  to  give.  It 
is  then  open  to  the  owner  to  accept  or  allow  the 
case  to  be  taken  to  court  and  have  the  damages 
assessed  by  a  jury.  There  is  no  necessity  at  this 
time  of  our  discussing  the  legal  rights  of  the  case 
here,  because  those  will  be  taken  care  of  in  due 
course. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  it  may  be  that 
I  have  an  anchor  to  windward,  but  another  gentle¬ 
man  who  has  spoken  has  also  thrown  out  the  life 
line.  So  that  is  not  true  in  my  case  alone.  There 
is  one  thing  I  have  noticed  in  connection  with  this 
proposition,  and  that  is  that  it  is  an  order  calling 
for  the  expenditure  of  money,  and  it  is  one  of  the 
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very  few  orders  calling  for  the  expenditure  of 
money  that  that  hallowed  organization,  the  Finance 
Commission,  has  not  been  called  upon  to  investi¬ 
gate,  and  in  regard  to  which  we  have  not  heard 
any  objection  from  them.  There  must  be  a  good 
deal  of  merit  in  the  proposition  or  it  would  have 
landed  up  there  in  that  harbor  of  refuge  long 
before  this. 

The  order  was  given  its  second  and  final  reading 
and  passage,  yeas  8,  nays  0.

Coun.  KENNY  offered  an  order — That  in  the 
proceeding  pending  in  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court 
for  the  County  of  Suffolk  wherein  John  I.  Fitz¬ 
gerald  is  petitioner  for  a  writ  of  certiorari  and  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council  of  the 
City  of  Boston  are  named  respondents,  John  T. 
Hughes,  Esquire,  of  Boston,  be  and  hereby  is 
authorized  to  appear  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  City 
Council  and  represent  said  City  Council  therein. 

Referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 


EMPLOYMENT  OF  NEEDY. 

Coun.  COLEMAN,  for  Coun.  Coulthurst, 
offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  There  is  now  $85,000,  more  or  less,  in 
the  Reserve  Fund,  $50,000  of  which  is  available 
for  general  purposes;  and 

Whereas,  Conditions  of  unemployment  in  the 
city  are  now  at  an  acute  stage,  requiring  all  possible 
relief;  and 

Whereas,  Under  the  city  charter  the  power  on 
initiating  appropriations  lies  with  the  Mayor  and 
not  with  the  City  Council;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Mayor  be  requested  to  send 
forthwith  to  the  City  Council  an  order  transferring 
the  available  Reserve  Fund  to  the  Park  and  Recrea¬ 


tion  Department,  or  the  Public  Works  Depart¬ 
ment,  or  both,  in  order  that  emergency  men  may 
be  provided  with  employment. 

The  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the  pre¬ 
ambles  and  resolution. 

Coun.  COLEMAN — Mr.  President  the  reason 
for  the  presentation  of  this  resolution  at  this 
time  is  because  the  situation  in  regard  to  the  matter 
of  unemployment  in  this  city  has  reached  an  acute 
stage  and  the  plans  which  have  been  made  by  the 
city  and  state  authorities  for  the  furtherance  of 
public  works  are  such  that  the  money  cannot  be 
put  into  operation  immediately.  This  situation 
in  the  matter  of  unemployment  is  such  that  imme¬ 
diate  relief  is  needed  within  the  next  two  or  three 
weeks.  If  this  money  can  be  transferred  from  the 
Reserve  Fund  to  the  Park  and  Recreation  Depart¬ 
ment  or  the  Public  Works  Department  those  in 
authority  in  those  departments  can  put  men  at 
work  on  shifts  of  five  days  at  a  time  and  be  within 
the  law,  without  conforming  to  the  civil  service 
requirements  when  a  laborer  is  hired  for  a  regular 
time.  In  this  way  very  substantial  temporary 
and  immediate  relief  can  be  afforded,  that  cannot 
be  offered  in  any  other  way. 

The  resolutions  were  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  ask  the  gentleman  a  question,  if  I  may,  and  for 
that  purpose  I  will  move  reconsideration  of  the 
reference.  I  would  like  to  ask  the  councilor  who 
has  just  spoken  on  the  resolution  drawn  by  Coun. 
Coulthurst  if  he  knows  how  much  balance  there  is 
in  the  Reserve  Fund  that  can  be  transferred. 

Coun.  COLEMAN — About  $80,000,  and  about 
$26,000,  I  understand,  will  be  needed  for  the  Police 
Department,  leaving  a  balance  of  about  $50,000 
that  could  be  appropriated  in  this  way,  inasmuch 
as  we  have  only  about  two  weeks  of  the  present 
city  government  left. 

Coun.  WOODS — Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to 
ask  Mr.  Coleman  if  the  civil  service  rules  of  the 
City  of  Boston  will  allow  the  Mayor  to  put  laborers 
on  for  five  days. 

Coun.  COLEMAN — I  understand  that  he  has 
that  authority,  five  days’  shift  at  a  time,  that  a 
certain  shift  of  men  can  work  five  days  and  another 
shift  five  days. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  think  I 
know  something  about  the  civil  service  rules.  I 
think  if  there  is  to  be  five  days’  work  given  out, 
men  on  the  civil  service  list  would  be  given  the 
preference,  so  that  men  could  not  be  employed 
indiscriminately.  They  would  have  to  go  to  the 
civil  service  for  them.  However,  I  believe  in  the 
merits  of  the  resolution  and  have  no  objection  to  it. 

Reconsideration  was  refused  and  the  resolutions 
stood  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 


HOSPITAL  LOAN  TO  BE  EXPENDED. 

Coun.  ATTRIDGE  offered  an  order — That  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  City  Hospital  be  requested, 
through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  take  the  neces¬ 
sary  steps,  as  soon  as  possible,  to  expend  the 
balance  of  the  sum  of  $298,000,  which  sum  was 
appropriated  by  loan  on  June  13,  1913,  by  the  City 
Council  to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the 
Board  of  Hospital  Trustees  for  City  Hospital, 
South  Department,  New  Buildings,  Changes  and 
Additions. 

Passed. 

Coun.  ATTRIDGE — Mr.  President,  this  order 
has  been  put  in  by  me  not  to  embarrass  the  Mayor 
but,  in  a  way,  to  assist  him  in  the  matter  of  furnish¬ 
ing  employment  at  this  particular  season  or  in  the 
coming  springtime  of  the  year.  In  1911  the 
trustees  of  the  City  Hospital  sent  some  communica¬ 
tions  to  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  which  communica¬ 
tions  were  transmitted  to  the  City  Council  by  the 
Mayor  September  11,  1911.  I  am  not  going  to 
read  all  of  those  communications,  but,  if  there  is  no 
objection  on  the  part  of  the  Council,  I  will  ask  to 
have  them  incorporated  in  the  record.  I  would 
like,  however,  to  read  one  or  two  short  statements 
from  those  communications,  showing  the  necessity 
according  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  City 
Hospital,  for  prompt  action  on  the  part  of  the 
trustees  of  the  hospital  in  appropriating  this 
money.  Under  date  of  September  7,  1911,  the 
City  Hospital  Trustees,  through  Mr.  A.  Shuman, 
President  of  the  Board,  said: 

“May  I  therefore  say  that  while  this  need  has 
been  made  so  manifest  by  the  trustees  in  various 
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communications,  I  beg  to  further  indicate  the 
necessity  for  prompt  action  to  relieve  the  pressure 
from  these  contagious  wards.” 

Under  date  of  June  9,  1911,  Mr.  Shuman,  the 
president  of  the  trustees,  again  wrote  to  the  Mayor 
and  said,  among  other  things,  that  “The  demand 
for  accommodations  for  the  care  of  patients  ill 
with  infectious  diseases  has  been  constantly 
increasing,  and  we  have  reached  a  point  where 
this  department  is  practically  filled  to  its  utmost 
capacity,  and  further  accommodations  are  imme¬ 
diately  needed.” 

In  that  same  communication  to  the  Mayor,  Mr. 
Shuman  said: 

“Within  the  past  two  or  three  years  the  City  of 
Boston  has  paid  to  other  hospitals  for  treatment 
of  patients  ill  with  infectious  diseases  about 
$33,000.” 

Those  communications  were  submitted  to  the 
City  Council  September  11,  1911.  On  May  5, 
1913,  the  then  Mayor  of  Boston  transmitted  to  the 
City  Council  a  communication  and  also  a  loan 
order  for  the  City  Council  to  take  some  action 
upon.  That  order  called  for  the  expenditure  of 
the  sum  of  $298,000  for  the  South  Department, 
new  buildings,  changes  and  additions.  The  com¬ 
munication  and  order  came  to  the  City  Council 
on  May  5,  1913.  The  Council  passed  the  order 
to  a  first  reading  on  May  29  of  the  same  year  by 
a  vote  of  eight  to  nothing;  the  second  reading  was 
held  on  Friday,  June  13,  1913,  by  the  same  vote. 
The  bonds  for  this  amount  were  issued  on  Novem¬ 
ber  1,  1913,  and  they  were  to  pay  4J  per  cent. 
There  is  at  the  present  time  unexpended  and 
uncontracted  for  the  sum  of  $248,864,  and  I  have 
in  my  hand  a  statement  from  the  City  Auditor 
which  shows  a  list  of  the  contracts  which  have 
been  made  by  the  City  Hospital  Trustees,  which 
contracts  must  be  paid  for  from  the  appropriation 
of  $298,000.  These  contracts — which,  if  there 
is  no  objection,  I  would  like  to  have  incorporated 
in  the  records — total  $49,136,  leaving  a  balance  to 
be  expended  of  $248,864.  The  hospital  trustees 
in  1911  Said  that  prompt  action  was  necessary. 
The  trustees,  through  the  president,  said  that  the 
city  was  paying  money  for  the  care  of  patients  ill 
with  infectious  diseases  at  the  Haynes  Hospital 
and  at  other  institutions,  and  I  learned  from  the 
auditor  to-day  that  the  city  has  paid  $1,000  to 
the  Homoeopathic  Hospital  for  the  care  of  city 
patients  and  that  there  is  a  sum  of  $438  now  due 
to  the  Homoeopathic  Hospital,  which  makes  a  total 
of  $1,438  to  that  one  particular  hospital  for  the 
treatment  of  patients  ill  with  infectious  diseases. 
As  I  have  said,  the  bonds  were  issued  on  November 
1,  1914,  and  on  November  1,  1914,  the  city  paid 
interest  of  $12,960,  besides  paying  $15,000  of  the 
principal.  On  next  November  1  the  city  will 
pay  about  the  same  amount  in  round  figures— 
about  $12,000  for  interest  and  again  $15,000  on 
the  principal.  I  think  that  the  Council  at  the 
time  saw  the  necessity  for  some  action  and  accord¬ 
ingly  passed  the  loan  order  for  $298,000.  As  I 
said,  some  of  the  money  has  been  contracted  for, 
but  no  contracts  as  far  as  I  could  find  out  have 
been  let  for  the  proposed  six-story  building  which 
was  to  take  care  of  the  infectious  diseases,  and 
which  was  needed,  as  we  understood,  by  the  City 
Hospital  Department.  I  think  that  here  is  an 
opportunity  for  the  city,  through  its  proper  officials, 
to  show  the  right  spirit.  I  believe  that  this  work 
should  be  prosecuted  with  vigor,  especially  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  many  are  out  of  employment.  If 
work  was  started  on  such  a  building  it  would  mean 
work  not  alone  for  the  skilled  artisan  but  for  the 
unskilled  man.  It  would  mean  work  for  the  man 
who  digs  for  the  foundations;  it  would  mean  work 
for  the  man  who  drives  a  team  which  hauls  material 
to  the  building;  it  would  mean  work  for  the  skilled 
men — for  the  electrician,  for  the  bricklayer,  for 
the  plasterer,  for  the  whitener,  for  the  painter. 
This,  in  my  opinion,  is  a  necessity  and  not  a  luxury. 
The  Mayor  has  said  that  he  will  not  authorize  the 
expenditure  of  any  money  for  luxuries,  such  as 
municipal  buildings,  until  the  necessities  are  pro¬ 
vided  for.  I  think  that  the  reports  which  have 
been  submitted  by  the  trustees  of  the  City  Hospital 
and  which  are  on  record  in  the  City  Council  min¬ 
utes  show  that  there  is  a  necessity  for  this  partic¬ 
ular  building  for  the  South  Department.  When 
that  money  was  transferred,  of  course  the  Council 
transferred  the  Parental  School  to  the  City  Hospital 
Department,  but,  as  I  understood  it,  the  Parental 
School  was  to  be  used  for  convalescent  patients. 
I  presume  that  persons  who  might  have  bones 
broken,  for  instance,  might  be  sent  there  to  get 
well.  It  shows  that  even  now,  according  to  what 


the  auditor  told  me,  the  city  had  not  accommoda¬ 
tions  for  those  inflicted  with  infectious  diseases, 
especially  children.  The  auditor  told  me  that  the 
city  is  now  paying  money  to  the  Homoeopathic 
Hospital,  for  instance,  for  city  patients.  I  think 
this  is  one  matter  that  could  be  taken  up  by  the 
Mayor  and  the  hospital  trustees,  which  could  be 
pushed  with  vigor,  which  is  a  necessity  and  not  a 
luxury,  and  which  would  give  employment — of 
course,  not  immediately,  but  within  a  reasonable 
time — to  many  artisans,  trades  people  and  workers 
of  the  city.  I  trust  that  this  order — which  is 
simply  a  request  that  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
through  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  take  the  necessary 
steps  to  use  the  balance  of  that  money — will  pass. 

The  communication  of  May  5,  1911,  with  accom¬ 
panying  order,  referred  to  by  Coun.  Attridge  is  as 
follows: 

City  of  Boston, 

Office  of  the  Mayor,  April  23,  1913. 
To  the  City  Council: 

The  conditions  at  the  South  Department  of  the 
City  Hospital  have  long  been  a  subject  of  grave 
concern  on  the  part  of  the  hospital  trustees.  At 
the  meeting  of  your  honorable  body  held  Septem¬ 
ber  11,  1911,  I  presented  various  communications 
from  the  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  calling 
attention  to  the  conditions  prevailing  at  that 
department.  The  chairman  estimated  the  neces¬ 
sary  improvements  at  the  South  Department  to 
cost  about  $297,800. 

I  recommend,  therefore,  the  passage  of  the 
accompanying  loan  order  appropriating  the  sum  of 
$298,000,  to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the 
Board  of  Hospital  Trustees,  for  City  Hospital, 
South  Department,  New  Buildings,  Changes  and 
Additions.

The  communications  submitted  by  the  Mayor 
September  11,  1911,  are  as  follows: 

City  of  Boston, 

Office  of  the  Mayor,  September  11,  1911. 
To  the  City  Council: 

I  transmit  herewith  a  communication  from  the 
president  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  City 
Hospital,  outlining  the  conditions  prevailing  at  the 
South  Department  of  the  hospital.  I  have  already 
transmitted  to  your  body  two  communications 
covering  this  same  subject  and  there  is  now  pend¬ 
ing  before  your  Committee  on  Finance  a  draft  of 
loan  order  appropriating  two  hundred  ninety- 
seven  thousand  eight  hundred  dollars  ($297,800). 

This  is  a  matter  which  should  receive  the  earnest 
attention  of  your  honorable  body  and  I  trust  that 
the  consideration  of  it  will  not  be  further  delayed.

The  Boston  City  Hospital, 
Boston,  September  7,  1911. 
Hon.  John  F.  Fitzgerald, 

Mayor  of  Boston: 

Dear  Sir, — At  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trus¬ 
tees  held  on  Thursday,  the  24th  ult.,  the  question 
of  the  urgent  need  of  the  enlargement  of  the  South 
Department  was  again  considered,  and  the  presi¬ 
dent  was  requested  to  address  his  Honor  the  Mayor 
on  the  subject.  May  I  therefore  say  that  while 
this  need  has  been  made  so  manifest  by  the  trus¬ 
tees  in  various  communications,  I  beg  to  further 
indicate  the  necessity  for  prompt  action  to  relieve 
the  pressure  from  these  contagious  wards. 

The  wards  are  practically  overcrowded  every 
winter,  and  even  then  all  the  cases  are  not  accom¬ 
modated  as  previously  explained.  This  means  poor 
air,  which  is  very  unfavorable  in  the  acute  infectious 
diseases,  close  contact  of  too  many  children  and 
great  effect  on  cross  infection,  and  difficulty  in 
securing  proper  care  of  the  patients. 

The  hospital  has  been  lately  publicly  criticised 
for  want  of  better  facilities  in  this  direction  i  There 
is  no  room  available  when  an  epidemic  occurs,  so 
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that  delay,  inconvenience  and  expense  are  occa¬ 
sioned  before  the  cases  are  cared  for,  with  increased 
danger  to  the  public. 

The  isolation  facilities  are  very  deficient  and 
insufficient.  Mixed  cases  are  common,  scarlet 
fever  and  measles  or  measles  and  whooping  cough 
and  any  combination  of  two  or  more  infectious 
diseases,  and  these  cannot  be  as  well  cared  for  with 
safety  as  they  should  be.  In  doubtful  cases,  such 
as  occur  where  the  diagnosis  can  be  made  only  after 
watching  the  course  for  a  time,  no  proper  facilities 
are  available  in  Boston.  These  cases  are  not 
infrequently  housemaids,  men  servants,  waitresses 
and  others  who  have  no  home  here  and  no  friends, 
and  are  so  situated  as  to  be  a  source  of  danger  to 
others,  as  well  as  suffering  for  lack  of  proper  care 
themselves. 

The  old  wards  also  need  certain  alterations,  with 
a  view  to  improving  the  hospital  work  of  infectious 
disease  treatment.  Open  air  wards,  gown  rooms 
and  better  washing  facilities  for  the  hands  are 
needed  so  as  to  avoid  carrying  disease  from  one 
ward  to  another.  With  the  exception  of  adding 
room  for  measles,  which  your  Honor  recommended 
under  your  former  administration,  no  important 
change  has  been  made  in  the  South  Department 
since  it  was  built,  nearly  sixteen  years  ago.  The 
trustees  desire  most  earnestly,  therefore,  to  again 
call  your  Honor’s  attention  and  that  of  the  Hon¬ 
orable  City  Council  to  the  immediate  great  need, 
of  additional  accommodations  for  this  most  im¬ 
portant  branch  of  the  City  Hospital  which  is  so 
necessary  for  safeguarding  the  public  health  and 
again  urgently  request  an  early  consideration  of  the 
loan  appropriation  asked  for  in  letter  of  June  9, 
addressed  to  your  Honor,  of  which  I  inclose 
herewith  a  copy.

Hon,  John  F.  Fitzgerald, 

Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston,  and  the  Honor¬ 
able  City  Council: 

Gentlemen, — On  December  2,  1910,  I  addressed 
a  communication  to  your  Honor  (of  which  the 
inclosed  is  a  copy)  setting  forth  the  increasing  need 
of  greater  accommodations  for  the  South  Depart¬ 
ment,  and  asking  for  an  appropriation  of  $297,800 
for  new  buildings,  changes  and  additions  as  itemized 
therein,  to  which  I  again  respectfully  refer.  Since 
that  time  the  demand  for  accommodations  for  the 
care  of  patients  ill  with  infectious  diseases  has  been 
constantly  increasing,  and  we  have  reached  a  point 
where  this  department  is  practically  filled  to  its 
utmost  capacity,  and  further  accommodations  are 
immediately  needed. 

If  we  compare  foreign  cities  with  Boston,  we 
shall  find  that  in  London,  in  Glasgow,  and  in  con¬ 
tinental  cities,  there  are  accommodations  for 
patients  ill  with  infectious  diseases,  giving  each 
patient  1,500  cubic  feet  of  air  space  for  nine  out  of 
every  10,000  of  the  population.  In  Boston  there 
are  accommodations  for  only  three  out  of  every 
10,000  of  the  population.  The  importance  of  this 
air  space  cannot  be  overestimated.  The  number 
of  cases  of  cross  infection  is  very  much  increased 
when  a  hospital  is  crowded.  Aside  from  that, 
patients  with  limited  space  do  not  do  as  well  as 
where  they  have  an  abundant  supply  of  air  space. 
Additional  accommodations  are  therefore  greatly 
needed  for  the  care  of  scarlet  fever  patients. 

Anyone  familiar  with  the  history  of  infectious 
diseases  in  Boston  for  the  past  fifteen  years  must 
be  convinced  of  the  wonderful  amount  of  good 
accomplished  by  the  South  Department  during 
that  time.  For  example,  the  death  rate  at  the 
Boston  City  Hospital  previous  to  the  days  of  anti¬ 
toxin,  for  cases  of  laryngeal  diphtheria,  was  about 
85  per  cent. 

In  all  cases  of  diphtheria  the  percentage  of 
mortality  from  1895  to  1909  has  been  10.70  as 
compared  with  43.20  before  the  opening  of  the 
South  Department.  In  1894  eighteen  people  out 
of  every  10,000  in  Boston  died  from  diphtheria;  in 
1910,  two  and  a  fraction. 

It  is  well  to  bear  in  mind  that  the  average  ratio 
of  mortality  per  10,000  of  the  population  in  Boston 
from  scarlet  fever  previous  to  the  opening  of  the 
South  Department  was  2.87.  The  average  ratio 
of  mortality  from  1895  to  1909,  inclusive,  was  1.61, 
a  diminution  of  nearly  one-half.  If  every  patient 
who  applied  for  treatment  could  have  been  promptly 


taken  into  the  hospital,  the  ratio  of  mortality  and 
ratio  of  morbidity  would  have  been  very  much 
reduced. 

In  the  new  building  at  the  South  Department  it 
is  intended  to  have  a  roof  garden,  in  order  that  the 
children  may  have  the  benefit  of  open  air  treat¬ 
ment.  It  is  also  intended  to  have  open  air  wards 
in  the  buildings  already  erected,  which  is  covered 
by  the  items  referring  to  changes  in  East  and  West 
Pavilions. 

The  accommodations  for  laundry  work  at  the 
South  Department  must  be  increased,  and  there¬ 
fore  an  additional  story  must  be  added  to  the 
laundry  building,  as  the  laundry,  being  of  an  infec¬ 
tious  nature,  must  be  done  on  the  premises. 

The  alterations  to  the  Paine  buildings,  the  con¬ 
necting  corridors,  pipes  and  tunnels,  and  the  yard 
wall,  are  all  items  that  become  necessary  with  the 
additional  buildings  and  enlargements. 

A  second  and  very  important  reason  why  addi¬ 
tional  buildings  should  be  erected  is  the  fact  that 
the  accommodations  for  nurses  are  inadequate.  It 
is  also  important  that  there  should  be  separate 
dining  rooms  for  nurses  who  have  the  care  of  the 
different  infectious  diseases.  In  foreign  hospitals, 
and  in  the  new  hospital  just  erected  in  Philadelphia, 
these  provisions  have  been  made. 

The  treatment  of  infectious  diseases  is  not  a 
charity,  in  the  common  acceptation  of  the  word, 
but  it  is  an  element  of  public  safety,  and  it  is  as 
much  demanded  by  the  public  as  a  Fire  Depart¬ 
ment  or  a  Police  Department.  It  is  a  disgrace  to 
any  municipality  to  have  an  epidemic  of  an  infec¬ 
tious  disease.  Boston  should  be  able  to  control 
any  epidemic  of  the  three  principal  infectious 
diseases,  namely,  diphtheria,  scarlet  fever  and 
measles. 

Within  the  past  two  or  three  years  the  City  of 
Boston  has  paid  to  other  hospitals  for  the  treat¬ 
ment  of  patients  ill  with  infectious  diseases  about 
$33,000.  The  average  price  of  board  at  these 
hospitals  is  about  $10  a  week,  whereas  a,t  the  South 
Department  the  past  year,  deducting  money 
received  from  paying  patients  and  from  cities  and 
towns,  it  has  been  $3.94. 

In  conclusion,  the  trustees,  realizing  the  great 
responsibilities  that  rest  upon  them  and  upon  the 
city  government,  most  earnestly  call  the  attention 
of  your  Honor  and  the  Honorable  City  Council 
to  the  crying  need  of  these  new  buildings,  and 
urgently  request  the  earliest  consideration  of  this 
loan  appropriation.

Dear  Sir, —  At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
to-dav  the  matter  of  an  appropriation  for  the 
construction  of  buildings  on  the  ground  lately 
purchased  from  the  Robert  Treat  Paine  estate  was 
considered. 

The  constant  increase  in  the  population  of  the 
City  of  Boston  necessarily  increases  the  number 
of  infectious  diseases.  During  the  past  three 
years  the  city  has  suffered  so  much  from  these 
vexatious  diseases  that  the  South  Department  has 
been  overcrowded  for  a  portion  of  each  year. 
Its  normal  capacity  is  250  patients,  but  the  stress 
has  been  so  great  that  at  times  this  number  has 
been  increased  to  400  to  the  detriment  of  the 
welfare  of  the  patients.  In  addition  to  this  the 
city  has  been  obliged  to  board  out  a  great  many 
patients  at  the  Haynes  Hospital  and  other  institu¬ 
tions  during  the  time  mentioned,  which  is  not  only 
detrimental  to  the  public  health,  but  adds  materi¬ 
ally  to  the  expense  of  caring  for  the  patients  over 
the  cost  to  the  hospital  management  within  its 
sphere. 

It  is  therefore  of  the  utmost  importance  that 
adequate  provision  should  be  made  for  the  treat¬ 
ment  of  this  class  of  diseases,  and  to  properly  take 
care  of  all  applicants  ill  with  diphtheria,  scarlet 
fever  and  measles. 

It  is  a  source  of  satisfaction  to  the  trustees  that 
Boston  was  the  first  city  to  establish  a  separate 
hospital  for  infectious  diseases.  Y our  Honor  may 
possibly  remember  that  about  three  years  ago, 
during  your  former  administration,  an  appeal  was 
made  to  you  for  a  measles  pavilion.  You  gener¬ 
ously  and  with  a  full  appreciation  of  the  importance 
of  this  ward  recommended  the  necessary  sum  for 
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'its  erection.  This  measles  pavilion  has  accom¬ 
plished  a  great  deal  of  good  and  has  filled  a  long 
felt  want,  for  until  its  erection  there  was  no  place 
to  send  a  patient  ill  with  measles. 

The  trustees  feel,  therefore,  that  your  Honor,  as 
well  as  the  honorable  City  Council,  will  recognize 
the  importance  of  enlarging  the  accommodations  at 
the  South  Department  at  the  earliest  possible 
moment.  After  carefully  considering  the  matter, 
and  going  over  several  plans  that  have  been  sub¬ 
mitted  for  their  inspection,  the  trustees  most 
respectfully  ask  your  Honor  to  recommend  a  loan 
appropriation  of  $297,800  for  new  buildings, 
changes  and  additions  at  the  South  Department, 
approximated  as  follows:

Coun.  BALLANTYNE  in  the  chair. 


The  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  would  like 
to  ask  if  the  councilor  who  introduced  the  order  will 
answer  a  question  or  two  in  regard  to  the  matter. 
By  the  way,  he  spoke  to  me  about  the  proposition 
before  he  introduced  it,  and  appealed  to  me  to 
support  it.  I  would  like  to  ask  him  now  publicly, 
as  a  matter  of  law,  if  there  is  any  law  that  compels 
or  calls  upon  the  justices  of  the  courts  of  Boston  to 
render  a  report  to  the  County  Commissioners,  and 
if  there  is  such  a  report  rendered  whether  it  would 
not  be  done  merely  as  a  matter  of  courtesy. 

Coun.  COLLINS — Mr  President,  as  a  matter  of 
practice  here  in  Massachusetts  none  of  the  courts 
report  to  any  legislative  branches.  That  has  been 
particularly  true  here  in  Boston.  I  understand, 
without  having  examined  into  the  matter,  that 
there  is  no  law  to  compel  the  courts  to  report  to  the 
City  Council  as  to  their  doings.  But  I  was  rather 
impressed  with  the  fact  that  some  of  these  reports 
are  made  in  other  parts  of  the  country.  For 
instance,  the  New  York  Court  of  Special  Sessions 
and  the  Denver  City  Court  make  reports  in  regard  to 
finance;  and  it  seems  to  me  here  in  Suffolk  County, 
where  we  pay  so  much  for  the  administration,  of 
justice,  it  is  only  fair  and  just  that  the  collective 
members  of  the  City  Council,  acting  as  County 
Commissioners,  should  receive  some  report  and 
data  from  the  judicial  officers.  My  reason  is  that 
it  brings  the  courts  and  the  people  more  closely 
together.  I  think  when  the  work  that  has  been 
accomplished  by  the  Municipal  Court  has  been 
spread  upon  the  records  of  this  body  it  will  not  only 
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be  interesting  and  illuminating  to  us,  but  will  be  a 
great  help  in  making  the  work  of  the  courts  properly 
and  thoroughly  understood. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  do  not  feel 
quite  as  the  councilor  feels  about  this  proposition. 
I  have  no  alarm  because  of  any  feeling  that  the 
justices  of  the  Municipal  Court  are  not  conducting 
things  properly  and  right.  I  was  merely  wondering 
whether  we  might  not,  in  making  this  request,  be 
inviting  a  slap  in  the  face  because  of  the  fact  that 
we  were  not  attending  to  our  own  business.  If 
we  have  the  power  to  ask  this,  let  us  ask;  bvit 
why  should  the  county  commissioners  of  Suffolk 
county  ask  the  lower  courts  to  give  an  account  of 
their  doings?  I  think  I  shall  ask  to  have  the  order 
referred  to  the  Executive  Committee,  if  there  is 
no  objection. 

Coun.  COLLINS— Mr.  President,  I  have  no 
objection  to  having  the  order  referred  to  the 
Executive  Committee,  but  the  order  put  in  by  me 
is  quite  a  simple  request.  It  is  something  quite 
usual,  something  that  we  are  doing  a  dozen  times 
a  day  as  a  matter  of  courtesy  to  the  City  Council 
and  of  justice  to  the  citizens.  I  think  the  courts 
will  take  that  view  of  it. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  as  long  as  the 
gentleman  is  so  much  interested  in  the  proposition, 
I  will  withdraw  my  motion  to  refer  to  the  Executive 
Committee.

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  question  came 
on  the  passage  of  the  new  draft  of  the  order. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  propose  to 
vote  for  this  order  because  it  is  changed  somewhat 
in  its  language  from  the  original  state.  But  I 
want  to  make  a  statement,  as  a  matter  of  record, 
concerning  my  position  on  the  proposition.  Noth¬ 
ing  can  be  done  under  this  order  between  now  and 
the  end  of  the  fiscal  year,  unless  a  snowstorm  takes 
place.  In  the  event  of  a  snowstorm  occurring, 
there  is  a  fund  available  that  can  be  used  by  the 
Commissioner  of  Public  Works.  In  the  event  of 
that  fund  not  being  sufficient,  you  can  then  go  to 
the  Mayor  and  ask  for  a  transfer  of  money  in  the 
Reserve  Fund  to  make  up  the  deficit.  I  have  no 
desire  to  appear  here  as  the  champion  of  the 
Mayor.  I  perhaps  am  as  far  away  from  him  as 
any  member  of  this  body.  I  have  very  little  to  do 
with  or  to  say  to  him.  But  I  am  satisfied  of  one 
thing,  and  I  want  it  understood  distinctly,  that  no 
one  man  in  Boston  to-day  is  doing  more  to  aid  the 
unemployed  with  every  means  available  than  he 
is.  I  consulted  with  him  concerning  it  within  a 
day  or  two,  and  he  told  me  he  was  going  to  do 
everything  possible  to  take  care  of  the  unemployed 
with  labor  whenever  he  could.  I  know  that  he 
went  to  the  Law  Department  and  inquired  con¬ 
cerning  the  employment  of  needy  people  who  might 
not  be  in  civil  service,  and  as  to  the  right  of  the 
city  to  use  money  for  that  purpose.  I  heard  him 
reply  to  the  Law  Department  concerning  the  use 
of  money  for  public  celebrations  where  he  could 
not  use  money  to  help  the  needy  unemployed. 
This  order  is  necessary,  but  I  don’t  want  in  the 
future  to  have  it  flashed  in  my  face  that  I  voted 
against  it  when,  in  its  language  at  least,  it  holds 
out  the  possibility  of  work  for  those  who  need  it. 
The  Mayor  can  transfer  money  without  any 
instructions  or  any  requests  from  us.  It  is 
unfortunate  that  the  order  is  here.  I  shall  vote 
for  it,  but  not  on  the  ground  that  it  is  necessary  or 
that  it  will  do  any  good. 

Coun.  COLEMAN — -Mr.  President,  I  think  some 
of  us  feel  that,  because  we  know  the  Mayor  is 
greatly  interested  in  relieving  the  problem  of  the 
unemployed,  we  feel  perfectly  free  to  leave  with 
him  this  practical  suggestion,  letting  it  go  as  far 
as  it  will.  We  had  before  us  to-day  in  Executive 
Committee  the  City  Auditor,  who  assured  us  that 
there  was  an  amount  of  about  $50,000  in  the 
Reserve  Fund  at  the  present  time.  We  also  had 
word  from  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  that 
there  was  some  work  that  might  be  done  in  the 
city  immediately,  if  the  temperature  did  not  fall 
to  the  freezing  point,  that  would  employ  some  men, 
if  this  additional  money  were  provided.  We  did 
not  have  an  opportunity  to  consult  with  the 
Superintendent  of  the  Park  and  Recreation  De¬ 
partment  or  the  various  other  departments  of  the 
city,  but  it  was  felt  by  a  great  many  of  us  that 
there  would  be  an  opportunity  within  the  next 
fortnight  to  have  some  men  put  at  work  in  five-day 
shifts,  who  would  not  otherwise  get  employment, 
and  that  it  would  also  mean  the  doing  of  good 
work  on  behalf  of  the  city. 

Coun.  WOODS — Mr.  President,  I  want  to  say 
that  I  am  going  to  vote  for  this  order,  but  1  feel 
that  it  is  unnecessary.  It  is  true  that  the  City 
Auditor  was  before  us  and  said  that  there  was 
$50,000,  but  in  the  same  breath  he  advised  us  not 
to  transfer  it,  because  he  said  it  was  liable  to  be 
called  upon  at  any  moment.  I  am  sure,  and 
every  member  of  the  Council  is  sure,  that  the 
Mayor  is  doing  his  utmost  in  trying  to  secure  work 
for  the  unemployed,  as  has  been  shown  at  Mt.  Ida. 
He  gave  $5,000  for  that  last  year,  and  has  just 
given  $5,000  more,  making  $10,000.  In  order  to 
satisfy  other  members  of  the  Council  I  am  going 
to  vote  for  the  order,  but  I  don’t  think  the  state¬ 
ment  should  be  made  that  the  City  Auditor  said 
that  $50,000  was  available,  unless  the  rest  of  his 
statement  is  added,  that  it  was  not  advisable  to 
transfer  it,  because  it  might  be  needed  for  some 
other  department. 

The  order  in  the  new  draft  was  passed. 

(5)  Report  on  communication  from  William  A. 
Gaston  and  Trustees  of  City  Associates  (referred 
to-day)  withdrawing  proposition  for  laying  of 


tracks  on  city  property  on  Medford  street — that 
the  same  be  placed  on  file. 

Report  accepted;  said  paper  placed  on  file. 

(6)  Report  on  orders  (referred  to-day)  on 
various  subjects — that  the  orders  ought  to  pass, 
viz. : 

Order  that  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works 
include  in  the  annual  estimates  $100,000  for 
granolithic  sidewalks. 

Order  that  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Build¬ 
ings  install  a  bubble  drinking  fountain  in  the  East 
Boston  courthouse. 

Order  that  expenses  incurred  for  public  hearings 
on  quarantine  service  and  reorganization  of  the 
Health  Department  be  charged  to  the  appropria¬ 
tion  for  City  Council,  Incidental  Expenses. 

Preamble,  resolve  and  order  concerning  the 
price  of  flour,  and  indorsing  the  President  or  Con¬ 
gress  for  any  action  to  prohibit  the  exportation  of 
flour  and  wheat. 

Reports  severally  accepted;  orders  passed. 

(7)  Report  on  message  of  Mayor,  communica¬ 
tion  and  order  (referred  to-day)  transferring  $500 
for  foundation  for  Wendell  Phillips  monument — 
that  the  order  ought  to  pass. 

Report  accepted;  order  passed,  yeas  8,  nays  0. 

(8)  Report  on  report  of  Finance  Commission 
(referred  December  21)  relative  to  proposed  track 
location  on  Medford  street — that  the  same  be 
placed  on  file. 

(9)  Report  on  message  of  Mayor,  communica¬ 
tions,  etc.  (referred  September  28),  concerning 
tracks  on  Medford  street — recommending  leave  to 
withdraw. 

(10)  Report  on  message  of  Mayor,  communica¬ 
tions  and  order  (referred  to-day)  concerning  execu¬ 
tion  of  lease  of  certain  premises  on  Shirley  street — 
that  the  same  be  placed  on  file. 

Reports  accepted;  papers  placed  on  file. 

(11)  Report  on  order  (referred  to-day)  concern¬ 
ing  suit  pending  in  Supreme  Judicial  Court  where 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council  are 
named  as  respondents,  and  authorizing  John  T. 
Hughes  to  appear  in  behalf  of  and  for  the  City 
Council — that  the  order  ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  question  came 
on  the  passage  of  the  order. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  on  this 
matter  of  the  employment  of  an  outside  attorney 
other  than  the  Corporation  Counsel  to  represent 
the  Council  in  this  case,  I  desire  to  make  my  posi¬ 
tion  clear.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  if  I  could  lend  my 
aid  on  any  side  it  would  be  in  favor  of  upsetting 
the  action  of  the  Council  in  the  matter  that  we  are 
considering.  But,  as  the  thing  stands,  in  some 
ways  I  am  in  the  same  position  as  the  two  other 
members  who  are  in  the  minority  in  this  matter 
of  defending  an  action  of  which  we  do  not  approve . 
It  is  a  matter  of  law,  and  of  course  it  is  beyond  my 
vision  to  understand  it,  but  it  occurs  to  me  that 
the  Corporation  Counsel  of  Boston  receives  $9,000 
a  year  for  performing  services  that  have  to  do  with 
the  doings  of  the  Council  and  the  Mayor  and  their 
official  acts,  where  a  question  of  law  is  to  be  con¬ 
sidered,  and  that  it  should  be  his  duty  to  represent 
them  in  such  a  case.  I  know  that  the  view  and  the 
hope  of  the  Corporation  Counsel  is  that  the  deci¬ 
sion  of  the  majority  of  the  members  of  this  body 
shall  stand  in  court;  but  the  Council,  or  certain 
members  of  it,  have  seen  fit  to  engage  other  counsel. 
I  desire  to  make  my  position  very  plain  by  saying 
that  1  think  the  Corporation  Counsel  should  be 
performing  this  work  other  than  outside  counsel. 
I  further  want  to  ask  the  chairman  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Ordinances,  which  has  a  good  deal  to  do 
with  this  redistricting  proposition,  if  the  Mayor’s 
signature  is  not  required  for  approval  of  the  pas¬ 
sage  of  this  order.  Even  if  it  does  not  call  for  his 
approval  my  position  is  the  same.  I  want  the 
public  to  understand  that  I  consider  the  redistrict¬ 
ing  made  by  this  Council  in  opposition  to  the  spirit 
and  the  intent  of  the  act.  I  therefore  wish  to 
register  my  protest  against  engaging  outside 
counsel  in  support  of  the  action  of  the  City  Council 
at  this  time. 

Coun.  WOODS— -Mr.  President,  I  am  thoroughly 
opposed  to  this  order  and  am  going  to  vote  against 
it.  I  don’t  know  much  about  the  legal  aspects  of 
the  order,  but  I  don’t  think  the  Council  has  any 
right  to  engage  outside  counsel  in  this  case.  It 
may  have,  but  I  do  not  believe  it.  I  think  it  is  a 
direct  insult  to  the  Corporation  Counsel,  who  is 
paid  personally  $9,000  for  his  services,  while  the 
Law  Department  -gets  $50,000  a  ye  ir  to  look 
after  the  city’s  interests.  I  think  the  six  members 
who  voted  for  the  redistricting  have  a  right  to 
engage  counsel,  but  they  should  not  have  done  it 
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through  a  vote  of  this  body,  because  I  am  os  liable 
as  the  other  two  members  who  voted  against  the 
redistricting.  Therefore,  I  think  they  are  unfair 
in  coming  in  and  passing  an  order  of  this  kind. 
I  know  that  I  am  not  going  to  be  left  in  the  rear. 
I  am  going  to  engage  counsel  before  I  go  to  bed 
to-night  to  take  my  side  of  the  case.  I  have 
nothing  to  say  against  the  particular  counsel 
engaged,  because  he  is  a  personal  friend  of  mine, 
but  I  don’t  think  we  have  a  right  to  engage  coun¬ 
sel  outside  of  the  Corporation  Counsel  of  the  City 
of  Boston  to  participate  in  affairs  of  this  kind. 
There  is  nothing  in  this  order  which  says  whether 
the  counsel  will  be  paid  or  not.  I  suppose  that  is 
a  matter  that  will  come  later.  However,  I  want 
to  say  that  I  am  a  member  of  this  body,  and  I 
give  notice  now  that  I  will  not  vote  for  the  pay¬ 
ment  of  any  fee  to  any  counsel  outside  of  the 
Corporation  Counsel  for  anything  pertaining  to 
this  redistricting.  I  want  to  say  that  the  redis¬ 
tricting,  to  my  mind,  was  unfair,  and  if  I  can  lend 
any  aid  to  the  petitioners  against  this  in  this  case, 
I  am  ready  to  do  so.  There  are  some  things  I  do 
know  about  the  redistricting,  and  I  shall  be  glad 
to  air  them  in  court.  I  want  to  say,  without  any 
fear  or  favor,  that  I  wish  to  be  placed  on  record 
as  against  the  redistricting,  and  I  hope  the  peti¬ 
tioners  will  succeed  in  having  the  redistricting 
thrown  out,  because  it  is  unfair  to  the  entire  City 
of  Boston,  which  I  in  part  represent.  I  do  not 
represent  Brighton  alone.  Brighton  is  all  right, 
that  part  of  it,  but  as  it  affeots  the  whole  city  it 
is  unfair.  Therefore,  I  want  to  go  on  record  as 
being  opposed  to  any  counsel  except  the  Corpora¬ 
tion  Counsel  being  engaged.  He  has  notified  the 
committee  that  he  has  accepted  service  and  would 
go  there  for  the  whole  Council.  Notwithstanding 
the  fact  that  certain  of  us  voted  against  the  redis¬ 
tricting,  we  are  made  respondents  in  the  case  and 
have  to  answer  for  the  action  of  the  other  six 
members.  Of  course  those  six  members  have  the 
votes,  but  I  don’t  think  it  is  fair  to  put  us  in  that 
position.  We  are  placed  in  the  position  of  defend¬ 
ing  action  that  we  voted  against.  I  shall  vote 
against  the  order. 

Coun.  KENNY — Mr.  President,  acting  under 
the  authority  of  the  Legislature,  the  City  Council 
of  Boston  in  December,  1914,  in  its  own  exclusive 
right  divided  the  territory  of  the  city  into  twenty- 
six  wards,  as  the  agent  of  the  Massachusetts 
Legislature.  That  was  a  solemn  act;  it  was  passed 
by  two-thirds  of  the  membership  of  this  body. 
Within  forty-eight  hours  after  the  action  of  the 
Council  the  Mayor  of  the  city  took  upon  himself 
or  arrogated  to  himself  the  privilege  of  expressing 
his  condemnation  of  that  action  by  the  Council, 
in  the  form  of  a  communication  which  he  addressed 
to  the  City  Clerk  of  the  City  of  Boston.  That  is  a 
matter  of  record.  That  was  an  expression  of 
opinion  on  the  part  of  the  Mayor.  I  suppose,  as 
a  matter  of  law,  it  was  not  entitled  to  any  more 
consideration  or  weight  than  the  expression  of  any 
other  citizen  of  the  city.  In  undertaking  to  place 
upon  the  records  an  expression  of  his  opinion  in 
the  rratter,  the  Mayor  wrent  clearly  beyond  his 
rights.  He  was  advised  by  the  Corporation 
Counsel  that  it  was  a  matter  that  did  not  concern 
the  Mayor;  that  the  authority  was  vested  in  the 
City  Council.  The  obligation  of  redividing  the 
city  into  districts  was  the  duty  exclusively  of  the 
City  Council  which  they  performed,  and  having 
performed  their  duty  under  the  law  their  action 
became  entirely  legal,  binding  and  proper.  As  a 
consequence  a  citizen  of  Boston  has  now  brought 
an  action  against  the  Mayor  in  which  he  has 
included  the  members  of  the  Council,  asking  that 
the  action  of  the  Council  in  redistricting  the  city 
be  set  aside.  The  petition  which  has  been  brought 
embodies  the  communication  from  the  Mayor  to 
the  City  Clerk,  showing  his  disapproval  of  the 
Council’s  action.  That  letter  is  practically  the 
entire  case  against  the  City  Council,  and  furnishes 
really  the  basis  of  this  action  against  the  Council. 
Therefore  the  Council  having  been  joined  with 
the  Mayor  in  this  petition  for  a  writ  of  certiorari, 
it  becomes  the  duty  of  the  counsel  to  go  into  court 
and  represent  the  City  Council.  It  is  true  that 
it  is  the  duty  of  the  Corporation  Counsel  in  legal 
matters  where  the  interests  of  the  city  are  affected 
to  appear  for  the  officials  of  the  city.  But, 
Mr.  President,  this  is  an  action  aimed  at  the 
Council  in  its  own  right,  not  as  a  part  of  the  city 
government  of  Boston,  but  as  the  City  Council  of 
Boston.  Where  would  you  place  the  Corporation 
Counsel  under  such  circumstances?  How  would 
you  have  him  act?  He'  is  the  appointee  of  the 
Mayor.  He  may  be  removed  by  the  Mayor,  if 


the  Mayor  sees  fit,  to-morrow.  We  are  in  court 
with  the  Mayor  under  an  action  seeking  the  dis¬ 
solution  of  our  official  act  in  December,  in  the 
matter  of  redistricting  the  city.  The  Mayor  is  on 
record  as  against  that  action  of  ours.  I  think 
I  have  a  right  to  say  this,  in  view  of  his  letter 
condemning  the  vote  of  the  Council.  The  Cor¬ 
poration  Counsel  cannot  take  both  horns  of  the 
dilemma;  he  cannot  represent  both  sides  in  this  case. 
It  is  going  to  be  suggested  to  him,  is  it  not,  “Did 
not  the  Mayor  of  Boston  say  so  and  so?  Is 
not  his  communication  here?  Is  that  true  or  is  it 
not  true?”  Do  we  want  counsel  to  admit  that  the 
Mayor  had  any  rights  in  the  matter  or  that  the 
statements  he  made  were  true?  The  Corporation 
Counsel  himself  this  afternoon  relieved  the  very 
sensitive  mind  of  the  member  from  Brighton  with 
reference  to  this  matter,  by  saying  that  this  vras  a 
proper  thing  for  the  City  Council  to  do.  We  are 
not  for  a  moment  suggesting  any  reflection  or 
having  any  unpleasantness  with  the  Corporation 
Counsel.  This  is  something  of  which  he  approved. 
It  relieves  him  of  the  embarrassment  of  having 
to  stand  for  the  Mayor  in  one  breath  and  for  the 
City  Council  in  another,  in  adverse  positions. 
Clearly  this  order  is  proper,  and  the  Corporation 
Counsel  himself  so  stated  this  afternoon.  It 
comes  with  very  ill  grace  from  the  two  members 
who  have  spoken  to  undertake  to  object  to  or  pre¬ 
vent  the  action  of  the  majority.  The  six  gentle¬ 
men  who  voted  for  the  redistricting  of  the  city  are 
responsible  for  their  act.  Under  all  legal  power  and 
authority  vested  in  the  majority,  the  action 
taken  was  the  action  of  the  City  Council  as  an 
entity.  And  to-morrow,  when  this  matter  is 
called  up  in  court,  the  City  Council,  speaking 
through  a  majority  of  its  members,  has  the  right 
to  be  present  and  to  be  heard  as  an  entity  and  to 
show  cause  why  the  action  which  has  been  brought 
by  this  citizen  who  has  presented  the  petition  is 
improper,  illegal,  and  should  be  dismissed.  It 
is  for  that  purpose  that  we  present  this  order 
and  ask  that  special  counsel  be  engaged  to  protect 
our  rights  against  the  adverse  position  taken  by 
the  Mayor. 

Coun.  WOODS — Mr.  President,  the  Corporation 
Counsel  in  Executive  Committee  said  also  that 
if  the  outside  attorney  was  engaged  and  came  to 
the  city  for  payment  for  his  services,  if  the  city 
did  not  pay  him  the  members  individually  would 
be  held  for  the  sum  due  him.  I  do  not,  for  one, 
propose  to  have  to  pay  a  lawyer  of  my  own  to 
defend  my  side,  and  then  pay  a  part  of  the  amount 
due  to  other  counsel  for  defending  the  action  of 
the  other  six  members. 

The  order  was  passed,  Coun.  WOODS  calling 
for  the  yeas  and  nays,  yeas  5,  nays  3:

LEASING  OF  CITY  LAND,  SHIRLEY 
STREET. 

Coun.  KENNY  offered  an  order — That  the  order 
passed  by  the  City  Council  December  28,  1914, 
with  relation  to  a  leasehold  to  the  Argo  Tile  and 
Pottery  Company  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
rescinded;  and  it  be  now 

Ordered,  That  the  Mayor  be  and  hereby  is 
authorized  in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of  the  City 
of  Boston  to  execute  a  lease  in  form  approved  by 
the  Law  Department,  for  a  period  of  thirty  years, 
to  the  Argo  Tile  and  Pottery  Company  of  a  lot  of 
land  containing  thirty  thousand  square  feet,  more 
or  less,  on  the  southeasterly  side  of  Shirley  street, 
being  the  rear  portion  of  the  lot  at  the  corner  of 
Massachusetts  avenue  and  Shirley  street,  as  shown 
on  a  plan  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Street  Laying- 
Out  Department,  dated  December  7,  1914,  the 
lessee  to  pay  a  rental  of  not  less  than  four  per  cent 
of  the  annual  assessed  valuation  of  said  land  as 
estimated  by  the  assessors  of  the  City  of  Boston 
and  all  other  taxes  and  assessments  and  better¬ 
ments  whatsoever;  said  lease  shall  contain  an 
option  to  the  lessee  to  purchase  said  land  and 
improvements  after  the  expiration  of  fifteen  years 
from  the  date  of  said  lease  at  a  price  to  be  agreed 
upon  by  arbitration  as  hereinafter  provided: 
The  amount  of  rent  for  the  first  fifteen  years  to  be 
fixed  by  arbitrators;  one  to  be  selected  by  the 
Mayor  and  the  other  by  the  lessee,  and  if  unable 
to  agree,  .a  third  arbitrator  selected  by  the  two  so 
chosen  shall  be  called  in  and  the  decision  of  a 
majority  of  said  arbitrators  shall  bind  both  the 
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city  and  the  lessee.  This  same  procedure  shall  be 
had  at  the  end  of  fifteen  years  to  establish  the 
rental  for  the  balance  of  the  term.  If  the  lessee 
elects  to  purchase  after  the  expiration  of  fifteen 
years  from  the  date  of  said  lease,  the  price  shall 
be  fixed  by  arbitration  the  same  as  in  the  case  of 
the  rent  excepting  the  arbitrators  shall  not  be 
affected  by  the  assessed  valuation.  Said  lease 
shall  also  contain  a  provision  that  at  the  expira¬ 
tion  thereof  all  improvements  shall  pass  to  the 
city  and  the  lessee  shall  always  keep  said  improve¬ 
ments  insured  against  fire  in  a  sum  equal  at  least 
to  their  assessed  valuation  for  the  benefit  of  the 
city,  but  in  the  event  of  fire  loss,  the  moneys 


received  arising  out  of  such  loss  shall  be  used  to 
restore  the  building  or  buildings. 

Passed,  yeas  8,  nays  0.

AMENDMENT  OF  ORDINANCE. 

Coun.  KENNY  offered  the  following: 

City  of  Boston. 

In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Fourteen. 

An  Ordinance. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 

Section  five  of  chapter  thirteen  of  the  Revised 
Ordinances  of  1914  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  at 
the  end  of  said  section  the  following  words:  “but 
no  charges  shall  be  made  for  information  relating  to 
taxes  and  assessments  where  a  certificate  is  not 
requested  or  where  a  duplicate  tax  bill  is  not 
furnished  at  the  request  of  the  person  applying  for 
information,”  so  that  the  said  section  five  when  so 
amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

Section  5.  The  collector,  upon  the  application 
of  any  person  interested  in  any  parcel  of  real  estate 
and  the  payment  of  a  fee  of  twenty-five  cents,  shall 
certify  in  writing  whether  or  not  there  are  any 
claims  of  the  city  for  taxes,  assessments,  or  other¬ 
wise  against  said  real  estate,  or  any  part  thereof, 
in  his  office  for  collection,  and  if  there  are  any  such 
claims,  shall  certify  the  nature  and  amount  thereof, 
but  no  charge  shall  be  made  for  information  relating 
to  taxes  and  assessments  where  a  certificate  is  not 
requested  or  where  a  duplicate  tax  bill  is  not 
furnished  at  the  request  of  the  person  applying  for 
information. 

Coun.  KENNY — Mr.  President,  under  section 
5  of  chapter  13  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  the 
collector  has  a  right  to  make  a  charge  for  a 
certificate  which  he  may  furnish  in  any  given  case 
where  taxes  are  paid  or  unpaid.  The  following  is 
the  section: 

“The  collector,  upon  the  application  of  any 
person  interested  in  any  parcel  of  real  estate  and  the 
payment  of  fee  of  twenty-five  cents,  shall  certify  in 
writing  whether  or  not  there  are  any  claims  of  the 
city  for  taxes,  assessments,  or  otherwise  against 
said  real  estate,  or  any  part  thereof,  in  his  office  for 
collection,  and  if  there  are  any  such  claims,  shall 
certify  the  nature  and  amount  thereof.” 

I  am  informed — and  I  may  say  in  passing,  Mr. 
President,  that  this  information  came  to  me  on  or 
about  the  eighth  of  January,  1915, — that  the  col¬ 
lector  of  taxes  of  the  City  of  Boston  is  now  mak¬ 
ing  a  charge  for  oral  information  given  out  to  the 
public  or  given  out  to  any  person  who  may  present 
himself  at  the  collector’s  office.  I  am  going  to 
read  a  letter  which  I  wrote  to  the  Corporation 
Counsel  when  the  matter  came  to  my  attention. 

“January  8,  1915. 

“Hon.  John  A.  Sullivan, 

Corporation  Counsel, 

Tremont  Building, 

Boston,  Massachusetts: 

‘  Dear  Sir, — I  understand  they  have  commenced 
a  practice  in  the  City  Collector’s  office  of  charging 
twenty-five  cents  for  telling  one  whether  or  not 
the  taxes  on  a  given  piece  of  property  are  paid 
for  any  given  year. 

“The  collector’s  office  has  full  control  of  the 
books  and  this  information  must  necessarily  be 


handed  out  by  that  office, — that  is  to  say,  a  citi¬ 
zen  himself  cannot  go  to  the  office  and  through 
his  own  industry  ascertain  this  information. 

“It  seems  to  me  that  the  city,  through  its 
agents,  should  be  prepared  to  meet  people  on  a 
business  basis  and  impart  this  information  as  they 
have  always  done  and  just  the  same  as  at  the 
State  House, — the  officials  in  the  office  of  the  Tax 
Commissioner  or  the  Commissioner  of  Corpora¬ 
tions,  for  instance,  are  always  glad  to  hand  out 
any  information  which  may  be  requested  which 
is  spread  upon  their  records. 

“I  don’t  know  how  you  feel  about  this,  but  I 
have  a  very  decided  opinion  that  it  is  wrong  and 
a  gross  injustice.” 

I  sent  that  letter  to  the  Corporation  Counsel, 
Mr.  President,  because  I  had  misgivings  in  offer¬ 
ing  an  amendment  so  soon  to  the  ordinances  which 
we  have  so  recently  passed;  but  this  information 
has  come  to  me  since  we  acted  upon  the  ordi¬ 
nance.  There  is  not  a  town  or  city  in  this  Com¬ 
monwealth  where  the  officers  are  not  always  glad 
to  respond  to  any  request  for  information  as  to 
whether  taxes  are  unpaid  or  paid.  That  is  a 
practice  that  has  grown  up  in  this  state,  and  it 
is  the  custom  of  people  desiring  information  to 
write  to  a  town  clerk,  city  clerk  or  city  collector, 
and  get  this  information,  as  a  matter  of  course. 
I  do  not  object  to  the  collector  of  taxes  making 
a  charge  under  that  section  5  of  chapter  13  for  a 
certificate,  if  one  is  requested,  but  I  do  most  cer¬ 
tainly  object  to  the  City  Collector  charging  25 
cents  to  any  individual  who  presents  himself  at 
a  window'  of  the  City  Collector’s  office  asking  for 
information  and  who  gets  an  oral  response.  I 
have  other  correspondence  bearing  upon  this 
matter  and  was  at  first  inclined  to  present  it  to 
the  Council.  I  have  a  reply  from  the  Corporation 
Counsel  and  a  letter  which  was  addressed  by  the 
City  Collector  to  the  Corporation  Counsel.  I  also 
have  my  reply  to  the  Corporation  Counsel’s  letter. 
I  think  for  the  time  being,  Mr.  President,  I  shall 
merely  let  the  matter  rest  in  this  way,  and  when 
we  have  our  meeting  on  Thursday  I  shall  show 
this  correspondence  to  the  members  of  the  Council. 
At  present  I  think  I  will  simply  rest  content  with 
making  this  statement  of  the  matter  and  letting 
the  proposed*  ordinance  go  to  the  Committee  on 
Ordinances.

TRANSFER  OF  RESERVE  FUND. 

Coun.  COULTHURST  offered  an  order — That 
the  City  Council  renew  its  request  made  upon 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  on  Monday,  January  18, 
that  the  available  Reserve  Fund  be  transferred  to 
the  Park  and  Recreation  Department,  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Public  Works,  or  any  other  department 
to  provide  work  for  the  unemployed. 

Coun.  COULTHURST — Mr.  President,  through 
the  kindness  of  a  fellow  member  of  the  City  Council 
and  also  through  the  courtesy  of  my  associates 
in  the  Council,  an  order  was  introduced  at  the  last 
meeting  of  the  Council,  which  received  your 
serious  consideration,  which  attempted  in  part  to 
meet  the  unemployed  crisis  which  now*  confronts 
the  City  of  Boston.  I  read  with  great  interest  the 
discussion  which  occurred  upon  that  order  in  the 
morning  papers  on  Tuesday,  and  since  then  I  have 
been  in  touch  with  the  Free  Employment  Labor 
Bureau  established  by  some  Jamaica  Plain  men  and 
women,  and  have  also  presided  at  a  meeting  in 
Jamaica  Plain  in  the  interest  of  the  unemployed, 
to  discuss  the  situation  in  the  matter  of  unemploy¬ 
ment.  I  have  also  had  a  number  of  pathetic 
appeals  made  to  me  to  obtain  employment  by 
men  and  women  out  of  employment.  In  my 
helplessness  to  assist  these  worthy  people,  realizing 
my  limitations  and  realizing  that  the  public  at 
large  exaggerates  the  powers  and  influence  of 
members  of  the  City  Council,  I  attempted  at  the 
last  meeting,  and  am  renewing  the  attempt  at  the 
present  meeting,  to  see  if  we  cannot  in  part  solve 
this  situation.  See  how  our  hands  are  tied  in 
the  matter  of  obtaining  employment  for  our  fellow 
citizens!  The  charter  expressly  forbids  us,  under 
penalty,  to  seek  employment  from  the  Mayor  or 
any  of  the  heads  of  departments  in  connection  with 
city  work.  A  statute  passed  in  1903  prohibits, 
under  penalty  of  imprisonment  or  fine,  any  public 
official  from  seeking  employment  for  his  fellow 
citizens  from  a  public  service  corporation.  So  in 
these  two  essential  particulars  the  hands  of  each 


and  every  member  of  the  City  Council  are  tied. 
But  it  seems  to  me  that  we  should  officially  go  as 
far  as  we  can  in  meeting  this  situation  and  trying 
to  combat  this  crisis.  I  learn  from  City  Auditor 
Mitchell  to-day  that  no  action  was  taken  by  the 
Mayor  upon  our  request  of  last  Monday  in  the 
way  of  transferring  any  of  the  Reserve  Fund  to 
any  department.  I  also  find  that  the  Reserve 
Fund  is  substantially  the  same  to-day  as  it  was  a 
week  ago  Monday.  Under  the  charter  the  Mayor 
has  from  now  until  next  Saturday  at  midnight  to 
exert  his  power  and  use  up  that  Reserve  Fund, 
and  there  is  880,000,  more  or  less,  of  it.  Practi¬ 
cally  850,000  of  that  money  will  go  back  into  the 
city  treasury  unappropriated  unless  some  action 
is  taken  during  the  present  week.  A  good  deal 
has  been  done  by  the  Mayor,  and  attempts  are 
being  made  by  the  state  to  cope  with  this  situation 
but,  as  the  Boston  Journal  said  this  morning  in  an 
editorial,  it  is  only  a  drop  in  the  bucket.  Three 
hundred  men  have  been  put  at  work,  under 
contract,  on  Mt.  Ida.  Perhaps  1,000  men  have 
been  put  at  work  under  contractors  on  sewerage 
work,  and  the  state  is  contemplating  the  appro¬ 
priation  of  $100,000  to  be  used  in  reclaiming 
marshy  or  wet  lands.  But  there  are  20,000  men 
and  women  out  of  work  in  the  City  of  Boston 
to-day.  Honest,  hard-working  men,  having  fam¬ 
ilies,  are  suffering  or  doing  without  the  actual 
necessities  of  life  to-day,  and  $50,000  spread  over 
the  City  of  Boston  in  emergency  work  will  relieve 
a  lot  of  suffering,  will  put  food  into  the  mouths  of  a 
lot  of  women  and  children  who  need  it  at  the 
present  time  and  will  give  fuel  to  warm  their 
houses,  and  money  to  pay  their  rent.  As  one 
member  of  the  city  government,  appreciating 
the  official  responsibility  on  my  shoulders,  I  want 
to  show  the  public  that  I  am  willing  to  go  to  the 
limit  and  spend  $50,000,  $100,000  or  $150,000, 
whatever  sum  is  necessary  to  relieve  this  distress. 
It  is  not  true  that  this  world  owes  every  man  a 
living,  but  it  is  true  that  society  in  the  present 
state  of  our  civilization  owes  to  every  willing 
citizen  an  opportunity  to  go  to  work  and  to  pro¬ 
vide  the  necessities  for  himself  and  those  dependent 
upon  him.  The  fact  is  that  we  can  just  as  easily 
as  not,  if  the  Mayor  agrees,  provide  $50,000,  or 
more  or  less,  to  furnish  work,  create  jobs,  doing 
necessary  work,  at  the  present  time,  in  the  next 
few  weeks,  for  the  unemployed.  Surely  if  the 
Mayor  can  provide  $170,000  out  of  the  finances 
of  the  City  of  Boston  to  restore  the  pay  of  city 
employees  to  what  it  was  a  year  ago,  if  the  city 
treasury  can  stand  that  strain,  it  ought  to  be  able 
to  provide  a  sufficient  sum  of  money  to  tide  over 
men  and  women  who  are  out  of  work  for  the  first 
time  in  their  lives,  perhaps.  We  learn  from  the 
State  Employment  Bureau  that  conditions  are 
worse  this  winter  than  they  have  been  for  twenty 
years.  So  I  am  renewing  a  demand  or  request 
upon  the  Mayor,  made  at  the  last  meeting  of  the 
City  Council,  to  use  this  available  Reserve  Fund 
and  try  to  alleviate  the  situation.  I  move  you,  Mr. 
President,  that  this  matter  be  referred  to  the 
Executive  Committee  and  when  it  gets  there  I 
shall  respectfully  ask  that  the  Mayor  come  up  and 
discuss  the  situation  in  a  friendly  way  with  the 
members  of  the  Council. 

Coun.  WOODS — -Mr.  President,  I  voted  last 
week  for  the  order  that  was  offered,  and  I  think 
this  order  which  is  offered  to-day  is  nothing  but  a 
buncombe  order.  It  is  all  nonsense  for  any  man  to 
get  up  here  and  try  to  put  the  blame  on  the  Mayor 
in  the  matter  of  obtaining  money  for  this  purpose 
from  the  Reserve  Fund.  In  the  first  place,  he 
cannot  put  men  at  work  unless  they  come  from 
civil  service  and  unless  it  is  emergency  work.  We 
have  no  emergency  work,  except  the  snow  we  have 
to-day.  If  this  Council  could  devise  some  means 
whereby  the  bidders,  under  streets  that  are  adver¬ 
tised,  might  be  confined  to  people  living  ip.  Boston, 
doing  business  here  and  paying  taxes  in  Boston  the 
year  round,  instead  of  allowing  contractors  to  come 
from  Worcester  down  here  and  bid  on  a  sewer  job 
because  business  is  dull  there,  coming  down  here 
where  they  pay  no  taxes  and  getting  work  that 
should  go  to  contractors  who  have  from  eighty  to 
one  hundred  horses  idle  in  their  stable,  on  which 
they  are  paying  taxes  to  the  City  of  Boston,  some¬ 
thing  of  real  benefit  might  be  accomplished.  If 
we  could  devise  some  ways  and  means  of  having 
contracts  let  to  people  in  the  City  of  Boston,  or 
else  of  requiring  these  contractors  who  come  from 
outside  and  bid  to  pay  taxes  to  the  City  of  Boston 
in  some  way  in  connection  with  the  contract,  we 
would  not  have  so  many  unemployed  in  our  own 
section.  I  want  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Council 
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to  the  bids  opened  here  last  week  in  the  matter  of 
collecting  and  removing  offal.  In  Brighton  last 
year  the  contractor  who  did  the  work  received 
$666.50  per  month.  Brighton  has  now  increased 
20  per  cent,  but  a  contractor  from  Needham  can 
come  in  and  do  it  this  year  for  $125  per  month 
less.  Why?  Because  he  can  employ  alien  labor 
up  there  and  can  house  and  support  them  there. 
How  can  citizens  of  Boston  compete  against  that 
kind  of  thing?  Then,  in  the  matter  of  the  collec¬ 
tion  of  ashes  in  Brighton,  we  have  a  contractor 
out  there  paying  taxes  on  over  $200,000  worth  of 
property,  and  who  has  150  horses  that  he  has  to 
keep  wrhen  they  are  idle.  To  meet  competition  he 
has  to  cut  his  prices  down.  He  received  last  year 
$974  per  month,  and  he  is  doing  it  this  year  at 
$1,070  per  month,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that 
it  has  increased  over  20  per  cent.  For  double 
teams  there  is  $4.50  a  day,  but  when  you  figure  on 
$13.50  a  week  for  the  teamster  and  75  cents  apiece, 
or  $1.50  a  day,  for  the  horses’  keep,  you  can  see 
that  he  doesn’t  get  much  out  of  it.  Single  teams, 
$2.50  a  day,  and  he  has  to  pay  the  teamster  $12 
a  week.  That  is,  he  gets  $2  a  day,  and  the  horse’s 
board  is  75  cents.  You  can  see  that  he  is  going  to 
lose  25  cents  a  day.  The  men  get  $2  a  day  in 
Brighton.  Last  year  in  East  Boston,  William  Carr 
had  the  contract  for  double  teams  at  $4.25  per 
day,  paid  $13.50  a  week  to  a  teamster,  paid  $1.50 
a  day  for  his  horses,  and  how  much  money  did  he 
make?  For  a  single  team  he  charged  $3  per  day, 
paid  $2  a  day  for  his  man  and  75  cents  for  the  horse, 
and  you  can  see  that  he  got  just  25  cents;  and  for 
extra  men  the  price  was  $1.80,  while  a  city  man 
got  $2.50  a  day.  Extra  men  are  put  to  work 
alongside  of  city  men  who  are  getting  $2.50  a  day, 
and  have  to  do  the  same  work.  I  understand  very 
well  that  we  have  not  got  the  power  that  we 
would  like  to  have  in  this  matter;  but  I  wish  we 
could  go  to  the  Legislature  in  some  way  and  con¬ 
fine  work  of  this  kind  in  Boston  to  Boston  people. 
We  have  passed  a  fire  hazard  law  here.  A  law  has 
been  passed  in  regard  to  licensing  carpenters  here. 
But  they  can  come  in  here  from  Wellesley,  Natick 
and  other  places,  bring  nonunion  men,  get  a  license 
for  $5  and  compete  with  people  paying  taxes  in 
Boston  all  the  time.  In  1914  in  East  Boston  they 
collected  the  ashes  for  $837.95  per  month;  this 
year  the  amount  is  $1,035  per  month;  in  Brighton 
last  year  they  collected  the  ashes  for  $974  a  month, 
and  I  understand  this  year  up  to  date  it  is  costing 
$1,070  per  month.  In  West  Roxbury  it  was  done 
last  year  for  $640  per  month,  and  it  is  going  to  be 
done  this  year  for  $574  per  month.  In  Dorchester 
it  was  done  last  year  for  $4,700  per  month,  and  the 
same  man  this  year,  probably  in  order  to  keep  his 
horses  from  starvng  and  keep  them  at  work,  has 
come  down  $409,  because  he  has  his  property 
that  he  has  to  pay  taxes  on  and  he  has  got  to  do 
something  with  that  property,  even  if  he  works  for 
nothing.  I  don’t  think  the  City  of  Boston  ought 
to  ask  any  contractor  to  work  for  nothing.  In 
Hyde  Park  last  year  the  collection  of  ashes  was 
down  for  $348  per  month,  and  this  year  it  is  being 
done  for  $324  per  month.  In  the  matter  of  collect¬ 
ing  offal,  in  East  Boston  this  year  all  bids  have  been 
rejected  and  the  thing  has  been  readvertised.  In 
Brighton  last  year  $666.50  per  month  was  paid 
to  a  Boston  man,  and  this  year  $545  is  paid  to  a 
Needham  man.  In  West  Roxbury  last  year  they 
paid  $393  per  month  to  a  Boston  man,  and  this 
year  that  man  had  to  compete  with  an  outside 
man,  with  the  result  that  this  year  the  work  is 
being  done  for  $323  per  month  by  a  Needham  man. 
In  Dorchester  last  year  the  collection  of  offal  was 
done  by  a  Boston  man  for  $1,870  per  month,  and 
this  year  it  is  being  done  for  $1,994  per  month,  and 
the  Lord  only  knows  how  much  Dorchester  has 
increased  in  the  last  year.  In  Hyde  Park  last 
year  the  collection  of  offal  was  done  for  $250  per 
month,  and  this  year  another  man  is  going  to  do 
it  for  $193  per  month,  and  they  are  both  outside 
men.  As  far  as  the  cost  of  furnishing  teams  is 
concerned,  last  year  in  South  Boston  and  Dorchester 
the  price  paid  for  a  double  team  was  $4.83,  for  a 
single  team  $3.20,  and  for  extra  men  $2.25;  and 
this  year  the  price  for  a  double  team  is  $4.50,  for 
a  single  team  $3,  and  for  men  $2.50.  The  men  are 
doing  a  little  better.  In  East  Boston  last  year  the 
price  for  a  double  team  was  $4.25,  for  a  single 
team  $3,  and  for  extra  men  $1.80;  and  this  year 
the  bids  in  East  Boston  have  been  rejected.  In 
Charlestown,  Roxbury  South,  Jamaica  Plain, 
South  End  and  Roxbury  North,  North  End,  West 
End  and  Back  Bay,  last  year  the  Northern  Con¬ 
struction  Company  had  it.  In  Charlestown  the 
cost  of  a  double  team  was  $4.50,  and  this  year 


$4.40;  for  a  single  team  last  year,  $3.40,  this  year, 
$3;  for  men  last  year,  $2.50,  for  this  year,  $2.50. 
Last  year  in  Roxbury  South  and  Jamaica  Plain 
the  cost  of  a  double  team  was  $5,  of  a  single  team 
$3.25,  and  of  extra  men  $2.50;  this  year  the  bids 
have  been  rejected.  Last  year  in  the  South  End 
and  Roxbury  North  the  charge  for  a  double  team 
was  $4.70,  for  a  single  team  $3.25,  and  for  extra 
men  $2.50;  this  year  the  price  for  a  double  team 
is  $4.44,  for  a  single  team  $3,  and  for  men  $2.50. 
And  so  on.  You  can  see  that  the  whole  tendency 
of  the  bids  to-day  is  to  keep  the  men  here  unem¬ 
ployed,  and  that  the  men  who  are  here  and  who 
have  to  pay  taxes  here,  in  order  to  keep  their 
property  in  use,  have  to  reduce  their  rates.  It 
costs  more  to  feed  horses  to-day  then  it  did  five 
years  ago.  I  think  the  Mayor  is  well  able  to  handle 
the  unemployed  situation. 

Coun.  KENNY — Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to 
inquire  what  the  order  before  the  Council  at  the 
present  time  is? 

The  Clerk  read  the  order. 

Coun.  KENNY — Mr.  President,  I  understood 
that  it  had  been  referred  to  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee. 

President  McDONALD — No. 

Coun.  KENNY — It  has  not? 

President  McDONALD — No. 

Coun.  KENNY — Then,  Mr.  President,  I  would 
like  to  ask  what  the  pending  motion  is? 

President  McDONALD — There  is  no  motion 
before  the  house.  I  recognized  Coun.  Coulthurst, 
who  introduced  the  order,  and  then  recognized 
Coun.  Woods,  who  has  just  spoken  to  the  order, 
before  referring  it  to  the  committee. 

Coun.  KENNY — Mr.  President,  it  seems  to  me 
that  a  member  introducing  an  order  may,  with 
the  permission  of  the  President,  address  the  body, 
but  it  is  then  usual  to  dispose  of  the  order  by 
reference.  Of  course,  after  such  reference  has 
been  made  by  the  President,  the  reference  may 
by  motion  be  reconsidered.  But  under  the  present 
procedure  we  might  stay  here  all  the  afternoon 
and  evening. 

President  McDONALD— Does  the  gentleman 
raise  a  point  of  order? 

Coun.  KENNY— I  do. 

President  McDONALD — State  your  point  of 
order. 

Coun.  KENNY — My  point  of  order  is  that  the 
matter  should  be  referred  after  it  has  been  intro¬ 
duced  by  the  councilor  presenting  it. 

President  McDONALD — The  Chair  will  declare 
the  point  of  order  not  well  taken. 

Coun.  WOODS — Mr.  President,  I  am  not  going 
to  take  up  any  more  time  of  the  Council.  I  am 
perfectly  willing  that  the  councilor  on  my  right 
(Coun.  Coulthurst)  should  invite  the  Mayor  up 
here  to  consult  with  the  members  of  the  Council 
in  regard  to  some  way  of  meeting  this  problem; 
but  I  do  not  believe  in  introducing  orders  into 
the  body  for  the  purpose  of  trying  to  hold  the 
Mayor  up  as  being  the  cause  for  the  unemploy¬ 
ment  at  the  present  time. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  have  an 
impression,  and  I  think  a  great  many  other  people 
in  Boston  have  the  impression,  that  certain  men, 
or  that  a  certain  body  of  men,  are  setting  loose 
about  their  own  heads  a  nest  of  hornets.  I  think 
the  time  has  come  when  we  should  stop  preaching 
tough  luck,  hard  luck,  and  should  not  preach  in 
every  breath  pessimism.  I  do  know  from  those 
who  are  informed  about  the  matters  themselves, 
and  they  have  so  informed  me  to-day,  that  at  the 
present  time  in  Boston  80  per  cent  of  the  unem¬ 
ployed  are  from  outside  the  boundaries  of  the 
city.  A  large  percentage  of  them  are  here  from 
outside  cities,  being  brought  here  by  published 
stories  to  the  effect  that  we  are  furnishing  or  trying 
to  furnish  employment  for  the  unemployed.  I 
want  to  say  that  I  am  doing  my  share  towards 
relieving  the  distress  of  the  unemployed.  I  am 
perhaps  getting  pretty  close  to  the  line  in  the 
matter  of  seeking  employment  from  public  service 
corporations.  I  am  not  particularly  interested  in 
laws  passed  for  the  purpose  of  making  hypocrites 
.  of  men,  and  some  of  the  laws  passed  on  Beacon 
Hill  have  been  for  that  very  purpose.  There  are 
only  one  or  two  members  of  this  body  who  are  not 
directly  or  indirectly  attempting  to  secure  work 
from  public  service  corporations  for  their  con¬ 
stituents,  notwithstanding  the  laws  on  the  statutes. 

I  might  pick  those  one  or  two  out;  they  are  doing 
it  either  directly  or  indirectly,  getting  some  other 
member  of  the  Board  as  the  sucker  to  do  it  for 
them.  I  am  securing  work  occasionally  outside 
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of  the  public  service  corporations,  and  other  mem¬ 
bers  are;  other  members  can,  if  they  choose  to 
try. 

Coun.  KENNY — Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to 
ask  the  member  a  question,  if  I  may  do  so. 

Coun.  WATSON— Certainly. 

Coun.  KENNY — I  would  like  to  ask  the  mem¬ 
ber,  Mr.  President,  if  he  includes  in  that  state¬ 
ment  every  member  of  the  Council? 

Coun.  WATSON— No,  Mr.  President,  I  except 
some;  I  certainly  will  except  one  or  two.  I  hope 
I  have  satisfied  the  gentleman;  I  don’t  think  any 
statement  of  mine  concerning  seeking  work  from 
any  public  service  corporation,  or  any  corporation, 
or  in  any  way  outside  of  the  city  departments, 
would  relate  to  him.  I  know  it  does  not.  Mr. 
President,  it  is  time  that  all  of  us  stopped  trying 
to  bunco  people;  this  order  as  put  in  by  our 
fellow  councilor  can  bring  no  good  results,  and 
you  know  it. 

Coun.  COULTHURST— Mr.  President,  I  rise 
to  a  point  of  order. 

President  McDONALD — State  your  point  of 
order. 

Coun.  COULTHURST — That  the  gentleman  is 
out  of  order  in  addressing  me,  in  the  first  place, 
and  second,  in  impugning  my  motives  in  his 
1*6  m  ark  s 

Coun.  WATSON — Well,  Mr.  President,  if  it 
will  relieve  the  situation  any  I  will  withdraw  my 
words  in  reference  to  him. 

Coun.  COULTHURST — Mr.  President,  I  re¬ 
quest  a  ruling  on  my  point  of  order. 

President  McDONALD — -The  point  of  order  is 
well  taken.  The  gentleman  will  confine  himself 
to  the  order  before  the  Council. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  think  the 
purpose  of  many  of  these  orders  concerning 
employment  and  unemployment  is  to  be  looked  at 
from  the  standpoint  of  their  effect,  and  their  effect 
alone.  I  do  not  refer  necessarily  to  this  particular 
order,  but  I  may.  I  am  not  going  to  vote  in  favor 
of  this  proposition,  .either  in  the  committee  or 
outside  the  committee;  nothing  can  come  from  it; 
it  was  threshed  over  at  the  last  meeting  in  execu¬ 
tive  session;  many  of  the  members  were  very  frank 
with  one  another;  they  knew  that  nothing  could 
be  done  under  the  order.  In  the  first  place,  civil 
service  interfered;  secondly,  the  time  was  limited 
in  which  anything  could  be  done;  third,  the  money 
can  be  transferred  without  seeking  the  relief  sug¬ 
gested  under  this  order.  Therefore,  I  think  the 
order  is  entirely  uncalled  for,  and  I  desire  to  have 
my  words  go  on  record  to  that  effect. 

Coun.  COULTHURST — Mr.  President,  I  am 
sorry  to  lengthen  out  this  debate,  but  my  motives 
have  been  impugned  both  by  the  gentleman  o  n 
my  left  (Coun.  Woods)  and  the  gentleman  on  my 
right  (Coun.  Watson).  It  seems  to  be  chronic 
with  both  of  these  gentlemen,  whenever  they 
disagree  with  one  another  or  with  other  members 
of  the  Council,  to  impugn  the  motives  of  others. 

I  have  seen  them  locking  horns  themselves  when 
orders  were  introduced  by  them  that  certainly 
were  not  germane  to  the  proceedings  of  this 
Council  than  is  this  particular  order.  Mr.  Presi¬ 
dent,  I  wish  to  assure  you  and  the  other  members 
of  the  Council  that  I  am  entirely  sincere  in  intro¬ 
ducing  this  order;  in  the  second  place,  I  think  it 
is  an  absolutely  practicable  order,  because  there 
is  no  question— and  I  believe  other  members  of 
the  Council  will  agree  with  me  in  this — that  money 
can  be  used  to  furnish  work  for  the  unemployed. 
Where  it  cannot  be  done  under  civil  service  rules, 
we  can  follow  the  Mt.  Ida  precedent  and  let  it  out 
by  contract;  where  there  is  a  will  there  is  a  way, 
and  if  the  public  officials  of  this  city  want  to  cope 
with  a  situation  that  is,  I  understand,  at  least 
crucial  in  Jamaica  Plain,  at  least,  as  I  am  informed 
by  people  who  are  in  close  touch  with  the  unem¬ 
ployed,  they  can  easily  do  so. 

The  order  was  declared  referred  to  the  Execu¬ 
tive  Committee. 

Coun.  KENNY — Mr.  President,  I  now  move 
reconsideration  of  that  reference;  it  seems  to  me, 
after  having  heard  this  lengthy  debate,  that  the 
Council  should  be  prepared  to  vote  upon  this 
order.  I  still  adhere  to  my  opinion,  notwith¬ 
standing  the  ruling  of  the  President,  that  when 
a  member  presents  an  order,  after  he  himself  has 
addressed  the  Council,  it  should  be  referred  under 
the  rules.  Nevertheless,  in  this  particular  case 
the  members  who  desired  to  discuss  it  have  done 
so.  Therefore  it  seems  to  me  we  might  vote  upon 
it  now,  thereby  saving  the  time  which  would 
otherwise  be  given  to  it  in  the  outer  Chamber. 
Therefore,  I  move  a  reconsiderstion  of  the  reference. 


Coun.  Kenny’s  motion  to  reconsider  the  refer¬ 
ence  to  the  Executive  Committee  was  lost.

Dear  Sir, — On  September  11a  letter  was  sent  to 
your  Honor  asking  your  consideration  of  a  loan 
appropriation  of  $9,000  for  the  following  items 
for  the  Suffolk  School  for  Boys: 

An  auxiliary  dynamo  and  engine,  estimated  at 
$2,500. 

A  shelter  at  the  wharf,  estimated  at  $2,500. 

An  electrically  driven  fire  pump,  estimated  at 
$4,000. 

Considerable  damage  was  done  to  the  wharf 
by  the  storm  of  January  12  and  13,  1915,  and  it 
vwas  estimated  that  the  expense  of  repairing  would 
be  $3,200.  Adding  this  to  our  former  request,  a 
sum  of  $12,200  is  needed  to  give  the  proper  care 
and  protection  to  the  school. 

The  Trustees  for  Children  would  respectfully 
ask  your  Honor  to  grant  a  speoial  loan  appro¬ 
priation  of  $12,200  for  these  needs  of  the  Suffolk 
School  for  Boys. 

There  is  a  balance  of  $889.18  in  a  loan  appro¬ 
priation  for  heating  and  power  equipment, 
Suffolk  School. 


Inclosed  please  find  letters  pertaining  to  the 
above  estimates.

To  the  Trustees  for  Children, 

30  Tremont  Street,  Boston,  Mass.: 

I  would  respectfully  call  to  your  attention  the 
helpless  condition  in  which  we  would  find  our¬ 
selves  in  case  of  fire.  Saturday  evening  the 
pressure  gauge  here  indicated  75  pounds;  a  2-inch 
stream  of  water  was  turned  on  from  one  hydrant 
and  the  pressure  was  reduced  to  10  pounds.  No 
water  was  available  anywhere  on  the  island  until 
the  2-inch  stream  was  turned  off. 

The  chief  engineer  informs  me  that  your  body 
was  formerly  made  aware  of  the  condition  and 
had  conducted  some  investigation,  but  no  steps 
were  taken.  It  seems  to  me  that  an  electrically 
driven  fire  pump  should  be  installed. 

Estimated  cost,  $4,000. 

There  are  two  more  crying  needs  which  I 
desire  you  to  consider.  It  seems  to  me  you  will 
see  the  advisability  of  requesting  loan  orders  for 
same: 

First.  An  auxiliary  engine  and  dynamo  in  the 
engine  room,  the  same  to  be  a  smaller  unit  than 
we  have  at  present.  If  any  accident  should  happen 
to  our  present  system  we  would  have  no  means  of 
lighting.  There  is  no  need  of  going  into  the 
unfortunate  condition  of  things  this  might  cause. 

Estimated  cost,  $2,500. 

Second.  A  new  shelter  on  the  wharf,  large 
enough  to  accommodate  the  visitors  on  visiting 
day. 

Estimated  cost,  $2,500.

Dear  Sir, — In  compliance  with  your  verbal 
request,  I  have  had  an  examination  made  of  the 
wharf  at  Rainsford  Island,  to  ascertain  the  damages 
done  by  the  storm  of  the  13th  instant. 

The  inshore  end  of  the  run  of  the  wharf  wTas 
raised  some  50  feet  at  the  shore  end,  the  maximum 
amount  raised  being  about  25  feet  at  the  bulkhead; 
there  was  also  a  slight  washout  of  the  adjoining 
filling  and  some  planks  were  loosened.  The  planks 
have  been  replaced  and  the  filling  washed  out  has 
also  been  replaced,  so  that  the  wharf  can  now  be 
used.  The  inshore  end  of  the  run  is  slightly  tilted 
and  should  be  leveled.  The  cost  of  making  the 
necessary  repairs  and  changing  the  grade  for  about 
50  feet  if  done  by  a  contractor  is  estimated  at  $200. 
If,  however,  the  change  in  grade  is  only  made  for 
about  16  feet  in  length,  the  work  could  readily 
be  done  by  the  force  at  the  island  for  a  small 
amount. 

The  planking  of  the  wharf  and  run  is  in  very  poor 
condition  and  should  be  renewed  the  coming  spring. 
It  would  also  be  advisable  at  that  time  to  replace 
any  stringers  found  in  poor  condition  and  drive 
about  six  new  fender  piles.  Before  doing  this 
work,  however,  I  would  recommend  that  all  the 
piles  in  the  Wharf  be  examined  by  a  diver  to 
ascertain  if  any  have  been  badly  eaten  by  worms. 
The  estimated  cost  of  making  these  repairs  is 
as  follows: 

Replanking  the  wharf  with  hard  pine  (if 

sufficient  time  is  given  to  order  the 


lumber  from  the  South) .  $2,500 

Six  (6)  fender  piles .  200 

Replacing  stringers  and  furnishing  and 

driving  new  piles,  say .  500

Coun.  BALLANTYNE  offered  an  order — That 
the  space  or  circle  formed  by  the  junction  of  Hunt¬ 
ington  avenue,  Tremont  street  and  Francis  street, 
Roxbury,  be  hereafter  known  as  “Brigham 
circle.” 

Passed  under  a  suspension  of  the  rule. 


ORDINANCES. 

Coun.  KENNY,  for  the  Committee  on  Ordi¬ 
nances,  submitted  the  following: 

(1)  Report  on  message  of  Mayor,  order  and 
ordinance  (referred  December  21),  to  transfer  the 
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quarantine  service  of  the  Health  Denartment  to 
the  United  States  government — that  the  order  and 
ordinance  ought  not  to  pass,  without  prejudice. 

Coun.  KENNY — Mr.  President,  you  will 
observe  that  that  is  a  report  “ought  not  to  pass, 
without  prejudice.”  It  was  the  intention  of  the 
committee  on  Thursday,  when  it  adjourned,  to 
report  recommending  reference  of  the  matter  to 
the  next  city  government;  but,  inasmuch  as  there 
is  an  order  which  is  running  against  time  under  the 
statutes,  the  time  expiring  in  the  early  part  of  the 
next  government,  we  thought  such  action  might 
lead  to  confusion.  We  felt,  therefore,  that  the 
order  had  better  be  disposed  of  by  the  present 
Council;  and  thereupon,  at  the  beginning  of  next 
year,  the  Mayor,  if  he  is  so  disposed,  may  send 
in  a  new  ordinance. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  order  was 
rejected,  without  prejudice. 

(2)  Report  on  ordinance  (referred  January  25) 
to  amend  chapter  13,  Revised  Ordinances  of  1914, 
relative  to  Collecting  Department — recommending 
the  passage  of  ordinance  in  the  following  new  draft; 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 

Section  5  of  chapter  13  of  the  Revised  Ordi¬ 
nances  of  1914  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  at  the 
end  of  said  section  the  following  words:  “but  no 
charge  shall  be  made  for  information  relating  to 
taxes  and  assessments  where  a  certificate  is  not 
requested  dr  where  a  duplicate  receipted  tax  bill 
is  not  furnished  at  the  request  of  the  person 
applying  for  information,”  so  that  the  said  section  5 
when  so  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

Section  5.  The  collector,  upon  the  application 
of  any  person  interested  in  any  parcel  of  real 
estate  and  the  payment  of  a  fee  of  twenty-five 
cents,  shall  certify  in  writing  whether  or  not  there 
are  any  claims  of  the  city  for  taxes,  assessments,  or 
otherwise  against  said  real  estate,  or  any  part 
thereof,  in  his  office  for  collection,  and  if  there  are 
any  such  claims,  shall  certify  the  nature  and 
amount  thereof,  but  no  charge  shall  be  made  for 
information  relating  to  taxes  and  assessments 
where  a  certificate  is  not  requested  or  where  a 
duplicate  receipted  tax  bill  is  not  furnished  at  the 
request  of  the  person  applying  for  information. 

Report  accepted;  ordinance  passed. 

(3)  Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  ordinance 
(referred  December  21)  relative  to  reorganization 
of  the  Health  Department— recommending  passage 
of  ordinance  in  the  following  new  draft: 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 

Section.  1.  The  Health  Department  shall  be 
under  the  charge  and  control  of  a  Health  Commis¬ 
sioner,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor  under 
the  provisions  of  sections  9  and  10  of  chapter  486 
of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1909,  and  who  shall  receive 
an  annual  salary  of  $7,500. 

Sect.  2.  The  Health  Commissioner  shall  exer¬ 
cise  the  powers  and  perform  the  duties  conferred 
or  imposed  by  law  upon  the  Board  of  Health  of 
the  City  of  Boston  or  upon  the  chairman  thereof. 

Sect.  3.  The  Health  Commissioner  shall  estab¬ 
lish  the  following  divisions  of  the  Health  Depart¬ 
ment:  Medical  Division,  Child  Hygiene  Division, 
Sanitary  Division,  Food  Inspection  Division, 
Laboratory  Division,  Quarantine  Division,  and 
Division  of  Vital  Statistics,  Records  and  Accounts, 
the  last  division  to  be  in  charge  of  the  officer  en¬ 
trusted  with  the  duty  of  preparing  vital  statistics. 
Each  division  shall  be  in  charge  of  a  deputy  com¬ 
missioner,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Health 
Commissioner.  Each  deputy  commissioner  shall 
be  a  person  of  recognized  standing  in  his  profession 
or  occupation  and  shall  be  an  expert  in  the  duties 
which  may  devolve  upon  him.  In  appointing  a 
deputy  commissioner  the  Health  Commissioner 
shall  certify  under  oath  that  he  is  a  person  of 
recognized  standing  in  his  profession  or  occupation, 
that  in  the  commissioner’s  opinion  he  is  an  expert 
in  the  work  which  will  devolve  upon  him,  that  he 
is  a  person  specially  fitted  by  education,  training 
or  experience  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  office, 
and  that  the  appointment  is  made  solely  in  the 
interest  of  the  city,  such  certificate  to  be  filed  with 
the  City  Clerk  and  to  be  open  to  public  inspection. 
The  salaries  of  the  deputy  commissioners  shall  be 
fixed  by  the  Health  Commissioner,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Mayor. 

^Sect.  4.  All  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances 
inconsistent  herewith  are  hereby  repealed. 


Sect.  5.  The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  relat¬ 
ing  to  the  appointment  of  the  Health  Commissioner 
shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage  and  all  other  pro¬ 
visions  shall  take  effect  when  such  appointment 
becomes  operative. 

Coun.  KENNY — Mr.  President,  on  behalf  of 
the  Committee  on  Ordinances,  in  presenting  this 
ordinance  I  desire  to  state  that  the  committee 
has  had  the  proposed  new  ordinance  under  con¬ 
sideration  since  the  twenty-first  day  of  December, 
1914;  that  it  gave  a  public  hearing  on  January  15, 
1915,  and  that  this  report  represents  the  unanimous 
vote  of  the  Committee  on  Ordinances. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  ordinance  as 
submitted  by  the  Mayor  was  rejected. 

The  ordinance  reported  by  the  committee  was 
passed,  Coun.  COLLINS  calling  for  the  yeas  and 
nays,  yeas  8,  nays  0.

PRISONS  AND  SUFFOLK  COUNTY  JAIL. 

Coun.  KENNY,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  on 
Inspection  of  Prisons,  submitted  the  following: 

In  City  Council,  January  30,  1915. 

Annual  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Inspec¬ 
tion  of  Prisons  of  the  City  Council  of 
Boston,  Including  Special  Report  into 
the  Administration  of  the  Affairs  of 
Suffolk  County  Jail. 

This  report  is  made  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  chapter  224  of  the  Revised  Laws,  and 
in  addition  contains  the  findings  of  your  Committee 
on  Prisons  with  respect  to  an  investigation  ordered 
by  the  City  Council  February  24,  1914,  into  the 
administration  of  the  affairs  at  Suffolk  County  Jail. 

On  the  first  Monday  of  February,  1914,  the 
following  prisons  or  places  of  detention  had  been 
established  and  were  under  administration  in  the 
County  of  Suffolk : 

The  House  of  Correction  at  Deer  Island. 

Suffolk  School  for  Boys  at  Rainsford  Island. 

Parental  School  at  West  Roxbury. 

Suffolk  County  Jail  on  Charles  street. 

House  of  Correction  at  Deer  Island. 

The  average  daily  number  of  prisoners  in  custody 
at  this  place  for  the  year  ending  December  31, 
1914,  was  1,100  as  compared  with  1,034  during 
^jjthe  preceding  year,  ending  December  31,  1913. 
On  January  1,  1915,  the  institution  contained 
1,149  men  prisoners  and  94  women  prisoners, 
total  1,243. 

Health,  cleanliness  and  discipline  during  the 
past  year  have  been  good.  There  are  about  one 
hundred  acres  included  in  the  plant,  a  large  part 
being  under  cultivation. 

The  reconstruction  of  the  wharf,  at  an  expense 
of  $8,304.57,  was  an  essential  improvement. 

The  new  laundry  has  been  completed  and 
equipped  with  the  proper  machinery  and  is  in 
excellent  working  order. 
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A  coal  pocket  has  been  built,  but  is  not  yet 
covered;  $500  additional  will  be  necessary  to  com¬ 
plete  same. 

The  retaining  wall  in  the  stone  yard  has  been 
partly  rebuilt  by  the  inmates,  under  the  super¬ 
vision  of  Commissioner  Gore  and  his  assistants, 
and  this  work  will  be  finished  in  the  near  future. 

There  should  be  added  to  the  plant  a  cold  storage 
system  similar  to  the  one  just  constructed  at  Long 
Island,  for  the  preservation  of  food  stuffs  and  the 
manufacture  of  ice.  This  would  be  of  great  benefit 
to  the  institution.  The  estimated  cost  is  about 
$10,000. 

Because  of  the  hoof  and  mouth  disease,  a  portion 
of  the  cow  barn  has  been  condemned.  We  recom¬ 
mend  a  new  tie-up  for  cowrs,  which  will  cost  probably 
at  least  $5,000. 

We  advise  that  the  prison  yard  connected  with 
the  men’s  new  prison  be  laid  with  artificial  stone, 
because  of  the  dirt  and  filth  which  is  tracked  into 
the  present  building.  It  will  cost  about  $3,000 
to  do  this. 

We  believe  also  that  a  recreation  room  should 
be  built  in  connection  with  the  yard  of  the  men’s 
new  prison,  for  use  in  stormy  or  severely  cold 
weather,  to  be  used  also  when  the  men  are  not 
working.  This  would  obviate  the  use  of  the  cor¬ 
ridors  in  buildings  at  such  times  by  the  men  and 
would  prevent  the  accumulation  of  dirt  and  filth. 
The  cost  of  this  would  be  about  $10,000. 

The  bakery  is  in  need  of  an  up-to-date  mixer 
which  will  make  at  one  time  sufficient  bread  for 
1,600  people.  The  cost  of  this  would  be  about 
$600. 

The  concrete  wall  which  was  built  some  years 
ago  on  the  northeasterly  shore  of  the  island  to  pro¬ 
tect  the  men’s  prison,  is  becoming  largely  washed 
away,  the  jetties  having  been  undermined  by  the 
action  of  the  sea.  For  repairs  to  this  wall,  and  for 
the  protection  of  that  part  of  the  island,  it  will  be 
necessary  to  expend  about  $5,000. 

In  the  matter  of  the  segregation  of  prisoners 
addicted  to  the  use  of  drugs,  these  men  have  been 
placed  in  a  separate  part  of  the  prison  and  are 
worked  in  bands  by  themselves.  Segregation  has 
been  accomplished  so  far  as  the  government  of  the 
institution  is  able  to  bring  about  the  same  under 
present  facilities. 

In  the  matter  of  segregation  of  prisoners  com¬ 
mitted  for  drunkenness,  the  new  men’s  prison  is 
now  used  exclusively  for  this  class  of  prisoners,  and 
their  segregation  has  been  accomplished. 

Suffolk  School  for  Boys  at  RAiNSFORn  Island. 

On  January  1,  1915,  there  were  120  boys  confined 
at  this  institution.  The  average  age  is  fourteen 
and  nine-tenths  years.  Health,  cleanliness  and 
discipline  we  report  as  good. 

The  ent:re  island,  consisting  of  ten  acres,  is  given 
up  to  the  use  of  the  school. 

Industries. 

(a.)  Shoe  shop.  ( b .)  Printing  office,  (c.) 
Tailor  shop,  (d.)  Cabinet  and  carpenter  shop, 
(e.)  Plumbing.  (/.)  Farming,  (g.)  General  kitchen. 
The  first  four  besides  being  of  educational  value 
add  revenue  to  the  city. 

Daily  Routine. 

Rising  bell,  5.40  a.  m. 

Shower  bath  and  drill,  6  to  6.30  a.  m. 

Breakfast,  6.30  to  7  a.  m. 

Industrial  classes,  7.15  to  11.30  a.  m.;  1.15  to 

4.30  p.  m. 

School  classes,  9.30  to  11.30  a.  m. ;  1.30  to  3.30  p.  m. 
School  for  industrial  classes,  6  to  7.40  p.  m. 
Recreation,  12.30  to  1.15  p.  m.;  5  to  5.30  p.  m.  and 

every  Saturday  afternoon. 

Dinner,  12  to  12.30  p.  m. 

Supper,  5.30  to  6  p.  m. 

Reading  and  games,  6  to  7.40  p.  m. 

Retiring  bell,  7.40  p.  m. 

Lights  dimmed  at  8  p.  m. 

The  main  improvements  during  the  year  have 
been: 

The  installation  of  the  laundry  machine,  secured 
from  the  Parental  School  at  West  Roxbury  at  a 
cost  of  about  $1,000. 

A  new  wash  room  with  shower  baths  and  locker 
room. 

Renovations  consisting  of  new  plastering,  paint¬ 
ing  and  floors  at  Point  Cottage  at  a  cost  of  $2,500. 

Without  impairing  opportunities  for  mental 
improvement,  there  are  great  possibilities  in  the 
way  of  industrial  advancement  at  this  institution. 
It  now  has  a  shoe  shop  fully  equipped  with  modern 


machinery,  and  many  boys  are  learning  to  manu¬ 
facture  shoes.  A  printing  plant  has  been  established 
and  boys  are  learning  the  printing  business.  Other 
boys  are  employed  in  the  carpenter  and  cabinet 
shops  and  still  others  are  engaged  in  tailoring  and 
laundry  work.  During  the  past  year  there  has 
also  been  a  class  in  plumbing.  In  connection  with 
the  renovations  which  have  taken  place  at  the 
Point  Cottage,  the  boys  themselves  installed  the 
plumbing. 

The  present  trades  should  be  expanded  and  new 
ones  added,  so  that  every  boy  may  have  an 
opportunity  to  acquire  some  real  means  of  providing 
for  himself  when  he  departs  from  the  institution. 

The  school  classes  are  under  the  guidance  of 
Superintendent  John  J.  Ryan  and  three  teachers 
in  the  grades,  the  classes  being  graded  from  the 
third  to  the  eighth,  inclusive.  Subjects  are  taught 
along  the  lines  approved  by  the  public  school 
system  of  Boston. 

There  are  thirty  employees  at  the  institution, 
including  three  religious  instructors. 

The  visiting  accommodations  at  the  island  are 
far  from  satisfactory,  and  this  is  largely  due  to  the 
failure  of  the  trustees  to  cooperate  with  the  Penal 
Institutions  Department.  At  the  instance  of 
your  committee  a  schedule  for  visitors  was  arranged 
by  the  Penal  Institutions  Commissioner  which, 
in  our  opinion,  would  have  answered  every  purpose 
and  convenience  and  would  have  permitted  a 
reasonable  time  twice  monthly  for  the  island  to  be 
visited  by  relatives  of  those  detained  and  others. 
The  present  arrangement  does  not  permit  of  a 
reasonable  time  for  those  who  go  to  the  island  to 
visit  the  boys  or  to  visit  the  institution.  Your 
committee  has  left  this  matter  in  the  hands  of  his 
Honor  the  Mayor,  to  see  to  it  that  the  trustees 
bring  about  a  more  reasonable  schedule  at  once. 
We  have  the  assurance  of  the  Penal  Institutions 
Commissioner  that  he  is  ready  to  provide  trans¬ 
portation  under  a  schedule  which  will  hold  the 
steamer  at  the  island  a  sufficient  length  of  time  to 
accomplish  every  purpose  intended  by  the  rules 
and  regulations  governing  the  institution. 

We  recommend  the  following  improvements 
during  the  coming  year: 

A  change  from  the  congregate  to  the  cottage 
system,  which  would  be  accomplished  by  the 
erection  of  at  least  two  double  cottages.  It  is  a 
well  established  fact  that  the  best  work  with  boys 
can  be  accomplished  under  the  cottage  system. 
We  think  it  is  time  that  Boston  should  abandon 
the  congregate  system  at  Rainsford  Island  and  put 
the  cottage  system  into  operation. 

The  old  institution  building  needs  extensive 
repairs,  if  it  is  to  remain  habitable.  If  new  cot¬ 
tages  were  erected,  this  building  could  be  converted 
into  an  industrial  building  at  a  small  outlay. 

Means  of  fighting  fire  should  be  provided.  At 
present  the  prison  is  entirely  without  fire  protec¬ 
tion.  About  $3,500  is  required  for  the  purpose. 
In  this  connection  a  motor-driven  pump  connected 
with  the  salt  water  is  a  necessity. 

An  auxiliary  engine  and  dynamo  are  necessary. 
The  probable  cost  would  be  $2,000.  There  is  now 
but  one  engine,  and  it  is  in  use  during  the  whole 
twenty-four  hours. 

A  new  piggery  and  new  hen  houses  are  badly 
needed. 

Parental  School  at  West  Roxbury. 

By  virtue  of  chapter  738  of  the  Acts  of  1914, 
being  “An  Act  to  authorize  the  establishment  of 
disciplinary  day  schools  in  the  City  of  Boston  and 
the  abolition  of  the  Parental  School  of  said  city,” 
approved  July  2,  1914,  the  boys  confined  at  the 
Parental  School  have  been  transferred  to  other 
schools,  under  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
School  Committee  of  the  City  of  Boston.  In 
accordance  therewith  the  Parental  School  at 
West  Roxbury  is  now  abolished,  and  your  commit¬ 
tee  no  longer  has  duties  to  perform  with  respect 
thereto. 

Suffolk  County  Jail. 

The  City  Council  at  its  meeting  of  February  25, 
1914,  passed  the  following  order: 

“Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Prisons,  when 
appointed,  proceed  at  once  to  investigate  into  the 
administration  of  the  affairs  at  the  Suffolk  County 
Jail,  to  include  the  morality,  medical  treatment, 
food,  and  all  matters  that  may  serve  to  improve  the 
care  and  custody  of  all  prisoners;  said  investigation 
or  inquiry  to  be  made  under  the  powers  vested  in 
the  City  Council,  who  are  County  Commissioners 
of  so  much  of  Suffolk  County  as  lies  within  the 
boundary  of  the  City  of  Boston,  under  chapter 
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224  of  the  Revised  Laws;  and  that  the  official 
stenographer  report  fully  said  hearing,  the  expense 
of  the  same  to  be  charged  to  the  City  Council, 
Incidental  Expenses.” 

Your  committee,  in  submitting  the  following 
report,  offers  the  same  also  and  in  compliance  with 
chapter  224  of  the  Revised  Laws. 

For  the  jail  year  ending  September  30,  1914,  the 
number  of  prisoners  committed  for  nonpayment 
of  fines  was  282;  number  who  paid  fines,  60; 
average  daily  number  of  prisoners  for  year,  .323. 

Number  of  cells  in  the  jail,  for  males,  220;  for 
females,  72;  total,  292. 

Number  of  volumes  in  the  prison  library,  1,150. 

On  January  1,  1915,  the  number  of  prisoners  in 
custody  at  the  jail  was,  men,  276;  women,  38; 
total,  314. 

In  the  year  ending  December  31,  1914,  on  the 
male  side  of  the  prison  there  had  been  216  men 
treated  by  the  physician  in  the  padded  cells  at  the 
gatehouse,  and  on  the  female  side  of  the  prison  36 
women  had  been  treated  by  the  physician  in  the 
padded  cells,  and  in  addition  16  had  been  put  in  the 
padded  cells  for  punishment. 

Between  January  1,  1914,  and  December  31, 
1914,  four  deaths  occurred— Willard  E.  McKay, 
March  25,  1914,  ulcer  of  stomach,  with  perforation; 
Lawrence  Robinson,  July  22,  suicide;  Edith  Brooks, 
August  27,  heart  failure  caused  by  excessive 
morphine  poisoning;  John  Anderson,  September  6 
(at  the  Massachusetts  General  Hospital),  alcohol¬ 
ism  and  pneumonia.

Your  committee  reports  that  health,  cleanliness 
and  discipline  at  the  time  of  inspections  were  good. 

As  affecting  the  men,  many  instances  were 
found  where  two  were  confined  in  a  single  cell. 
Owing  to  the  fact  that  there  were  more  prisoners 
than  cells,  this  to  some  extent  was  unavoidable; 


but  your  committee  recommends  that,  so  far  as 
accommodations  permit,  this  practice  be  discon¬ 
tinued.  It  seems  to  be  against  the  best  advice 
in  prison  management. 

As  affecting  the  women,  no  case  was  found 
where  more  than  one  were  confined  in  a  single  cell. 

The  character  of  the  food  appears  to  be  satis¬ 
factory,  but  your  committee  found  that  bread 
was  not  served  at  the  noon  meal,  when  soup,  stew 
or  chowder  are  occasionally  served,  and  recom¬ 
mends  that  at  such  time  bread  be  provided. 

No  evidence  of  immorality  was  found. 

In  the  medical  department,  your  committee  is 
of  opinion  that  there  is  occasion  for  improvement, 
especially  in  the  matter  of  more  complete  records 
of  illness  and  more  constant  surveillance  of  the 
sick.  The  medical  care  of  the  prisoners  is  in  the 
hands  of  a  physician  of  good  standing  and  ability 
but  a  man  who,  we  think,  has  reached  a  period 
in  life  when  his  activities  must  necessarily  be 
somewhat  limited  and  when  his  retirement  should 
reasonably  be  expected  and  the  services  of  a 
younger  man  obtained.  We  do  not  wish  to  be 
understood  as  in  any  manner  depreciating  the 
character  of  his  service,  nor  we  do  wish  to  suggest 
that  his  age  is  so  far  advanced  as  to  impair  quali¬ 
fications  which  have  been  attained  as  the  result 
of  years  of  study  and  practice.  We  are  sure  that 
he  has  many  years  of  professional  pursuit  before 
him;  but  the  duties  of  jail  physician  are  rigorous  in 
their  nature  and  would  ordinarily  involve  a  severe 
strain  on  the  strength  and  endurance  of  a  younger 
practitioner,  especially  where  demands  are  made 
upon  him  during  the  night.  We  are  of  opinion 
that  the  jail  physician  should  be  within  call  at 
all  hours,  and  especially  that  he  should  be  present 
upon  the  arrival  and  departure  of  the  prison  van 
each  day;  that  he  should  observe  and  examine 
the  physical  condition  of  all  prisoners  upon  their 
arrival  and  observe  them  upon  their  departure; 
that  he  should  supervise  the  initial  bathing  of  the 
prisoners  and  give  oversight  to  the  manner  in 
which  it  is  done.  We  think  espe-cial  attention 
should  be  given  to  the  disposition  of  the  prisoners’ 
clothing  during  this  process,  special  care  being 
exercised  to  see  that  the  respective  apparel  is  kept 
separate.  Indeed,  your  committee,  under  all  the 
circumstances,  considering  the  size  of  the  jail  and 
the  large  number  of  people  detained  there,  believe 
that  a  resident  physician  should  be  appointed. 

We  further  recommend  that  religious  service  be 
provided  for  the  prisoners  on  Sunday.  There  is 
none  at  present. 

Bathing  facilities  have  been  largely  increased 
during  the  past  year  by  the  installation  of  shower 
baths  in  the  men’s  prison,  to  an  extent  which  is 
now  quite  sufficient  to  meet  every  requirement. 

The  women’s  prison  is  comparatively  new  and 
modern,  and  there  appears  to  be  no  want  of 
proper  facilities  and  accommodations  for  their 
care,  custody  and  treatment. 

During  the  past  year  the  electric  lighting  equip¬ 
ment  has  been  completed  and  the  jail,  including 
the  cells,  is  now  satisfactorily  wired  and  lighted. 

Recent  renovations  include  the  installation  of 
electrical  equipment,  ventilation,  placing  of  win¬ 
dows  in  the  padded  cell  room,  laundry  and  officers’ 
quarters,  and  repairs  to  the  roof. 

The  sheriff’s  household,  consisting  of  nine 
members,  is  comfortably  established  in  the  west 
wing,  but  cut  off  from  the  jail  proper,  so  that 
entrance  and  exit  is  arranged  without  necessitating 
passage  through  any  part  of  the  jail. 

The  Suffolk  Jail  property  consists  of  130,740 
square  feet,  assessed  for  $424,000,  and  the  build¬ 
ings  are  assessed  for  $1,022,800,  making  a  total 
of  $1,447,700. 

There  is  no  industry  carried  on  at  the  jail. 

The  yard,  in  our  opinion,  is  not  of  sufficient 
extent  for  the  convenient  exercising  of  the  persons 
confined,  and  therefore  we  recognize  the  difficulties 
confronting  the  sheriff  in  this  regard.  Prisoners 
under  sentence  get  more  or  less  exercise  within 
the  walls  of  the  jail,  in  the  performance  of  slight 
labor,  such  as  cleaning,  etc.  Those  awaiting 
trial  are  more  strictly  confined  and  are  not  given 
opportunity  for  even  slight  exercise  outside  of 
their  cells.  Prisoners  of  all  classes  should  be 
given  outdoor  exercise,  and,  although  the  facilities 
for  such  are  limited,  something  may  be  accom¬ 
plished  in  this  direction. 

At  present,  visitors  are  allowed  to  visit  the  jail 
three  days  in  each  week.  Your  committee 
recommends  that  two  of  these  days  be  omitted 
and  the  jail  closed  against  all  persons  except 
attorneys  at  law  and  such  others  as  the_  sheriff 
in  his  discretion  deems  it  proper  to  admit;  that 
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on  sueh  days  the  officers  of  the  jail,  being  thus 
largely  relieved  from  their  ordinary  duties,  should, 
under  the  direction  of  the  sheriff,  marshal  the 
prisoners  into  bands  and  give  them  an  opportunity 
to  exercise  for  at  legist  one  hour  in*the  jail  yard 
upon  each  of  said  two  days. 

Your  committee  submits  these  recommenda¬ 
tions  and  this  report  with  the  belief  and  convic¬ 
tion  that  affairs  at  the  Suffolk  County  Jail  are, 
on  the  whole,  well  managed,  and  that  its  admin¬ 
istration  in  the  treatment  of  the  different  classes 
of  prisoners  is  just  and  humane. 

Annexed  will  be  found  the  reports  of  the  various 
institutions,  as  required  by  law. 

Coun.  KENNY. —  Mr.  President,  I  submit  this 
report  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  Inspection 
of  Prisons  and  would  request  that  it  be  printed  as  a 
public  document.  I  would  move  that  the  reading 
of  the  report  in  full  be  omitted  at  this  time,  because 
it  has  already  been  printed  and  distributed,  copies 
having  been  handed  to  the  Press,  and  I  believe 
the  members  have  already  seen  it.  Of  course,  if 
there  is  any  member  present  who  has  not  seen  it 
or  who  has  not  had  an  opportunity  to  read  it,  I 
shall  be  glad  to  withdraw  my  suggestions. 

There  being  no  objection,  the  reading  of  the 
report  was  dispensed  with,  and  the  question  came 
on  its  acceptance. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  would 
have  preferred  to  have  had  the  report  read  in 
its  entirety  if  it  were  not  for  the  fact  that  it 
would  take  considerable  time,  and  no  doubt  the 
reading  of  it  would  not  interest  other  members 
of  the  Council  to  the  same  extent  that  it  would  me. 
Of  course,  the  members  of  the  Press  have  been 
furnished  with  the  full  report,  I  presume,  and  I 
suppose  I  could  now  discount  what  the  Press  will 
say  concerning  the  report — that  it  is  a  whitewash 
of  the  sheriff  and  his  conduct  of  the  affairs  of  the 
jail  and  the  treatment  of  the  prisoners  in  general. 
If  I  were  to  say  that  I  agreed  with  the  report,  I 
would  be  saying  what  was  absolutely  untrue  and 
that  which  I  knew  was  untrue,  that  which  every 
sensible  man  in  Boston  who  knows  me  and  who 
knows  about  the  investigation  of  the  jail  would 
know  was  untrue.  Therefore,  I  rise  at  this  time 
to  qualify  my  action  in  signing  the  report  with 
the  majority.  I  agree  in  toto  with  every  single 
word  said  in  the  report  concerning  the  Deer 
Island  institution,  the  House  of  Correction  and  the 
school  on  Rainsford  Island.  I  think  the  handling 
of  these  institutions  in  the  report  by  the  com¬ 
mittee  was  grand.  In  so  far  as  the  report  con¬ 
cerning  the  jail  and  the  investigation  of  the  jail  is 
concerned,  I  disagree  with  it  in  practically  every 
conclusion  reached.  I  realize  thoroughly  that 
this  investigation  or  inquiry  began  twelve  months 
ago  this  month,  practically.  I  realize  that  a 
great  deal  of  time  has  intervened  between  the 
hearings  which  brought  out  certain  facts  and  the 
date  of  the  report.  I  realize  that  public  sentiment 
concerning  the  doings  of  the  jail  has  been  somewhat 
cooled  because  of  time.  I  believe  that  the  con¬ 
ditions  existing  there,  as  produced  at  the  hearings, 
have  drifted  from  the  thoughts  of  a  great  many 
members  not  as  much  interested  as  I,  as  naturally 
I  was  more  interested  than  other  members  of  the 
committee,  being  the  one  who  started  the  inquiry. 
One  thing  has  been  proven  positively  and  cannot 
be  denied  successfully— that  my  attempt  to  have 
a  thorough  investigation  of  the  jail  and  to  have 
remedies  applied,  if  necessary,  has  brought  about 
one  good  result  at  least — that,  for  the  first  time 
in  the  history  of  the  present  Council  and  the  first 
time  in  the  history  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  that 
preceded  this  new  City  Council,  we  have  to-day 
a  report  that  is  something  more  than  a  repro¬ 
duction  of  what  has  been  said  in  past  years. 
The  committee  has  changed  the  whole  system  of 
inquiry  into  the  affairs  of  these  institutions  and 
reporting  thereon.  While,  as  I  said  a  few  moments 
ago,  the  report  on  the  jail  is  absolutely  unsatis¬ 
factory  to  me  in  many  particulars,  there  has  been 
an  improved  result  brought  about  because  of 
my  agitation.  If  it  had  not  been  for  my  agita¬ 
tion  and  charges,  and  my  sincerity, — which  I 
trust  no  member  of  the  committee  will  deny,— 
the  chairman  of  the  committee  in  all  probability 
would  not  have  been  the  former  president  of  the 
Council,  the  gentleman  from  South  Boston  who 
retires  this  year,  who  at  least  started  out  to  be 
fair,  and  who  I  thought  was  going  to  give  me  a  red 
hot  report.  So  that  appointment  was  made  for  the 
reason  that  the  presiding  officer,  elected  at  that 
time,  believed  that  I  was  at  least  sincere  in  my 
efforts  to  bring  about  a  change  in  the  condition  of 


affairs.  Another  thing  that  resulted  from  my 
agitation  or  attempt  to  investigate  the  jail  and 
bring  about  a  remedy  of  bad  things  that,  in  my 
opinion,  existed,  is  that  this  year  at  least  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Prisons  did  not  visit  the  jail  and  eat 
at  the  sheriff’s  table,  as  used  to  be  formerly  the 
case,  forming  their  conclusions  in  regard  to  condi¬ 
tions  at  that  meal.  Out  of  courtesy  to  me,  I 
believe,  the  committee  declined  the  invitation  of 
the  sheriff  to  eat  at  his  table  and  there  draw  con¬ 
clusions  and  form  a  basis  for  a  report  in  regard  to 
the  jail.  We  did  investigate  pretty  thoroughly. 
We  found,  without  any  information  being  furnished 
against  it,  that  two  women  did  die  in  the  jail  with¬ 
out  proper  medical  treatment;  and,  as  proof  of  the 
fact,  that  that  was  a  bad  condition  of  affairs,  the 
Committee  on  Inspection  of  Prisons  have  an  item 
in  their  report,  stating,  in  very  nicely  framed 
language  and  in  as  delicate  terms  as  possible,  the 
situation  in  regard  to  the  physician  there.  If  I 
had  my  way  of  expressing  it  it  would  be  more  fike 
this,  “Fire  your  present  old-fashioned,  incompe¬ 
tent,  incorrigible  doctor,  and  in  the  future  get  a 
man  who  will  at  least  treat  the  prisoners  there  as 
human  beings  rather  than  as  beasts.”  The  recom¬ 
mendation  in  regard  to  change  at  the  jail  in  respect 
to  medical  treatment  has  been  brought  about 
because  of  my  investigation.  The  investigation 
also  brought  about  forthwith  the  turning  on  of  the 
juice  to  light  the  cells  of  the  jail.  The  committee 
found  that  all  the  appliances  necessary  for  the 
lighting  of  the  cells  with  electricity  were  in  the 
cells,  but,  because  of  the  expense,  as  it  was  stated 
to  the  committee,  $200,  I  believe,  the  juice  had  not 
been  turned  on.  The  committee  said  it  should 
be  turned  on,  and  inside  of  seventy-two  hours, 
instead  of  the  prisoners  buying  candles  and  paying 
tribute  to  somebody,  paying  two  cents  apiece  for 
half- cent  candles,  the  prisoners  were  able  to  turn 
on  the  lights  themselves  wuthout  any  expense  and 
have  it  up  to  nine  o’clock  at  night.  I  believe  that 
is  some  improvement.  We  found,  while  there  had 
been  a  great  deal  of  agitation  in  favor  of  giving  the 
prisoners  at  least  a  hygienic  bath  or  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  have  a  clean  bath  in  changed  water, -a 
movement  had  been  started  by  the  appropriating 
of  some  money  for  shower  baths,  but  nothing  had 
been  c^one.  The  old,  slow-going  procedure  of  past 
ages  continued  in  that  matter,  until  the  committee 
said  in  emphatic  language  that  the  show'er  baths 
should  be  installed  and  started.  We  have  them 
to-day.  The  committee  said,  or  at  least  some  of 
the  members  stated,  that  the  prisoners  at  the  jail 
should  have  bread  with  their  noon-time  meal. 
That  was  a  thing  that  had  been  ignored  abso¬ 
lutely.  The  question  of  expense  did  not  enter 
into  it.  The  mere  desire  of  the  sheriff  not  to 
grant  a  request  was  sufficient  for  him  to  continue 
not  to  give  bread  at  noon  time.  But  in  the  report 
that  is  recommended  again.  We  found  that  the 
doctor,  the  so-called  doctor,  treated  prisoners. 
I  admit  that  the  jail  doctor  did  treat  the  prisoners, 
but  he  treated  them  rotten,  rotten!  The  records 
kept  of  illness  were  worse  than  the  way  in  which 
a  Chinaman  would  attenpt  to  keep  his  books 
in  the  English  language.  Nobody  could  under¬ 
stand  them.  There  were  two  prisoners  in  cell  49, 
one  of  whom  got  cathartics.  When  the  cathartics 
were  delivered,  the  Lord  alone  knew  whether  the 
prisoner  was  getting  his  medicine  or  whether  he 
was  getting  the  other  fellow’s  medicine.  That 
condition  was  bad  and  it  is  admitted  that  it  will 
continue  until  something  is  done.  Mr.  President 
and  fellow  members,  we  ought  to  have  a  new  jail 
for  Suffolk  County.  The  jail  is  antiquated  and 
ancient.  There  have  been  no  changes  in  the  jail 
excepting  in  one  wing  since  it  was  built  in  1849. 
But  the  sheriff  says  it  is  all  right  and  the  best  jail 
in  the  country.  Therefore,  we  have  to  stand  for 
his  opinion.  I  want  to  refer  to  a  thing  or  two  we 
found  recently,  notwithstanding  our  investigation 
and  our  apparent  desire  to  compel  the  sheriff  to  do 
the  right  thing  in  the  treatment  of  prisoners.  The 
Committee  on  Prisons  visited  the  jail  within  two 
weeks  wuthout  notice,  I  presume,  to  the  sheriff. 
We  went  down  there  and  were  allowed  to  go  about 
as  we  saw  fit,  and  we  saw  what?  We  saw  a  number 
of  prisoners  doubled  up,  two  in  a  cell,  contrary  to 
law.  The  excuse  for  that  was  that  there  more 
prisoners  on  the  male  side  than  there  wrere 
cells  to  put  them  into.  We  also  were  told  that 
many  of  them  had  been  doubled  up  because  they 
requested  it,  but  we  did  not  find  one  single  person, 
where  there  were  two  in  a  cell  together,  who  stated 
that  he  asked  for  it.  We  did,  however,  find  some¬ 
thing  else.  We  found  in  a  cell  a  condition  existing 
that  had  been  existing  for  over  thirty  days — a  boy 
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of  sixteen  years  of  age,  a  Jew,  in  a  cell,  having  as  a 
companion  a,  married  man  of  forty-five,  a  Christian. 
That  condition  would  not  be  tolerated  in  any  other 
jail  or  institution  for  the  care  of  prisoners  or  crimi¬ 
nals  in  any  other  part  of  this  Commonwealth.  If 
the  condition  merely  existed  for  a  day,  I  might 
have  overlooked  it,  but  I  found  that  it  had  been 
existing  for  thirty  days.  We  found  that  no  attempt 
had  been  made  by  the  sheriff  to  give  exercise  to 
prisoners  awaiting  trial,  notwithstanding  the  fact 
that  he  must  have  been  impressed  with  the  desire 
of  the  committee  to  have  that  reform  established, 
carried  out.  I  might  go  on  indefinitely  and  tell 
about  the  conditions  that  exist  there.  I  believe, 
if  it  were  not  for  the  illness  of  the  sheriff  and  a 
desire  not  to  jeopardize  his  health,  besides  the  fact 
that  public  sentiment  has  been  cooled  concerning 
the  reforms  necessary  at  the  jail,  and  because  of 
the  conservative  disposition  on  the  part  of  the 
committee  today,  there  would  have  been  a  more 
strenuous  report  written  concerning  the  jail.  It 
will  be  said  that  I  have  signed  the  report  because 
I  have  realized  that  it  would  be  absolutely  useless 
for  me  to  attempt  to  place  before  the  Council  with 
any  hope  of  success  the  substitute  for  the  commit¬ 
tee’s  report,  a  version  or  recommendation  of  my 
own.  I  don’t  want  the  public  to  feel  that  I  am 
satisfied  with  conditions.  I  am  not.  I  am  not 
satisfied  with  the  report  in  its  entirety,  although 
some  of  it  pleases  me.  The  recommendation  in 
language  nicely  framed  that  the  sheriff  change 
doctors  in  a  way  is  an  indorsement  of  my  charges 
that  the  ill  prisoners  were  not  properly  treated  at 
the  jail.  But  let  me  make  this  suggestion  and 
prophecy,  that  twelve  months  will  come  and 
go,  and  there  will  be  no  change  in  the  method 
of  treating  ill  prisoners  at  the  jail.  The  sheriff 
has  said  repeatedly  that  I  have  no  influence 
with  the  Council  and  that,  no  matter  what  the 
conditions  there  are  there,  there  will  be  no  change 
in  the  management,  that  there  is  no  such  genuine 
wish  expressed  by  any  member  of  the  City 
Council,  as  he  was  in  with  all.  I  do  not  believe 
that  to  be  true.  I  know  a  few  members  that 
he  is  not  in  with.  But  at  least  one  of  those  members 
is  retiring  this  year.  Twelve  months  from  to-day 
when  I  may  or  may  not  sever  my  connection 
with  this  body,  I  will  at  least  arise  on  the  floor 
and  state/ repeat  rather,  what  I  have  said  to-day, 
that  the  sheriff  of  Suffolk  County  runs  that  jail 
to  suit  his  whims  and  desires.  He  does  not  wish 
any  suggestions  or  recommendations  from  any¬ 
body.  He  is  monarch  of  all  he  surveys.  There¬ 
fore,  committees  may  report  or  recommend,  and 
he  will  simply  say,  “I  do  not  propose  to  change 
the  methods  of  the  jail.”  That  will  be  what  he 
will  have  said,  in  action  at  least.  Mr.  President, 

I  have  not  handled  this  subject  as  well  as  I  might 
or  as  well  as  I  wish  I  could.  I  was  sincere  in  my 
desire  to  improve  conditions  down  there.  Up 
to  the  time  when  I  introduced  my  order  I  was 
on  the  friendliest  of  terms  with  Sheriff  Quinn.  I 
tried  not  to  be  personal  at  any  time,  but  I  could 
not  control  myself  because  of  conditions.  The 
sheriff  has  shown  that  he  is  absolutely  unfitted 
by  temperament  to  hold  the  position;  but,  as 
has  been  well  said  by  the  chairman  of  this  com¬ 
mittee,  the  people  elected  the  sheriff,  and  it  is 
for  them,  and  for  them  alone,  to  say  whether  he 
shall  continue.  Of  course,  I  must  leave  that  to 
their  judgment  in  the  future.  But,  Mr.  President, 
if  I  have  satisfied  more  than  one  member—I 
know  that  I  have  satisfied  one  member  of  my 
sincerity  of  purpose  when  I  started  this  investiga¬ 
tion — I  am  satisfied.  I  am  just  as  sincere  now, 
and  I  feel  that  my  labor,  although  little  resulted 
from  it,  at  least  was  not  ill  spent.  I  trust  that, 
because  of  our  investigation  and  because  of  this 
report,  the  sheriff  will  show  a  proper  spirit,  the 
Christian  spirit,  and  remedy  certain  conditions 
that  he  knows  exist  there  and  that  the  com¬ 
mittee  knows  exist  there,  which  are  not  embodied 
in  this  report.  I  trust  that  he  will  make  an  effort 
to  secure  another  younger,  more  vigorous  and 
more  sympathetic  physician  than  the  one  who  is 
there.  I  trust  that  those  who  are  down  there 
under  his  care  will  receive  at  the  hands  of  some 
doctor  in  the  future  the  treatment  that  they  de¬ 
serve.  None  of  us  walking  the  streets  of  Boston 
to-day  can  tell  what  twelve  months  may  bring  forth. 
Many  a  dream  has  been  shattered  in  an  hour: 
many  a  prosperous  man  has  become  a  pauper  in 
an  hour.  Many  of  the  best  living  men  and  the 
finest  Christian  gentlemen  in  this  community 
have  gone  down  to  the  lowest  depths .  of  crime 
and  degradation  in  a  few  weeks.  And  remember 
this,  remember  the  frailty  of  the  human  race, 


and  remember  that  we  are  all  victims  of  tf'ircurh- 
stances  and  conditions.  Let  him  remember  and 
try  to  consider  that  when  men  are  put  into  his 
care,  into  his  custody,  for  the  protection  of  society, 
he  at  least  should  not  forget  that  they  are  his 
brothers,  and  treat  them  as  such.  If  this  report, 
although  not  to  my  satisfaction,  will  bring  about 
some  changes  recommended — one,  in  particular, 
which  I  had  forgotten,  the  exercising  of  all  the 
prisoners  awaiting  trial  two  days  a  week  in  the 
fresh  air,  which  I  was  pleading  for  during  the 
inquiry- — it  will  be  a  very  gratifying  thing.  In 
conclusion,  Mr.  President,  I  want  to  pay  tribute 
to  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Prisons. 
This  report  is  his,  and  his  alone,  word  for  word. 
I  believe  he  performed  his  conscientious  duty 
as  he  saw  it.  I  never  in  my  life  came  in  con¬ 
nection  with  a  gentleman  who  did  his  duty  more 
conscientiously  than  the  chairman  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Prisons.  I  believe  his  every  act  comes 
from  an  honest  purpose.  Frequently  I  do  not 
agree  with  his  ideas  and  views,  but  I  believe 
they  are  his  and  that  they  are  honestly  expressed. 
I  only  regret  that  the  gentleman  could  not  see 
the  matter  of  rendering  a  report  on  the  jail  as  I 
saw  it.  I  believe  a  more  vigorous  report  would 
have  done  no  harm  to  the  sheriff,  but  would  have 
done  much  good  to  the  many  who  will  be  in  his 
custody  for  the  ensuing  year.  Mr.  President, 
trusting  that  in  my  rambling  way  I  have  justified 
my  attempt  to  reform  conditions  at  the  jail,  that 
I  have  justified  my  signing  of  the  report  while  I 
am  not  satisfied  with  it  in  its  entirety,  I  leave 
the  matter  with  the  Council  and  the  public  to 
judge  as  they  see  fit. 

Coun.  WOODS— Mr.  President,  the  first  I  saw 
of  this  report  was  when  it  was  read  here  and  when 
I  got  it  from  the  Clerk.  The  matter  has  been 
before  this  Committee  on  Prisons  for  some  six  or 
eight  months,  and  the  report  is  now  brought  in 
here  at  the  eleventh  hour  and  we  are  asked  to  pass 
upon  it.  I  am  not  going  to  criticise  the  committee 
or  the  report,  but  I  believe  in  having  justice  done, 
and  I  do  not  believe  in  having  any  document  go 
out  that  is  not  fair,  that  causes  an  erroneous 
impression.  If  there  is  some  way  in  which  we 
can  get  over  it,  I  wish  we  might  do  so.  Probably 
we  can  refer  the  report  to  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee.  I  want  to  call  the  committee’s  attention 
to  something  that  should  be  stricken  out.  I  do 
not  believe  it  is  the  intention  of  the  committee  to 
cast  reflections  on  anybody,  but  in  the  report  in 
regard  to  Rainsford  Island  it  says: 

‘‘The  visiting  accommodations  at  the  island  are 
far  from  satisfactory,  and  this  is  largely  due  to  the 
failure  of  the  trustees  to  cooperate  with  the  Penal 
Institutions  Department.  At  the  instance  of  your 
committee  a  schedule  for  visitors  was  arranged  by 
the  Penal  Institutions  Commissioner,  which,  in  our 
opinion,  would  have  answered  every  purpose  and 
convenience  and  would  have  permitted  a  reason¬ 
able  time  twice  monthly  for  the  island  to  be 
visited  by  relatives  of  those  detained  and  others. 
The  present  arrangement  does  not  permit  of  a 
reasonable  time  for  those  who  go  to  the  island  to 
visit  the  boys  or  to  visit  the  institution.  Your 
committee  has  left  this  matter  in  the  hands  of  his 
Honor  the  Mayor,  to  see  to  it  that  the  trustees 
bring  about  a  more  reasonable  schedule  at  once,” 
and  so  forth. 

That  was  true.  The  committee  was  right  in 
that  report,  but  they  held  it  back  until  the  last 
minute,  and  I  want  to  inform  the  committee  that 
if  they  had  taken  pains  to  inquire  recently  they 
would  find  that  this  visiting  arrangement  has  been 
consummated.  It  was  put  into  effect  last  Wednes¬ 
day,  and  arrangements  have  been  made  so  that 
the  boat  arrives  there  at  a  convenient  time.  They 
take  the  boys  to  the  dining  room,  instead  of  as  in 
days  gone  by,  when  everybody  brought  some¬ 
thing  to  eat  for  the  children,  and  invariably  after 
visiting  days  there  were  half  a  dozen  boys  sick 
because  of  that  fact;  a  new  arrangement  has  been 
made  in  that  regard.  They  previously  had  to  go 
in  by  the  coal  shed,  at  the  back  part  of  the  wharf, 
and  visitors  brought  all  sorts  of  pastry  and  every¬ 
thing  else.  The  children  ate  that  sort  of  stuff 
between  their  meals  and  consequently  were  sick. 

It  is  the  superintendent’s  intention  to  try  to  avoid 
having  anything  eaten  between  meals;  so  last 
Wednesday  the  parents  were  told  that  whatever 
they  brought  would  be  left  in  the  bag  and  the 
officers  would  see  that  they  were  distributed  to  the 
boys  at  meal  time.  I  don’t  think  it  is  the  inten¬ 
tion  of  the  committee  to  have  a  public  document 
printed  with  such  a  reflection  as  that  in  it,  when 
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the  matter  has  already  been  taken  care  of.  That 
is  the  reason  why  I  now  call  the  attention  of  the 
committee  to  the  matter.  This  new  arrangement 
was  put  into  effect  last  Wednesday,  and  I  under¬ 
stand  is  working  very  well.  The  superintendent 
said  they  came  and  sat  in  the  dining  room  and 
were  out  of  the  way.  If  there  is  any  possible  way 
to  have  that  matter  remedied  in  the  report,  I 
would  like  to  see  it  remedied.  The  trustees  feel 
that  the  Council  is  trying  to  help  them  and  want 
to  be  reasonable.  We  have  a  good  set  of  trustees, 
and  I  believe  in  upholding  them  and  not  having  a 
report  go  out  to  the  effect  that  they  are  not  doing 
their  duty,  when  this  matter  has  been  remedied. 
That  is  one  thing  I  have  read  that  I  think  should 
be  corrected.  I  do  not  offer  it  as  a  criticism,  but 
I  do  think  it  should  be  stricken  out  under  the 
circumstances.  I  would  like  to  hear  what  the 
chairman  has  to  say  in  regard  to  the  matter. 

Coun.  KENNY — Mr.  President,  inasmuch  as 
the  member  has  asked  me  to  say  something,  I  feel 
obliged  to  do  so.  Otherwise  I  would  not  have 
arisen.  It  seems  to  me  that  his  very  statement 
has  justified  the  language  of  the  report. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  ordered  printed 
as  a  public  document.

Coun.  COULTHURST — -Mr.  President,  this,  as 
I  understand  it,  is  an  order  for  the  transfer  of 
$10,000  for  work  on  Parker  Hill  reservoir? 

President  McDONALD — Yes. 

Coun.  COULTHURST— Mr.  President,  this 
order  is  a  partial  recognition  of  the  request  made 
by  the  City  Council  a  week  ago  last  Monday  that 
the  Mayor  transfer  the  available  Reserve  Fund  to 
one  or  another  department  of  the  city,  to  be  used  for 
furnishing  work  for  the  unemployed.  I  am  very 
glad  that  the  Mayor  has  seen  fit,  after  a  study 
and  investigation  of  the  situation,  to  find  $10,000 
available  for  this  purpose.  I  am  sorry  that  he 
has  not  seen  fit  to  appropriate,  or  to  initiate  the 
appropriation  of,  a  larger  sum  of  money;  $10,000 
is  going  to  help  some,  but  it  is  not  going  to  help 
enough.  I  trust  that  in  the  early  meetings  of  the 
next  City  Council  he  will  take  advantage  of  the 
situation  further  and  send  us  in  a  special  appro¬ 
priation  or  appropriations  to  meet  this  situation. 
It  is  only  a  matter  of  bookkeeping  whether  this 
Reserve  Fund  balance  is  appropriated  this  fiscal 
year  or  next  year,  but  I  feel  strongly  that  a  much 
larger  sum  of  money  than  $10,000  should  be  set 
aside  for  the  purpose  of  furnishing  emergency 
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work  for  the  unemployed.  I  trust  that  the  Mayor 
will  see  fit  from  his  further  investigation  of  the 
matter  to  send  in  as  a  special  appropriation,  either 
next  Monday  or  at  an  early  stage  of  the  life  of 
the  new  City  Council,  an  order  providing  for  the 
appropriation  of  a  substantially  larger  amount  for 
this  purpose. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  want  to 
say  for  the  information  of  the  gentleman  who  has 
just  preceded  me  that  I  know  as  a  fact  that  the 
matter  of  spending  money  on  the  leveling  of 
Parker  Hill  reservoir  has  been  under  considera¬ 
tion  for  more  than  five  weeks.  I  might  have  told 
the  gentleman  about  it  before.  The  Mayor  spoke 
to  me  almost  five  weeks  ago  about  doing  it,  saying 
he  intended  to  use  money  for  that  purpose ;  I  think 
it  is  not  fair  for  the  councilor  to  claim  responsi¬ 
bility  for  the  transfer  under  the  circumstances. 
I  think  the  Mayor  is  entitled  to  it.  I  know  that 
the  transfer  which  is  recommended  to-day  has 
been  under  consideration  for  about  five  weeks  by 
the  Mayor,  because  he  spoke  to  me  about  it  four 
and  one-half  weeks. ago. 

Coun.  COULTHURST— Mr.  President,  there  is 
no  question  involved  here  of  glory  or  anything  of 
the  sort.  I  am  still  of  the  opinion  that  a  large 
sum  of  money,  $50,000,  or  even  $100,000,  should 
be  set  aside,  appropriated  by  the  Mayor  or  the 
City  Council,  to  furnish  emergency  work  for  the 
unemployed;  whether  this  $10,000  is  carrying  out 
the  suggestion  of  mine  or  not  is  immaterial;  the 
important  thing  is  results,  and  I  am  not  at  all 
satisfied  with  this  proposed  transfer;  it  does  not 
adequately  meet  the  situation;  it  is  only  one 
mere  drop  in  the  bucket.  I  shall  be  very  glad  to 
vote  for  it,  because  it  is  going  to  help;  but  I 
would  merely  repeat  what  I  have  previously  said, 
that  I  trust  the  Mayor,  in  his  further  investiga¬ 
tion,  will  find  that  it  is  expedient  or  proper  to  send 
to  this  body  an  order  or  orders  appropriating  a 
substantial  sum  of  money  to  meet  the  situation 
during  the  next  two  weeks. 

The  order  was  passed,  yeas  9,  nays  0.

But  the  members  deem  it  improper 
and  unethical  to  name  a  public  building  square 
or  any  public  place  for  a  living  person.  It  was 


that  consideration  that  led  them  to  reach  the 
conclusion  they  have  reached  in  this  matter.

APPROVAL  OF  APPOINTMENTS  OF  CIVIL 
SERVICE  COMMISSION  DESIRABLE. 

Coun.  KENNY  offered  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  in  the  opinion  of  the  City  Coun¬ 
cil  it  is  unwise  and  inexpedient  to  change  the 
provisions  of  the  city  charter  which  require  that 
the  appointment  of  heads  of  departments  and 
members  of  municipal  boards  in  the  City  of  Boston 
be  subject  to  the  approval,  as  to  qualifications,  of 
the  Civil  Service  Commission.  The  transfer  from 
the  Civil  Service  Commission  to  the  City  Council 
of  the  power  of  approving  such  appointments,  as 
now  proposed  in  a  bill  pending  in  the  Legislature, 
would  be  deterimental  to  the  public  service.  The 
power  proposed  to  be  vested  in  the  City  Council 
would  be  a  source  of  annoyance  to  its  members 
and  might  result  in  conflicts  between  the  excutive 
and  legislative  departments  of  the  city  govern¬ 
ment.  The  present  charter  provision  respecting 
appointments,  and  their  approval,  has  proved  to  be 
beneficial  in  practice,  and  in  the  opinion  of  the 
City  Council  it  should  be  continued. 

The  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the  resolu¬ 
tion. 

Coun.  WATSON— Mr  President,  I  do  not  like  to 
criticise  this  resolution,  but  the  fact  that  we  don’t 
want  this  law  passed  because  it  might  annoy  us  is 
ridiculous.  I  move  that  we  strike  out  that  first 
portion  of  the  resolution  that  refers  to  annoyance. 
I  think  it  looks  bad,  is  a  reflection  on  the  member¬ 
ship  here.  There  are  other  good  reasons  for  not 
doing  this.  I  trust  that  the  change  will  be  made. 
If  it  is  not,  I  shall  not  vote  for  the  resolution. 

Coun.  KENNY — -Mr.  President,  I  will  ask  that 
the  Clerk  read  the  resolution  again.  I  think  that  is 
only  one  of  the  reasons  assigned. 

The  Clerk  read  the  resolution. 

Coun.  KENNY — Mr.  President,  it  seems  to  me 
that  that  phraseology  is  very  precise,  and,  if  I 
might  say  so,  very  responsive  to  the  feelings  of  the 
members  of  the  Council,  as  they  expressed  them¬ 
selves  in  the  outer  Chamber.  The  point  raised  by 
the  gentleman  opposite  is  only  one  reason  that  has 
been  assigned.  The  principal  thing  is,  as  the  reso¬ 
lution  says,  that  the  thing  is  inexpedient,  that 
putting  such  a  piece  of  legislation  on  the  statute 
books  would  be  unwise.  That,  it  seems  to  me, 
covers  the  matter  very  fully,  and  I  don’t  think  we 
can  improve  on  that  language,  Mr.  President. 

Coun.  WATSON — Mr.  President,  I  am  posi¬ 
tively  sincere  in  this  objection.  I  do  not  want  to 
be  placed  in  the  position  of  voting  for  a  resolution 
against  certain  proposed  action  on  Beacon  Hill  on 
the  ground  that  that  action  would  result  in  annoy¬ 
ance  to  us. 

Coun.  KENNY — Mr.  President,  of  course  I  de¬ 
sire  to  meet  the  suggestion  of  the  member  as  far  as  I 
can.  If  you  will  just  give  me  a  moment  I  will  see 
if  I  can  do  so.  (Taking  back  and  examining  the 
resolution.)  With  the  unanimous  consent  of  the 
Council  I  shall  try  to  meet  the  objection  raised  by 
the  member  of  the  Council  opposite,  Coun.  Watson, 
if  I  may  use  his  name.  I  would  suggest  striking 
out  of  the  words  “and  would  be  a  source  of  annoy¬ 
ance  to  its  members.” 

The  words  referred  to  were  stricken  out,  and  the 
resolution  as  amended  was  passed. 
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Coun.  KENNY — Mr.  President,  in  that  same 
connection  I  offer  the  following  order:  That  the 
President  appoint  a  committee  of  the  City  Council 
to  appear  at  the  hearing  in  the  Legislature  to 
protest  against  the  passage  of  the  bill  to  transfer 
the  power  of  approval  of  heads  of  departments  and 
members  of  municipal  boards  from  the  Civil 
Service  Commission  to  the  Boston  City  Council. 

Coun.  KENNY — Mr.  President,  inasmuch  as 
this  Council  is  about  to  adjourn  without  day,  I 
think  it  would  be  proper  to  now  move  that  that  be 
referred  to  the  next  city  government  for  action,  and 
I  so  move. 

The  order  was  referred  to  the  next  City  Council. 


EMPLOYMENT  OF  COUNSEL  IN  COURT. 

Coun.  COULTHURST— Mr.  President,  I  rise  to 
a  question  of  information.  Didn’t  we  ask  the 
Corporation  Counsel  at  our  last  meeting  to  advise 
us  at  this  meeting  in  regard  to  the  powers  of  the 
City  Council  to  employ  counsel  in  certiorari  pro¬ 
ceedings? 

President  McDONALD — No  communication 
has  been  received,  the  Clerk  informs  me. 


PRINTING  OF  CLOSING  PROCEEDINGS. 

Coun.  WATSON  offered  an  order — That  the

CLOSING  PROCEEDINGS. 

Coun.  KENNY  offered  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  City  Council 
be  extended  to  Daniel  J.  McDonald  for  the 
impartiality  and  ability  he  has  displayed  as 
presiding  officer  of  this  body  for  the  municipal 
year  1914. 

The  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the  resolu¬ 
tion. 

Coun.  KENNY— Mr.  President  and  members 
of  the  City  Council,  this  is  the  last  meeting  at 
which  I  shall  serve  with  you  as  a  member  of  the 
Council.  I  cannot  sever  my  connection  with  the 
City  Government  without  expressing  the  great 
debt  I  owe,  not  only  to  the  citizens  who  have 
honored  me  more  than  once,  but  to  my  associates 
in  this  body  and  its  predecessors  during  the  past 
five  years.  It  was  my  good  fortune  to  be  elected 
just  when  the  amended  charter  went  into  effect. 
I  have  observed  the  workings  of  that  experiment 
from  a  position  of  some  advantage  and  can  testify 
to  the  transformation  it  has  wrought.  We  have 
not  only  written  off  from  our  books,  I  hope  for¬ 
ever,  the  cruder  scandals  and  many  loose  methods 
of  an  earlier  period,  but  we  have  written  in  a  record 
of  solid,  substantial  progress.  Under  the  great 
heads  of  health,  transportation,  protection  against 
fire,  industrial  education,  harbor  development,  the 
establishment  of  public  buildings  and  playgrounds, 
to  mention  only  a  few,  enough  has  been  accom¬ 
plished  to  make  this  period  a  memorable  one  in  the 
history  of  the  city;  and  I  believe  the  charter 
amendments  and  the  awakened  spirit  of  the  people, 
which  brought  about  those  amendments,  have 
contributed  powerfully  to  this  result.  If  we  do  not 
yet  live  in  the  “Boston,  1915,”  of  some  idealist’s 
vision,  a  part  of  the  program  has  been  accomplished 
and  more  is  under  way.  Feeling,  as  I  do,  strongly, 
that  the  city  on  the  whole  is  gaining  ground  year 
by  year,  I  may  be  permitted,  in  these  last  remarks 
which  my  colleagues  are  to  hear  from  me,  to  direct 
your  attention  to  two  or  three  matters  in  which  we 
seem  to  have  less  cause  for  congratulation.  They 
are  familiar  to  the  verge  of  commonplaceness,  but 
as  important  as  they  are  difficult  and  vexatious. 
They  do  not  deal  with  strange  radicalisms  or 
inviting  novelties.  Sometimes  I  think  we  dance 
too  readily  after  such  allurements  and  neglect 
the  problems  of  practical  housekeeping  near 
at  hand.  The  suggestions  I  wish  to  offer  deal 


with  real  housekeeping  problems,  everyday, 
intimate  living  conditions  that  affect  the  whole 
community.  The  one  utility  that  serves  all  of  us 
alike  is  the  city  street  and  sidewalk  system. 
No  one  can  escape  its  influence  except  the  sick 
and  the  shut-ins  and  even  they  may  be  affected 
by  the  dust  and  the  noise.  Other  features  that 
the  government  regulates  seem  special  and  narrow 
compared  with  this.  If  we  needed  any  testimony 
to  its  importance,  that  testimony  would  be  afforded 
by  the  variety  of  the  problems  which  it  presents — 
questions  relating  to  the  general  highway  plan, 
the  choice  of  pavements,  the  construction  of 
sidewalks,  the  drainage,  the  removal  of  poles 
and  wires,  the  location  of  tracks,  the  subwrays, 
the  conduits  under  ground,  the  timing  of  excava¬ 
tions,  the  control  of  traffic,  the  apportionment  of 
cost,  the  planting  of  trees,  the  regulation  of  the 
roof  lines,  advertising  si#ps,  and  even  architec¬ 
tural  design,  and  many  more.  No  one  professes 
to  believe  that  these  questions  are  settled  or  even 
moving  rapidly  towrard  a  final  settlement.  We 
have  barely  got  to  the  point  of  realizing  that  they 
are  fundamental  questions.  We  are  asking  our¬ 
selves  at  last  whether  we  may  not  have  scattered 
our  energies  heretofore  among  enterprises  of 
less  prime  necessity.  If  so,  it  is  time  to  concen¬ 
trate  them  on  this  subject,  which  lies  at  the 
foundation  of  our  comfort,  our  prosperity  and 
our  decent  appearance.  Municipal  theaters, 
pawnshops  and  slaughter  houses  can  afford  to 
wait  until  we  have  laid  out  a  city  of  handsome  and 
convenient  streets  such  as  Boston  ought  to  have. 
A  general  highway  plan,  upon  which  the  best 
minds  agree,  ought  to  be  worked  out  and  repro¬ 
duced  in  diagram  and  widely  discussed,  not 
by  experts  alone,  but  by  the  people,  until  it 
begins  to  dawn  upon  all  of  us  that  it  is  really  inevi¬ 
table — something  we  cannot  put  off  without 
serious  loss.  Very  few  admire  the  present  ar¬ 
rangement.  It  is  confusing  to  visitors,  puzzling 
even  to  ourselves,  and  roundabout  and  slow  for 
all  kinds  of  traffic.  It  will  always  be  pic¬ 
turesque,  but  for  a  city,  really  of  a  million  in¬ 
habitants,  it  is  lacking  in  stateliness  and  simplicity. 
Of  course  there  are  certain  obstacles  to  any  radical 
rearrangement — such  as  the  expense,  the  age  and 
fixed  character  of  the  present  street  lines,  and  the 
hills  and  water  courses  that  break  the  surface. 
Yet,  it  is  inspiring  to  see  what  other  cities  have  done 
under  conditions  no  more  favorable  than  ours. 
Mannheim,  at  the  confluence  of  the  Neckar  and 
the  Rhine,  was  built  in  1606  and  is,  therefore,  older 
than  Boston.  Although  much  of  it  lies  on  swampy 
territory,  it  has  quintupled  its  population  in  fifty 
years  and  has  been  almost  made  over.  Its  streets 
laid  out  in  a  checkerboard  pattern,  with  a  great 
ring-street  sweeping  around  them,  and  fine  parks 
and  civic  centers,  seem  like  a  miracle  of  order, 
convenience,  tidiness  and  beauty.  A  sight  of  its 
panorama  is  one  more  object  lesson  in  the  need 
of  some  large,  clear-headed  treatment  of  the  street 
plan  in  Boston.  A  more  feasible  and  immediate 
reform  which  I  would  suggest  relates  to  the  choice 
of  pavements.  Those  of  us  who  have  seen  a  little 
of  other  cities  know  that  Boston  is  far  from  eminent 
in  this  particular.  The  dust,  the  mire,  the  great 
gaps  in  the  street  and  sidewalk  surface,  the  litter 
blown  about,  cry  constantly  for  explanations, 
which,  to  tell  the  truth,  are  usually  prompt  enough 
in  forthcoming.  But  do  they  satisfy  anybody 
except  the  official  apologists?  Do  they  offer  any 
prospect  of  improvement  for  the  future?  Do  they 
really  go  to  the  root  of  the  evil?  The  radical 
fault,  it  seems  to  me,  apart  from  questions  of 
efficiency  in  administration,  lies  in  the  style  of 
pavement  which  prevails  here.  Boston,  a  few 
years  ago,  was  estimated  to  have  70  per  cent  of 
its  streets  macadamized,  although  some  munic¬ 
ipal  engineers  do  not  consider  the  macadam 
surface  a  standard  pavement  at  all.  Buffalo 
had  only  3  per  cent  of  its  streets  surfaced 
in  this  manner;  Philadelphia,  14  per  cent,  and 
New  York,  36  per  cent.  The  macadam  sur¬ 
face  is  the  dustiest,  the  muddiest,  and  in  the 
long  run  (except  for  streets  of  very  light  traffic) 
the  most  expensive  of  all.  Next  to  macadam  in 
popularity  here  was  granite  block,  the  best  pave¬ 
ment,  of  course,  where  the  teaming  is  heavy,  but 
noisy  and  severe.  The  area  paved  with  this 
material  was  estimated  at  24  per  cent  of  the  whole. 
I  suggest  that  some  comprehensive  method — a 
ten-year  plan,  for  example — be  adopted,  so  as  to 
reduce  the  mileage  of  inferior  pavement.  The 
ideal  we  should  approach  would  be  a  city  with 
granite  blocks  for  the  heavy  teaming  wrays,  mac¬ 
adam  for  minor  residential  streets,  and  one  or 
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more  of  the  smoother  and  cleaner  pavements  for 
all  the  rest.  A  city  so  paved  would  carry  on  its 
face  its  own  warrant  of  civic  intelligence  and  self- 
respect.  Another  grave  problem  is  the  real  estate 
blight,  affecting  particularly  the  residential  sec¬ 
tions.  The  heart  of  the  city,  the  business  district, 
has  its  own  special  problem, — its  great  drawback 
of  congestion,  due  to  narrow  and  antiquated  streets, 

— but  this  is  receiving  proper  attention  and  ought 
not  to  defy  much  longer  the  efforts  of  experts  to 
find  a  solution.  Moreover,  there  seems  to  be  no 
shrinkage  of  values  in  this  district.  Quite  the 
reverse.  It  is  in  South  Boston,  Charlestown,  the 
South  End,  and  parts  of  Roxbury  that  the  prop¬ 
erty  owners  see  their  investments  evaporating 
before  their  eyes.  Even  the  assessors’  books, 
which  reveal  stagnation,  if  nothing  worse,  afford 
no  measure  of  the  actual  decline,  amounting  to 
millions  of  dollars,  in  these  and  other  residential 
sections.  The  discouragement  of  the  owners 
is  evident  from  the  general  shabbiness  and  lack 
of  painting  and  repair.  Local  causes  contrib¬ 
ute  to  the  depreciation  here  and  there,  but 
there  must  be  some  general  cause.  If  so,  it 
ought  to  be  disclosed  and  vigorously  attacked. 

A  home,  with  a  little  land  attached,  ought  to 
be  the  soundest  and  safest  investment  for 
any  family.  As  things  are,  we  all  know  how 
hazardous  it  is  in  Boston,  and  the  result  is  that 
our  city  is  not  a  city  of  homes,  as  compared  with 
Baltimore  and  Philadelphia?  The  evils  of  land¬ 
lord  ownership  and  property  decline  are  probably 
interconnected.  At  any  rate,  the  whole  city  is 
disfigured  by  the  run-down,  discouraged  resi¬ 
dential  areas,  always  threatening  to  degenerate 
into  real  slums,  which  are  springing  up  in  every 
section.  My  recommendations,  as  I  have  said, 
relate  to  matters  that  are  as  familiar  as  they  are 
urgent.  Very  likely  I  am  only  asking  questions 
that  have  occurred  to  all  of  us  from  time  to  time. 
Why  cannot  the  splendid  engineering  skill  and 
general  intelligence  which  is  at  our  command 
be  focussed  upon  them?  We  have  a  City  Planning 
Board,  a  Public  Works  Department,  a  Street 
Laying-Out  Department,  a  Law  Department,  a 
Finance  Commission, — all  zealous  and  experienced. 
The  State  Highway  Commission,  the  Institute 
of  Technology,  the  Metropolitan  Park  Commis¬ 
sion  could  contribute  valuable  counsel,  and 
would,  I  am  sure,  be  public-spirited  enough  to 
do  so.  If  any  one  of  these  problems — the  adop¬ 
tion  of  a  general  highway  plan,  the  removal  of 
inferior  pavements,  and  the  arrest  of  the  pro¬ 
gressive  blight  in  residential  areas — could  be 
solved,  the  whole  city  would  benefit  and  the  ben¬ 
efit  would  show  on  its  face.  It  would  begin  to 
look  more  like  the  Boston  of  our  ideals, — the 
potential  Boston  which  we  like  to  think  of  as 
needing  only  a  few  such  finishing  touches  to  make 
it  the  finest  city  on  earth. 

Mr.  President,  the  time  has  come  to  say  farewell. 

I  have  been  a  member  of  the  City  Council  for  five 
years,  and  during  that  time  I  have  had  the  usual 
experience  and  activities  of  the  average  member. 

I  have  been  brought  almost  in  daily  contact  with  the 
officials  of  this  body,  the  gentlemen  who  are  known 
as  the  officers  of  the  City  Council, —  the  City 
Clerk,  Mr.  James  Donovan,  and  his  assistants,  Mr. 
Wilfred  J.  Doyle  and  Mr.  John  B.  Lynch;  the  Clerk 
of  Committees,  Mr.  John  F.  Dever,  and  his  asso¬ 
ciate,  Mr.  Frank  X.  Chisholm;  the  City  Messen¬ 
ger,  Mr.  Edward  J.  Leary,  and  his  assistants,  Mr. 
Charles  E.  Silloway  and  Mr.  Frederick  J.  Glenn; 
the  official  stenographer,  Mr.  Edward  W.  Harnden;  * 
the  gentlemen  representing  the  Press  of  the  city; 
the  gentlemen  representing  the  Police  Department, 
one  of  whom,  I  may  say  in  passing,  recently  de¬ 
ceased,  a  fine  old  type  of  Boston  police  officer,  a 
man  who  was  faithful  even  unto  the  last  day  of 
service,  and  who  has  gone  to  his  reward.  To  all  of 
these  gentlemen  wrhom  I  have  mentioned  I  cer¬ 
tainly  owe  an  expression  of  gratefulness  and  thanks. 

I  do  not  recall  in  my  life  here  in  the  City  Council 
a  single  instance  where  any  one  of  these  gentlemen 
was  ever  discourteous  or  unobliging.  On  the  con¬ 
trary,  from  all  the  gentlemen  I  have  named,  from 
the  first  to  the  last,  down  to  Mr.  Leahy,  the  police 
o'Ticial  who  now  stands  at  the  door,  I  have  received 
the  highest  degree  of  courteous  attention  and 
response  to  every  request  I  have  made  in  an  official 
manner  or  capacity.  I  think  the  City  Council  of 
Boston  is  to  be  congratulated  upon  its  officials,  and 
I  say  this  in  all  seriousness.  I  think  the  officials 
who  have  to  do  with  the  conduct  of  the  business 
here  in  this  body  are  superior  to  those  of  almost 
any  other  city  that  I  have  seen,  where  my  business 
or  opportunities  have  taken  me,  throughout  the 


country.  I  have  visited  New  York,  Philadelphia, 
Washington,  Chicago  and  San  Francisco,  and  I  do 
not  believe  that  a  body  of  men  better  equipped, 
more  intelligent,  more  painstaking,  more  careful, 
is  to  be  found  anywhere  in  this  country  than  right 
here  in  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Boston.  In 
passing,  Mr.  President,  I  want  to  say  to  you  and 
to  my  associates,  my  colleagues  and  confreres,  that 
I  leave  you  with  a  great  deal  of  regret.  I  am  not 
going  to  sing  any  swan  song,  but  I  want  to  assure 
you  that  in  going  away  from  you  to-day  I  am 
carrying  the  pleasantest  recollections  and  asso¬ 
ciations.  And  to  you,  Mr.  President,  whom  I 
knew  long  before  coming  into  the  body,  whose 
friendship  and  companionship  upon  many  occa¬ 
sions  had  been  previously  enjoyed,  I  want  to  add  a 
few  words  of  commendation,  which  I  now  speak 
not  only  for  myself  but  for  those  here  assembled. 
The  resolution  which  has  been  presented  is  not  a 
perfunctory  one.  It  means  exactly  what  it  states. 
You  have  been  faithful  and  efficient;  you  have 
given  to  everybody  here  in  this  council  chamber 
at  all  times  and  under  all  conditions  a  square  deal. 
You  have  been  fair  and  impartial  in  your  rulings. 
You  have  been  courteous.  The  sun  has  been 
about  you  a  good  deal  and  a  good  deal  of  it  has 
radiated  from  you.  And  now,  Mr.  President,  on 
behalf  of  your  colleagues  and  also  on  behalf  of  the 
officers  connected  with  the  Council,  whom  I  have 
mentioned,  I  desire  to  present  you  with  a  slight 
testimonial  of  our  regard.  We  want  you  to  accept 
it  not  in  the  spirit  of  evincing  a  desire  on  our  part 
to  enrich  you  as  far  as  worldly  possessions  go,  but 
as  a  token  of  our  esteem  and  regard  for  you.  We 
wish  you  to  carry  this  watch  and  chain  in  recol¬ 
lection  of  your  services  here,  your  associations  and 
the  companionship  you  have  had  in  this  Council. 
(Applause.) 

(Coun.  KENNY  here  presented  to  President 
McDonald  a  gold  watch  and  chain.) 

The  resolution  offered  by  Coun.  Kenny  was 
adopted  by  a  unanimous  rising  vote. 

President  McDONALD — Mr.  City  Clerk  and 
fellow  members  of  the  City  Council,  I  have  been 
sitting  here  trying  to  find  words  to  say  in  reply  to 
the  beautiful  things  that  have  been  said  about  me 
and  to  me  by  the  gentleman  who  has  just  taken 
his  seat.  While  I  expected  something  of  the  sort, 
while  it  was  not  a  surprise,  still,  after  listening  to 
him,  there  is  no  doubt  in  my  mind  that  this  is 
one  of  the  most  interesting  and  finest  moments  in 
my  life.  As  he  has  suggested,  the  watch  and  chain 
mean  more  to  me  than  ten  times  the  money  they 
cost.  I  realize  that  they  have  been  given  to  me  by 
my  associates  and  the  attaches  of  the  City  Council 
of  the  year  1914;  that  they  are  something  I  can 
show  to  my  children  and  to  my  folks  and  friends, 
possibly,  if  God  spares  me,  in  years  to  come,  as  a 
memento  of  the  fact  that  I  presided  over  the  City 
Council  in  1914  and  that  I  was  pleasantly  remem¬ 
bered  by  my  fellow  associates.  While  these  things 
at  times  do  not  come  as  a  surprise,  they  are  inter¬ 
esting  as  showing  the  feelings  that  our  associates 
have  towards  us.  I  shall  alwa,ys  cherish  this  gift 
as  one  of  my  most  valuable  earthly  possessions, 
because  of  its  associations.  To  the  gentleman 
who  has  just  taken  his  seat,  and  who  is  not  going 
to  be  with  us  next  year,  I  can  say  for  myself  and 
for  the  other  members  of  the  City  Council  that  we 
regret  the  fact  that  he  is  not  going  to  be  with  us. 

I  have  always  found  him — and  I  know  the  other 
members  of  the  City  Council  will  bear  me  out  in 
this — honorable  and  above  board,  willing  at  all 
times  to  assist  any  member  of  the  Council  in  any¬ 
thing  that  was  fair  and  that  was  in  the  interests  of 
the  city.  Those  of  us  who  knew  him  before  he 
came  here,  and  those  of  us  who  have  come  in  con¬ 
tact  with  him  since,  know  I  speak  the  truth  when 
I  say  that  to  know  him  is  not  only  to  like  him  but 
to  love  him.  We  deeply  regret  his  going  from  us. 
While  our  loss  may  be  the  gain  of  the  men  with 
whom  he  is  associated  in  a  business  way,  at  the 
same  time  the  loss  to  us  and  to  the  city  is  a  great 
one.  Still,  we  wish  to  him  success,  and  I  trust  that 
in  whatever  he  starts  out  to  do  every  success  will 
follow  him.  The  City  Clerk,  our  friend,  smiling 
Jim  Donovan,  I  want  to  thank  for  his  kindness  to 
me  and  my  associates  in  the  City  Council.  I  also, 
for  myself,  and  on  behalf  of  my  associates,  extend 
best  wishes  to  Mr.  Doyle,  his  assistant;  to  Mr. 
Harnden,  our  official  stenographer;  to  the  City 
Messenger,  Mr.  Leary;  to  the  assistant  eity 
messengers,  Mr.  Silloway  and  Mr.  Glenn,  and  to 
my  friend  and  adviser,  Mr.  Dever,  and  his  assistant, 
Mr.  Chisholm,  as  well  as  to  the  reporters  of  all  the 
newspapers,  who  have  been  so  kind  to  us  all. 
While  we  may  have  had  differences  at  times,  we 
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appreciate  the  fact  that  they  have  done  what 
was  for  our  good,  that  they  have  done  the  best 
they  could  not  only  to  help  us  but  to  help  the  city 
as  well.  I  wish  to  say  to  all  the  police  officers  and 
to  all  the  attaches,  as  well  as  all  the  members  of 
the  City  Council,  that  I  thank  them  from  the 
bottom  of  my  heart  for  their  kindness  to  me.  I 
trust  that  in  years  to  come,  when  I  am  looking  at 
this  watch  and  at  the  engraving  that  I  supp9se  is 
on  it,  although  I  have  not  seen  it  yet,  it  will  be 


one  of  the  pleasantest  memories  of  my  life,  bring¬ 
ing  back  to  my  mind  my  association  with  members 
of  the  City  Council  and  with  the  attaches  of  the 
City  Council  in  the  year  1914.  Gentlemen,  I 
thank  you.  (Applause.) 

Coun.  KENNY — Mr.  President,  I  move  that 
we  do  now  adjourn  sine  die. 


The  City  Council  of  1914  adjourned  sine  die, 
on  motion  of  Coun.  KENNY,  at  2.07  o’clock  p.  m.
